ik the recent meeting of the Baptist Union 
&ss in Glasgow a venerable missionary ap- 
peared who had spent thirty-five years in 
West Africa. His attenuated frame and 
fine spiritual face were more eloquent than 
any speech. He had sacrificed everything 
for Africa, and stood before his brethren to 
plead anew for the Negro. “If I had another 
life I would gladly give it to win my African 
brother to Christ.” It is this spirit which 
meets us, happily, in all parts of the mission 
field; and it is this that makes the era bright 
with the hope and joy of a sure, rich, speedy 
harvest. Much has been done within the 
past twelve months to carry the light of the 
gospel to the benighted tribes of Africa. The 
work of David. Livingstone and Moftat and 
other pioneers is followed up with ardour. 
Two great American societies have arranged 
to enter conjointly the equatorial region, 
where population is dense, and where the 
curse of the slave-trade still prevails. British 
missions to Africa have made some progress 
during the year, though several precious lives 
have been lost. Among the most notable 
losses in the’cause of African evangelization 
must be counted the venerable ‘Dr. Mullens 
who fell a victim to disease while earnestly 
prosecuting a journey to a new station far in- 
land. The Presbyterian missions in East 
Africa have struck root most hopefully. In 
South Africa the ploughshare of war has been 


breaking up the ground, causing loss and dis- 
aster for the moment, but doubtless prepar- 
ing the way for future triumphs. Madagascar 
still presents new features of missionary en- 
terprise,—Queen and court as well as the 
great congregations of converts using all dili- 
gence to promote the evangelization of the 
more remote regions of the country. 

India is the arena of the grandest conflict 
of modern times,—the conflict between Chris- 
tianity and the great historical religions of 
heathendom. How fares the battle? We 
think we can safely say that during the year 
1879 it has been all gain and no loss for the 
cause of Christ. Converts have flocked in un- 
usual numbers to all the leading stations of 
all the societies. Even in Calcutta there has 
been an unwonted stir, and unusually large 
accessions; while in some districts the con- 
verts are numbered by thousands. Famine 
and pestilence, like war, prepare the way of 
the Lord. It has been so, emphatically in 
India. It is still the day of small things in 
China and Japan, though in both there has 
been a marked advance. From time to time 
we have to record the proceedings of the 
“Presbyterian Synod of China,’”’ and all the 
churches of our order in Japan have united. 
The number of missionaries in these vast 
Asiatic countries is still extremely inadequate; 
but during the past year there has been an 
increase in the staff of about five per cent. 
The noble army of missionaries needs to be 
multiplied tenfold. The Eastern world is 
open to evangelistic effort as it never was 
before. 

In the isles of the Pacific the London Mis- 
sionary Society, the American Board and 
other Associations, in common with the Pres- 
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byterian churches, have continued their work 
without any notable change. In Persia the 
light is brightly burning among the hills of 
Oroomiah, and shining all the more brightly 
because of the darkness, dense and far-reach- 
ing, by which it is surrounded. Within the 
past year the converts were organized into 
churches after the Scriptural Presbyterian 
model. In the Turkish Provinces we have 
only to note the same ever-recurring Vicissi- 
tudes of loss and gain, gain and loss. Terrible 
as the experiences of Asia Minor and all parts 
of the decrepit empire have been of late, it 
is remarkable that the sufferings of mission- 
aries and Christian converts have not been 
proportionately increased. <A gracious Pro- 
vidence has watched over them. Missions to 
Papal countries,—to Mexico, Brazil, Chili,— 
have been greatly blessed during the past 
year. Contributions to the mission cause 
during 1879 have considerably exceeded those 
of 1878. Still, from all quarters the cry came, 
“We can send forth more men if you will 
only furnish the money.” This has been the 
case with regard to our own Church, of whose 
missions we may say in one word, that the past 
year has been simply one of average prosperi- 
ty. Itis quite remarkable that for several 
years Mission churches and stations among 
the heathen have been far more prosperous, 
apparently, than the churches at home. 
What we need is to have our hearts impressed 
with the claims of Christ upon our personal 
service for the perishing at home, and our 
costliest offerings for the perishing abroad. 
Then will the triumphs of the year on which 
we have now entered far exceed the triumphs 
of the past. 


Gheological Education. 


ee the last meeting of the General Assem- 
bly the following resolution anent 
Theological Education was unanimously 
adopted and the ministers of the Church were 
instructed to carry it out on the last Sabbath 
of November, viz :— Having respect to the 
great importance of the work of Ministerial 
Education and to the need of more fully en- 
listing the sympathy and co-operation of all 
our congregations in this work, so that young 
men of suitable qualifications may have their 
attention more effectually directed to the 
claims of the ministry upon them, and may 
be encouraged to enter on the requisite course 
of study, whilst the more adequate support 
of our Theological Seminaries may be secured, 
the Board respectfully recommend to the 
General Assembly the appointment of a Sab- 
bath during the ensuing year on which in all 
our congregations the subject of Ministerial 
Education shall be specially brought before 


the ministers of the Church and its claims 
and necessities represented and enforced.” 

We trust this request of the Assembly will 
be complied with in every pulpit of our 
Church. It is a subject which is probably 
but sparingly pressed on the attention of our 
people, and hence their sympathy is not fully 
enlisted nor their lberality fully evoked. 
Presbyterians are by no means wanting in 
education and intelligence, and not only ap- 
preciate but demand an educated ministry. 
Nor are they an unreasonable people. They 
will not withhold the means for securing what. 
they deem so indispensable. It is fair to as- 
sume then that if the claims of our colleges. 
are brought fairly before the Church, these 
claims will be considered in a generous spirit 
and meet with a hearty response. 

In the resolutions of Assembly there are 
two special points which claim the earnest 
attention of our ministers and people. 

(1.) Suitable young men for the ministry. 
The Church should in this respect devote her 
best to the Lord’s service. The commercial’ 
interests of the age, and the haste to be rich 
no doubt affect injuriously the supply of theo- 
logical students. Yet this is not an unmixed 
evil. The first requisite in a candidate for 
the ministry is piety and consecration to the 
work. Great abilities, too, are urgently re- 
quired, and of these the ministry of our Church 
has always secured a share. But those talents, 
however brilliant, that can be diverted from 
the Gospel ministry by the more glittering 
bait of some secular calling, would bring no 
real strength to the Church. As things now 
stand, the day seems distant when mercenary 
souls will be allured into the pulpit in the 
hope of a handsome income and an easy life. 
Still it is an evil to which we cannot shut our 
eyes that the fear of dooming themselves to 
‘“oenteel poverty” causes many a youngman 
to pass by a calling to which otherwise he is 
strongly drawn, and eminently adapted. 
And there can be no doubt that this practi- 
cally cuts off from the ministry young men of 
the higher and even middle classes of society. 
There are in our Church many large-hearted 
Christ-loving men,—men in the honourable 
pursuits of law, medicine and commerce. 
How many of these in thought and prayer- 
ful purpose dedicate a son to the Christian 
ministry ? They give us of their. gold; we 
want their sons too, that the ministry may 
fairly reflect the Church’s social position, as 
well as her piety and her talent. 

(2.) Adequate support.—Our theological 
colleges are only partially endowed. The 
greater part of their annual revenue must 
therefore be derived from the free-will offer- 
ings of the people. This attitude of confiding 
dependency on the Church is far from being 
an evil, provided the Church can be made 
clearly to apprehend her responsibilit 
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these Institutions. Ina circular issued by a} support from the Jews of other countries ae 


committee of Assembly we learn what is re- 
quired asan average contribution for College 
purposes from every member of the Church. 
In the territory assigned to Queen’s Univer- 
sity and Knox College it only amounts, after 
all that is said about it to the paltry sum of 
eighteen cents per member, and for the sup- 
port of the Montreal College thirty-three 
cents per member. This is exclusive of the 
amount derived from vested capital and the 
more private subscriptions of generous friends. 
Now we are loathe to believe that there are 
many members of our Church either unable 
or unwilling to contribute such amount, 
whilst there are hundreds of our wealthy and 
well-to-do people who are both able and will- 
ing to give in proportion to their ability if the 
matter is fairly presented to them. If that 
is not done, who is to blame ? Aig 


THE SHORTER CATECHISM. 


We learn that the demand for the Shorter 
Catechism has been greater this year in the 
United States than at any previous period. 
Even beyond the Presbyterian pale there is 
call for it. Does not this mark a hopeful 
revival of orthodoxy,—a healthy recoil from 
a mamby-pamby amorphous religion of senti- 
ment ? We hope and believe it does. But 
the inquiry recurs,—how is it with the study 
of the Shorter Catechism in Canada? Has it 
the place which is its due in our families, in 
our Sabbath-schools, in our Bible Classes ? 
We have reason to believe that in some sec- 
tions of the country the Catechism is not less 
popular than ever. We are anxious that its 
use should be the universal rule in our Sun- 
day-schools. It need not, in fact it never 
does, interfere with Bible teaching. On the 
contrary, it is a very great help to teacher 
and pupil. 


JEWS RETURNING TO PALESTINE. 


“THERE IS AN INDESCRIBABLE YEARNING IN 
THE JEW TOWARD THE LAND OWNED BY HIS 
ANCESTORS.” Such was the remark of Dr. 
Moody Stuart in the late Free Church Assem- 
bly of Scotland. “ At this moment,” said he, 
“this indescribable yearning has turned to 
Jerusalem such a stream of emigration that 
some of the Jews are proposing to arrest it 
by assisting the pauper emigrants to return 
to their own countries.” 

“While lamenting the influx,” the Jewish 
Chronicle says that “they might as well at- 
tempt to turn the course of the Atlantic as to 
stem this isresistible tide!” In the total po- 
pulation of 36,000, the Jews in Jerusalem 
were reckoned two years ago to have in- 
creased to 13,000, and now they are number- 
ed at 18,000 ; and the contributions for their 


estimated at 60,0000. a year. 

One of the Jewish organs makes the follow- 
ing remarkable statement. It says:—“If it 
is the will of Providence that there should 
arise out of the accumulated ashes of deso- 
lation which cover Palestine an era of glory 
which shall unite the Jews in the cradle of 
their race and their religion, that consumma- 
tion could not take place under happier 
auspices than those of England.” It was re- 
marked, however, that “the time was not 
yet.” 

In addition to the growing desire of the 
Jews to return to their own land; and signs 
of desire elsewhere to hasten their return, 
“there is another element in the hope of the 
world’s peace being cemented by their occu- 
pying the lands of their fathers.” A leading 
London journal remarked a short time since : 
*< the possession of Palestine and a part of 
Syria, by a people who have retained an in- 
destructible nationality, while they have 
learned a complete cosmopolitanism during 
some eighteen centuries—a nation at once 
European and Asiatic—Asiatic in origin, and 
European in education—would not be by any 
means a bad arrangement. It might not be« 
impolitic on the part of the European powers 
to assist in placing so influential a people in 
so important a position, as the mevitable de- 
cay of Turkish power renders a change of 
government necessary. All the difficulties 
and jealousies incident to any project of 
joint occupation would be avoided; for the 
Jew is at once of no nation and of all. No 
people could better solve what, before many 
years, must become the ‘Syrian difficulty.’”

THE FLIGH TANTO EGYPT. 


JANUARY IIth. MATTHEW II : 13-23. 


Pee things are to be noted, — Joseph’s 
yf) prompt obedience : Herod’s death : the safety 
of ‘‘the young child.” How long Joseph 
remained at Bethlehem after the departure of the 
Magi is not stated. But, immediately after receiv- 
ing the angel’s message, he departed into Egypt with 
the young child and his mother. The distance was 
sixty miles at least. It was a hazardous journey, 
for, at every stage they were liable to discovery, 
But Joseph proceeded, ‘‘ nothing doubting” that He 
at whose command he went would protect him by 
the way. Once in Egypt, he was beyond Herod’s 
jurisdiction. Moreover, he was not among stram 
gers, for upwards ofa million of Jews were at that 
time settled in the valley of the Nile. In Alexan- 
dria alone there were 120,000. Among these 
Joseph the carpenter would readily find support, as 
the Jewish workmen had associations corresponding 
to the ‘‘ trades unions”’ of modern times. He re- 
mained until the death of Herod, which occurred a 
few months afterwards, in his 7oth year, and the 
37th of his reign. Vs. 15. This prophecy, found in 
Hosea 11: I, refers primarily to the Jsvaelttes in 
Egyptian bondage. Applied to Christ, the former 
becomes a type of the latter, by a figure represent- 
ing the calling of all that are Christ’s, through 
Him, out of spiritual bondage. Vs. 16. Zhen He- 
rod—YWow long he waited for the return of the 
wise men we don’t know. But at length the truth 
dawned upon him that he had been out-witted. 
fle saw that he was mocked—Nobody likes to be 
“* fooled,” leastwise kings. Ina fit of passion he 
gave orders to carry out the fiendish idea that pos- 
sessed him from the moment he heard of the ‘‘born 
king.”” Two years could not have elapsed, but in 
order to make sure of his victim, he would slay all 
the male children under that age, not only in Beth- 
lehem but in aJl the neighbourhood. Foolish man, 
to think of fighting thus against God ! Vs. 17, 18. 
This prophecy, Jer. 31 : 15, like the other, had now 
a double meaning Originally it refers to the 
Babylonish captivity. Rachel, buried near Bethle- 
hem, Gen. 35:19, is figuratively represented as 
rising from the tomb to lament the loss of her chil- 
dren, by the bitter captivity, and now, by foul mur- 
der. Vs. 19. But when Herod was dead—Swift 
retribution followed.’ Josephus describes his last ill- 
ness as loathsome toa degree,and his death as very 
similar to that of his grandson, see Acts 12 : 23. 
But the young child lived! Now Joseph may re- 
turn fo the land of Israel, but not to Bethlehem, 
he must go to Nazareth, where his presence will 
excite little notice, and also that the prophecies con- 
cerning Him might be fulfilled, Matt. 2 : 23. 
LEARN that faith in God induces unquestion- 
ing obedience : that we are always safe when fol- 
lowing the leadings of Providence : that it is neither 
mecessary nor desirable that we shall see all the 
way before us. One step is enough at a time, Ps. 
£49 ;105. We may safely leave the rest with God. 


Aesus baptized by Hon. 


JANUARY 18th. MATTHEW III : 1-17, 


Spoun the BAPTIST, was himself the subject of 
U, prophecy, Mal: 3 +1. Isa. 40.237) These 
i cumstances attending John’s birth and vocation 
are detailed in Luke chs. 1 and 3, and in Mark 1. 
The Baptist was born about six months before Jesus. 
was beheaded by Herod, Matt. 14: 10, about one 
year before our Lord’s crucifixion. From the time of 
his return from Egypt no mention is made of Jesus 
until now that he is 30 years of age, Luke 3 ;23— 
save once at twelve years. of age, Luke 2; 41-52. 
The one thing recorded of Him during this long pe- 
riod is worthy of the special notice of all young 
people. ‘‘ He was subject to his parents,” Luke 
2:51. Vs.1,2. mn those days.—Compare Mark 
I:9-11 and Luke, ch. 3. /reaching—proclaim- 
ing the word and will of God. Noah was a 
preacher, 2 Peter 2:5. So. were all ‘the™ Old 
Testament prophets, and ever since their time 
preaching the Gospel has been the chief means 
of making known the way of salvation by Jesus 
Christ. Zhe wilderness—in the valley of Jordan, 
east from Jerusalem, Aefen¢—Repentance is more 
than a change of mind. It is a change of life—for- 
saking sin and coming to God. The prodigal son 
arose and went to his father. Luke 15;18. See 
Catechism Q. 87. The kingdom of heaven.—This 
expression, suggested by Daniel’s vision, ch. 7: 
13, 14, occurs frequently in Matthew but in none of 
the other Gospels. It means that spiritual kingdom 
which the Messiah set up in the hearts of men. Y. 
3. See Isa. 40 ; 3 where Christ is called Jehovah. 
His coming was to be heralded as that of a king 
and all obstructions removed out of the way. V. 4. 
Raiment of camel's haiy—such as the old prophets 
wore, 2 Kings 1;8. Locusts and honey—then 
commonly used as food by the poorest people, and 
eaten to this day by the Arabs. V. 6-12. Baptized 
—John had a divine commission not only to preach 
but to baptize also, John 1; 33. This was a new 
ordinance which, on account of its novelty, attracted 
crowds, and many were baptized, confessing their 
sins and promising amendment of life. Nothing is 
said as to the mode of John’s baptism. The stern 
rebuke addressed to the Pharisees and Saducees 
teaches that his baptism in itself had no saving effi- 
cacy, but was simply the sign of repentance. Chris- 
tian baptism was instituted at a later date by Christ 
himself, Matt. 28:19. Ws. 13. Christ’s coming to 
John for baptism was unnecessary on His own ac- 
count, for He had nosins to repent of, nevertheless, 
He judged it proper to submit to this ordinance of 
God as a part of that righteousness to fulfil which 
He came for an example, Heb. 2;17. The des- 
cent of the Holy Ghost, “ke a dove lvehting upon 
him, was the God-given sign to John by which ‘‘the 
Christ” was to be discovered, John 1 ; 32-33, con- 
firmed by the voice from heaven declaring Him to 
be the Son oF Gop, and which was repeated at 
the Transfiguration, ch. 17 ; 5. 

LEARN that we all need the baptism which Christ 
imparts. That Jesus Christ was indeed the Son of 
God, sent into the world to save sinners, is the sum 
and substance of the Gospel, and the central truth of 
all teaching.

Ohe temptation of Wess. 


JANUARY 25th. MATTHEW IV; I-II. 


( HE time of Christ’s temptation was immediate- 
ly after His baptism: THE PLACE one of 
the lofty and rugged solitudes near Jericho. 

It was really what it purports to be, not merely 
a mental struggle as some suppose. It was 
intended to test Christ’s faith in His Father, to 
confirm Him in the divine authority of His 
mission, and by the victory that He should gain 
to enable Him the better to succour them that 
are tempted, Heb: 2; 18. Jesus had been bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, now He was to pass 
through the fiery trial of temptation. This lasted 
forty days—a representative number; Moses at 
Sinai, Exo. 34:28, and Elijah at Horeb, 1 Kings 
19:8. 

Vs. 1-4. Was led—Mark uses the word driven, 
but it was voluntary on Christ’s part—all His suf- 
ferings were, Isa. 53; 7. Was an hungered—Christ 
lived among men as a man, practising not absti- 
nence but temperance. His hunger was real. Of 
this Satan took advantage. Jf thou be—The temp- 
ter’s whole object was to get Him to distrust the 
heavenly testimony borne at His baptism as to His 
being the Son of God. Command—use your own 
inherent power. Christ’s answer intimates that the 
miraculous gifts conferred on Him were not for 
his private use, but for the glory of his Father, and 
that man hasa higher principle of life than ‘‘ bread” 
can supply. Vs. 5-6. The second temptation was 
a skilful following up of the first. Z/ thou be—no 
harm can come of casting thyself down from hence ! 
for, ‘et 7s written,” Ps. 91; 11-12. Certainly no 
bodily harm would have come had Christ done so. 
But, from first to last, He refused to exercise his 
power to establish his kingdom by outward means. 
Satan had quoted Scripture; Christ silences him by 
his own argument, ‘‘7hou shalt.not tempt the Lord, 
thy God,” Deut. 6;16. Wehaveno right to prove 
God by needlessly rushing into danger. Vs. 8-11. 
The third temptation was the most daring and im- 
pious of the three. Satan lied when he said that 
all the kingdoms of the world were his, Luke 4 ;6; 
and with this splendid bribe he coupled the mon- 
strous condition that Christ should worship Az. 
The others were plausible ; this was intollerable. 
lt ts written, see Deut. 6:13 and 10;20. The 
answer implies not only that God alone is to be 
worshipped, but that Christ Himself, as man, was 
bound to worship Him, which we know he did both 
publicly and privately ; thus fulfilling all righteous- 
ness, Matt. 3:15. Zhe dezl leaveth him—after 
having exhausted every artifice, see Luke 4 :13—but 
‘* for a season only. John 14; 30. Luke 22; 52, 53. 

Norte ; Christians must encounter manifold temp- 
tations, but God will not suffer them to be tempted, 
z. é. tried, above their strength, 1 Cor. 10 ; 13. 
every time of doubt, difficulty and trial, it is best 
to be guided by what ‘‘IS WRITTEN.” De- 
termined resistance is the only means of de- 
feating the wiles of the devil. Each suceeeding 
resistance makes the next easier. We know that 
the enemy of souls has been conquered, and how. 
YIELD NOT TO TEMPTATION. Angels are still min- 
istering spirits of God’s children, Heb. 1, 14.

We di- 
rect attention to the Convener’s cireular 
and also to Dr. Reid’s letter on the subject 
in this issue. We are pleased also to 
hear that in addition to’ the congregational 
contributions a number of individuals have 
manifested their interest in our Home Mis- 
sions and their sympathy with the Committee 


in this grave crisis by generous donations, 


varying from $20 to $1000 each. Let us hope 
that by these united efforts the fears that 
were created may be allayed and that the 
work of the Lord may continue to prosper in 
our hands. If we might venture a word of 
caution in this connection, it would be simply 
to point out the possibility of advancing the 
interests of one department of the Church’s 
work at the expense of some other. Borrow- 
ing from Peter to pay Paul is not a good 
principle. Each of the Schemes is inde- 


‘pendent in its management, and looks to 


the Church for that support which is neces- 
sary for the accomplishment of the work 
given it to do. 


Rev. Dr. McGregor, Halifax, has received a 
grant of £86 stg. from the Colonial Committee 
of the Church of Scotland towards the Sup- 
plementing Fund. The Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland has transmitted £50 for the same 
purpose, and £100 for the French Evangeliza- 
tion. 


A GENTLEMAN in St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
has agreed to pay $200 a year for six years 
towards Bursaries for students attending the 
Presbyterian College, Halifax. To be called 
“the Newfoundland Bursaries.” 


JosePH ANNaseE.—Mrs. oJ rton, wife of 
Rev. John Morton, our pioneer issionary in 
Trinidad, has published a little book contain- 
ing the life of one of the converts, Joseph 
Annajee. It is an exceedingly interesting 
narrative, and it serves a useful purpose in 
showing how the Gospel subdues hard-headed, 
dark-minded, proud Brahmans, making them 
docile and Christ-like.

CLEARSPRINGS, Manitoba :—A neat and com- 
modious church was opened at this place— 
35 miles east of Winnipeg—on 16th Novem- 
ber, by the Rev. Professor Bryce, Rev. S. 
Polson is the minister. 

Brockviuie, Dec. 14.—A magnificent new 
Presbyterian Church, which cost about

YDNEY, Cape Breton: 10th September :—

the West Bay congregation, in the Pres- 

bytery of. Victoria and Richmond, whereupon 
the. dicted of Sydney agreed to his trans- 


lation, and adopted an appropriate tinge: 
respecting his ministry in Cow Bay. Mr. G. 
L. Gordon accepted a call to Grand River, on 
the same day. Oct. 6th. The Presbytery 
met at Grand River for the ordination and 
induction of Mr. Gordon. Owing to the large 
assemblage of people the proceedings had to 
be conducted in the open air. 


Harirax : 9th December :—The Presbytery 
met in the forenoon at Lower Stewiacke, and 
in the evening at Shubenacadie, two sections 
of Rev. M. G. Henry’s charge. The visitation 
of the congregation was very satisfactory. 
The call from Fredericton, N. B., to Rev. A. 
J. Mowat was, after full consideration, accept- 
ed by him. His ministry at Windsor, N.S., 
to conelude with the current month. The, 
Presbytery arranged for holding missionary 
meetings in all the congregations within its 
bounds. Committees were appointed to 
visit supplemented congregations. 

Truro: November 25th :—An application 
for moderation in a call to the Rev. Edward 
Grant, of Stewiacke, was received from the 
congregation of Clifton. The application of 
the Rev. J. I. Baxter, presented at the last 
meeting of Presbytery, was considered. It 
was agreed to direct attention of the Com- 
mittee on the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund to the fact that Mr. Baxter was receiving 
one half of the amount paid to each of the 
other annuitants, and to press his claims to 
the full allowance. 

The greater part of the afternoon sederunt 
was occupied with the Report of the Presby- 
tery’s Committee on the proposed Hymn 
Book, which was adopted with slight changes. 


P. E. Istanp: 12th November :—The amount 
contributed last year to the schemes of the 
Church was $1635. The amount allocated 
this year to the Presbytery is $4140. This is 
regarded as too large; but the Presbytery 
agreed to put forth every effort to raise in- 
creased contributions, and arrangements were 
made far holding missionary meetings in all. 
the congregations. The Presbytery having 
heard Mr. McBean, Secretary of the Tract 
society, adopted a resolution confidently re- 
commending the society to the congregations 
as the cheapest and most reliable channel 
through which to procure religious literature. 


Orrawa : 25th November :—The Presby- 
tery took under its consideration the matter 
of increased contributions to the Home Mis- 
sion Fund, and unanimously agreed to the 
following resolutions 1. That this Presbytery 
pledge itself to secure an increase of fifty 
per cent on the contributions of last year in 
aid of the Home Mission Fund. 2. That the 
several congregations through their sessions 
be informed of the amount that. the Presby- 
tery hope to receive from them for the relief 
of the Home Mission Fund, and that the at- 
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tention of such sessions as have not yet been 
able to organize congregational missionary 
associations be directed to the earnest re- 
commendations of the General Assembly for 
the formation of such associations. 


Linpsay : 25th November :—The Home 
Mission Committee reported a visit to Sun- 
derland, Vroomanton, and Manilla with a 
view to uniting the three stations in one 
charge. Arrangements for holding missionary 
meetings were left in the hands of the several 
Kirk-sessions. No suggestions were made in 
reference to the addition hymns. 

Barrie: 25th November :—Mr.J. A. Me- 
Connell tendered resignation of the charge 
of first and second Tecumseth and Adjala. 
‘The resignation was laid over till next meet- 
ing, and the Clerk was instructed to cite the 
congregations to appear for their interests. 
Mr. E. N. B. Millard, M.A., was loosed from 
the charge of Singhampton and Maple Valley, 
and appointed to the charge of the mission 
district comprising Craighurst, Nidhurst, 
Minising, McCrae’s and Hunter’s settlements. 
The induction of Mr. W. Anderson, formerly 
of Kincardine, to the charge of Mulmur and 
Tossorontio was’ arranged for. Presbyterial 
visitations were appointed to be held of the 
congregations of Hast and West Nottawasaga, 
on 13th and 14th January. A new congrega- 
tion to be named the Second Innisfil congre- 
gation was organized on 27th October. The 
Presbytery agreed to transmit an application 
of Mr. Walter Wright to the General Assem- 
bly for an allowance from the Aged and In- 
firm Ministers’ Fund with a recommendation 
that the application be favourably considered. 
Notice of motion was given with a view to 
the formation of a Women’s Home Mission As- 
sociation in the bounds. Mr. Hugh Thom- 
son, minister, has accepted the invitation of 
this Presbytery to labour in the Maganetawan 
district as ordained missionary. 


GuELPH: 18th November :—There was a 
darge attendance of ministers and elders. 
The statistical and financial returns append- 
ep to the minutes of the General Assembly 
for 1879 were examined and the clerk was 
instructed to write to the congregations with- 
in the bounds that have omitted contributing 
‘to any of the Schemes of the Church, and 
also to remind the Sabbath-schools and Bible 
clagses of their obligationsin connection with 
the support of missions. Committees on a 
Sabbath-school Conference, and on the State 
of Religion severally reported. A minute 
‘was adopted in reference to the death of Rev. 
Daniel Anderson, late of Rothsay. At an ad- 
journed meeting, held on 4th December, the 
committee appoimted to examine the new 
list of hymns gave in their report which was 
adopted, one or two other matters of minor 
xaportance were considered. 


Hamitton: 18th November :—Twenty-seven 
Ministers and nine Elders were present. It 
was agreed to translate Rev. 8. W. Fisher to 
Knox Church, Elora. The resignation of Mr. 
Haneock, North Pelham was accepted. Re- 
ports on the appeal for the Home Mission 
Fund shewed due diligence on the part of 
most of the Kirk-sessions, and that already 
$1,510 had been sent to the Treasurer. It 
was resolved to hold a Conference on the 
State of Religion on the 13th January, at 
Jarvis. 


Lonpon: 18th November :—<A full attend- 
ance. The resignation by Rev. A. Beamer of 
his charge, Springfield and Aylmer, was ac- 
cepted. The requirements of the Assembly’s 
Home Mission Fund were considered in con- 
nection with reports from congregations that 
had already responded. The debt on Knox 
College was disctssed. <A Sabbath-school 
Convention was appointed to be held in 
London, on 3rd Monday of January. Arran- 
gements were made for Mr. Cameron’s ordi- 
nation and induction, at Glencoe. It was re- 
solved that all the congregations within the 
bounds hold missionary meetings during the 
winter, and that Kirk-sessions that had not 
coinplied with the instructions of the Assem- 
bly in regard to the Home Mission Fund be 
enjoined to do so, and to report. 


STRATFORD : 18th November :—Nineteen 
twentieths of the Ministers were present, 
and eleven Elders. The Hymn-book Com- 
mittee presented a report which was adopted, 
Mr. Macpherson dissenting. A professed re- 
port of asermon of Mr. Waits, of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Stratford, having recently appeared 
in a local newspaper, containing views which 
had attracted attention as being inconsistent 
with the doctrinal principles of this church, 
at the request of Presbytery he laid the man- 
uscript of said sermon upon the _ table. 
Having read it before his brethren, they 
unanimously arrived at the following deci- 
sion :—The Presbytery having heard the ser- 
mon, expresses its sense of relief in finding 
that the reportis not acorrect representation 
of the teaching of the sermon; and, while 
not committing itself to his exegesis of the 
text, or to all of the statements in the ser- 
mon, thinks no further action needful.

ny EV. Ropert J. CAMERON, minister of Burnt- 
\L island, Scotland, died on the 6th Dee., 
in the 37th year of his age. He was a 
native of Pictou, N.S., and was for several 
years minister of St. Andrew’s Church, St. 
John, New Brunswick. Failing health com- 
pelled his resignation of this charge. He was 
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well and widely known in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. 

Rev. JAMES BRECKENRIDGE, minister of our 
Church at Streetsville, Ont., died from ty- 
phoid fever, on the 10th December. The de- 
ceased was accounted one of the ablest 
ministers of the Church, was widely known 
and universally respected.

T 1S UNDERSTOOD that Rev. Dr. Watson, of 
Dundee, will be nominated for the Mo- 
deratorship of the next General As- 

sembly of the Established Church of Scot- 

land; and the Rev. Thomas Main, of Free St. 

Mary’s, Edinburgh, for that of the next As- 

sembly of the Free Church. Among recent 

deaths in the ministry, are mentioned the 
names of Rev. Dr. Gillan, of Inchinnan, and 

Rev. Dr. Munro, of Campsie. They were both 

men of mark. The former was at one time 

minister of St. John’s Church, Glasgow, the 
scene of Dr. Chalmers’ greatest labours and 
triumphs as a preacher, and Dr. Gillan him- 
self was scarcely less successful in infusing 
new life into the church. Dr. Munro was un- 
fortunately one of the victims of the City of 

Glasgow Bank. As trustee for one of his 

parishioners he became inyolved in liabilities 

that entailed the loss of the whole of his 
private means. Dr. Donald McLeod declines 
the call from St. George’s, Edinburgh. ‘The 

Rev. David Macrae has found rest for the sole 

of his foot, in Dundee, where he was recent- 

ly inducted into his newly formed charge. 

The Rev. Baldwin Brown, a well known 

Congregationalist minister from London, 

officiated on the occasion, from which it may 

be inferred that Mr. Macrae is now an “In- 
dependent’”’ minister. At the opening of the 

Irish General Assembly’s College, Belfast, the 

Rev. Matthew Leitch, formerly of Maghera, 

was installed in the Chair of Biblical Criticism, 

as successor to Rev. Dr. Porter, now presi- 
sident of Belfast Queen’s College. 

ANOTHER CONFERENCE of the Disestablish- 
ment Association has been held in Edinburgh, 
under the presidency of Principal Cairns, to 
consider the present position of the Church 
and State question in Scotland. The first re- 
solution, moved by Dr. Adam, of Glasgow, 
was to this effect,—“that any attempt to 
solve the Church and State question in Scot- 
land otherwise than by disestablishment is 
hopeless, and has now been practically aban- 
doned.” The second resolution relegated the 
question into the category of “ practical poli- 
tics,” and commended it to the favourable 
consideration of the leaders of the liberal 
party. At the Free Church Commission held 
last month in Edinburgh. the case of Profess- 


or Robertson Smith came up in connection 
with a memorial from the minority of the 
Presbytery of Aberdeen, complaining that 
this court had failed to implement the 
instructions of last Assembly by again remit- 
ting the case to next General Assembly. 
After a somewhat sharp debate, a motion by 
Sir Henry Moncreiff was carried, which, while 
declaring that the Commission could not deal 
with the memorial, warned all parties in the 
case “ to prepare for any line of action which 
the Assembly might take in order to expedite 
the final decision of the libel.” 

GENERAL PRESBYTERIAN Counciy. Active 
preparations have been commenced in “ the 
city of brotherly love” for the second meet- 
ing of the Council, to be held in Philadelphia, 
in September next. At a meeting recently 
held, Dr. Schaff, who has just returned fromm 
Europe, announced that a large number of 
distinguished visitors might be expected, andi 
that it would be proper to make suitable 
arrangements for their reception. Inter alia, 
it was admitted to be the correct thing tode- 
fray the expenses of the ocean passage in- 
curred by foreign delegates. After a number 
of speeches had been made in reference ta 
the good influences that might be expected. 
to result from such a gathering, the practical 
phase of the meeting was reached in the 
speech of George Junkin, Esq., of Philadel- 
phia. He appeared as the representative of 
the Business Committee, and briefly told 
what they wanted to-day and must do, so that. 
“the word could be sent across the water, 
‘Come over and see us, and see what power 
there is in the church in this new land; that 
there is strength here to support it, and that 
the church shall reign throughout the civil- 
ized world.’” It was necessary that the 
money required for carrying out the plan 
satisfactorily be speedily raised. His friend, 
Mr. G. 8. Benson, responded to his speech by 
subscribing five hundred dollars, and directly 
there flowed in subscriptions pledging various 
sums from five hundred dollars down to ten 
dollars. The First, Second, Oxford, West 
Walnut and Tenth churches were pledge 
for $500 each, and other churches for smaller 
Sums. VV. hen the meeting closed it was. 
found that the subscriptions amounted to. 
between five and six thousand dollars. There: 
is no question that any amount of money re- 
quired will be readily contributed by our 
generous cousins across the line, who never 
do things by halves, and who are certain to: 

carry the Council through with flying colours. 
Just the other day, a member of Mr. Shaw’s 
congregation at Rochester, made a gift of 
$25,000 to the Home Mission Board. 

Tue trustees of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
have requested Dr. Talmage to withdraw from: 
the Presbyterian denomination, assigning as 
their reason the fact that their pastor has. 
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been and is persecuted by certain persons 
who “under the garb and pretext of eccle- 
siasticism,” are seeking his destruction. Dr. 
Talmage however, while expressing the deep 
sense of the injustice done to him, told his 
people that he did not propose to take’ that 
step. He declared himself to be a Presbyter- 
ian in doctrine and by preference, and such 
he intended to remain, trusting to the courts 
of the church for his defence and vindication. 

A LECTURE on “the Salvation Army” was 
delivered recently in Glasgow, by Mrs. Booth, 
of London. The chair was occupied by 
Bailie Pinkerton, who stated that the object 
of the army was not to establish any new 
sect. All they wanted to do was to get 
people to abandon their sins. Mrs. Booth 
said that the principles of the army were 
those of agressive Christianity. The efforts 
were directed chiefly to the lower classes of 
the population, and those at the head of 
affairs had acted on the principle that novelty 
is better than stagnation. They had accord- 
ingly used every means in their power—such 
as the “ Hallelujah Lasses,” converted thieves 
and ruffians of every description—to attract 
attendances from the slums. One instance 
of the good effect of the movement was 
manifested by an ex-pugilist, who was much 
tormented by his fellow-workmen for having 
joined the army, but stood and listened with- 
out showing the least sign of anger, although 
the remarks were such as to cause an uncon- 
verted fellow-workman to exclaim, “ Dick, 
ask the Lord Jesus to let you off for five 
minutes, and give them a thrashing.” The 
extraordinary expedients adopted drew the 
very lowest to their meetings. They went 
for a time from motives of curiosity, but at 
last, God got His hook in their jaws, and 
they were then obliged to attend. The 
“army” consisted of 120 corps, with 180 
officers. They had 3256 speakers, who were 
ready to preach under any circumstances 
and at any risk. They had 143 theatres, 
music halls, and warehouses where they had 
annually 50,000 meetings. Besides these, 
there were 40,000 open-air meetings, at which 
over 2,000,000 people were obliged to 
hear something of the Gospel. Their in- 
come was £20,000 yearly, £14,000 being sub- 
scribed by the people.

CONVENER’S CIRCULAR. 


the meeting of the Home Mission Com- 
mittee held on the 8th October last, 
it was found that, after paying the claims 
for the half-year ending 30th September, the 
indebtedness of the Fund amounted to the 
sum of $23,000. After long and earnest de- 
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liberation the following Resolution was 
adopted : 

‘¢ Whereas the indebtedness of the Fund at this 
date is the sum of $23,000, and there are claims 
upon the Fund which the Committee are, by the 
instructions of the General Assembly, required to 
pay as preferential claims, which, with the present 
indebtedness, will exhaust the entire income ex- 
pected by the Committee for the year, the Com- 
mittee resolve not to proceed in making any ap- 
propriations for the next six months, the claims 
for which, -as sent by Presbyteries, amount to about 
$12,000; but to adjourn until the last week in 
March next, and then to meet to distribute among 
the various Presbyteries of the Church, in respect 
of mission work and supplements during the six 
months then past, such moneys as the liberality of 
the Church may, by that date, have placed at the 
disposal of the Committee ; provided always that 
the Committee may meet at an earlier date, if the 
Convener see cause.” 


This action, the Committee are well aware, 
must cause great perplexity to Presbyteries, 
in regard to the continuance of missionaries 
in mission fields, and anxiety to the mission- 
aries themselves, who rely upon the grants 
being promptly paid. No other course, how- 
ever, seemed open to the Committee. To 
have continued the grants on the former 
scale, without the hope of paying them when 
due, or to have reduced the grants to a scale 
that the Committee would have felt to be 
utterly inadequate, would have been attended 
with the most injurious consequences to the 
work, and must have resulted in great suffer- 
ing to missionaries, and the ministers of sup- 
plemented congregations. The Committee 
felt it was wiser to lay a candid statement of 
the condition of the Funds before the minis- 
ters and congregations of the Church, and 
await their response, rather than pursue 
either of these alternatives. 


Iam happy to report that the special ef- 
forts made, since the meeting of Assembly, 
to wipe out the large indebtedness, has _all- 
ready resulted in a considerable increase to 
the funds over the amount contributed at 
the same date last year. This is, so far, en- 
couraging; but unless every congregation, 
without exception, contributes to the Fund, 
the end desired cannot be attained. Congre- 
gations that, in the past, have cheerfully res- 
ponded to repeated appeals, cannot be ex- 
pected to continue such liberality when others 
refuse to do their part. 


In view of the earnest appeal of the Moder- 
ator, which has so recently been published, 
and read in all our Churches, further remark 
seems unnecessary. The Committee trust 
that the various Presbyteries will see to it, 
that the pressing claims of the Fund are pre- 
sented without delay to every congregation 
within their bounds, and opportunity given, 
at the earliest possible date—not later than 
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lst March—either by special collection, or by 
largely increasing their annual contributions 
to the Funds, to relieve the Committee of 
their present indebtedness, and prevent any 
curtailment in our work. Should the res- 
ponse to this appeal be encouraging, the Com- 
mittee may be called together before the re- 
gular half-yearly meeting, to take action re- 
garding grants for the current half-year. 

The Committee would earnestly deprecate 
any separate action on the part of Presbyte- 
ries (to meet the labilities covered in ordin- 
ary cases by the appropriations from the As- 
sembly’s Home Mission Fund), during the 
current half-year,—until the result of the 
Moderator’s letter and this special appeal is 
énown. Such a course will, most certainly, 
militate against the success of the present 
effort, and be severely felt in the more des- 
titute Presbyteries of the Church, where the 
labourers are largely dependent for support 
upon the General Fund. If any portion of 
the contributions, whether taken up by mis- 
sionary associations, church-door collections, 
or at missionary meetings, is withheld from 
the Committee, their hope of cancelling the 
entire indebtedness, and paying all our mis- 
sionaries in full, cannot be attained. 

_ The Committee are fully satisfied that, if 
the members of our Church would but realize 
the vast importance of the Home Mission 
Scheme, and gave in proportion to their 
ability, there would be no deficit, but on the 
contrary, abundance of means to carry on the 
work. Gratitude to God for the many open- 
ings afforded us, in necessitous and distant 
parts of the land, ought surely to lead us to 
make sacrifices, if necessary, that the work 
may not be hindered, but the rather prose- 
cuted with still greater vigour.

LETTER FROM Rey. Dr. REID. 


It may be interesting to many of your 
readers to know that the amount received 
for the Home Mission Fund up to date 
is $15,644.98, as against $5,730.52 at same 
date last year. It is to be hoped that the 
measures in action in most of the Pres- 
byteries, and other plans which are being 
devised, will result in a greatly improved 
condition of the Fund. 

In connection with contributions recently 
received, there are several things which have 
struck me as worthy of mention. A few days 
ago, I received a letter froma member and 
otfice-bearer in one of our congregations in a 
country town, stating that he had intended 
-to leave by will a sum to the missions of the

Church; but that in the appeals now being 
made with reference to the Home Mission 
Fund it seemed as if God spoke to his con- 
science and said “ give, now, give while you 
live.” He acted on what conscience suggest- 
ed as his duty, and the result was that he 
forwarded a bank receipt for $200. Several 
communications of a somewhat similar 
nature have been received. I must mention 
another thing in connexion with recent 
receipts. An anonymous contribution of one 
dollar was received with a letter stating that 
the money was sent to me. as the congrega- 
tion with which its giver was connected had 
no opportunity presented of contributing 
for the Home Mission Fund of the Church. 
Perhaps an opportunity would have been 
given to that congregation before the close 
of the financial year. At all events, I trust 
that not one congregation will have to say 
that no opportunity was given of contribu- 
ting. Presbyteries should see that the 
recommendations and injunctions of the 
Assembly are carried out in every congrega- 
tion, so that all may contribute as they have 
the ability, and that no blanks may appear 
in our returns. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 
Letrer FRoM Rey. L. G. Macnei. 


Manse, St. John’s, 1 Dec. 1879. 


At last we are in our new church. Patience 
has had “her perfect work” and yesterday 
we dedicated to the Lord Jesus “new St. 
Andrews.” It was a fine day. The church 
was crowded to its utmost capacity. The 
audiences were most attentive, and one ser- 
mon at least was excellent, (modesty forbids 
me to say anything of the other.) A collect- 
ion of $900 was taken up in aid of the Build- 
ing Fund. In the morning I preached from 
Haggai 2. 9, and discovered that the church 
was a good place to speak in, that its acoustic 
properties are excellent. Tn the afternoon 
we opened the basement, (a magnificent room 
accommodating between 500 and 600) with a 
special Sabbath-school service, several minis- 
ters addressed the children. Rev. Mr. Hall, 
(Congregationalist,) and Rev. Messrs. Ladner 
and Story, (Methodists). In the evening 
Rey. Job Sheuten, Methodist, preached an 
eloquent sermon on the work of Nehemiah, 
and the day closed, every person feeling 
pleased. Next Sabbath we shall hold our 
communion, when our church will be re-con- 


secrated by that solemn and happy sacrament. 


Our audiences have increased 40 per cent 
within the year, and I am only sorry our 
church which seats 700 is not a half larger. 
I believe it would fill up in a year or so. 

This is but a young congregation, Presby- 
terianism is only a recent development in 
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Newfoundland. It is only 37 years since this 
congregation was formed. In 1842, they call- 
ed the Rev. Donald Frazer from Lunenburg, 
N.S. In the beginning of 1843 they erected 
their first session. It was composed of Rev. 
Donald Frazer, John McFarlane, Andrew 
Milroy and James Gibson, none of whom are 
with us at this present. In 1844, the first 
communion was held, and the youthfulness 
of the congregation is seen in the fact that at 
the opening yesterday there were present 
several who signed the call to the first 
minister. Its first church was opened in the 
memorable 1843, and the minutes tell of 
harmony and good work down to the 7th of 
February, 1845, when the late Donald 
Frazer was called to his rest. Then the Dis- 
ruption Tempest swept across the Atlantic, 
and there was trouble, division, and the 
building of a second church, which was open- 
ed in 1850. The subsequent history is the 
history of two independent churches in 
connexion with two different foreign bodies 
down to the memorable year 1876. In 
January of that year, the auld kirk was des- 
troyed by fire, and in October the Free-kirk 
shared a similar fate. Then the people, thus 
baptized by fire, faced each other, considered 
union in earnest, were, after some sundry 
negotiations, fused together on the Ist of 
June, 1878. In September I came to St. 
John’s as a delegate from the Foreign Mission 
Board, and on my return to my former 
charge of Maitland, N.S., I received a call 
to St. John’s, reached here the day after 
Christmas, was inducted, and have preached 
since in the Atheneum until yesterday when 
we have entered our new church. 


Such in brief is the chequered history of 
this most interesting congregation. Within 
its short history it has seen many changes. 

Good men and true men have laboured 
here. The banners of our Church have been 
ably upheld by such men as Donald Frazer, 
Archibald Sinclair, Alexander Romans, Dr. 
King, Dr. McLeod, (ex-Moderator,) Francis 
Nicol, Donald McRae, (now of St. John’s, N. 
B.,) Daniel McDougall, Dr. Muir, (of Leith,) 
James Patterson, and last but not least, 
Moses Harvey. All these were not settled 
ministers. But all laboured here for shorter 
or longer periods, and their work must have 
been prospered. The fact that within 30 
years our membership in St. John’s has in- 
creased five-fold speaks volumes for the 
honest work of these godly men. They have 
laboured faithfully and “we have entered 
into their labours.” God grant that with 
greater opportunities we may do greater 
work, so that the glory of the latter house 
may be greater than the glory of the former. 
Our church costs about $40,000. There will 
be a debt of about $12,000, which however, 
we are well able to shoulder, and which I 


hope will soon be shouldered out of existence. 
Debts are bad things, and church debts are 
the wort of bad things. They cripple gene- 
rosity. They aim deadly blows at missionary 
work. They paralyze the preacher. I never 
like to see a man living in a grand house, 
who cannot or will not settle his butcher’s 
bill. And a magnificent church that has a 
big debt for a cupola is, if it can’t remove it, 
a magnificent fraud, for it should never have 
been built; if it can, but won’t remove it, it 
deserves to be crushed to death under it. 
Scripture says, “ owe noman anything” which 
does not mean pay your debts, but never 
have any debts to pay, and if that injunction 
apples to John Smith in his transactions with 
John Brown, much more does it apply to a 
Church of Christ in its dealings with the 
world. “ A word to the wise is enough.” 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Prince Albert Mission has been advancing, 
notwithstanding the disappointment of Mr. 
Ross’ not being able to proceed thither. The 
church has been repaired. The Missionary’s 
house is being repaired, out of funds collect- 
ed for the purpose by Mr. Ross, and expend- 
ed under the direction of Manitoba Presby- 
tery. The communion was dispensed on 
Noy. Ist, in the presence of a good congre- 
gation, to 85 communicants: there are about 
50 on the roll. Rev. James Duncan is work- 
ing most energetically, and kept the school 
going till the arrival of Miss Baker. Miss 
Baker arrived at Prince Albert on 28th of 
October, after a tedious journey (with a load- 
ed train) of forty days. The prospects of 
the school are excellent. Prince Albert 
Presbyterian school is the best in the North- 
west Territories. Nelsonville group of stations 
is now vacant, and no help has yet come for 
Upper Little Saskatchewan. Mr. McLeod 
will remain among Beautiful Plains stations 
till spring. . Rev. Mr. Roddick, of .Grand 
Valley, Assiniboine, was in Winnipeg last 
week, coming 150 miles for supplies. He re- 
ports the people contented, and enjoying the 
beautiful winter weather. Knox Church, 
Winnipeg, contributed $102 above the 
amounts in the regular collection envelopes 
on Hospital Sunday. The Knox Church 
Ladies Aid Society are on their mission 
rounds. The Scott Act is to be tried in Mar- 
quette county, and our ministers.are foremost 
in the fray. Manitoba College held its an- 
nual meeting in Knox Church, Dec. 10th. 
Two new churches are to be opened on 28th 
December, one in Selkirk, the other in 
Pembina, U.S. A new church is spokén of 
in Portage la Prairie, and another in High 
Bluff. They are much needed. A second 
missionary for the railway is anxiously look- 
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ed for. Recent changes in the C. P. Railway 
contracts have resulted in a diminution of 
_ Sunday labour.

Auviversary Meetings. 


tue MontreaL ANNIVERSARY MISSIONARY 
Meetines were held in Erskine CuurcH 
on the evenings of the 25th, 26th and 27th 
November, under the united auspites of all 
the congregations of our Church in the city. 
‘These meetings, now in their third year, were 
designed for the purpose of giving informa- 
tion respecting the Missions of the Pressy- 
TERIAN CHURCH IN CaNaDa, in all its sections 
and departments. Theattendance was larger 
than upon any previous occasion of a like 
kind. The speaking was good; and we feel 
sure our readers will be interested in perus- 
ing the following account of the proceedings 
reported specially for the Recorp. 
The meeting on Tuesday evening, the 25th, 
was devoted to the subject of 


. HOME MISSIONS. 


Mr. J. Murray Smita of the Bank of Toron- 
to occupied the chair, and after devotional 
exercises gave a brief statement of the nature 
and extent of the Home Mission work of the 
Church, and its needs at the present time. 
It embraced about 170 mission fields with 
about 500 preaching stations, and 140 more 
weak congregations. ‘To carry on this work 
successfully in the Western Section alone, 
$46,000 were necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of the present year. And, in 
view of the importance ‘of this work, and 
the crisis that had arisen in connection with 
it, he asked if there was not forty-six men in 
this City of Montreal who would be willing to 
give $1000 each to this work? Were there 
not 460 young men in Montreal who would 
be willing to give $100 each? Were there 
not forty-six congregations in this country 
which would be willing to contribute $1000 
each ? or 460 which would contribute $100 
each? He appealed to the city ministers to 
stir up the hearts of the people by way of 
remembrance and counselled all to go forward 
earnestly in the discharge of this great duty. 

Rey. Joun Sorimcer, of St. Joseph Street 
Church, being called on said it would perhaps 
conduce to the success of the meeting if he 
took up the time allotted to him in giving 
some general statement of the Home Missions 
in which our Church is engaged. The strong- 
est argument is just to tell precisely the way 
in which'the Church is s tuated and trust to 
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the sympathy and liberality of the people to 
see that the work is carried on. He believed 
if the people were kept thoroughly informed 
as to the needs of the Church the committee 
would not want for funds. In the first place, 
it was a mission to our own people and within 
our own territory, to those speaking our own 
language, and professing our own faith. And 
our own people have peculiar claims on us, 
to see that their spiritual interests are not 
neglected. We are seeking to establish for 
ourselves a position among the nations of the 
world, and it is a matter of the greatest im- 
portance that we should lay the foundations 
wisely and well. It is a mission to those who 
are attached to our own Church and who re- 
quire that services should be provided for 
them in accordance with our own views and 
practice. There are those who have objections 
to proselytizing. This work is not open to that 
objection. It is a mission, moreover, to those 
who stand in need of our assistance. 

There were four classes among which this 
work was carried on that called for our as- 
sistance. The first class was those in the 
neighbourhood of our large cities. This class 
was deserving of only a passing notice, inas- 
much as these people were generally minis- 
tered to by individual churches, and we have 
not had to draw on the funds of the Church to 
meet the necessities of this work. The second 
class belongs to the fishing, mining and lum- 
bering districts where the population is of an 
unsettled and migratory character. Wehave 
large fisheries on the sea-board, and inland as 
well: extensive mines, and lumbering re- 
gions, and along with these there is a large 
body of people engaged on our public works: 
on the Pacific Railway for example, where 
one of our missionaries is now labouring. 
This is a class of people that has not received 
the attention from our Home Mission Com- 
mittee that it should have received. The 
third class that need help are those that may 
be described as living in the sparsely settled 
districts, surrounded by a population of Ro- 
man Catholics; principally in the Province 
of Quebec, where the people have lived for a 
generation or two. These people are. dimin- 
ishing in numbers and thereby are requiring 
a greater amount of assistance than they 
otherwise would, being often in poor cir 
cumstances, and from the smallness of their 
numbers are like sentries at out-posts. 

The fourth is by far the largest and most 
important class. They belong to our newly 
settled districts, either in the western parts 
of Ontario or in Manitoba and the North- 
West Territories. More especially is the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba a mission field that taxes 
our energies to the utmost. The population 
is sparse, «nd the land.is not obtainable by 
settlers in sections contiguous to one another 
as part of it is held by large companies. This 
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renders it impossible that these people should 
be able to sustain ordinances unless they re- 
ceive outside assistance. 

Under the auspices of the Home Mission 
Board, work is now being carried on through- 
out the whole of the Dominion and even in 
Newfoundland, in the mining and fishing dis- 
tricts. In Prince Edward Island there are 
fishing districts that need our help. In the 
Province of New Brunswick many new dis- 
tricts are being taken up by settlers who need 
to be assisted. In Quebec Province in some dis- 
tricts where our people have diminished in 
numbers, the churches have been closed up al- 
together. Coming to Ontario, there are many 
on the Upper Ottawa that need our help. 
There are also large new settlements in the 
Parry Sound and Muskoka districts. We 
must follow these people and give them the 
Gospel, and especially to those in Manitoba 
and the North-West territory. 

In British Columbia we have one mission- 
ary whom we partially sustain. - From the 
Atlantic to the Pacific we have altogether 
about 1600 preaching stations. Of these about 
600 receive assistance in one way or another. 
Without our aid they might no doubt still 
have occasional services, but In many cases 
the people would be entirely deprived of the 
ordinances of the Gospel. Think of 600 places 
where the Gospel is now preached through 
the instrumentality of this mission Board, 
being closed and deprived of the sound of 
Christian ordinances !_ It is ascertained that 
there is an average attendance of about 35,000 
persons at these preaching stations. In con- 
nection with these people there is this fea- 
ture which is of the greatest importance. It 
is this,—we are helping those who are seek- 
ing our assistance and who are doing all they 
can for themselves. It rarely happens that 
a missionary is sent to one of these places be- 
fore there has been a request to send one. 
It is only when it has been ascertained that 
they are doing what they can to help them- 
selves that grants are made to them, and 
every year some of these places are struck 
off the list as no longer requiring assistance. 
Within ten years at least two-thirds of these 
600 stations will be self-sustaining. There 
are many fields calling for assistance which 
the Home Mission Board has had to refuse, 
because they had not the means, and they 
now wait to see if the great heart of the 
Church will be true to the Master. 

Rev. James Fieck, of Knox Church, next 
spoke. He would give a few simple reasons 
why we as a Church should enter upon this 
Home Mission work. It was the duty of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada to do so. It 
was her peculiar work—on no other work so 
much as this will her future permanence and 
efficiency depend. We have a great ccuntry 
and we should endeavour to occupy it as it 


opens up before us in the name of the Lord, 
There is a step in the history of every boy 
which must if necessity be a critical one ; 
just as he passes from youth into manhood, 
when his character is taking shape. There 
is no time more important in a boy’s life than 
just then. Healthful exercise, wholesome 
food, good companions, and proper mental. 
and religious training are all required; and 
Canada is just a great big growing boy at the 
present time, and Presbyterianism must grow 
with the country’s growth and strengthen 
with its strength. He would briefly urge one 
or two points, the first is this: the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada is herself the child 
of Home Missions. At one time it could not 
maintain an independent existence. See 
what our Church has grown to from that day. 
of small things, and from our own history let 
us learn the necessity of prosecuting this 
work with ardour and perseverance. The 
next point is, that in doing this we will 
strengthen congregations. If our Church is 
to be strong and active at the heart there 
must be circulation in the extremities. By 
helping our brethren who are reaching out 
their hands for help we acquire strength to 
do God's work at home. ‘To stand still is to 
stagnate. If we would grow at all we must 
grow by exercise and activity. Let us conti- 
nue in this work and a blessing: will return 
upon us. It is our first duty to our Church. 
Let us begin at home wherever we may end. 
Retreat is a word which Presbyterians do not 
know. It is a word not found in their voca- 
bulary. What we get we keep. We are like 
the old Highlander brought before Napoleon 
the First who asked him to play a pibroch, 
then a march, and, lastly, a retreat, when he 
promptly replied that he could not, for he 
had never learnt that. He knew of one Pres- 
byterian Church in this Province in which 
there had been no preaching for thirty-four 
years. This small congregation now asked 
to have services restored to them, but we 
could not do it. The question now was, 
shall we retreat ? No, let us rather sell some 
of our city churches that are huddled together 
around Dominion Square, and thus secure 
the means to carry on this great and good 
work. 

Rey. D. J. Macponne.t, of Toronto, was the 
nextspeaker. He did notseeanything heroic 
or praiseworthy in coming from Toronto, as 
seemed to be implied from the remarks of 
the Chairman It was not so very far away, 
and it was a pleasure to him to meet the 
brethren and see so large attendance at a 
missionary meeting. He believed it belonged 
to the phlegmatic nature of Presbyterians that 
they could not in the past get up better 
missionary meetings. He was not there to 
make a speech but to tell them some plain 
things about our Home Mission work. This 
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was a business meeting. They were there as 
members of a corporation, every one having 
some stake in that corporation. The minis- 
ters were there simply as the people’s lea- 
ders, their counsellors, their elders to do 
their work. He had been told that he and 
his brethren were there to give important in- 
formation about the work. Not at all! He 
hoped that in Montreal, the head quarters of 
Presbyterianism in this part of the Dominion 
every man, woman, and child, read Tur 
Recorp. It was one of the first duties incum- 
bent upon them. If they had not been rea- 
ders of THE Recorp they certainly were in 
need of information. He liked to think of 
Church work as being a very broad thing. 
There are a good many people who make a 
very small figure in what is technically called 
Church work. He liked to think of all Chris- 
tian men and women and children in all our 
congregations as being people engaged in 
Christian work. He believed that they are 
doing this work when they are attending to 
their business. He believed that the mother 
attending to the needs of her half-dozen chil- 
dren is doing Christian work. Let us remem- 
ber that there are many who are engaged in 
the work of the Church every day who were 
not there—people who when they have half 
an hour to spare visit a sick neighbour. That 
is mission work, and very important work. 
Every young fellow when he sees a compa- 
nion going astray and endeavours to stop 
him in his downward course is doing good 
missionary work. Let us keep this broad 
view before us. He hoped there were many 
doing this kind of work,— work that you can- 
not set down in statistical tables and reports 
to the General Assembly. There were three 
points which he wanted to speak about. 
First,—What is our Home Mission work ? 
Our Home Mission work was not simply to 
send qualified men to preach the Gospel to 
these 600 stations that receive assistance 
from this fund. It is to send men who will 
become the leaders of little organized com- 
munities: to send men who will exercise a 
wholesome and elevating influence among 
those small, struggling and needy communi- 
ties where men are inclined to be lawless ; 
so that each of these little organizations may 
become centres of culture and spiritual in- 
fluence ; to send men who will do their share 
in welding together the people of different 
nationalities so that they may form one na- 
tion. It is foundation work the Church has 
got todo. Itis not simply to hold prayer 
meetings and to preach the Gospel, but also 
to bring healthful and enobling influence to 
bear upon the commercial, social, and politi- 
cal life of these people. 

The second point is—Is Home Mission 
work worth doing? Or can we afford to do 
it partially? He believed it was worth do- 


ing or he would not have come from Toronto 
to talk about it. He was not ready to say 
that if we did not do this work it would not 
be done. In some localities it would be 
done by other sections of the Church of 
Christ, but we think they will not do it so 
well. Therefore, in the meantime, until 
something better be presented we will stick 
to Fresbyterianism and do the best we can 
under its Government, which combines order 
with freedom. It tends to cultivate an intel- 
ligent piety, and we do want an intelligent 
as distinguished from an ignorant piety. It 
tends to cultivate a steady, as distinguished 
from an emotional piety. It tends to dis- 
courage mere forms and ritualism. Still, it 
strikes its roots down deep in the past and 
preserves all that is worthy of being preserv- 
ed, and even, occasionally, things that might 
be laid aside without any very serious results, 
and still has open eyes to the needs of the 
present and looks forward into the future. 
It is proper that we should send Presbyte- 
rian missionaries to look after Presbyterian 
people who are going in thousands and tens 
of thousands into the North-West. He liked 
to get independent testimony, and in a cir- 
cular issued by an emigrant agent who had 
taken 8,000 emigrants to Manitoba this sum- 
mer it was stated: “Churches are being ra- 
pidly planted but not fast enough. The 
necessity of missionaries being sent out to 
watch over the people, to educate them and 
bring them under religious influences, is much 
felt.’ This man was writing asa business 
man and in issuing that circular did so that 
he might show the people the chief need of 
that country. The work was worth doing on 
another ground. In those new sections of 
the country there is danger of men becoming 
sunk in materialism. There are two sets of 
men to whom we are bound to send the Gos- 
pel. The one set are those who love the 
Church and its ordinances. The other set 
are men who care not for these things at all 
but who are quite content to enrich them- 
selves rapidly year after year. He knew 
there were men in Winnipeg and other parts 
of Manitoba growing rapidly rich. There is 
a danger of these men, while gaining the 
world, losing their own souls unless we 
send men who will turn their minds in a bet- 
ter direction. This work is worth doing on 
high Christian grounds as well as on business 
grounds. 

Thirdly, is the work being well done? 
What kind of men are doing it? From per- 
sonal knowledge of tne work in Muskoka and 
in Manitoba, he could say that the men who 
were doing the work were doing it well. 
These men are not exceptionally brilliant and 
talented. But, some of them are men that 
held their own ‘with the keenest intellects of 
their time at college and, taken as a body, 
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they are faithful, well-trained, competent, 
laborious, and self-denying men. They are 
men who value a good education for their 
children and good society for their wives. 
He had known church after church built for 
$150. It is true that perhaps adozen of them 
might go into this one (Erskine Church.) He 
called to mind one in Huntsville (Muskoka) 
which was built by the minister—not by his 
means, but with his own hands, he having 
hewn the timber and sawn the boards, and 
nailed them up himself. This man was living 
on $450 a year, and kept a wife! He was 
also reminded of a manse in Manitoba—a 
little place to which in order to get to it you 
had to cross aswamp. It contained only a 
““butand a ben” with a ladder leading up to 
the attic. In this place there lived a man, 
highly cultured, with his wife, who belongs to 
one of the most refined and socially highest 
families in Ontario., Having a young family 
and being unable to get a servant she had 
only been to church once in two years. An 
ounce of fact was worth a thousand pounds 
of imagination! He mentioned these facts 
to show what downright hardships these men 
have to undergo, and the difficult work they 
are doing. Some of them are men who have 
filled other positions in which they were much 
better paid. 

The work is then worth doing, and is being 
well done. What are we doing or ought we 
to do for the work ? As to the present needs 
there were $23,000 wanted to pay for work 
already done before the first of October, and 
there was no evidence or prospect of an in- 
crease of funds. Should they therefore go on 
and make grants of $10 where $100 were 
asked? They simply resolved to make no 
grants for the current six months. They 
hoped that the appeal of the Moderator 
would have some effect upon the liberality 
of the Church. He hoped that the work had 
not been curtailed, he was sure that it had 
not been “ paralyzed,” but there was, no 
-doubt, that there was a danger of its being 
paralyzed. The question now is, shall the 
work be paralyzed? There were already 
some hopeful indications. Last year the 
amount collected between May and Novem- 
ber was $4,764: this year the amount received 
between May and November is $13,429—a 
gratifying increase of $8,665, and in many 
cases this increase represents extra gifts on 
the part of individuals and congregations. 
Of that sum more than $7,000 has come in 
since the committee had decided to make no 
more grants—perhaps as much as $8,000. 
The Church is not going to see its own work 
paralyzed or seriously curtailed. It was, how- 
ever, a question which only the Chuch could 
answer. Considering the period of depression 
through which the country has been passing, 
it is not a descreditable record that the 
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Church presents. There has been an increase 

in the Home Mission work, and also an ac- 

tual increase in the contributions, but there 

has been a still more rapid increase in the 

extent of the work. Some of the claims made 

from Lake Superior and the North-West are 

for perhaps $100, and if that amount cannot 

be had, then for $75. 1t is small claims like 

these which make up the sum of $46,000 

wanted. There is wealth enough in Montreal 

and Toronto, in Ontario and Quebec to meet 

the wants of the Church. There was one fact 
that should be mentioned. If you estimate 
the amounts contributed by Presbyteries from 
Quebec to Toronto, you will find that these 

Presbyteries take out of the Home Mission 

fund more than they putin. The Presbyteries 

from Quebec to Toronto (not inelnding To- 

ronto) contribute $8,200 ; they draw out from 

the fund $9,108. The Montreal Presbytery 

contributes very little more than it draws 

out, namely $2,061 contributed, against $1,804 
oe out. Are there not forty. six congre- 

gations in tbe Church that could contribute 
$1,000 each to the Home Mission fund ? How 
many congregations are there in Toronto that 
are giving $1,000? Not one. How many in 

Montreal? Not one. There is one (Erskine) 

which comes very near it,—$901. Would it 
be too much to expect that Erskine, Crescent 
St., and St. Paul’s churches should give $1,000 
each ? Would it be too much to expect that 
each of these should give $5,000 for all the 
schemes of the Church ? He would not ask 
them to give up their luxuries. People have 
aright to the luxuries and refinements of 
life. But he would say if a man can spend 
his thousands on his equipage, his horses and 
his stables, then he ought not to be content 
to spend only his tens on mission work. Spend 
thousand of dollars on pictures if you can 
afford it, but do not be content to spend only 
tens or ones for missions. There should be 
some just and right proportion between what 
aman spends on his luxuries and what he 
spends in aid of such work. He would not 
say it was wrong to have a fine church, but. 
he would say ifyou have a comfortable church, 

and a fine choir and organ, you should take 
care that your gifts to those struggling and 
needy churches bear some proper proportion 
to what you spend on those. 


FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


On the Wednesday evening there was 
again a large attendance. Mr. Joseph Mac- 
kay occupied the chair. 

Rey. C. A. Doupier was the first speaker. 
He said it was a long time since he had the 
pleasure of addressing such a large and in- 
fluential meeting in the interests of the Evan- 
gelization of the French Roman Catholics of 
Lower Canada. There was a political as well 
as a religious necessity for it. There is a 
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political necessity for Protestants to have 
missions to Roman Catholics to check the 
growing ambition of the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy. There are things which lead to dis- 
union among the people of this country. 
And we cannot afford to be disunited. Yet, 
as long as we have a system of separate 
schools, the two races from the earliest stage 
will be trained to look upon those of another 
religion as their natural antagonists. Where- 
ever you find the Church of Rome in power 
you will find opposition to the common 
schools. In the New England States the 
Church of Rome is taking very strong grounds 
against the common schools. The people are 
even now forbidden to send their children. to 
the common schools. The Roman Catholic 
educational institutions in this Province are, 
some of them, most excellent for the wealthy, 
but most wretched for the poor. Go to the 
civil registers and you will find that every 
second person whose name is appended to 
these acts of registration—births, marriages, 
and deaths—has merely made his mark, the 
name being subscribed by the priest. Cer- 
tainly not a very high educational status for 
the country, The backward state of this 
Province compared with the other adjoining 
provinces, the lack of business enterprise and 
the poverty of the people generally, may be 
all traced to Romanism. Go to the back vil- 
lages and you will be sure to find a magnifi- 
cent Roman Catholic church, a large nunnery 
and a fine house for the priest, and the rest 
poor, miserable looking hovels, where the 
people vegitate and die. It is a system that 
not only checks liberty of thought but checks 
the liberty and progress of any nation. You 
find all respect paid to the bones taken from 
the catacombs of Rome; and the people will 
go any distance to have their diseases cured 
by the water of some consecrated spring, but 
they have not sufficient intelligence to vaci- 
nate their children. The Christianity of the 
Church of Rome is no longer the Christianity 
of the Apostles and which Christ taught. 
True, in the doctrines of that Church there 
was some of the water of life, but that water 
had become poisoned and corrupted by the 
drainage of nineteen centuries. The worship 
of that Church to-day was like the worship of 
the Queen of Heaven described by Jeremiah. 
Christ is put in the back ground and, so far 
from having a claim to be the Church of God, 
it strikes out from its catechism the second 
commandment altogether, and, in order to 
retain ten in number, it divides the tenth in 
two. The spirituality of the doctrines of 
Christ was little thought of, and in that Church 
religion was a thing of mere ceremonies, a 
faithful counterpart of that ancient heathen- 
ism which grieved Paul’s heart at Athens. 
The boast of Rome was “ semper eadem”—al- 
ways the same—yet even in the remembrance 


of the present generation two new dogmas, 
before unheard of, had been forced upon the 
faithful. In 1854 the doctrine of the imma- 
culate conception of the Holy Virgin was 
made a necessity of belief; and in 1870 that 
of the infallibility of the Pope was insisted 
on. So much for the Church that never 
changes. The Romish Church is also very 
accommodating to its surroundings. Put a 
small number of Romanists in a Protestant 
community and they are very accommodating. 
They will not even object to Orange proces- 
sions. 

In regard to the support afforded to this 
branch of the Church’s work he found that 
out of thirty-five Presbyteries, twenty contri- 
buted per member, on an average, ten cents 
for French missions and only two Presbyteries 
are above that figure. In three Presbyteries 
five cents per member was the average con- 
tribution. The consequence is that the work 
of French Evangelization is hindered, and the 
Committee has been obliged to refuse several 
applications from country districts, places 
where new churches could be established 
with every prospect of success. Some people 
think that because we do not publish a long 
list of converts we do not succeed. He had, 
however, taken over 700 abjurations. Seventy- 
five of these were heads of families, and if he 
had added the children he could have pub- 
lished a long list. Many, however, were ac- 
tuated by mercenary motives. They had the 
idea that it was a paying business to abjure 
Romanism, but they have found out their 
mistake, and come no more prompted by such 
motives. In turning to the registers of births, 
marriages and deaths in his own congrega- 
tion he found in 1875 ten entries; in 1876, 
nineteen ; in 1877, fifty; in 1878, fifty-seven ; 
and up to the present time this year, forty- 
one entries. When the people have done 
this they have crossed the Rubicon. They 
are then considered lost to the Church of 
Rome. This.was manifest the other day when 
the Church of Lourdes in this city had prayers 
offered on behalf of two of those who had 
thus registered. His church in this city holds 
about 250 people, and it is often filled to the 
door, not with the rabble, but with respect- 
able people—some of them holding first class 
positions in the city. And the most of these 


people come to hear the preaching of the 


Gospel, for it is only very rarely that contro- 
versy is introduced into the pulpit. This is 
one step, as it isagainst the positive orders of 
the clergy to attend our services. The 
spéaker did not regard the Church of Rome 
as some appear to do—as a branch of the 
Church of Christ. He took the view held by 
Luther, Calvin, and others, that that religion 
was little better than baptized heathenism. 
There has been for the past thirty years a 
steady increase of French Protestantism in 
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the Province of Quebec. When they met 
thirty or thirty-eight years ago they would 
have perhaps twelve people. Now, there 
were five churches in this city, and at least a 
100 hearers every Sunday in each. There 
are 1000 French Protestants in Montreal. This 
represents a very small fraction of the work 
that has been done. The increase has been 
almost wholly by conversions. In his congre- 
gation there are 124 families, and there are 
only four families that were Protestants by 
birth, the rest are converts. Every year 
there have been from 15 to 25 families that 
moved away, going west or south. Only the 
day before, he had received a letter from an 
old man in Paris who was one of his elders 
two years ago. Through this man’s efforts 
seven or eight families had been converted 
to Protestantism. The spirit of persecution 
however, is still here, and there is scarcely a 
Sabbath but some of his people are insulted 
in some way, often by persons speaking not 
to them, but at them. Among the working 
classes it is a very hard thing for a man to 
live who is known to be a French Protestant. 
This persecution may not be much at any one 
time, but it is continuous, and becomes very 
galling, and if their friends have the means 
to get away and can find employment else- 
where, they cannot be blamed if they leave 
the country. There are altogether forty odd 
preaching stations in this Province. Thereis 
one in the County of Suffolk. He was there 
not long ago. There were seventy-two 
persons present.- He preached and bapti- 
zed some of their children. Some of these 
people had to come seven miles through the 
bush. For this work men, able men, were 
wanted, and it must be liberally sustained. 
It will not do to go about it in a half-hearted 
manner. The Church can afford more than 
ten cents per member for this work. If large 
results are expected, large investments must 
be made. They could not expect to realize 
much from an investment of ten cents! 
“Seek the Kingdom of God and all other 


things shall be added unto you.” The“ secu- 
rity ” is good. 
Rev. Dr. JENKINS was next introduced. 


He was glad that the Committee had resolved 
some weeks ago to continue these Anniversary 
meetings. There was doubt in some minds 
whether we should not give them. up after 
the experience of last year. Butif they went 
to their homes and heard nothing more than 
they had already heard, they would be well 
re-paid. He suggested the advisability of 
setting apart a week for the purpose of these 
meetings. When he first came #o Montreal, 
a great many years ago, they could not get 
together to a service as many French people 
as this Board now has missionaries engaged— 
twenty-two missionaries ordained and twenty 
unordained—forty-two in all! And he ven- 


tured to say when he first came to Montreal 
they could not get forty-two persons to attend 
a French Protestant service. He thought he 
could not do better than read the Report of 
the Board as his speech on that occasion. 
He never read a report so admirably got 
up. He would recommend every one 
present to read it before he is a week 
older. They had been told that the con- 
version of a million and a quarter of French 
Canadians was the object of their work ; one 
million of these residing in our own Province. 
It is not an expensive mission to carry on. 
They had no long voyages to China or to India 
to provide for; nor missionary’s outfit. 
Our missionaries can be sent to their field of 
labour for a few dollars. It is an econo- 
mical mission to conduct. The people are at 
our doors. They are in our workshops, in our 
factories, in our counting-houses. They are 
everywhere amongst us—within the sound of 
the missionary’s voice. A million of people! 
and what are we proposing to do for them ? 
An answer is to be found in the title which 
the Board bears. The object is the “Evange- 
lization” of these people: to bring them un- 
der the power of the Gospel. This implies that 
they have not the Gospel. The Roman Ca- 
tholic clergy give their people “ another gos- 
pel,” which is not the Gospel of Christ. If 
the Church of Rome had not become corrupt, 
Protestantism would never have arisen in 
Europe. It could not have arisen. The great 
Reformation took the ground that the Church 
of Rome had corrupted the gospel. If they 
had brought a false charge, let us go back 
where our fathers were ten or twelve gene- 
rations ago, into the arms of that Church they 
have abandoned. They believed that the 
Church of Rome was idolatrous, corrupt, 
a blaspheming Church, therefore they raised 
the standard of the Reformation. Let us speak 


‘the truth regarding that system which holds in 


bondage a million of people in this Province. 
In regard to this Report there was one thing 
deserving attention, namely, what is called 
the joint French and English work. It obtains 
in many parts of this Province. There is one 
case at New Glasgow, another at St. Eustache, 
and others elsewhere. One object which the 
Board is setting before itself is to send out 
into those parishes, where the English popu- 
lation is very sparse, an ordained missionary 
who can preach in both French and English, 
and in this way to get together Protestant 
families that are few and scattered. These 
men preach to the English speaking people 
and carry on the Evangelization work 
amongst the French. There is another fact 
which any one will have noticed who has 
read the October number of Tor Recorp. It 
is that the Lord is opening fields before us in 
every direction in Lower Canada,and the Board 
are only limited in their operations by the 
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smallness of the contributions of our people. 
He knew that it is often said that if we were 
wise we would let these French Canadians 
alone; that they are a contented people, in- 
dustrious, thrifty, religious up to their light, 
and law-abiding. Why disturb them? ‘This 
is all very well as far as it goes, but it does 
not go far enough. They are destitute of the 
truth of God, and we feel that we are bound 
to give it to them. They know not the way 
of salvation, and we are bound to give them 
the knowledge of Christ. Disturb them ! 
We must disturb them as John the Baptist 
disturbed the Jews to whom he preached re- 
pentance: as Peter disturbed his self-satisfied 
hearers by proclaiming the necessity of the re- 
mission of sins: as Paul disturbed the thought- 
ful Greeks and luxurious Romans by preach- 
ing to them Christ and Him crucified. Dis- 
turb them! Why we hope to see the day 
when the world of French Canadians will be 
turned upside down! The object which this 
mission has in view, and every other Protes- 
tant French Canadian mission in this Pro- 
vince, is the overthrow of the authority of 
the Church of Rome and the sway of the Va- 
tican foreigner. Our people have not a suffi- 
cient appreciation of the importance and _ ne- 
cessity of this work. There are leading mem- 
bers of our Church who don’t care 
whether this work progresses or not: who 
are not moved in the least degree by what 
we have heard this evening from Mr. Doudiet. 
They don’t care whether the mission succeeds 
or not. They don’t care a straw for Protes- 
tantism as an aggressive system. Priests are 
coming to us: families are coming to us: 
French Presbyterian congregations are being 
rapidly formed; but this is the thought that 
depresses me,—that some of our own people 
don’t care whether a French Canadian is con- 
verted or unconverted ; whether he gets the 
gospel of Christ or dies without it ; whether 
he secures an experimental acquaintance 
with the great doctrine of salvation by faith 
in Christ, or dies trusting in a man-devised and 
God-dishonouring ecclesasticism. In conclu- 
sion he hoped that the consideration of our 
Home Missions, French Missions, and Foreign 
Missions will be taken up in all seriousness 
by our wealthy men, our men of moderate 
means, and by our poor people that we may 
next year have a better showing than has 
just been given us, of jive cents per member 
towards French Evangelization. 

He also wished to state that the ladies have 
established an auxiliary board to the French 
mission work. Last year there was an anni- 
versary meeting held. This year they de- 
cided not to hold one ; but they wished that 
a word should be said in their favour, and that 
they had resolved to establish in this city, in 
some central point, a mission-house in which 
two Bible-women shall reside, and which shall 


be open for the reception of French Cana- 
dian women while they are seeking employ- 
ment. The ladies are now looking for a 
house, and they are going to throw themselves 
on the liberality of the congregations of the 
Church in this City for such means as will be 
needed to make this French Mission auxiliary 
a success. 

Rev. Grorce H. Wetts, of the American 
Presbyterian Church, next spoke :—He said 
that Home Mission and Foreign Mission work 
should go hand in hand. Dr. Guthrie had 
compared them to two pails of water carried 
on what is known in the backwoodsas a “ sap 
yoke when both pails were full they were 
evenly balanced, and the carrier walked 
erect between them, but if one was empty, 
the balance was destroyed, and the carrier 
had difficulty in getting along. This French 
Evangelization work is akin to both the others. 
It is pre-eminently a Home Mission work, a 
work that has been brought to us, and laid at 
our very doors. We cannot walk a single 
block on any of our streets without being re- 
minded of the presence of this people 
amongst us. They are within our homes, 
as our domestics, and “He that  provi- 
deth not for his own, specially those of his 
own house, hath denied the faith, and is worse 
than an infidel.” This evangelization appeals 
to us by every motive that can actuate a 
patriotic and generous heart. It is not only 
on the highest principles that we should seek 
for the enlightment and conversion of these 
people but on every principle which touches 
us In our intercourse and association with 
them. 

We desire pure, "patriotic legislation in 
our Halls and Courts of justice. As we prize 
the boon:of civil and religious freedom for 
ourselves, and as we endeavour to maintain 
and extend the rights we already have, we 
are called, it is our bounden duty as citizens, 
and as members of the Church of Jesus Christ, 
to give the Gospel to these, our fellow-coun- 
trymen. It is also, in a certain sense, a 
Foreign Mission work. It has about it many 
of the difficulties, and possesses many of the 
charms that usually characterize foreign mis- 
sion work. The subjects of it are of a differ- 
ent nationality, and blood, and faith, and 
creed, and are separated from us as by a wall 
of adamant that reaches to heaven. We 
have been separated from them toolong. But 
we have reason for gratitude to God that the 
walls of separation are being broken down, 
the doors of access to the hearts and interests 
of the French Canadians are opening, that 
prejudices against the race are melting away, 
and giving place to a desire for their enlight- 
ment. 

Another reason why we should be interest- 
ed in this work, is that the characteristics of 
mind and heart which the French population 
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can alone supply are a necessary element in 
the formation of a homogenious nationality 
for the Dominion of Canada. Is it not pos- 
sible that in addition to the numerous ele- 
ments which we already have ;—to Scotch 
orthodoxy and tenacity; to Irish zeal and 
fervour; to English steadfastness and strength; 
which are the main elements found in our 
churches and congregations, there may be 
needed some of the distinguishing delicacy and 
grace, vivacity and activity, which are the 
peculiar and abundant gifts of the French 
character. It takes all the seven colours of 
the prism to make a perfect radiance of the 
sun, and as God has given to different races 
and individuals amongst us diverse gifts and 
graces, they should all be consecrated, united, 
and merged into the perfect light of heaven. 
And then what a debt of gratitude the ages 
and the nations owe to the French character. 
He remembered that when the Arabs had 
crossed into Spain, it was a Franc, Charles 
Martel who drove them back. And it was 
his son Charlemagne who first restored order 
from the wreck and ruin of centuries, and 
brought back civilization to the earth that 
was lying desolate and waste. If we come 
down to the time of the Crusades, which was 
one of the greatest factors in the hands of 
God in working out His designs, we find it 
was Urbain the Second who conceived the idea 
of the Crusades. It was a Frenchman, Peter 
the Hermit, who took the platform and stir- 
red the heart of the peasantry of Europe, 
and broke it as the rivers are broken, and 
sent it flowing in a mighty torrent to the 
Holy Land. It was another Frenchman, God- 
frey, of Bouillon who inspired the nobles and 
rallied them as they marched to Jerusalem, 
headed by the King of France. Then among 
philosophers and scientific men, and even in 
the ranks of the Church, there are many 
eminent names, Fenelon, Bourdaloue, Mas- 
sillon, and many others. If France were 
only Protestant, what might we not hope for? 
She is the eldest daughter of the Church. 
She has given most liberally to the support 
of the Pope. Her influence has again and 
again saved the Papacy when it was tottering 
to its fall. It was Napoleon the Third that 
kept the Pope in Italy, and maintained him 
in his temporal power for years. And yet, 
once France was almost Protestant. She 
should be converted and consecrated to the 
pure simple Gospel of Christ. She must be. 
There never were more hopeful symptoms of 
awakening than just now. This Province is 
the largest colony France ever planted, and 
our object should be to make it wholly Pro- 
testant. In reading the history of Foreign 
Missions it is always noticed that a mission is 
never thought to be permanently established, 
nor its success secured, until it is self-sustain- 
ing, until it raises up within itself those who 


shall minister at its altars. Every denomina- 
tion and every institution should have some 
feature peculiar to itself. The Presbyterian 
College, in Montreal, is able to give this 
reason for its establishment, that it is planted 
in the French metropolis of this country; it 
opens its doors to French students, and sends 
them out with its impress upon them, and 
already a large number of its graduates are 
doing the work of Evangelists faithfully and 
successfully, not in the Province of Quebec 
alone, but in other parts of the Dominion as 
well.

was sorry to learn the discouraging 
l) state of the F. M. Treasury. The 

depression in trade and the hard 
times generally have told materially on the 
contributions which form the Church’s reve- 
nue. Compared with the people’s incomes, 
no doubt, there has been really no decrease 
in their liberality; and probably there has 
been increase. However, that does not re- 
lieve the Board from its embarrassment, nor 
does it say that we as a Church are doing all 
that we can towards fulfilling the Master’s 
command to proclaim the gospel ‘ to every 
creature.” Unless we are all working up to 
the extent of our ability, to spread the glad 
tidings of salvation, we are not faithful ser- 
vants. If we are not denying ourselves and 
daily bearing the cross can we affirm that we 
are doing our whole duty as followers of Him 
of whom it is written: “Though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that ye 
through his poverty might be rich.” How 
true the words of that late renowned mission- 
ary, Dr. Duff, when he said that the Churchés 
are as yet only playing at Missions! I ven- 
ture to affirm that there is now both a suff- 
ciency of men and money, available in the 
Christian Church, to occupy every opening 
in the heathen world with the means of their 
evangelization. This being a fact which few 
will deny, the question arises how are we to 
draw out these two things, the men and the 
means ? Where lies the secret key which 
will unlock the safes and open the hearts in 
the Church of Christ ? Where may we find 
the power to make us look upon ourselves 
merely as the Lord’s stewards? ‘“ That day 
will come,” once remarked the late Dr. Hodge, 
‘‘when the question will be who will stay at 
home, and not as it is now, who will go to the 
foreign field?” The difficulty will then be 
to keep men at home, when all are desireus 
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of going to the heathen. Whether that day 
will come or not, before there be no heathen 
world to which men can go, may be ques- 
tioned; but one thing seems very plain from 
the missionaries’ point of view, and that is, 
that the Church is not yet doing her whole 
duty. 

Not many years ago we used to hear men 
praying earnestly that God would open the 
door of entrance for the gospel to the heathen. 
Those prayers have been answered. Doors 
are now open all around. If [read her Rr- 
CORD aright, so far at least as the Canadian 
Church is concerned, every one of her fields 
are calling for more labourers. There are 
thousands of souls on these islands accessi- 
ble to missionaries who have at present no 
possible way of hearing the gospel truths. 
Give us six more men today and we will 
guarantee to settle them all in open fields 
among people who have never heard the words 
of life, and who never.will hear them unless 
the Church bestir herself more than she is 
now doing. 

The difficulty with your Board now is not 
to find men and women willing to go forth 
with the gospel, but to provide the means of 
their support. The greatest gifts have been 
received. The sons and daughters have been 
given, and now the gold and silver are with- 
theld. How many families have redeemed 
with money their first born whom they have 
withheld from the Lord’s work? How very 
far many are nowadays from offering the 
firstlings of their flocks, and the first fruits of 
their fields to the Lord? The remnants, the 
‘surplus pocket-money is in too many cases 
the Lord’s portion in these days of luxuries. 
Is this not a time for Christians to give heed 
to the words of the last of the old Testament 
prophets? Is it not possible that many of 
us are now following in the footsteps of the 
Israelites at that date, and are “ ROBBING 
4top.”’ May the Lord fill us all with his 
Spirit, and then your embarrassments will 
- soon cease and his work will flourish in every 
dand. 


THE DAYSPRING. 


From Rey. T. Neilson’s published letter, 
-addressed to the children of the Free Church, 
we condense the following notices of the 
mission vessel. She is a three-masted bri- 
gantine built of blue gum, one of the hardest 
and best kind, reputed superior to English 
oak. She is 100 feet long by 22 in breadth, 
and sails so well that lately she made 1400 
miles in eight days. Before sailing for the 
islands this year, she was completely over- 
hauled and re-coppered. Re-coppering costs 
£200, and a suit of sails £200, and her up- 
holdence requires about £1,800 stg., of which 
£200 for insurance. Last year she sailed 


and in two days had the place ready. 
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more than 10,000 miles, paid 100 visits to 
mission stations, harbours, and heathen is- 
lands, carried to and from Sydney, and among 
the islands, hundreds of tons of goods, and 
conveyed scores of passengers, missionaries 
and their wives and families, native teachers 


and their families sailing as passengers from 


one island to another. There are no cash re- 
turns to balance the outlay, the returns are 
in good done, work for Jesus accomplished, 
the Gospel sent to the heathen, blessings 


communicated, people taught, elevated, 
saved from vice and wickedness. She has 


from the first been upheld by Sabbath-schools. °

LETTER FROM Rev. G. L. MACKAY. 


Kelung, 20th May, 1879. 
eeu will remember that the Chinese Go- 


vernment employed English miners to 

work the coal mines a few miles from 
here, and that according to agreement an 
English Doctor was to reside amongst them. 
The first medical man employed died, and a 
few weeks ago another come to take his 
place. The latter is a Scotchman, born at 
Nairn, and is of the old Mann family of that 
place. The present James Mann L. R.C.S. 
E.L.R.C.P.E., after graduating in Scotia’s Ca- 
pital, that world-renowned city, travelled in 
various parts of the globe, and now he is here. 
As soon as I met him he expressed his de- 
sire to do something to relieve suffering 
amongst the natives, and wished my assistance 
as I knew the place and the people. Being 
anxious to do anything which will help on 
the Lord’s work, I set about finding a suitable 
house in which to begin hospital work. Strange 
enough the building just joining the chapel 
was advertised to be rented that very day. 
I at once secured it for $25 for one year, and 
brought on masons, superintended the work, 
Yes- 
terday we opened it, and saw twenty patients. 
I leave here to-day and don’t know yet where 
I will go. On the 17th inst., Doctor Mann 
and myself went to a town, beautifully situat- 
ed on arunning stream,and called Loa’n-loa’n. 
It was a great feast day. I talked to crowds 
who gathered around, and having extracted 
seventy teeth, we returned to see a man here 
who cut his throat. Two Sedan chairs were 
sent to take the doctor and myself to see 
him. The poor fellow died in a state of par- 
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tial insanity. I hope the day is not far dis- 
tant when there will be a chapel in Loa’n- 
loa’n. Perhaps in a few months we will be 
established there. The God of power and 
might can use very feeble means to carry on 
his own work. I am at present just seeing 
where suitable chapels can be opened, so as 
to have all our trained men settled in places. 
My colleague is just about tied down to his 
work at Tamsui. It would not be wise to 
leave the hospital building which is going up 
there without looking after the men and the 
materials. And I assure you it is very 
troublesome work to attend to masons, &c., 
&e. Mrs. Junor is studying the language and 
preparing herself for the Master’s work.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR ENDING MAY 31, 1879.

(ft HE Committee of the Juvenile Mission 
yb Scheme reports with satisfaction that 
the interest manifested in this Scheme 
has been well sustained during the past year, 
but has rather increased its efficiency and 
widened its scope, especially as regards the 
missions of our own Church. Owing to the 
general financial depression,some remittances 
have been delayed beyond the usual time, 
which will thus be thrown into next year’s 
accounts, causing a small apparent diminu- 
tion of receipts, which it is hoped will be 
made up by a corresponding surplus next 
year. Several Sabbath Schools have, how- 
ever, contributed very liberally, St. Paul’s, 
Montreal, and Sarnia Sabbath School being 
the largest contributors. The latter school, 
besides contributing to the Dayspring, has 
undertaken the support of two Bible-women 
in Formosa, under the superintendence of 
Mrs. Junor. Another school, that of Oakville, 
Ont., has undertaken the partial support of 
a monitor in Trinidad, and it is hoped that 
other schools will be found willing to aid in 
this direction by completing the required 
sum. 

Our Indore Mission has been materially 
aided by this Scheme during the past year, 
As another of the Orphanages at which several 
Sabbath-schools formerly maintained orphans 
has been closed very lately, and the number 
of orphans is therefore much smaller than in 
former years, the remittance to Scotland is 
much decreased, although the four day-schools 
in and around Calcutta are still maintained 
by the Sabbath-schools which undertook to 
support them. As our work at Indore is ra- 
pidly enlarging its bounds, the funds thusset 
free have been, opportunely applied to the 
support of the children who haye been ga- 
thered into the Orphanage at Indore, under 


the care of Miss Fairweather. The Bible Class 
of St. Andrew’s Church, Quebec, has conti- 
nued to maintain the two Zenana teachers, 
Yamoona and Venoo, at Indore, anda second 
printing of Scripture leaflets for distribution 
among the natives, who receive them gladly. 
In addition to this, a considerable amount 
has been contributed towards the payment of 
the Mission School building at Indore, lately 
purchased. 

In conclusion, the Committee earnestly 
commends the Scheme to the interest and 
care of the Assembly, confident that, as it 
becomes more wide-spread and general in its 
range, both of contributors and objects, the 
more useful will it become, under the blessing 
of God, not only in affording material aid to 
our growing Missions in the present, but also 
in the not less important work of training a 
Missionary Church in the future.

yur Church needs that all her members 
and adherents should be diligently in- 

structed in the duty of systematically 
“ giving to the Lord.” Our property is God’s, 
and He gives it to us subject to all His claims 
upon it. He may take it all from us and en- 
trust it to another, a more faithful steward. 
Or, He may patiently bear with us from year 
to year, waiting for ampler fruit from the 
vineyard which He has. planted. The res- 
ponsibility rests upon us, and we cannot 
shirk it without peril to our souls. 

1. We must learn to give regularly. The 
rule laid down by the inspired apostle was : 
““Upon the first day of the week.” 

2. We must give “as God has prospered 
us.” This also is the divine command. 

3. We must give cheerfully, not grudingly, 
for the “ Lord loveth a cheerful giver,” and 
His soul abhors the greedy, grumbling, heart- 
less, hypocritical giver. 

4, We must give remembering that the 
Master “sits over against the treasury” and 
takes note of all that is given,—of the widow’s 
mite and the rich man’s bountiful donation. 
He weighs and measures all. 

do. Let tus remember that we are to meet 
our gifts in the future. What we sow we reap. 
The cup of cold water is remembered. The 
widow’s mite has borne compound interest 
and will continue to produce an _ ever-in- 
creasing stream of benefaction till the end 
of time. 

Well-doing is its own exceeding great re- 
ward: yet there is nothing more certain than 
that God has appointed ample rewards, both 
in this life and that which is to come, to 
crown all deeds of true beneficence. Blessings 
come upon the individual, upon the congre- 
gation, upon the Church at large, in propor- 


tion to the faithfulness with which God’s 
gifts and talents are used in His service. Let 
us then teach and preach the privilege of 
freely giving of our substance to the Lord ; 
and let us pray for the grace of liberality. 
Let that mind be in us which was in Christ 
Jesus, who freely gave Himself for us. The 
Lord has need of our gifts in all departments 
of the Church’s work. 


We have no right, neither have we any 
desire, to dictate to any man what proportion 
of his substance he ought to dedicate to the 
Lord’s service. But we fee] constrained to 
bring this subject before the notice of all 
classes of professing Christians—old and 
young, rich and poor alike, and earnestly 
invite them to give it their best consideration. 
Giving is truly an act of worship, implying 
love, faith and obedience. To regard it in 
this light (says Dr. Beatty) is to lift this whole 
department of Christian duty to a higher 
plane. It removes it from the region of 
beggary. God is no longer treated as if He 
were some Lazarus seeking the crumbs which 
othetwise we would give to the dogs. It 
makes giving a joyous service. It makes 
giving ameans of grace. Great things have 
been accomplished by system in giving. John 
Wesley attributed the success of Methodism 
to “the Grace of God and a penny a week.” 
Spurgeon’s congregation raise almost $10,000 
yearly for his college by giving a penny a 
week towards it. There is a great deal of 
indiscriminate, injudicious giving that is in- 
jurious to both the giver and receiver. But 
money freely given, after careful considera- 
tion as to what it is given for, usually carries 
a blessing with it. 


The opinion largely prevails that one tenth 
of a man’s income is the correct proportion 
to devote to all missionary and benevolent 
purposes. But the Bible lays down no such 
rule. In point of fact, we find that every 
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pious Jew under the Mosaic dispensation 
was expected to give, at the very least, one 
fifth of his entire income for such purposes. 
So that when we speak of a tenth, it should 
be regarded as at best the minimum standard 
for a very poor Christian. No such, rule we 
may be sure, governed the liberality of the 
early Macedonians, whose deep _ poverty 
abounded into the riches of their liberality. 
“For to their power,” says St. Paul, in 2 Cor. 
8: 8, “1 bear record, yea, and beyond their 
power, they were willing of themselves ; 
praying us with much intreaty that we would 
receive the gift.” It is universally allowed 
that responsibility enlarges with privilege : 
“unto whomsoever much is given of him 
shall be much required,” says our Lord and 
Master. To insist on the same rate on all 
varieties of income, must either press severe- 
ly upon the poor, or involve little self-denial 
on the part of the rich, and any attempts to 
construct a scale of contributions, at once 
just and satisfactory must take for its start- 
ing-point a man’s ability to give, and the 
true worth of his offering will appear rather 
from what is reserved than from what is 
given. The following scale, the result of 
much reflection, was published many years 
ago by one who conscientiously governed 
his own benefactions by it during the whole 
of his life, and who was instrumental in in- 
ducing many others to follow his example.— 
The late Rev. John Ross, of the English Con- 
gretational Church. Those who will take the 
time to examine the table carefully will have 
no difficulty in converting the sterling into 
Canadian currency, which for this purpose 
may be reckoned at $5 to the pound. |

These amounts may be found far to exceed 
the average of pecuniary consecration, but 
they will stand the test of examination, and 
will not be considered Eutopian or extrava- 
gant by any one who is honestly desirous of 
ascertaining how much it is possible for him 
to give and yet to retain a competence for 
himself and his family suited to his station in 
life. At any rate they are suggestive and may 
lead some of us to look into this matter with 
a view of ascertaining what proportion of our 
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substance we actually do give on behalf of a 
cause which we profess to hold infinitely 
dear.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 
avin a day to spare, I thought it might 


be pleasantly and not unprofitably 

spent in getting at least an external 
glimpse of the numerous churches which 
adorn the Western Metropolis, and, as inter- 
viewing is the order of the day, to obtain an 
audience of as many of the ministers as 
might be possible. Toronto has grown to be a 
city of seventy-five thousand inhabitants, but 
so wide are its streets and so numerous its 
parks and squares that it covers a larger 
area than these figures might seem to indi- 
cate. Besides, the Presbyterian Churches 
are not huddled together here as they are in 
Montreal, hence the task was not so easy as 
I had imagined. However, the weather was 
splendid. ‘The side walks were as dry as at 
midsummer, and aided now and then by the 
city passenger railway which, by the way, 
seems to be very efficiently managed, I 
traversed the length and breadth of the town 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

Sr. ANDREW’s CuuRcH, on the corner of 
King and Simcoe Streets, first came under 
notice. Outwardly, I think I may safely say 
it is the finest in the city if not in the 
Dominion. It is a.massive stone structure 
in the early Norman style. This church, is 
seated for 1200 persons. The suite of rooms 
for the Sabbath-school and Bible-classes, the 
lecture Hall, the vestry, and all the other 
requisite apartments are admirably adapted 
for convenience and comfort. The cost of 
the edifice was $110,000. Along side of it 
there is very fine manse. The debt on the 
church edifice is about $62,000. But I learned 
that the Rev. D. J. Macdonnell has launched 
a scheme for its reduction and ultimate ex- 
tinction, which it is to be hoped will be suc- 
sessful, if indeed it be not anticipated by 
half a dozen of the church members who 
could any day remove the burden without 
any serious consequences to themselves. 
And what a splendid thing it would be for 
them to do ! 

Passing on to the western part of the city, 
I was agreeably surprized to find a very hand- 
some white brick church in course of erec- 
tion on DENIson AVENUE, for the use of the 
congregation of which the Rev. Robert Wal- 
lace is pastor. It will accommodate eight or 
nine hundred people, and will be fitted up 
in the most approved style. The Sabbath- 
school Hall adjoining, is spacious and even 
elegant, and altogether it will be a noble 
monument of Mr. Wallace’s industry and 
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success during the nine or ten years he has 
laboured in this district. It will cost some 
$22,000. To the north and west of this, on 
College Street, is the centre of another large 
suburban congregation, comprising over three 
hundred communicants under the pastoral 
eare of the Rev. Alex. Gilray, an earnest and 
devoted minister. This is his first charge 
and his church is the original mission one, 
erected some years ago—a wooden structure 
seated for five or six hundred people, which 
willsprobably give place to a larger and better 
one ere long. In the meantime Mr. Gilray 
has obtained leave of absence for a few 
months, on account of impaired health, and 
is about setting out on a visit to. the Holy 
Land. 

A succession of four new churches now 
rises up in my memory, of which, as I took 
no notes at the time, I carried away a some- 
what bewildered and confused recollection. 
In some particulars, each seemed to excel 
the other, and all were beautiful. They have 
all been built within the last two years. They 
cost from $30,000 to $50,000 each, and each 
of them has a sufficient amount of debt re- 
maining to satisfy the most fastidious, and to 
serve as a spur to continued and united 
effort. They severally accommodate from 
800 to 1,200 persons. The first is ERSKINE 
Cuurcn, at the head of Simcoe Street, a mile 
north from St. Andrew’s. It is built of white 
brick faced with free stone and adorned with 
a handsome tower. Its internal fittings are 
said to be complete in every respect. But | 
could not get in to see for myself. The Rev. 
John Smith, formerly of Bowmanville, is the 
minister of this congregation, numbering 260 
communicants, and formerly a part of the 
old Bay Street charge, which divided itself a 
few years ago. The other half, having pur- 
chased the site of the old Knox College, in 
Grosvener street, erected the CentraL CHURCH 
and called the Rev. David Mitchell, formerly 
of New York, to be their minister. Apart 
from the Church proper which is, outwardly 
and within, a thing of beauty, the adjoining 
apartments, spacious, and elegantly furnished 
are a remarkable feature. On the ground-floor 
we find, inter alia, a splendid ladies’ parlour 
with Brussel’s carpet, sewing machines, and 
what not. Above this are the Sunday-school 
class-rooms, admirably suited for their pur- 
pose. Below, is the “ culinary department,” 
from which,when occasion calls for it, the crea- 
ture comforts of life are conveyed to the 
upper stories by means of a hoist. Nothing 
indeed remains to be desired, so far as these 
external accessaries are concerned. But, 
unfortunately, an amount of debt has been 
contracted in connection with them which 
presses heavily on the congregation, and the 
minister, who has received a call to Belle- 
ville, is about to leave them. The next that 


came under notice was the new church on 
Jarvis Street, known as “Oxp St. ANDREW’s ” 
—a very tasteful stone structure. It is not 
yet completed, that is to say, the School- 
rooms, and parlours, and lecture-rooms, &c., 
included in the plan, have yet to be built, 
but as far as it has gone, it is admirable ; and 
a large congregation is growing up under the 
ministry of the Rev. G. M. Milligan, formerly 
of Detroit. The last of the four is by no 
means the least worthy of mention. Indeed 
it would be difficult to find anywhere a Pres- 
byterian Church to surpass in elegance and 
comfort that of the Sr. Jamrs’ SquaRE CuuRcH, 
Toronto. The auditorium, seated for about 
1200 persons, seemed to me to be almost 
perfect, and all the other parts of the build- 
ing, “ ladies’ parlours’? and Sunday-school 
rooms included, appeared to be models of 
convenience and comfort. The congregation 
is large and able ‘enough to carry the pretty 
heavy debt they have incurred in this great 
undertaking, but, the sooner they get rid of 
it the better it will be for themselves and 
the Church. The Rev. J. M. King, their pas- 
tor, is the oldest Presbyterian minister having 
a charge in the city, but he does not look 
very patriarchal yet. He is still in the prime 
of life. The Rev. John Hogg, of CuarLzs 
StREET CHURCH, was the only one of the city 
ministers whom I failed to meet. The con- 
gregation over which he presides is a large 
and prosperous one, and the church in which 
they worship, though less elaborate then 
those just referred to, is extremely comfort- 
able. The Rey. Dr. Reid, the moderator of 
the General Assembiy, is an Elder in this 
congregation. Though I did not see the 
East Cuurcn, I had the pleasure of meeting 
its accomplished minister—the Rev. John M. 
Cameron, and from others learned of the suc- 
cess that is attending his faithful ministra- 
tions in that part of the city. His congrega- 
tion numbers over 300 communicants. They 
worship still in their original mission church, 
prudently biding their “time when they too 


will make a new departure. 


In addition to those above-named, there 
are two large congregations, vacant at pre- 
sent.—Knox Cuurcu, one of the largest and 
wealthiest in the Dominion, having 650 com- 
municants on the roll. It will take a long 
time to dissociate the name of this Church 
from that of its late estimable and accom- 
plished pastor, Dr. Topp. The other is Cooxr’s 
Cuurcu, of which Dr. Robb was pastor, and 
to which the Rev. John Kirkpatrick from the 
United States, is about to be inducted. In- 
cluding the Mission Churches of Broekton, 
Parkdale, and Leslieville, there are no less 
than fourteen Presbyterian Churches in To- 
ronto, embracing nearly 4000 communicants, 
and 3300 young people in the Sunday-schools 
and Bible-classes. C.

THE TRULY. RIGHTEOUS. 
FEBRUARY 8th. ] [MATT. Vv. 17-26. 


HRIST intimates that he has not come to head 
$ a revolutionary movement, but to explain the 
true meaning of the Old Testament. 70 /ut- 
fil—to embody the principles of the Lawin his own 
person and to secure for them the reverence of 
men. In Him was all righteousness fulfilled—pre- 
eminently in His love to mankind. Gal. 5;14. V. 
18. Z7ll heaven and earth—These shall indeed pass 
away, Luke 21 ; 33 and 2 Pet. 3: 10, but this re- 
fers to the popular belief in their stability sanctioned 
by ’ Scripture “usage,” Ps: ang’: Gor, Necles. 1's 4. 
One jot or tittle—jot, the smallest of the Hebrew 
letters ; tittle, a stroke or point still smaller, dis- 
tinguishing some of the letters from others like 
them—as much as to say that the Law was not to 
lose its authority in even the minutest degree. V. 
19. Zherefore—the perpetual obligation of obe- 
dience, even to those that are accounted of secondary 
importance. The same idea in Rev. 22:19. And 
teach men so—by putting a wrong interpretation on 
the Law as the Pharisees did who made light of 
certain portions of it. Zhe least in the kingdom— 
Those who thus dishonour God’s Law degrade 
themselves. James 2:10. Whosoever shall do and 
teach—These shall be correspondingly honoured in 
proportion as they maintain every part of the Law 
in its integrity. V. 20. Except your righteousness 
—It is the Azxd of righteousness, not the degree, 
that is referred to, inward, spiritual—not the for- 
mal righteousness of the Scribes, Luke 18; 11, 12. 
In no case—without the former we cannot belong 
to the kingdom at all, Rom. 2 ; 28, 29. Vs. 21, 22. 
By them of old time—rather fo them. Christ is 
speaking to those who had Moses read to them 
every Sabbath in the Synagogue, who were fami- 
liar with the Law. Under the old, murder was 
punishable with death, Gen. 9 :6. Christ does not 
abrogate that Law. He gives it a wider scope and 
a new interpretation. Zhe sudgment—see Exo. 
20;13. Lev. 24:21. Whosoever is angry, shall, 
&c.—The Gospel discloses the principle of future 
punishments. Anger is to be avoided as it may be, 
and often is, incipient murder. Raca—fool—all 
such language is unchristian. The fundamental 
error of the Jewish teachers was that the Law pro- 
hibited only the sinful act; Christ shews that it 
included the sinful thought. Vs. 23-26. Therefore, 
&c.— Weare to remove from ourselves every cause 
of ‘offence to our brother. /teconctled—This im- 
plies an offer to make reparation for injury done. 
The altar—This term is never applied to the Lord’s 
Table in the New Testament, but the principle of 
reconciliation should have full force when Chris- 
tians meet there. 

LEARN that there is no warrant in these words 
of our Lord for setting aside the Old Testament as 
without present significance, or inconsistent with 
the New. Here‘ is also a solemn caution to all 
teachers, ministers or others, to be faithful to the 
whole truth of God, Acts 20: 27.

ipesus continues to illustrate the spirituality of 
true righteousness by an exposition of the 
third commandment which was to impart a 
new life, very different from the routine of obser- 
vances hitherto regarded as the highest type of re- 
ligion. Frivolous, rash, and unnecessary swearing 
was henceforth to be classed with perjury. *The 
law ot retaliation was superseded by that of self- 
denial, and the love due to our neighbour extended 
also to our enemies. Vs. 33-37. Shalt not forswear, 
see Lev. 19: 12. To remove all doubt as to the 
scope of the third commandment, it is added, szvear 
not at all—compare with James 5 : 12. Not judicial 
oaths, but swearing in common intercourse is here 
forbidden. Jehovah is said to have sworn by Him- 
self, Gen. 22;16. Heb. 6:13. Jesus answered 
upon oath to the High Priest, Matt. 26:63. Paul 
thus invoked the name of God, 2. Cor. I ; 23.3 and 
Heb. 6 ; 16 teaches that an oath, properly admin- . 
istered, is admissable. But, even the use of legal 
oaths is a reflection upon Christians, who should 
be of such acknowledged fidelity that their word 
should be as sacred as their bond or oath. ether 
by heaven nor earth—¥or these are the Lord’s. 
Nor by Ferusalem—the most sacred spot on earth. 
God’s name is really profaned by the irreverent 
mention of His ‘‘ throne,” His ‘‘ footstool,” and 
His ‘‘city,” as much as by. that of His name. 
Neither by thy head—thy life. That is beyond your 
control and useless asa guarantee, see James 4 ; 14. 
Let a simple yes or no suffice. Cometh of evil, from 
a depraved nature, instigated by the evil one. Vs. 
38, 39. Az eve for an eye. The law of retaliation 
in the Old Testament—Exo. 21 ; 24. Lev. 24: 20. 
Deut. 19;21—not of binding necessity. The 
spirit of that law was that in all cases punish- 
ment should be proportioned to the crime—e.g. a 
life should not be taken for an eye, &c. Aut [say 
unto you—Our Lord’s own meek yet dignified bear- 
ing when smitten rudely on the cheek, John 18 : 22, 
23 and not literally presenting the other, is the best 
comment on these words. Vs. 40, 41. ZThy coat— 
the inner garment, see Exo. 22 : 26, 27. Thy cloak 
—The overcoat of an Israelite was not allowed to 
be kept overnight as a pledge because it was used 
for a bed-covering. Better surrender even that 
than stand a law-suit. Go wth him twain—Better 
to comply with an unreasonable demand, if it is not 
sinful, than to quarrel. Vs. 43-45. ate thine 
enemy—This was said by their corrupt teachers ; 
never by God. The Jewish law was expressly op- 
posite, Exo. 23345. Lev. 19:18. Love your ene- 
mies—-As Christ did, Rom. 5;8. 1 John 3:16. 
Shew yourselves His children by resembling Him 
in this respect. V.46. Zhe publicans—tax- gatherers, 
men of this world, actuated by worldly motives. 
There is no merit in resembling ¢Aem. Assoéiated 
in v. 47 with brethren, the true reading seems to be, 
do not even ‘‘ heathens” the same ? see ch. 18; 17. 
Be ye perfect—complete in your love of others. 
L&ARN to avoid even in appearance the foolish 
and offensive habit of swearing. By Heaven! By 
my life! and other common expressions are no 
less profane than a frivolous use of the name of God.

tices and teaching of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees. Alms were to be given, but not osten- 
tatiously : prayers uttered, but not with hypocritic 
publicity : fasting observed, but not to make a show 
of it. At the request of the disciples Jesus dictated 
that short and perfect prayer—the model on which 
all our prayers are formed and which thenceforth 
became the choicest heritage of every Christian 
hturgy. Compare Luke 11: 1-4. Vs. 1-4. Do not 
your alnis—or righteousness—a part standing for 
the whole of that righteousness in the doing of 
which believers are to exceed the Scribes and Phari- 
sees, ch. 5 : 20. Blessed is he that doeth righteous- 
ness, Ps. 106;3. Zo de seen of them—-for display, 
No reward—for God regards only the motive. Do 
not sound a trumpet—to have it taken notice of and 
spoken about. As the hypocrites—-who act a part ; 
pretend to be what they are not. Zhey have—they 
secure human applause now,and that is all they will 
ever get. But thou—‘‘Thou’ and ‘‘ye” repeatedly 
and pointedly contrasted with ‘‘kypocrites.” Let 
not thy left hand—make nothing of it even in your 
own thoughts, les it minister to pride. 7hy Father 
seth im secre-—Heb. 4:13. Luke 14 : 12-14. 
Openly—at the Judgement, Matt. 25 :34. Vs. 5,6. 
They pray standing—this posture in prayer, ob- 
served in the Jewish and early Christian Church, is 
not condemned, but the spirit and motive is. Azz 
thou—prayer is a personal matter. Zxter thy 
closet—neither is public prayer condemned ; it is 
the ve¢zv¢mg character of all prayer that is here com- 
mended ; Luke 18: 10-14. Vs. 7. 8. Vain repett- 
tions—a senseless multiplication of the same words. 
As the heathen—Mohammedan and Hindu devotees 
still do this, and even some Christian churches thus 
use this very prayer given’ by our Lord as an anti- 
dote to vain repetitions. Yous Lather knoweth— 
. before ye ask him. Dan. 2:21. God does not 
require to be informed of our needs, Ps. 139. Yet, 
He will ‘‘ be enquired of” by his children, Ezek. 
36:37. Vs. 9, 10. After this manner—of brevity 
and simplicity. Our Father—intimates our com- 
-mon relation to God, Ephes. 3:14, 15. al- 
Jowed—adored, treated with reverence. Zhy king- 
dom come—that spiritual kingdom which existed 
from the beginning and is still comzng, hence this 
petition is to be continuous in the Church. 7Zhy 
will. .as in heaven—as cheerfully, constantly, and 
perfectly. Vs. 11-13. Zhzs day—asking only for 
each day’s portion at a time, Prov.

Behold the fowls—Ob" 
serve God’s providence towards inferior creatures, 
void of reason and incapable of sowing and reaping.

7 herefore— because your Father cares for you, have 
no anxiety about the future. Mind present duty 


and leave events to God. This does not forbid 
prudent foresight. Szfficient unto the day—"Every 
day brings its own cares ; there is therefore no need 
to borrow trouble that belongs to another day. 


WE MAY LEARN much from what we see in na- 
ture. RIGHTEOUSNESS is the great thing to be 
sought after, Prov. 4;7. To anticipate troubles 
is only to double them, By prayer we obtain 
strength to bear up under them. The promise of 
‘*added” temporal blessings means those things 
which our Father knows we need and sees to be 
good for use Our Father’s care for us should lead 
us to care for others, Phil.

“Gone looked for, come at last!” we can 

cs, imagine many an anxiously expec- 
tant beneficiary of the Temporalities’ Board 
to have exclaimed when it transpired that 
the Hon. Judge Jetté had rendered judgment 
in the Superior Court, Montreal, on the 29th 
December, in the somewhat celebrated case 
of Dopiz versus THe TEMpoRALITIES Boarp. 
And the announcement would be none the 
less acceptable in that it was accompanied 
by payment of claims long overdue, the non- 
payment of which in many cases had given 
rise to serious embarrassments. Previous 


decisions in regard to the administration of 


the Temporalities Fund had, it is true, been 
given in favour of the Board: but rather 
upon technical grounds. In this instance, 
however, the petitioner had the fullest op- 
portunity of arguing the case upon its merits. 
It was conducted by eminent counsel, sup- 
ported by a vast amount of evidence, and ar- 
gued with great skill. This being the case, 
it might be expected that the petitioner and 
his supporters would accept the situation 
and put an end to all further strife. We re- 
gret to learn that it is their intention to pro- 
long the controversy by an appeal to the 
Court of Queen’s Bench in the first place and, 
failing redress in that quarter, to go “to the 
foot of the Throne.” 

Judge Jetté deserves great credit for the 
pains which he has evidently taken to in- 
form himself as to the merits of this case, and 
for the clear manner in which he has express- 


ed his mind upon it. The question, in the 
aspect in which it presented itself, turned 
upon the constitutionality of the Act of the 
Quebec Legislature, 58 Vict., Cap. 62: 1875, 
under which the Temporalities Fund has 
been administered since the Union. Upon 
this important point the learned Judge is 
quite clear. Had he decided otherwise, it 
must have followed that in his opinion the 
legislation in all the other Provinces in re- 
gard to the union of the Churches had also 
been unconstitutional. The writ of injunc- 
tion issued in this case was consequently set 
aside, and the petitioner’s demands rejected 
with costs. Mr. John L. Morris of Montreal 
conducted the case for the Board; Messrs. 
Strachan Bethune, Q.C., and C. P. Davidson, 
Q.C., acting as counsel. A primted copy of

Tua CoLtteces.—The General Assembly ap- 
pointed the fourth Sabbath of January as 
the day upon which collections should be 
taken up in all the congregations that have 
not otherwise made provision for this pur- 
pose.

Committee of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland, one hundred pounds stg. on behalf 
of the Manitoba College, and an additional 
grant of £10 towards the French Evangeliza- 
tion work. 


Tue Hymn Boox Committee have for the 
present concluded their arduous labours. 
The collection which they will submit to the 
General Assembly will be considerably lar- 
ger than that first presented It cannot fail 
to be a valuable compilation, and acceptable 
to many of the congregations. The new 
Hymn Book has, however, to’run the gaunt- 
let of searching criticism again in the Su- 
preme Court before it is “authorized.” 


THE ALL-ABSORBING TOPIC of discussion in 
the Presbyteries just now is in -connection 
with the remit of the General Assembly 
anent the institution of a PRusByTERIAN UNI- 
VERSITY under the auspices of the Church, to 
be invested with degree-granting powers. 
The Assembly itself was very nearly equally 
divided as to the desirableness of submitting 
the principle involved to the judgement of 
the lower courts, and it would seem from the 
reports of Presbytery meetings that there is 
still a wide diversity of opinion on the sub- 
ject. 


GEORGETOWN AND EneuisH River W. M.S. 
Have just sent in to the Canadian W. 
B.F. M., of which this Society is an auxiliary, 
their annual subscription amounting to $130. 
50 to be appropriated as follows :—$100 to 
the Ladies department of missions in Indore ;

Toe Martyrs’ Memoria, Cuurca at Erro- 
mMANGA.—Under date 4th December, Rev. Dr.

Memorial Church was safely landed on 30th 
October. It will be forthwith erected. I 
have still about £30 left to supply paint and 
anything else wanted for making it comfort- 
able. “Mr. Robertson and family were well. 

The Presbyterian Church of Victoria has 
agreed to send a lay missionary to the New 
Hebrides. Thus the work is made to advance. 
Pastor Chiniquy is to deliver some farewell 
lectures in this city during the next fort- 
night. He then goes to New Zealand. The 
Rev. A. C. Gillies arrived here in October and 
has been received as a minister. Our Inter- 
national Exhibition is full of interest, and is 
in itself and, in its site, one of the most beau- 
tiful anywhere seen. We expect Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Annand with the Daysprine 
for a change.” 


THe Dayspringc.—The Foreign Mission 
Board, Eastern Section, has issued the usual 
cards to Sabbath Schools in order to secure 
contributions for the support of the Mission 
vessel, the Dayspring, and also funds for the 
support of mission schools. The cards have 
been issued earlier than usual and an earlier 
response is asked for. In their appeal, the 
Board say:—‘ The Foreign Mission Board 
looks to the Sabbath Schools for one-fourth 
of their outlay. For years they have provided 
that, and more, and the debt on the Day- 
spring and Mission School fund, arises in 
part from the fact, that more-than that pro- 
portion of the outlay was included in their 
account. The debt on the main account will, 
without much doubt, be extinguished this 
year, and if all the Superintendents and 
Sabbath-school teachers will lend their aid, 
, and interest their scholars, the Board will 
have the joy of closing the year without ow- 
ing a dollar on either account. 

The children have always proved themselves 
willing. They paid their proportion for the 
Dayspring. They helped to pay both for the 
Coolie chapel and the Mission manse in San 
_ Fernando; and the new generation, and the 
enlarged ‘aumbers in our Sabbath-schools 
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now, are just as ready to come to the help of 
the Lord’s cause. Some are giving every 
month and some every week, and the sooner 
this becomes the rule the better : for then 
the cards may be laid aside, and the funds 
will flow in spontaneously. But as many 
schools have no regular contributions for 
Missions, cards are sent out. But what is 
wanted is not collections by adults, but by 
the children themselves—and from _ the 
children. 

The chief objects are, Support of the Day- 
spring and maintenance of teachers in Mis- 
sion schools. Can there be any objection to 
the first? Can any teacher or scholar be 
content that Messrs. Robertson, McKenzie 
or Annand, should be deprived of mails and 
supplies, or depend for them on unfriendly 
traders ? Would they wish that they should 
have no right in the Dayspring while the 
other missionaries had the right arising from 
support by the church that sent them out? 
Place the matter fairly before any Sabbath 
School and the vote will be, “Sustain the 
Dayspring, and we will help.” Can there be 
any doubt. about maintaining the Trinidad 
teachers? Surely not, when the proprietors 
of Estates and the Coolie converts contribute 
so liberally. If the facts contained in the 
Missionaries’ letters were laid before the 
classes, they would all give cheerful aid, and 
take much greater interest in the Mission. 

What is respectfully asked of the Superin- 
tendents is, that they will get the cards with- 
out delay, distribute them as soon as possible, 
with information respecting the objects, and 
encourage the children in the work.

NEW CHURCHES 


Sevkirk, Manitoba:—A new church was 
dedicated at this place on Sabbath, 29th De- 
cember, by Rev. Dr. Black, of Kildonan. 
Sermons were preached in the afternoon by 
Rev. W. Casson, Methodist, and in the eve- 
ning by the former pastor, the Rev. A. Mathe- 
son, now of Springfield and Sunnyside. The 
collections amounted to $35. The church is 
40 feet by 23 feet. It is substantially built, 
and elegantly furnished, all at a cost of $1900, 
including the site. This undertaking is high- 
ly creditable to the few Presbyterian families 
that make up the congregation. The ladies 
are exceptionally good workers at Selkirk. 

Ripcetown, Ont.—A costly and beautiful 
new church was opened for worship at this 
place on llth January by Rev. Professor Mc- 
Laren, assisted by Rev. John Gray of Wind- 
sor. The collections on Sabbath and Monday 
were over $900. 

Pempina, U. S.—The first Protestant church 
in Pembina—a Presbyterian church—erected 
through the persevering efforts of Rev. John 
Scott, was opened on Sabbath, 28th Decem- 
ber; cost $1500. Rev. M. Stevens of Fargo, 
Dakota Territory, officiated in the morning 
and Rev. Professor Bryce, of Winnipeg, in the 
evening. Pembina is a “border town,” and 
a branch of Mr. Scott’s congregation. 

West Truro PRESBYTERIAN CuurcH, N.S.— 
This handsome new building was opened for 
public worship on the first Sabbath of Janu- 
ary. Rev. Dr. McCulloch, for forty-two years 
pastor in Truro, preached the morning ser- 
mon, Rev. John McMillan preached in the 
afternoon, and Rey. A. Burrows, pastor of the 
new congregation, preached in the evening. 
The collections amounted to $180. The 
building is 110 feet long by 72 feet wide at 
the towers, 43 at the nave and 66 at the 
transepts. It has class-rooms, lecture-room, 
&c., and it is as comfortable as it is elegant. 

Sussex, N.B.—The church in Sussex, built 
seventeen years ago, was completely reno- 
vated this last autumn and was re-opened 
for public worship on the 21st December. 
The pastor, Rev. Mr. Gray, officiated. 

Picron, Ont.—The old Presbyterian church 
here, having been made as good as new, ata 
cost of some $4000, was re-opened for public 
' worship by Principal Grant on the 28th De- 
cember . 

.PatmersTon, Ont.—Knox Church at this 
place having been also thoroughly renovated 
and greatly improved, was re-opened on 21st 
December by Rev. W.S. Ballof Guelph. The 
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congregation seems to have taken a new de- 
parture, and is flourishing. 

Lunensure, N. S.—The Presbyterian 
Church at Lunenburg has been completely 
remodelled, and is now a handsome and 
commodious structure. The re.construction 
cost $4,000. The re-opening services were 
conducted on the 19th Dee., by Revs. E. 
Millar, J. M. Sutherland, D. 8S. Fraser, and 
the venerable father of the Presbytery, Rev. 
William Duff. 


Meetings of Lreshuteries. 


aw) 
Pane : 22nd December :—Rev. Dr. Me- 
ye) Culloch reported that he had moder- 
_ ated in a call at Clifton to Rev. Edward 
Grant, Stewiacke. The call was cordial and 
unanimous, and subscribed ‘by 124 communi- 
cants and 110 adherents. Arrangements were 
made for the prosecution of the call; also for 
holding missionary meetings in the various 
congregations of the church. 

Pictou : 6th January :— This Presbytery 
met at New Glasgow. Application for mo- 
deration in a call to Knox Church, Pictou, 
was allowed to lie on the table. Agreed to 
provide service for the Carmel Church, West- 
ville, and also the Middle River section, 
during the winter season,—one third of the 
service to be gratuitous in consideration of 
the depressed state of the congregation. The 
session of James Church, New Glasgow, pre- 
sented an overture to the Presbytery on the 
subject of Church Finance with a view to 
effecting such a reduction of expenditure as 
after full consideration may be judged de- 
sirable and practicable. The Presbytery una- 
nimously adopted the overture and agreed 
to transmit it to Synod. Rev. E. A. McCurdy 
and Rev. A. McL. Sinclair were appointed to 
support the overture before Synod. Sessions 
were instructed to report to Presbytery the 
full amount subscribed to the College Build- 
ing and Endowment Fund, and also the 
amounts paid in. Rev. William Maxwell 
tendered his resignation of the charge of 
Little Harbour and Fisher’s Grant. Rev. 
James Quinn tendered his resignation of the 
charge of Sherbrooke and Goldenville. The 
usual steps were ordered to be taken with 
respect to both these demissions. At the, 
next meeting of Presbytery the remits of the 
General Assembly will be considered and 
commissioners will be appointed to next 
Assembly. 

QurBec: 17th December :—The Rev. R. P. 
Duclos, French Protestant minister, requested 
to be admitted as a member of Presbytery. 
The Rev. James Hanran tendered resigna- 
tion of his charge of St. Sylvester, but no 
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action was taken in the matter. Anent the 
remit on the status of retired ministers, it 
was agreed to recommend that their names 
be retained on the rolls of their respective 
Presbyteries. Concerning the proposed Pres- 
byterian University, it was agreed not to 
sanction the principle contemplated by the 
remit. 


Montreat: 13th December:—There were 
present thirty-seven ministers and seven 
elders. Rev. James Stewart, of Arundel, was 
elected Moderator. The Home Mission re- 
port was read by Rev. R. H. Warden. It 
referred to the erection of a new place of 
worship, for the Taylor Church congregation 
in the East end of the city, which is nearly 
completed. It recommended that congrega- 
tions be enjoined to forward their contribu- 
tions to The Assembly’s Home Mission 
Treasurer, prior to the lst of March; and 
that in the event of the Committee paying 
all grants in full for the current year, that 
the sum of $500 be forwarded to the Trea- 
surer out of the special contributions col- 
lected for Home Missionary purposes in the 
city last May. It further suggested the pro- 
priety of increasing the city missionary’s 
salary to $750 for 1880. It was agreed to hold 
a Sabbath-school conference in St. Paul’s 
Church, Montreal, on the afternoon and even- 
ing of Tuesday, 6th April. The Committee 
on Sabbath-schools were instructed to invite 
all the teachers in the Presbytery to the con- 
ference, to arrange for reduced railway 
tickets and to provide accommodation in the 
city for all who attend. The Rev. James 
Mackie, an ordained minister of the Church 
of Scotland, was received as a minister of 
this Church. Mr. W. D. Russell having ac- 
eepted an appointment on the missionary 
staff in Manitoba, it was agreed that he 
should receive ordination ad presbyterium va- 
gam. A call was laid on the table from Knox 
Church, Lancaster, in favour af Rev. J. Well- 
wood, of Cote des Neiges.. The Rev. Donald 
Macrae, of St. John, N. B., was nominated 
as Moderator of the next General Assembly. 

The Presbytery decided as to the remit 
anent Romish ordinations: “That ordination 
of the Church of Rome is confessedly erro- 
neous and defective in its object, yet ought 
not to be entirely ignored. That the admis- 
sion of a reformed priest to the status of an 
ordained Presbyter without the imposition of 
hands is re-ordination sufficient.” 


The remit from the Assembly as to the 
proposed. Presbyterian University was dis- 
cussed at great length. 

(1). Moved by the Rev. J. Watson, se- 
conded by the Rev. C. McKerracher: That 
the principle of a Presbyterian University for 
conferring Degrees in Divinity is quite sus- 
tainable, but ought to be applied in such way 
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as shalleshow due consideration to the Uni- 
versity of Queen’s College, Kingston, and re- 
cognize all the Theological Halls connected 
with the church. 

(2). Moved by Professor Campbell, se- 
conded by Principal MacVicar: That the 
Presbytery approve the general principle of 
the proposed University. 

(3). Moved by the Rev. R. H. Warden, se- 
conded by the Rev. P. Wright: That while 
not opposed to the principle of the Act, this 
Presbytery is of opinion that it is not ex- 
pedient in present circumstances to adopt 
the scheme submitted to the last Assembly, 
but recommends that application be made to 
the local legislatures by the respective Theo- 
logical Colleges, whose governing bodies de- 
sire it, for power to confer degrees in Theo- 
logy. 

(4). Moved by the Rev. R. Campbell, se- 
conded by the Rev. P. Livingstone: That in 
the judgment of this Presbytery it is undesir- 
able to prosecute to an issue the University 
scheme remitted to presbyteries by last 
General Assembly. 

A vote being taken, the motion of the Rev. 
Robert Campbell was carried by a majority. 


Kineston : 29th and 50th December :—Call 
from John Street Church, Belleville, to Rev. 
David Mitchell, of Central Church, Toronto, 
sustained. Stipend guaranteed $1500. A 
committee was appointed to assess for the 
Presbytery fund on the basis of families. 
Reasons of protest and appeal to the Synod 
of Toronto, &c., were received from the 
Rev. Joshua Fraser, B. A. Principal Grant 
and Rev. A. Young, were appointed to de- 
fend the Presbytery’s action in deciding to 
depose Mr. Fraser from the ministry. Mis- 
sion fields will be expected to make applica- 
tion for summer supply, and to furnish cer- 
tified subscription lists. Notice of motion 
was given to have the Presbytery divided 
into two. 


Toronto: 15 January :—It was announced 
in an informal manner that the Rev. John 
Kirkpatrick had intimated his acceptance of 
the call to Cooke’s Church, Toronto, and pro- 
visional arrangements were made for his in- 
troduction on 5th February. Rev. J. M. King 
presented the report of the Home Mission 
Committee. The amount raised during the 
past year within the bounds had been $3,983, 
of which the city congregations had contri- 
buted $2,712. The amount asked by the 
Assembly this year from them was $4,923, 
equal to about 58 cents per member: but as 
the Presbytery was large and wealthy, they 
should make an effort to exceed that amount; 
$6000 would be about, its equitable: share, 
and this it was thought could easily be got if 
proper means were taken. Rev. John M. 
McIntyre tendered his resignation of the 
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charge of Zion Church, Orangeville, where- 
upon a deputation was appointed to confer 
with the Kirk-Session. The application of 
the congregation of Parkdale for leave to call 
a minister was granted. The consideration 
of a call from John Street Church, Belleville, 
in favour of Rev. David Mitchell, of Central 
Church, Toronto, was deferred till next meet- 
ing. The adoption of the remit anent 
the principle proposed for establishing 
“The Presbyterian University of Canada” 
was moved by Principal Caven, seconded 
by Mr. King, and gave rise to a lively discus- 
rion. Mr. D. J. Macdonnell, seconded by Mr. 
Milligan, moved in amendment that the prin- 
ciple embodied in the remit be not approved. 
Principal Caven’s motion was ultimately car- 
ried by a vote of 17 to 8. A committee was 
appointed to draft a resolution respecting 
the death of the Rev. Professor Mackerras, 
and another to prepare a minute regarding 
the late Rev. James Breckenridge, of Streets- 
ville. 

Paris: 9th December :—The remit on the 
proposed Presbyterian University in connec- 
tion with the General Assembly, was taken 
up and unanimously approved. That on the 
Ordination of the Romish Church was also 
considered and the following finding agreed 
to:—That this Presbytery does not recog- 
nize ordination to the office of the priest-hood 
in the Church of Rome as a valid ordination 
to the office of ministry in this Church, and 
that in the case of Roman Catholic priests 
applying for admission, to her membership 
and to the ministerial office, these should be 
set apart to this office according to her usual 
form of ordination. 

CuatHaM: 16th December :—Mr. McKech- 
nie reported that the travelling expenses of 
Delegates to the late General Assembly had 
been paid, and that there was a balance in 
hand of $21 (other Presbyteries ought to 
follow suit in this matter.) In re the remit 
on the Presbyterian University of Canada, 
the Presbytery agreed to sanction the prin- 
ciple of establishing a University under the 
control of the General Assembly, with power 
to confer degrees. 

SauGcEEn: 16th December :—The Presby- 
tery took up the remit anent the status of 
retired ministers, when it was agreed that 
their names should be retained on the roll 
with power to deliberate but not to vote. 
The remit on the Presbyterian University 
was approved, on a division. In regard to 
that on the valdity of Roman Catholic or- 
dination, the Presbytery decided by a majority 
in favour of re-ordination. The remit anent 
the reception of ministers from other chur- 
ches was approved of simpliciter. Provisional 
arrangements were made for the ordination 
and induction of Mr. Alexander Russell, cal- 
led to Holstein and Fairbairn. 
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Bruce: 16th December :—Mr. John Fergu- 
son was examined with a view to his ordina- 
tion and induction at Chesley. Mr. Tolmie 
gave in the Home Mission report which 
shewed that more definite information was 
needed respecting the missionary arrange- 
ments for Manitoulin Island. Rev. J. R. Me- 
Leod tendered his resignation, of the charge 
of Sault Ste. Marie. Arrangements were made 
for the supply of Mission Stations. Mr. 
Straith reported that the congregations of 
the bounds had contributed .to all the 
Schemes of the church, with but few excep- 
tions, and it was agreed to remind defaulting 
congregations of their duty in this regard. 
A series of questions, to be used on the occa- 
sion of Presbyterial Visitations, was adopted. 

Manirosa: 10th December :—The Home 
Mission Committee presented an elaborate 
report, the consideration of which occupied 
a large portion of the time of the Presbytery. 
Since last meeting of the Presbytery, Rev. 
Wm. Mullins, appointed by the French 
Evangelization Board, has arrived and been 
placed in charge of Headingly, Riviere Salle, 
and White Horse Plains. The committee re- 
commend that steps be taken towards his 
ordination. Among other appointments to 
the mission staff was that of Mr. Samuel 
Polson, a licentiate of the Presbytery, whom 
the committee recommended for ordination. 
It was agreed that the Rev. Alexander Camp- 
bell be stationed at Selkirk for the next six 
months and that an opportunity in the mean- 
time be given to the people at this place and 
Little Britain to hear candidates with the 
view to an early settlement of a minister at 
this important centre. Mr. Lawrence was 
appointed to take Mr. Campbell’s place at 
Rockwood, and. Mr. J. F. McLeod was charged 
with the care of the Beautiful Plains district. 
The committee hope to obtain a large re- 
inforcement of missionaries early in spring. 
On motion of Professor Bryce seconded by 
Rev. Neil Henderson, it was resolved,— that 
the Presbytery is of opinion that it would be 
of great service to the church if all the 
families within its bounds were made ac- 
quainted with the operations of the church, 
with her wants and her several Schemes ; that 
now the great increase in postal facilities 
throughout the Province renders it easy to 
obtain periodicals promptly in all parts of 
the Province ; that the Presbytery recom- 
mend that all congregations take up collec- 
tions and send for copies of the PRESBYTERIAN 
RecorD, one for each family, it being provided 
at the small cost of 25c per annum for the 
twelve numbers during the year; that fur- 
ther, the Presbytery cordially recommend 
the Canada Presbyterian, published in Tor- 
onto, and also the Sabbath-School papers, 
published at that office.” A lengthened dis- 
cussion was had on Sabbath Observance. A 
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letter was read from Mr. McKellar, stating 
that Mr. Solomon Tunkensouicye was at 
Portago, visiting the Sioux Indians there 
and making recommendations about schools 
on the reserve, and other matters; also en- 
closing a report. The Presbytery considered 
the subject of holding missionary meetings 
throughout the bounds, and appointed four 
committees to attend to the matter in the 
different localities. It was also agreed that 
all Presbyterian elders in these districts be 
members of these committees, and that 
meetings be held at an early date in January 
if practicable. 

Prof. Hart gave notice of a motion he 
wished to introduce at the adjourned meet- 
ing anent certain moneys the Church of 
Scotland wished to transfer to the Presby- 
tery for carrying on its work, with a view of 
eliciting the opinion of the Presbytery as to 
how such moneys should be expended.

Rey JoHN Hueu Macxkerras, M.A., Pro- 
fessor of Classical Literature in the 
University of Queen’s College at King- 

ston, and joint clerk with Dr. Reid of the 

General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 

in Canada, departed this life at the residence 

of his father-in-law, Judge Dennistoun, at 

Peterborough, on the 9th of January. Mr. 

Mackerras was born at Nairn, Scotland, in 

1832, and was in his forty-eighth year when 

taken from us. He came to Canada when 

quite young and acquired his early scholastic 
training from his father, Mr. John Mackerras, 
in the old Grammar School at Williamstown 
in Glengarry. He entered upon his studies 
at Queen’s College, Kingston, 1847, and com- 

pleted his theological curriculum in 1852. 

In September, the following year, being then 

twenty-one years of age, he was ordained and 

inducted to the charge of the Presbyterian 
congregation in Bowmanville, in connection 

with the Church of Scotland. In April 1866, 

he was appointed to the chair of classical 

Literature in Queén’s College. Mr. Macker- 

ras began life as a diligent student, and such 

he continued to be all his days. As he grew 
in years his love of study expanded: into en- 
thusiasm, so that he entered upon professorial 
work an accomplished scholar and an in- 
dependent thinker. With these qualifications 
were combined so amiable, gentle, and genial 

a disposition as fitted him in an exceptional 

degree for the duties that devolved upon 
ag) SB OSE DO ee 

Mr. Mackerras was appointed clerk of the 

Synod of the Presbyterian Church in Canada 

in connection with the Church of Scotland 
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in June 1865, and discharged the duties ot 
that office with marked ability until the 15th 
June, 1875, when he was elected one of the 
clerks of the United Church. In this larger 
sphere his aptitude for business soon became 
conspicuous. His quickness of apprehension, 
accuracy, soundness of judgment, profound 
knowledge of Church Law, and his impertur- 
bable good nature were of immense service 
to the General Assembly during the most 
critical period of its existence, and contribu- 
ted greatly to the consolidation of the Church 
and the harmonious arrangement of its affairs. 
He loved the Church and the College with 
which he was identified. For both he worked 
with a will, alas! beyond his physical ability. 
And he died in harness. We have not room 
to dwell upon his excellencies here. Nor is 
there any need to do so, for his character 
‘was known and appreciated throughout the 
whole Dominion of Canada. But we cannot 
refrain from adding that learned, eloquent, 
and accomplished as he was, these were in- 
significant traits as compared with his simple, 
earnest, and unostentatious piety as a Chris- 
tian man. 

For a number of years Mr. Mackerras’ 
health had been declining. He spent the 
winter of 1875 in France. In May, that year, 
he appeared before the General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland where he delivered 
an admirable speech in reference to the ap- 
proaching union of the Churches in Canada. 
From that time it became too evident to his 
friends that they should not long enjoy the 
privilege of his genial company and wise 
counsels. The great change did not come 
upon him unawares. He was_ thoroughly 
conscious of its approach, and equally pre- 
pared to depart and be with Christ “ which 
is far better.” 

The remains of our beloved friend were, in 
compliance with his own request, brought to 
Kingston for interment in the Cataraqui 
cemetry. The funeral cortege, formed at the 
railway station, was headed by the students 
in academic costume, to the number of one 
hundred and seventy. The clergy, of whom 
a large number were in attendance, imme- 
diately preceded the hearse. The Senate 
and Trustees, and a great company of the 
citizens of Kingston followed. ‘The bells of 
the city churches, including that of the Ro- 
man Catholic Cathedral, tolled a solemn dirge 
as the procession approached St. Andrew’s 
Church which was filled to overflowing. The 
services were commenced by Mr. Smith, the 
pastor of the church, Principal Grant and 
Professor Mowat taking part. Professor 
Williamson, and Dr. Reid of Toronto de- 
livered addresses suited to the occasion, ren- 
dered the more solemn and affecting from 
the fact that the coffin containing the re- 
mains of Mr. Mackerras’ aged mother, lay 
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alongside of his. Few men have gone down 
to the grave more universally lamented. 


Rosert ABERDEIN, M. D.—This well-known 
physician and respected Elder died at Chip- 
pawa on the 22nd December in the 71st year 
of his age. He was a native of the Mearns 
in Scotland, and received his médical diplo- 
ma from the University of Edinburgh. He 
came to Canada nearly fifty years ago and 
resided almost the whole of that time at 
Chippawa. All along he was a tower of 
strength to the successive ministers of his 
congregation. Though a working rather than 
a speaking Elder, he was well known in the 
higher Courts of the Church where his opi- 
nions carried weight. To the Kirk-Session of 
which he was a member, his removal is an 
almost irreparable loss. He was an admir- 
able specimen of the true-ltearted, upright 
Scottish gentleman of good family. Both as 
a professional man and as a Christian, he 
was held in high estimation.

Grelesiasticnl News. 


AN) 
ae HE Rev. Dr. Scott, Greenside, has been 
yh} nominated as successor to Dr. Steven- 
son in St. George's Church, Edinburgh. 
Mr. Spurgeon is wintering at Mentone, in 
feeble health. The Rev. David Macrae’s new 
congregation in Dundee already numbers 
eleven hundred communicants. They are 
building a church to be called the Gilfillan 
Memorial Church. 


’ THe Eccouesiasticat State of Scotland is 
quiet, at least on the surface. Mr. Macrae 
has ceased from troubling the United Pres- 
byterian Church. Professor Robertson Smith’s 
case is slumbering. It is possible that the 
next General Assembly of the Free Church 
may devise some plan by which short work 
may be made of it. A movement in the di- 
rection of throwing open the theological 
chairs in the Scottish Universities to Dissen- 
ters is gaining ground. Dr. Letts, formerly 
assistant to Professor Brown, in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, has been appointed to the 
chair in Belfast College, lately vacated by 
Dr. Andrews. It is stated that Mr. George 
W. Childs, proprietor of the Public Ledger, 
Philadelphia, has offered to defray the en- 
tire expenses of the foreign delegates to the 
Pan-Presbyterian Council next year. Dewitt 
Talmage has “cornered” the Presbytery of 
Brooklyn by a proposal that “if his brethren 
would recall all that they had said about. 
him he would take back, all he had uttered, 
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and bury the past ; but, if the brethren were 
not willing to go half way and meet him, he 
would go the whole way.” There and then, 
in the presence of the Presbytery and of God, 
he recalled every thing that might have been 
unpleasant to any member of the Presbytery, 
of which he was the author. 

A remarkable internal conflict is going on 
in France between civil society and the 
Ultramontanes. Masses of the French people 
have resolved to maintain their liberties, and 
in departments where Protestantism was en- 
tirely unknown a few years ago, the Evange- 
lical society has regular Protestant services 
in forty-nine towns. Austria is becoming 
liberal on the question of religious toleration. 
Sweden has had a remarkable revival of re- 
ligion through Lord Radstock and others. 


Bibles are being sold as freely under the | m 


shadow of the Vatican at Rome as fruit and 
flowers. The Wesleyan Methodists have 
shewn a vital interest in the emancipation of 
Italy. “In addition to their forty-one churches 
and stations, the one hundred and twelve 
churches of the Waldenses, the twenty con- 
gregations of the Italian Free Church, the 
sixteen Baptist churches, the fifteen congre- 
gations taking the name of Episcopal Metho- 
dists, and the long-continued interest of the 
Free Church of Scotland, which has even a 
‘Presbytery of Italy,’ present abundant 
evidence that the undiluted and original 
Gospel embodied in the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans is now being faithfully preached to 
‘them that are at Rome also.’ Events in 
these days move quickly; but no events of 
the last fifteen years are more likely to arrest 
the pen of the future historian of Italy than 
these—the complete loss of the temporal 
power, and the complete success of liberty 
of worship, speech, and printing in a country 
of 22,000,000 of inhabitants so sternly closed 
against all three for many centuries.” 

THE FOLLOWING staTIStics of the leading reli- 
gious denominations are condensed from the 
Wrek Ly Review, London,— . 

The Church of "England: "Two archbishops, 
28 bishops, four suffragan bishops, 30 deans, 
74 archdeacons, 610 rural deans, 23,000 clergy 
of all classes. The total number of churches 
about 16,000. The gross income of the Esta- 
blished Church from all sources is, as nearly 
as can be ascertaimed, £8,000,000 per annum. 
The Church population is estimated, on 
trustworthy data, at about 13,000,000, and 
6,000,000 church sittings are available for 
them. 

In Ireland there are two archbishops, 10 
bishops, 1238 benefices, and nearly 2000 
clergy. The estimated number of Church- 
going population is under three-quarters of a 
million. 

In Scotland there are seven bishops, 212 
churches, and 225 clergy. 


In the British colonies and dependencies, 
and on mission stations, there are 63 bishops 
and about 2600 clergy. 

The Free Church of England has 40 
churches and as many ministers. 

The Established Church of Scotland:—16 
Synods, 84 Presbyteries, 1639 ministers and 
licentiates, and about 1530 churches and 
preaching stations. 

The Free Church of Scotland :—14 Synods, 
73 Presbyteries, 991 congregations. 1026 mi- 
nisters. 

The United Presbyterian Church :—30 Pres- 
byteries, 544 churches, 583 ministers, and a 
membership in Scotland, England, and 
Ireland of 175,066. 

The Presbyterian Church of England :—10 
Presbyteries, 278 congregations, 53,000 com- 
unicants, 267 ministers, 13 foreign mis- 
sionaries, with four medical missionaries. 

The Presbyterian Church in Ireland :—36 
Presbyteries, 635 ministers, 599 congrega- 
tions, 79,633 _families, 8600 Sabbath-school 
teachers, and 72,280 scholars. 

The Roman Catholics in Great Britain :— 
There are 21 archbishops and bishops, 2211 
priests, 1436 churches and public chapels. 
It is estimated that the number of Roman 
Catholics in Great Britain is 2,000,000. In 
Ireland there are five archbishops, 26 bishops, 
3186 priests, and upwards of 4,000,000 of 
adherents. 

The Congregationalists :—Congregational 
ministers in England, 1983, in Wales 490, in 
Scotland 122, in Ireland, 25, in the colonies, 
301, and in foreign lands, 499, in the Channel 
Islands 6. The total number of ministers 
and missionaries, 3203. The number of mem- 
bers in the British Dominions is about 360,- 
000; the total number connected with the 
body in round numbers, 1,250,000. 

The Baptists :—-Churches in Great Britain 
and Ireland, 3451; ministers, 1879, many of 
whom are engaged in secular business. Mem- 
bers of churches, 276,348. 

The Wesleyan Methodist circuits in Great 
Britain and Ireland, 847; ministers and pro- 
bationers, 2136; local preachers, 14,800; 
members, 403,099 ; chapels and other preach- 
ing places, 6757. In foreign missions, mem- 
bers (including those on probation), 95,914 ; 
ministers aud probationers, 431. 

Methodist New Connexion :—11 districts, 
674 ministers, 1098 local preachers, 25,760 
members, 426 chapels, 76,126 scholars; in 
foreign missions, 6 missionaries, and 1203 
members. 

Primitive Methodists : — 1138 travelling 
preachers, 578 circuits, 4527 Connexional 
chapels, 182,877 members, 15,634 local preach- 
ers. 

United Methodist Free Church :—368 min- 
isters, 3236 local preachers, 65,137 Church 
members, 1242 chapels. 
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Bible Christians :— 182 ministers, 3236 
local preachers, 31,000 members. 

Minor religious sects :—Of these there are 
165, the chief of whom are the Unitarians, 
with 355 ministers, 352 chapels, and about 
80 mission stations; the Society of Friends, 
with 827 meeting houses, 265 recorded minis- 
ters and 400 unrecorded, 14,500 members 
habitual attendants at meetings, not mem- 
bers, 4913; the Moravians, 56 ministers, 38 
congregations, 5604 members, 6028 scholars ; 
Swedenborgians, 64 societies with 4987 mem- 
bers. The Mormons have 82 churches; the 
Jews, 90 synagogues, 150 ministers or readers. 
There are 50,000 Jews in Great Britain, main- 
ly in London and other large towns. ‘The 
Calvinistic Methodists in Wales, 1269 chapels 
and preaching places, 814 preachers, 3932 
deacons, 116,000 communicants. 

The following are the estimated numbers 
of religious denominations amongst English 
speaking communities throughout the world: 
—Episcopalians, 18,000,000 ; Methodists of 
all descriptions, 16,000,000 ; Roman Catholics 
13,500,000 ; Presbyterians of all descriptions, 
10,250,000; Baptists of all descriptions, 8,000- 
000 ; Congregationalists, 6,000,000 ; Unita- 
rians, 1,000,000; Minor religious sects, 1,500- 
000; of no particular religion 8,500,000 ; 
totals, 3 2,750,000.

THe SUPPLEMENTING FUND IN THE MARITIME 
PROVINCES. 


HE Committee on Supplements met at 
Truro on the 23rd December. The re- 
ceipts to date met all demands, up to 

the Ist July, excepting a debt of $1084 which 
had accumulated in past years. Only one- 
third of the congregations had contributed 
at the time of the Committee’s meeting ;’ and 
it is therefore hoped that when all the con- 
tributions are in there will be enough to meet 
all demands. It is of the utmost importance 
that all congregations and societies remit 
without delay. If payments to those who are 
entitled to them are delayed, the reason is de- 
lay in receipts. It was decided by the Gene- 
ral Assembly that congregations in order to 
receive supplement should (1) pay the pas- 
tor at least $400 a year; (2) that payment 
should be at the rate of $7 per family; (3) 
payment at the rate of $4.50 per communi- 
cant; (4) contributions to the schemes of the 
Church. The committee adopted the follow- 
ing resolution :. 

“That for the ensuing half year congrega- 
tions which have complied with all the re- 
gulations of the Assembly receive the full

amount of their claim; those which have com- 
plied with three, ninety per cent. of, their 
claim; those who have complied with two, 
eighty per cent.; those which have complied 
with one, seventy per cent.; and those which 
have complied with none, be dealt with each 
on its own merits with the understanding 
that in no case shall an amount be granted 
more then fifty per cent. of the claim. Con- 
gregations which have given notice that they 
intend to present no claim after the current 
ecclesiastical year shall be dealt with as 
special cases.”

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


oe 


= following is a continuation of the re- 

port of Tue MonrreaL ANNIVERSARY 
Missionary Mertines given last month. We 
have extended these reports more fully than 


sual because the subjects treated of are such 
the whole church are interested in, and 
so in the hope that the interest awakened 
xy the meetings in Montreal, in regard to all 
the missionary operations of the church, may 
induce other cities and towns to adopt a sim- 
ilar method of bringing these topics promi- 
nently before the public. So far as Montreal 
is concerned, we venture to say that the Mis- 
sionary Anniversary Meetings have passed 
the experimental stage and may henceforth 
pe regarded as a permanent usage the annual 
recurrence of which will be looked forward 
to with pleasant anticipations. 

Mr. WarvEN Kine presided at this the last 
meeting of the series, and in a few well 
chosen remarks commended the subject of 
Foreign Missions to the earnest consideration 
of every one present, for, after all, it must be 
remembered that the life of the church is an 
expression of the individual life of its mem- 
bers. Missionary zeal and activity: in any 
church cannot exist without personel devo- 
tion and consecration to the Master’s ser- 
vice. 


Rev. J. S. Back remarked that he was in 
some degree prepared for taking his place 
on the platform on this occasion by a some- 
what unusual discharge of pastoral duty 
which he had engaged in earlier in the 
day. He had that morning baptized a 
heathen child, born in Bombay, and admitted 
it into the pale of Christ’s visible Church. So 
that he and his elder were but continuing 
what they had already begun. The order was 
very appropriate in which the different de- 
partments of the church’s work had been 
presented at these meetings. First, Home 
Missions, to our friends; then, French Evan- 
gelization to our neighbours, and now, Foreign 
Missions to aliens. At Christ’s birth aliens 
came to worship the infant Saviour ; He was 
cradled in alien Egypt; an alien—Pilate— 
pronounced his doom, and another alien— 
Simon the Cyrenian—staggered under the 
weight of His cross. To us aliens fhe Gospel 
came and we ought in return to give it to 
others. It is objected that in a country like 
Canada, and having such a great French 
work lying at our doors, we should give our 
energies and means to Foreign Mission work. 
It may be said, leave that to England and 
older and wealthier countries—why should 
we not devote all our attention to this French 
work ? In the first place there is no limita- 
tion in the divine command—“ go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel’’—not, go if 
you have very little to attend to at home, but 
go every where. But even supposing this 
reasoning was correct, as to our church leay-

ing this Foreign Mission work to others, we 
must take into consideration that we have to 
use men for what they are best fitted—for 
that work in which their sympathies are 
naturally enlisted. Now there are many who 
are specially interested and whose sympa- 
thies lie with Foreign Missions. The sympa- 
thies of others again are with the French 
Mission. It is simply a necessity of the 
Christian Church that there should be Foreign 
Missions: And in the Canada Presbyterian 
Church, we have a noble foreign mission. The * 
union made our Church one from the Atlan- 
tic to. the Pacific, and, among other things 
that we fell heir to, were five foreign mission 
fields. At first he came to the conclusion 
that this was a pity. It was asmall church 
with little means and it had mission fields in 
the New Hebrides, India, China and other 
places. It seemed to him that if they could 
have been rolled into one, more work migh 
be done. He had now changed his mind. 
Look at our mission field. The sun scarcely 
ever ceased to shine upon the places where 
Canadians are working for God and for hu- 
manity. Away in the South Seas, we have 
the New Hebrides mission. Then in the far 
East there is our mission on the Island of 
Formosa, where the Mr. McKay is doing such 
a glorious work. Since the days of Dr. Duff, 
there has been no more honoured servant of 
Christ in foreign mission work. Next we have 
a mission in Central India—a mission which 
is highly spoken of by missionaries of other 
denominations. Then there is the mission to 
the Coolies in Trinidad, and we also have a 
missionary on the Pacific Slopes, so we go 
round the world with our mission fields. The 
question is sometimes asked, are foreign mis- 
sions a success ? Ask the Sandwich Islands 
where, a few yetrs ago, the people were all 
heathen and cannibals, but where now there 
are more professedly Christian people in pro- 
portion to the entire population than is the 
case in any city in Scotland, or the United 
States or Canada! Ask the South Sea Is- 
landers, now themselves sending out mis- 
sionnaries to foreign lands ! Ask Madagascar 
from ‘which martyrs have gone to foreign 
lands and laid down their lives in the cause 
of Christ. Ask our Indian statesmen. If 
godliness is profitable, then foreign missions 
are profitable. It is a, wonderful history to 
look back upon some 1850 years: and what a 
progress has been made! At that time there 
gathered in the little upper room in Jerusa- 
lem, nearly all the followers of Christ, then 
known. 

‘On this earth there are now about 120 
millions who profess the name of Christ, and . 
there are 1000 millions who are without the 
gospel. Why has not the gospel filled the 
whole earth ? Because we have been unfaith- 
ful. Foreign missions is a modern thing ; 
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because the churches of the living God have 
been engaged in tearing our Lord’s seamless 
coat in pieces instead of trying to clothe the 
heathen with the robe of His righteousness. 
But the work is now going vigorously on. 
After careful calculation it is estimated that 
between 16,000 and 17,000 people have been 
baptized in India during the past year. And 
supposing this increase is to go on, even at 
the rate of the last fifteen years in India, the 
calculation is that in 120‘years, India will be 
wholly Christian. He referred to Dr. Cairns’ 
defense of Christian missions and said that 
Dr. Wm. Graham of Liverpool, in speaking of 
the missionary strength of the Church, stated 
that it consisted first in faith—in men believ- 
ing that the work is God’s, second, unity in 
the work, and, last of all, prayer. 

There are 1000 millions of heathen in this 
world of ours, and there are not more than 
2000 men in the mission field at thismoment, 
that is one missionary to every 500,000 in dark- 
ness and under the shadow of death. If this 
Dominion were in heathenism, at that pro- 
portion, there would only be eight persons 
to tell us of the truths of the gospel! If we 
were in real earnest in this matter, men 
would be ambitious to be represented in this 
work, and to support a missionary of their 
own, so that when we met a rich man on the 
street we would not only ask, how are your 
wife and children, but how is your mission- 
ary? Still, the work goes on. It cannot but 
goon. There is an everlasting fitness in its 
progress. It is the light of God and must 
enlighten the dark places of the earth, and 
we should feel privileged in taking hold of 
the two-edged sword of God and using it in 
His name in the dark corners of the earth. 

Rev. Ropert CaMPBELL remarked that the 
orthodox devision of sermons is into three 
heads. The subject on that occasion might 
also be so considered: Ist. the work to be 
done: 2nd. the part we should take in this 
work, and lastly, how are we doing our part. 
He would confine himself principally to the 
last of these, as the other divisions had 
already been touched upon. He might re- 
mark, however, that the work to be done was 
the conversion of the world to Christ—that, 
and nothing less than that. It is a great 
work, but it is a work that the Church ought 
to address itself to in downright earnest if 
it has faith in Him who gave it its commis- 
sion. Is this work not needed to be done? 
Read the last half of the first chapter of the 
epistle of Paul to the Romans—lIs the con- 
dition of the heathen world changed since 
apostolic times? “He assured them that it 
had not changed for the better. The heathen 
Greeks and Romans were a people of the 
highest culture, yet we see the character 
Paul gives them. Those who have visited 
heathen countries tell us that it is as bad as 
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in the time of the Apostles. It must seem 
almost a hopeless thing for the Church to 
attempt this work, yet when we consider 
what has been accomplished there is hope. 
It is a fact that all the countries then known 
to the civilized world have become nominal- 
ly Christian. The whole of the North of 
Europe and the whole of this continent of 
North America are at least nominally Christ- 
ian. In view of what has been accomplished 
we may believe that this work can be accom- 
plished, and it is our part to seek to bring 
it about. If we aspire to be a Christian 
Church at all we cannot neglect the claims 
of the heathen. It is amark of the Christian 
Church to be taking part in evangelizing the 
heathen, otherwise we misinterpret the lan- 
guage of the Saviour. 

As to the part we are taking in this great work 
of evangelizing the heathen world, First, our 
own Indians. It was meet and proper that 
these people should occupy the foreground. 
Their number is not so great as the millions 
of India and China, yet they have claims 
upon us. Lord Dufferin described them as 
the advantageous element in our population. 
The impression has prevailed that the copper 
coloured races on this continent have been 
decreasing, but late authorities state that 
their number is as great as it was at the time 
of the landing of the pilgrims on Plymouth 
rock. They have very strong claims upon us 
in Canada... In return for all they have given 
us ; for having surrendered to us their fishing 
and hunting ‘grounds, the least we can do is 
to give them something in exchange of equal 
value, and the gospel will be more than 
value to them. The obligation rests upon 
us: they believe in us; they trust in the 
British and Canadian authorities. Missionaries 
going forth in the name of the Queen are 
sure to be treated with respect by the In- 
dians. We have three missions among the 
Indians, one under the guidance of Mr. Me- 
Kay among the Crees, who is greatly trusted 
by them. Another under Mr. Flett, in the 
neighbourhood of Fort Ellis. He travels over 
a territogy of 300 miles in his circuit. He 
has succeeded in making a most decided im- 
pression among them. At least 300 Indians 
are regular hearers of the gospel, and a large 
number are regular communicants of the 
Church. There is another missionary among 
these people, himself an Indian, and now an 
ordained minister of our Church, who came 
over into Canadian territory with “Sitting 
Bull.” Besides these three missionaries, 
there are two schools, one of which is con- 
ducted by a Christian lady. This school is 
attended chiefly by Indian children, and it is — 
found that the children of the copper co- 
loured Indian are as intelligent in many res- 
pects as the children of the settlers. Then 
there is Trinidad. This mission is amongst 
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the Coolies, of whom there are about 30,000 
of the lower class of the population of India, 
brought there under a three years engage- 
ment. At the end of that period, they are 
free to return to India at the cost of those 
who brought them. For some years mission- 
aries connected with our Church have been 
labouring amongst these Coolies. Twenty- 
one schools have been established and car- 
ried on-amongst them, and besides the 
teachers we have three ordained missionaries 
and one female. Of the whole staff of twenty- 
five missionaries and teachers on the Island, 
twenty-one are native teachers and cate- 
chists. You remember the address of one 
of these missionaries—Mr. Christie—at the 
meeting of the General Assembly in June 
last. He showed by statistics that in pro- 
portion to their numbers, the Hindoo popu- 
lation of Trinidad were actually giving more 
for the support of the gospel than the mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
were giving. 


Turning to India, it was interesting to no- 
tice that one of the catechists educated in 
Trinidad has gone back to India, there to en- 
gage as amissionary. Three of the best men 
our Church can furnish are in this field. At 
Indore, the Rey. James Douglas ; at Mhow, the 
Rev. J. Fraser Campbell, and the Rev. John 
“Wilkie. Besides these there are four ladies, 
one of them from the Presbytery of Mon- 
treal. The Hindoos among whom our mission- 
aries labour are acknowledged to be clever 
and industrious. If they were Christianized, 
they would make most efficient missionaries 
in evangelizing other portions of the world. 
It is a most inviting field for mission work. 
The United States regard India as a better 
field for mission work than any other portion 
of the globe. The natives are the highest 
in civilization of the heathen world, and they 
are as intellectual and as able as any civilized 
nation can produce. It is a great mistake 
to suppose that they are savages. Conse- 
quently we want to send men there who are 
intellectually capable of reasoning with them. 
There is another feature of this work that is 
especially hopeful. For many years we were 
shut out from having any communication 
with the women. For some years, however, 
access has been gained to the female portion 
of the population and a great and success- 
ful work has been carried on amongst them. 
It is in this direction that we expect the 
greatest results. 


As to Formosa, Mr. McKay, who went 
there in 1871, has proved to be a most re- 
markable man. His method is said to be 
unique. He goes about itinerating in true 
apostolic fashion from town to town. He 
trains, the young men as he goes. He has 
them all working from the time they become 


his disciples. In this way he has trained 
some twenty teachers. In the New Hebrides 
mission field we have the Island of Erroman- 
ga where the brothers Gordon, and the wife 
of one of them, sealed their testimony with 
their blood. You would suppose that the 
Gordon’s would have hated the very name of 
Erromanga, but when one brother fell a 
victim to the barbarous cruelty of the na- 
tives, the other brother at once determined 
to take his place, went there, and also fella 
martyr in the cause of the Redeemer. The 
Rev. Hugh Robertson, however, had the 
courage to follow, and besides him there, we 
have two ordained missionaries. The Rev, 
Joseph Annand on the Island of Aneityum, 
and the Rev. J. W. Mackenzie on Efate, who 
send us from time to time deeply interesting 
and encouraging accounts of their labours. 
Rev. A. B. Mackay, of, Crescent Street 
Churéh, was the last speaker at this the 
closing meeting of the series. Being, as yet, 
comparatively a stranger, and consequently 
less familiar.with the details of the mission 
work of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
his remarks would be more on the general 
question of missions and their support than 
those who had preceded him. From these ad- 
dresses he had gained a great deal of informa- 
tion that was exceedingly interesting. The or- 
der in which the work had been prescribed was 
Scriptural. Jesus commissioned his disciples 
to preach the gospel “in Jerusalem and in 
all Judea,” which corresponds to our Home 
Mission work ; then they were to preach the 
gospelin Samaria, where existed an apostate 
and false religion, corresponding to’ our 
French Evangelization work ; then they were 
to go into all the world, corresponding to our 
Foreign Mission work. The emblem of our 
meeting on Tuesday was the burning bush, 
“nec tamen consumebatur.” On Wednesday, 
the motto was the thistle, “nemo me impune 
lacessit.” Presbyterianism earnestly contends 
for the faith. It is a great fighter. As to our 
Home Missions, he had been trying to un- 
derstand how the funds are so low. He 
could not see the reason for it. The com- 
mercial depression did not account for it. 
He felt sure of the loyalty of Presbyterians 
as a whole for the spread of their distinctive 
principles and polity, and he felt sure of the 
willingness of Presbyterians to support their 
Home Missions. The reason must lie in’ this, 
that, without blaming any-one, it has not 
been plainly enough brought before the con- 
gregations. Just think of what we have to 
do. We have to plant the old blue banner on 
the bleak cliffs of Newfoundland, along the 
banks of the St. Lawrence, on the shores of 
our western lakes, on the boundless prairies 
of Manitoba, and across the Rocky Mountains, 
on the sunny slopes of British Columbia. It 
is.a great work; but we must do it. God has 
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set it before us. It is a work which needs 
the help of every leal-hearted Presbyterian 
in the Dominion, of every man, woman and 
child who bears the name, from the Governor 
General at Ottawa tothe youngest clerk in a 
store. And we expect it. We expect all to 
come to our help in this matter. Every 
Presbyterian is under serious obligation to 
help on this grand work, because all who 
possess wealth, and knowledge, and influence, 
owe these to the religion of their fathers. 
The honoured names of Chalmers and Ru- 
therford, of Melville and Knox, remind us of 
what Presbyterianism has done for Scotland, 
and what it has done for Scotland, it can do, 
and will do for Canada if we are only true to 
the principles which they held so faithfully 
and proclaimed so fearlessly. 

As to French Evangelization. What.is the 
great opponent of Presbyterianism ? It is the 
Papacy. Not Papists. He referred to the 
system, and not to the members of the 
Church of Rome. There is a leaning on the 
part of Prelacy towards the Papacy, but Pres- 
byterianism was never troubled with that. 
A Presbyterian fondle the Papacy! Impos- 
sible. The leaning of Prelacy in England 
towards Papacy was very aptly exemplified 
by a wag, who wrote on the sign-board at a 
railway station under the words “ Oxford 
Junction,’—“ change cars for Rome.” But in 
Canada, so far as he knew, the Episcopalian 
Church had no sympathy with the Church of 
Rome. In regard to this point he thought 
there was, however, too much apathy—an 
apathy which results from ignorance. The 
people require to be taught the principles of 
the Papacy. He thought there should be in 
connection with all our theological colleges 
classes where the students would be taught 
what the system is. To be true to our duty as 
Presbyterians, we must do this work of 
French Evangelization. But should we con- 
tent ourselves with Home and French Mis- 
sions? Should we stop at home, and say,— 
have we not our hands full? We dare not 
stop. A military chaplain once spoke in a 
depreciating manner to the Duke of Welling- 
ton of Foreign Missions, as military chaplains 
too often do. The iron duke immediately 
replied “what are your marching orders” ? 
“Go ye into all the world.” So we cannot 
help ourselves, if we are obedient to the 
divine command. Besides, the Home Mis- 
sion work and the Foreign Mission work are 
mutually helpful. It is to mission work that 
the Church owes much of its spiritual vigour 
and progress. The true test of the vitality 
of a Church is whether or not it engages in 
mission work. Home Mission work may be 
regarded as the right leg, and Foreign Mis- 
sion work as the left leg: without both there 
can be little spiritual progress. A Church 
with neither Home nor Foreign Missions is 
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like a man without limbs, stationary. A 
Church with Home Mission and no Foreign 
mission work, is like a man with but one 
limb ; with difficulty he gets along. A Church 
with both Home and Foreign Missions can 
stand erect, face the world and do God’s 

work. Now what are we to do to advance 
the work of the Church? Shall we pull down 
the spire of Crescent Street Church and 
send it to Manitoba? or taken the organ out 
of Erskine Church and send it to Muskoka ? 
or shall we take Knox Church bodily and 
send it to Formosa? No, there should always 
be a correspondence between the condition 
of a people and the Church in which they 
worship. Further, there ought to be a cor- 
respondence between the Church in which a 
congregation worship, and the manse in 
which their minister lives. Every congrega- 
tion in Canada should provide a manse for 
its minister corresponding to the church in 
which they worship—Don’t stint your liber- 
ality. Extend it. It is very simple. Put forth 
the same liberality in regard to Home and 
Foreign Missions as you have already mani- 
fested in regard to your own Churches. Give 
systematically, and from principle. Give in 
proportion to your several abilities. Set apart 
a certain portion of your income for the pur- 
pose of giving. Divide this among the dif, 
ferent claims. In exactly what proportion he 
would not dictate, but the proportion is an 
essential part of the principle he contended 
for. For example, here are three contri- 
butors A, B, and Mrs. C. A gives for all reli- 
gious and benevolent purposes $100, per 
annum. B gives $1000,and Mrs. C, $50, and 
thus they appear in the books of the church, 
Mr. B heading the list. But there is another 
book kept more carefully ; where every cent 
is recorded: God’s book. In this book Mrs. 
C is at the head of the list. There must be 
some mistake. Mrs. C $50! She had an in- 
come of only $500; she gives one tenth. Mr. 

A comes second, $100, out, of an annual in- 
come of $2000, therefore He gives one twen- 
tieth. Mr. B $1000. His name is at the very 
bottom of the list. The figures are surely 
wrong! He gives $1000. But it is out of an 
income of $30,000; therefore he gives only 
one thirtieth. That is the way Christ counts 
it, and we must count it that way. We don’t 
know what your income is; but He knows 
exactly. He counts not by what you give, 
but by what you keep back for yourself. 
There is no sacrifice too great for the master 
who loved us and gave Himself for us.

“LETTER FROM REV. J. F. CAMPBELL.

Mhow, Cent. India, 25th Oct., 1879. 


NZ OU will be sorry to hear that we are still 
having trouble about a house. A fort- 
night ago we had to turn out of the one 

we had occupied since last May, which we 

had taken by the General’s recommendation 
and with the assurance that they would do 
what they could not to disturb us. It was 
only through the kindness of a young Cana- 
dian officer who had secured it for himself, 
and meanwhile lived with others, that we 
were not hurried out during the rains. Hap- 
pily this little bungalow became vacant just 
in time, and [ secured ‘it; but at the same 
time warning was given me that it would pro- 

bably be required soon. In consequence, I 

applied for another which is to become vacant 

in November, and at first my name was re- 
gistered for it, but this evening an intimation 

_was sent me that it too has been applied for 

by a medical officer, and will probably have 

to be given him. All this is injurious to our 
work in other ways besides the harassment 
to ourselves. Sometimes there are houses to 
spare, but again, when a large number of 
married officers are here, there is much diffi- 
culty and consequent grumbling. The Gene- 
ral long ago, through the Asst-Adjutant Gene- 
ral, officially pressed on my attention “the 
necessity of urging upon your Society to build 

a suitable house,d&c.,”’ and the need has 

greatly increased since then. 

A Christian gentleman, a railway official, 
who lately succeeded in buying one of the 
best houses in Mhow at a very low price, 
6000 Rupees, has partially promised me that 
when he leaves the camp we shall have the 
refusal of it. If this house can be bought, the 
situation will suit us admirably, it will be 
cheaper, even at some advance on what was 
paid for it, should that be asked, than a much 
inferior house could now be built for, and its 
purchase would save the care, anxiety, and 
distraction of a missionary’s attention from 
his direct work which would be involved in 
building, besides which, no site at all so healthy 
and suitable cambe got without the payment 
of a considerable sum to the present holder. 
I do not mention these things with the desire 
or expectation than any definite steps should 
be taken towards either buying or building a 
house, just at present, till other questions be 
settled, but simply to let you know the posi- 
tion of affairs. 

There is nothing very noteworthy to tell 
about the work, and hopeful appearances 
have in so many cases failed to result in much 
that I am beginning to shrink from saying any- 


thing definite about them. My own experience 
leads me to echo what Mr. Blake of the F. C. 
Mission, Bombay, says in his last letter to me, 
“T find more and more the necessity of faith 
and patience in connection with mission 
work and of leaving the results with cur co- 
venant God.” Our catechist, Mr. Misal, con- 
tinues to do well. The confidence Mr. Shes- 
hadri reposed in him is manifest from the 
fact that he put him in charge of a station, 
under his own occasional supervision, of 
course. I have not yet succeeded in getting 
a suitable Christian school-master, and he has 
therefore taken charge of the school for some 
months, aided by an assistant and a monitor, 
as well as by myself. But I am still looking 
out for a suitable man to take the school off 
his hands. Since Col. VanHeythuysen has 
ceased to be the Commissariat officer here, 
the question of the relations of the Commis- 
sariat to our school has been raised and the 
Commissary General has decided that a grant 
to a denominational school is so different from 
paying a pundit for their boys, as originally 
sanctioned, that it cannot be continued. 
Though I regret this it does not surprise me, 
for I have often felt that the handing over 
to us of this school and its pundit, was 
contrary to the policy of the Government. 
At first the school and pundit were simply 
handed over to me as the nucleus of a school, 
and’ for along time the pundit’s salary was 
paid to him as before by asum from the Com- 
missariat, supplemented from fees, but when 
Col. V. H. and I feared that his influence was 
hostile to Christianity I removed him, and 
then the money was paid as a grant. We 
shall now be deprived of that, and probably 
of the boys on whom we have bestowed so 
much labour, though, if allowed, some of them 
will doubtless continue to come the greater 
distance to us by preference. At present 
there is here under my superintendence a col- 
porteur of the Bombay Auxiliary to the B. & 
F. Bible Society. I intend to send or take 
him to other more needed places as soon as 
the cold weather fairly sets in and the country 
dries up. We are eagerly waiting for Mr. 
Wilkie. 


LETTER FROM MISS FAIRWEATHER. 


Indore, Sept. 23rd, 1879. 


Iam sitting all alone in the wide shady 
verandah of my little bungalow. The lattice 
work is mostly covered with sweet wild honey- 
suckle and native convolvuli. The bazaar is all 


-aglow with tiny chirag or wick lights, gleam- 


ing like a multitude of fiery stars. The moon 
is just rising and soon it will be just as light 
as day. The Orphanage children come filing 
out from their apartments for evening wor- 
ship and seat themselves in a little circle 
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before us. The teachers follow, occupying 
chairs in the rear. How pretty they 
look ! these little Hindoo women with their 
white veils cast loosely about their shoulders 
and over their shining hair. There is a hush, 
and then the little voices unite in repeating 
from memory “The Lord is my Shepherd,” 
and “ Lord who shall abide in thy tabernacle? 
Who shall dwell in thy holy hill, &,’’ then 
follow afew words of explanation and the sing- 
ing of the Lord’s Prayer to the tune of ‘“Sa- 
viour, like a Shepherd lead us.” Then with 
folded hands and closed eyes they kneel to 
say their ““Now I lay me to sleep,” and 
“Gentle Jesus.” On rising, salaams are ex- 
changed and soon their young eyes are closed 
in slumber. The singing has attracted some 
of the passers-by who, having stood to listen, 
now pass on. ‘There are no pathways for pe- 
destrians here as in our western world. The 
broad roadway serves for all, and now it is 
flooded with white-robed and gaily-turbaned 
promenaders. The merchants’ stalls are yet 
open. Here is a grain merchant. The back 
of his shop is filled with sackcloth bags of 
grain. Before him are ranged shallow baskets 
containing specimens of his stock. He is 
just now weighing out grain (split-pease.) His 
balance consists of a short rod to. which is 
attached a pair of leather saucers. Here comes 
a band of strolling minstrels,—a woman past 
middle age in a red dress with little black 
dots all over it, a broad striped balmoral 
border at the lower edge and a veil of the same 
material with a like border: in her hands a 
clashing pair of cymbals. Then come the 
young men, one with a kettle-drum, the other 
with a kind of oval instrument, played by 
beating the thumbs upon the stretched skin 
in such a way as to produce a sound very much 
like punching the bottom of a pewter milk 
basin when it is full to the brim: this is a tom- 
tom. The man on the other side has a kind 
of primitive violin, very curious to look at, and 
not without music in its strings. The central 
figure of the group is aman of about 25 years 
of age, naked to the waist. His face painted 
a light orange and his back, chest, and arms 
adorned in a like manner. Upon his head a 
large foolscap of gilt paper. A moustache of 
white cotton wool tied on and fastened be- 
hind his head with a black string. About his 
wrists and ankles are bound branches of bells 
very like Canadian sleigh-bells. These with 
accompanying torchbearers compose the 
troupe. Now the dance begins, with hands 
waving and swaying above the head, Two or 
three times the performance is gone through 
and then our violonist takes the centre. 
Seven large knives, like carving knives, are 
placed on the ground in order before him and, 
the music striking up, he begins a kind of 
dance, leaping and springing about among 
the knives and lifting his feet very high: pre- 
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sently he stops, catches up a knife and whirls 
it in the air; another and another follow it 
until the whole space about his head is a mass 
of whirling blades, not one falls to the ground. 
Dancing like a maniac, he springs about, gras- 
ping each descending knife and again and 
again sending it high in the air. Should the 
music fail in time for an instant, one shudders 
at what the consequences must be. One by 
one he again places them on the ground «as 
he had them at first. Pice are. now thrown 
to the performers, who having finished their 
entertainment proceed further up the street. 
But the gong at the magistrate’s office is tink- 
ling ten, so we will return to our home to be 
early astir in the morning for a sharp run 
with the catechist to a distant village which 
we must gain by sunrise if we would have a 
good morning’s service.

LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY. 


Go-ko-khi, 7th October, 1879. 


Qs Sabbath, 28th ult. I preached at Lun- 
a-tung, Toa-liong-pong, and An-po cha- 
pels, then proceeded to Liong-lek and 

preached in the streets to several hundred 

people. On Tuesday I arrived in Tek-chham 
and had a large meeting on the evening. 

Wednesday, I reached Sin-kang about dark, 

after which I walked to An-lang a few miles 

distant on the sea-shore, where I expected 
some time since to establish a chapel and now 
have succeeded in doing so. Chhoa Seng, one 
of our ablest men, begins work there at once, 
and I have no doubt whatever of the results. 

The building secured for the chapel will suit 

admirably. Returning from <An-lang I visited 

Ang-mng-kang and was delighted to see the 

new chapel building going up rapidly. Sab- 

bath, 6th inst., I spent in Tek-chham as Giam 

Chheng Hoa, my first convert and helper, is 

leaving for Tamsui after having laboured in 

the city for about eleven months with extra- 
ordinary success. You remember when he 
was sent there last year I stated that the 
work would be in good hands. Converts and 
heathen alike regret his leaving. The former 
are going to present him with a beautiful 
tablet of carved work in memory of his stay 
amongst them. The graduate who raised op- 
position at first sent in his card with a pre- 
sent and congratulations. I have not seen 
anything to surpass Giam-Chheng Hoa’s suc- 
cess and influence there. Honour:to whom 
honour is due. Ifany mortal is to be honoured 
for a, great work being done in Tek-chham 
since the opening of the chapel, let him have 
that honour, but above and beyond all letJe- 
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hova Jesus have all honour and glory for ever. 
The hearers in Tek-chham gave $50 as a sub- 
scription for this year. 

There are now 20 chapels in North Formo- 
sa and as many trained native helpers. Praise 
the Lord ye heavens above! Praise Him all 
ends of the earth for His work amongst the 
sons of men. I wrote before that, on account 
of going to the West, no students have been 
chosen or taught, for Mr. Junor has first to 
acquire the language before being able to 
teach, and I will be away, so that there are 
no prospects of being able to open any more 
chapels for some time to come. The 20 cha- 
pels are as follows :—AHo-be, Pat-li-hun, Go- 
ko-khi, Chin-nih, An-po, Toa-liong-pong, Sek- 
khan, San-teng-po, Koe-lang, Loan-loan, Kim- 
pan-li, Pang-lian, Sin-tiam, Ang-mng-kang, 
Bang-kah, Tek-chham, Sen-kang, An-lang, 
Lun-a-teng, Sa-kak-eng. 

I am sorry totell you that Mrs. Junor keeps 
very poorly, and it is simply impossible for 
her to think either of studying or teaching 
while she continues so unwell.

KA i E learn trom the Presbyterian,ot Sydney, 
WW that dedicatory services have been 
held_in the framework of the Mar- 
tyr’s Memorial Church for Eromanga previous 
to its being placed on board the Dayspring 
mission ship. A communion service was 
_ presented to the church, and the congrega- 


tion of St. Stephen’s (Rev. Dr. Steel’s) pro- 


vided a cedar -wood pulpit. On one side of 
the pulpit is a tablet in the native language 
recording the gift and its object, and on the 
other, a memorial stone with the names of 
those who had earned the crown of martyr- 
dom in carrying the Gospel to Erromanga. 
It is just forty years this month since John Wil- 
liams suffered death at the hand of the 
heathen on Erromanga, and since that time 
the Rev. George N. Gordon and his wife were 
murdered by the natives in 1861, and the 
Rev. James D. Gordon in 1873, and the Rev. 
James Macnair died there in 1871. The 
church will be erected near the spot where 
Williams and Harris suffered, though on the 
other side of the river. There are now forty 
native communicants, twenty native teachers, 
and a band of Christian worshippers on the 


island. The need for this new church was. 


caused. by the temporary wooden church at 
Erromanga being blown down in 1877, and 
the congregation has since worshipped in a 
building constructed of reeds.. The funds 
for the new church had been mainly collected 
through the exertions of Rev. Dr. Steel, who 
preached the opening sermon.—The founda- 
tion-stone of a new Presbyterian church at 
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Botany Bay has been laid by Rev. Dr. Fuller- 
ton, the oldest of the ministers in Sydney. 
In the course of the proceedings, Rev. Dr. 
Steel stated that during the last twenty years 
no less than seventy-five Presbyterian 
Churches had been founded or built in the 
colony. 


Recent intelligence by the “ Dayspring” 
may be thus summarised for the information of 
our readers. 


ANEITYUM. 


_ The Rev. Joseph Copeland, who has been 
assisting at the settlement of Mr. Lawrie, at 
the station formerly occupied by the Rey. 
John Inglis, reports that the population on 
that side of the island has declined from 623 
to 590 in one year. The decrease is largely 
owing to whooping cough, which has been 
very fatal among children. Arrowroot tothe 
amount of 2250 lbs. has been prepared by 
the natives for the Bible printingfund. This 
is 380 lbs. more than made last year. At the 
communion, two were admitted for the first 
time, and fifteen restored after suspension. 
The drinking of kava had been spreading un- 
der the pretence that it was a medicine. Mr. 
Lawrie adds in a note that 150 communicants 
were present at the Lord’s Supper, and it im- 
pressed him much to see such a company of 
natives at the feast to remember the death 
of Christ. There are 226 in full communion, 
and there are 26 teachers. 

The Rev. Joseph Annand writes that it is 
very pleasant for him now to have a neigh- 
bour missionary. He refers to the mortality 
from whooping cough. Mr. Copeland’s la- 
bours, he says, have given an impetus to the 
work on Aname. On Mr. Annand’s side of 
the island, the attendance at services is very 
fair, and the conduct of professing Christians 
commendable : but few are applying for ad- 
mission to communion, and those under sus- 
pension are not manifesting a desire for res- 
toration. 


FUTUNA. 


The Rev. Jos. Copeland was taken to this 
island in August, when the vessel was leaving 
for the colonies. 


ANIWA. 


The Kev. J. G. Paton states that a severe 
hurricane occurred on January 8th, when the 
rain drenched the mission house. Beds and 
clothes were wet. Mrs. Paton and the child- 
ren suffered much from colds, and his own 
rheumatism returned. There was a good 
season after the rain, and abundance of food. 
The natives are manifesting increasing in- 
terest in the Christian work, and the Mission- 
ary has been made very happy among them. 
They made a present both to him and to the 
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vessel after the Synod meeting. Mr. Paton 
is much vexed by the licenses given by the 
British Consul at New Caledonia to get na- 
tives from the New Hebrides as labourers. 
He thinks that deception is still practised. 
He has no confidence in the trade, the evils 
of which he says, still continue. The popu- 
lation of Aniwa is only 180. There are 34 
communicants; 80 in the Sabbath-school; 70 
or 80 attend the weekly prayer meeting. 
During the year there have been 7 births and 
14 deaths. Mr. Paton continues his tran- 
slation of Scripture. 


ERROMANGA. 


The Rev. H. A. Robertson writes: ‘ How 
shall I ever be able to thank you and the 
New South Wales contributors to the Memo- 
rial Church for this Island ? There were 480 
natives present at the communion services. 
There were tifty at the Lord’s Supper. Six 
were absent. There were seven baptised. 
There are now 55 in full communion. He 
adds, “I believe the Lord is answering the 
prayers of His people for this island of Erro- 
manga. A plot was again laid last summer 
to take my lite, but.it was discovered. Five 
inferior chiefs were concerned in it; but the 
one who planned it is since dead.” The 
Christian party gathered round the mission 
house and kept watch for weeks. The 
heathen party saw that the new cause gs gain- 
ing the strong hand, hence their plots. But 
their failure has paralysed them. The meet- 
ing of Synod at Dillon’s Bay had a very good 
effect. Mr. and Mrs. Robertson have now 
been seven years on Erromanga. The 1000 
copies of Mr. Gordon’s catechism, printed 
some years ago by the Committee on Missions 
to the Heathen in Sydney are nearly exhaust- 
ed. 

The translation of the Acts of the Apostles, 
revised from the labours of the Gordons, will 
be ready for the Press in the end of the year. 
The British and Foreign Bible Society have 
promised to bear the expense of printing an 
edition of 1000 copies in Sydney. 


FATE. 


The Rev. W. Mackenzie reports that he 
and his wife have been seven years on the 
island, and that they propose to visit Sydney 
in December for a change for the first time. 
He lately got his boat rendered useless. 

The Rev. D. Macdonald is carrying on his 
work at Havannah Harbour with vigour. He 
assisted at the settlement of Mr. Michelsen 
at Tongoa. He has frequently to do medical 
work. He lately extracted a bullet from the 
back of the captain of the Aurora. He 
reports that at a meeting of the Branch of 
the Bible Society, £23 13s 6d were collected. 
The missienaries increased their donations 
this year.

rr HE “ DARK Continpat ”— The Missionaries’ 
eB Grave !”—“The Land of pestilential 
fevers, of wild beasts and wilder men!!”’ 
such are the uninviting epithets applied to 
that great continent which occupies nearly 
one-third of the habitable globe, and towards 
which the eyes of Christendom are now turn- 
ing with intense interest, hope and expect- 
ation. Until very recently, little or nothing 
was known of the interior of Africa, except 
that it was rich in gold, and ivory, and apes, 
and slaves. In quest of these, the nations of 
the earth have long since made themselves 
familiar with the outline of its sea-board, and 
fringed its entire vast circumference with 
eolonies. But the discovery that the Kaffir, 
and the Hottentot, and even the savage 
Bushmen have souls, capable of understand- 
ing and receiving Christianity, and of being 
elevated by it, this is a discovery which was 
reserved for the nineteenth century, and the 
importance of which is only now being fully 
recognized and appreciated. David Living-

stone was mistaken in many of his geogra- 
phical theories. He planted no missions. 
He did not live to see the results of his 
arduous labours. In these respects he was a 
failure. But it is to Livingstone the world is 
mainly indebted for the knowledge of the 
fact that the interior of Africa is nota desert, 
but a land of enormous possibilities. Speke, 
and Grant, and Baker, and Cameron, and 
Stanley might never have seen Africa but for 
Livingstone. To him we owe it that the 
slave-trade in its most revolting form has been 
almost totally suppressed, and to him very 
largely is due the increased interest in African 
missions manifested at the present time by 
all the Churches. 


It is difficult to realize the vastness of this 
field for missionary enterprize. Extending 
from 35° N. to 35° S. Latitude, and from 20° 
to 50° S. Longitude, it is nearly 5000 miles 
long, and of equal breadth at the widest 
points. It is eight times the size of India ! 
although the latter has a larger population. 
So numerous are the Christian agencies now 
at work, it is impossible for us to do more 
than give a very brief outline of the rise and 
progress of Protestant missions in Africa. 
To the Moravian Brethren belong the honour 
of having been the first to occupy this field _ 
for Christ. In 1737, George Schmidt, one of 
their number, sailed from Holland for the 
Cape of Good Hope. Though opposed and 
persecuted by both the government of the 
colony and the native chiefs, he persevered 
and ultimately succeeded in establishing a

mission at Genadenthal, 120 miles north of 
the Cape. Here he laboured for nine years, 
and gathered together a little company of 
converts numbering forty-seven families. He 
then returned to Holland to induce others to 
join him. But, for some unexplained reason, 
he was not allowed to return. And George 
Schmidt “ whom the annals of missions have 
enrolled for ever among their illustrious 
names,’”’ passed the remainder of his days as 
a poor day-labourer in Germany, with his 


heart in that Southern land which he was: 


never to see again.” Not until 1792 did the 
Brethren obtain permission to resume their 
work in Africa. In that year three humble 
artisans were sent to the same place. They 
found parts of the walls of Schmidt’s house 
still remaining, and among the first to welcome 
them was a poor blind woman, an aged pupil 
and convert of Schmidt’s, bringing with her 
the old treasured Testament which he had 
given her fifty years before! From Gena- 
denthal the sound of the Gospel gradually 
spread to the regions around. It became a 
céntre of light in that dark corner of the 
earth. More missionaries were sent out. 
Other stations were opened, and now the 
Brethren have 43 missionaries, 200 native 
helpers, 1869 communicants, and, altogether, 
8390 adults and children under their pastoral 
care in S. Africa. They have also numerous 
schools and colleges in successful operation. 

In 1799 the first four missionaries of the 
London Missionary Society (Congregational) 
arrived at the Cape. Of these the most re- 
markable was Dr. Vanderkemp, one of the 
most illustrious missionaries of modern times, 
who for many years endured great hardships 
in proclaiming the message of salvation to 
‘his beloved Hottentots.” Other missionaries 
of this society, and among them men of great 
ability, followed Vanderkemp. We need only 
mention Dr. Philip, who did so much to 
inspire continental Christians with a zeal for 
missions ; and Robert Moffat, who after forty 
years spent among the Bechuanas, still lives 
to tell the story of his conquests, and to 
electrify others with his poetic oratory; and 
Livingstone, the noblest of them all. This 
Society has now some twenty principal 
stations, with 52 branches, including the 
Tanganyika mission in Central Africa. They 
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have 25 English missionaries, 113 native 
preachers, 4615 communicants, and 24,022 
adherents ; 42 schools, and 2052 scholars. 
They occupy the east coast, from the Cape 
northwards to Abyssinia. One of their chief 
stations however, is at Kuruman, in the in- 
terior, 750 miles due north from the Cape, 
founded by Hamilton and Moffat in 1817. It 
was to this place that Livingstone preceded 
in a bullock cart, in 1840, and here he found 
to his astonishment a shapely mission house 
and church, a well stocked garden, a printing 
press, and other evidences of civilization. 
Here too, he found his wife, Mary Moffat, 
who shared with him many of his subsequent 
adventures, fell a victim to the terrible fever 
of the country, and was buried beneath a 
great baobab tree on the banks of the Zam- 
besi, on the 27th April, 1864. 

The Dutch Reformed Church is another of 
the early agents in the South African mission 
cause. Its centre is at the Cape, but its 
operations extend as far as Natal and the 
Transvaal. Besides the colonial adherents, 
numbering 238,863, there are some 26,000 of 
the aborigines under instruction, including 
4500 communicants. An important place 
must also be assigned to the Methodist Mis- 
sionary Society which sent Mr. Barnabus 
Shaw as its first missionary to the Cape, in 
1815. Not being allowed to exercise his mi- 
mistry there, Mr. Shaw proceeded to the 
great Namaqua-land, on the west coast, about 
500 miles north of the Cape, where he suc- 
ceeded in establishing a flourishing mission, 
as well as others in Kaffraria, and the Bechua- 
na country. The circuits of this Society now 
present an unbroken chain of coast stations 
from the Cape to Zululand. They are also 
largely represented in the’ Orange Free State 
and the Transvaal. Altogether they have 240 
chapels, 102 missionaries and assistants, 17, 
233 members, and 83,602 adherents, 198 
schools, with 11,552 scholars: of these, 28,000 
adherents and 5,500 members are native 
converts, the remainder being colonists of 
European extraction. | 

We come now to speak of the missions of 
the Church of England conducted by its two 
great societies, (1) The Society for the Pro- 
pogation of the Gospel in Foreign. parts, in- 
stituted in 1701; (2) The Church Missionary - 
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Society, formed 1799. Both of these are ex- 
tensively engaged in presecuting evangelistic 
work. The latter was the earlier to break 
ground in the dark continent. Its attention 
was first given to Abyssinia, in 1829, when 
Messrs. Gobat and Kugler, were sent to Gondar 
the capital of the country. Although they met 
with a favourable reception from the native 
princes, they soon found themselves surround- 
ed.with difficulties. Mr. Kugler died the 
following year, and, owing to the disturbed 
state of the country by tribal wars, Mr. Gobat 
soon after left and returned to Egypt. He 
came back again, however, in 1834, accom- 
panied by Mr. Isenberg, and by their joint 
labours, the New Testament was translated 
into the Abyssinian language. Beyond this 
little progress was made. In 1846, Mr. Gobat 
was appointed Bishop of Jerusalem by the 
King of Prussia, and for thirty years his name 
was a household word with Christian people 
of all nations who visited the Holy City. In 
the meantime another, whose name was to be 
added to the long list of illustrious Mis- 
sionaries, espoused the cause in Abyssinia 
under the auspices of the Church Society. 
This was Mr. Krapf, who along with Mr. 
Isenberg revived the mission on the N. East 
coast. Although very unfruitful in other 
respects the mission was successful in trans- 
lating the Scriptures, and giving the country 
a very useful literature in its own language. 
The 8. P. G. Society, was comparatively late 
of entering into the field. Its oldest station 
is Stellenbosch, founded in 1838. Its first 
bishop, Dr. Gray was one “who left his mark 
upon South Africa as one of the ablest, most 
energetic, and devoted Christian ministers.” 
From the period of his arrival the stations of 
the Society have continued to increase rapid- 
ly. It has now, six dioceses, and 100 mission- 
aries in the field, ministering to 50,000 ad- 
herents, of whom 16,000 are natives. It has 
a number of schools and colleges, among 
which the higher Kaffir Institution at Gra- 
hamstown is said to. be of a very efficient 
character. 

The Presbyterian Missions in’ S. Africa, 
though less extensive than some of those that 
have been named, must not be overlooked. 
They were first established in Kaffraria, by the 
Glasgow Missionary Society, which, like the 
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London M. Society, was intended to repre- 
sent Scottish Christians irrespective of their 
different sects and churches. Its division, in 
1837, into two societies did not originate with 
the missionaries, but followed as a necessity 
from the bitter controversies that arose in the 
home churches. The first Presbyterian mis- 
sionaries were Messrs. W. R. Thomson and J. 
Bennie, in 1821. In 18238, the Rev. John 
Ross began those long and faithful services 
to the Church of Africa which ceased not with 
the death of that venerable missionary, in 
1878, but are still perpetuated through his 
sons, the Revs. Bryce and Richard. Ross. In 
1844, the Glasgow Society was formally dis- 
solved and its stations in Kaffraria placed 
under the management of the Free Church 
ofe Scotland. In 1847, the other stations were 
in like manner transferred to the over- 
sight of the United Presbyterian Church. 
Frequent outbreaks between hostile tribes 


has greatly impeded mission work in this 
part of Africa, and the late Kaffir war was 
specially disastrous to the U.P. missions. 
But, though their mission stations have been 
destroyed, and their converts scattered many 
a time, the work is still carried on bravely. 
There are at present in this field 9 European 
missionaries, 24 native evangelists, and 18 
teachers. The number of principal stations 
is 10, and of out-stations 24. There are 1038 
communicants, 2485 attending services, and 
683 week-day scholars. 

In the division of territory towhichallusion , 
has been made the Free Church fell heir to 
the old mission station of Lovedale, some 
700 miles N. East of Capetown, and 70 miles 
inland from Algoa Bay. This has ever since 
been the head-quarters of their mission. 
Here has grown up under the direction of 
Dr. Duff, and the supervision of Dr. Stewart, 
the greatest industrial and educational college 
in South Africa, attended by between four 
and five hundred pupils and students, and 
fully equipped with teachers and professors 
in the higher departments of arts and theolo- 
gy. This mission held its jubilee in 187], 
amid great rejoicings and thanksgivings to 
God on the part of 2000 natives and a thou- 
sand Europeans. The one station of Kaffir 
huts has grown into seven great evangelistic 
centres, with 32 out-stations under the over- 
sight of eleven ordained missionaries, of 
whom two are Kaffirs, Messrs. M. Mzimba, and 
E. Makiwane, who are pastors of large con- 
gregations. Besides these, the Free Church 
has three mission stations in Zululand, under 
three ordained missionaries who have already 
brought over 500 Zulus to the Church of 
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Christ. Adding the communicants in Natal 
to those in Kaffraria, the total is about 2000: 
The number taught in the schools is about 
2500. On the occasion of his visit to England 
in 1857-8. Livingstone succeeded in arousing 
public attention to the claims of Africa. In 
1861, Bishop Mackenzie arrived at the mouth 
of the Zambesi to take charge of the new 
Oxford and Cambridge Universities’ mission. 
With him came six Englishmen, and five co- 
loured men from the Cape. But soon there 
followed a chapter of terrible disasters. The 
good bishop got entangled in the dismal 
slavery broils, in attempting to quell which 
he contracted fever, sank rapidly, and died 
in a native hut on the edge of a dark forest. 
There he was buried. His faithful attendant 
read over his grave the solemn lturgy,— 
“earth to earth,” &c. In a few more days 
he too was buried. Then another and an- 
other was cut down, and in 1862, the missien 
was at an end. It has since been revived, 
and has its head-quarters at Zanzibar, 
under Bishop Steere, who has a staff of 
twelve Missionaries, and as many assis- 
tants. This disaster delayed but did not 
arrest action in Scotland. The subject had 
taken firm hold of Livingstone’s country- 
men. Shortly after Livingstone’s funeral, in 
1874, Dr. Stewart brought the subject before 
the General Assembly of the Free Church 
with such earnestness and power that the 
project was immediately taken up. A Com- 
mittee was appointed. Meetings were held 
in the principal towns of Scotland. £10,000 
were asked for. The money was quickly fur- 
nished. Livinastronta was adopted as the 
name of the memorial mission, and the 
southern end of Lake Nyassa selected as its 
site. On the 24th May, 1875, the expedition 
sailed from London, under the command of 
Lieut. E. D. Young, R. N., and arrived at its 
destination in the month of October. It con- 
sisted of eight Europeans. Strange to say, 
there was not a clergyman in the party ! One 
of the finest features about this mission is 
the mutual good faith and feeling which have 
existed since its inception betwixt the Free 
Church, the Established Church of Scotland, 
and the U. P. Church in regard to the 
scheme. They cooperated in the most ex- 
emplary manner, and still cooperate, though 
each has its separate and distinct mission. It 
is further noticeable that Dr. Laws who is 
now at the head of the mission was lent to 
the Free Church, and is paid by the U. P. 
Church for this special service, and has proved 
an invaluable assistant. It is too soon to 
look for statistics from this mission, but it is 
no small thing to be able to say that 2400 
natives have already placed themselves under 
its protection, and therefore, to some extent, 
under its salutary influences. All went well 
in Livingstonia until, alas! the man above 


all others on whom the hopes of the mission 
centred in 1876, the Rev. Dr. Black, a young 
man of great promise who was sent out to 
take charge of it, was stricken down with 
fever and died. His last words were,— 
“ Africa must not be given up though it. 
should cost thousands of lives.” The com- 
panion mission of “ Blantyre” was establish-. 
ed by the Church of Scotland, in 1876. The: 
site selected was in the Highlands of the 
district, 200 miles from Livingstonia, where 
the soil is good and the climate salubrious.. 
The pioneers of this expedition also were all 
skilled artisans. In 1878, the Rev. Duff Mc- 
Donald and his wife joined the mission, and 
so far, everything has gone well. Villages 
have grown up at both places. Schools have 
been established. Farms and gardens have 
been laid out and cultivated, and the precious. 
seed of the Word is being sown in the hearts 
of the natives. While exploring anew route: 
for the central station of the London Mission- 
ary Society at Ujiji, on Lake Tanganyika, 600! 
miles north of Livingstonia, the lamented Dr. 
Mullens very recently met his death, and. 
Christian missions have been deprived of 
one of the most indefatigable and successful, 
promoters of the cause who ever lived. 

The missions on the west coast of Africa, 
north of the equator, extend from the mouth 
of the Senegal to the Gaboon, including: 
Senegambia, Liberia, Sierra Leone, the Gold 
Coast, Dahomey, and Lower Guinea. The 
most northern part is occupied by the Paris 
Evangelical Society. South of this the En- 
glish Wesleyans and the Church Missionary 
Society have each flourishing missions with. 
52 ministers, 14,000 members, and 7,500 
scholars. Liberia, which has a coast line of 
600 miles, is occupied chiefly by American 
missionaries — Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
Methodists and Baptists, who together claim 
4000 native communicants. Along the Gold 
Coast, and in Ashantee, the number of com- 
municants is said to be nearly 14,000. This 
is the scene of the celebrated native Bishop: 
Crowther’s labours. Still farther south, we 
come upon the old Calabar mission of the U.. 
P. Church of Scotland, founded by Mr. Wad- 
dell, in 1846, and where that church has now 
five missionary labourers. Last of all, we 
reach the Gaboon, and the field well occupied 
by the American Presbyterian Board, to: 
which the heroic Albert Bushnell recently 
returned, to fill another missionary’s grave. 

The Rhenish Missionary Society, which ce- 
lebrated its jubilee in August, 1878, also. 
occupies a distinguished position in the his- 
tory of South African Missions. It was. 
founded at Barmen, Prussia, in 1828, and de- 
liberately chose for its first field of labour 
that part of Africa which is perhaps the most. 
uninviting of any on the Continent, on 
account of its sterility, and the degraded 
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condition of its inhabitants. But that was a 
great day in Barmen, in 1829, when its first 
four missionaries were solemnly ordained, 
and designated to labour in the Cape Colony. 
They were soon followed by others, and nu- 
merous stations were formed by them, so 


that now their missionaries are found among’ 


the Hottentots, and the Bushmen, the Nama- 
quas, and the Hereros, and other wandering 
and savage tribes. The number of converts 
in the Cape Colony is estimated at 10,000. In 
Namaqualand alone the Rhenish Mission has 
eleven stations, with 5000 members. Among 
the Hereros they have gained .2500 members. 
Many of its schools are of a high order, and 
Rev. Mr. Esselen and Hahn are in the very 
front rank of the noble army of missionaries. 
A distinguishing feature of the mission is that 
it is nearly, if not quite self-supporting. 

The Berlin Missionary Society, founded in 
1824, entered upon its labours in South 
Africa, in 1834. Its most flourishing missions 
are in the Transvaal, among the Bapedi and 
other Basuto tribes. Though it spreads its 
stations over an area of 1000 miles long and 
500 wide, having five stations in the Cape 
Colony, five in Kaffraria, six in the Orange 
Free State, five in Natal, and twenty-two in 
the Transvaal, where it has some 2500 mem- 
bers, 400 of whom were baptized in 1878. 
Altogether it has 60 missionaries, supported 
at a cost of $1000 each, who proclaim the 
Gospel in seven different languages. They 
- report 8000 communicants. The head-quarters 
of the Society is at Berlin, where there is a 
college, over which Dr. Krapf, of mission- 
ary fame, presides. Dr. Wangeman is its 
mission director and secretary, who closes 
his last report “ with thanks for the fruit the 
year has brought, and with joyous hopes for 
the future, and with thanks for the 934 bap- 
tized during the year.” 

What about Egypt and the Southern shores 
of the Mediterranean ? The great body of 
the people in this part of Africa are Moham- 
medans ; not a vestige of the early Christian- 
ity which once flourished among them re- 
mains. The Church of Alexandria, like 
the churches of Asia and Syria, became effete 
and powerless so soon as it ceased to be a 
missionary church, as indeed, every church 
must in like manner become in like circum- 
' stances. And Protestant missions have made 
slower progress here than in any other part 
of the world. The Moravians planted mis- 
sions in Egypt long ago, but they were com- 
pelled to abandon the field. The Church 
Missionary Society was equally unsuccessful. 
The only mission worthy of the name, in 
Egypt, with its 5,000,000 wretched inhabitants, 
is that of the U.P. Church of the United 
States which, since 1854, has sent thirteen 
ordained missionaries besides other labourers 
into the field. They have now thirty-five 
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preaching places, six native ordained minis- 
ters, 947 communicants, and 1950 pupils in 
the schools. In the French Colony of Algeria, 
the Reformed and Lutheran churches are 
united in one form of church government. 
Each of the three provinces has its Protestant 
Consistory, composed of ministers and laymen 
representing the Presbyteries. They have 12 
parishes, 71 places of worship, 15 schools and 
16 pastors. 

No less than thirty-three distinct mission- 
ary agencies at work in Africa at the present 
time. Owing to the want of uniformity 
in preparing their statistics, and the ab- 
sence in some cases of any reliable details at 
all, it is not possible to speak with any degree 
of certainty as to the numerical results of 
their united efforts. Supplementing, how- 
ever, the statements made by Mr. Carlyle in 
his admirable work on South African missions, 
published only a year ago, with information 
gathered from other trustworthy sources, the 
following is the nearest approximation we 
have been able to reach. In South Africa, 
450 European missionaries ; 90 native minis- 
ters ; 40,000 communicants; 45,000 scholars. 
On the western coast, 190 missionaries; 33, 
000 communicants ; 16,000 scholars. Making 
altogether 730 ordained missionaries ; 73,000 
native communicants ; 250,000 under instruct- 
ion, and probably one million more or less 
under the influences of Christianity. This 
summary does not include Madagascar, with 
its twenty European missionaries, fifty native 
pastors, 300 catechists, 2000 evangelists, 300, 
000 adherents, and 45,000. pupils in seven 
hundred schools. - 

“Comm ON BRETHREN !” was the short and 
emphatic appeal addressed by David Living- 
stone, from the centre of Africa, to the Pro- 
testant Churches of the world. That appeal 
thrilled the hearts of Christian people in all 
nations, and already the answer has come in 


a wide-spread revival of interest in African 
Missions, in numerous additions to the mis- 
sionary staff, and in the formation of new 
agencies. The latest announcement is the 
institution of THe INTERNATIONAL Society for 
the evangelization of Africa, headed by the 
King of the Belgians, which proposes the 
opening up of Central Africa by a connected 
chain of stations reaching across the Contin- 
ent from Sierra Leone to the Zambezi. Mr. 
Stanley, who has already rendered such sig- 
nal services in connection with African explor- 
ations, is the leading spirit of the enterprise. 
If the conversion of the world is to be accom- 
plished during the present century, as many 
people think it must, it is high time for all ef 
us to be up and doing.

Ge arrangements of the present year leave two 
) Sabbaths at the close of each quarter at the 

disposal of the superintendent, one of which 
is intended to be occupied in reviewing the lessons 
of the quarter, and the other to be devoted to a 
missionary meeting or any other purj%ose which 
may be deemed advantageous. This explains the 
omission of March 21 and 28 from the Lesson co- 
lumns at this time, and affords us an opportunity of 
having a few words with Sabbath-school teachers. 
When it is stated that there are no less than 
eight thousand such in the Dominion, that is to 
say, more than ten-times as many Sabbath-school 
teachers as there are ministers of congregations, it 
is scarcely possible to over-estimate the influence 
which they may exert : and it certainly is a matter 
of great importance that the standard of qualifica- 
tion aimed at by the several members of this pro- 
fession be raised to the highest degree of efficiency 
attainable. We have already spoken of normal 
classes, and now merely repeat with emphasis 
our conviction that training classes for Sabbath- 
school teachers are eminently useful in forming the 
habit of such a systematic study of the Bible as is 
absolutely necessary for efficient teaching. Such 
classes are within the reach of every congrega- 
tion that has a stated pastor, and in which there is 
a scriptural guorum of two or three teachable men 
and women who are desirous of exercising their 
gifts, to the best advantage, in this most useful and 
honourable calling. No minister who undertakes 
work of this kind will find it to interfere with his 
ordinary pastoral duties. He will find it rather to 
be the most profitable work in which he can en- 
gage, inasmuch as by this means he will soon gather 
about him an invaluable staff of asststants. Some 
teachers come to their classes ill-prepared to ex- 
pound the lesson, simply because they do not know 
fow to doit. Others are less excusable, who have 
not tried to study the lesson for themselves, but 
have simply skated over it, content with a cursory 
glance at ‘‘ The Sunday-school Times” ‘‘ The 
Westminster Teacher,” or ‘* Peloubets Select 
Notes ”—-each admirable in itself; but all such 
‘*helps” become Aimdrances when they are sub- 
stituted for a thorough and systematic study of the 
Scriptures. An intimate acquaintance with the 
Bible, its history, geography, chronology, and doc- 
trines, are essential requisites for successful teaching. 
By all means procure, if you can, a Bagster’s 
Bible with maps and appendices, and having the 

salms and paraphrases. You must have a 
“*Cruden’s Concordance.” Count yourself fortunate 
if you have a copy of ‘‘ Matthew Henry’s Com- 
mentary.” Failing. that, you will find ‘‘ The 
Portable Commentary,” by Jamieson, Faucett and 
Brown, (in one volume $3) an admirable book of 
reference. You want a Bible Dictionary. ‘‘ Smith’s,”’ 
abridged, costs $2.50. ‘‘ Giekie’s Life of Christ” 
is the best Harmony of the Gospels, English Ed. 
$8.—American reprint, 60 cents! ‘‘ Connybeare 
and Howson’s Life and Letters of St. Paul,” is 
_ most useful for the study of the Epistles, $2.75. °°

APRIL 4th. MATTHEW VIII : 18-34.

We" have here the power of Christ manifested. 
WwW (1) over man : (2) over nature ; (3) over 
demons. Compare Mark 5 ; 1-20. Luke 
8 : 26-39. Between the delivery of the sermon on 
the Mount and these incidents Jesus had done 
many ‘‘ mighty works” in Capernaum and neigh- 
bourhood, Matt. 11 : 23. Now He was at Beth- 
saida, on the shore of Galilee, where his miracles 
and teaching attracted great multitudes. Luke 
mentions that he spake to them by a parable—that 
of ‘the Sower.” Wearied with incessant preach- 
ing and excitement, desirous of rest after a day of 
such conflict and labour, He save commandment to 
depart to the other side of the sea, here about six 
miles wide. Two of his listeners (in Luke they are 
three, ch. 9 : 57-62,) expressed a desire to accom- 
pany Him. Vs. 19, 20. A scribe—a writer and 
teacher of the law, first volunteered to go. Lut 
the disclosure of the great Preacher’s poverty 
damped the ardour of this rash disciple—He did 
not follow Him. Vs. 21, 22. The second was a 
procrastinating disciple. Jesus bade him not only 
to follow, but to preach, Luke 9; 59. He-.express- 
ed willingness, du¢ their was ‘‘a difficulty” in the 
way, just then—his father, most likely was not 
dead, or he would have been attending the funeral, 
which was always on the day of death. Perhaps 
he was an old man and he would stay by him as 
long as he lived, and then....The severity of the 
answer favours this supposition ; Let the dead bury 
their dead. ‘The Lord hath need of thee sow ; let 
the spiritually dead attend to these not unimport- 
ant claims of nature. The preaching of the king- 
dom is of highest importance. Vs. 23, 28. Hs 
atsciples followed—went with Him in one of their 
own boats. Others also, in ‘‘ other little ships,” 
Mark 4 ; 36. A ¢empest—one of those sudden and 
violent storms common on this inland sea, surround- 
ed with mountains, and whose surface is 600 feet 
below that of the Mediterranean. Zhe shig—an 
open fishing boat. e was asleep—overcome with 
fatigue. Lord save us /—It was no ordinary gale 
that so alarmed these hardy fishermen. Ye of little 
faith—They had some faith in Him, for they 
sought relief at His hands, but they had not 
enough. He rebuked—Mark gives the words used, 
ch. 4:39. Zhe men marvelled—at this new mani- 
festation of His power. Vs. 28, 34. Gergasenes, 
or Gadarenes from a district on the S. East shore 
of Galilee. Two possessed—raving maniacs. Mark 
and Luke mention but one, probably the fiercer of 
the two. Zhe tombs—caves used for sepulture 
where these wretched beings found - shelter. 
They cried ou{—instinctively recognizing Jesus. 
Their having nothing to do with Him aggravated 
their misery ; filled them with tormenting despair, 
see Mark 5 ; 2-7. Swzwe—Mark says 2000, either 
belonging to the heathen Gaderenes, or kept by 
Jews for illicit traffic, Lev. 11: 7. The keepers 
fied—conscience-smitten. They preferred . their 
sins and their swine to the teaching of Christ. 
LEARN that Christ demands of all His followers 
a complete surrender to His service. Where 
there’s a will to serve Him, a way will be found.

Cur NOTICES of the Meetings of Presby- 
teries for this month will be found more 
interesting than usual. The finding of the 
Presbytery of Hamilton in reference to a 
subject of very great importance, is worthy of 
specialattention. In addition to the mission- 
ary chart which we give, as usual, this month, 
weare enabled, by the kindness of the con- 
veners of our Foreign Missions—East and 
West—to lay before our readers, in tabular 
form, a missionary roll of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, containing the names of 
all the missionaries who have gone forth from 
Canada, bearing commissions from the seve- 
ral churches now united. It will be seen at 


a glance that there is a goodly company of} 


them. If we have omitted any names we 
shall be glad to be corrected. <A great many 
other Presbyterian ministers from Canada 
have entered the Foreign Mission field under 
the auspices of other churches. Of them we 
have taken no account, although it would be 
interesting to name them. It may appear to 
some an anomaly that Professor Hart’s name, 
for example, should be included in a list of 
‘foreign missionaries.” ,It only proves, how- 
ever, that Manitoba and the great North- 
Western Territories were a great deal farther 
away from us a few years ago than they are 
now. 


THE CoLoniAL CommittTe£eE of the Free Church 
of Scotland have remitted through Dr. Coch- 
rane, Convener, the sum of £250 stg., for the 
Home Mission Fund of the Western Section 
of the Church, and £150 towards the support 
of Manitoba College. In addition to the 
grant acknowledged in January, Dr. McGre- 
gor has received a second grant of £86 from 
the Colonial Committee of, the Church of 
Scotland, and also a grant of £200 from the 
Free Church of Scotland, in aid of the Sup- 
plementing and Home Mission Funds of the 
Eastern Section. Both of the Scottish 
churches have aided one or more theological 
students from Scotland. The Free Church 
has also aided the Kincardine Mission by a 
grant of £50. These liberal and seasonable 
gifts, valuable in themselves, are still more 
so as indications of deep interest taken in 
the welfare of this Church, for which we can- 
not sufficiently express our gratitude. 


Tue Receipts for the Home Mission Fund 
(West) up to the 10th February, were $28,826. 
84, being an advance of $19,444.16 over the | 
amount received at the corresponding date 
last year. It is to be remembered, however, 
that the further sum of $17,000 is still re- 
quired to meet the expenditure of the year. 
For the Assembly Fund the receipts are less 
by $223.67, than at this time last year; and 
for the Widows and Orphans’ Fund (late C. 
P. Church) there is a decrease of $1521.49. 
As to the last named, the Assembly agreed 
that for this year the collections for it should 
be given to the Aged and Infirm Minister’s 
Fund, with a view to putting it upon a more 
satisfactory footing. Thus far the result has 
been disappointing. It is hoped, however, 
that the claims of this Fund will not be over- 
looked, and that remittances for this and all 
the other Schemes of the Church will be for- 
warded to the respective treasurers as soon 
as possible. 


Manitopa :—The Rev. H. McKellar, of - 
High Bluff writes as follows,—You might 
mention that our people in the Prospect 
Station, built Jast summer, a neat and com- 
fortable place of worship. They did nearly 
all the work themselves, by united and vo- 
luntary effort.” Our cause there is promising. 
The High Bluff people are about to build a 
new church also. We hope to have it finish- 
ed next summer. There is much to encourage 
us to go on with the work. Qur people as a 
whole have been favoured last season with 
an abundant harvest, and now they get good 
prices for their grain. Let us labour and 
pray for an abundant spiritual harvest. 


THe Rev. James Lirtix, of Bowmanville, 
has gone to Florida, on a holiday tour. A 
lady of his congregation has presented the 
Missionary Association with $100 for the 
schemes of the Church. 


Sr. ANDREW’sS CuuRcH, London, has now 690 
communicants on the roll. The collections 
for missionary purposes were, last year, $1378. 

St. MatruHew’s CoNGREGATION, Osnabruck, 
received 64 new members at the last com. 
munion, making an addition of 101 within 
six mon ‘ths. 

Sr. AnprEw’s Cuuron, Toronto. Average 
attendance at Sabbath Services, 1000. Com- 
municants on the roll, 591. Total contribu- 
tions, 1879, $24,079.84. 

Seymour: Ont. The fortieth anniversary of 
Rev. Dr. Neill’s ordination and settlement 
was celebrated by St. Andrew’s congregation 
on the 20th January.

John Mac- 
kinnon assisted the pastor, Rev. J. G. Came- 
ron, on the occasion. The church is 50 x 30 
feet. Its erection was under the direct ma- 
nagement of the pastor who has seeured 
cheapness and excellence.

Chalmer’s Church, which 
has been closed for some time for repairs 
and enlargement, was re-opened, on the 18th 
January, Professor McLaren preached, morn- 
ing and evening, to large congregations. 


Meetings of Lresbyteries. 


GiVoxmynune AND Y aRMOUTH: 13th January :— 
Having learned of the loss sustained 
by Rev. William Robertson, by the 
death of his wife, on 3lst December last, a 
minute of condolence was adopted. Leave 
was granted to the congregation of Lunenburg 
to moderate in a call in favour of Rev. KE. D. 
Miller. <A circular, anent holding of mission- 
ary meetings was read. The clerk stated 
that he had corresponded with the sessions 
of Yarmouth, Carleton and Chebogue, and 
Clyde and Barrington, all of whom replied 
that they will undertake toraise the amounts 
asked without any special efforts on part of 
Presbytery. Shelburne, Bridgewater, » and 
Mahone Bay promise to ‘do likewise.” 

Truro : 19th January :—The remits of the 
General Assembly were taken up and dis- 
cussed. Ist. It was agreed to recommend 
that ministers who have been permitted by 
the Genera] Assembly to retire an account of 
age or infirmity from the active duties of the 
ministry, and who continue to reside within 
the bounds of the Presbytery to which they 
had belonged, have their names retained on 
the roll of Presbytery, but have no power to 
vote. 2nd. It was agreed to disapprove of 
the proposed act for establishing a Presby- 
terian University of Canada. 3rd. The 
Presbytery agreed to report against the vali- 
dity of the ordination of the Church of Rome. 
Ath. The Presbytery agreed to express their 
approval of all the proposed rules regulating 
the admission of ministers of other churches 
which are published on page 56 of the As- 
sembly minutes, with the exception of the 
last ruleNo. 11, where they would recommend 
the following amendment. No. 11. All ap- 
plicants for admission to the Church must 
appear personally before the General Assem- 
bly if so directed by the Presbytery to which 
application is made. 

Hauirax : 5th February :—The Presbytery 
met in the Presbyterian College. Rev. Dr. 
Sedgwick and Rey. John Maclean were re- 
ported ill. Supplies for three months were 
arranged for the latter, and two Sabbaths for 
the former. Principal Macknight, D.D., was 
nominated for Moderator of the General As- 
sembly. Remits of the General Assembly 
being taken up, the Presbytery resolved with 
regard to retired ministers: That the names 
of ministers referred to in the remit be retain- 
ed on the Roll as ordinary members, with 
power to deliberate, but not to vote. With 
respect to the proposed Presbyterian Uni- 
versity, Dr. MacKnight . moved and Rev. R. 
Laing seconded, that the Presbytery disap- 
prove of the principle of the proposed Uni- 
versity. Rev. Dr. Burns moved and Rey. G. 
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Christie seconded the following amendment: 
“That without committing itself to any judg- 
ment on the principle of the proposed 
University, this Presbytery deems it inexpe- 
dient in present circumstances to have it 
carried out.” ‘Two voted for the amendment 
and eighteen for the motion. With regard 
to Roman Catholic ordination, Rev. Robert 
Laing moved and Dr. Pollok seconded : That 
in the judgment of the Presbytery Roman 
Catholic ordination is valid. Dr MacKnight 
moved and Mr. Forrest seconded: That in in- 
ducting a converted priest into a pastoral 
charge of this church, the laying on of hands 
may be dispensed with. Mr. Pitblado moved 
and Mr. Layton seconded: that it is inexpe- 
dient to give any decision in the matter of 
the remit. Mr. Christie moved and Mr. Lay- 
ton seconded : That this Presbytery without 
committing itself to the validity of Roman 
Catholic ordination as a dogma, believe that 
the wisest and safest course would be to deal 
with cases as they arise, just as the different 
bodies now composing the united church were 
accustomed to do before the union ; and the 
General Assembly has done since the union.” 
Mr. Christie’s resolution was carried by a 
large majority. The Presbytery approved 
unanimously of the proposed regulations 
anent the admission of ministers from other 
churches. 

WaLuacr: 3rd Hanedart :—The congrega- 
tion of New Annan applied to be united with 
Wentworth. They also asked a grant of one 
hundred dollars for one year from the Sup- 
plementing Committee. It was agreed to ap- 
prove of the proposed union, and toapply to 
the committee for a grant of $75. Rev. Jas. 
Murray laid on the table his demission of the 
pastoral charge of St. Matthew’s, Wallace. 
Agreed to notify the congregation. The re- 
mits of Assembly were disposed of as fol- 
lows :—(1) The principle of the proposed 
Presbyterian University was unanimously dis- 
approved of. (2) As regards the status of 
aged and retired ministers, it was agreed to 
recommend that their names be removed 
from the Roll of Presbytery, but, if retained, 
they should have power to vote as well as 
deliberate. (3) As to the validity of Romish 
ordination, it was agreed (Mr. Mackay de- 
clining to vote) to declare in the judgment 
of the Presbytery such ordination valid. It 
was agreed to approve simpliciter of the 
overture on reception of ministers from other 
churches. Rev. D. Macrae, of St. John, was 
nominated as Moderator of the ensuing 
General Assembly. The Revs. F. Tallach, and 
T. Sedgwick, and Mr. N. J. McGillivray, of 
Montreal, were appointed commissioners to 
the General Assembly. 

P. KE. Isuanp : 4th February :—Mr. John Mc- 
Donald was duly licensed to preach the Gos- 
pel. Moderation in a call was granted to Dun- 


das, in favour of Mr. McDonald. Rev. Donald 
McRae, of St, John, N. B., was nominated as 
Moderator of the next General Assembly. 
The following were appointed commissioners, 
W. R. Frame, Isaac Murray, D. D., W. Scott, 
TRE Cameron, W. Grant,and J. M. ‘McLeod— 
ministers : Hon. Dr. Henderson, J. Ross, W. 
Laird, Hon. B. Rodgers, Thomas Brehaut, and 
James Cogswell—elders. The remits of the 
General Assembly were considered. Anent 
retired ministers it was agreed such should 
have their names on the rolls of the Presby- 
tery within whose bounds they reside with 
power to deliberate but not to vote. The 
proposed Presbyterian University was em- 
phatically negatived. The attention of Kirk- 
sessions was directed to the inadequate repre- 
sentation of the eldership in the meetings of 
Presbytery. It was agreed to devote a se- 
derunt at next meeting to the discussion of 
modes of congregational work for advancing 
the interests of congregations and furthering 
the Schemes of the General Assembly. It 
was agreed to hold Presbyterial visitations 
during this year, in as many of the congre- 
gations as possible. 


Miramioui : 3rd February :—Mr. Grierson 
reported his work done at Redbank, Kouchi- 
bouguac,.and in the camps up the Miramichi. 
His report showed how laborious he has 
been—abundant and successful in work, both 
in public and private. He was _ himself 
greatly encouraged, and the Presbytery was 
much pleased and gratified. Reports of mis- 
sionary meetings that had been held in Ja- 
nuary were received. Mr. McBain was ap- 
pointed convener to receive and prepare a 
report on the state of religion and Mr. Herd- 
man on Sabbath-schools. Several remits 
from the General Assembly were considered 
and disposed of. Ist. It was agreed by the 
casting vote of the Moderator, that retired 
Ministers residing within the bounds of the 
Presbyteries to which they belonged should 
be accorded all the privileges of Ministers 
with pastoral charges. 2nd. The principle 
of the proposed “ Presbyterian University” 
was disapproved by a majority. 3rd. The 
Presbytery unanimously agreed that, on re- 
ceiving converted priests coming to us from 
the Church of Rome, re-ordination was un- 
necessary. 4th. The remit on the reception 
of Ministers from other churches was adopted 
simpliciter. 


GLENGARRY : 13th January :—A call from 
Knox Church, Lancaster, in favour of Rey. 
James Wellwood, of Cote des Neiges, was 
sustained. A letter was received from Rev. 
Donald Ross, late minister of Lancaster, ask- 
ing to have his name retained on the roll as 
an ordained missionary, which was agreed to. 
Rev. Alex. McGillivray was appointed Con- 
vener of the committee on Sabbath-schools. 
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Brockvit_E : 16th January :—A call from. 
Kemptville and Oxford Mills, in favour of 
Mr. H.J. McDiarmid was sustained. Stipend 
$600, with manse. Mr. Leishman gave notice 
of an overture to the General Assembly 
anent a manual of Presbyterian forms of 
Church government for use in the congrega- 
tions, and particularly suited for the instruc- 
tion of children in the principles of Presby- 
terianism. 


PetersoroucnH : 20th January :—Mr. Hod- 
nett was appointed Moderator. Mr. Bennett 
submitted a plan for the regulation of a 
Church and Manse Building Fund for the 
Presbytery, which was remitted to a commit- 
tee to consider the scheme and report at next 
meeting. The proposal to establish a Pres- 
byterian University was unanimously disap- 
proved of. “Shall the names of retired mi- 
nisters be retained on the rolls ?” was 
answered in the affirmative. Steps were ta- 
ken for a re-transfer of the station at Blantyre 
from the jurisdiction of the Presbytery of 
Kingston to that of the Presbytery of Peter- 
borough. A committee was appointed to 
take steps to secure the release of the Min- 
den manse from its present indebtedness. 
On the Wednesday afternoon and evening a 
conference with Sabbath-school superinten- 
dents and teachers was held under the 

auspices of the Presbytery. 


Toronto: Sth February :—An adjourned 
meeting was held in Cooke’s Church, Toronto, 
for the induction of the Rev. John Kirkpa- 
trick, and the transaction of other business. 
A report was given in respecting Zion Church, 
Orangeville, and recommending the union of 
the two congregations in that town. The 
Rev. John M. McIntyre tendered resignation 
of the charge of Zion Church, which was ac- 
cepted. The Rev. David Mitchell, of Central 
Church, Toronto, having intimated his wil- 
lingness to accept a unanimous call from 
- John Street Church, Belleville, the Presby- 
tery agreed to his translation, expressing at 
the same time its deep regret in the prospect 
of losing the services and companionship of 
one who had proved himself so able and 
faithful a minister of the Gospel, and was 
held in such high esteem by his co-presbyters. 


Wauirtsy : 20th January :—Mr. W. M. Roger 
was appointed Moderator. The only business 
of public interest was the discussion of the 
remits of the General Assembly which were 
disposed of as follows,—(1) It was agreed to 
answer the question anent retired ministers 
affirmatively. (2) On the subject of the 
Presbyterian University of Canada, they 
agreed by a majority to the following finding : 
“That taking into consideration the various 
questions and interests involved in the prin- 
ciple, it does not seem best and wisest to 
adopt it; butin preference,would recommend, 


that each of our Theological Colleges, desi- 
ring to exercise the power of conferring de- 
grees, apply to the Legislature of the Pro- 
vince in which it is located, for such amend- 
ment of its charter as will enable it to confer 
degrees in Theology, on such of its students 
and others as give satisfactory evidence of 
proficiency in such theological attainments 
and scholarship as merit said distinction.” 
(3) The Presbytery was unanimously of opi- 
nion that Roman Catholic ordination should 
not be regarded as valid ordination to the 
office of Presbyter. (4) The overture anent 
the reception of ministers from other 
Churches, was committed to a committee to 
report at next meeting. 


BaRRIE: 27th January :—An overture to 
the General Assembly against “ preferential 
claims ” in distribution of Home Mission funds, 
was adopted and sent up to Synod of Toronto 
and Kingston. The Home Mission Commit- 
tee of Presbytery was instructed to procure 
a missionary for Parry Sound, instead of Mr. 
McKay, who intimated his intention to leave 
that field. A committee was appointed to 
consider matters connected with the reform- 
atory at Penetanguishene, particularly that 
of the obstacles put by the present warden 
in the way of Mr. Scott presecuting his work 
ameng the Presbyterian inmates. The com- 
mittee was directed to ask if necessary an in- 
terview with the Premier of Ontario. A 
careful report on the proposed Hymn book, 
suggesting many alterations, was adopted 
and sent to the Assembly’s Committee. The 
remit of Assembly on retired ministers was 
approved. The principle of the proposed 
act for establishing the “ Presbyterian Univer- 
sity of Canada”’ was disapproved by the Mo- 
derator’s casting-vote. Messrs. Acheson and 
Cochrane dissented. The interim act on re- 
ceiving ministers from other churches was 
approved. 


GuELPH : 20th January :—It was agreed to 
recommend that ministers retiring from the 
active duties of their office, with the per- 
mission of the Assembly, in consequence of 
old age or infirmity, and residing in the bounds 
of the Presbytery in which they held their 
charge, should be allowed to retain all their 
powers as members of the Court. Consider- 
able discussion was caused by the remit on 
Theological Degrees, but the decision arrived 
at, by a majority of thirteen to seven, was to 
disapprove of the principle of establishing a 
Presbyterian University for the conferring of 
such degrees. Three motions and amend- 
ments were proposed on the question of 
recognizing the validity of ordination by the 
church of Rome, but ultimately it was re- 
solved to appoint. a committee to consider 
the question, prepare a deliverance, and re- 
port at next meeting. The draft act on the 
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reception of ministers was approved, and the 
Assembly recommended to enact it as a stand- 
ing law. In the evening, the Presbytery met 
as a Sabbath-school Conference. It continued 
its sittings the following day. The opening 
sermon was preached by Mr. Ball, the Mode- 
rator. 

Hamitton : 15th January :—A conference 
on the state of Religion, was held by this 
Presbytery at Dundas. A discussion took 
place in regard to that question of questions, 
“what means should be used to awaken 
among our young people, and especially, our 
young men, a proper interest in divine 
things ?” Resolutions were adopted express- 
ing the sentiments of the Presbytery to the 
effect that “in order to successful dealing with 
the young, there must be among our Christ- 
ian people, ministers and private members 
alike, personal consecration to the service of 
God, reliance on Him, prayer for the Holy 
Spirit, holiness of life, and heartfelt sympathy ; 
that the means to be used are preaching to 
the young, personal dealing with them, and 
assigning them some work to do for the 
Lord; that parents should be urged to exer- 
cise their influence and authority to secure 
the regular attendance of their children on 
the services and ordinances of the Church ; 
and that the Word of God should be studied 
with diligence and care. In this connection 
a committee was appointed to prepare an 
overture to the Synod of Hamilton and Lon- 
don, anent the great mental strain and ex- 
cessive occupation of mind which are the re- 
sult of the system of study now obtaining in 
our national schools, and which in the opinion 
of the Presbytery interferes seriously with 
the religious and moral training of the young. 
Further, the Presbytery was of opinion that 
while recreation and amusement are most 
desirable in their proper place, there is dan- 
ger lest, in the too absorbing pursuit of 
pleasure, as well as of wealth, intellectual, 
social, moral, and religious interests may 
suffer grievous injury, and that no sport, game 
or amusement should be countenanced by 
God’s covenant people and their children 
which from the manner, time, or circum- 
stances in which it is conducted, or the asso- 
ciations connected with it, may tend to de- 
toriate the Christian life, to hinder commu- 
nion with the Saviour, or to offend ascriptur- 
ally enlightened conscience, or which seems 
to be of doubtful morality.” The Conference 
was spirited and deeply interesting, and was 
highly appreciated by the large company 
present. 

20th January :—It was agreed to recom- 
mend that the names of retired ministers be 
retained on the rolls of the Presbyteries to 
which they belonged. The remit on the 
Presbyterian University question was discuss- 
ed without any decision being arrived at. 


Lonpon: 19thJanuary :—A number of calls 
were dealt with. Keferring to the frequency 
of translations, Mr, Murray thought Presby- 
terians are drifting into Methodistic ways. 
He found the average duration of settlement 
among our ministers very little longer than 
that of the Methodists. He regretted the in- 
roads of itinerancy. The consideration of 
the remit on Catholic ordination was post- 
poned till next meeting. The other remits 
were adopted. A long discussion ensued as 
to the advisability of dividing the Presbytery 
into two. It was proposed to give twenty- 
one congregations and mission stations to a 
new Presbytery to be called that of Sarnia, 
retaining twenty-seven in the London Pres- 
bytery. It was agreed to divide. 


Srratrorp : 20th January :—Mr. McAlpine 
was appointed Moderator. The Assembly’s 
remit on “Theological Degrees’? was taken 
up, when it was unanimously agreed in terms 
following :—The Presbytery, having consider- 
ed the proposed act for establishing “ The 
Presbyterian University of Canada,’ decline 
to sanction the principles of said act: 1. Be- 
cause a University with only one faculty is 
an anomaly. 2. Because such a University 
is entirely unnecessary in the interests of 
theological education in the church. 3. Be- 
cause if it could be shown that the proposed 
University would exert a beneficial influence, 
the circumstances of the church are such at 
the present time as to make any outlay for 
this purpose highly inexpedient. 4. Because, 
in the opinion of this Presbytery, such a 
University would be in danger of becoming 
a means of injury to the spiritual life of the 
church by occasioning an unseemly rivalry 
between it and the existing University at 
Kingston. At the same time this Presbytery 
has every sympathy with those who consider 
it unjust that one Theological Hall should 
possess the power of granting degrees while 
the rest enjoy no such privileges, and they | 
would suggest that steps should now be taken 
to bring the Theological Hall of Kingston in; 
to the same relation to the church at large 
as the others, and that all degrees in divinity 
should be granted by a senate composed of 
all the Professors of Theology in the church. 
The remit on the reception of ministers from 
other churches was adopted. 


Huron : 20th January :—The resignations 
of Dr. Ure and Mr. Sieveright were, at the 
urgent request of the congregations, with- 
drawn. The remits of the General Assembly 
were taken up and discussed. That anent 
the reception of ministers was approved of 
simpliciter. With respect to ministers re- 
tiring with leave of the General Assembly, it 
was recommended that “so long as they re- 
main within the bounds of the Presbytery to 
which they belonged, and are not engaged im 
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any secular calling, their names should be 
] retained on the roll, with power to deliberate 
and vote.

HE latest accounts from the other side 
of the globe speak in glowing terms of 
Father Chiniquy’s reception in New 

Zealand. A committee boarded the S.S. 
“Hero” as it entered the harbour of Auck- 
land. Immediately on landing, our hero was 
conducted to the Choral Hall by the vener- 


able Archdeacon Maunsell, and was met by 
the Protestant clergy and a numerous as- 
semblage of citizens. Complimentary ad- 
dresses were read and presented to the 
Pastor and a hearty welcome accorded to 
him, with assurances of cordial sympathy 
and cooperation on the part of the Protes- 
tant community. We learn that Father Chi- 
niquy has been elected by the Synod of 
Eastern Australia to represent it in the Pan- 
Presbyterian Council at Philadelphia. At last 
meeting of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church of Victoria, N. 8. W., it 
was resolved to make their ecclesiastical 
year coincide with the calendar year, and all 
the congregations were enjoined, as far as 
possible, to make their financial year corres- 
pond with this arrangement. It is to be 
hoped that the Canadian Church will follow 
their example. It is announced that the 
Rev. J. M. Ross, of London, who lately visited 
the Australian Colonies, has accepted the 
situation of Church Agent in New South 
Wales for three years, at a salary of £600 
and travelling expenses. This appointment 
was made chiefly that the Church might have 
the benefit of Mr. Ross’ large experience in 
the formation of a Sustentation Fund to 
which it is committed. The salary and other 
expenses have been handsomely guaranteed 
by twelve laymen This Church has made 
rapid progress during the last ten years. 

THe Pan-PresByTERIAN Council is officially 
announced to meet in Philadelphia, on 
Thursday, the 23rd September next. It is 
proposed that the Sessions will close with a 
devotional meeting on the evening of Sab- 
bath, the 3rd October.. Preparations for this 
great gathering of Presbyters are already far 
advanced. Principal Rainy, Professor Calder- 
wood, and Dr. Andrew Thompson, of the U. P- 
Church of Scotland, are announced for pa- 
pers, respectively, on Medieval Theological 
Thought; the Relations of Science and Theo- 
logy; and Light from Without. The Rev. D. D. 
Bannerman, of Dalkeith, takes Grounds and 
Methods of admission to sealing ordinances. 
Several prominent Canadian divines (includ- 
ing Dr. Dawson, of Montreal,) have been 
invited to prepare papers on given subjects. 
Dr. Mathew’s, of Quebec, who is the General 
Sub-Convener of the Council for the United 
States, and also the Cis-Atlantic Editor of the 
“‘ Catholic Presbyterian,” takes an active part 
in arranging the preliminaries. Dr. Matthew, 
Newkirk of Philadelphia, is secretary of the 
local committee. It has not yet been an- 
nounced who is to succeed the late Dr. 
Beadle as Convener. 

THE RevIsIoN of THE Bisie. The revised 
New Testament is now completed and will 
be published during the course of the pre- 
sent year. On the sixth of May next, it will 
be ten years since a committee was appoint- 
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ed to revise the edition of King James’ Bible 
which has been in use since the year 1611. 
The English Committee invited the Ameri- 
cans to join them in this work, so that prac- 
tically, there are now two Committees, and 
these again are sub-divided into the Old and 
New Testament company of revisers. Alto- 
gether there are at present 52 English and 
27 American divines on the working staff. 
The Presbyterian ministers on the New Testa- 
ment Committee are, Dr. David Brown and 
Dr. W. Milligan, of Aberdeen; Dr. Howard 
Crosby, and Dr. Philip Schaff, of New York. 
It is said that the members of this com- 
mittee have sat from eleven a. M. till six P.M. 
for forty days in each year during the last 
ten years, and have received no pecuniary 
remuneration for their labours. Dr. Schaff, 
himself one of the most distinguished Biblical 
scholars of the day, says in respect of the 
changes that have been made,—‘ the Revi- 
sion will so nearly resemble the present ver- 
sion that the mass of readers and hearers 
will scarcely perceive the difference, while a 
careful comparison will show slight improve- 
ments in every chapter and almost every 
verse.” It is thought that the Old Testament 
revision will not be completed until some time 
in 1880. In the meantime the publication 
of the New Testament will gradually prepare 
the way for the new version of the entire 
Bible, which will be published in England by 
the University Presses who have furnished 
the funds to defray the necessary expenses 
up to this time. 

Tur Rev. Jackson Grawam for a number of 
years “ Father of the General Assembly” of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, died on 
the 8th ult., at the advanced age of eighty- 
seven. He was ordained in 1814, and la- 
boured faithfully and successfully in the 
active duties of the ministry for the long 
period of fifty-five years. 

THe Lonpon Pressytery of the English 
Fresbyterian Church has had a prolonged 
and animated discussion over an overture 
proposed by Dr. Donald Fraser permitting 
churches to choose pastors from any other 
Presbyterian church holding the Westmin- 
ster Confession of Faith than the Free and 
U. P. Churches of Scotland and the Irish 
Presbyterian Church, with which relations 
are at present held. Dr. Dykes favoured the 
overture. Prof. Chalmers admitted that Dr. 
Fraser’s overture was wise and catholic ; but 
he thought that it would be best not to 
transmit the overture to the Synod at pre- 
sent, as it might wound the hearts of friends 
in the Free Church. His motion to postpone 
the matter was adopted.

Proressok Macraren, Convener of our | 
Foreign Mission Committee, has received a 
letter from Rev. John Wilkie, announcing | 
the safe arrival of himself and Mrs. Wilkie | 
at Bombay on the 22nd December. A few. 
days later they reached Mhow and Indore, 
where they were cordially welcomed by the 
Mission Staff. It will be seen from Junor’s 
letter that the Rev. G. L. Mackay and his 
wife are now on their way to Canada, via 
India and England. It is not known when he 
may arrive. We make the following extracts 
from one of Mr. Wilkie’s letters giving an 
account of his journey eastward. 

On reaching Alexandria we immediately 
proceded to Cairo and thence to Suez, where 
we had to wait a whole week for the steamer. 
I have succeeded in getting a slight insight 
into Hindostani on board ship, through the 
help of a missionary. From London to Naples 
we had as our travelling companions the 
Rev. Mr. Wyatt and his wife, going to South 
India. From Naples to Suez, we were in 
company with a party of American mission- 
aries, and from Suez I have been with Rev. 
Mr. Martin. We also have been specially 
favoured in point of temperature, at least 
since leaving Suez. The strong headwinds, 
though detaining us very much have made the 
passage, otherwise so sultry and so much 
dreaded, cool and pleasant. © 

In the different parts of our journey, our 
hearts have been filled with sorrow because 
of the sad sights which came under our eyes. 
At each point we felt such a strong desire 
just to settle down amongst them and seek 
to point them to the unknown Saviour 
Romanism as seen in France and _ Italy 
seems to be little above the systems of the 
heathens, and certainly has lost all influence 
for good. I was astonished at.the outspoken 
way in which it is denounced even in Rome.

testant Rome, the home of liberty.” On 
conversing with him yet further he said, the 


_ people here are divided into three classes—

ist. Hypocrites, consisting of the Priests and 
a very small number of people. 2nd. Mora- 
lists—the great majority of the people—some 
of whom may occasionally go to church, but 
the majority of whom thoroughly despise its 
trickery and falseness. 3rd. Socialists, the 
low class, of whom he believed there were 
very few. Again, when we came to the 


Judgment Hall in connection with the above 


Palace, he said: ‘This is probably where 


_ Paul was tried, and where the Nomish Church 
_says Peter also was tried—but, said he, “ it is 


not certain that Peter was ever in Rome 
at all.” The Sabbath that we were there we 
found that many of the people were better 
dressed than on an ordinary week-day, but 
they were all bent not on worship but on 
pleasure -seeking. Few people were to be 
seen going to the churches whilst all their 


_ places of amusement were open and busy. 


On speaking to one of the people of Rome as 


tothe reason of so much bell-ringing, I re- 


«ceived the reply that they were simply call- 


ing the Monks and Priests to service and the 
laymen to seek freedom from care in plea- 
sure. 

When we were in Naples, we had the 
pleasure of meeting with Count Papingouth, 
@ Russian, who for the past seven years has 
‘been labouring there. When first converted 
he felt a strong desire to labour for his 
Master amongst those who knew nothing of 
him and was led to settle in Naples. Fora 
long time he met with very much persecu- 
tion at the hands of the priests and their 
tools and even now he often meets with 
slight outburst of the same. For a long time 
he could not get any regular or suitable 
place in which to hold his service, but now 
has got a part of the old Roman Catholic 
nunnery which was confiscated when Victor 
Emmanuel entered there. He has his son 
assisting him, who recently graduated in 
Surgeon’s College, London, together with a 
‘staff of Italians converted through his instru- 
mentality. ’ 

They have service every night, with a very 


good attendance of about sixty, if we take 
the average to be about the same as what we 
saw the evening we were there; and a more. 
attentive congregation I never saw. They 
also have schools, distribute tracts, and in 
fact in every way possible seek to point out 
to these poor deluded Romanists the futility 
of their works and their need of faith. 


When again we came to Egypt, our hearts 
were filled with sorrow for the poor Arabs. 
One cannot there say of them as we said of 
the Romanists in Italy. They at least are 
in earnest, and are most zealously devoted to 
their services. Go into their churches at the 
hours for service, and you find a large num- 
ber there at different hours during the day. 
If they cannot go to the churches, then you 
find them engaging in prayer after bathing 
wherever they may be. It is true their ser- 
vices partake more or less of form, yet ac- 
cording to the light they have they certainly 
are faithful. What noble looking fellows, too, 
the most of them, and yet so poor and down- 
‘trodden ! Such large numbers everywhere 
anxious to do anything for the merest pit- 
tance at Cairo. Several missionaries are at 
work, but owing to the short time at our dis- 
posal we were unable to call upon them. At 
Suez where there are such large numbers, 
there is no missionary of any kind. On the 
Sabbath we were there, there was an English 
church service conducted by an English offi- 
cial; as I was a Presbyterian, they did not 
want my service, and as I could not speak 
Arabic I was forced to spend the sabbath in 
quietness. 


I only hope some church will be led to 
send in a Gospel messenger here to aid these 
poor ones—requiring this to cause their na- 
tural nobility to shine forth in all its glory 
again. Willingly could we settle in Suez, 
even though so uninviting naturally, did not 
another field claim our attention. On board 
the “Wistow Hall” which we met at Suez 
are a number of very fine Christians. Colonel 
Bailley, of Poonah, is one of those fine Chris- 
tian soldiers we so often hear of, and who must 
have an excellent influence. over the 
men placed under him. So also is Mr. 
Smith of the Civil Service, and in fact almost 
all the passengers. Last Sabbath, in the 
morning, Co]. Bailey read the English Church 
service, as they are all of that body except 
Rev. Mr. Martin and his family and ourselves. 
Then in the afternoon we had our own Pres- 
byterian service, when I preached a short 
sermon. To-morrow I have no doubt, will be 
spent in very much the same way. When it 
has been calm enough to allow it, we have 
also had in our cabin, with three or four 
others, short meetings where we studied to- 
gether God’s word. On the whole we have 
enjoyed the passage. 
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LETTER FROM REV. K. F. JUNOR. 


Tamsul, December 8, 1879. 


( HIS year has been one of very great im- 
portance to the Mission. It has been a 
year, so far as we can judge, of progress. 
First, the hospital has been built. For nearly 
two years strenuous efforts were made to se- 
cure ground. In the beginning of this year 
that was accomplished, and now the building 
stands a conspicuous witness of the fact that 
the Gospel did not come here without the in- 
tention of remaining. It is a monument in 
the presence of which the proudest of the 
proud literati of China do not pretend to 
point the finger of scorn. We fondly hope 
that, under God’s blessing, it may greatly 
advance the cause of His grace. This year, 
those who have been students have become 
helpers, and have been sent out to stations 
chosen and established for them. Thus an 
addition of five more labourers have been 
made to the staff of those who proclaim the 
Gospel. There are now 20 men so engaged. 
This year there have been opened four new 
stations, and one old station removed to a far 
more advantageous point. These stations 
are (1) An-lang, (2) Sek-kan, (3) Sa-kak-eng, 
(4) Loan-Loan. The old station removed is now 
Pang-lian. All of these can be reached by 
water except the first, which is now our fur- 
thest station, being three days’ journey south: 
All of them were, I am happy to say, opened 
without much outward opposition, the only 
exception being Ja-kak-eng. This, not many 
years ago, was, and even now is, one of, if 
not the worst, placesin North Formosa. Even 
yet, there has been no appointment by the 
Government of a mandarin for the town. 
Not long ago, the Prefect had to go there 
with 400 soldiers to arrest a prisoner, after 
having had to fly for his life previously, be- 
cause unattended by soldiers. We can, at 
this moment, congratulate the brethren that 
for so long, and under such circumstances, 
the Lord has granted us peace. How long 
it will continue I cannot tell. Not long I fear. 
Mr. Mackay’s leaving is of great moment, and 
will, I fear, result in trouble. He is known 
everywhere, and it is well known that he is 
leaving. The work thereby thrown on my 
shoulders is simply enormous. Just now, to 
lose. one foot of ground in any ane spot 
would influence the whole more than you can 
tell. The time is especially critical. The 
responsibility proportionately great. The 
Canadian Church undertook to establish a 
mission in China. That mission has, under 
the blessing of God, been eminently success- 
ful. It has reached that point at which the 
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contempt of the heathen has ceased, and 
their fear and alarm begins. I am not incor- 
rect in saying that the sharp, critical eyes of 
millions are on this mission. Any failure in 
any one weak point will, depend upon it, be 
made the most of to serve the rest. Prayer, 
I feel assured, we will get. At this 
particular time, there is need for special 
prayer. It now appears that the Church has 
undertaken a work, and that it has grown, 


under the blessing of God, into such magni- 


tude that she is not competent to sustain the 
burden. The work has opened up, and the 
Lord has made it prosperous; but at this 
stage the agent appointed by the church de- 
mands that we shall pause, and that only be- 
cause there are no funds to advance with. 
The dangers are enough to this mission, 
which may result from throwing such enor- 
mous responsibility on the shoulders of one 
man—20 dependant helpers, 300 members, 
and over 1000 people to be dealt with and 
and cared for by one not long amongst them, 
and comparatively untamiliar with their 
manners, character and language. 
ches to superintend, which it takes a month 
to visit, only spending a few hours in each. 
Accounts to keep, and correspondence to 
carry on. Mission property to care for where 
property is a constant care and anxiety. I 
only mention these things to show the ser- 
iousness of the situation. What is the church 
going to do?

we shall miss them. As for my own family, 
we have passed through an anxious summer. 
I feared on two different occasions 1 would 
lose Mrs. Junor. For three months she lay 
very ill most of the time. Over a month ago 
I had to send her over to the friends in Amoy, 
and she has gained strength, having got free 
from fever. [I expect her home now in a few 
days. As for myself, I have had better health 
this year than last year. There can be little 
doubt that the unhealthiness of Tamsui is 
increasing for some réason or other. The 
fever is more prevalent. The strongest seem 
sometimes to be pulled down as-speedily as 
the weakest. The poor Chinese are carried 
off by hundreds. Here isan example. The 
coolie who went with me to visit some of the 
chapels, when he returned found that three 
of his family were dead and buried. We 
were away a month only. In October, Mrs. 
Mackay started for Tauranfoo, to visit the 
southern mission before returning home. On 
the 5th of November, Mrs. Mackenzie and I 
started for our furthest station to meet Mr. 
Mackay. Then we made a tour of all the

During the year our work has been prose- 
cuted in the usual way. Mission schools 
have received a large amount of attention 
and the Word has been preached on nearly 
every day of the week as well as on Sabbath. 
Education and the Gospel travel together in 
friendly intercourse. Our school roll shows 
448 pupils, of whom 278 were in daily at- 
tendance. Our San Fernando school in the 
hands of J. W. Corsbie, who had the advan- 
tage of two years instruction at the Galt 
Institute, is doing well. No pressure is now 
required to secure a satisfactory attendance. 


The success of this school is closely linked 


with the prosperity of our English-speaking 
eongregation. Hence the importance of sus- 
taining its efficiency. Your catechists have 
done much in this year to give instruction in 
Hindustani. On estates it is the language 
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spoken ; children take to it more readily in 
schools, parents can note progress, and more 
readily use their influence to send the child- 
ren to school. Adults too in evening classes 
have received much attention during the 
year. At Lal Behari’s station above 20 adults 
have been taught to read in their own lan- 
guage with considerable freedom. Those 
who apply themselves to read generally at- 
tend church. Services in English and Hin- 
dustani have been regularly maintained in 
San Fernando, and in the Hindustani in three 
out-stations every Lord’sday. Otherstations 
receive supply but not with the same regu- 
larity. Your catechists, Lal Behari, Sadaphal, 
and Jai-par-gas-Lal have laboured with much 
fidelity, and C. C. Soodeen and others have 
been ready at any call to duty. We have all 
laboured hard and with some success. In 
the year we have added to our baptismal 
roll 60. names, 37 of these are adults, and 23 
children, all of whom are under religious 
instruction. The converts contributed in 
the year $915.46: of this amount $549.59 
were voluntary offerings on the Sabbath, and 
the balance $365.87 was the result of a 
special effort for church repairs. Details 
may be found in the appended financial 
statement. During the absence of Mr. 
Christie, from April to November, Couva was 
supplied two Sabbaths monthly, by myself 
and by one or other of my helpers. In the 
year, we have not only retained our former 
liberal supporters, but the Colonial Company 
(limited), proprietors of a large number of 
estates have recognized our work by paying 
$100 towards Harmony Hall and Tarouba 
schools. This has not met the cost, but we 
look to the Company hopefully for the ba- 
lance, and for a grant for next year sufficient 
to maintain the schools. The government 
too has recognised our work in a very sub- 
stantial way. The portion falling to me is 
£150 stg., being £50 for each of three schools 
about to be opened, in three distinct settle- 
ments named respectively Rusillac, Fyzabad, 
and Barrackpore. These settlements con- 
sist of Coolies who have accepted lands in 
lieu of a return passage to India. At no 
period would such a grant appear to be more 
opportune. The low prices of sugar a few 
months ago compelled planters generally to 
curtail expenses. Many of the labourers 
on estates moved back to these new settle- 
ments to cultivate provisions on their own 
account. Amongst>these were children of 
our schools, and members of our church. 
Not fewer than 20 who had received, baptism 
at the La Fortune station have. removed, 
chiefly to Rusillac. This assistance from 
government enables us to follow these people 
with schools and the Gospel. 

_ In 1880, we hope to retain our hold on all 
estates at present under our influence, 
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Through the kindness of Messrs. Frost and 
W. L. Johnstone we hope to reach the child- 
ren on two additional estates. Before the 
middle of January, we hope to open aschool 
in each of the three new districts referred to. 
The school-houses, constructed of unhewn 
timber, with a carat roof, and a floor of 
mother earth are nearing completion. The 
cost of each will not exceed $100 or $300 in 
all. This amount we hope to raise without ap- 
plying to your Board. I hope so to distribute 
my helpers as to relieve the Church of the 
support of two of my Catechists. Lal Behari 
alone to be chargeable to the Board. 

At a congregational meeting held a few 
days ago, it was resolved to guarantee £100 
stg., of my salary for next year. I enclose 
their resolution. This would make a reduc- 
tion of £125 10 O stg., on last year’s esti- 
mates in my district, with considerable exten- 
sion of the work. We think the way will 
soon be clear for a fourth missionary, please 
look around and wisely choose. We have 
many encouragements, We abound in hope.

CHE following letter addressed to Rev. Dr. 
McGregor, Halifax, will be read with in- 
terest. 


London, 22nd Dee. 1879. 

I duly received, per Mrs. Harrington, both 
your kind letter and the books you sent me, 
for which I thank you very sincerely. I have 
been purposing for a very long time to write 
you, but have “been let hitherto.” I am 
now. happy to inform you that, on Thursday, 
the 18th inst., I made the last corrections on 
the last sheet of the Aneityum Bible ; so that, 
as far as my wife and I are concerned, that 
work is completed. We are binding the Old 
Testament in two volumes, and that in the 
strongest calf. For reasons of our own, we 
printed the second volume first, I am send- 
ing you by book-post a copy of the second 
volume ; and I hope to send you a copy of 
the first volume as soon as it is bound. I feel 
extremely thankful to the Lord, that he has 
preserved us thus far in life and health, and 
enabled us to finish the work so satisfactorily. 
It has been a hard, heavy, plodding task. 
But it wil help greatly to utilize, conserve, 
and perpetuate all the mission work done on 
Aneityum by Dr. Geddie, Mr. Copeland, and 
myself. It will tend greatly to consolidate 
and give permanence to our labours. 

Up to this time there were seven complete 
translations of the Bible in the South Sea 
missions. This one of ours makes the eighth. 
At the last annual meeting of the British and 
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Foreign Bible Society, in Exeter Hall, Dr. 
Ellicott, Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, | 
said, he believed the exact number of tran- 
slations of the whole Bible in all the lan- 
guages of the world was,fifty-seven, ours there- 
fore makes the /fifty-eighth, and so far as I 
know it is the second complete translation of 
the Bible made by Missions exclusively Pres- 
byterian. The first complete translation was 
made by the missionaries of the United Pres- 
byterian Church of Scotland, into the Efik 
language, in old Calabar, and was printed in 
Edinburgh, by the National Bible Society of | 
Scotland. God has honoured two of the 
smallest Presbyterian churches in the world— 
the least of the thousands of Judah—the 
Presbyterian Church of Nova Scotia, and the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church of Scotland, 
to effect this second complete translation. 
Your Church was honoured to commence and 
carry on, ours, to carry on and complete the 


work. The translation was nearly ready for 


the press when these two small churches 
were respectively united with the two larger 
denominations. But this was surely a fitting 
elose to their noble and faithful generation 
work. So far as is known, there is not a mar- | 
tyr’s tombstone in Scotland, but the first line 
of the epitaph on it says, that they were put 
to death for adhering to the Worp oF Gop. 
In like manner these two churches served 
themselves heirs to their Bible-loving mar- 
tyred Presbyterian ancestors; inasmuch as 
the last act of their separate ecclesiastical 
existence was to open the Bible, the WHOLE 
BisLE, in an entirely new language, to a 
portion of recently converted heathendom. 

In October last, 1250 copies of the second 
volume of the Old Testament were put on 
board the Dayspring, in Sydney, to go down 
to Aneityum. We expect the same number 
of copies of the first volume to be sent down 
at the same time next year. I have made 
arrangements with the London Religious 
Tract Society, to print our translation of the 
Shorter Catechism, a new edition of our 
Initiatory Catechism, so long in use on the 
Island, our psalter and hymn-book, and the 
first part of the Pilgrims Progress (abridged), 
as prepared and printed by Dr. Geddie; but 
for a long time now out of print. These are 
to be bound all in one neat volume. After 
that, I have a grammar and dictionary of the 
language to bring out, I hope to have these 
all printed before we leave London in May 
next. 

The proceeds of the arrowroot prepared 
and contributed by the natives have met all 
the expenses of the Scriptures. They paid 
upwards of £400 for 2500 copies of the New 
Testament, £120 for 2000 copies of the book 
of psalms ; about £80 for 2500 copies of the 
first half of the Pentateuch, carried through — 
the press, in Melbourne, by Dr. Geddie before

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| his death, and which were brought down to 


the Island in sheets, and there bound by the 
natives, under the direction of the mission- 


aries, and put into circulation about five 
_ years ago. 


As we had no new books at the 
time, it was thought best to utilize that 
We estimate the cost of 


_ the Old Testament at £700; but I believe it 


will not be so much. The gentlemen who 
manage the financial department of the 
Bible Society here are extremely careful of 
funds. But we shall have money enough to 
meet the whole expense. I have sold all last 
year’s consignment of arrowroot without any 
difficulty, and there is a consignment of six- 
teen casks on its way from Sydney to London 
at present, which I hope to have all sold be- 
fore it arrives. I am thankful to say all our 
prospects are hopeful. To the Lord be the 


glory.

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LETTER FROM REV. JOHN MORTON. 


Savana Grande, Dec. 27, 1879.- 


The Mission Council met at Couva, on the 
28th November. Having welcomed Mr. Chris- 
tie and his family, and having received his 
thanks for the supply given to his field in his 
absence, we proceeded to business. Mr. Grant 
gave in a report respecting the work carried 
on under his suptrvision in the San Fernan- 
do district. (This is given above in full). 
Mr. Morton reported that ashe had been car- 
rying on missionary operations in the Mont- 
serrat district, both at Morichal and Piparo, 
for more than a year, it had become neces- 
sary to get up some suitable buildings of a 
permanent character, at some central part of 
the field. That after careful consideration, 
he had, on his own responsibility, purchased 
the only piece of land available, and had set 
aside a part of it as a gift to the mission for 
premises. That besides a good school house 


to be used on Sabbath as a church, a suitable 
house will be needed for Joseph Annaiee, his 
catechist, who is shortly to be married. That 
the expense of these buildings when. com- 
pleted will scarcely fall short of eight hun- 
dred dollars. That he had gone to Port-of- | 
Spain, Nov, 18th, and collected $333 for this 
object, and had been handed at the same 
$40 for work in Mr. Grant’s district. With 
respect to Lengua, he reported that the set- 
tlement being new, and the work there just 
beginning, temporary arrangements would 
be made at first, and that he did not intend 
to ask anything from the Church at home for 
any of these new buildings. It was agreed 
to record satisfaction with the action of the 
Government, and with the liberality of friends — 
in Port-of-Spain, and to approve of the action — 
of Messrs. Morton and Grant in the several — 
cases reported. This movement means ex- — 
tension into four new settlements, without — 
any additional cost to the home Church. |

q a larger space in the Recorp is usually 
devoted to Foreign Mission intelligence 
than to our Home Mission work, it is not 
because we deem the one to be more impor- 
tant than the other, but rather because it 
may reasonably be supposed that our readers 


have better opportunities of acquainting | 


themselves with the nature and progress of 
evangelistic work carried on by their own 
church and in their own country, than with 
the details of what is being done in foreign 
fields by the labours of those who have gone 
No good can 
come of pitting the one against the other. 
The divine command includes both. To omit 
the furtherance of either is to subject our- 
selves to the Master’s rebuke,—“ these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone.” 

The printed minutes of the General As- 
sembly for each year contain elaborate and 
interesting accounts of the Home Mission 
work of the Church, with a fulness of details 
that should.satisfy the most exacting. But 
as some may not have very ready access to 
this authentic source of information, it may 
not be out of place to give in brief outline, a 
few of the leading features of the work, as 
well in respect of its magnitude, and the 


Although long and largely under the shadow 
of the colossal system of Rome, with its 
splendid endowments and its admirable or- 
ganizations, it is gratifying to be able to state 
that Protestantism, on the whole, is not going 
to the wall. It is slowly gaining ground and 
making substantial progress, During the 
twenty years, from 1831 to 1871, the total 
population of Ontario and Quebec increased 
at the rate of 521 per cent. Roman Catholi- 
cism during that period increased 414 per 
cent; Episcopalianism, 463 per cent ; Presby- 
terianism, 694 per cent; Methodism, 109 per 
cent. Protestantism as against Roman Catho- 
licism increased 922 per cent. 

The Home Mission field of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada is the grandest ever given 
to any Church. As to its extent, the Mari- 
time Provinces are together larger than Great 
Britain and Ireland. The Province of Quebec 
is as large as France. Ontario is equal in 
area to Spain. Little Manitoba is bigger than 
Holland. British Columbia is as large as 
Austria. The North-West Territories are ca- 
pable of supporting as large a population as 
now inhabits the Russian Empire! If the 
present population of Canada be three mil- 
lions and a half, one tenth of that number 
are Presbyterians ; or, if we deduct the one 
million and a quarter of, French-speaking 
Roman Catholics, the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada has the oversight of one seventh part 


means employed to overtake it. Before pro-! of the Protestant population. But it is not 
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the numbers so much as the distances by 
which these Presbyterians are separated, that 
constitutes the greatest difficulty in supply- 
ing them with religious instruction. Scotch- 
men may be clannish, but Presbyterians are 
not gregarious. You find them everywhere, 
and always with such a hereditary love for 
the Church of their Fathers as prevents them 
from readily connecting themselves perma- 
nently with any other denomination—a trait 
of character which, however commendable 
in other circumstances may, and not un- 
frequently has occasioned consequences the 
reverse of beneficial to their children, in this 
new country. 

In all the Provinces of the Dominion there 
are, in what we call the older settlements, 
groups of Presbyterians who for many years 
have been organized into congregations. They 
have had ministers settled among them. 
‘They have had their Kirk-sessions and other 
office-bearers, but from a variety of causes 
they were never self-supporting. Perhaps 
when the time came that this might be ex- 
pected of them a failure of crops, or a suc- 
cession of failures, checked their progress, 
and this would possibly be followed by a 
rising tide of emigration which carried away 
the best young blood of the district to newer 
settlements. Whatever the cause, they be- 
came “weak congregations,’ in some in- 
stances grew weaker and weaker, until they 
reached the stage when either they must 
close the doors of their churches or apply to 
thé Church for aid, to enable them to main- 
tain the ordinances of religion. So that now 
we find, in the Eastern Section of the Church, 
about forty congregations receiving aid from 
the “Supplementing Fund” to enable them 
to retain settled pastors, and in the Western 
Section, eighty-seven such receiving supple- 
ment. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that many of these were till very recently 
only mission stations, and that now, having 
settled pastors, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will soon become self-support- 
ing charges, able in their turn to extend a 
helping hand toothers. These make an annual 
draft on the Home Mission Funds of the 
‘Church of about $15,000. Then, in each of the 


Presbyteries,you find, in outlying settlements, 
little groups of families, a few here and a few 


there, with no immediate prospect of attain- 
ing the status of even a supplemented con- 
gregation. But they are Presbyterian families, 
and naturally look to the Presbyterian Church 
for such services as she may be able to give 
them ; and the Church as naturally looks to 
the older and wealthy congregations for the 
means to supply, in some measure at least, 
to these the blessings which they themselves 
possess and appreciate. But this is not all. 
New districts are opening up every year. 
New Provinces even are coming into exis- 
tence, where the pioneers of settlement have 
to undergo all the privations and hardships 
incident to their new circumstances. Fora 
considerable length of time they must be 
entirely dependant upon the Church with 
which they were previously connected for 
the ministrations of religion. ‘ Where there 
is no vision the people perish;” and the 
church that does not take sufficient interest 
in its members to follow them to their new 
homes, misses its opportunity, and loses its 
prestige. 

So-great is the area of our Home Mission 
field, it has been found necessary to place 
the work and administration of the Funds 
under the charge of two committees. The 
head-quarters of the one is at Halifax. Its 
Convener is Dr. Waters, of St. John. This 
Eastern Section embraces all the Maritime 
Provinces. The committee of the Western 


‘Section takes the oversight of the Province 


of Quebec and all to the west of it until the 


Rocky Mountains are reached. Dr.Cochrane,of | 


Brantford, is the Convener of this committee. 
These two sections, extend from Newfound- 
land to British Columbia, a distance from 
East to West of four thousand miles. In 
both Sections, the committees have what 
they call “special” fields of labour, that is to 
say districts where new stations have been 
opened up which for a time claim a larger 
share of attention, and more money for their 
support than the older ones. Among these 
are, in the East, Bett’s Cove, Bay of Islands, 
and Little Bay in Newfoundland, and New 
Kincardine in New Brunswick. In the West, 
by far the larger Section, there are, outside 
of the regular bounds of Presbyteries, the 
Madoc district, the Muskoka and Parry 
Sound districts, where within a few years 


past, not less than fifty stations have been | 


opened : the Algoma district, comprising 
Sault Ste. Marie, the Bruce Mines, St. Joseph’s 
Island, and the Manitoulin Islands; Silver 
Islet, Prince Arthur’s Landing and Fort 
William, on Lake Superior. Over and above 
these, are Manitoba and the great North 
West Territory, where our missionaries have 
pushed their way over the prairies to some 
ninety different points. At the time of the 
Union, there were only eight ordained mis- 
sionaries of our Church in Manitoba, now 
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there are 29 ministers and ordained mission- 
aries. During the last year no less than nine 
new Presbyterian Churches were built in that 
Province. Besides the supplemented congre- 
gations, there are no less than four hundred 
‘and ninety mission stations throughout the 
Dominion, where the gospel is preached and 
‘instruction afforded to the young in Sab- 
bath-schools and.- Bible-classes. The num- 
ber of families in these stations is estimated 
to be 10,500, the number of communicants, 
13,500, and the number who attend the 
Sabbath services, 40,000. 

But where do we find a sufficient number 
of missionaries to preach at so many points, 
‘so widely separated from each other? It is 
truly a herculean work, and one which taxes 
the resources of the Church to the utmost. 
There are always a certain number of or- 
dained missionaries, and probationers, and 
ministers without charges who are found 
willing to engage in this work for a term of 
years. But what are they among so many ? 
A very large proportion of the Home Mission 
work of the Church is carried on by the 
Theological Students of the various Colleges 
—Manitoba, Knox, Queen’s, Montreal, Mor- 
rin, Halifax—each of which annually sends 
its contingent of labourers into the Home 
Mission field during the summer months. 
The actual number of missionaries employed 
last summer was not far short of two hundred 
and fifty, of whom forty,—under the aus- 
pices of the Board of French Evangelization, 
conducted services in both English and 
French. 

And how are these missionaries paid ? 
Well, the conditions of payment vary accord- 
ing to the circumstances of the people among 
whom they labour. It is an instruction of the 


_ General Assembly that no assistance is to be 


given by the Home Mission Board, unless 
the people themselves contribute a consider- 
able part of the missionary’s salary who is 
sent to labour among them. In the supple- 
mented charges, the people are required to 
contribute an average of at least $4.50 per 
member, or $7 per family, and an aggregate 
of at least $400 annually, before they can 
_ enjoy the services of a settled pastor. Mis- 
sion stations receive from the Fund at 
the rate of from $1 to.$4 for each Sabbath 
they have the services of a missionary or 
catechist. Supplemented congregations re- 
ceive grants in aid varying from $50 to $300 
per annum. The annual amount expended 
in these various ways is about $45.000. 
The estimates, however, for this year fall 


_ not much short of $60,000, on account of 


an accumulation of debt in both sections 
of the Church of nearly $14,000, a debt 


which in each case was incurred simply by 


the rapid expansion of the work. The 
total receipts for the current year up to this 


date are $41,740. This includes donations 
from the Scotch and Irish Churches, but for 
whose assistance many fields now regularly 
supplied with Gospel ordinances would be 
left uncared for. It includes also private 
donations, some of which, as may be seen in 
the list of acknowledgments for last month, 
were exceedingly liberal. A very consider- 
abe amount collected by the missionary as- 
sociations of the respective colleges does 
not pass through the hands of the Treasurer, 
and is not included in the above statement 
of receipts though it is expended for lke 
purposes. But it is upon her eight hundred 
and seventy pastoral charges that the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada mainly depends 
for the requisite means to prosecute steadily 
and energetically its Home Mission work. 


Glare Action in regard to 
GCempervance, 


AS 
NY zarty if not quite all the English 
AY speaking branches of the great Pres- 
byterian family have taken a high stand 
with regard to the duty of Temperance. 
With continental churches, says Dr. Blaikie, 
Temperance has not yet become a burning 
question, and yet we have good cause to 
know that in Switzerland, and elsewhere, it 
is creating great anxiety in the minds of 
many. The Irish Assembly recommends 
Total Abstinence from intoxicating drinks to 
all who are under its care. The United 
Presbyterian Synod also commends absti- 
nence. The Welsh Church takes up very 
high ground, and ministers and elders that 
are not total abstainers are seldom met with. 
Both in the Church of Scotland and the 
Free Church Assemblies resolutions have 
passed encouraging and commending the 
Temperance movement. Ourown Assembly, 
at its meeting in Halifax, and also at 
Hamilton,passed resolutions testifying against 
the enormous evils of intemperance and 
satisfaction with repressive legislation. Ses- 
sions were enjoined to have due regard tothe 
causes and cure of intemperance within their 
respective bounds, and all office-bearers and 
members of our Church were enjoined to 
cultivate and exemplify the principles o 
Bible Temperance. Our sister churches in 
the United States have long taken high 
ground on the subject.

APRIL II. MATT. XI : 20-30, 


ESUS had at this time made Capernaum His 

head-quarters, hence called in ch. 9:1, ‘His 

own city.” Compare Luke 10: 12-22. Vs. 20, 
21. Zhen began he—a continuation of reflections 
in the same strain as immediately preceded, Zo 
Upbraid—to reprove and warn. The cities—of 
Galilee. Mighty works—miracles, Acts 2 ;22. They 
repented not—The object of his teaching and 
miracles was to produce repentance, Mark 1 : 15.

25. Zyre and Sidon—cities on the Mediterranean, 
north of Palestine, noted for wealth, luxury and 
irreligion — repeatedly overthrown, but at this 
time rebuilt and flourishing. Would have repented 
—were less criminal because their opportunities 
were fewer. Christ had never preached in them. 
Sackcloth and ashes—symbols of mourning and re- 
pentance, see Jonah 3: 5-9. Vs. 22-24. Tolerable 
—endurable. <A? the day of judgment—even their 
material judgments were less severe, for these 
cities still exist : others are wholly destroyed. But 
the judgment of which our Lord speaks relates to 
their responsible inhabitants. Zhou Capernaum ! 
—most highly favoured of all, by the residence and 
works of Jesus. Shalt be brought down—So liter- 
ally fulfilled that even the site of it is uncertain. 
Sodom—now covered by the waters of the Dead Sea, 
see Gen. ch. 19. lux the day of judgment—the 
judgment on the A/ace had been fulfilled, that of its 
people was still in the future. Vs. 25, 26. <A? that 
time—continuing His discourse, Jesus answered— 
as though some one had asked why God should 
treat places so differently? J thank thee—denoting 
acquiescence in the law of Divine procedure to be 
mentioned.

< EVEN parables in this chapter were all deli- 
‘vered on the same occasion, when Christ 
commenced his second tour through Galilee, 

see lesson for 4th April. So large was the multi- 
tude, Jesus entered a fishing boat by the shore 
from which he narrated four of these parables. He 
then retired into a house where, having explained 
the meaning of the parable of the sower to the 
disciples, he gave them the other three, vs. 44-50. 
The parable of the Tares accounts for the existence 
of evil in the world and declares that it is not from 
God ; assuring us of His desire that the whole 
world shall be saved, for ‘‘ the field is the world.” 
Also of the continuance of the Church visible unto 
the end ; of the everlasting reward of virtue, and 
the eternal punishment of sin. Vs. 24-28. Another 
parable—iiterally, a comparison ; a favourite mode 
of illustration used by the prophets, e. g., by 
Nathan, 2 Sam. 12 ;1:4, and which our Saviour 
now adopted, v. 34. Zhe Kingdom of heaven—the 
new order of things which He came to establish, 
Good seed—the children of the Kingdom, v. 38— 
born of the Spirit, 1 Pet.

APRIL 25. MATTHEW 16; 13-28. 


Cur Saviour, now in the third year of his minis- 
try, retired to this secluded locality for rest 
and meditation, questioned his disciples with a 
view to ascertaining the result of his labours, and 
breaks to them, for the first time, the intelligence 
of his approaching death. Compare Mark 8 ; 27 
and Luke 9:18. Caesarea Philippi—a town at the 
- foot of Mt. Lebanon, on the road to Damascus, 35 
miles north of Galilee. Vs. 13, 14. Whom do 
amen say ?—It was a critical point in our Lord’s 
history. Many of his disciples had deserted him, 
_ John 6:66. It seemed necessary that his Messiah- 
ship should now be revealed to those who still 
adhered. The Son of Man—The Son of God, see 
Luke 22:69, 70, Some say—popular sentiment 
was divided, though most regarded him as a great 
prophet. Vs. 15-17. Whom say Ye—You my 
_ disciples. More grace and knowledge are expected 
from those who have larger opportunities. Peter— 
the name given to Simon by Jesus at first, John 
1:42. ‘‘ Zhou art” ; speaking for the twelve, he 
gave a prompt assurance that they accepted him as 
the promised Messiah. Son of the living God —see 
John 5 :25-27. Slessed art thou—this signal ack- 
nowledgment was vouchsafed to Peter, as the first 
of the disciples who confessed him openly, though 
Jesus had previously declared his Messiahship to 
the woman of Samaria, John 4:26. Sar-Fona — 
son of Jonas. Sesh and blood—human teaching, 
My Father—Peter had derived his knowledge by 
Divine revelation, see Luke 10:22. Vs. 18, 19. 
_ Upon this rock—Peter and Rock are the same word 
in the original. By ‘‘this rock” is meant the 
subject matter of Peter’s Confession, i. e., Christ 
faimself, Isa 28'; 16. 1 Pet. 2:48. 1 Cor. 3:11. 
Eph. 2:20. The gates of hell—or Hades—a figu- 
Yative expression, used by Isaiah, ch. 38:10: by 
Paul, 1 Cor. 15; 55. See Rev. 1: 18—meaning 
that the Church of Christ shall never become ex- 
tinct. Give to thee—a promise fulfilled to Peter, 
the first to admit both Jews and Gentiles into it, 
Acts ch. 2, and 10:34, &c. Zhe Keys—symbols 
of authority. The same power was vested in all 
the rest, Matt. 18:18, 19. John 20: 19-23. Vs. 
20-23. Tell no man—‘‘the fulness of the time,” 
for proclaiming his Messiahship, was not until 
after his resurrection and ascension. As yet, the 
disciples themselves were not fully indoctrinated. 
By and by they should be better qualified, Luke 
24:49. From that time forth besan Fesus—to 
correct their ideas about his Messiahship. eer 
took him—aside. To rebuke him—to remonstrate 
in a well-meant but rash tone to which he was ad- 
dicted, see ch. 26:35, 51. Get thee behind me 
Satan—‘‘* Thou playest the tempter,” Luke 4 : 8. 
An offence—a stone of stumbling, 1 Peter 2 ; 8. 
V. 24. His Cross—the burdens of Christ’s service. 
Whosoever will—is supremely bent on saving his 
natural life—Vs. 25, 26—he may gain a few fleeting 
years, dut he will lose his soul for ever. V. 28 
Intimates that men then living should receive con- 
vincing proof that the Messiah’s Kingdom had 
been actually established, 


Ghe Granstiguration. 


MATTHEW XVII ; I-13. 


HE SCENE of the Transfiguration is sup- 
posed to have been near Czesarea Phillppi on 
Mount Hermon, one of the lofty Lebanon 

range. The Transfiguration served to confirm 
the disciples in the truth of Peter’s Confess- 
ion, ch. 16;16. The favoured witnesses of it 
were the three who occupied the foremost place in 
the apostolic band :—Peter who loved him so 
much : John whom he loved so well, and James 
who should first suffer martyrdom for his sake— 
the same three who witnessed the raising of Jairus’ 
daughter, Luke 8:41, and their Lord’s agony in 
Gathsemane, Matt. 26 :36,.37. Compare Mark 
g:2-13. Luke 9: 28-36. John does not describe 
the occurrence though he possibly alludes to it in 
ch. 1:14. V.2. TZvransfigured—Luke says, ‘‘ the 
fashion of his countenance was altered.” Sucha 
change came over his bodily form as He shall ul- 
timately make in the bodies of his believing people, 
Phil. 3:21. ts face did shine as the sun—The 
face of Stephen the martyr became like that of an 
angel, Acts 6;15. That of Moses also shone when 
he came down from the Mount, Exo. 34 : 29. 
These, with a borrowed or reflected light, but His 
was irradiated with glory from within, see John 
1:14 and 2 Cor. 4:6. zs raiment white—He 
clothed himself with light, the peculiar garment of 
Diety, Ps. 104:2. Hab.3:4. V.3. Moses and 
Elias—the one the founder, and the other the great 
defender of the Old dispensation which Jesus came 
to supersede and to fulfil. Their presence also 
proved the reality of the future state. Zalking— 
The subject of conversation is given by Luke, ch. 
9:31. V. 4, 5. Zhen answered—interposed— 
when Moses and Elias were departing, Luke 9: 33. 
Let us make Tabernacles—tents or booths to abide 
in. The hasty remark was unnoticed by Jesus. 
A bright cloud—symbol of the glory resting upon 
the New Testament Church, analogous to the cloud 
that rested on the Israelitish tabernacle and the 
Mercy-seat, Exo. 40:34. Lev. 16:2. My be- 
loved Son—see ch. 3:17. Hear ye Him—Heb. 
121, 2and 12:25. | Vs. 6, 7. Were, sore afraid, 
see Exo. 3:6 and 20: 19. Contact with the super- 
natural ever inspiresawe. esus touched them— 
re-assuring them of his presence. Le not afraid— 
that word had often allayed their fears, ch. 14 : 27; 
see Rev. 1:17. Zell no man until—because it 
would be misunderstood ; even the favoured three 
did not fully comprehend the vision. Peter did 
afterwards proclaim it, 2 Pet. 1; 17. V. 12. Etas 
zs come—John the Baptist came in the power and 
spirit of Elijah, Mal. 4:5, Luke 1:17. They knew 
him not—as the fore-runner; even as they know 
not Jesus as the Messiah. Zhey have done unto him 
—The people who rejected John’s teaching were 
equally guilty with Herod who beheaded him, ch. 
14:10. Those who reject Jesus crucify Him 
afresh, Heb. 6: 6. 

LEARN that the highest Christian experiences 
grow out of prayer and communion with God. We 
cannot expect always to stay on the Mount. The 
duties and cares of life often call us down. Having 
Christ, we have all-we need, Phil. 4:19.

Gatt:—It has been proposed to close St. 
Andrew’s Church for the reasons that the 
congregation had become small in numbers 
and that there is sufficient accommodation 
in the other churches of the town for all the 
Presbyterians. The church property, which 
is valuable, becomes the property of the 
Presbytery, who will no doubt perpetuate, in 
some way or other, the memory of a congre- 
gation which in its palmy days occupied a 
conspicuous position among the churches. 
Its first minister was the Rey. William 
Stewart, from Kenmore, Scotland, in 1832. 
Dr. Bayne, who afterwards became the leader 
of the Free Church party, succeeded in 1836. 
Dr. Liddell, now of Lochmaben, Dumfries- 
shire, was as good as its minister during the 
stormy interregnum that followed the dis- 
ruption. In 1848, the Rev. John Malcolm 
Smith was inducted ; in 1850, Rev. Hamilton 
Gibson; in 1862, Rev. Robert Campbell now 
of Montreal; after him Rey. James B. Muir, 
now of Huntingdon, Que., and, last of all, 
Rev. Wiliam Masson, who has returned to 
Scotland.

W apene Srnwart, senr., died at Lochaber, 
Nova Scotia, on the 12th February, in

THE Synop of the Presbyterian Church of 
England will meet this year on 26th April, 
in Marylebone Church. Rev. Dr. Donald 
Fraser will be the Moderator. 


Rev. Henry A. Boarpman, pastor of the 
Tenth Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, 
has been elected chairman of the committee 
of arrangements for the Pan-Presbyterian 
Council, in room of the late Dr. Beadle. 
The finance committee have raised $10,000 
towards the expenses of the Council, and 
the programm e committee have prepared 
their work in full. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL CENTENARY : Arrangements 
have been made for a series of meetings to 
be held in London and Gloucester, England, 
to commemorate the introduction of Sunday- 
schools by Robert Raikes in 1780. It cannot. 
fail to be an occasion of great interest. The 
meetings will commence on 26th June, at 
56 Old Bailey, the head-quarters of the Lon- 
don Sunday-school’ Union, and will be con- 
tinued for a whole week. Among other at- 
tractions, there will be a choral service, in’ 
St. Paul’s Cathedral ; a gathering of Teachers 
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and scholars, and a concert at the Crystal 
Palace ; a mass meeting in Exeter Hall, 
where addresses will be delivered by Foreign 
Delegates and others ; an evening at the Me- 
tropolitan Tabernacle, where Mr. Spurgeon 
will preach, and the Communion will be dis- 
pensed. On the third of July, the Raikes’ 
Memorial Statue on the Thames embank- 
ment will be unveiled. Although no dele- 
gates will be formally appointed to go from 
Canada, any Sabbath school workers who in- 
tend visiting Britain about that time will be 
duly accredited, and will receive a fitting 
reception and recognition. 

EXTRAORDINARY MereEtines have been re- 
cently held of the Edinburgh and Glasgow 
Free Church Presbyteries, for the purpose 
of enquiring into the state of the theological 
teaching in the Free Church Colleges, and 
into the published writings of the Professors. 
Dr. Davidson, of Edinburgh, and Dr. Cand- 
lish, of Glasgow, seem to be the two most sus- 
pected of entertaining heretical opinions. In 
both instances however, after long discus 
sions, the motions for investigation were set 
aside as being irregular and inexpedient. 

“THe Satvation ArMy has invaded tbe 
United States. Mr. G.S. Railton the Secre- 
tary of Rev. General Booth, has charge of the 
expedition.” Such is the extraordinary an- 
nouncement that is going the round of the 
papers. What does it all mean? This asso- 
ciation takes its name from its peculiar or- 
ganization. It originated with the Rev. Wil- 
liam Booth, a Wesleyan minister, who many 
years ago, had a circuit in London, England. 
His heart was moved for the degraded and 
criminal classes who were beyond the region 
of the ordinary means of grace. He re- 
quested leave to labour amongst them in 
special work. This being denied him, he 
withdrew from the Conference and set to 
work in the slums of London “ on his own 
hook.” His warm sympathies and self-devo- 
tion soon drew about him crowds of the 
lowest and vilest of the population. He 
visited them in their houses, or “ dens,” as 
the case might be. ‘ He ministered to their 
temporal wants, supplying them with food 
and clothing. He supplied ‘the bread of 
life’ to thousands to whom it had never been 
offered before. Hundreds were converted. 
And now came the question how to manage 
them. All their methods of thought and 
life were peculiar. Something graphic, sen- 
sational and exciting seemed demanded ; 
hence the idea of this ‘Salvation Army,’ 
with its military parade, processions, banners 
and music, adopted to attract the attention 
of the people whom it is intended to reach. 
The ‘head-quarters’ are in White-chapel 
Street, London, where is a large hall and de- 
partmental offices. Preaching places are 
established in many parts of London and in 


the chief cities of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, and the work has so commended 
itself, in the reformation of multitudes, that 
merchants, bankers, noblemen and _ ladies 
have voluntarily advanced the needed funds. 
One lady has given £1,000. Impartial wit- 
nesses from all the churches bear testimony 
to the genuineness of the work. And though 
many things are out of harmony with good 
taste ; yet the fact is undeniable, that the 
lowest and vilest of the people have been 
reached and changed, not perhaps into fine 
ladies and gentlemen, but into earnest, 
though rough Christians. 

Tue Rey. E. P. Hammonp, the well-known 
American “revivalist” after visiting St. Ca- 
therines, Belleville, and some other places 
in Canada, reached Montreal in the begin- 
ning of March. Mr. Hammond is a minister 
of the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States, ordained and set apart, as we under- 
stand it, to evangelistic work which he carries 
out ina manner peculiarly his own. Twice 
and three times a day, every day in the week, 
he attracts large audiences. But the evening 
meetings held in the Theatre Royal, have 
been the most remarkable. In this place, 
night after night, have been packed thousands 
of people, mostly young people, many of 
them belonging to a class who never darken 
a church door, but who have in this strange 
way been brought under the sound of the 
Gospel, and who by their orderly conduct, 
at all events, have manifested their appre- 
ciation of the evangelistic efforts made on 
their behalf. ° 

A REVIVAL MOVEMENT has been set on foot 
by the Presbyterians of New York city on a 
novel plan. Forty-three churches, numbering 
17,000 Communicants, are enrolled in the 
movement. The “ visitations,” as they are 
called, consist of assignments by the Presby- 
tery of three ministers, each accompanied 
by an elder of his own church, to meetings 
held on different nights in each Presbyte- 
rian church in the city. The meetings are 


rather informal, the ministers and elders | 


talking on some practical topic. No sermons 
are preached. Prayers are offered, songs 
are sung, and with, perhaps, a brief season 
of social intercourse between the visiting 
ministers and members of the visited church, 
the meetings are closed. The majority of 
the clergy of the Presbytery are opposed te 
an exciting revival season, and favour a quiet 
but thorough work that shall extend through 
the membership of every church. 


A religion that never suffices to govern a 
man will never suffice to save him. That 
which does not distinguish him from a sinful 
world will never distinguish him from a pe- 
rishing world. 
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(oR Church is the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada; but our interests are world- 

wide. We have sister-churches of the 
same order in every quarter of the globe, and 
our own Missions are to be found in the 
North West, in the South Seas, in the West 
Indies, in China, and in India. But we grate- 
fully aeknowledge as fellow-workers, beloved 
in the Lord, all who call upon the name of 
the Lord. 

What then is Presbyterianism? A _ pres- 
byter is an elder, and a Presbyterian Church 
is a church governed by elders. We read of 
elders as ruling in the Church of God in 
the Old Dispensation ; and when the New 
Testament churches were organized they 
followed the model of the synagogue. In the 
New Testament there is no bishop but the 
presbyter or elder ; the elder and the bishop 
are but different names for the same officer. 
This is admitted, nay lucidly demonstrated 
by one of the most distinguished prelates 
now adorning the English Church.—Bishop 
Lightfoot. Neander (quoted by Dr. Breed in 
Catholic Presbyterian) says: “Itis certain 
that every church was governed by a union 
of the elders or overseers chosen from among 
themselves, and we find among them no 
individual distinguished above the rest.” 
There was no lordly prelacy. Dr. John 
Reynolds declared in reply to Bancroft, “ All 
who have for five hundred years past en- 
deavoured the reformation of the Church 
have taught that all pastors, whether they 
be bishops or priests, are invested with equal 
authority and power.” 


And as there was no prelacy in the primi- 
tive church, there was in it also no disinte- 
grating independency. ‘“ The Bride of Christ 
is one, not many.” As individual church 
members form a congregation, so contiguous 
congregations form a presbytery, and several 
presbyteries a Synod or Assembly. All have 
an interest in each, and each has an interest 
in all. The humblest member of the Pres- 
byterian Church may appeal from the Session 
to the Presbytery ; from the Presbytery to 
Synod, and thence to the General Assembly. 
No system could be devised that more 
thoroughly conserves at once the claims of li- 
berty and order,—the rights of the individual 
and the authority of the whole body. The 
system bears upon it the impress of more 
than human wisdom; and if it were always 
maintained, manifested, and administered in 
-the Spirit of Christ, it would surely commend 
itself to the acceptance of all His children. 
Our Presbyterianism in this Dominion should 
manifest itself especially in the strong caring 
for the weak,—in tenderly and zealously fol- 


lowing the scattered members and adherentg, 
and preventing their falling a prey to world- 
liness, or to superstition and idolatry. We 
have our outposts scattered far and wide; 
shall we strengthen them? Shall we stand 
by them like loyal and true Presbyterians ? 
If we fail, the excellence, the surpassing 
beauty, of our ecclesiastical system will make 
our failure all the more conspicuous and 
lamentable. 

Presbyterianism is a system of church 
government, but it is generally admitted that 
it lays special stress on the doctrines called 
Pauline, or Augustinian, or Calvinistic. It 
gives due prominence to the Divine Sove- 
reignty, to human depravity and helplessness, 
to the freeness of God’s grace through Jesus 
Christ, to the completeness of the atonement, 
and to the perseverance of the saints in 
grace to the end, “Calvinism recognizes the 
truth that God works through decree, and 
towards a predestined end. Thus Presbyte- 
rian government and Calvinistic doctrine are 
twin children of the same great ideas of 
order, rule, regularity ; and hence, with rare 
exceptions, they are found together.” (Dr. 
Breed.) 

In the article from which we have already _ 
quoted, Dr. Breed insists very properly upon 
the truth that preaching and hearing in the 
right frame of mind are acts of worship just as 
truly as praying and singing. Hence Pres- 
byterianism gives to preaching its due place 
according to the Scriptures. “Preach the 
Gospel” said Christ; ‘‘ Preach the Gospel” 
said the apostle. “ Preach the Gospel” is 
the commission given to every Presbyterian 
minister. There is not, there should not be, 
any antagonism between praying and preach- 
ing. They should ever be wedded together. 
Prayer may be, and should be free, even as 
preaching is free. The Presbyterian Church 
prescribes not set forms of prayer, and has 
no prayer book but-the Bible. 

One of the notable symptoms of the age is 
the approximation of other church systems 
to ours. Year by year a new step is taken, 
and an element of the Presbyterian system 
is adopted by the Episcopal Churches, by 
the Methodist Churches, and even by the 
Congregational Churches. Such charges we 
hail with unmingled pleasure, and we bid 
their promoters Godspeed. 

Civil as well as ecclesiastical history testi- 
fies to the good work done by Presbyterian- 
ism,—how nobly it struggled for freedom 
and the right in Switzerland, Holland, France 
and Great Britain; how, after enduring long 
and terrible persecution, it at length secured 
the liberties of Great Britain. There is 
nothing in history more affecting than the 
glory of the little band of Presbyterian 
worthies “ who kept the truth so pure of old’’ 
in the Alpine Valleys,—the faithful Wal- 
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denses, true witnesses for Christ even to 
death, amid centuries of unrelenting per- 
secution! The light which now shines so 
brightly wherever the Bible is read and the 
Gospel preached, shone forth in those lonely 
valleys during all the dark centuries of the 
“middle ages,”—back perhaps to apostolic 
times. 

Dr. Breed recalls the scene in the Bastille 
when Henry III addressing a heroic Presby- 
terian, the venerable Bernard Palissy the 
Potter; exclaimed, “recant, or I shall be 
compelled to give you up to your enemies. 
These two girls here are to be burned to 
morrow,” Palissy replied: ‘Sire, listen to 
me, and [ will teach you to talk like a king. 
I cannot be compelled to do wrong.” Knox, 
standing before Mary, charged with treason, 
when told that he must not preach there, 
said: “I am here to speak the truth; and 
speak the truth [ will, impugn it whoso list.” 
And Melville said to James VL, ‘Thou God’s 
silly vassal, there are two kings and king- 
doms in Scotland; King James and King 
Christ Jesus whose subject King James is, 
and of whose Kingdom he is not king, lord, 
or head, but a member.’—The noble wife of 
Admiral Coligny, sitting beside her husband 
on the balcony of their castle, asked him, 
“Husband, why do you not openly avow 
your faith, as your brother Andelot has 
done?” Her husband replied, “sound your 
own soul; are you prepared to be chased 
into exile with your children, and to see 
your husband hunted to the death? I will 
give you three weeks to consider, and then I 
will take your advice.” She looked at him 
a moment through her tears, and then said, 
“ Husband, the three weeks are ended: do 
your duty and leave us to God.” The wife 
of John Welsh was the daughter of John 
Knox. Her husband was dying in exile. She 
went to King James to plead that her hus- 
band might breathe his native air once more. 
The reply was, “ He may, if he will conform.” 
With all the spirit of her father the true wife 
gathered up the corners of her apron and 
replied, “your Majesty, I will sooner kep 
his head there.” 

Let us take heed that with God’s blessing 
the Presbyterian Church do not deteriorate 
in purity, in loyalty to Christ, or in efficien- 
cy, and that its good name be not tarnished 
in our hands. 


Home Hlissions. 
IN THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 
SG oppuamantine.—Our work in this depart- 
« ment has been conducted as usual: the 


number of charges having promise of 
aid forty-four, the actual receivers about 


forty, but this is a large proportion, nearly 
one fourth of the whole Synod. Whether 
they can be reduced without any real injury 
to the efficiency of the Presbyterian Church 
is a question on which there is a diversity of 
opinion. We have had valuable aid from the 
parent churches, andsthe result has been, 
that the payments, have been remitted in 
full, quarterly, though a month or two after 
date. The Committee has given notice that 
for the future payments will be graduated by 
the extent to which the Assembly’s Rules 
are compled with ; an arrangement which 
will cause some dissatisfaction, where reduc- 
tion follows, but which will probably issue in 
results beneficial even to those who are now 
censuring the Committee’s action. 


PreacHers’ Work.—The ministers and pro- 
bationers .taking appointments under direc: 
tion of the Home Mission Committee, have 
averaged twelve for the last nine months, 
but besides these, good work has been done 
by others who have been employed by Pres- 
byteries. 

As this work consists almost exclusively 
in supplying vacant congregations, there is 
nothing special to report about it. In such 
an exceptional case as that of Rev. A. Gunn, 
located at Little Bay, in Newfoundland, such 
notices as the following possess a general 
interest. Under date of January 10th, Mr. 
Gunn writes,—‘ The copper mining works 
have been lessened this winter. Our people 
are fewer, yet we have good congregations. 
All the seats are taken up, and generally ° 
well filled. The Sabbath-school is increasing. 
Though there are constant changes, and I am 
continually loosing helps, yet the work goes 
on. It is slow, but steady. I am tolerably 
well satisfied with the outward organization, 
but with the inner condition, I am not so 
well satisfied. I wish to return with the 
opening of navigation, and ask you to select 
without delay my successor who should be a 
strong man physically, intellectually, and 
spiritually, a man combining, great earnest- 
ness with power to adapt himself to varied 
peoples and circumstances.” 


Catecuists’ Work.— During last summer, 
twenty-nine students, and two catechists be- 
sides, were employed in Home Mission work, 
the students on an average for five months 
each, the other two being still engaged. They 
have been employed in all our Presbyteries 
except Lunenburg and Yarmouth, and New- . 
foundland, much of their work was of a. 
strictly missionary character, and much more 
consisted in supplying stations that with a 
little addition of numbers and resources 
would quickly become respectable and flour- 
ishing congregations. The reports of some 
consist in the mere filling up of the blank: 
forms furnished, but. others furnish fuller’ 
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details of their work and sometimes of a very 
interesting character. Such a report was 
‘lately received from Mr. W. A. Mason, 
stationed at Big Intervale and Cheticamp, 
Cape Breton, who says respecting the former, 
“The religious feeling of the Big Intervale 
people is deep, fervent, and true. It does 
not show itself by sudden fits and starts ; by 
getting up a revival this week, and getting 
up a row the next, by professing to take 
salvation without money and without price 
in the morning, and by really taking their 
neighbor’s sheep without money and without 
price that very same night, no, but by quiet- 
ness, truthfulness, honesty and_ brotherly 
kindness. Truly I can say, ‘no where beats 
the heart so kindly as beneath the Tartan 
plaid.’ ”’ 

The report notices the worth, zeal and 
steadfastness of the faithful few who main- 
tain the Lord’s cause in Cheticamp, amidst 
surrounding superstition ; mentions the fact 
that five or six persons at Big Intervale de- 
clared their desire to confess Christ openly ; 
and concludes as many similar reports do, 
by asking and entreating the Presbytery to 
follow up the work done, by sending an 
ordained minister to dispense the Lord’s 
supper, and gather in the ripened fruit. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Revos. Wititiam Mutiins anp SaMvEL Pot- 
SON, were ordained to the office of the minis- 
try by the Presbytery of Manitoba, at its 
meeting in January, both having passed cred- 
itable examinations. The Presbytery of 
Manitoba, at its last meeting, on the motion 
of Rev. Prof. Hart, seconded by Rev. A. 
Campbell, agreed unanimously that in con- 
nection with the contemplated transference 

of certain sums of money now given by the 
Church of Scotland to objects in the older 
Provinces, to the newer districts, it is the 
opinion of the Presbytery that, in the cir- 
cumstances, the Assembly’s College at Win- 
nipeg should be the first object to be con- 
sidered in the disposition of such funds. 
Rev. W. D. Russell, missionary on the C. P. 
Railway, arrived in Winnipeg on January 
28th, and proceded by train next day to his 
field of labour, above 100 miles to the Hast 
of Winnipeg. Mr. Russell will take charge 
of the missionary work on Section B, and 
will have his head-quarters at Rat Portage 
(Keewaydin Village), a rising place spring- 
ing up at the foot of Lake of the Woods, 
likely to be a manufacturing centre of some 
importance. Rev. A. H. Cameron, who has 
laboured diligently and successfully for a 
year and a half among the men on the rock- 
cuts of contract 15, and has been giving some 
service to Section B, has been granted a few 
weeks furlough by the Presbytery of Manito- 


ba. Miss Baker writes a very cheering and 
hopeful letter from Prince Albert. The ap- 
pointment of a permanent missionary should 
be made at the March meeting of committee. 
The cry still comes from Nelsonville and 
associated stations for a minister. A Pres- 
byterian correspondent of a Winnipeg news- 
paper states that a large district on the 
Upper Little Saskatchewan has not for 
several months been visited by a minister of 
any denomination. Knox Church, Winnipeg, 
had its. annual meeting in January. The 
experience of the four months, since the 
occupation of the new church, of the en- 
velope system is very satisfactory. 
B. 


MUSKOKA. 


Anniversary services were held at Brace- 
bridge on the first Sabbath in February, and 
it was very gratifying to note the improve- 
ment which has taken place since my visit 
on a similar occasion two years ago. The 
inside of the church presents now an attrac- 
tive appearance: a new pulpit, a neatly car- 
peted platform, and matting for the aisles, 
being among the improvements ; better still, 
there is greater heartiness and hopefulness 
amongst Mr. Findlay’s people, and, conse- 
quently, greater encouragement to him in 
his work. Though Saturday had been stormy, 
and Sabbath morning was bitterly cold, and 
the roads were drifted so that few could 
come in from the country, the services were 
very well attended. In the afternoon, I had 
the pleasure of addressing the children of 
the Sabbath-school, a remarkably intelligent 
and attentive crowd of listeners, who sang 
exceedingly well under the leadership of 
Miss Gray. The improvement in the singing, 
both of the congregation and of the Sabbath- 
school, is very marked, and is undoubtedly 
to be ascribed, in part, to the use of the 
organ—a small one, only—which has been 
recently procured. 

There are about thirty-five Presbyterian 
families in Bracebridge, and twenty in Monck 
and South Falls, making in all fifty-five 
families, which furnish about one hundred 
communicants. Last year they paid off $600 
of debt on the church edifice, besides raising 
$500 for congregational expenses, and, when 
the contributions to missions are all in, it is 
expected that there will be about $115 or 
$120 for the schemes of the Church. The 
ladies are going to work to raise money for 
a manse, which is much needed, and which 
will add greatly to the comfort of Mr. and 
Mrs. Findlay. Business is dull at present in 
Bracebridge—“worse than a year ago,” was the: 
unanimous testimony of business men. “ But 
had you not a good harvest?” “No; we had: 
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frosts in August, and a very severe hailstorm 
which damaged the crops very much.” If 
the proposed railroad is pushed northward 
without delay from Gravenhurst, it will 
benefit Bracebridge very much. Meantime, 
I learned from a gentlemen who had just re- 
turned from the northern district of Musko- 
ka, that a good many families have not 
enough bread to eat, and no money where- 
with to buy more. ‘ 

The other points in Muskoka at which we 
have ordained missionaries are Gravenhurst, 
which has rapidly increased in population 
during the last fifteen months, and where 
Mr. Dawson has had a commodious and ele- 
gant manse erected; Parry Sound, where 
Mr. McKay has been stationed since October, 
1878; and Maganetawan, to which Mr. Thom- 
son was sent in December last. Besides the 
four ordained missionaries, we had four cate- 
chists at work: Mr. Crasweller, at Rosseau ; 
Mr. Hemming, in Stisted ; Mr. Armstrong, in 
Hoodstown and McMurrich; and Mr. Clark, 
in the district immediately south of Lake 
Nipissing. Mr. Clark preaches in seven town- 
ships and takes a month to go over his field. 
At the Bracebridge tea-meeting (the indis- 
pensable adjunct of anniversary services), I 
met Mr. Kaye, an elder from Port Sydney, 
from whom | learned that the Port Sydney 
church needs about $125 or $150 to make it 
habitable. Here are the estimates ; (Will 
some of the members of our $25,000 and 
$50,000 churches look at them ?)—Clapboard- 
ing, $25; lathing and plastering, $50 ; floor- 
ing, $25 ; doors, windows, etc., $50 ; total, $150. 

A few five-dollar bills sent by mail to Mr. 
James Kaye, Port Sydney, Muskoka, to meet 
this expenditure, would be very thankfully 
received, and the givers would have the sa- 
tisfaction of hastening the completion of a 
good work.—D. J. MacponNELL. 


CANADA PACIFIC RAILWAY.-ANOTHER 
MISSIONARY WANTED. 


The Rev. D. McKeracher of Prince Arthur’s 
Landing, in a letter to Dr. Cochrane, of date 
12th February, writes as follows: 

“ A few days ago, I returned home safely 
from a somewhat extended trip on the Cana- 
da Pacific Railway, having been within eight 
miles of Section B., and about 230 miles from 
Prince Arthur’s Landing,—considerably more 
than half-way to Winnipeg. I left home on 
Monday morning, but the train did not reach 
the end of the track till Wednesday noon. 
That evening I preached at Gall River to 
about sixty. That point is about five miles 
beyond the present end of the track, and 
about 140 miles from the Landing. The 
grading of the road is completed for about 
twelve miles further. Beyond this there is, 
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as yet, comparatively little actual grading 
done, but the different sub-contractors have 


a large number of camps all along, to within’ 


five miles of the end of the section. 

“JT was from home on the trip sixteen 
days, and preached eleven times, to audienccs 
varying from twenty to eighty, besides a 
number of private services, and among the 
latter two baptisms. 

“Tt is said by those in a position to know, 
that there are not more than 500 working 
men at present on this section, many having 
left in the fall, and a number having since 
gone through to work on section B. The 
intention of the contractors is, with the 
opening of navigation, to employ at least as 
many more, that is, if they can be got. 

“ After consulting with a number, I have 
concluded to ask the Committee for a mis- 
sionary for these people. So far asI can see, 
there need be no fear but the men on the 
works will provide his salary. Whenever I 
have visited them they have more than fully 
paid me, and I have no reason to fear it 
would be otherwise with one permanently 
located among them.” 

Regarding Mr. McKeracher’s own charge 


(Prince Arthur’s Landing and Fort William) ~ 


he says: “Our attendance is rather better than 
last winter. Our church at Fort William is 
very comfortable, since it was plastered. It 
was formally opened on the 14th December. 
There is also some talk of a new church at 
the Landing; and our ladies held a bazaar 
for that object on New Year’s eve, from which 
they realized $125; besides a large quantity 
of material for another, which they intend to 
hold in spring or early summer. ‘Our man- 
agers have adopted the weekly contribution 
system, for raising my salary, and so far it 
has worked well.” 

In view of the probable appointment, by 
the Home Mission Committee, of another 
missionary for the men on the Canada Pacific 
Railway, as requested by Mr. MoKeracher, 
licentiates, graduating students in our col- 
leges, or ordained ministers, who desire such 
a field of labour, should, at once,:send in 
their applications to the Convener of the 
Home Mission Committee, the Rev. Dr. 
Cochrane, of Brantford.

MEETING OF THE BoarD, EasteRN SECTION. 


(HE Board met at New Glasgow on 11th 
February. The secretary laid on the 
table volume second of the Bible tran- 

slated into Aneiteumese by our missionaries, 
and printed by the British and Foreign Bible 


Society. The first volume will soon be ready. A. 


> 
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resolution was adopted expressing gratitude 
to God for enabling our missionaries the late 


Dr. Geddie, and Rev. John Inglis, to translate 


the whole Bible into the language of a once 
heathen people; also expressing satisfaction 
with the liberality of the Aneiteumese who 
have borne the whole expence of the print- 
ing, some £1,200 stg. The Board also made 
due acknowledgment of the helpful kindness 
of the Bible Society. Letters were submitted 
from Rey. Messrs. Annand and Mackenzie 
who had arrived at Sydney, New South 
Wales, in the Dayspring, on the 3lst De- 
ecember. The Annual Report of Rev. H. A. 
Robertson, Eromanga, was read and regarded 
as very encouraging. Special notice was 
taken of his account of the “labour traffic,” 
and the secretary was directed to correspond 
on the subject with the Free Church Com- 
mittee, or with Mr. Inglis, and ascertain 
whether it would be of any service to appeal 
again to the Imperial or the Australian au- 
thorities. Encouraging and satisfactory re- 
ports were received from Messrs. Morton 
and Grant, Trinidad, and the Board acknow- 
ledged the goodness of God in the prosperity 
enjoyed during the year. 

The estimates were submitted and sanc- 
tioned, and it was agreed to express gratifi- 
eation at the continued liberality of the 
planters and other gentlemen in Trinidad ; 
also, at the liberal aid furnished by the 
Government to Schools, and especially at 
the liberality so largely developed among the 
native christians, resulting together in the 
diminution of our estimates for 1880 to the 
extent of £185 stg. The Secretary was 
directed to call the attention of the Church 
generally to the fact that notwithstanding 
this decrease of expenditure by us, the work 
to be carried on during 1880 greatly exceeds 
that of the previous year. The Secretary 
read report transmitted by Mr. Grant on the 
training of a native ministry. This consisted 
chiefly of minutes of the Presbytery of Trini- 


dad, showing the Syllabus of subjects for 


consideration, which the Presbytery had 
adopted, showing further that Lal Behari and 
Joseph Annagee had appeared as candidates, 
had been examined by the Presbytery, on a 
part of the course of study prescribed, and 
had acquitted themselves well, and the ex- 
amination was to be continued at next meet- 
ing of Presbytery. 


REPORT OF Rev. H. A. ROBERTSON. 


Eromanga, New Hebrides, 
December 6th, 1879. 


To the Reverend the Board of Foreign 
Missions, Maritime Provinces, Canada. 


The time has again come for me to make 
a brief statement of my labours on this 


Island during the past twelve months. I fear 
the shortness of my Report will be the one 
thing remarkable about it, but even that 
most general readers like. 

I am thankful to state that we are all en- 
joying good health. We have had abundance 
of direct missionary work, far more than we 
can overtake. Our young people, and espe- 
cially those living near us, have shewn far 
more anxiety to improve than ever before, 
and all our classes here have been remark- 
ably well attended as compared with former 
years. We meet soon after day-break, old 
and young, for an hour, to read in the cate- 
chism, St. Matthew’s Gospel, and the book of 
Genesis, according to the ability of the several 
classes. This class, which is more like morn- 
ing worship than a good school, is managed 
by Yomot and Atnello and Igo for a few days 
at a time, to encourage the teachers and to 
endeavour to infuse more life into the schools, 
or to insist that they keep to their respective 
classes. They like a free and easy style in 
school of going to one seat one day and an- 
other the next and looking about them, talk- 
ing and gaping. At nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon Mrs. Robertson’s class, for little boys 
and girls whose ages range from six years 
up to fourteen,-opens and continues until 
eleven o’clock when it is closed, and the 
older boys remain writing (or learning to 
write) in their Copy Books. Mrs. R. has 
a sewing class for the girls which meets twice 
a week. 

On the first of January, we begin our after- 
noon class for young men, young women, and 
any of the teachers who are living tolerably 
near, and are not too learned to be further 
instructed. This class is of course in addition 
to all the above, and I conduct it myself, 
assisted by Mrs. R., when she can leave other 
work. This last named class is kept up from 
Ist January to Ist April. This is the most 
coxvenient season for our scholars, as their 
planting is all done in winter, August to De- 
cember, and it is the most convenient for us, 
as we do our visitation in winter and the 
mission vessel is out of the field and of course 
the meeting of Synod past. But we have 
this winter endeavoured to do something for 
our young men, seeing so many of them 
anxious, for the jirst time, to improve. We 
set copies and slates for them and they go 
away to the church to get on as best they 
can and bring their slates to Mrs. R. or 
myself for correction, or for more exercises. 
We also meet to sing over the collection of 
native hymns which Mr. Watt so kindly 
printed for us. 

But our poor Eromangans, I fear, are not 
destined to take a high position in the world 
as musicians. There is little of the artistic 
in their singing, and it is moreover very dry. 
However, I think they are beginning to keep 
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better time; at all events we get them to 
sing faster than their usual styles. 

I am particularly encouraged with Mrs. 
Robertson’s class of little girls and boys, both 
on account of their regular attendance and 
improvement. Formerly we had great diffi- 
culty in getting them to attend at all, and 
then they were so irregular that really they 
made no noticeable advancement. Unless 
the comparatively young take sufficient in- 
terest in their own education to attend every 
class provided for them, there ts not a bright 
look-out for the future of Eromanga as re- 
gards her staff of competent teachers. Let 
me here remark that this is just one of the 
principal and immediate wants on this Island, 
—namely, a class of educated godly young 
men who shall command the respect of their 
people by their ability, and who will advance 
steadily the cause by consistent christian 
conduct, and prove.themselves no hirelings 
by their constant devotion while the Lord 
gives them life and health to work for Him. 

The natives have this year assisted me, 
‘ without being asked, to sink a fine well, 20 
feet deep, and to wall it ,—they also gathered 
all the stone required for the wall. This well 
is at our kitchen door and is an immense 
boon tous. It is fed from a large river and 
is inexhaustible. They also carried sugar- 
cane leaf from one to seven miles, sewed it 
and rethatched the mission house and re- 
newed a large number of the small poles to 
which the thatching is attached. They also 
thatched an outside building, repaired the 
boat-house, cut and carried on their backs all 
the firewood we needed. They have rowed 
the mission boat when we have been visiting 
teachers, and: they have been always willing 
to do any work I have asked them to do, 
during the seven and a half years we have 
laboured among them. They have ever been 
respectful to us and have been guided largely 
by my advice, 

To many of these young men, especially to 
those who were brought out from heathen 
darkness by means of our labours, I am deeply 
attached, and were it not for those wretched 
slavers our hearts would be greatly cheered 
among them. But Oh ! these so called labour 
vessels (?) are an immense curse and draw- 
back. May this miserable traffic soon be 
abolished ! Within the past four months, 
these fishers of men have taken away more than 
100 of my promising young men and lads, in- 
cluding one TEACHER!!! That is they have 
bought them with muskets,axes,knives,calico, 
&c. Paid forthem on the spot! Christian friends, 
this is a vile traffic and I am henceforward 
its decided and open enemy. What use, so 
far as I can see, is there in my church pay- 
ing me a salary simply to bring this people 
out of heathen darkness if it is only for this 
world—only to make them better servants 


for whom? for those who have no interest in 
them beyond what they can getout of them! — 
But we are not discouraged. The Lord would — 
never have encouraged us as he has here for 
nearly eight years if He had not sent us 
here. We have just succeeded in settling a 
teacher where we were driven back as you 
will remember (Unepang) twelve months ago, 
and one of the sons of Hawiawi (the mur- 
derer of Williams) has given up heathenism, 
and he is a high chief ! 

I have visited all this side of the Island 
and hope to visit the windward side and 
settle a teacher as soon as the “ Dayspring” 
sails. The “ Martyr’s Memorial Church” has 
come, and we hope to erect it this summer. 


NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 
LETTER FROM Rev. J. W. McKENZIE. 


SypNEY Harzovr, N.S.W. 
On board the Dayspring, Dec. 21, 1879. 


We have had a fair passage from Erakor 
It is nearly four weeks since we left home, 
but we were only thirteen days coming from 
Aneityum. I am thankful to say that we left 
all the mission familics well, and that all of 
us are well, viz.: Mr. Copeland and his son, 
Mr. and Mrs. Annand and ourselves. 

My principal reason for leaving my station 
at present is to put our little girl to school. 
I hope, also, to get the Acts of the Apostles 
printed. The work at our station when we 
left was progressing favourably. I was very 
sorry to leave my little flock at Erakor. I 
have become attached to them now, and am 
longing to get back. May the Good Shep- 
herd guard them from all harm. 

What you said about making a visit to my 
native land would be a very pleasing prospect 
to keep in view, but I have not allowed my- 
self to think of such a thing yet. I would 
not like to be so long away from my station 
as a visit home would require. I would ra- 
ther not have come here at present, could I 
have avoided it, for coming back to civiliza- 
tion is making me feel homesick. I would ra- 
ther see the face of friends than of strangers 
this morning. . 

We hear that our vessel is to go to Mel- 
bourne, so we must get ashore and look for 
a boarding house. 


Che Coming Hing tlowm. 
BY THE REV. JAMES GALL. 
i In the Christian Week. 
W E have every reason to believe that we, 
are now very near the close of the 
present dispensation. All writers 


upon prophecy agree in this ; and Mr. Guin- 
ness, in | his recent work upon the subject,, 
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has added some very remarkable astronomic 
proofs in addition to those of Scripture pro- 
phecy. 

One of the latest dates which has been 
suggested is the year 1996,* which, if we take 
into account the acknowledged error of four 
years in our received chronology, would be 
exactly two thousand years after the birth of 
Christ, and would complete the six thousand 
years of human history and toil, before enter- 
ing on the millennial Sabbath. 

But whether it be so or not,—for interpre- 
ters generally assign an earlier period to the 
close of the present dispensation —the great 
probability is, that at the very longest, we 
have little more than a single century re- 
maining for evangelistic work. During that 
time the fulness of the Gentiles must come 
in, Paganism, Mohammedanism, Popery, In- 
fidelity, and all ungodliness must be put 
down, and nine hundred millions of the 
human race must be converted. 

It is very evident, however, that with our 
present evangelistic system this is impos- 
sible. No imaginable increase in the number 
of our missionaries, would suffice to convert 
the whole population of our world in a 
hundred and sixteen years—no, nor in a 
thousand. In order to accomplish the work, 
we need a higher style of Christianity than 
that which passes current in our congrega- 
tions ; and, before that can be attained, there 
must be a more thorough social separation 


a of the Church from the world. The Church 


itself must be revived before the world can 
be converted, and must rise to what is God’s 
ideal of what Christianity really is—love, self- 
sacrifice, and loyalty to Christ, as detailed in 
His first manifesto, the Sermon on the 
Mount, which every one acknowledges to be 
the proper standard, but which not one in a 
hundred even attempts to realise in practice ; 
“taking no thought what they shall eat, or 
what they shall drink, or wherewithal they 
shall be clothed”’ (as the men of the world 
do), but “seeking first: the Kingdom of God 
and. His righteousness” as the one great 
purpose of their lives, and making business 
only a means to an end, that they may be 
the better able to advance His cause. In 
other words, they must not be content with 
merely giving money; they must every one 
labour to brmmg the souls around them into 
the Kingdom by their own personal in- 
fluence. The temperature of the Church, as 
_@ whole, must rise until it attain to evan- 
gelistic heat, before it can even begin to

‘kindled. 


shine, or communicate its heat to others. 
But when that has been attained, a hundred 
years will not be considered too short a time 
for the conversion of the world. 

To show that this is really the case we 
shall suppose that the Church shall at length 
awake to the necessity of every one of its 
members being an active agent in its in- 
crease, and that evangelistic work is as in- 
dispensable to membership as in morality. 
We shall suppose that the training of the 
congregation to personal service, and the 
“overseeing” them in performing it, is re- 
cognised as the special function of the pas- 
torate. When the Church shall rise to this 
higher platform, Christianity will then spread 
over the world like a conflagation, even more 
rapidly than in apostolic times, because they 
had not then the printing press, nor the hun- 
dred appliances that we now have at our 
command. Even though we had not more 
than a thousand such Christians to begin 
with, and though the difficulties which they 
would have to overcome were so formidable 
that they and their converts on an average 
succeeded only in making one convert every 
two years, the whole world with its fourteen 
hundred millions of inhabitants would be 
converted in less than forty years, so great is 
the difference between propagative and un- 
propagative Christianity. 

In St. Petersburg, on one evening every 
year, a vast multitude assembles in the ca- 
thedral of St. Isaac’s, each one carrying an 
unlighted candle. At a given signal one 
solitary taper is lit, and from that one taper 
one, two, three candles are in an instant 
From these, again, the light is 
passed from one to another, each one com- 
municating to his neighbour that which he 
himself has received ; and in a few short 
minutes the immense cathedral is lit up with 
thousands of candles in one blaze of light. 
So will it be during the last hundred years of 
the present dispensation, when the Church 
has again received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. The work of evangelism by the Church 
itself, under the fostering care of its pastors, 
after being suspended for sixteen hundred 
years, will again be resumed; nations will be 
born in a day ; ‘the plowman shall overtake 
the reaper, and the treader of grapes him 
that soweth seed; and the mountains shall 
drop sweet wine, and all the hills shall melt.” 

The reason why our progress is at present 
so slow, compared with what it was in apos- 
tolic times, is, that we depend too much and 
too exclusively on the labours of a paid 
agency, which is, and must necessarily be, 
very limited and too little on the revived and 
cultivated enthusiasm of the whole Church 
of Christ in all its members. 

It is quite true that until we get a suffi- 


cient number of volunteers from among the 
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wealthy members of the Church who are in- 
dependent of business, we do need a few 
hundreds of paid agents, supported by the 
Church in general, to carry the sacred fire to 
dark and distant lands, where the lighting 
process has not yet been commenced in 
order to hasten the illumination. But to 
depend upon a paid agency for a continuance 
of the work, after it has been fairly set a- 
going under the care of native pastors—more 
especially in localities where there are 
thousands of living but idle Christians, is not 
only to postpone indefinitely the coming of 
Christ’s Kingdom, but to proclaim to the 
world that Christianity has in itself no pro- 
pagative power, and that Christians, after 
securing the salvation of their own souls, 
may give their chief attention and energies 
to the things of a present world, and leave 
the work of Christ to be done by substitutes. 


LETTER FROM THE CONVENER. 


In THE DECEMBER’ REcorD we called the 
attention of the Church to the claims of the 
work carried on by the Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee of the Western Section. I am glad 
to say that the response has been so far en- 
couraging. The amount received by the 
Treasurer up to the present date is nearly 
$1000 in advance of what was received at the 
same period last year. While this advance 
in the contributions of the Church is cheer- 
ing, it does not promise to be sufficient to 
meet the necessary expenditure of the year. 
The financial year commenced with a debt of 
$5094.30 which has grown to $19,385.30 at 
the present time. The debt is considerably 
greater than it was at the same period last 
year. 

The increase in the debt is due to the large 
expenditure connected with the purchase of 
mission buildings at Indore, and the erection 
of an hospital at Tamsui, and the sending out 
of Mr, and Mrs. Wilkie to Indore. These ex- 
penses are no doubt to some extent except- 
ional, and may not recur next year. It will 
not, however, be wise for the Church to count 
much upon ‘this, as experience shows that 
almost every year brings with it large ex- 
ceptional expenditures of various kinds 
which have to be met. 

It has been the policy of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee hitherto to meet these ex- 
ceptional expenses out of the ordinary reve- 
nue, and to avoid as much as possible special 
appeals for special objects connected with 
the general work. These appeals usually 
reach only a small portion of the membership 
of the Church and generally the very persons 
who give most liberally to the ordinary reve- 
nue. It is certainly a much better system to 
make the general fund sufficiently strong to 
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bear the whole expense of the Foreign Mis- 
sion work, so that the entire membership of 
the Church may feel that they have a person- 
al interest in every part of the work. I 
trust that the congregations which have still 
to apportion their funds will devise liberal 
things for the perishing heathen. If the 
liberality of the congregations of the Church 
rises to the very modest estimate of the 
Committee of the General Assembly, and 
places $25,000 at the disposal of the Com- 
mittee, 1am not without hope that the de- 
ficit reported at the end of the year will be 
considerably less than that with which the 
year began. This, however, implies an in- 
crease of nearly $4000 in the contributions of 
congregations. This would not be difficult 
to secure, did we only remember the Master’s 
words, “ Freely ye have received, freely give.”

To all who 
interest themselves in missionaries and 
their work, these volumes will prove a new 
inspiration. Dr. Duff was one of the most 
eminent of modern missionaries. Dr. Wiliam 
M. Taylor in his introduction to the American 
edition, classes his name with William Burns 
and David Livingstone—as one of “the three 
mighties’’ whose labours in the fields of 
heathenism have given lustre to the annals 
of our century. And, certainly, whether we 
look at the self-sacrificing spirit of the man, 
his long and arduous labours, the results 
_ achieved by him in India, or the remarkable 
impetus which he communicated to the 
Churches of Britain and America by his writ- 
ings and addresses, it must be admitted that 
his biographer has not given us an over-drawn 
picture. Duff was only twenty-three years 
of age when he accepted an appointment 
from the General Assembly of the Church of 
Scotland to go to Calcutta as its first mis- 
sionary toa heathen country. But, so far as 
natural adaptation and mental acquirements 
can qualify a man for such a position, he was 
already thoroughly fitted and furnished for 
the great undertaking. Having secured at 
the outset full power to carry out his own 
plans, unfettered by conditions in Scotland 
or on the spot, and having failed,to obtain 
from his church any instructions for his 
guidance save one, he saw it to be his duty 
to refuse to give effect to that one. He had 
been forbidden to open his mission in Cal- 
cutta, but he deliberately chose Calcutta as 
the centre of his operations, and the mar- 
vellous success which immediately attended 
the project of his own planning soon made 
apparent his far-seeing wisdom and sagacity. 
Arriving in India at a time when a great in- 
tellectual movement of an atheistical charac- 
ter was agitating the Hindoo mind, Dr. Duff 
resolved to divert that movement into the 
channel of Christianity. To this end he la- 
boured unremittingly during the thirty-five 
years of his life in India, and was permitted 
to see such fruits from his labours as perhaps 
no other missionary before him had ever 
reaped; and during the fourteen remaining 
years spent in his native land, it is scarcely 
an exageration to say that he did more for 
the evangelization of India and to promote 
the cause of missions in other heathen coun- 
tries than he could. possibly have done had 
he remained in India. How he did this is 
told in these volumes in an instructive and 
interesting manner. Apart from this, the 
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accounts given of Dr. Duff’s travels and 
adventures by sea and land, and of the ova- 
tions that he received wherever in went, 
give these pages all the charm of romance.

THE PERSEVERANCE OF THE SAINTS.

“3. If the saints do not persevere, it will 
not be for the want of blessed and glorious 
promises, and plenty of them. ‘As thy days, 
so shall thy strength be; My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee.’ 


“4, If the saints do not persevere, it will 


not be for want of a precious, faithful Saviour, - 


who ever lives to make intercession for 
them, and who has said, ‘I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee.’ There is no need of 
their falling away.

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in that it is not idolatrous. It professes a 
reverence for the Supreme Being. But like 
all human systems of religion it is unsatis- 
factory. It does not meet the wants of the 
soul. It recognizes no divine mediator be- 
tween God and man. Maintained by the 
sword, it exercises a cruel and despotic sway 
over the minds of its votaries. It is remorse- 
lessly intolerant and persecuting, deprives 
men of liberty, upholds slavery and poly- 
gamy, and degrades women to the level of 
the brutes. It is one of the most pcwerful 
Anti-Christian systems in the world, holding 
under its iron sway 176 millions of the human 
race. 


A tradition prevails that Christianity was 
first introduced into India by St. Thomas the 
Apostle. However that may be, when the 
Portuguese arrived in India, a. p. 1500, they 
found a large body of professing Christians, 
with upwards of a hundred churches, who 
traced their history for thirteen hundred 
years through a succession of bishops to the 
Patriarch of Antioch. These Hindus resisted 
all attempts of the Portuguese priests to 
convert them to the Romish faith. “ We are 
Christians,” said they, “and do not worship 
idols.” Some of.them were seized and put 
to death as heretics. Their bishop, Mar 
Joseph, was sent a prisoner to Portugal, 
yielded subjection to the Pope and was sent. 
back to India. Divisions soon afterwards 
arose among the people. The churches were 
scattered. After atime the inquisition was 
established at Goa. Many were compelled

(HE AREA of India is about 1,558,254 
square miles, or half the size of the 
Dominion of Canada. From the northern 
extremity of the Punjab, to Cape Comorin 
in the south, it measures 1830 miles. Its 
greatest breadth is about the same. Its po- 
pulation is estimated at from 240 to 250 
millions. The prevailing religions are Budd- 
hism, Brahmanism, and Mohammedanism. 
The first contains many excellent moral pre- 
cepts and maxims but, practically, it is 
utterly powerless to beget wisdom or virtue. 
It is a religion of atheism. Its doctrines of 
merit teaches its devotees to believe in the 
transmigration of souls. “If any man sin,” 
it tells him to build a pagoda or carve an 
idol. It threatens him with degradation into 
a soulless brute. It leaves him without hope 
and without God in the world. Brahmanism 
is idolatry in its most debasing forms. It 
has 330 millions of gods, but no creed. Sun, 
moon, and stars are deified. Stocks and 
stones, or a lump of clay smeared with red 
paint, are converted into objects of super- 
stitious reverence. The rites which it imposes 
are impure and sensual, and the effect pro- 
duced upon the mind utterly debasing. 
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was born of a noble family in Navarre, in 
1506, a friend and coadjutor of Loyola, and 
was one of the earliest members of the So- 
ciety of Jesuits, and a man of genuine piety 
and extraordinary zeal and devotion. ‘To the 
warning that he would certainly lose his life 
if he went to heathen lands, Xavier replied, 
—“ that is an honour to which such a sinner 
as 1am may not aspire; but this I will say, 
that whatever form of torture or death awaits 
me, I am ready to suffer it ten thousand 
times for the salvation of a single soul.” In 
Travancore, he baptized 10,000 heathens in 
a single month. He visited Ceylon, where 
he found 20,000 Syro-Christians, and baptized 
40,000 natives. In the capital of Japan he 
baptized 38000. He died in the island of 
Sancian, near \‘hina, in 1552, ten years after 
his arrival in India, and was buried with 
Sreat honours at Goa. It is said that there 
are now about a million of R. Catholics in 
India. Many of the priests are natives, but 
most of their “ converts,” are ignorant of the 
word of God, no part of the Bible having ever 
been published by the missionaries of that 
church in any of the languages of India. 

To the Danish Lutheran Church belongs 
the honour of having been the first to plant 
Protestant missions in India. Dr. Mullens 
says of their ea'ly missionaries,—“ They were 
the first to find out what Hinduism really 
is; the first to oppose caste; the first to 
meet the difficulties by which the work in 
India is beset. ‘They lived not in the davs of 
missionary reports and platform speeches. 
No magazines chronicled their difficulties or 
sought sympathy on their behalf. Scarcely 
a man of them ever returned to Europe. 
They came to India young; in India they 
lived; in India they died. They lived in an 
age of gross indulgence, and fousht manfully 
to the last. Honour to their memory!” 
During the first hundred years they sent out 
fifty missionaries, and their converts amount- 
ed to more than 50,000. ZimGENBALD and 
PuutsoHav were the pioneers of this noble 
band. They embarked in 1705. The success 
which attended their first efforts were speed- 
ily followed .by bonds and imprisonment. 
After three years, Grundler, another famed 
missionary, joined them, and laboured for 
eleven years with great zeal. By 1711 they 
had the New Testament translated into 
Tamil. . Numerous conversions took place, 
and so great was the interest excited in their 
work in Britain, that the Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel took them under its 
wing, and George I. addressed a letter to the 
missionaries in acknowledgment of their 
eminent services,—“not only because the 
work undertaken by you of converting the 
heathen to the Christian faith doth, by the 
grace of God, prosper, but also because that 
in this our Kingdom such a laudable zeal for 
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the promotion of the Gospel prevails.” Zeigen- 
bald died in 1719. But the work was carried 
on by Schultze and Dahl and other faithful 
men. In 1726, the mission numbered 678 
converts. In 1733, the first native pastor 
was ordained. 

CHRISTIAN FREDERICK SCHWARTZ was or- 
dained by the Danish Lutheran Church, at 
Copenhagen, in 1749. In July, 1750, he ar- 
rived at Tranquibar under the patronage 
of the S. P. G. Society. Four months later, 
he preached his first sermon in the Tamil 
language. In 1766, he removed to Trichino- 
poly where he was appointed chaplain, and 
where a church was erected for him, seated 
for 2000 persons. The government of Madras 
gave hima salary of £100 a year, the whole 
of which he devoted to the erection of a 
mission-house and school-room, and for the 
relief of the poor. In 1769, he was introduced 
to the Rajah of Tangore, who held frequent 
conversations with him on religious subjects, 
and before his death committed to him the 
education of his adopted son and successor. 
The Madras government appointed him a 
private embassy to Hyder Ah, who also was 
delighted with the missionary and presented 
him with a sum of money to defray his tra- 
velling expenses, but which he used for 
founding an orphanage at Tangore. After 
forty-eight years of self-denying labours, he 
died, 13th February, 179, full of years and 
honours. His success was perhaps greater 
than that of any other protestant missionary 
in India before him, or even since his time. 
By his Christian example, as well as by his 
preaching, he became instrumental in the 
conversion of 10,000 natives from idolatry. 
His great influence drew him into politics, 
but no public man has ever won more univer- 
sal esteem and reverence. “ Mohammedans 
and Hindus vied with his converts and coun- 
trymen in extolling his virtues and deploring 
his decease.” The Rajah erected a monument 
in the mission church in which he is repre- 
sented as grasping the hand of the dying mis- 
sionary and receiving his benediction. The 
East India Company also erected a splendid 
monument to his memory at Madras. 

At this point may be noticed some of the 
hindrances to the spread of Chistianity in 
India. One of the most formidable is the 
division of the people into castes, by which 


the station of each individual is unalterably 


fixed. By this system all motives to exertion 
and improvement are extinguished among 
Hindus. A stupid contentment takes the 
place of enterprize. For a Hindu to lose 
caste, means that no one may eat with him. 
No one will marry into his family. His wife 
and children, even, disown him. He is dis- 
graced for ever; and, to embrace Christianity 
is to Jose caste. The Hindu is a fatilist. He 
believes that the fate of every man is written

on his forehead; that all sin is predeter- 
mined, and therefore cannot be avoided. 
This produces the utmost indifference as to 
futurity. Hereditary veneration for a system 
believed to have existed for hundreds of 
thousands of years is another barrier very 
difficult to overcome. Then there is the 
difficulty which meets missionaries in all 
heathen countries, that of language ; but in 
India there are 243 spoken and written 
languages, and 296 dialects of these which 
have to be mastered before those who use 
them can do much good. To these must be 
added another difficulty, incredible though 
it may seen, namely, that up to the year 1813 
missionary efforts in India were treated with 
pronounced hostility by the East India 
Company, ostensibly on the ground, that 
interference with the religious rites of the 
natives would conduce to create a spirit of 
disloyalty to the government, but in reality 
because it was supposed to be inimical to 
interests of trade and commerce. 

The year 1793 was an important one in the 
history of Indian Missions. In that year Dr. 
Thomas, a medical man who had previously 
practised in India, and the Rev. William 
Carey, an enthusiastic young minister, ar- 
rived in Calcutta, the first agents of the Bap- 
tist Missionary Society then newly formed. 
Thomas, from his luxurious habits, was not 
well suited for the practical work of a mis- 
sionary, but his influence with the govern- 
ment, his knowledge of the country, and his 
genuine goodness of heart rendered him in 
many ways serviceable to the cause. Carey, 
on the other hand, threw his whole soul into 
the work at the very outset, though, to the 
disgrace of the government, the greatest 
difficulty was found in establishing a mission. 
They were forced to leave Calcutta, but 
obtained permission to commence a mission 
at Serampore, a Danish Station on the Hugli, 
a few miles above the capital. Here a church, 
a school, and a printing press were establish- 
ed, and Serampore in course of time became 
an important centre of education and ltera- 
ture. In 1799, the mission was strengthened 
by the arrival of Messrs. Ward, Marshman, 
Brunsdon, and Grant. In 1801, the New 
Testament in Bengali, translated by Carey, 
issued from the mission press. Soon after this, 
Carey was appointed professor of Oriental 
languages in the College of Fort William 
founded by the Marquis of Wellesley. Thence- 
forth his life was chiefly devoted to literary 
work, the most important of which was the 
translation of the Bible into no less than 
twenty-four different dialects, all edited by 
himself. Carey died at Serampore in 1834, 
aged 73, in the forty-first year of his mission 
in India. Despite the ridicule heaped upon 
“the consecrated cobler” and his associates, 
the word of God grew and prevailed, and the 
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name of William Carey will be had in grate- 
ful remembrance when that of his detractors 
are forgotten. As for the society he repre- 
sented, its subsequent carreer in India, and 
elsewhere, has been highly honourable and 
successful. The American Baptists estab- 
lished a mission at Nellore, in 1840. In 1871, 
their converts numbered 5400; they had 64 
preachers and teachers. They have lately 
had great success among the Telugus. At 
one point, Ongole, Mr. Clough reports that 
more than 5000 were received in three 
weeks. “In three months 9147 were bap- 
tized, and the work is still progressing.” 

But we are slightly anticipating the order 
of events in India. On the 6th of February. 
1812, the then newly formed American Board 
of Missions ordained five missionaries and 
designated them to Calcutta. These were 
Messrs. Hall, Judson, Newell, Nott, and Rice. 
Their departure produced a great effect on 
the Christian community in America. They 
received a hearty welcome from Carey and 
his companions, but the East India govern- 
ment no sooner heard of their arrival than 
they ordered them to leave the country. 
Where to go, they knew not. Judson and 
Newell managed with difficulty to eseape to 
the Isle of France (Mauritius.) The others 
eventually reached Bombay. Judson soon 
after this joined the Baptist Church and 
founded a mission at Rangoon, in the Bur- 
man Empire. Rice also joined the Baptists 
and returned to America to report the state 
of affairs and to enlist the Baptist churches 
in Foreign Missions, which he succeeded in 
doing. This missionary band was indeed 
broken up, but in the providence of God it 
was overruled for good. How it came about 
we have not room to tell, but a new era was 
at hand. Wilberforce and a few other noble 
men took a determined stand in the British 
House of Commons, the result of which was 
that the restrictions against sending mis- 
sionaries to India were rescinded on the 13th 
July, 1813, by a vote of 54 against 21. Short- 
ly after, the American Board began their 
mission to the Mahrattas in the presidency 
of Bombay, and they have carried it on with 
much success ever since. A church was 
erected in Bombay in 1822. Schools were 
opened, and a printing establishment set on 
foot which became one of the most complete 
in India. The Bible was printed and cir- 
culated in the Mahratta language, spoken 
by twelve millions of people. Hall died of 
cholera in 1822, but a new band of mission- 
aries was sent out in 1827, another in 1829, 
and from time to time fresh relays. Some 
fifty American missionaries in all have gone 
to this field. The next mission of the Ameri- 
can Board was in Ceylon, in 1815, where nearly 
eighty missionaries have since laboured.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS. 


JESUS AND THE YOUNG. 


Mayfoth. MATTHEW XIX 


¢ HE LESSON opens with an episode in the life of 
our Lord, in words unspeakably precious to 
parents and teachers, containing as they do 
the Saviour’s explicit recognition of the church- 
membership of children. Compare Mark 10 : 13- 
27 and Luke 18: 15-27. Ws. 13-15. Zhen were 
brought—by their parents, presumably. z¢tle 
children — infants, Luke 18: 15, that he might 
bless them in patriarchal fashion, Gen. 48 : 14-15. 
The disciples rebuked them—as being officious and 
troublesome. This they did in other cases, on 
several occasions, but always against His mind, as 
in ch. I5 : 23, and Luke 18: 39. But Jesus turns 
their rebuke upon themselves. He was ‘‘ much 
displeased ”»—Mark 10 ; 14. Suffer them to come— 
the same words as in Mark and Luke. For of 
such—not only of child-like persons, Matt. 18 ; 3- 
4, but children in the literal sense : infants even. 
Is the Kingdom—it belongs to such, until by actual 
transgression they disinherit themselves. Lazd his 
hands on them—an encouragement to parents to 
dedicate their children to Him in infancy. V. 16. 
The person now introduced is a young man: in a 
high social position, (Luke 18 : 18) ; very rich, (v. 
22) : of irreproachable moral character, (Mark Io ; 
21) ; an anxious enquirer, (Mark 10: 17), believed 
in eternal life, and was anxious to obtain it. He 
recognizes Christ as @ good Teacher. V. 17. 
Jesus does not decline the appellation ‘‘ good.” 
He means rather, ‘‘ Do you recognize me as the 
good—divine Teacher?” That question he did 
not answer. Jf thou wt enter—Eternal life is life 
in Christ, upon which believers enter now, John 3: 
36. <Keep—it is not enough to vow the command- 
ments. Which ?—as much as to say, shew me one 
I have not kept? Vs, 20, 21. All these have I 
kept—The secret leaks out: he is trusting to his 
self-righteousness. What lack I yet ?—He has 
some qualms of conscience. Jf thou wilt be per- 
ject—In Mark and Luke it is,—one thing thou 
Jackest—Ah ! that one thing is a fatal lack. Go 
and sell all—Riches were his idol. He must part 
with them, 1 John 5:21. This Christ says sub- 
stantially to all his disciples, ch.6:24. Follow 
me—If property interferes with following Christ it 
must be given up, ch. 16; 24. He went away— 
sorry to part with Christ, but preferring the com- 
forts of earth to the treasures of heaven. He 
never came back! The remainder of this chapter 
and the parable that follows in the next, form an in- 
structive commentary on this remarkable interview. 

LEARN, first, The duty of bringing children to 
Christ. They may become true christians at a 
very early age. Second, Morality, however 
respectable will not secure heaven. Great 
wealth cannot secure peace of mind, and is only 
valuable when used for the glory of God. Christ 
demands from all his followers absolute subjection 
of the heart. Everlasting life will more than 
compensate for all the sacrifices we can make now.

13-26 T° IS PARABLE is different from that of the great 


supper, in Luke 14 ; 15, and is recorded by 

Matthew alone. In it Christ reveals himself 
in his exalted character as ‘‘the King’s Son ”’— 
the Son of God. Gospel privileges are represented 
as a feast ; so in Isa. 25 : 6. They include church- 
membership, many precious promises, the comforts: 
of the Spirit, pardon of sin, and assurance of 
eternal life. V.3. Sent forth his servants—begin- 
ning with John the Beptist, then the twelve, after- 
wards the seventy. Them that were biddem—more 
particularly the Jews, so often invited by the pro- 
phets, and now by the Apostles, and Christ Him- 
self. Zhey would not come—said regretfully, as im 
other places, ch. 23 : 34-37, John 5:40. Vs. 4-6. 
Other servants—a testimony to the long-suffering 
and patience of God in repeating the Gospel invi- 
tation. A// things are ready—The crucifixion was 
nigh at hand, and this points to the great sacrifice 
by which every provision for salvation was com- 
pleted.1 Corn 52.7, 8.00) John 1621151, 33 pmCoge 
unto the marriage—The gracious invitation is 
pressed upon all to enter into the mystical union 
existing betwixt Christ and his helieving people. 
They made light of tt—some, from sheer indifference,, 
pursued their worldly avocations ; others began a 
course of open persecution. V. 7. When the 
king heard thereof—Kings are supposed to be well- 
informed about their subjects, Acts, 26:26. But 
God is omniscient, Ps. 139. Hewas wroth—at the 
affront put both upon His Son and Himself, Ps. 7 = 
11. Sent forth his armies—a reference to the Ro- 
man invasion, 40 years later. Destroyed those 
murderers—over 1,100,000 were slain during the 
siege of Jerusalem, ‘‘ the city of the Great King.’””

He might have 
had one, for it would be offered ; therefore he was.

‘‘ Worthiness ” consists in ‘‘ putting on the Lord 
Jesus,” Rom. 13:14. Vs. 12, 13. How camest 
thou ?—Ingratitude and presumption are implied 
in coming without the wedding garment.

/ess—the terrible silence of self-conviction. Bind 
him, &c—a picture of the doom that awaits unbe- 
lievers !—utter helplessness : the blackness of dark- 
ness for ever, Jude 13: Weeping—‘‘Tears then 
extorted will be vain, the hour of mercy past,” 


MANY ARE CALLED FEW CHOSEN—is ‘the practi- 
cal moral of the parable. Many hear the Gospel 
call. How few, comparatively, accept the great 
salvation! It is not owing to God that sinners. 
perish, but to their own unbelief. We may and 
ought to come to God ‘‘just as we are:” but we 
may not remain as we are, Rom. 4 : 21-32.

Shall separate 
then—The good and the bad lived together on 
earth, then they shall be parted for evermore, and 
each shall go ‘‘to his own place.” Zhe sheep— 
symbols of meekness and docili-y, John 10 ; 26,27.

The reply forbids 
the supposition that men are saved on account 
of their good works. The righteous answer—ex- 
press humble astonishment that Christ considered 
as done to Himself such trifling services as they 
had rendered to the brethren, Matt.

MATTHEW XXVI : 36-50.

garden, rather an orchard, stocked with 
olive-trees which gave name to the ‘‘Mount” 
or hill on which they grew. Called Gethsemane 
from a rock-hewn trough in it, in which the olives 
were trodden with the feet and the oil expressed. 
Eight very old olive trees may still be seen within 
a walled enclosure supposed to b2 the scene of our 
Saviour’s agony, and of his betrayal—where ‘‘ the 
man of sorrows,” trod the wine-press alone, Isa, 
63:3. Compare Mark 14 ; 32-50. Luke 22.: 39- 
54. Jesus and his disciples ‘‘ were wont” to come 
hither for prayer and meditation. V. 37. On this 
occasion, leaving the eet at the entrance, he took 
the three confidential disciples who had witnessed 
his transfiguration to a retired part of the garden, 
and began to be sorrowful and very heavy—The 
crushing weight of a worlds’ sin and ingratitude 
lay upon his soul, Isa. 53:6. He foresaw the 
treachery of Judas, v. 21 ; his denial by Peter, v. 
34 ; his desertion by all the other disciples. v. 56. 
He also looked forward to the physical sufferings 
he would endure on the cross. The fear of death 
did not produce this agony. For he was about to 
make a voluntary surrender of his life, John to: 
18. V. 38. Zarry ye here—bear me company. 
Though they could neither understand nor share 
his agony, he would have them near him ; even 
their sympathy was grateful to him in that trying 
hour. V. 39. A Uittle farther—‘‘ about a stone’s 
cast,’ Luke 22 ; 41, he advanced into the deeper 
shade, and was alone, with God. fell on his face— 
overcome with sorrow beyond endurance, he sought 
relief in prayer. A brief, trustful, earnest prayer, 
expresSing complete resignation to the will of his 
Father! V.4o. Returning to the three disciples, 
he findeth them asleep—produced by grief, Luke 
22: 45, weariness and excitement. Sazth unto 
Peter—who had been foremost in his protestations 
of attachment to him, vs. 33, 34. ‘‘Could not 
ye”—my most trusted friends ‘‘ Watch with 
me’?—your Master? He had not asked them to die 
with him, but only to watch, and that only for one 
brief hour ! alas for the weakness of human nature ! 
V. 41. Watch and pray—be ever on your guard 
against temptation : to enter into it willingly is to 
be surely overcome by it. Ephes. 6 ; 18 and 1 Pet, 
5:8. The spirit is willing—How loving a con- 
struction he put on their infirmity! Vs. 42-44, 
Again, and yet again, Jesus rejoins the disciples, 
and returns to pray ‘‘ more earnestly,” Luke 22; 
44. This agonizing in prayer is referredto by Paul 
in Heb. 5: 7-9. Vs. 45, 46. Sleep on now...... 
Rise—The seeming contradiction is explained by 
supposing that, in the meantime, Judas and his 
band were seen approaching. Vs. 48-50. Had 
master, and kissed him—the traitor basely used the 
liberty Christ had allowed his followers to facilitate 
his heartless designs. rzend—rather comrade— 
amazing example of gentleness under the greatest 
provocation.

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Our own Church. 


HE GENERAL ASSEMBLY is appointed to 
meet in Crescent Street Church, Mon- 
treal, un Wednesday, the ninth of June, at 
hali-past seven o’clock in the evening. We 
take it on ourselves to say that the Com- 
missioners who shall attend the Assembly 
will receive a hearty welcome from the 
citizens of Montreal. The number of repre- 
sentatives—lay and clerical—is about 350, 
being one fourth of the whole number of 
ministers, and an equal number of acting 
elders. The disposal of the remits which 
were sent down to the Presbyteries by last 
General Assembly will necessarily occupy a 
good deal of time. They include the status 
of retired ministers; the mode in which 
ministers from other churches shall be re- 
ceived; the question as to the validity of 
Roman Catholic ordination in the case of ex- 
priests being admitted into the Presbyterian 
Church. The advisability, or otherwise, of 
establishing a Presbyterian University for the 
purpose of conferring Theological degrees. 
The adoption of a Hymn-book for the use of 
the congregations. The chief business, how- 
ever, will be the consideration of business 
arising out of the reports on the Home and 
Foreign Missions of the Church, and those of 
the Colleges; the work among the French- 
speaking people of Canada, ana our Sehhath- 
schools. And it is notimprobable that “The 
deceased wife’s sister,” may be introduced 
to the Supreme Court. 


The amounts contributed for Home Mis- 
sions up to 15th April are, for the Western 
' Section, $42,528, for the Eastern Section, 
$9,428, making together, $51,956, by far 
‘the largest sum that has been contributed 
by the Church since the union. 


THe Rev Witiiam M. Brack, minister of 
Anwoth, Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland, is at 
present in Canada, and will probably re- 
main till after the General Assembly. 

Tor Rev. W. Masson, late of Galt, [Ont., 
has been unanimously elected minister of 
the parish of Duffus, Morayshire, Scotland, 
vacant by the death of late Rev. Dr. Brander. 

Correction : The Presbytery of Huron 
disapproved of the establishment of a Pres- 


byterian University by a majority of one. 
Our report, in March, read that it had been 
“ approved.” 

Rey. Dr. Steen, of Sydney, N.S. W., the 
Superintendent of the New Hebrides Mission, 
is expected to visit America on his way to 
Europe, and will probably be in Montreal at 
the time of the meeting of the General As- 
sembly. Dr. Steel has recently published a 
work on the South Sea Missions, with notes 
on the labour traffic and “ Kidnapping,” and 
of a cruise through the group in the mission 
ship, ‘‘ the Dayspring.” 

THE CoLLEGES. The sessions of Knox Col- 
lege, Toronto, and of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Montreal, were each brought to a close 
on the 7th of April. The Convocation Hall 
of Knox College was crowded on the occasion 
of its thirty-sicth annual closing. Principal 
Caven, after referring to the continued pros- 
perity of the Institution, made a touching 
reference to the death of Dr, Topp, who in 
his life-time had rendered signal services to 
the College and the Church. After the usual 
academic announcements had been made, 
Professor McLaren delivered an elaborate 
and able address upon ‘‘The Rule of Faith 
and private judgment.” The closing exer- 
cises of the Montreal College were held in 
Erskine Church, in presence of a large con- 
gregation. Principal MacVicar presided and 
announced the results of the session. The 
prize and scholarship men were brought to 
the front. The graduating class—ten in 
number—received their diplomas, and the 
proceedings, which were interesting through- 
out, were terminated by a brief address from 
the Principal. The total number of graduates 
is now sixty-one. Over forty of the stu- 
dents will go out this summer as mission- 
aries. The number of scholarships was 
twenty. The pressing needs of the College 
are, additional professors, increased ac- 
commodation, and, Endowment. 

THE GRADUATES OF QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY 
have elected Sandford Fleming, C.E., E.M.G., 
of Ottawa, Chancellor of the University for 
the next three years by a majority of four 
votes over his competitor, Hon. V. C. Blake.

NEW CHURCHES. 


CaRLISLE. — London Presbytery :—A very 
tasteful and comfortable church was opened 
at this place, on 2lst March, by the Rev. 
John Smith, of Toronto, and the Rev. D. B. 
Whimster, of Vanneck. Size 50 x 30 feet: 
cost, $3200. 

Toronto :— West Presbyterian Church. This 
beautiful church edifice was opened for divine 
worship on Sabbath, 18th April. The Rev. J. 
K. Smith, of Galt, preached in the morning, 


Rey. Dr. Potts, of Toronto, in the afternoon, 


and Rev. Dr. Cochrane, of Brantford, in the 
evening. 


CuuRcH BURNT. We regret to record the 
destruction by fire of the church at Debert, 
in the Presbytery of Truro, which took place 
on Sunday night, the 21st March. The fire 
had made great progress before it was no- 
ticed, and no article of the furniture except 
a sofa was saved. The church was only a 
year old, and there were $500 debt on it, and 
no insurance! The congregation have re- 
selved to commence a new building without 
delay, but their. resources will be se- 
verely taxed as they have to pay $500 on the 
ashes of the late building. 

Manse. The congregation at Woodstock, 
N. B.,a mere handful of people, are engaged 
in building a manse. 


Meetings of Vreshyteries. 


Church, Pictou, in favour of Rev. James 
Carruthers, was sustained and ordered 

to be transmitted to the Presbytery of Truro. 
Mr. Brouillette submitted an interesting 
report in reference to the work of French 
Evangelization at Stellarton. His report 
indicated that during the term of the Mis- 
sion 85 families out of about 150 had forsaken 
the Churéh of Rome, that all these had lis- 
tened respectfully to the preaching of the 
Gospel by the missionaries, that quite a num- 


age : 30th March :—A call from Knox 
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ber of the French people had become mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian church, that by 
their willingness to contribute to the support 
of the Gospel and by their general good con- 
duct they had manifested the power which 
the truth exercised over them, and that he 
had evidence that many of the converts who 
had returned to France or gone to other 
places, as well as those who had continued 
under his oversight, had maintained their 
integrity. Mr. Brouillette stated further, 
that on account of the depression of business 
and other causes, almost all the French 
people had removed from Stellarton, so that 
at the present time there is not sufficient 
employment for a permanent missionary in 
the field. The Presbytery agreed to record 
their satisfaction with the diligence of the 
missionary, their gratification at the measure 
of success which had attended his labours as 
well as those of his predecessors at Stellar- 
ton, and to request the Board to retain Mr. 
Brouillette at least three months longer. 
A letter from Rev. T. Cumming was read 
tendering his resignation of the clerkship, 
on account of illness. The Presbytery ex- 
pressed their sympathy with Mr. Cumming 
in his affliction, resolved to allow his resigna- 
tion to lie on the table, and to requested Mr. 
McCurdy to act for Mr. Cumming meantime. 


Hauirax: 6th April :—The Presbytery met 
in Poplar Grove church, and received reports 
of missionary meetings held in nearly all the 
congregations. In all these meetings the 
people manifested a warm interest in the 
Church’s work. Arrangements were made 
for the supply of mission stations connected 
with the Presbytery. Moderation in a call 
was granted to Sheet Harbour. 


Mrramicur: 6th April:—The Presbytery 
met at Bathurst. Steps were taken for or- 
ganizing Douglasstown into a separate con- 
gregation, and an interim session appointed, 
Rev. Dr. Jardine, Moderator,—Reports of 
missionary meetings were given in, all of an 
encouraging character. Interim Reports on 
Religion and on Sabbath-schools were given 
in, and ordered to be completed as soon as 
practicable. Escuminac applies for a cate- 
chist, and offers $100 with board. The appli- 
cation was approved by Presbytery and or- 
dered to be transmitted to t' » Home Mission 
Board. Rev. D. McRae was no ninated for 
the Moderatorship of the General Assembly 
and Rev. Thomas Nicholson for that of Synod. 
The following Commissioners to the General 
Assembly were appointed,—Revs. M. Mac- 
kenzie, Dr. Jardine, I’. Nicholson, 8. Houston, 
and Messrs. Busteed, Dr. Benson, Brander, 
and Peebles (of Quebec). A report on con- 
gregational constitutions was considered, and 
it was resolved to submit it to Synod for 
approval, 
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LUNENBURGH AND YarMmouTH: 30th March: 
—Rev. Isaac Simpson was inducted into the 
pastoral charge of La Have. After the im- 
pressive services of the induction, the Pres. 
bytery called the attention of the congrega- 
tion to the claims upon them of the Schemes 
of the Church. Two successive meetings had 
been appointed at La Have to bring this 
matter before the people, but both meetings 
were prevented by tremendous storms. On 
the last occasion the storm came immediate- 
ly after the meeting. 


Sr. Joun: 9th March :—The supplemented 
congregations came under careful review 
and recommendations were made from facts 
elicited from reports of visiting deputations. 
Representatives to attend the General As- 
sembly, which meets in Montreal in June, 
were chosen as follows :—By rotation from 
roll—Rev. Dr. Waters, A. J. Mowat, and J. 
Hogg. By ballot—Rev. Dr. Bennett, D. Mc- 
Rae, Dr. Maclise, J. C. Burgess. Elders, 
Messrs. D. Mitchell, J. McAllister, G. Robert- 
son, Judge Stevens, M. Lindsay, R. Cruik- 
shank and A. G. Bowes. Rev. D. McRae was 
nominated for Moderator of the ensuing 
General Assembly, and Rey. Dr. Waters as 
Moderator for the Synod.—A letter was read 
from Rev. W. P. Begg, demitting his charge of 
St. Stephen congregation, with a view of re- 
turning to Scotland. A unanimous call was 
laid upon the table from St. James Church 
in favour of Rev. J. Sutheriand. The call was 
sustained, accepted by Mr. Sutherland, and 
arrangements were made for his induction 
on the 30th inst. Remits from the General 
Assembly were laid over until the next meet- 
ing of Presbytery. 


WatiacE: 24th February :—Mr. A. Gray 
was, after due trial, licensed to preach the 
Gospel. Mr. MacKay was appointed to mo- 
derate in a call at Earltown when he should 
find the congregation ready.—It was agreed 
that a collection be taken up in the congre- 
gations within the bounds to defray the ex- 
penses of the Presbytery’s Commissioners to 
the General Assembly.—The Presbytery met 
again at Wallace on March 16th, and consi- 
dered Mr. Murray’s demission of the pastorate 
of St. Matthew’s, Wallace. The congregation 
expressed their great regret at Mr. Murray’s 
demission, but in the circumstances would 
offer no opposition to it. Presbytery agreed 
to accept the same, the demission to take 
effect on the first Sabbath of May. A minute 
was adopted expressing the Presbytery’s 
very high estimation of Mr. Murray and their 
deep regret at having to part with him,—Mr. 
Sedgewick reported that he had moderated 
in a call at New Annan which was in favour 
of Mr. A. Gray. The call was sustained and 
ordered to be forwarded to Mr. Gray. Mr. 
Tallach submitted his resignation of the pas- 
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toral charge of St. Stephen, Amherst. It was 
agreed that it lie on the table in the mean- 
time, and the congregation be cited to appear 
for their interests at the next meeting. The 
next meeting will be held at Wallace, on 
Tuesday, May 4th. 


QureBEc: 17th March :—Dr. Mathews re- 
ported on behalf of the committee to enquire 
into the state of the French congregation in 
Quebec, recommending that Mr. Duclos and 
his congregation be received into the Pres- 
bytery as a mission station. A petition from 
a number of families at Riviere du Loup, 
desiring to be organized as a mission station, 
and to receive stated supply, was read, and 
steps were taken with a view of acceding to 
the prayer of the petition. An overture to 
the General Assembly anent the division of 
the Presbytery was adopted. The following 
were appointed Commissioners to the General 
Assembly :—Messrs. John McDonald, John 
McKenzie, Dr. Cook, and Dr. Mathews,— 
ministers: Messrs. /ineas McMaster, Hon. 
David Ross, Rev. J. E. Tanner, and J. R. 
Macdonald,—e/ders. Rev. Donald McRae, of 
St. John’s N. B., was nominated as moderator 
of the next General Assembly. It was de- 
cided that ordination by the Church of Rome 
should be regarded as valid. The overture 
anent the mode in which ‘ministers from 
other Churches, seeking admission into the 
Presbyterian Church, shall be received, was 
approved of. 


Montreav: 6th April :—The city ministers 
and elders were appointed a committee to 
make arrangements for the meeting of the 
General Assembly in June—Mr. Warden, 
convener. Revds. D. W. Morison ‘and James 
Fleck, received leave of absence to visit 
Britain. The Home Mission report shewed 
encouraging progress. Rev. John Jones was 
appointed stated supply for Taylor Church 
during next six months. $250, being one half 
of certain special contributions to the As- 
sembly’s Home Mission Fund, was designated 
to the Barrie Presbytery to aid in paying the 
deduction of 25 per cent, made a year ago, 
from grants to ministers of supplemented 
charges and Mission Stations within the 
bounds. The following were elected Com- 
missioners to the General Assembly, viz,— 
W. Furlong, C. M. McKerracher, C. A. Dou- 
diet, W. A. Johnston, J. Hally, J. Scrimger, 
J. S. Black, Dr. Jenkins, Principal MacVicar, 
R. Campbell, and James Patterson—minis- 
ters: Messrs. A. C. Hutcheson, R. H.Warden, 
D. Morrice, A. Macpherson, Dr. Christie, W. 
D. Maclaren, John Stirling, G. 8. Spence, W. 
Darling, Junr., Warden King, and James 
Brodie—elders. Rev. J. Black,—convener, pre- 
sented the report on Sabbath-schools. The 
number of such in the Presbytery is 65: 
teachers 527 : scholars 4117: the missionary 
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collections were $2115 for the year—an aver- 
age of 51 cents per scholar. The catechism 
is taught in all the schools. The evening 
sederunt was devoted to a conference, with 
teachers and others, on the subjects of Sab- 
bath-school Libraries, and the Relation of 
the Sabbath school to Missions. Mr. John 
L. Morris, of St. Paul’s Church, introduced 
the former subject, and Mr. Davis, of Erskine 
Church, the latter. An interesting discus- 
sion followed. The following—graduates this 
session of the Presbyterian College of Mon- 
treal_were examined, and the Presbytery 
agreed to apply to the Synod for leave to 
license them as preachers of the Gospel :— 
Messrs. J. A. Anderson, B.A.; J. K. Baillie; 
©. McLean; M D. M. Blakely, B.A.; T. A. 
Bouchard ; A. H. Macfarlane, B.A.; T. A. Nel- 
son; J. F. McLaren; P. R. Ross, and W. 
Shearer. On motion of Mr. Campbell, Presby- 
tery resolved to petition the Legislature to 
take no further action in regard to the Bill 
relating to marriage with a deceased wife’s 
sister, until an opportunity was given the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada to express an opinion upon it. 


GLENGARRY: 9th March:—It was agreed 
that the names of retired ministers be re- 
tained on the roll of their Presbyteries with 
leave to deliberate, but not to vote. The 
remit anent a Presbyterian University was 
disposed of as follows :—“ That the Presby- 
tery, without expressing its views in refer- 
ence to the establishing of a Presbyterian 
University, recommend that the Assembly 
take steps necessary to put all the Theolo- 
gical Halls on an equal footing in reference 
to the conferring of Degrees in Divinity.” In 
regard to Romish ordination, it was agreed, 
“That reformed priests, received into this 
Church, when appointed to a professor's 
chair in any of our Theological Halls, or 
called to the pastorate of congregations, be set 
apart in the ordinary way, by prayer, etc.” 
The foliowing were elected Commissioners 
to the General Assembly :—Messrs. W. A. 
Lang, J. Ferguson, R. Binnie, and Dr. Lamont 
—ministers: and Messrs. Donald Ferguson, 
J. Simpson, F. D. McLennan, and G. H. Mc- 
Gillivray—elders. Notice of motion was given 
respecting the election of Commissioners. A 
committee was appointed to watch the bill 
for legalizing marriage with a deceased wife’s 
sister. 


BrRockvitLtE: 16th March :—Rev. Donald 
McRae, of St. John, N.B., was nominated 
Moderator of the General Assembly. The fol- 
lowing Commissioners were elected:—Messrs. 
HK. Millan, A. Rowat, J. Stewart, and Wm. M. 
McKibbin—ministers : Messrs. Hall, Wallace, 
Thomson and Marshall—elders. Respecting 
Romish ordination, the following deliverance 
was adopted,—“ That inasmuch as the Church 


of Rome is Antichrist, when reformed priests 
from that communion are received as minis- 
ters of this Church, they shall be ordained 
by prayer and imposition of hands.” Mr. 
Leishman submitted an overture praying the 
General Assembly to authorize the publica- 
tion of a Manual of Presbyterian Form of 
Church Government, for use in the families 
of our congregations and, particularly, suited 
for the instruction of the young. 


LANARK AND Renrrew:) 16th March :—Mr. 
Edmondson was elected Moderator. A minute 
was adopted in reference to the death of 
Professor Mackerras, expressing the great 
esteem and regard which the members of 
the Presbytery entertained towards him. The 
remit on a Presbyterian University was ne- 
gatived by a large majority. That on Romish 
ordination was decided by a vote of 17 to 13, 
as follows :—“ That this Presbytery while 
admitting the validity of the ordination of 
the R. C. Church in general terms, yet, re- 
cognizing the fact of its growing corruption, 
prefers to allow the matter in each case to 
be decided as it comes up rather than lay 
down arule or regulation which afterwards 
might become a matter of grave difficulty. 
From this decision Dr. Mann and Messrs. 
Lochead Bennett and McKillop dissented. 
The regulations for the admission of ministers 
from other Churches was adopted simpliciter. 
The following Commissioners were elected 
to the General Assembly,— By rotation, 
Messrs. Porteous, MacAlister, Gandier, and 
A. A. Scott. By ballot, Messrs. Crombie, 
Bennett, and Ballantyne, elders. Messrs. Bell, 
Wilson, Hart, Bryson, Clark, Frost, and J. 
Macdougall. Mr. Donald McRae was una- 
nimously nominated Moderator of Assembly. 
A considerable portion of time was spent in 
the consideration of the extensive Home 
Mission work of the Presbytery, and an even- 
ing sederunt was devoted to a conference 
on Sabbath-school work. A case from the 
congregation of Knox Church, Perth, was 
appealed to the Synod. 


_ Kinaston: 9th March :—Messrs. G. C. Pat- 
terson and J. Cumberland applied to be 
taken on trials for license. An obituary 
minute was adopted expressing in strong 
terms the loss sustained by the Presbytery 
and the Church at large through the death 
of Professor Mackerras. An assessment of 
twenty cents per family was found necessary 
for the Presbytery fund. Queen’s College 
Missionary Association have undertaken to 
assist the Presbytery in supplying their ex- 
tensive mission field. Remit anent reception 
of ministers was approved of. That anent 
Presbyterian University was disapproved of. 
It was decided by a majority to leave the 
matter of Roman Catholic ordination to be 
disposed of as formerly. Mr. Boyd resigned 
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charge of Demorestville congregation, and 
Mr. Stuart, of Trenton, obtained leave of 
absence for four months on account of ill 
health. 


PETERBOROUGH: 23rd March :—The usual 
steps were taken towards the licensing of 
Mr. W. A. Hunter. The delegates to the 
Assembly are :—ministers: Messrs. McWil- 
liam, Ballentine, and Hodnett, by rotation ; 
Messrs. Bell, Cameron, and Cleland, by ballot. 
The elders chosen by ballot were: J. F. 
Clarke, Port Hope; J. Sutherland, Cobourg ; 
L. Carnegie, Peterboro’; W. E. Johnston, 
Grafton ; John Ballagh, Port Hope ; and 
Sheriff Hall, Peterboro’. 


Toronto : 30th March:—Ata pro re nata 
meeting, arrangements were made for the in- 
duction of Rev. H. M. Parsons, to the charge 
of Knox Church, Toronto. It was reported 
that a harmonious union of the congregations 
of Bethel Church and Zion Church, Orange- 
ville, had been agreed upon by all parties 
interested, whereupon the Presbytery delared 
them to be united as one congregation, with 
the Rev. W. E. Mackay as moderator of 
the united Kirk-sessions. 


Barrie : 23rd March:—The following com- 
missioners were appointed,—Revds. D. 
McDonald, Dr. Fraser, G. Craw, W. Anderson, 
E. W. Panton, and E. W. B. Millard—minis- 
ters: Messrs. J. McL. Stevenson, G. Stewart, 
J. Cerswell, Jr., R. Little, Jas. Gow, and 
George Hodgetts—elders. Mr. E. W. Panton 
resigned charge of Bradford and 2nd W. 
Gwillimbury, to facilitate the re-arrangement 
of congregations. It was agreed to overture 
the General Assembly to make the opening 
and closing of Knox and Montreal colleges 
a month later than is customary, so as to suit 
better the arrangements made for the stu- 
dent missionaries employed within the 
bounds. 


SaucEen : 16th March :—Mr. Campbell 
read the Home Mission report, which was 
received, and carefully considered. Arran- 
gements were made for the supply of stations 
during the summer. The following were ap- 
pointed Commissioners to the General As- 
sembly :—Ministers: Messrs. Morrison and 
Fraser, by rotation; and Messrs. Macmillan 
and Campbell, by ballot. Klders: Messrs. 
Wm. Kerr, Geo. Crow, Saml. Neil, and N. D. 
McKenzie. 


Hamitton : 16th March :—The following 
were appointed Commissioners to the General 
Assembly,—ministers, Messrs. Fenton, Wal- 
ker, Fletcher, Laing, McGuire, Lyle, Bruce, 
Goldsmith, Grant, McMecan; elders: Dr. Mc- 
Donald, Messrs. A. Wilson, R. McQueen, Da- 
vid McLellan, Wm. Henderson, A. J. McKen- 
zie, J. Charlton, Jas. Hutchison, John Stewart, 
A. Chapman. Leave of absence was granted 
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to Mr. Thynne. After much discussion, the 
following resolution anent the remit on a 
Presbyterian University was adopted by a 
vote of ten to three: ‘ That the principle of 
the proposed Act be approved of so far as to 
affirm the expediency of having opportunity 
afforded to the students in our theological 
colleges of obtaining degrees in Divinity in 
connection with the institutions in which 
they have studied.” An overture anent tra- 
velling expenses for Commissioners to the 
General Assembly, by Mr. Root, of Paris, was 
sent to a committee for consideration. Dr. 
George Bell, of Walkerton, was unanimously 
nominated as Moderator for the next Assem- 
bly.. The remit on the validity of Romish 
ordination was disposed of by adopting the 
following resolution on a vote of nine to one. 
“That, in the opinion of this Presbytery, 
Roman Catholic ordination to the priesthood 
should not be regarded as valid in such sense 
as to be equivalent to ordination to the office 
of minister in a Reformed Church.” 


Lonpon : 16th March :—The following were 
elected Commissioners to the ensuing Gene- 
ral Assembly :—Messrs. L. Cameron, J. 
Thomson, G. Sutherland, M. Fraser, K. Mac- 
donald, N. McKinnon, J. A. Murray, P. Me- 
Dermid, G. Cuthbertson, and Dr. Proudfoot,— 
ministers: and Colin McDougal, T. Gordon, 
Hon. A. Vidal, A. Murray, Mr. Duff, W. Cole, 
A. Brodie, D. Turner; G. Telfer, and W. Mc- 
Laren—elders. The report of the Home 
Mission Committee of the Presbytery was 
read and adopted- It told of alarge amount 
of work done. After a very able and interest- 
ing debate which lasted for four hours, the 
recommendation of the Committee which 
makes ordination by the Romish Church 
valid, was carried by a vote of 19 to 13. The 
division of the Presbytery, and the applica- 
tions of certain persons for admission to the 
Church as ministers, were then disposed of. 


CuaTtHamM: 23rd March :— Arrangements 
were made for the induction of Rev. Neil 
McDiarmid at Elmira, Ilinois, U. 8., on 21st 
April. (A Gaelic congregation long in connec- 
tion with the Canada Presbyterian Church.) 
Rev. William King tendered resignation of 
the Buxton mission charge. The following 
were appointed Commissioners to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, viz:—Messrs. A. Currie, F. 
Smith, J. Becket, and J. R. Battisby—minis- 
ters: and Messrs. McKerricher, McLaren, 
Linton, and Callum—elders. In re Romish 
ordination, it was agreed “ that re-ordination 
is not necessary on the part of those already 
ordained according to the rules and usages 
of the Church of Rome.” Rev. W. Armstrong 
gave in the report on Sabbath-schools. Re- 
ports on the State of Religion were ordered 
to be sent to Rev. J. Gray, Windsor. . 


Huron: 9th March:—Report of Sabbath- 
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school Convention held in Goderich last 
month was adopted. There are 2,874 scholars 
attending Sabbath schools within the bounds 
of this Presbytery. The following parties 
were appointed members of the General As- 
sembly, viz: Messrs. 
Danby, A. D. McDonald, A. McLean,—minis- 
ters: and Messrs. Carnochan, A. Matheson, 
S. McCaughey, Kerr, and Capt. Gibson— 
elders. 


Maniropa : 10th March:—The matter of 
the re-ordination of Koman Catholic priests 
seeking admission into the Presbyterian 
Church was considered, and it was agreed 
that cases of this kind be dealt with by the 
General Assembly as they may arise. The 
chief business transacted was in connection 
with the Home Mission report and the re- 
commendations therein contained respecting 
the engagement and the payment of mis- 
sionaries. The salary of married mission- 


aries was fixed at $900 per annum, and that: 


of unmarried, $700. Butan increased amount 
may be given to any missionary sent far into 
the interior, on the recommendation of the 
Presbytery. Applications were agreed to be 
made to the Assembly’s Home Mission Com- 
mittee for the re-appointment of such mis- 
sionaries as the Presbytery may desire, whose 
terms of engagement have expired, and also 
for the appointment of a number of addition- 
al missionaries. Mr. W. D. Russell’s arrival 
_ was reported, and his name was added to the 
roll of the Presbytery. Dr. Black presented 
a report of the Foreign Mission Committee 
embodying elaborate statements by Messrs. 

McKay and Flett. Matters affecting the 
property at Prince Albert were referred to 
the Foreign Mission Committee. The matter 
of the liquor traffic was brought beforé the 
notice of the court, when, after discussion, 
the Temperance Committee was instructed 
to take steps to prepare a careful and deci- 

ded statement anent the following topics, 
and have it published, that is to say, approving 
_ of the steps taking in two of the counties of 
this Province to have the Canada Temperance 
Act adopted, and recommending ministers, 
elders, members and adherents of the 
Church to use their influence, not only in the 
two counties referred to, but also in the rest 
of the Province; (2) condemning the Beer 
Act of 1880; and (3) recommending all con- 
nected with the Church to abstain from the 
use of alcoholic liquors as a beverage. The 
Presbytery deliberated on a remit sent down 
from the General Assembly in regard to the 
status of retired ministers, when it decided 
to recommend the General Assembly to deal 
with cases as they arise. A remit about the 
reception of ministers from other Churches 
was approved of, with the exception of 

clause eleven.

HE Rev. Dr. Matheson of Innellan, Scot- 
land, has received a unanimous call to 
the congregation of Crown Court, Lon- 
don, vacant by the resignation of Dr. John 
Cumming. The Rey.J. Munro Gibson, of Se- 
cond Presbyterian Church, Chicago, has had a 
call to London, Eng. The 17th. of March, being 
the hundredth anniversary of the birth of Dr. 
Thomas Chalmers, was made the occasion, in 
Scotland, of much ardent commemoration and 
reminiscence. The Free Church Assembly 
Hall in Edinburgh was filled to its utmost 
capacity, and glowing addresses by the leading 
ministers of that Church awakened pleasant 
memories of the great Scottish philosopher, 
preacher, and philanthropist. It was announ- 
ced that the sum of $25,000 had been con- 
tributed by a member of the Free Church to 
found a“ Chalmers’ Lectureship.” The Rev. W. 
Fleming Stevenson of Dublin, is making good 
use of the information acquired by him in 
his recent missionary tour around the world. 
He has given Edinburgh students a compre- 


hensive course of lectures on missions, and 
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‘has been requested to repeat them for the 
‘benefit of the citizens generally. His accounts 
of the mission fields of India, China, and 
_Japan, in “Good words” for 1879, are remark- 
ably well written, and full of interesting de- 
‘tails respecting the progress of Christianity 
in these lands. In many quarters there 
seems to be a revival of interest in the cause 
of Missions. The great Missionary Conference 
recently held in London has called attention 
to the rapid extension of missionary agencies 
in all lands during the past year. On the 
.question of Mission finance, the Free Church 
Record for April, says,—“ The first collection 
for missions in the Church of Scotland was 
made in 1826, and amounted to about £590. 
In 1833, the annual income had risen to 
£1,200. And now the fabulous figure of 
£10,000, which Dr. Duff was thought to have 
lost his senses for naming, has not only been 
reached but far exceeded in the Free Church 
lon.” By a Royal Charter, just granted, the 
‘Theological Faculties of the Assembly’s Col- 
lege, Belfast, and Magee College, Derry, are 
empowered to confer degrees in divinity. 
So, henceforth, Ireland will “ grow” its own 
doctors. 


THe CaTHoLic PRESBYTERIAN for April makes 
the following reference to the forthcoming 
Council,—“ We are receiving letters from time 
to time indicating the great interest which 
the Council tobe held in Philadelphia is 
exciting in remote localities. Everything 
shows that the formation of the Presbyterian 
Alliance has not taken place a day too soon, 
aud especially that the weaker, more distant, 
more struggling churches are looking up to 
it as the “big brother’? who will back them 
and encourage them in their arduous strug- 
gle.” The committee on the Methodist 
{Ecumenical Council is to meet in New-York 
on the 6th instant and prepare the call for 
their great convocation which, it is said, will 
represent twenty millions of Methodists in 
all lands. Bishop Simpson expresses his con- 
fidence that, as a result, a more earnest con- 
secration, an intenser flow of enthusiasm, a 
more daring purpose of Evangelism, and con- 
sequently, more powerful revivals, and larger 
‘beneficence in every department of Christian 
endeavour will mark the future progress of 
the Church. 


FatHerR CuHINIQuy at last accounts had 
gweached Timaru, New-Zealand, where he was 
received with a like enthusiasm to that which 
greeted his arrival in Australia. On the 
occasion of his first lecture he was introduced 
by the Rev. A. C. Gillies, formerly of Sher- 
brooke, N.8., who stated that Mr. Chiniquy 
had in view the establishment in Montreal 
of an unsectarian Home and Training Insti- 
tution for priests who had left the Church of 
Rome, and that the proceeds of his lectures 
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and of the sale ofhis books were tobe wholly 
devoted to that purpose. 

Messrs. Moopy, and Sankey have closed 
their labours in St. Louis. They spent five 
months in the City. It is admitted that the 
life of the Churches has been greatly stimu- 
lated by the persistent efforts of the evange- 
lists. Numerous conversions are spcken of. 
Some of the most remarkable of these were 
of persons accidentally in the city, who went 
through curiosity to the meetings, and who 
returned to their homes “ to tell wondering 
audiences the great joy that filled their 
hearts.” The Rey. E. C. Hammond continues 
to attract large numbers to his evangelistic 
meetings in Montreal. Mrs. Boots, wife of 
‘““ Rev. General Booth ” has opened preaching 
services in St. James’ Hall, London, England. 
Mrs. B. is said to be a preacher of unusual 
power and culture. Lord Cairns, the Lord 
High Chancellor of England, has taken a deep 
interest in the movement. Fashionable so- 
ciety has been aroused by her efforts, and 
ladies of rank are enquiring the way of sal- 
vation. Whatever may be said respecting 
the extravagances and eccentricities of “ The 
Salvation Army,” this branch of it is said to 
be free from every thing that could give 
offence. 

“Tell it not in Gath” that a member of the 
Church of England in Canada, has been pub- 
lickly excommunicated for the crime of 
partaking the Lord’s supper, in a Presbyter- 
ian Church, along with his aged mother who 
is a member of that Communion.

what the Presbyterian Hymn-book 

Committee has been doing, I take the 
liberty of giving the following information. 
The Committee met in Montreal last Decem- 
ber, and completed their selection of hymns, 
availing themselves of the reports of Pres- 
byteries. The number of hymns selected, 
not including doxologies, is 349. All these, 
with the exception of about 40, are found in 
the Hymn-books at present in use in our 
congregations ; viz., in the Scottish Hymnal, 
in the English Presbyterian, and in the two 
United Presbyterian Hymn-books, From 
the Scottish Hymnal, which contains 200 
hymns, 164 have been selected: from the 
English Presbyterian, which contains 470 
hymns, besides paraphrases, 212 have been 
selected : from the new U. P. Hymn-book, 
which contains 366 hymns, 233 have been se- 
lected: from the old U. P. Hymn-book, 132 
have been selected. Of the remaining 40 


i many of your readers desire to know 
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hymns, not found in these collections, almost 
all have been approved, either by all, or by a 
majority of Presbyteries. The hymns have 
been classified under seven heads, viz., I. 
God, I. Jesus Christ, III. The Holy Spirit. 
IV. Christian Life, V. The Church, VI. 
Death, resurrection, and heaven, VII. Mis- 
cellaneous. An alphabetical index has been 
prepared containing the names of authors, as 
well as the first lines of hymns. A suitable 
text, together with the proper metre, has 
been placed at the head of each hymn; and 
a committee appointed for the purpose, is 
engaged in selecting appropriate tunes. Ap- 
plications for leave to publish, made to the 
authors or proprietors of copyright hymns, 
have been courteously and cordially granted. 
With a view of securing the copyright of the 
~ new Hymn-Book, as well as of being present- 
ed to the Assembly, the hymns are being 
printed in book form, similar in size and type 
to the 16mo. edition of the new U. P. Hymn- 
book. It is expected that an edition of 1500 
copies will be ready in a few weeks. and that 
the sale of these will meet the expense of 
publication. It may be added that besides 
20 hymns selected for children’s services the 
Hymn-book contains a large number suitable 
for Sabbath-schools—74 of them being found 
in Gall & Bateman’s collections. A cheap 
edition of the psalms, paraphrases, and new 
hymns, together with suitable music, might be 
published for Sabbath-schools, in which the 
children might become familiar with the 
psalmody to be used in congregations and 
prayer meetings. AYES Ge

MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE. 


WESTERN SECTION. 


(HE Committee met in Knox Church, 
Toronto, on 30th March. Rev. Dr. Coch- 
rane, Convener, Rev. R. H. Warden, Se 

eretary. ‘Thirty members were present: also 
Professor Bryce of Winnipeg, as representa- 
tive of the Presbytery of Manitoba. The 
Treasurer reported receipts to 29th March, 
as follows :—

From this balance, however, will be de- 
ducted the contributions received before the 
closing of the Treasurer's books on 30th 
April. 

It was announced that grants of £250 stg. 
from the Free Church of Scotland, and £100: 
from the Presbyterian Church of Ireland 
had been received—in addition to the sum 
already mentioned—towards the mainten- 
ance of the Manitoba College. In view of 
the grants, the committee resolved to apply 
to the General Assembly to reduce to this 
extent, (£250) for the present year, the obli- 
gation of this committee to Manitoba Col- 
lege, provided that, from these and other 
sources, the $3,400 required for professors’ 
salaries be raised. The claims of the res- 
pective Presbyteries in Quebec and Ontario 
for services rendered during the past six 
months, were carefully considered and pay- 
ments authorized to the aggregate amount of 
$8,658. Grants were then made to 146 supple- 
mented congregations and mission stations 
of sums varying from $50 to $400 per annum. 
Mr. William Gallagher was appointed mis- 
sionary at Sault St. Marie for two years at a 
salary of $700, vice Rev. J. R. McLeod, re- 
signed. Mr. W. D. Russell was appointed to 
Section B. Canada Pacific R. R., at a salary 
of $1,000, to be paid by the men on the line. 
The Rev. James Hastie, of Lindsay, Ont. ,was 
appointed to Manitoba for three years, at a 
salary of $900 per annum, and $200 travelling 
expenses to the field. It was agreed to direct 
the special attention of the General As- 
sembly to the growing magnitude and need 
of the work in the North West, and the ne- 
cessity of adopting such means as will tend 
most effectually to draw out the liberality of 
the Church in Canada, and also in Great 
Britain, on behalf of that work. The mission- 
aries in Manitoba whose term of service ex- 
pires at this time were re-appointed for an- 
other year, and a number of additional ap- 
pointments made. Besides which applica 
tion was made for a number more. 


PRINCE, ALBERT. N., W., T. 


We gladly make room for the following 
communication from our missionary at Prince 
Albert, and take the opportunity of assuring 
Mr. Duncan that the sympathies of the 
church are with him in his distant and 
arduous field of labour. We shall always be 
glad to hear from him.—Eps. 

Dear Str,—As you do not get much news 
from the far North West, I have come to the 
conclusion to send you a short letter. I have 
been thinking about writing several times, 
but now I have got a step further and have 
begun to give my thoughts expression. Dur- 
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ing the past season we had quite a number 
of respectable emigrants, storekeepers and 
tradesmen, added to our numbers, but we 
have room for a good many more yet. I am 
afraid, however, that the present land policy 
will retard emigration to this place during 
the coming season. 

Prince Albert is not so distinctly Presby- 
terian as it ought to be considering the ad- 
vantages 1t has received in the way of educa- 
tion in Presbyterian principles. The men 
whom the church sent out were good men— 
faithful energetic labourers ; but the church 
did not support them either by its means 
or sympathy, nor were enough of labourers 
sent to the field or it would have been more 
Presbyterian to-day. The Church did not 
place the confidence in them that it ought 
to have done, although some of them were 
men of decided ability and if spared will yet 
become strong pillars in our Church. They 
have laboured and others have entered into 
their labours. Their salaries were not suffi- 
cient to enable them to procure the comforts 
of life out here ; many of them started off in 
a hurry, late in the season, winter overtook 
them before they reached here, and they 
came without clothing or books, and had to 
remain so for a year, some were eighteen 
months before they got their trunks. Ne- 
glected by their clerical friends, mail after 
mail coming and no word. of direction or en- 
couragement, I do not wonder that the men 
soon got tired. Again, the material that they 
had to work upon was different from what 
they anticipated or had been used with. The 
large majority of the people here rather shun 
the Gospel than place themselves under its 
influence ; but yet the Gospel finds its way 
to some of their hearts and makes them 
obedient to the faith. We have, however, a 
few, and perhaps they are more than we 
think, who are staunch Presbyterians, and 
good living Christians. Our cause suffers 
much from those who come here from older 
places calling themselves Presbyterians, chil- 
dren of Christian parents, who ought to be a 
help instead of the hindrance that they are; 
they treat with contempt the Sabbath day. 
Church going is to them a weariness. The 
Bible which a pious mother placed in their 
hands as a token of love and a remem- 
brancer of her, with an injunction to read it, 
is forgotten, left clasped and locked in their 
trunk, and a pack of cards takes its place. 

There are but two branches of the Christ- 
ian Church here. Our own, and the Episco 
pal. They exceed us a little in numbers, but 
until last summer we had the majority of the 
thinking portion of the community. Last 
summer made them equal with us in that 
way. They have a great strength in the 
number of labourers they have in the place, 
having seven while we have only two, the 
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Rev. John McKay and myself, I shall at an- 
other time give you some idea of the magni- 
tude of his work and answer the question 
that is often put “where are the Indians that 
were trained in the early days of the mis- 
sion’? We have the whole field from Fort 
Ellice to the Rocky Mountains. I made a 
visit to Battleford last spring, and if I am 
spared until spring again, it is my intention 
to visit as far west as Edmonton, as we have 
a few people there. 

This has been an unusually severe winter, 
but we have had no deaths from expesure 
as we hear of in Manitoba. Our country is 
more undulating, not so flat, bleak and bare, 
it affords more shelter and our storms are 
not so severe. Besides the centre station at 
Prince Albert, I give occasional services to 
five other stations, and services should be 
held at two more points. The mission school 
is doing well. It is under the charge of Miss 
Baker, a lady whom the committee sent on 
last fall. She arrived here on the twenty- 
eighth of November, the first day of winter 
with us, after a long tedious journey over the 
prairie. She took up the school almost im- 
mediately. I visited the school accompanied 
by the Rev. J. McKay on the 12th instant, 


we found twenty-six pupils there, and all 


making as good progress as could be ex- 
pected. We need another labourer here in 
order to be able to hold our own.

Crowds of people are finding their way to 
the North West. Since March Ist, in forty 
days, Patterson, of Paris, has brought 1085 
souls into the Province. The Home Mission 
Committee in Toronto, showed itself alive to 
the necessity of following these settlers to 
their new homes. The Ladies Aid Society, 
of Knox Church, Winnipeg, has voted $100 
from their working funds to Manitoba UCol- 
lege. This amount is exclusive of the con- 
gregational collection and subscriptions to 
the College. 

Late advices from Prince Albert are fa- 
vourable. Miss Baker writes thus:—“I am 


glad to think the short cold days are passing | 


away. We have had, and are stil having 
very cold weather. I am kept very busy: 
scarcely a moment to myself, between house- 
hold duties and school. I have not been a 
day out of the school this winter. I think 
in time the school will do well. As yet, few 
have availed themselves of the privilege of 
coming as boarders. Several are thinking of 
it, and all the settlement, so far as I can as- 
certain, are quite pleased to think there are 
prospects ahead for their daughters. My 
school roll numbers 39: they have been very 
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unctual and regular in their attendance. 

ur Mutual Improvement Society has been 
quite a success. Mr. Lawrence Clark, of 
Carlton, gave a lecture last week on the 
chemistry of common life. Next week we 
finish the session with a concert. We are to 
have the Sacrament dispensed next Sabbath. 
I trust it will be a means of grace to us all.” 
From Rey. Mr. Duncan the news comes that 
a second church is being erected by the 
people in another part of the settlement. 
From Mr. Copeland, Fort Ellice District, in- 
teresting letters, March 25th, have been re- 
ceived. ‘I returned,” he says, “from a ten 
days trip, to Shoal Lake and Ross Settlement, 
which I enjoyed because the Spirit was 
present at my service, especially was His 
. power felt at Shoal Lake, a week ago last 
Sabbath. There were several out who had 
never been before. Settlers are already 
coming in.” B.

Annand to a friend in Halifax. 


Aneityum, 24th November, 1879. 


The second volume of the Old Testament 
came by the “ Dayspring” last trip. It com- 
mences with Job and ends with Malachi. 
There is still another volume to come, con- 
taining the books from Genesis to Esther. I 
think you would have been amused could 
you have seen the people, the Sabbath after 
they had received their new books. Mr. 
Annand took his text from Ezekiel, 37 v. 1— 
10. There were not more than six in the 
church who could find the book of Ezekiel— 
it was all new to them. Mr. Annand gave it 
out three or four times, and waited, but it 
- was no use ; so I got down on the floor among 
them, (for you know that very few of them 
will set up on seats,) and found the text 
for some of them, and Mr. A. also was busy 
helping them. Just as I had got seated, I 
heard some one calling in a loud whisper 
“Missi! find the place for me.’’ And there 
was one of our oldest men, Nimtiwan, hold- 
ing his book out to me. After a little, Mr. 
A. commenced his sermon, and the good 
attention of the people was very marked— 
Mr. A. has given out 301 books. 

On the 17th November, we closed our 
school for a time. It has been open for four 
months. We have taught 55 days during the 
four months. We gave 14 rewards to the 
most diligent scholars, and they all enjoyed 
the closing very much. We had a swing up 
for them and shewed them pictures, after 


which each of them received a large plate 
full of rice and a bowl of tea. Then in the 
evening, we had the magie lantern views in 
the school-room. I think that all enjoyed 
themselves. 

DEATH OF AN AGED CHUROH MrmBrer.—On 
the 22nd, one of our best church members 
passed away. He was not very well for some 
time, but able to go out and fish and do his 
plantation work. He was at church on Wed- 
nesday, seemingly in his usual health. On 
Friday they sent for medicine for him, saying 
that he had the ague very badly. He was 
supplied at once and visited by Mr. Annand, 
but became weaker. We both went on Sa- 
turday evening and took him some beef-tea. 
Mr. Annand had prayer with him and though 
in great pain, he paid good attention, joining 
in the amen. The dear old man died shortly 
after, praying for the people of Aneityum 
and for us. He had no fear of death, and we 
feel that our loss is his gain. His poor old 
widow, who is very feeble, will miss him 
much, for he was very good to her. 

Sypney, 21st January, 1880. Tue Farewetu. 
I was very sorry to leave our people on Anei- 
tyum. I[ did not think they cared for us as 
much as they do, poor things; for at least 
two months before we left, at all their meet- 
ings, they prayed that the Lord would make 
the sea calm for us, and keep us from harm, 
and that He would make our hearts strong, 
for the work, and give us bodily strength, 
and give us back to them again soon. They 
did not seem to think that we would leave 
them for good, of our own will, but that the 
Lord might take us from them. For days 
before we left, numbers would come round 
us crying and some of the old people would 
say, “oh missi! You will be away so long, we 
shall be dead before you return, and then 
ery like children.”” One old man brought us 
a small pig saying that it was to make soup 
for us on board the “ Dayspring,” that the 
big fat pigs on board were not good for soup. 
The day we left, a good many of the people 
collected to see us off, and many of them 
were in tears, some of them had pieces of 
red, blue and white print flying for flags, and 


just as the boat left the shore, they fired a 


volley of musketry. I think that it would be 
very hard to leave those poor people alone 
for good, we would not like to do it. We 
have left one of the teachers and his wife, 
and an old man to look after our premises. 
Storm at Sea.—We left Aneityum on 17th 
December, and landed in Sydney on the 3lst. 
We had fine weather and smooth sea till 
Saturday evening, 27th, when we had a ter- 
rific thunder-storm. No one on board ever 
saw any thing equal to it, for the brightness 
and continuity of the lightning. On Sabbath 
evening we had what the sailors called a 
‘southerly buster’’—a fearful storm which 
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lasted nearly 24 hours. Once I wa; almost 
sure we were going down, but the Lord kept 
us all from harm. We are enjoying ourselves 
in Sydney very much. It is such a nice 
change to see something of civilized life after 
an absence of over six years. We have been 
twice to the Exhibition but it would require 
a month to see it properly. On Monday last 
we, with Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie, spent the 
day with Rev. J. D. Murray and wife at Para- 
matta. We found Mrs. Murray better than 
we expected and quite resigned to the will 
of God in the partial loss of her eye-sight. 
Last Friday evening we spent at Rev. George 
Sutherland’s. He has six children, some of 
them nearly grown up and has lately moved 
into a fine large house.

LETTER FROM REV. J. W. MACKENZIE. 


The following letter, dated at Sydney, N. 
8S. W., 25th February, is addressed to the 
Sabbath-school of Shediac, N. S., but it has 
an interest for old people as well as young, 
and we heartily commend it for perusal to 
all our reader.—Ebs. . 


’ My Dear Frienps,—I have to thank you 
most sincerely for your contribution of seven 
dollars and fifty cents, which came to band 
through Dr. MacGregor a short time ago. It 
is very gratifying to find that your ioterest 
in the master’s work on Efate continues. I 
am sure could you only realize what encour- 
agement your sympathy gives us, to say 
nothing of how that sum has strengthened 
our hands, you would know well the meaning 
of the words “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” No one is more in need of 
sympathy than a missionary, and no one can 
prize it more. I hope you also pray for 
us. Oh! how the thought that you were 
praying for us would cheer us in the dark 
hour. You must not suppose that we have 
no dark hours in the islands. It is not all 
sunshine with us. We often feel cast down. 
We toil on day after day and see so_little 
fruit that at times we feel nota little dis- 
couraged. We don’t find the heathen crying 
out “what must we do to be saved.” Often 
their cry is “we don’t want you.” We tell 
them of a holy happy place, of a place of 
purity, peace and love, but to many of them 
such a place has no attractions. They delight 
in their fighting and their filth. But the 
thought that you are praying for us cheers 
us up afresh, it nerves us anew for the con- 
flict, and by the blessing of God <n our per- 
severing efforts we feel assured that they 
will not be in vain. 

But although, as I have been telling you, 
we at times feel discouraged, we have our 
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bright days too—yes, we have had some very 
bright ones. I venture to say that I have 
had deeper, more real joy than I could ever 
have experienced in any other walk in life. 
I believe I have felt happier in settling a 
teacher at a heathen village, which had for 
long years held out against the Gospel, than 
did ever a general in gaining a glorious 
victory. Will not some of you boys come 
and prove for yourselves what a blessed work 
itis? I am glad that God put it into my 
heart to give myself to it. I have now had 
several years experience, and I can sincerely 
tell you that nothing in this world would 
entice me away from it. I suppose you would 
like to know now,‘what I do with the money 
you send me. I will tell you. But first, I 
must try to give you an idea of our field of 
labour. We live on a small island called 
Eranyou ; we find it healthier than the main- 
land, that is the reason we live there. The vil- 
lage, numbering over ahundred and twenty, 
is called Erakor. It was the first village of 
Efate to renounce heathenism and was pro- 
fessedly Christian for a number of years 
before we went there, Now if some of my 
young readers would like to accompany me 
to the different villages where we labour, you 
must suppose us dragging the indispensable 
canoe to the water’s edge, and if you have no 
objectizns, I will do the paddling, for I have 
become, through long practice, quite expert 
at it. I told you that we are living on a 
small island, so I cannot go anywhere with- 
out paddling my own canoe. Steering in the 
direction of Pango we go about half a mile 
and reach the mainland. It is a shore village, 
but instead of keeping the shore and going 
round a long point, we strike across and 
have a good path all the way. A smart walk 
of thirty-five minutes brings us to the village. 
It numbers a little over ninety, and was the 
only other Christian village on this island 
when we settled here. We have a lime and 
wattled church, as well as at Erakor, and a 
small lime cottage where we spend a week 
occasionally. I preach here once a fortnight, 
and one of the most advanced church mem- 
bers conducts service on the alternate Sab- 
bath. 

The other Christian village is Eratap. It is 
also a shore village, but in an opposite direc- 
tion from Pango, and twice as far away, with 
a population of about seventy. Before we 
came to the field and for several years after, 
the Eratap natives were very hostile. They 
are now very kind tous. You would not be 
long at their village, until you would have 
more food than you could carry away. I 
preach there every third Sabbath, and occa- 
sionally during the week. On the other Sab- 
baths, service is conducted by church mem- 
hers from Erakor. What a change the Gospel 
has wrought on the hearts of those poor 
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natives! When teachers were first settled, 
they had to flee for their lives, and some 
years before our settlement, one poor fellow 
was clubbed to death for daring to offer to 
them, the Word of God. Now when I go 
there a large banana leaf is spread on the 
mat before me, for a tablecloth, and one 
native comes with a cooked yam, and a piece 
of fish, and lays them down on it, another 
with a taro, and others with native pudding 
and a crab’s claw, or a cray fish, or a piece of 
fowl, others with nice young cocoa nuts for 
me to drink, until, sometimes, very little of 
_ my nice tablecloth is left in sight. 

Away beyond this village is another, some 
eight miles distant. There is no path leading 
to it. We must just get along the shore the 
best way we can, and if is high tide you must 
have no objections to getting your feet wet 
and your shoes full of sand. Could you go 

_like the natives, barefooted, you would be all 
right. You must see however that the skin 
on the soles of your feet, is as thick as theirs, 
or they will be cut very soon by the sharp 
coral. Now it would be quite impossible for 
me to go there every Sabbath. When I do 
go I cannot hold services at any other of the 
‘Christian villages. The next best thing I can 
do is to send some of my best natives, remain 
myself among the Christians seeking to qua- 
lify them in order that they may become 
efficient teachers or rather preachers. I, of 
course, go occasionally to see how the work 
is progressing. Now it would be too much to 
expect a native to go there day after day for 
nothing. Indeed, he would not be willing to 
go. But by purchasing clothes, or whatever 
he may desire, he consents to go regularly. 
This we are enabled to do with the money 
you send us. These native preachers are in- 

dispensable to the successful carrying on of 
~the work. We will settle one of them at 
that village (its name is Woruntubou) as 
soon as the people are willing to allow him 
to remain among them. The same remarks 
apply to two other villages Fila and Bufa 
which some of our Christian natives visit 
every week, going on Saturday and returning 
on Sabbath. The former is the nearest 
heathen village and I go there nearly every 
Sabbath. The latter is an inland village eight 
or nine miles distant. Before closing I must 
refer to what Dr. MacGregor wrote me in 
respect to selecting a teacher and regarding 
him as yours. We have teachers assisting 
us in the school at Erakor who are not 
preachers. I mean they don’t go out to any 
heathen village. Then there are what we 
call teachers, but who at present, as des- 
cribed above, are only preaching. They will, 
of course, have schools as soon as we get 

Openings at the village which they visit. One 

of the latter would, I think, prove more in- 

_ teresting to you. But as I shall be making 


some changes when I return, I think it is 
better that I wait a little before selecting 
one for you.

 cHooLts have been kept up at Savanna 
Grande, Jordan Hill, Mount Stewart, 
and Morichal and Piparo. 

Savanna Grande School was conducted by 
Miss Blackaddar. Her report herewith sub- 
mitted makes it unnecessary to enter into 
any details. Jordan Hill was for a time 
conducted by John Dharm, and is now in 
charge of John Gobin a former pupil. 
The removal of people to Crown Land 
Settlements, when work became scarce on 
estates, affected this school injuriously for a 
time; but it is coming up again, and closes 
the year with fair prospects. 

Besiles the day school, there is an evening 
class kept up for the benefit of adults and 
boys who are at work during the day. Mount 
Stewart school is now in charge of John 
Dharm, and closes with a good attendance, 
and an encouraging proportion of large boys. 

Morichal—As this school did not appear 
to meet the wants of Annajee’s whole field, 
a branch school was opened in a hired room 
at Piparo, which drew in a number of promi- 
sing boys. Here too, a goodly number of 
adults gathered from Sabbath to Sabbath to 
hear the Word preached. As the govern- 
ment has agreed to give fifty pounds sterling 
per annum for this and four other settlements 
for schools, we intend to build a good school- 
house, which will serve also as a church not 
very far from the present Piparo branch. 
Some material has been prepared and the 
sum of $333, collected in Port-of-Spain, and 
some $17, by magic lantern entertainments, 
for the work. Morichal and Piparo may be 
regarded as one school, for the two branches 
will be united in the new building. Sickness 
and bad roads for a time greatly reduced the 
numbers at school in that district, and in- 
jured the general average for the year. 

Besides the general English branches, more 
or less Hindi is taught in all the schools, and 
religious instruction is a regular part of the 
school work. 

SaBBaTH-SscHooLs.— Wherever there is a day- 
school, Sabbath-schools are also kept up. The 
school here consisted of a Bible-class, taught 
by myself—an intermediate class taught by 
Miss Blackaddar, and a class for beginners 
taught by Mrs. Morton. Lately, David Ma- 
haber has been appointed to a division of 
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Miss Blackaddar’s class. At the other schools 
the day teacher has seldom any help in con- 
ducting the Sunday-school. My plan has been 
to have as many of the younger teachers as 
possible at my Bible-class, and to accomplish 
this I have lately allowed the Sunday-school 
at Jordan Hill and Mount Stewart, to alter- 
nate with the service there. 

PreacHinc.—At Savana Grande there was 
public worship every Sabbath at 10 o’clock 
a. M. at Jordan Hill and Mount Stewart 
every alternate Sunday at 3 p.M., at Piparo 
every Sunday at 10 a.m., and at Morichal 
every Sunday at | p.m. These services were 
conducted by myself and Joseph Annajee, or 
in our absence by David Mahaber, Henry 
Juraman and Akbar Ali. Besides these re- 
gular services, David Mahaber and Akbar 


Ali, accompanied by Jeffray Subaru and. 


Francis Mewa, frequently went out two and 
two to neighbouring estates and villages, and 
held meetings on Sunday afternoons. A good 
deal of time was devoted by both Annajee 
and myself to visiting the sick in hospitals, 
and the people in their homes, carrying to 
them the word of life. Two meetings aé least 
were held in the church here weekly, but 
more frequently there were four. At Jordan 
Hill the reading class met four nights in 
each week, and one meeting was kept up at 
Mount Stewart. In the new settlements, no 
meetings were attempted at night. 

WorK AMONG THE WOMEN —More has been 
done among the women this year than during 
any previous one. From 4 o’clock till dark, 
Mrs. Morton, several days each week, visited 
them and taught them while I went among 
the men. As a result, the attendance of 
women at the service here and the interest 
shown by them have greatly increased. After 
the service they retire to the dwelling house 
to be catechised as to what they remember 
of the sermon, while the men sing another 
hymn and are catechised by me. At Jordan 
Hill, she has succeeded in getting a fair pro- 
portion of women to come to the service. 
At Mount Stewart, no women used to come to 
church. At first Mrs. M. had a meeting with 
them in some of their houses while I con- 
ducted service with the men. But when we 
moved into our own new school-house which 
is more comfortable and private, they came 
in with her to the regular service and in 
quite as large a proportion as the men. The 
sewing class in the school here has an excel- 
lent influence; and during the year several 
women have spent some time on the mission 
premises under instruction, and have not 
only received benefit themselves but will we 
hope exert a good influence upon others. 
The women as arule are quite as wicked as 
the men, and more ignorant and prejudiced, 
and their influence for good or evil is very 
great. 


Rusutts.—No year’s results ‘can be mea- 
sured at the end of the year. We can only 
indicate results that are apparent. The at- 
tendance at church has increased, and more 
than ever before our work has assumed visi- 
bility. We have acquired a definite position 
both in the eyes of the heathen and Moham- 
medans. The latter are strong at Savana 
Grande, and in their pride and bigotry they 
were slow to admit that Christianity had 
taken root among them. Various things have 
occurred during the year to show that our 
little band has an influence and position 
which can no longer be ignored. The readiness 
of the government to aid us in establishing 
schools in Crown Land Settlements, seems to 
indicate that the whole mission has assumed 
greater visibility. This is an important result 
as showing that progress is being made, and 
as likely to gain for the Gospel message a 
less unprejudiced hearing. The work of our 
schools is telling—perhaps slowly—but sure- 
ly telling. Hinduism cannot stand before 
the light of science and common sense, much 
less before the light of the Bible. Six men, 
six women and three children have been 
baptized in this field during the year, and 
the number might have been greatly in- 
creased had we not been anxious to avoid 
gathering green fruit. Again the work 
marked out for next year shows that our 
labour has not been fruitless. 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY. 


(WESTERN SECTION.) 


The fourth Annual Meeting of this Society 
was held in Hamilton, on Tuesday, the 13th 
April, in the lecture-room of McNab St. 
Church. The meetings were largely attend- 
ed, about 200 being present. Besides alarge 
number from Toronto, there were represen- 
tatives from Ottawa, London, Peterborough, 
Sarnia, and from a number of different points 
in the Western Section, also from the sister 
societies in Kingston and Halifax, from the 
Society of the Baptist Church, and from the, 
North West Society of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States. The proceed- 
ings were unusually interesting, the gather- 
ing being more representative in its character 
than any of those held previously, and the 
information imparted of an eminently prac- 
tical nature. Full reports of the Society’s 
work in all departments were presented, the 
Treasurer’s statement showing that the sum 
of $3,600 had been contributed during the 
year.

THE WATER-CARRIER. 


Tf any man thirst let him come unto Me and drink.”— 
JOHN vii. 37. 


ATER! Soft water!’ So cries the 
water-carrier as he bears his burden 
through the country town. Thrifty 

housewives come to their doors and buy, and 
_ lay up a store of soft water against the day 
that shall bring none, and children are run. 
ning out with cans to procure some of the 
coveted liquid. By-and-by another water- 
carrier passes by that way,—“ Water ! spring 
water!’’ Now they come out again and buy. 
This water they will drink, so the better 
vessels are brought out to receive the spark- 
ling stream as it is poured out by the carrier. 
Old and young are there with their pitchers 
—everybody wants to be served first, and 
they regard this water as being very pre- 
cious. But another water-carrier goes up 
and down the same streets, and cries out all 
day long and through the night, too,—“Come, 
buy, without money and without price.” And 
He calls out to those who need, for all are in 
want of the water He offers them, “ Ho! 
every one that thirsteth, come ye to the 
waters, and he that hath no money,.. . yea, 
come buy without money and without price” 
(Isa. lv. 1). He requires no payment for what 
He offers,—it is a free gift; and yet so few 
come out to take the Water of Life, that the 
Giver passes up and down, and is sent away 
hundreds of times without one accepting His 
gift. Not so with the Arab water-carrier ; he 
passes along with a peculiar swing in his gait, 
carrying his load slung over his shoulders, or 
on the back of a mule, and he calls out— 
“Water for the thirsty! Water, cool and 
fresh, for the children of the sun!” You 
should see how the poor scorched Arabs 
come out with their leathern bottles and 
pitchers—not one in the straggling Arab 
village but comes out to buy. And yet they 
do not need the water so much as those who 
reject the offer of Him who gives the water 
of life without money or price. Fancy, on 
_hot summer days—when the dust of the road 
and the heat of the way have parched our 
throats, to be offered a drink that shall 
quénch our desire or thirst for ever! And 
this is what Jesus is holding out to us—the 
“cup of salvation ’”’—just as He did to the 
woman of Samaria eighteen hundred years 
ago. He is, dear child, offering you the cup 
—will you reject it? Will you send this pre- 
cious gift to dusty, sin-parched souls away ? 
No; you feel you must accept it; you feel 
that the loving invitation, Come, is too much 
for you to refuse, and so you will resolve to 
take the water of life, and as the Saviour 


tells you, drink of it “freely.” Jessie was a 
small child who loved Jesus, and when I said 
to her, “ How did you go to Jesus at first 1” 
she said, “‘I came to Jesus as I was,’ and I 
found He was so good to me that I love Him 
better every day.” Oh, my dear child, who- 
ever you are, Jesus wants you now—will you 
not drink of the living water and follow Him 
who has said “J am the way.” ?

IcELAND, the region of intense natural cold, 
is full of religious warmth. The Word of 
God is the text-book of the people. Every 
home has its Bible, not just as an ornament, 
nor as the well-kept cherished marriage-gift, 
nor because of some undefined superstitious 
feeling of reverence, but for daily use. In 
Iceland the Bible is constantly read. As a 
consequence, Iceland is without a theatre or 
prison. There is no such office as sheriff. 
They own no cannon, and military drill is an 
unknown science. 


CHRISTIANITY IN INDIA. 


The Bombay Guardian of Feb. 7 extracts 
the following from the Indian Christian 
Herald :— 


“The Chief Hindoo Priest in the district of 
Kairabon (Santhalisthan) was baptized on a 
profession of faith in Jesus Christ last Wed- 
nesday week. He had been an enquirer for 
some time before. He had lost all faith in 
idolatry about three years ago, but he was 
not brought to a knowledge of the truth as it 
is in Jesus till about eighteen months ago. 
He would have been baptized then, were it 
not for his unwillingness to part with his 
poita, ‘Do let me,’ he entreated the mission- 


ary, ‘become a Christian and keep the poita. 
I will take it off,’ he continued, ‘while I go 
down with you into the water, and I will put 
it on again.’ Butthey felt they could not do 
that. It was a great trial for him to part 
with the sacred thread, and it took him more 
than a year to overcome in the conflict. 
Blessed be God, at last his grace conquered. 
He who had ‘believed with the heart unto 
righteousness’ could not remain any longer 
without ‘confessing with the mouth unto 
salvation.’ His relatives were very angry 
with him at first, and his wife threatened to 
destroy herself; but God has wonderfully 
softened their hearts since then. 


“This man was, and is, held in great re- 
pute by the people of the village where he 
lives, and by the people of the neighbouring 
villages. ‘Now that Bisso Nath has become 
a Christian,’ they say, ‘ we also will think of 
the religion of Jesus.’ They have proposed 
to hold a meeting among themselves and 
examine the doctrines of Christ, and if they 
find that it is the true religion they will come 
over to Christianity en masse.” 


—At the close of the last century there 
were just seven Protestant missionary so- 
cieties ; the seven have now grown to be 70. 
There were 170 missionaries when the centu- 
ry began; there are now 2,400 from Europe 
and America, more than 1,000 native preach- 
ers, and more than 23,000 other native helpers. 
Eighty years ago the whole sum raised for 
missionary enterprises was £50,000; now it 
is almost a million and a quarter.

these was Dr. John Wilson, one of the most 
distinguished of all the Indian missionaries. 
He selected Bombay as the seat of the mis- 
sion with which his name was ever after- 
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similar to that at Calcutta. In 1829, Alex- 
ander Duff, “ glowing with the zeal of a pri- 
mitive apostle,” sailed for Caleutta—the first 
missionary of the Church of Scotland. He 
reached his destination on the 27th of May, 
1830, after an eventful voyage of five and 
a half months. The object more immediately 
contemplated at that time was the establish- 
ment of a collegiate institution, which should 
confer the highest education on native 
youths. Duff immediately entered upon his 
work with enthusiasm by. visiting all the 
existing schools and stations in the vicinity 
of Calcutta, with the view of profiting by the 
experience of others. He consulted the 
aged Carey, who was both a scholar and a 
practical missionary of nearly fifty years 
standing, and was by him confirmed in his 
purpose to establish his college in Calcutta, 
and to make the English language the basis 
of teaching. He began with five pupils, but 
before long he had five hundred; in 1843, 
the number of students and pupils was more 
than a thousand. In 1837, the Rev. John 
Anderson founded the South India Mission 
at Madras, assisted by Mr. Johnston and Mr. 
Braidwood. This also became~an important 
centre of operations, and the seat of a vigor- 
ous Christian institution from which native 
preachers and teachers were sent out to the 
neighbouring towns and districts. 

Such were the three central missions of 
the Church of Scotland in India at the time 
of the disruption in 1843. The one mis- 
sionary had in fourteen years increased to 
fourteen, with thousands of attached pupils 
and students, a large number of converts, 
and several catechists about to be ordained. 
The next year every one of the fourteen mis- 
sionaries joined the Free Church, and the 
strange spectacle was presented of three 
large and well furnished colleges deprived 
By a single blow of their whole staff of pro- 
fessors, and three staffs of professors deprived 
of their splendid college buildings, their 
libraries, scientific apparatus, and scholar- 
ships. From this point the histories of the 
Church of Scotland and the Free Church 
Missions in India run parallel, and both 
have been remarkably successful. In 1846, 
the Church of Scotland’s Institution at Cal- 
cutta was reopened and carried on by Rev. 
James Ogilvie, a man of less sanguine tem- 
perament than Dr. Duff, but of high mental 
culture, and who devoted himself with great 
earnestness to the task of preparing native 
converts for the work of the ministry. About 
the same time Dr. J. C. Herdman, now of 
Melrose, was placed at the head of the Bom- 
bay Mission. In the beginning of 1871, upon 
the death of Dr. Ogilvie, the Rev. Dr. Jar- 
dine, a Canadian by birth, and a graduate of 
Queen’s College at Kingston, at that time on 
the Mission Staff at Bombay, was appointed 


Principal of the Calcutta Institution, in which 
capacity he acted for six years. Besides 
maintaining a full staff of teachers in its 
three institutions at Calcutta, Bombay, and 
Madras, the Church of Scotland has central 
stations at Poona, Sealcote, Gugrat and Wa- 
zaribad, Darjeeling, and Chumba, all well 
equipped with schools, churches, orphanages 
and printing establishments. It has twenty 
ordained ministers and principals of colleges, 
five ordained native pastors, together with a 
large number of licentiates, catechists, and 
assistants. 

The Free Church missionaries, though 
greatly inconvenienced by the loss of the 
buildings erected through their instrumen- 
tality, carried on their work with unbroken 
continuity in native palaces and such other 
buildings as they could rentguntil their new 
colleges were built. At the present time 
the Free Church has four centres of opera- 
tions in India—Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, 
and Nagpore. Connected with these are 31 
stations and forty missionaries, of whom 2] 
are ordained Scottish ministers and profes- 
sors, three are medical graduates, eight or- 
dained native pastors, and eight native li- 
centiates. This staff directs 208 Christian 
workers, who again are assisted by 234 se- 
cular teachers. There are 28 congregations 
and 3,500 communicants. The United Pres- 
byterian Church occupies eight stations in 
Rajpootna, with eight ordained missionaries, 
four medical missionaries, 30 native evange- 
lists, 103 native schoolmasters and 3,234 
pupils. The Irish Presbyterians have five 
prosperous stations in Guzerat. The English 
Presbyterians have a medical missionary, Dr. 
Morrison, and a staff of assistants at Ram- 
pore Bauleah, about 200 miles above Calcutta. 
The American Presbyterian Board com- 
menced its first mission in 1834, at Ludiana, 
in the Punjab. It has now 20 principal 
stations, 110 native preachers and teachers, 
of whom 14 are ordained, 800 communicants, 
and 8,000 pupils. The United Presbyterians 
of America began mission work at Sealcote, 
in 1855, and have now six ordained mission- 
aries and 1014 pupils in their schools. 

Ture GossNER Misstonary Society takes its 
name from “ Papa Gossner,” pastor of Berlin, 
a man of singular faith and devotion, who 
undertook a mission to India at his own 
instance, when he was seventy years of age. 
He educated four young men and sent them 
out to labour among the aboriginal tribes 
north of Calcutta, in 1845. ‘For five years 
they laboured without making a single con- 
vert. In 1850, four natives were baptized. 
In 1857, nine hundred had been baptized. 
During the mutiny which followed, the con- 
verts were persecuted and driven from their 
homes. Their chapels were destroyed and 
their property confiscated. They fled to the 
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jungles and mountains. Not one apostatized. 
When these calamities were overpassed, like 
the Waldenses of old, they emerged from 
their hiding places, rebuilt their huts and 
chapels and resumed their work. In 1863, 
the converts numbered more than 3,000. 
They became divided in 1869, when a number 
of them joined the mission of the S. P. G. 
Society, but since that time both branches 
have received large accessions from the 
heathen, and now the results from one man’s 
effort in India are seen in a Christian church 
having upwards of a hundred native minis- 
ters and 20,000 adherents ! 

THE CANADIAN Mission dates from the year 
1876. The Rev. James Fraser Campbell, of 
Halifax, N.S., was designated as a missionary 
to Madras on the 3lst August in that year, 
and reached his destination in the month of 
December. The Rev. James Douglas, of Co- 
bourg, arrived about the same time at In- 

-dore, in Central India—Lat. 22° 42, Long. 
75° 50—a city of 200,000 inhabitants, the 
capital of the Mahratta chieftain, known by 
the name of Holkar. The Misses Rodger 
and Fairweather, also from Canada, who had 
been labouring in this district under the care 
of the American Presbyterian Board for two 
years previous to Mr. Douglas’ arrival, now 
connected themselves with our mission. Mr. 
Campbell, after spending some time at Ma- 
dras, removed to Mhow, a town of 20,000 in- 
habitants, thirteen miles from Indore. The 
Misses Forrester and McGregor joined the 
mission in 1877, which was further reinforced 
by the arrival of Rev. John Wilkie of Guelph 
in the beginning of this year. 

One of the most important developments 
of missionary effort in India remains to be 
noticed, namely, the attempts which have 
been made to enlighten and elevate the 
female portion of Hindu society. Until re- 
cently, female education was almost unknown 
in India. The social condition of woman in 
India has made this a very difficult matter. 
Schools, indeed, had been established for 
girls by all the different churches, but the 
customs of the Hindus require that as soon 
as a girl is married, she must be withdrawn 
from school and immured for the remainder 
of her life in the seclusion of the “ Zenana”’ ; 
and they are generally married when eight 
or nine years of age. 
house of the women,” is a gloomy, meanly 
furnished apartment attached to the es- 
tablishment of every Hindu. It is not to be 
inferred that the Hindu is a polygamist. 
If he has*more wives than one his case is 
exceptional. The occupants of the Zenana, 
besides his own wife, are the wives of his 
sons, and his sons’ sons’ wives, for when a 
Hindu marries he rarely sets up house for 
himself, but brings his wife to his father’s 
Zenana, where you may find the female por-

tion of several generations living together in 
this melancholy fashion. Until recently, these 
Zenanas have been rigidly closed against all 
efforts for the mental and spiritual benefit of 
their unfortunate inmates. Now, however, 
all this is being changed. Many of them 
have been opened to the visits of Christian 
ladies who desire to introduce the light of 
the Gospel into their darkness, and wonder- 
ful has been the success that has already 
attended such visits. “The desire on the part 
of fathers and husbands to obtain education 
for their daughters and wives is evinced not 
only by their willing consent that they should 
be instructed, but by their often providing 
suitable accommodation, suth as schools and 
houses for the teachers; whilst the solicit- 
ations of the women themselves for teachers 
are more numerous than can be complied 
with.” The different missionary societies 
were not slow to avail themselves of the 
opportunities afforded them by the opening 
of the Zenanas. Foremost in prosecuting 
this branch of female missionary work has 
been the Ladies’ Association of the Scottish 
Churches. The Church Missionary Society, 
and the American Presbyterians, and our 
Canadian Missionaries as well, have entered 
into this new field with great zeal and with 
encouraging results. In Calcutta alone, Miss 
Pigot reported that in 1837 there were under 
instruction the members of one hundred and 
fourteen Zenanas. 

THe Rey. NaRAYAN SHESHADRI, One of the 
first educated Brahmans who joined the 
Church of Western India, was ordained a 
missionary of the Free Church of Scotland 


in 1854, and has proved a most devoted and . 


successful evangelist among his countrymen. 
He has the superintendence of two principal 
stations, one at Indapur, 84 miles south-east 
of Poona, the other at Jalna, about 50 miles 
north-east from Bombay. ‘The latter pre- 
sents some features of special interest. An 
application having been made to the prime 
minister of the Mohammedan Nisam of Hy- 
derabad for a site on which to erect a village 
for the Hindoo outcasts who had become 
Christians, a piece of land was conceded, 
rent-free, for twenty-five years. Here, under 
the protection of a British cantonment, Mr. 
Sheshadri has laid out a neat village to which 
he has given the name of “ Bethel.” As yet, 
he says, “it is still in its infancy, but we 
hope, as it grows older, and literally becomes 
what its name implies, ‘The House of God,’ 
it will become a grand centre of evangelistic 
operations.” A substantial church has been 
erected, and every thing about the place 
begins to have the look of a flourishing settle- 
ment. In connection with these stations 
there is anumerous staff of native assistants, 
male and female. In regard to the prospect 
of ultimate success Mr. Sheshadri is very 
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hopeful :—“ We believe that sooner or later 
the multitudinous races of our fatherland 
will be brought over to the fold of Christ. 
Idolatry, with all its horrid superstitions, 
seems to be losing its hold on the people 
very fast. Places where thousands and mil- 
lions used annually to resort are year by year 
losing their importance in the estimation of 
the people. Christian truth is challenging 
assent and acquiescence everywhere as a 
system much purer than any time-honoured 
system of religion in the land.” 

It was not to have been expected that the 
missionaries and their converts should es- 
cape the horrors of the mutiny in 1857. But 
the steadfastness of the natives in that trying 
ordeal was remarkable. Twenty one of the 
missionaries and eleven natives catechists, 
together with their wives and families were 
murdered at that time. They suffered, how- 
ever, not so much on account of their reli- 
gious views, as that the natives identified 
them with the governing class, and because 
they were in exposed places and had the 
courage to remain at their posts. When Dr. 
Duff arrived at Calcutta, there were only 
27,000 native protestant Christians in the 
whole of India, Ceylon, and Burmah, and 
these were the result of a century’s evange- 
lizing. At the time of the mutiny, the num- 
ber was estimated at 150,000. “Since the 
mutiny, and because of the mutiny, the 
Church of India has become half a million 
strong.” The Protestant Missions* are now 
carried on by thirty-five societies, who employ 
606 foreign missionaries, of whom 550 are 
ordained. They occupy 552 principal stations, 
and 2500 subordinate stations. The mission 
presses are twenty five in number. In ten 
years from 1852-62 they issued 1,634,940 
copies of the Scriptures. In 1872, the num- 
ber of native communicants was 78,494 and 
of adherents 318,363. The report concludes 
with these words,— 


‘*The Government of India cannot but acknowledge 
the great obligation under which it is laid by the bene- 
volent exertions made by these 6° missionaries, whose 
blameless example and_self-denying labours are in- 
fusing new vigour into the stereotyp<d life of the great 
populations placed under English rule, and are prepar- 
ing them to be in every way better men and better 
citizens of the great empire in which they dwell.”’ 


There are many other Christian agencies 
in India which we have not room to mention, 
but perhaps enough has been said to give a 
general idea of the forces that are slowly but 
certainly sapping the foundations of those 
ancient systems of idolatry and superstition 
that have so long blinded and held in bond- 
age the people of Hindustan. It is often said 
that these systems are already “tottering to 
their fall.” That the peoples’ faith in them 
has been greatly weakened is undoubtedly

true. That the influence of heathenism is 
on the wane is certain. But, heathenism in 
India is not dead. It will die hard. Those 
who are best qualified to express an opinion 
on the subject seem to be agreed that great. 
as is the work that has already been accom- 
plished, relatively to the mass of heathenism 
operated upon, it has been as yet, chiefly, 
preparatory work. The conversion of India 
must, under the Divine blessing, be looked 
for at the hands of a native ministry, a1 d the 
efforts of half a century to educate native 
pastors have not been so satisfactory as could 
be desired. It is true that each of the 
churches can point to native ministers of 
great ability, piety, and zeal—such men as 
Narayan She-hadri, Krishna Mohun Banner- 
jea, LL. D., Chuckerbutty, David Jacob and 
others, but, in proportion to the students who 
have passed through a course of collegiate 
training, the number who have heartily em- 
braced Christianity is small. On this subject 
Dr. Jardine says,—“ I believe that the young 
men who attend the higher classes in these 
institutions are as well instructed in the 
great facts and doctrines of Christianity as 
are the young persons who form the highest 
classes in our Sunday-schools and Bible- 
classes in Scotland. But, still, it must be 
admitted that the majority of native students 
do not leave the missionary institution with 
sympathy for the Christian religion. The 
power of national predjudice is very great ; 
the secial impediments in the way of becom- 
ing Christians are still enormous; the con- 
servative elements in Hindu Society, and 
especially in the female portion of it, are 
stronger than any thing which we are ac- 
quainted with in our country; and the great- 
est result which the secular education of the 
Government College is producing is, unques- 
tionably, a wide-spread scepticism. Belief in 
the fables and myths of the Hindu religions 
is becoming overthrown amongst the younger 
generations, while no other system of reli- 
gious truth has taken their place.” 


Church Debts, 


i are many, far too many, of our con- 
gregations struggling under an incubus 
of debt. The people thus burdened 

often feel little heart for Christian enter- 

prises beyond their own borders. They are 
apt to refer to their own debt as a good and 
sufficient reason why they should not give 


bountifully to other objects. Of course there 


are excep tions—generous, loyal], large- hearted 
people who do their best under the adverse 
circumstances, and never fail to give their 
share to all the Schemes of the church. We 
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have congregations with debts on their pro- 
* perty ranging all the way from fifty dollars 
up to eighty thousand dollars. Our total in- 
debtedness is not shart of half a million 
dollars ; probably it is very considerably in 
advance of this sum. It is a serious question 
for the congrezations primarily interested, it 
is a serious question for the Church at large, 
how to deal with this vast mountain of. debt. 
The interest and management of this aggre- 
gate cannot be much if at all short of $40,000 
a year. This sum, devoted to Home and 
Foreign Missions, and the support of our 
Colleges and our French Evangelization 
Scheme, would relieve all from financial 
embarrassment, and enable the Church to 
prosecute her work with renewed vigour. 
Is it not time to begin in sober earnest a 
campaign for the annihilation of Church 
debt, so that our property may be our own, 
freed from the inconvenient grasp of the 
money lender ? 

Some of the larger and wealthier congrega- 
tions could remove their load with scarcely 
an appreciable effort. All they need is to 
have their attention seriously directed to the 
enterprise. Poor congregations might reason- 
ably count upon the kindly sympathy of 
more fortunate neighbours. In Scotland, 
wonders have been effected of late years in 
stimulating congregations by small grants in 
aid. Perhaps something of this kind willbe 
required in our own Church before the half- 
million can be flung off. But, at any rate, 
individual congregations can do much,— must 
do much. The burden is in the first instance 
theirs. No plan that can be devised can re- 
lieve them of it. It is a duty to the rising 
generation, and emphatically to the vast mis- 
sion fields of our Church, that older congre- 
gations should shake themselves free from 
every burden and address themselves with 
all their might to the work of spreading the 
Gospel. 

Edward Kimball, a Christian layman in the 
neighbouring States, has stirred up at least 
one hundred congregations to pay off the 
debts on their church buildings, amounting 
to an aggregate of over a million dollars. Mr. 
Kimball’s first great service was in rousing 
the Madison Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
New York, to grapple with a debt of $110,000. 
On one Sabbath day $83,000 were secured, 
and three Sabbaths after the remainder was 
pledged. The whole amount was paid in six 
months, and the mortgage cancelled. Here 
then is one congregation relieved of an an- 
nual burden of seven or eight thousand 
dollars. The people are in a position to give 
with greatly increased liberality to all the 
.Schemes of the Church. For a church to be 
in debt is to be “in the land of Egypt, in the 
house of bondage,” and the pastor of the 
church here referred to gave eloquent utter- 


ance to the feelings of immense relief ex- 
perienced by himself and his people when 
they found themselves free ;—A church in 
Brooklyn, under Mr. Kimball’s leadership, 
removed in one year a debt of $65,000. A 
church in New Jersey overcame a debt of 
$47,000; another raised $43,000. Who among 
us will set the example ? 


DEATH OF HON. GEORGE BROWN. 

We unite with the entire Press of Canada, 
and the public at large, in expressing deep 
regret at the untimely death of Mr. Brown. 
Under any circumstances the death of such 
a man is a national calamity, but the imme- 
diate cause of his death makes it harder to 
become reconciled to the melancholy fact. 
Mr. Brown was born in Edinburgh in 1818, 
and was only sixty-one years and five months 
old at the time of his decease. We say only, 
for, considering how long he has occupied a 
prominent position in Canada, and the extra- 
ordinary amount and variety of his public 
services, he seems to have lived much longer. 
Mr. Brown came with his family to New York 
in 1838. In 1843, he removed to Toronto, 
and established the “ Banner,” which made 
way for the “Globe” in 1844. As a journalist 
and politician he proved himself a man of 
great ability, energy, and integrity. He was 
a consistent member of the Presbyterian 
Church, which owes him a lasting debt of 
gratitude for unvarying courtesy and consi- — 
deration in the columns of his newspaper as 
well as for his personal influence. He was 
long a member of Cooke’s Church, Toronto, 
under the ministry of Rev. Dr. Gregg. Latterly 
he was connected with the St. James’ Square 
Church, of which Rev. J. M. King is pastor. 
By these ministers his funeral service was 
conducted. His remains were followed to the 
grave by a vast concourse of people from all 
parts of the country. The members of the 
Synod of Toronto and Kingston, who were 
then in session, joined in the procession.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS. 


THE: CRUCIFIXION, 


JUNE 6. MATTHEW XXVII ; 35-50. 


—_——_ 


HE FOuR EVANGELISTS describe this last act 
in the great mysterious drama in different 
words, but they agree as to the main facts. 

Compare Mark 15 : 20-41. Luke 23: 26-49. John 
19: 16-30. Immediately after his arrest Jesus was 
(1) carried to the house of the High Priest and 
falsely accused, v. 2; (2) dragged before the coun- 
cil or Sanhedrim, Luke 22: 66-71, and, after a 
mock trial, condemned ; (3) ‘‘ bound” and arraign- 
ed before Pilate, who found no fault in him, Luke 
23 : 43 (4) sent to Herod who mocked him, Luke 
23: 7-11 ; (5) remanded to Pilate who, for fear of 
the Jews, ‘‘delivered him unto them.” John 19: 
1-16. V. 35. Zhey crucified him—Crucifixion was 
the punishment of slaves and malefactors of the 
worst class, who were fastened to a wooden cross 
and left to die a lingering death, enduring dreadful 
agony for days, and even for a whole week. Jesus 
was azled to the cross, John 20: 25-27, and suffer- 
ed upon it from 9 a. m. until 3 p.m. The cruel 
treatment he had received, added to his mental 
agony, had broken down his physical strength and 
hastened his death. Medical opinion is that Christ 
died of a broken heart. Observe here, His first 
utterance from the cross was a prayer for the for- 
giveness of his murderers, Luke 23:34. arted 
his garments—the clothes of criminals were given 
to the executioners.

JUNE 13. MATTHEW XXVIII ; 8-20. 


HE CRUvucCIFIXION ended on Friday afternoon. 
That same evening, Joseph of Arimathea, a 
rich member of the Sanhedrim, a secret dis- 

ciple, who had not the courage to confess Jesus 
while alive, now gave proof of his devotion by ask- 
ing that he might be allowed to bury him in his 
own new tomb, Ch. 27: 57-60. This was granted, 
and so another prophecy was fulfilled, Isa. 53:9. 
No time was spent in extensive preparations. 
Joseph and Nicodemus, John 19 : 39, and a few 
faithful women followed the body to the tomb. 
Very early on ‘‘the first day of the week,” these 
women returned to the sepulchre to complete the 
embalming and anointing of the body, Mark 16: 1; 
but, lo! they found an empty tomb, guarded by 
an angel who told them their Lord was ‘‘ risen,” 
and bid them go into Galilee where they should meet 
Him, v. 7. V.8  TZhey departed quickly—With 
mingled joy and fear they went to the city, speak- 
ing to no one, Mark 16:8. Mary Magdalene 
hastened to tell Peter and John, Jno. 20: 2, who 
immediately, accompanied her to the tomb. V. 9. 
As they went—This meeting with Jesus is only re- 
corded by Matthew. A// haz/—the usual eastern 
salutation. Held him by the feet—expressing the 
reverence and love they had for him. Worshiped 
him—as their Lord. V. 10. Le not afraid—This 
is no apparition, it is your master who speaks. Zel/ 
my brethren—either his brethren after the flesh, 
Ch. 13: 55, or the disciples, so called for the first 
time. Jnto Galilee—amid the scenes of his child- 
hood and early ministry. V. 11-14. While hasten- 
ing to deliver their message, some of the watch came 
—the soldiers appointed by Pilate to guard the 
tomb, Ch. 27 : 62-66, who through fear left their 
post, V. 4. Assembled—a hastily convened meet- 
ing of Sanhedrim was held to discuss the situation, 
and conceal the truth if possible. Large money— 
Not doubting the story themselves they bribed the 
soldiers to lie. Jf this come to the Governor's ears— 
as it certainly would for investigation. We will 
persuade—Pilate was not above taking a bribe him- 
self. V.15. Zo this day—the time of Matthew’s 
writing—strange that a story so disgraceful to 
Roman soldiers and to all concerned should have 
lasted even so long. Vs. 16-17. Zhen the eleven— 
some eight days after the resurrection, wen/, as 
previously arranged, Ch. 26:32. Mark 14: 28. 
A mountain—probably the mount of Beatitudes, 
near the sea of Tiberias, where, most likely, he was 
seen of above 500 at one time, 1 Cor. 15:6. But 
some doubted—certainly not any of the eleven who 
had already seen him in Jerusalem, Mark 16: 14. 
Vs. 18-21 contain the great missionary charter of 
the Christian Church, to go forth in His name, and 
teach—make disciples of, af nations —implying 
the universal adaptation of the Gospel, Rom. 1:16. 
In the name of—rather znZo, i. e. into the faith and 
profession of the Father, &c., Gal. 3:27. Lol 
am with you—‘* Emmanuel” ch. 1 : 23. His spiri- 
tual presence would make their ministry effectual. 
The ascension is described in Luke 24 ; 50-53, and 
in Acts I ; 9-II. 
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Ol Testament Seviptures. 


JUNE 27. 2 TIMOTHY 111;16. 2 PETER I; 20-21. 


( HE OLp TESTAMENT Scriptures were divided 
by the Jews into three principal divisions ; 
(1) the Law ; (2) the Prophets ; (3) the Ha- 
giographa, or poetic writings. See Luke 24: 44. 
The first embraced the five books of Moses, called 
the Pentateuch. The original language of the Old 
Testament is Hebrew, with the exception of a por- 
tion of Daniel, written in Chaldaic. But as Hebrew 
ceased to be a living language from the time of the 
Babylonish captivity, it became usual for the appoint- 
ed reader to read the daily lessons in the original, 
after which an interpreter rendered the same into 
Chaldaic. The oldest and most important transla- 
tion from the Hebrew is the Septuagint into Greek 
which became the general language of the eastern 
nations after the conquests of Alexander the Great. 
The name given to this translation arose from the 
supposed number of Jewish elders (seventy) who 
prepared it in Alexandria, about B. C. 250. It is 
not certain when the thirty-nine books which make 
up the Old Testament canon, were completed and 
accepted as the authoritative Word of God. The 
greater part were edited and compiled by Ezra and 
Nehemiah, about B.C. 450. The remainder, pro- 
bably not later than B.C. 300. The books of the 
Apocripha formed no part of the original Hebrew 
canon, though some of them are found in the 
Septuagint. An important reason for excluding 
them from the sacred volume is that they have not 
the recognition of Christ, nor of any of the New 
Testament writers. The Roman Catholic Church 
gives them a secondary place in the Bible, but the 
Churches of the Reformation are agreed in rejecting 
them although they are found in most of the early 
English translations, including King James’. The 
greatest care was taken by the Jews to preserve the 
accuracy of the Sacred Text. The number of 
words, and even of letters was counted and record- 
ed at the end of each book. The divisions into 
chapters commenced in the middle of the 13th cen- 
tury ; the practice of numbering the verses, in 1555. 
The language spoken in Palestine at the time of 
Christ was the Syriac into which the Old Testa- 
ment was translated in the first century. In course 
of time the Latin prevailed over both the Syriac 
and Greek languages. Hence the translation by 
the famous Jerome, A.D., 384, known as the Latin 
Vulvate, which became the authorized version of 
the Church of Rome. The first part of the Bible 
translated into English was certain historical por- 
tions by Caedmon, a pious monk, in the year 680, 
The venerable Bede completed a translation of 
John’s Gospel in 735. John Wiclif completed his 
translation of the whole Bible into English in 1380 
We are indebted to Tyndale for the first przzted 
New Testament in 1526, and to Miles Coverdade for 
the first printed Bible in 1535. The first edition of 
King James’ Bible, was commenced in 1607 and 
published in 1611. Fifty-four of the most eminent 
scholars then living were employed in the revision, 
and though 270 years have elapsed, the English 
Bible now in use is still unsurpassed as a literary 
production,

It does not teach science, 
but its teachings harmonize with the discoveries of 
science. It was written by Moses, probably in the 
wilderness, and based upon information derived 
from early documents and oral tradition: certainly 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit. See Exo. 
Luts wands 240 4-7oun, Deut, 21/59. 9 Christ»and 
his disciples point to Moses as the author. Matt. 
19) 27, VACES 201323) Rom, 10.3 Se Ve Tey lee tne 
besinning—This sentence implies the eternal exis- 
tence of the Creator. GOD—in Hebrew, ‘‘strong, 
mighty,” used here in plural form. ‘The creation 
is attributed to Christ, John 1:3. Col. 1:16, 17. 
Also to the Holy Spirit, v. 2. Ps. 104: 30. Obs- 
curely disclosing the doctrine of the Trinity more 
clearly taught, Matt. 28;19. Cvreated—not out 
of pre-existent materials, but made out of nothing. 
Heaven and earth—the universe. This does not 
fix the ¢zme of creation. Myriads of years may have 
intervened betwixt the periods referred to in the 
first and second verses. Nor does it tel! ow they 
were created. But the fact itself implies the eter- 
nity of God and the non-eternity of matter. It 
denies atheism, polytheism, pantheism, and ma- 
terialism.

W E are strongly impressed with the idea 
that the General Assembly which is 


to commence its proceedings in Montreal, 
and in Crescent Street Church there, on the 
evening of the 9th instant, will be beyond 
comparison the best meeting of the Supreme 
Court that has yet been held. Not because it 
is to be held in Montreal. The kind hos- 
- pitalities of Toronto, Halifax, Hamilton, and 
Ottawa are still fresh in our minds. True, it 
was in Montreal that the jirst General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
met, on the memorable 15th June, 1875, and 
now the happy recollections of that day will 
be revived. But we are to be honoured at 
this time with the presence of distinguished 
visitors. There is Dr. Steel, of Sydney, N.S. 
W., the superintendent of the New Hebrides 
Mission, as well as minister of the leading 
Presbyterian congregation in the colony from 
which he comes. From him we expect to 
receive a great deal of information that will 
be valuable to us in connection with our mis- 
sionary work. Then we are to havethe Rev. 
Dr. Bruce, professor of Apologetics and New 
Testament Exegesis in the Free Church Col- 
lege Glasgow, one of the ablest men in the 
Free Church, and author of several well- 
known works, among which is his book on 
“The training of the Twelve,” which in theo- 
logical circles is accounted a standard work. 
It will be a treat to many of us to see and 
hear for the first time Dr. G. L. Mackay, of 
Formosa, whose name has long been familiar 
as one of the most laborious and successful 
of modern missionaries. And our old friend 


FaTHER Curniquy, fresh from the field of his 
latest conquests at the antipodes. Besides 
these attractions, it will be made to appear 
that the work of the Church in all its depart- 
ments has prospered during the past year. 
All the funds are in a satisfactory condition. 
The Home Mission Fund of the Western 
Section is Free or Desr. That of the Eastern 
Section is not far behind. The Board of 
French Evangelization will shew a small sur- 
plus. The amount contributed for Foreign 
Missions is in excess of that for any previous 
year. 


Two brethren, honoured and beloved, who: 
were present at all our Assemblies, and were 
always prominently useful, will be sadly 
missed when we meet again.

It is understood that the Board will 
use all due diligence to complete the original 
project of raising the full sum of $100,000. 
The amount reported for Queen’s College is 
$69,162.06, a large proportion of which is 
also invested in buildings which, beautiful 
and convenient as they are, do not yield re- 
venue. Hence the importance of all sub- 
scribers, remitting with as little delay as 
possible what they intend to give for these 
" purposes.

A missionary society has been or- 
ganized to collect for the Schemes during 
the current year, with every prospect of 
usefulness.

Their contri- 
butions for missionary and college purposes, 
exceed $600. Huch family in this congregation 
is regularly supplied with a copy of the 
PRESBYTERIAN RECORD.

THE SYNODS. 


Tue Synop oF Hamitton anp Lonpon met 
in Knox Church, St. Catherines, on the 13th 
April. The opening sermon was preached 
by Rev. John McEwen, of Ingersoll, the re- 
tiring Moderator. Dr. Bell, of Walkerton, 
was elected Moderator for the ensuing year. 
After a lengthened debate, the Synod agreed 
to the appointment of a committee “to take 
the whole question of public Education into 
serious consideration during the. year, with 
liberty to confer with the Minister of Edu- 
cation, if necessary, and to report to next 
meeting of the Synod. The report on the 
State of Religion was read by Rev. D. D. 
McLeod, and that on Sabbath-schools by Rev. 
John McEwen, both being listened to by a 
large audience with much interest, as was 
also the report on Sabbath observance, read 
by Rev. R. N. Grant, next meeting was ap- 
pointed to be held in Brantford, on the se- 
cond Monday of April, 1881. 

Toronto AND Krneaston :—The Synod met 
in St. James’ Square Presbyterian Church, 
on the llth of May. There was a good at- 
tendance of ministers and elders as well as 
of the public. The opening sermon was 
preached by Professor Maclaren, the retiring 
Moderator, in whose room the Rev. Robert 
Torrance, of Guelph, was unanimously elect- 
ed Moderator for the current year. In mo- 
ving that the Court should adjourn the next 
afternoon, in order that the members might 
attend the funeral of late Hon. George 
Brown, Professor Maclaren paid a high tri-

bute to the deceased Senator’s memory, as a 
statesman, a journalist, and member of the 
Presbyterian Church. A _ discussion took 
place as to whether the Synod had the 
power to regulate the boundaries of Presby- 
teries _within its jurisdiction, and it was 
agreed to refer the matter to the General 
Assembly. The report on the State of Reli- 
gion was discussed at considerable length, 
and adopted with slight alterations. 


MontreaL AND OTtawa.—This Synod met 
in St. Andrew’s Church, Quebec, on llth 
May. Mr. Crombie, of Smith’s Fall, preached 
the opening sermon. The Rev. W. B. Clark, 
of Quebec, was appointed Moderator for the 
ensuing year. ‘Three appeal cases were 
brought before the Court, two of which re- 
ceived their final settlement ; the third, 
namely that from Knox Church, Perth, against 
the finding of the Presbytery of Lanark and 
Renfrew, was further appealed to the General 
Assembly. Mr. Burns, Perth, convener of 
the Committee on the State of Religion, read 
a carefully prepared report which was _ fol- 
lowed by an interesting discussion and adop- 
ted. Mr. McCaul, in the absence of the con- 
vener, read the report on Sabbath-schools 
which, on the part of some Presbyteries, was 
not so complete as could be desired, but 
nevertheless embodied some excellent sug- 
gestions. Of course there was the usual large 
amount of routine business, and after a cor- 
dial vote of thanks to the people of Quebec 
for their hospitality, the Synod adjourned to 
meet in Knox Church, Ottawa, on the second 
Tuesday of May, 1881. 


THE COLLEGES. 


Hairax :—An unusually large number of 
spectators were present at the closing exer- 
cises of the Theological Hall—many of them 
from distant parts of the country. Principal 
MacKnight, and Professors Pollok and 
Currie gave brief reports of their winter’s 
work, after which a number of prizes were 
awarded. The valedictory was delivered by 
Mr. Whittier. The graduates (six in number) 
were addressed by the Principal. The Rev. A. 
Maclean Sinclair then delivered an impres- 
sive address on The Need of a Learned Minis- 
try, and was followed by Rev. Dr. Waters, 
and Rev. Kenneth Maclennan,who expressed 
their deep interest in the College. 


Kineston :—The thirty-ninth session of 
Queen’s University was brought to a close 
with the usual formalities, on 27th April. 
There was a large attendance. The Annual 
Convocation was held on the following day, 
when the laureation of the graduates took 
place, at the close of which Principal Grant 
delivered an address intended more especial- 
ly for the students in the Divinity Faculty. |, 
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Honourary degrees were conferred on the 
following persons ;—Rev. Dr. Cook, of Que- 
bec, and Mr. J. Thorburn, of Ottawa, received 
the degree of LL.D. The Rev. George Bellis, 
of Belfast, Ireland, the Rev. J. F. Stevenson, 
of Montreal, and the Rev. G. L. Mackay, of 
Formosa, received the degree of: D.D. The 
University prizes, gold medals, &c, for next 
session. were announced. In his closing re- 
marks the Principal made feeling allusion to 
the great blank caused by the death of 
Professor Mackerras. On behalf of the Uni- 
versity he accepted a memorial portrait of 
thé late Professor, presented by a number of 
ladies in Kingston and elsewhere. He fore- 
shadowed certain changes in the course of 
study, alluded to the coming Law Faculty, 
commended the institution of a _ special 
course of medical lectures for women, and 
stated that the sum of $40,000 or $50,000 was 
still needed to put the Building and Endow- 
ment Funds in a satisfactory state. 


Meetings of Lreshyteries. 


'p ICTOU : 4th May :—Intimation was made 
why of the death of Rev. John Stewart, the 

venerable father of the Presbytery, and 
affecting references were made by members 
to his long and faithful services, and to his 
sudden removal to his rest and reward. A 
committee was appointed to prepare a 
suitable minute. Dr. McKnight was nomi- 
nated for Moderator of the General Assembly. 
Congregations are to be asked fora collection 
to defray expenses of Commissioners to the 
General Assembly. 


Truro : 6th April :—Presbytery met at 
Onslow, for visitation and other business. 
Much satisfaction was expressed with the 
faithfulness and efficiency of the pastor and 
other officers, and with the liberality of the 
people, not only in the support of ordinances 
among themselves, but towards the Schemes 
of the Church. Sympathy was expressed 
with the Debert congregation in the loss of 
their handsome new church, and they were 
recommended for a loan to the Hunter Fund. 


Hauirax : 29, 50 April:—The chief items 
of business were, reviewing the statistical 
returns, arranging for the supply of mission 
stations, and hearing the trials of candidates 
for licence. The following graduates were 
licenced to preach the Gospel :—Messrs. 
Richmond Logan, W. 8. Whittier, Ewan . 
Gillies, and W. A. Mason. 


LUNENBURG AND YarRmoutH: 15th April:— 
Rev. D. McRae was nominated for Moderator 
of the General Assembly, and Rev. J. B. 
Logan as Moderator of the Maritime Synod. 
Resolved to apply to the General Assembly 
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for leave for Rey. William Duff to retire from 
the active duties of the ministry with the 
status of pastor emeritus. The reports on 
Sabbath-schools and on the State of Religion 
indicate hopeful progress. ‘There is little 
reason to doubt that the rising generation 
will surpass their predecessors in sobriety, 
knowledge, liberality and activity in Chris- 
tian work.” The statistics showed an increase 
of $172 for the Schemes of the Church, over 
past years ; but the Presbytery has not yet 
fully come up to the amount allotted to it by 
the Finance Committee.. The congregation 
of Shelburne had given more than the 
amount allotted toit ; but the vacant charges, 
and those vacant for part of the year, gave 
less. Anent Roman Catholic ordination, the 
Presbytery agreed to give no decision on the 
principle involved, and recommended that 
each case be dealt with as it may arise. The 
act for reception of ministers from other 
bodies was approved of with a slight emen- 
dation. 

Wuirtsy: 20th April:—A conference was 
held on the State of Religion, and the Pres- 
bytery agreed to recommend that ministers 
use increased diligence to secure the co- 
operation of parents in impressing upon the 
children of the Church their relation to the 
Covenant. Commissioners to the General 
Assembly were elected, namely :—Messrs. 
Crozier, Abraham, Peattie, and Little— 
- ministers ; and Messrs. A. Beith, T. Bingham, 
T. Yellowlees, and S. Wood, elders. The 
draft act anent the reception of ministers 
was adopted simpliciter. 

Toronto : llth May :—Rev. G. Eakins’ re- 
signation of the charge of Mount Albert, 
Ballantrae, was accepted. Rev. W. Aitken, 
of Vaughan, intimated his acceptance of a 
call from the congregation of St. James’ 
Church, Newcastle, N. B. The Presbytery 
agreed to his translation. A call, numerously 
signed,was presented from the Central Church 
congregation, Toronto, in favour of Rey. P. 
McF. Macleod, of Stratford. A committee 
was appointed to prepare a minute express- 
ing the Presbytery’s deep regret on account 
of the death of the Hon. George Brown. 

Barrie : 20th April:—Rev. E. W. Panton 
having withdrawn his resignation, the Pres- 
bytery agreed to unite the congregations of 
Bradford, and Second W. Gwillimbury, W. 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil, into one charge, 
under Mr. Panton’s care. In regard to the 
Assembly’s remit on Romish ordination, it 
was agreed that applications of ex-priests for 
admission to the ministry of this Church be 
dealt with as they arise. 

Paris :—The following ministers have been 
elected Commissioners to the General As- 
sembly :—Messrs. Lowry, Aull, and R. N. 
Grant, by rotation, and Messrs. McEwen, W. 
A. McKay, and Dr. Cochrane, by election.

Rev. JoHN Stewart, New Guiascow, died 
ays on the morning of the 4th May, after a 
brief illness. On the last Sabbath of 
April, he preached in Knox Church, Pictou. 
On Thursday of the same week, he attended 
the weekly prayer meeting in James’ Church, 
New Glasgow. He was taken severely ill on 
Friday, and passed away in the deepest 
peace, on Tuesday morning. Mr. Stewart 
was a sturdy veteran, aman of many labours, 


-a most indefatigable and enterprising worker 


in the Lord’s vineyard. He completed his 
fourscore years in April. He was born in 
little Dunkeld, Scotland. His grandfather 
fought at Culloden under the “ Pretender.” 
Mr. Stewart studied under Chalmers, and 
was a class-mate of Dr. Duff, Dr. Robert 
Lee, and Dr. H. Bonar. He sympathised in- 
tensely with the evangelical party in the 
Church of Scotland. He was licensed in 
1832, and was in the ministry forty-eight 
years. He came to Nova Scotia shortly 
after his licensure, and laboured with great 
faithfulness in the face of prodigious diffi- 
culties, in Cape Breton, and subsequently 
in New Glasgow. In 1844 he, with nearly 
the whole Synod adhered to the Free 
Church, and he became minister of “ Knox 
Church,” New Glasgow, a position which he 
continued to occupy until his retirement 
from the active duties of the ministry. He 
rendered very valuable service in establishing 
the Free Church Theological Hall, and was 
remarkably successful in raising funds for 
that institution. He was always ready to 
help deserving young men, and some fifteen 
or sixteen of his congregation are now in the 
Gospel ministry. He was an earnest friend 
of union, and of late years delighted in 
preaching wherever he was welcomed. Mr. 
Stewart will be remembered for generations 
as a very able preacher, an earnest evange- 
list, an indefatigable labourer, a chivalrous 
and brave pioneer. He rests from his long 
labours and his works do follow him. He 
was buried at New Glasgow, on Thursday, 
the 6th May, his funeral being attended by 
a very large concourse of people from ali 
parts of the country, and by old friends from 
the ‘regions beyond.” 

Ann Primrose Minar, the beloved wife of 
the Rev. R. Dewar, Lake Shore, County Grey, 
departed this life the 30th ultimo, in the 55th 
year of her age, after an illness of a few 
days, leaving behind her a family of six 
children, some of- whom still needed her 
care, and a husband who is laid aside from 
his beloved work by a failure of sight. She 
was an eminent Christian, and her life was 
fruitful in good works. Her young days were 
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spent far from the place where her body now 
lies. She was a daughter of the manse. Her 
father the Rev. Mr. Millar was for forty years 
in-the work of the ministry, in the town of 
Huntly, in Scotland. Her mother who died 
about her own age, was a woman of firm 
principles, deep piety, and much given to 
secret prayer. To this pious couple were 
born fourteen children, of whom five still re- 
main. The training they received was the 
wholesome training that was common in 
pious families in Scotland, in the good old 
times. The Bible was the great book of the 
house; then came the Shorter Catechism, 
which was repeated round the fireside every 
Sabbath night, then came such authors as 
The Marrow; Bunyan; Baxter, &c. It is be- 
lieved on good grounds, that all these chil- 
dren came to Christ and did walk in him. 
Two of the sons are to-day ministers of the 
Gospel. From an early age Mrs. Dewar loved 
the Saviour, and when very young she made 
a public profession of her faith. She was 
the daughter of a minister, the sister of mi 
nisters, and the wife of a minister. She will 
‘be long remembered in this locality, where 
she. lived 25 years, for her many excellent 
qualities, and her Christian example. Her 
funeral sermon was preached by the Rev. 
Jas. Cameron, Chatsworth, from which this 
notice has been chiefly taken. 


THE Rey. Witit1am MonrcomMEery WALKER, 
minister of the parish of Ochiltree, Ayrshire, 
Scotland, died on the 24th of April. Mr. 
Walker was ordained by the Prestytery of 
Montreal in 1834, and was soon afterwards 
inducted as the first pastor of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Huntington, Que., where he laboured 
with much acceptance and success for ten 
years. In 1844 he received a presentation 
to the Scottish parish in which the remainder 
of his life was spent. He was a man of very 
superior attainments, gentle and genial in 
his manner, laborious and faithful in the 
work of the ministry till the very last week 
of his life.

Gelesiasticnl ews. 


Wav. Dr. Gisson, of Chicago, has accepted 
the call of St. John’s Wood Congrega- 
tion, London, and is already on his way 

thither. It is whispered that Chicago is about 

to lose another of its prominent men, in the 
person of the Rey. Dr. Patton, whose removal 

to the Theological College, Princetown, N.J., 

is likely to take place very soon. The Rev. 

Dr. John Hall, of the Fifth Avenue Presby- 

terian Church, New York, is now, it is said, 

the best paid clergyman in America. . His 
income—more than $30,000 a year—is made 


up as follow’s :—Salary, $15,000 ; free house, 
worth $4,000 ; fees of various kinds, $10,000 ; 
Yale Lectureship, $2,000 or $3,000 more ; 
total, $31,000 or $32,000 per annum. He has 
also three months’ leave of absence every 
year. The Presbyterian Church of the United 
States has surpassed itself this year in the 
amount of its contributions for Foreign Mis- 
sions. The last General Assembly said the 
Church ought to raise $500,000. The amount 
actually raised was $586,844—an advance on 
the receipts of the previous year of more 
than $150,000. The:expenditure for the year 
was $579,746, leaving a balance in the trea- 
sury of $7,018. The debt at the beginning of 
the year was $60,000, and the Board lost 
$48,000 by the failure of its financial agents 
in Liverpool, but the debt has been paid, the 
loss borne, and the work sustained and en- 
larged. The Women’s Societies poured near- 
ly $200,000 into the treasury. 

THe Finan Merrine of the committee 
of arrangements for the Pan-PRESBYTERIAN 
CounciL, was held in Philadelphia last month. 
The place of meeting has not yet been an- 
nounced, excepting that the reception of 
Delegates will be in the Academy of Fine 
Arts, a splendid building, little if at all in- 
ferior to the Museum of Science and Art in 
Edinburgh, which opened its.doors so hos- 
pitably to the first Council in 1877. Tur Rev. 
Dr. Stent, of Sydney, N.S. W., now on his 
way to Canada was, on the eve of his de- 
parture, presented with an address and a tes- 
timonial of six hundred guineas from his 
congregation in acknowledgment of his 
valued services to the congregation, to the 
colony, and to the cause of missions during 
his pastorate of eighteen years. By the will 
of the late Mr. James Buist, of St. Andrew’s, 
Scotland, the Church of Scotland has fallen 
heir to a number of handsome bequests,— 
The Home Mission Scheme, $30,000 ; Endow- 
ment, $5,000 ; Colonial Missions, $5,000, &e. 
The residue of the estate, valued at $150,000 
to be equally divided between the India, 
Home, Colonial, and Endowment Schemes. 

Unitep PRESBYTERIAN CuuRCH Funps. The 
income for Foreign Missions amounted to 
£32,000 stg.; the expenditure to £37,000. 
This is a considerable decrease as compared 
with 1877, and 1878,—a decrease attributed 
to severe financial pressure. For all the or- 
dinary Funds the contributions were £/5,000 
sterling. This sum, raised by one of the 
smallest of the three Scottish churches, is 
most creditable. 

THe Firra Synop of the Presbyterian 
Church of England met in Mary-le-bone 
Church, London, on 26th April. About 500 
members were present, representing 268 con- 
gregations. Dr. Donald Fraser was elected 
Moderator. Professor Chalmers was elected 
Principal of the Theological College in room

of the late Dr. Lorimer, and Rev. Dr. Graham 
of Liverpool, was unanimously elected to fill 
the “ Barbour Chair,’ which, since the last 
meeting, Dr. Patton of Chicago had declined 
to accept. The chief business was in con- 
nection with the Home and Foreign Missions 
of the Church. Mr. Bruce, in presenting the 
Home Mission report, said that, though not 
moving forward very rapidly, some progress 
had been made, but it was as yet with them 
rather a time for strengthening their stakes 
than lengthening their cords. Five new “ en- 
terprizes,” including one at Cambridge, had 
been started during the year. Some people 
thought they were going too fast in London 
—that they were mad upon Church exten- 
sion; but, unless they increased in London, 
they .would disappear altogether. It was 
computed that at the present time there 
were four and a half millions of people in 
London; that the population was increasing 
so fast that in 1920 there would be nine mil- 
lions of people, and, in 1950, seventeen mil- 
lions! The finance committee complained 
of inadequate funds, although they had man- 
aged, “by the exercise of extreme caution,” 
to keep out of debt. The number of Sappatu- 
ScHOOLS in 1879 was 380; teachers, 5747 ; 
scholars on the roll, 57,148. The northern 
Presbyteries are reported as using the Shorter 
Catechism more generally than the southern 
ones. The report on EVANGELISTIC WORKERS, 
recommended the employment of paid evan- 
gelists. (1) Of experienced pastors who have 
special aptitude for this kind of work. (2) 
Of unordained men with evangelistic gifts, 
who might even be authorized to dispense 
the sacraments. The report was remitted to 
Presbyteries. The Foreign Mission report 
speaks of seventeen missionaries of this Church 
in China, 64 native evangelists, and 33 native 
students. The saddest event of the year 
was the death of Rev. Hugh Ritchie, the 
senior missionary in Formosa, who had fallen 
suddenly, after twelve years of heroic and 
successful labours. With like devotion, his 
widow deliberately requested permission to 
remain at her post. Dr. Morrison, the medi- 
cal missionary in India, reported the conver- 
sion of a young Brahmin named Sheetot, who 
was now preaching the Gospel to his benight 
ed countrymen with zeal and acceptance. 
The Synod held an enthusiastic missionary 
meeting in Exeter Hall. 

WHETHER godly women shall be licensed to 
preach the Gospel is one of the irrepressible 
questions which the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of the United States is just now called 
upon to discuss. Numbers of them do al- 
ready preach. John Wesley it is alleged, 
sanctioned the principle ; and well he might, 
for his own mother was said to have been a 
better preacher than he was himself. 

It is quite true that the Bishop of Toronto, 


withdrew from an engagement to speak at 
the Annual Meeting of the Bible Society, 
upon learn ng that the meeting was to be 
held in a Presbyterian church! It is said that 
the Bishop had no personal objections, and 
that the thing was done in deference to the 
feeling of a large portion of his clergy. The 
more’s the pity. A change of place was pro- 
posed, but public sentiment was against it, 
and the meeting was held without the Bishop. 


HY Sustentation Lund, 


—_— 


“KS the time is drawing near when the 
‘A subject of a Sustentation Fund will be 

again before the Church to receive, I 
trust, the consideration its importance de- 
mands, I would ask space in your columns 
to answer some questions which have been 
put to me by many of the brethren who are 
likely to take part in the discussion which 
lies before us. The first of these questions 
is, “What is the difference between a sup- 
plemental fund and a sustentation fund, and 
why do youprefer the latter to the former?” 
I answer that the difference is fundamental. 
A supplementing scheme is the strong as- 
sisting the weak, simply as a matter of 
bounty, bestowing a gift which may be given 
or withheld as the givers think best. A sus- 
tentation fund is the strong helping the 
weak as a matter of debt, not considering 
their duty fulfilled towards the Church until 
their abundance has supplied the wants of 
the weak; and the weak not considering 
themselves degraded by receiving now, as 
they know that soon the position may be re- 
versed, and their duty become the pleasanter 
one of giving rather than receiving. The 
supplementing scheme means giving to the 
poor as an act of benevolence, the sustentation 
scheme means upholding the equality of all 
the members of the household of faith, and the 
rights of the poor to the same spiritual food 
and the same pastoral care as the rich. The 
supplementing plan tends to the pauperising 
of the weak who are receiving assistance, 
and the domineering of the strong who are 
giving assistance. Whereas the sustentation 
fund tends to the strengthening of the weak, 
and to the prevention of tyranny on the 
part of the strong. The supplementing 
scheme pror otes selfishness. There are always 
congregations who will do little or nothing 
for any such object as helping their poorer 
neighbours ; the sustentation plan prevents 
selfishness by placing all the congregations 
under obligations to reach a certain standard 
of self support, and to take upon themselves 
responsibility for their neighbours in propor- 
tion to their means. Now, such being the 
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difference between these two methods, it 
surely will be admitted that the sustentation 
scheme is most thoroughly in accord with the 
principles of our Church, and that it appeals 
to the Christian conscience as the other 
does not, and that,therefore, it is the scheme 
which we ought to adopt in our Church. 

But here is the second question. Has not 
the supplemental scheme of the U. P. Church 
in Scotland been a great success. Unhesita- 
tingly I reply it has not ! It has done good ser- 
vice since it came into operation, but it has 
depended first and last rather upon the large 
donations of the few then the steady syste- 
matic giving of the many, and it has required, 
in order to reach its present position, to be 
aided by an extra effort which it may prove 
very difficult to maintain. In 1872, there 
was about $60,000 contributed to the aug- 
mentation fund of the U. P. Church, and 
that sum was divided over 120 congregations, 
whereas in the same year, over $300,000 was 
contributed to the sustentation fund of the 
Free Church of Scotland, and divided over 
600 congregations.. The U. P. Church has 
been confined very much to towns and 
‘cities up till recent years, and therefore has 
not anything like the same number of con- 
gregations requiring aid as are to be found in 
the Free Church, and when we are told that 
her supplementing plan is successful,we must 
ask would it succeed were her field as wide 
as that of the Free Church, and would it 
work as smoothly and regularly from year to 
year, were it required to produce so large a 
sum as we have mentioned above? ‘The tes- 
timony of some of the best financiers in the 

_U. P. Church could be quoted as to the de- 
fects of the augmentation scheme and the 
advantages of the Free Church method. 

But we now come to the third question. 
Supposing this sustentation fund was esta- 
blished, what effect would it have upon the 
schemes of the Church? Would it not take 
away money from our Colleges and our Home 
and Foreign Missions? I answer, on the 
contrary it would tend to help all the 
schemes. Set your ministers free from debt 
and difficulty, and encourage your new and 
struggling congregations by putting it within 
their power to call an efficient pastor, and at 
once you will see such loyalty in seeking to 
further the work of the Church:as we have 
never known before. Many were afraid of 
the extra effort made this year on behalf of 
Home Missions, lest it should cramp the 
giving to the other schemes, but all these 
fears have been put to flight by the discovery 
that all the schemes have gained rather than 
lost through the appeal made on behalf of 
Home Missions. So it will be where there is 
a properly worked sustentation fund, it will 
not retard the Church’s progress, but assist 
it mightily. Such has been the result in 
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Scotland, England, and Ireland, and I am - 
sure such would be the result here also. 

The fourth question is a more general one. 
“What are the main difficulties in the way 
of establishing such a fund as you propose, 
in this country.’ There are many minor 
difficulties which we hear about very often, 
such as the extent of the territory to be co- 
vered, the poverty and newness of the coun- 
try, the want of homogeneity in our Church, 
the cumbrous nature of the machinery re- 
quired, &c., but none of those difficulties are 
formidable enough to daunt us, and will 
easily be met one by one as they are raised. 
The main difficulties are of a much more se- 
rious‘kind. The first one in my apprehension 
arises from the spiritual condition of our 
Church. . A sustentation fund can only be 
hopefully launched in a living church, for it 
is based entirely upon Christian principles. 
If we had the spirit of the Apostolic Church 
when its members brought their possessions 
and laid them at the Apostles’ feet, and no 
man said that ought he possessed was his 
own, we would be certain of success, but it 
is a serious question, how will such a fund 
succeed where there is so much worldliness 
and selfishness as is to be found among us ? 
A shrewd elder said tome a year ago, I do 
not approve of your scheme because there 
are ministers who will take advantage of the 
fund and say, “I need not care for my sti- 
pend is secured,” and again, there are con- 
gregations who will lean on the fund instead, 
of exerting themselves to pay their own way. 
I answered that he had certainly mentioned 
the very strongest argument against the fund, 
namely, that the total depravity of the hu- 
man heart stood in its way, but what will 
you think of our Church if in public Assem- 
bly it should declare that this fund cannot 
be established because neither our ministers 
or people are to be trusted? My friend 
found that his argument was a dangerous 
one, and I think he will not use it at the 
next Assembly. But another aspect of this 
same difficulty is continually suggested to 
me. The richer congregations will not do 
their duty, and the ministers who occupy 
our city charges will object to the fund. 
Again I admit that this is a great difficulty, 
for many of our city charges are burdened 
with great debts which hamper them in giving 
liberal aid to the schemes as it is, and any 
additional strain would be felt as oppressive ; 
and I have heard the statement from a city . 
minister, ‘‘ We are doing very well, why can 
you not let us alone.” Here again, it is total ° 
depravity that stands in the way, taking the 
form of selfishness, and the only hope is that 
friends who have such a low opinion of our' 
large congregations and of our city ministers 
will be put to the blush by seeing their 
enthusiasm and liberality when the time 
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comes for its display. It is to me one of the 
most attractive features of this fund that it 
is so thoroughly and peculiarly Apostolic, 
and that we may look through its advocacy 
fora great revival of spiritual life in the 
Church, and a great increase to the Christian 
liberality of the people. But their is another 
difficulty which stands in our way, and that 
is the congregationalism that has grown up 
in our Presbyterian Church. We cannot 
trust to the loyalty of our people to Presby- 
terianism if we endeavour-to interfere with 
finance. This a very serious state of matters, 
and there is no doubt danger here. The 
Assembly may resolve and the Presbyteries 
endeavour to carry out these resolutions, but 
what will the people do? Every intelligent 
observer of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States understands why asustentation 
fund is impossible there, it is simply because 
that Church has become practically congre- 
gational, and no Assembly or Presbytery 
could attempt to carry out a uniform system 
of finance. We are gradually becoming 
tinged with the same dangerous elements of 
congregationalism, and may find ourselves, if 
we leave things alone, as awkwardly situated 
as our neighbours. Now, I venture to say 
that no surer barrier could be raised against 
the inroads of congregationalism than by the 
establishment of a sustentation fund which 
is founded so clearly on the principles of 
our Church and, were there no other advan- 
tage than this to be derived from such a 
fund, it would be worth while making an 
effort to establish it with the least possible 
delay. Itis to be hoped that the Assembly 
will take a cautious step in advance when it 
meets in Montreal, and that we shall have 
the subject fully discussed. .

MANITOBA ITEMS. =. 


On account of the large influx of French 
and Irish Roman Catholic labourers on the 
C. P. Railway, the Rev. A. H. Cameron has 
been relieved, and will assist the Presbytery 
in some other field. Most of the stations 
throughout the Presbytery have contributed 
this year to Manitoba College. The amounts 
in the majority of cases are small, but are in 
accordance with the circumstances of the sta- 
tions, and show good will. 

Rev. W. Mullins, of Headingly, has received 
a consignment of literature from the Upper 
Canada Tract Society, and will do good in 
distributing it. Reports from freighters in 
Carrot River, 40 miles east of Prince Albert, 
are to the effect: that the 30 single men 
making up that settlement (there is only 
one family) are all Presbyterians. Carrot 
River is a large and inviting field for immi- 
gration. Steamers now leave Winnipeg via 
Assiniboine River for Fort Ellice—250 miles 
west—several times aweek. They are literal- 
ly overwhelmed with settler’s effects, agricul- 
tural implements, &c. The Presbyterians in 
the North of Winnipeg city are anxious to 
have a Northern Mission church—and Knox 
Church Session looks on the matter favour- 
ably. Rev. Prof. Hart has been compelled to 
visit Perth, Ont., on account of the severe 
illness of his father. Rev. Alexander Camp- 
bell, ‘B. A., of Selkirk, has been filling his 
place acceptably. Church buildings are pro- 
jected at Nelsonville, Rat Portage, Riviere 
Sale, Grand Valley, Brandon Hills, Mountain 
City, High Bluff, Headingly, &c., during the 
present summer. A large addition of some 
1500 volumes has been lately placed on the 
shelves of Manitoba College Library. Many 
of these are most valuable works, and range 
oer almost every department of knowledge. 


“they are the result of Dr. Patterson’s visit to 
| the old country. The College Library has 


now upwards of 2000 volumes. Mr. C. M. 
Copeland, Presbyterian missionary, at Birtle 
N. W. T., has been appointed to the position 
of paid secretary of Y.M.C. Association of 
Winnipeg, and another missionary is being 
got in his place. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The Presbytery of British Columbia in con- 
nection with the Church of Scotland, met in 
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St. Andrew’s Church, New Westminster, on 
the 13thof April. All the members were pre- 
sent except Mr.McElmon,of Comox. Mr.Clyde 
Moderator, preached a suitable sermon. Mr. 
Dunn, of Langley, was elected Moderator for 
the next twelve months. A number of Ses- 
sion records were examined. Correspondence 
on the subject of a successor to Mr. Murray 
was read but no conclusion arrived at. More 
letters expected from Colonial Committee, 
and if required, a special meeting will be 
called. Congregations were recommended 
to have annual reports printed, and send a 
copy to the Presbytery, and also to have the 
usual organization at every station for the 
management of financial affairs. The statis- 
tical and financial réturns were called for 
and examined, only three being forthcoming. 
A memorial was agreed upon to be presented 
to the Lieutenant Governor in Council, pro- 
testing against the new regulation in our 
public schools—“ exercises of a religious 
character in opening and closing schools are 
strictly prohibited.” We had previously the 
Ontario system. Congregations were request- 
ed to pay expenses of their elders attending 
the meetings of Presbytery, where necessary. 
Mr. Clyde and Mr. McElmon were recom- 
mended to exchange fields of labour for such 
time as might be mutually agreed upon. In 
view of the immediate commencement of 
extensive railway works one additional mis- 
sionary, atleast, was earnestly asked for from 
the Coloni:!1 Committee. It was agreed on a 
division, that every congregation be recom- 
mended to take up an annual collection for 
the Foreign Missions of the Church of Scot- 
land. This was the only subject that gave 
rise to the expression of serious differences 
of opinion. The most influential members 
(ministerial) recorded their dissent, and 
maintained that no collections should be 
taken up for such purposes until we were 
self-supporting. While the majority—a bare 
majority—thought that one of the speediest 
ways to be self-supporting was to do some- 
thing for “the regions beyond.” They said 
the “reflex influence” would be beneficial 
in every way. 

The next regular meeting was appointed 
to be held in St. Andrew’s Church, Victoria, 
on the 6th of October. 


N. W. TERRITORIES. 


The following letter addressed to Rev. 
Hugh McKellar, of High Bluff, is from one of 
our missionaries to the aborigines—himself 
a pure blooded Indian, and an ordained 


minister. 
Fort Ellice, 4th March, 1880. 
I promised you to go down to the meeting 
on the 3rd March, but, owing to the deep 
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snow and bad weather, I have been unable 
to do so. I have also been unwell lately 
again on account of some sickness. I intend 
to name the church Middle Hill Church, Bird 
Tail Reserve. I am happy to tell you Church 
matters are going on well, and some coming 
within its folds. Two adults have lately been 
baptized. I told you before about the night 
school. Since my return we had it regularly, 
and the attendance is generally about 30, 
including young men and women—most of 
them can read the first book—and some can 
read simple chapters in the Bible, we are 
getting very short of books in the Sioux 
language. I hope you will be able to get 
some for us. We have some very good singing 
in the church. I wish you could see our 
little work. 

I came to this country to work for my 
brethren the Indians, but cannot do all. I 
would like to get assistance in schoolmasters 
to teach them first in their own language ; 
they could learn the English afterwards, and 
the old can learn better in their own lan- 
guage. 

As I think you understand our work and 
my own humble efforts, 1 hope you will do 
what you can for our mission. I hope the 
people will be getting better off for food 
every year, and get more settled and our work 
will go on better. We will be able to get our 
little wheat made into flour next year at the 
Riding Mountain, where the Hudson’s Bay 
Company is putting up a grist mill, and if 
plenty of people come, perhaps one here 
also. Three children have lately died on the 
Reserve, all baptized.

Our Foreign Rlissions. 
LETTERS FROM REV G. L. MACKAY. 


Noe following letters reached us just in 
time to be too late for the May Recorp; 
but being spicy and full of interest, they have 
kept well. Mr. Mackay may be expected to 
be with us, bodily, in a few days. 

Ceylon, 5th February, 1880. 


We have been here about a week on ac- 
count of having to wait for a steamer bound 
for Madras. One is expected now every hour, 
so I will write you a few things about Ceylon 
before we leave it. The name Ceylon is from 
Sinhaladwipa, which means the island of the 
lion-race. The Sinhalese here call it “Lanka.” 
It is about 270 miles long and 130 broad, and 
has a population of 2,500,000. The inhabi- 
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tants are\lst, the aborigines, about whom 
little is really known. 2nd, Sinhalese and 
Tamils from India. 3rd, Burghers, descen- 
dents of the Dutch and Portuguese. 4th, 
Moors from the west, and 5th, Europeans, 
chiefly English and Scotch. The few existing 
aborigines are devil worshippers ; the Sinha- 
lese, Buddhists ; the Tamils are Hindus ; the 
Moors are Mahommedans ; the Burghers are 
Christians ; so also the Europeans profess 
faith in the God of their fathers. The coun- 
try here is beautiful, and roads as good as in 
Ox‘ord county run in every direction. 
Coaches and carriages are numerous. All 
around here the bread-fruit tree and the 
magnificent cocoanut palm wave their lofty 
heads in the breeze. We visited the cinna- 
mon gardens and saw the nutmeg and mango 
in blossom. Here too the natives have lovely 
cottages amongst the groves of waving palms. 
We drink the milk of the cocoanut ani eat 
bread fruit every day. We visited several of 
the missionaries in their bungalows and saw 
something of their work. Especially we have 
enjoyed the kindness of Rev. H. L. Mitchell, 
of the Church of Scotland, who took us in his 
carriage from place to place. Himself and 
Mrs. Mitchell took us yesterday to see the 
work of Rev. Mr. Allcock, of the Episcopal 
Church. We saw 42 native girls at school 
and went through a large church built in 
1822, and dedicated by Bishop Heber who 
-wrote,— 


“What though the spicy breezes, 
Blow soft o’er Ceylon’s isle ; 
Though every prospect pleases 
And only man is vile ; 

In vain with lavish kindness 
The gifts of God are strewn ; 
The heathen in his blindness, 
Bows down to wood and stone.” 


About 80 attend service on Sabbath there. 
‘The people are greatly attached to Buddhism, 
but don’t keep idols in their houses, and go 
to the temples with flowers for Buddha. 
There is a marked difference between Budd- 
thism here and in Formosa. The priests here 
dress in yellow,and will follow the missionary 
to preach Buddhism. Pilgrimages are made 
to the highest mountain peak called “Adam’s 
peak,” where they say Buddha left the mark 
of his foot. We saw the peak distinctly in 
the distance. Mr. Mitchell told me that he 
ascended the mountain and found a hole five 
feet long and toes made of mortar to re- 
semble the human foot. 

They say too that a canine tooth of Buddha 
is in Kandy, the capital of Ceylon, and at 
times it is carried in a shrine before a grand 
procession. It was during the reign of Tisso, 
king of Ceylon, that Buddhism was intro- 
duced into the island, and that would make 
the planting of this religion about 200 B. C. 


It is intensely interesting for me to see how 
Buddhism binds the people here, since I 
made its study a speciality in Formosa. I 
preached last Sabbath in a Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Church and also in the Dutch Presby- 
terian Church schools. 


Indore, India, 12th March, 1880. 

On the eve of the 2nd instant, we took the 
train from Calcutta to Benares and arrived 
there at 5 p.m. the next day. We went out 
into the city and spent the night there. 
Benares is a sacred city of the Hindoos. 
There are fully 5000 temples and shrines 
there, and the traveller could see without 
being told that the city is “wholly given to 
idolatry.” We visited the great Durga Temple 
and saw upwards of a 1000 monkeys there, 
being venerated by the Hindoos, they are 
never disturbed, so that the numbers gra- 
dually increase. Hundreds of blind devotees 
were there from all parts of India. Eagerly 
they were pressing into the temple to pre- 
sent offerings of flowers and bathe their 
bodies. Sacred buils stood all around, gayly 
decorated with flowers and golden trinkets. 
The founder of Buddhism began in this city 
to promulgate his doctrines, and he soon saw 
temples rise and pagodas point heavenwards 
in plain, hill and city ; but now there is scarce- 
ly a trace left of its former glory, an old 
temple in ruins is about all I could find. 
Brahminism overpowered, crushed and ex- 
tinguished the views of Gautama Buddha— 
going through Benares from street to street, 
I could not help thinking of the great insur- 
rection there when, in !781,Warren Hastings 
was administrator of affairs. In the heart of 
that great city with only a few British soldiers 
at his side, and thousands raging with fury 
all around, he displayed calmness and cour- 
age which would do honour toany of Britain’s 
long line of heroic warriors. Calmly he sent 
one messenger after another for aid, with 
slips of paper rolled up and put in quills, and 
these were put in the ears of the messengers 
instead of ear-rings, so they were able to pass 
through the angry crowds unnoticed. But 
enough, we cannot wait to go and see greater 
heroes still out yonder holding up the blood- 
stained banner of the Captain of the sacra- 
mental hosts. We can pray, however, for 
them, and pray our God to cause.Benares to 
awake, awake lest they perish for ever. 
Standing on the banks of the Ganges, at the 
end of a bridge of boats, we stood for two 
hours gazing at the grand view before us. It 
was in the morning, and the sun poured along 
his golden beams until they rested on the 
temples and shrines, on the mosques and re- 
sidences. and on the lofty towers and magni- 
ficent buildings. We must go on for the 
train is about starting. God have mercy on 
Benares ! 
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Saturday, 6th inst. We arrived at Mhow 
and found that Mr. and Mrs. Campbell were 
away fora trip into the country. We stayed 
however in the house of the native catechist 
who was very kind. On Sabbath, I addressed 
a few educated Hindoos in the mission school, 
and in the evening preached in the Metho- 
dist church. There were present quite a 
number of the 17th Lancers, who made the 
gallant charge in Zululand and decided the 
fate of their comrades that memorable day— 
an officer was present and walked back with 
me after service. He was burning with zeal 
for the salvation of souls, and volunteered to 
go to the Afghan war—yes, true believers in 
Jesus are the bravest men amidst the brave 
on the face of God’s earth. I need not at- 
tempt to tell you how I loved to see those 
Lancers who at the word of command 
“charge,” gallopped out of the British square 
and mowed the enemy down like grass. For 
whatever might be thought of the Zulu war, 
I believe the duty of every soldier that day 
was to conquer or die. It was not for them 
when surrounded by thousands of enemies to 
stand still and be cut down, thinking that 
perhaps the war was not justified, no, “charge 
brave boys,” and they are off gallopping 
through their dark foes. Shame for ever on 
those who stand still when our mighty Leader 
shouts “go ye,” &c., and let those who have 
gone see to it that in the midst of their 
enemies they rush through, cutting down the 
dark foes of earth and Hell at every blow ; 
glory to God forever more ! 

On Monday, 8th instant, we came by train 
here, and then by ox- cart to this house—we 
met with kindness all the way from For- 
mosa ; still I must tell you of the unbounded 
kindness shown to us at once by Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilkie. We will not soon forget it. Mr. 
Douglas came very soon to see us, also Mrs. 
Douglas, Miss MacGregor and Miss Rodger, 
and we have been to see them all at their 
houses. Last night I addressed a number of 
people and told them of the way of salvation. 
When we arrive in Canada, I will be able to 
tell you about the Lord’s work here and at 
Mhow. We leave here in a few days, and 
will go to Bombay, then take steamer to 
Suez.

Trinidad Alission. 


REPORT or Rev. JOHN MORTON ror 1879. 


( Continued.) 


OUNT Stewart ScHoor-House.—The place 
we rented at Mount Stewart was un- 
suitable for permanence and progress, 

and a new school-house has been built ata 
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cost of $350. To our own donation of $25,. 
Miss Blackadder added $10, and the people. 
of the village brought the list up to $100. 
Result fees,and fees from the school children 
here promised us further help, so we ven- 
tured upon the work. As it has now been 
occupied six months, half the rent in the. 
estimate has been paid into the building 
fund. A donation from Bermuda has been 
added, and I trust that the accounts when 
closed, will show that work virtually com- 
pleted without drawing on home funds and 
without a balance of debt. 

From the accounts herewith submitted, it 
will be seen that notwithstanding the exten- 
sion at Piparo, we have not exceeded our 
estimate. This arose partly from the result. 
of fees received at Jordan Hill, and partly 
from having given one of our older teachers. 
to Mr. Christie’s field and advanced monitors. 
at lower salaries. 

Contrisutions.— The Sabbath collections 
from the adults amounted to $103.87, and 
from the children, $12.91. The hardness of 
the times and the extremely small salaries. 
paid to most of my teachers prevented 
greater liberality. A meeting of the congre- 
gation was held here, December 25th, when 
managers were appointed, and it was agreed 
to ask leave of Presbytery to elect elders. 

A subscription list was opened for 1880, 
when Joseph Annagee subscribed $2 per 
month, David Mahaber, $2 do., Mrs. Morton, 
$2 do., Henry Juraman, $1.20 do., John 
Dharm, $1.20 do., Alex. Banawa, $1 do., Cla- 
rence Akbar Ali, $1 do., other smaller sums, 
$1.70 do., making $12.10 per month, with 
other subscriptions to be got. It was there- 
upon agreed to open a school at St. Julien 
village, 33 miles ahove the Mission, and to 
pay Akbar Ali $11 a month as teacher there. 
It was agreed also to rent a house which can 
be got for $3 a month, for the school and 
Sabbath services there. St. Julien, which is 
rather a thickly peopled settlement than a 
village, is on the gravelled road leading from 
Savana Grande to the forest. I have been 
in the habit of visiting it occasionally and 
have been anxious to open a school and get 
a place for service there. Our people then 
count upon paying their own incidental ex- 
penses and the cost of that station for 1880. 

Lenevua lies south of Savana Grande 33 
miles. It is one of the Crown Land Setile- 
ments for which the government has allowed 
£50 stg. per annum, and here a school is to 
be opened with the new year and, of course, 
a preaching station. 

While opening up these two new stations, 
we propose reducing our estimate of the — 
amount to be drawn from home by £40 stg., 
as compared with that of 1879. We ask 
nothing under the heading of schools. The 
Truro W. F. M. Society contributes $84, and 
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Fort Massey Bible Class, $36, specially for our 
Monitors. In addition, we ask only for the 
salary of missionary and catechist from the 
Foreign Mission Fund. It ought perhaps to 
be remarked that the saving thus effected is 
not due to any retrenchment, for several of 
our agents have been underpaid and are to 
have their salaries increased. Three things 
contribute to the reduction—the aid from 
government, saving of rent at Mount Stewart, 
and increased contributions of the people. 

Buiipines at Prparo.—lI have myself given 
the land for buildings at Piparo, and have in 
hand say $350 for the school-house, which 
will go far to erect it. But as Jos. Annajee 
has taken a wife to cheer his loneliness, it 
becomes necessary at once to erect a dwell- 
ing house for him and his family. For fifteen 
months he has, without complaint, got on 
with very inferior accommodation. The time 
has come when it is alike a duty to our cause 
and to him to provide a suitable house. I 
propose therefore to borrow money and go 
on with it at once at my own risk. 

I have to acknowledge the ready aid given 
by all our agents and helpers and the health 
and harmony that have prevailed call for 
gratitude. 

Miss Blackadder’s services in the school 
here have been very valuable and deserve 
special mention. She has also taken the 
whole charge of 3 orphan girls and of several 
children who lived on the premises here to 
attend school. The faithfulness of Joseph 
Annajee, at Morichal, has been a great relief 
to me. David Mahaber, sworn interpreter, 
is to give an afternoon Sabbath service to St. 
Julien village, Lengua, Jordan Hill, and 
Mount Stewart, each monthly. Henry Jura- 
man is to take charge of the Lengua school 
and of the service there every alternate Sab- 
bath. Akbar Ali, the agent brought forward 
by the people here, is to do the same for St. 
Julien village. John Gobin at Jordan Hill 
and John Dharm, (better known as Banka) 
at Mount Stewart, will keep aS. school and 
one service monthly at these stations. . Alex. 
Banawa will teach at Piparo and aid Annajee 
in that district. 

Francis Mewa (better known as Ramkhela- 
wan) is receiving from government $10 per 
month to prepare for the work of interpret: 
ing. He lives on our premises, prosecutes 
his studies, and attends the court a few hours 
daily. Jeffray Subaru rooms with Francis 
Mewa, and is learning to be a cabinet maker. 

Couva.—During Mr. Christie’s absence, Mr. 
Grant and Lal Behari alternated with myself 
and Joseph Annajee, in giving Couva supply 
every Sabbath except when there were five 
Sabbaths in the month. The Hospital work 
in Couva opens a wide and interesting field 
for exertion beyond anything of the kind in 
this quarter. The work among the adults 


has encouraging features, but the school 
work has many difficulties to contend with. 
Sabbath services were kept up and hospitals 
and schools visited, but we felt that monthly 
visits from four different persons could not 
push forward the work there, which requires 
all the energy of a resident missionary. We 
leave it to Mr. Christie, now happily returned 
to his field, to report of matters in detail.

his beautiful hair from his face, and boldly 
swam toward the shore. Upon reaching the 
land he turned round to gaze upon the 
wreck from which he had just escaped, and 
touched with sympathy for the struggling 
sufferers left behind, he cried out, “ Oh how 
I wish I could save them!” and burst into 
tears. 


Reader, are you saved? Have you escaped 
the corruptions that are in this world? Do 
you believe and feel that for you the great 
work of pardon and deliverance has been 
wrought? Well, then, have you forgotten 
the hosts that perish behind you? Can you 
forget the pit from which you were taken? 
Can you forget those that are left behind you 
in sin and darkness there? Will you not try 
to save them? Does not your heart long to 
save them? Surely if you have been touched 
by the sympathy of Christ, if you have had 
the love of God shed in your heart by the 
Holy Spirit, you will say, “O, how I wish I 
could save them ! 

Can you not save them? You can tell them 
of the love of God who gave his Son to die 
for them. You can tell of Jesus who shed 
his own heart’s blood to procure their pardon. 
You can tell them of the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world. You can 
show them by your words, and by your works, 
in a consistent, holy, joyous, peaceful, blame- 
less life, how much Christ has done for you. 
You can kindly, patiently and lovingly warn 
them of their danger, and beseech them to 
escape. You can tell them how to be saved 
through grace, by simply believing in Christ, 
by trusting wholly in his mercy, his goodness 
and his love. 

Oh, be diligent, let your light shine, and so 
walk that you may be found of Christin peace 
at his appearing. Warn the careless, entreat 
the perishing, beseech men to be reconciled 
to God. Be gentle and full of compassion, 
become all things unto all men that you may 
save some. Above all, pray that God may 
bless your efforts and save perishing souls, 
making his gospel effectual for their deliver- — 
ance from sin and darkness, into the light 
and liberty of life, and joy, and hope.

CaurcH met in Edinburgh, on the 3rd 

of May, in their New Hall—a spacious 
and handsome edifice fitted up at a cost of 
about £50,000. The attendance at the open- 
ing services was upwards of 2,000 persons. 
Professor Calderwood was elected Moderator. 
The report on Statistics shewed the number 
of congregations to be 550—an increase of six 
during the year; the number of members 
was 174,134—a decrease of 932. The collec- 
tions for congregational, missionary, and bene- 
volent purposes were considerably less than 
the amount received in 4878, which was attri- 
buted to the commercial depression which 
has recently prevailed. The question of 
Disestablishment came up for consideration 
on the report of the committee which recom- 
mended the Synod to petition Parliament for 
the disestablishment and disendowment of 
the Established Church. While acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of a courteous communication 
from the Kirk on the subject of a union of the 
Presbyterian Churches, the sentiment pre- 
vailed that, solong as the Church of Scotland 
adheres to the principle of establishment, the 
Synod cannot reciprocate the desire for closer 
unity and co-operation. At the same time 
the Moderator expressed his firm conviction 
that the ultimate result of present contro- 
versy must be union, not wider severance. 
The annual missionary meeting held in con- 
nection with the Synod was very largely 
attended. The income for Foreign missions | 
amounted to the large sum of $172,500. It was 
agreed by a vote of 145 to 118 that no change 
be made in the law and practice of the Church 
discountenancing marriage with a deceased 
wife’s sister. Several cases of discipline were '

disposed of. Upon the whole, the business 
of the Synod was transacted with exemplary 
dispatch and harmony. 


Unitep States.—The ninety-second Session 
of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian — 
Church in the United States met at Madison, 
Wisconsin, on the 20th May. In the absence 
of the Moderator, Dr. Jessup, of Beirut, the 
Rev. Dr. Eels, of California, though not a 
Commissioner, preached the opening sermon 
and presided until the election of the new 
Moderator. The report on Home Misstons 
was elaborate and satisfactory. The receipts 
for the year, including the Sustentation Fund, 
were $311,329, besides a balance of $34,480 
from the preceding year. The total expen- 
diture was $326,934—leaving a balance of 
about $19,000 to the good. Employment had 
been given to 1,151 preachers, who had pro- 
claimed the gospel in not less than 35,000 
places. They had organized 247 Sabbath- 
schools, in which were 114,811 scholars, and 
138 Churches into which 10,945 communicants 
had been admitted. Reference was made to 
the unparalled tide of emigration westward, 
and the necessity of making suitable provi- 
sion for the spiritual necessities of the new- 
comers. The Forrian Mission Board com- 
menced the year with a debt of $62,532 and 
closed it with a balance on hand of $6,098. _ 
The entire receipts were $585,844. The ex- 
penses of the administration of the Fund 
were less than four per cent of the whole 
amount received. The Board has under its 
care 125 ordained American Missionaries, 83 
ordained, and 147 licenced native preachers, 
516 native lay missionaries, 12,607 commu- 
nicants and 17,791 children in the schools. 
The report on Theological Seminaries shewed 
the number of students during the past 
year to be 510, of whom 135 have gra- 
duated. The Mireace CommitTer reported 
receipts for the year, $25,518 for travel- 
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ling expenses of Commissioners and $8441, 
for their entertainment during the sitting of 
the Assembly. From the report on statistics 
it was shown that the total number of 
Churches is 5,415, and of Ministers 4,938. 
The number of Commissioners present was 
538—282 ministers and 256 elders.—The next 
meeting is to be held in Buffalo. 


THE GENERAL ASssEMBLY of the Church of 
Scotland was opened on 20th May, with the 
customary formalities, by the Queen’s Lord 
High Commissioner, the Earl of Rosslyn. The 
opening sermon was preached in St. Giles’ by 
Rey. Dr. Chrystal, of Auclinleck. The Rey. Dr. 
Watson, of Dundee, was elected Moderator. 
The vacancy in the Procuratorship, caused by 
the elevation of Mr. Lee to the bench, was 
filled by the appointment of Mr. Macintosh, 
advocate. The report of the Colonial Com- 
mittee came up for discussion on the second 
day. It was stated that the financial year 
had closed with a deficit of $10,000. The 
total receipts for the year were $34,500; the 
expenditure was $45,000. This had led the 
Committee to adopt a policy of stringent 
economy and retrenchment. Grants to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand had been suspended, 
and those to Canada had been reduced 
one half. Rev. Dr. Sprott gave an account 
of his visit to the Canadian Churches last 
summer, and urged the importance of the 
Church at Home giving substantial assistance 
to the Canadian Churches in view of the large 
number of emigrants going to Manitoba and 
the North-West. Dr. Snodgrass, of Canonbie, 
moved the adoption of the report witha re- 
solution instructing the Committee to make 
certain reductions in regard to all Canadian 
grants, and commending the importance of 
the work to the ministers of the Church. 
The Rev. R. H. Muir, of Dalmeny, was, at his 
own request, relieved from the Convenership, 
and his services as such during fourteen years 
were suitably acknowledged. Rev. Mr. Gal- 
braith, representing the Synod of Ontario and 
Quebec, entered into an explanation of the 
causes why his Church had not entered into 
the Union with other Churches, but, before 
he had proceeded far, was requested to abs- 
tain from reflecting upon the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, whereupon Mr. Galbraith 
resumed his seat. In proposing the formal 
deliverance, Dr. Phin expressed regret for 
the interruption, but they could not allow a 
Church not represented to be attacked in 
that manner. They all desired union, if 
accomplished upon proper terms, and they 
all rejoiced in the Union that had taken place 
in the colonies, and deplored that there should 
be any who felt themselves conscientiously 
precluded from going into the Union. Dr. 
Story introduced an overture in favour of 
relaxing subscription to the confession of 
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faith by the eldership. The subject was remit- 
ted to a committee. On behalf of the Endow- 
ment Committee, Mr. T. G. Murray reported 
that ten new parishes had been erected dur- 
ing the year, having a population of 41,550 
persons, and that, altogether, 293 new pa- 
rishes had been endowed since the institu- 
tion of this committee. 


THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY of the Free Church 
of Scotland was opened on the same day,with 
wonted simple ceremonial, in presence of a 
large number of spectators. The Rev. Dr. 
Main, of Edinburgh, was elected Moderator, 
in his opening address, he reminded the 
Assembly that this was the year of their mis- 
sionary jubilee, which ought to be made a 
new point of departure. It was a mistake, 
he said, to suppose that their past history as 
a Church had been merely a contest for cer- 
tain principles, and to regard the sacrifices 
made and the liberality displayed as nothing 
higher than homage paid to to conscientious 
conviction. It was instinct with the very 
spirit of supreme devotednesss to Jesus 
Christ. They were called upon to recognize 
the responsibilities attached to the influen- 
tial position they had attained, arising from 
the course of events and the character of the 
times in which they lived. It were to miss 
one of the grandest opportunities ever given : 
it were to turn a deaf ear to one of the loudest 
appeals that was ever addressed to her, if the 
Church of Christ did not at once arise and 
enter in and win the nations. The report on 
the Sustentation Fund, given by Dr. Wilson, 
shewed the receipts for the past year to be 
£171,719 ($858.500)—a decrease of £4,270 
compared with the previous year. Dr. Wilson 
urged upon the Assembly the importance of 
obtaining increased contributions from the 
congregations. They should not rest satisfied 
untilan income of at least $1,500 were secured 
to each of their 1,000 ministers. Estimating 
the number of members and adherents to be 
350,000, the average individual contribution 
was at present ten shillings a year, and it 
should not be difficult to increase to fifteen 
shillings. There was a very long debate, fol- 
lowed by alarge vote in favour of Disestablish- 
ment. 


The celebrated Professor Robertson Smith 
case, which has been for years disturbing the 
peace, and almost threatening the rending 
of the Church asunder, was brought to a 
final settlement. By a vote of 299 to 292 it 
was agreed to sist proceedings, and to restore 
Mr. Smith to his position as professor in the 
College at Aberdeen—admonishing him to be 
more careful in the future in giving publicity 
to his views on the authenticity and inspira- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures.

GENESIS III : I-15, 


ay his constitution man was endowed with free- 

will, and therefore liable to temptation and 

transgression. V. I. Zhe serfent—the devil, 
in the form of a serpent, see Rev. 12 ; 9, and 20; 2. 
Subtile—cunning, insinuating. Serpents are pro- 
verbially wise, Matt. 10: 16 ; also venomous, Prov. 
23:32. They lurk in secret places, Eccles. 10 : 8. 
fe said unto the woman—the less suspicious of the 
two. Yea, hath God said ?—an artful insinuation 
—the ‘‘thin edge of the wedge” inserted by the 
arch-deceiver in the guize of an angel of light, 2 
Cor. 11:14. Vs. 2,3. Zhe woman said—Her 
answer shews that she had already received an in- 
jurious impression. For, while admitting the com- 
mand, she qualifies the penalty. Had nat God said, 
““ ve shall surely die,” ch. 2:17? She substitutes, 
‘“ lest ye die ”—admitting that compliance with the 
temptation incurred a risk but not so serious as to 
deter: By this concession, small as it may have 
seemed to her, she put herself in the tempter’s 
power. Why parley with him at all? Vs. 4, 5. Ye 
shall not surely die, This was a downright lie. Satan 
knew the penalty of his own disobedience : but he 
was bent on man’s ruin, John 8:44. Your eyes 
shall be opened-—under the specious promise of en- 
larged capacities for enjoyment was a crafty design 
to engender discontent with their present condition, 
as if it were not so good as it might, and should be. 
Satan had ruined himself by desiring to be like the 
Most High, Isa. 14: 12-14, and seeks to infect our 
first parents with the same desire that he might 
ruin them too. V. 6. When the woman.saw—She 
saw now with other eyes. Her imaginations and 
feelings were completely won. She did eat—The 
history of every temptation is the same—the out- 
ward object of attraction ; the inward struggle ; the 
increase and triumph of passionate desire, ending 
in the degradation and loss of the soul, James 1: 
14,15. And he did eat—following the example of 
his wife, he fell under the same condemnation, 
compare Acts 5:9. Vs. 7, 8. The eyes of both were 
opened —the eyes of their consciences. They heard 
the votce—the same kind tones, but how differently 
it now sounded to them? And hid themselves— 
conscience makes cowards of us all. V. 9-13. Where 
art thou? The question gave Adam an oppor- 
tunity of confessing his sin, but his answer is eva- 
sive, reflects upon his wife, and even attaches 
blame to God. Eve, too, may yet confess and re- 
pent, but she also lays the blame on others. V. 15. 
Contains the germ of many subsequent prophecies 
and promises fulfilled in Christ, who by his death 
hath destroyed him that hath the power of death, 
‘that is the devil, Heb. 2:14, 15. See also Rom. 
16 ; 20, 


LEARN that life is a season of probation ; its en- 
joyments are restricted and limited : every act of 
wilful transgression is to eat forbidden fruit. Resist 
the first approaches of temptation, James 4:7. 


Cain and Avel, 


BL. 3875; GENESIS IV : 3-15. 


JuLy 18. 


HE FRUIT of disobedience and unbelief was 
the Fall. Here we see the development of 
sin in the deep-seated enmity of the carnal 

mind defacing the image of God, Rom.8:7. V. 3. 
In process of trme, 129 years are supposed to have 
elapsed since Adam and Eve were formed. At this 
time it is probable that a large population had 
grown up—some think as many as 400,o00o—that 
the family relationship had been established, and 
that a system of religious worship had been insti- 
tuted by God. Cain brought an offering—either 
on the seventh day, or at the feast of ingathering 
at the end of the year. Adel also—evidence that 
both had received early parental instruction. The 
Lord had respect to Abel—approved and accepted 
his offering—perhaps by fire, see I Kings 18 ; 24, 
38. But unto Crin he had not—The reasons are 
obvious. (1) The difference in the characters of the 
two man. Cain was a wicked man, I John 3:12; 
Abel was a righteous man, Matt. 23 ; 35. (2) The 
difference in their offerings, Cain’s was merely a 
sacrifice of acknowledgment, which might have 
been offered in innocency, right enough in other 
circumstances, Juz, it was not what God required 
of him at this time. Abel’s, was a sacrifice of 
atonement through which he owned himself a sin- 
ner and sought forgiveness through a mediator, 
Heb. 9:22. (3) Cain’s was from the surplus pro- 
duce of his farm, and cost him nothing. Ade/ 
brought of the firstlings of his flock—the very best 
that he had. (4) The chief difference, however, 
was that Abel offered through /fazth, Heb. 11: 4, 
as a penitent believer. Cain betrayed a Spirit of 
pharisaic confidence in himself, Luke 18:11. Vs. 
5-7. His countenance fell—intimating enmity 
against God and envy of his brother. Way art 
thou wroth ?—God condesceads to reason with him. 
Lf thou doest well—God is no respector of persons, 
Acts 10:34. St lieth at the door—if thou persist 
in this wroth, and do not humble thyself before 
God, further sin—swrder—is at the door, for men 
go from bad to worse. Or, it may mean the punish- 
ment of sin—‘‘ the curse ”—will overtake thee. 
Unto thee shall be his desire—he had no reason for 
jealousy, Abel would continue to respect Cain’s 
distinction by priority of birth, which he seems to 
think withdrawn from him by the rejection of his 
sacrifice. V. 8. Catn talked with Abel—under the 
guize of brotherly familiarity concealed his purpose 
till a convenient time and place favoured its accom- 
plishment. SZew hzm—the first recorded death in 
the human family is that of a martyr for his reli- 
gion, V.9. Whereis Abel ? Here was an oppor- 
tunity for confession—but a falsehood instead.

JULY 25. Bee 2348: 


HE traditions of all nations agree as to the 
reality of a flood by which the old world was 
destroyed. The Mosaic account of it is con- 

tained in Chs. 6-8. Its date is fix¢d by chronolo- 
gers, A. M. 1656, or B.C. 2293. The cause 
assigned for it by God was the prevalent wicked- 
ness of mankind, ch.6:5. The extent of it has 
been much disputed. The gencral belief now is 
that it covered only that part of the earth then inha- 
bited by man—the more central parts of Persia and 
Armenia, a low lying district which affords special 
facilities for submergence, and in which traces have 
been discovered of such an inundation. The theory 
advanced by Hugh Miller is that a depression of 
the earth’s surface at this point, caused by volcanic 
agency, admitted ‘‘the fountains of the deep,” i. e. 
of the nearest seas, which rushed into the cavity, 
while torrents of rain, descending for forty days 
‘and nights together; accelerated the deluge, Gen. 
7:11-12. One faithful man was found among the 
faithless—NoAH, a preacher of righteousness, 2 
Peter, 2; 5, at this tme 500 years of age. The 
ark which he built ty instruction from God was, 
counting 22 inches to the cubit, 547 feet long, g1 
feet broad, and 47 feet deep, ch. 6:15. About the 
size of the S. S. “ Great Eastern,” It took 120 
years to built it, and Noah and his family were 
shut up in it for a year and ten days, see ch. 7:11 
and 8:14. The Bible gives no details of the ca- 
tastrophe. Many, doubtless, sought admission 
when it was Zoo /ate. All outside, even the car- 
penters who built it, were drowned ! Vs. 8, 9. God 
spake—after Noah and his family had disembarked. 
I establish my covenant—confirm a solemn agree- 
ment ; by which their fears of a repetition of the 
judgement might be set at rest. Vs. 10. 11. Every 
living creature—The animal creation and the earth 
itself were included in the blessing. Vs. 12, 14. 
The token—a visible sign by which the covenant 
should be ever after remembered. J do se¢—rather, 
have set, for the rainbow must have been already a 
familiar sight. /¢ shall be—regard it, henceforth, as 
my pledge to you. Vs. 15-17. JZ we¢ll remember. 
Man may forget his part in the covenant, but God 
never will, Isa, 49315. V. 18. Zhe sons of Noah 
—SHEM, the oldest, was 98 years old at the time 
of the flood. He attained the age of 600, ch. 11: 
10, 11. He was the ancestor of Abraham and the 
Israelites. His descendants peopled Central Asia. 
The sons of Ham, the youngest, peopled Africa, 
Phoenicia, and other regions, and for a time held a 
foremost place among the nations. But their as- 
cendancy passed away. From Japheth sprung the 
nations that peopled the continent and islands of 
Europe, and who ultimately outstripped all others 
in enterprize and progressive power. For more 
than 2000 years they have been the dominant races 
of the world, and now, more than ever, they are 
spreading themselves over the globe and asserting 
their supremacy. 

LEARN that Jehovah is a covenant-keeping God, 
Dan. 9 : 4; and his people should covenant to love 
and serve Him. An ark of safety is provided for 
guilty sinners—the Lord Jesus Christ, John3: 16. 


Ghee Call of Abram. 


GENESIS IX : 8-19, | AUGUST I. B,C. 1921. GEN, XI:31, 32 & 12: I-10 


ERAH was the tenth of the Patriarchs from 
Shem—the nineteenth from Adam, 420 years. 
had elapsed since the flood, and mankind 

had again lapsed into infidelity. Terah and his 
family were idolators, Josh. 24:2. ABRAM—‘‘ex- 
alted Father ” was the youngest of three brothers, 
though named first, ch. 11:27. Born in Ur, the 
capital of Chaldea, at the age of 70, he removed 
with his father to Haran, or Charran, in Mesepo- 
tamia where he lived five years, until the death of 
his father, see Acts 7:2. SARAI, or Sarah—‘‘Prin- 
cess”—his wife was his half sister, ch. 20:12. She 
died at Hebron, 127 years old, ch. 23:1, and was 
the first to be buried in the cave of Macpelah which 
afterwards received the remains of so many honour- 
ed patriarchs, ch. 49:31. Abram attained the age 
of 175 years, ch. 25:7, his name having been 
changed to ‘‘ Abraham” when 90 years old, ch. 

T7s $y Chér2 cit. Lhe \ calle) mow) mentomed 
seems to have been the second of a like kind—the 
first was in his father’s life time, see Acts 7 ; 2. 

The purpose of this call was the separation of 
Abram and his family from a wicked nation that he- 
might become the founder of God’s chosen people, 

Deut. 14;2. That Abram was at this time con- 
verted is evidenced by his obedience to the com- 
mand, get thee out of thy country. ‘This required a 
strong exercise of faith. He did not stop to ‘‘reason 
why,” but left native land and friends believing that 
God knew what was best for him, Heb. 11 :8. 

Vs. 2, 3. The promise was two-fold. (1) To him- 

self—that he should found a vreat nation——become: 
the head of a new dynasty, and be revered as such. 

(2) Ln thee shall all famittes of the earth be blessed— 
it extended also to his latest posterity. Vs. 4, 5. 

Lot was the son of Haran, and Abram’s nephew, 

ch. 11:31. The place called Haran was not far 
from the northern part of Canaan into which Abram 

by divine appointment ‘‘came,” and through which 
he passed, southwards, until he reached SICHEM, 

afterwards Shechem, the scene of many memorable 
events in the history of the Israelites. Here was 
held the great meeting of the Jewish ‘‘Covenanters,” 
Josh. 24:1, 25. Here Joseph was buried, Josh. 

24:32. Here Jesus met the woman of Samaria, 

John 4:6. Zhe Caananite—the descendants of 
Ham, an active and aggressive race, but already 
sunk into the depths of heathenism, whose presence 
in the Land of Promise was enough to stagger 
Abram’s faith. V. 7. Unto thy sczed—the first dis- 
tinct intimation that his descendants should occupy 
it, Butlded an altar—thus making an open pro-- 
fession of his faith in God in the face of the heathen. 

At BETHEL—‘‘the house of God’’— he does the 
same. Vs. 9, 10. Fourneyed on—pitching his 

nightly tent, as the Beduin, and travellers, still do. 

A famine—in the Promised Land! Another trial 

of his faith, which for the first time now wavers..

MEETING or THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


qe SIXTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 

PRESBYTERIAN CuuRCH IN CANADA com- 
menced its proceedings in CRESCENT STREET 
Cuaurcn, Monrreat, on Wednesday evening, 
the 9th of June, at half-past seven o’clock. 
The place of meeting is in every respect ad- 
mirably suited for the purpose. Crescent 
Street, is the newest, as it is also one of the 
most commodious and beautiful churches in 
the city. Not to speak of the auditorium, 
which is handsomely fitted and seated for at 
least 1200 persons, the lecture halls and 
suites of rooms attached to it afford every 
convenience that could be desired for com- 
mittee meetings, while the most ample ar- 
rangements were made for facilitating the 
business of the Supreme Court by those who 
had the matter in charge. The post-office 
and book and stationery department were 
under the care of Mr. Drysdale. A refresh- 
ment room was provided for those whose 
duties prevented them going to their places 
of abode during recess. Telegraph and tele- 
phone placed the commissioners in commu- 
nication with their friends far and near. 
Pages were ready to do their bidding in par- 
liamentary fashion; in short, nothing was 
left undone to make the provision for comfort 
as complete as possible. 


At the opening services, the body of the 
church was filled with the delegates and their 
friends, while a large number of spectators 
looked down upon the great congregation 
from the galleries. Looking round, a number 
of old familiar faces were recognized. Among 
the wise men of the East there were Dr. Mc- 
Gregor, the Church Agent, the venerable Dr. 
Sedgewick and his son, of Tatamagouche. 
Messrs. Neil Mackay and K. Maclennan, from 
P. E. Island, and Messrs. Pitblado, Duncan, 
Laing and Robert Murray, of Halifax. St. 
John, N. B., sent its contingent of three 
D. D’s, namely, Drs. Waters, Bennett, and 
Maclise, throwing the coming Moderator in- 
to the bargain. Quebec sent our old friend 
and ex-moderator Dr. Cook, and a new friend 
who appeared in the Assembly for the first 


time, Dr. Mathews, formerly of New-York. 
The Montreal ministers were all there. From 
the west, besides the Moderator, Dr. Reid, 
there were Principal Caven, Professor Mc- 
Laren, Dr. Proudfoot, Dr. Cochrane, Mr, 
Laing, of Dundas, Messrs. J. M. King, and D. 
J.Macdonnell, of Toronto, Principal Grant, of 
Kingston, Dr. Moore, Dr. Kemp and Mr. Gor- 
don, of Ottawa, Mr. Torrance, of Guelph, &c. 
Conspicuous among the lay elders were the 
Hon. John McMaurrich, the Hon. Alexander 
Morris, Hon. D. McCurdy, Messrs. Adamson, 


Root, Matheson, Bremner, Hay, Davidson, 
Dr. Macdonald, Joseph Mackay, Mr. Under- 
wood, and many others of large experience 
in church courts. 

The opening services were conducted by 
Rev. Dr. Reid, the retiring Moderator, who 
preached an excellent and most impressive 
sermon from John 3 : 30. “ He must increase 
but I must decrease.’ These words were to 
be regarded, (1)-as a glorious prediction of 
the increase and final triumph of the kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour. They referred 
chiefly to an increase beyond the result of 
the personal ministry of Jesus. Great and 
glorious as these no doubt were, to an increase 
that was to be afterwards, after the death 
of the Saviour on the cross as the atoning 
sacrifice, and after his triumphant resurrec- 
tion, and ascension into heaven,and after the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. It was the 
privilege of John to recognize Jesus as the 
Lamb of God, as the Messiah promised unto 
the fathers, of the increase of whose kingdom 
there was to be no end. And no doubt, in 
these words he expressed his faith in the 
promises uttered with reference to the Mes- 
siah, and rejoiced in looking forward to the 
increase that was to take place to the multi- 
tudes whom the Saviour when lifted up would 
draw unto Him. “He must increase.” It is 
not said that he shall, but he must increase, 
till the kingdoms of this world have become 
the kingdoms of our Lord and of His Christ. 
(2) These words may be regarded as setting 
forth a principle which should animate and 
stimulate the Church of God at all times, and 
lead us ever to look upon the glory of God 
and the extension of the Redeemer’s Kingdom 
as paramount to all other objects. God might 
have used other and more efficient means 
and instruments. He could have accom- 
plished his purposes without us. But, he 
commissioned His Apostles, and the commis- 
sion comes downs to us :—“Go ye into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” And this should be our watch- 
word,— He must increase. Let us increase our 
missionary resources and activities. Let us 
use all diligence in disseminating God’s 
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blessed Word. There are great difficulties 
to be met with—deep-rooted prejudices, an- 
tiquated superstitions, and the innate deceit- 
fulness and wickedness of the human heart. 
All have to be met with and overcome. The 
extent to which infidelity has advanced, the 
weakened hold which the inspired word of 
God has upon mary minds, the assaults made 
so boldly and determinedly on the sacredness 
of the Lord’s day, and the strong opposition 
which is made in many quarters to the Lord’s 
cause, all these are fitted to fill our minds 
with dismay. But God’s cause shall and must 
prevail. The enemies of the Lord and of His 
cause may continue but He that sitteth in 
the heavens shall have them in derision. 
“He shall break them in pieces as a potter’s 
vessel.” “His enemies shall beclothed with 
shame, but upon His head shall His crown 
flourish.” Against all opposition, in the face 
of every foe, “ He must increase.” The more 
that we have of the spirit which animated 
John, and the more we have of the grace of 
his Master and ours, the more easily shall we 
be enabled to deny ourselves, to renounce 
self, to submit if needs be to humiliation, that 
Christ may be exalted and His cause ad- 
vanced. 


We are here to-day to transact the business 
of the House of God ; but in a few years not 
one of us now assembled shall have part 
in anything done on earth. Since the last 
General Assembly how many have been 
called away! Some of them filled important 
and prominent positions in our Zion and in 
the Assembly—beloved brethren on whose 
characters I could dwell with saddened 
pleasure ; whose very names I cannot trust 
myself at present to pronounce. The place 
that knew them knows them no more. They 
were not suffered to continue by reason of 
death. We miss them, but we shall no more 
take counsel with them, or be cheered and 
strengthened by their words and by their 
services. “We must decrease;”) we must 
soon give place to others; but let us seek to 
be so thoroughly influenced by a spirit of de- 
votedness to our Lord and Master, that we 
may rejoice if even through our decrease, or 
our decease, it shall be magnified and His 
cause advanced. May we be enabled to say 
in the language and spirit of John, “ He must 
increase, but I must decrease.” And now Fa- 
thers and Brethren we are about to proceed 
to the work and business of the General As- 
sembly. Let us seek to do it in the spirit of 
the words which we have been considering. 
L + the advancement of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom and glory be ever the great object 
before us. In our discussions and conferences, 
in our words to one another, in the spirit and 
temper which we shall exhibit, let us seek to 
‘have a single eye to the glory of God. Let 
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nothing be done through strife or vain glory. 
Let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon 
us, and the work of our hands, may He es- 
tablish it, and to His great name be all the 
praise and glory throughJesus Christ for ever. 
Amen. 


THe GENERAL ASSEMBLY having been con- 
stituted with prayer, the roll was then called, 
after which the Assembly proceeeed to the 
election of its Moderator for the ensuing year. 
The nominations of Presbyteries were, for 
Rev. Donald McRae, of St. John, N. B., fifteen 
in number; for Dr. McKnight, of Halifax, 
three; and one each for Dr. Proudfoot, Dr. 
Cochrane, Dr. Gregg, Dr. Bell, and Professor 
Maclaren. A number of the Presbyteries 
made no nominations, not that they were 
indifferent in the matter, but chiefly because 
they think a better system of electing the 
Moderator might be adopted, such for ex- 
ample as obtains in the Scottish Churches 
whose use and wont is to entrust the nomina- 
tion to a college of ex-Moderators, reserving, 
of course, the right of members to nominate 
whomsoever they may choose on the floor of 
the house. In the present instance, it required 
some courage to nominate Professor Macla- 
ren. It was, however, done, and well done, 
by Mr. Smith of Toronto. The compliment 
was so courteously acknowledged by the 
Professor and politely declined, that his name 
was withdrawn and the election of Mr. McRae 
made unanimous. Although the evening was 
far spent, the newly elected Moderator made 
an elaborate and eloquent opening address 
which was listened to with great patience 
and evident interest by the audience. o 


After referring to the Union consummated 
in this city five years ago, and the happy 
results which have followed from it, the Mo- 
derator made feeling allusion to the many 
changes that had taken place in the per- 
sonell of the Assembly during that period. 
He looked forward to the work of the ses- 
sion now begun with the greatest satisfaction. 
There were no burning questions to disturb 
the harmony of our proceedings. Not a sin- 
gle case of discipline to be dealt with. We 
should be called upon to discuss foreign 
missions and far off interests, but our vast 
Home Mission field, unquestionably demands 
the largest measure of our attention. What 
were the conditions of their healthful growth 
as achurch? He need go no further than 
refer to such vital essentials as the godliness 
of their pastors. Another condition was a 
robust faith in their Presbyterianism—in the 
intelligent and faithful working of the organ- . 
ization which their Presbyterianism gave to 
them. There was something like a divine 
common sense in their system which adapted 
it to the wants of their people in this Domi- 
nion; and every one of the other denomina- 
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tions was more or less following in their track. 
The Church of England had its Synods, the 
Methodist brethren their Conferences, and 
the Congregational friends their Unions ; and 
what were these but Presbyterianism under 
other names. (Applause and laughter.) Some 
complained of the regidity of theirsystem. He 
had no sympathy with these cavils. Another 
condition was a genuine resolve to maintain 
in healthful action their colleges as a source 
and means of having an intelligent and abun 
dant ministry. He believed it had been de- 
monstrated that in the light of the wants of 
our country and people, everyone of these 
institutions was a necessity. The aim of the 
pulpit was to induce the people to accept 
the Bible as the lawof national and individual 
life, and how could they hope that the pulpit 
would attain to so high a name but by able 
and effective preaching and expounding of 
the Word of God. They should make it felt 
that the Bible was no scrap-book filled with 
a number of vacillating texts, but the living 
word ; and a ministry that would so present 
the Gospel must be owned of the Lord. It 
used to be hurled as a reproach that Presby- 
terianism neglected the service of song, but 
that reproach, had, to a large extent, been 
removed, and at a later period areport would 
be presented by means of which, he hoped, a 
hymn-book would be adopted which would 
form a fresh bond of their union and be a pio- 
neer of its future progress. He should be glad 


ifa manual of services were prepared—not in 


the form of a ritual, to which he was opposed 
—but providing something for the celebration 
of the ordinance of marriage, for the sick bed, 
and for family worship. Nobody could fail to 
see what a hond of influence the prayer-book 
of the Church of England had been to its 
members, and the Presbyterian Church might, 
without encumbering itself in any respect, 
take a leaf out of the book of that great 
Church. 


Dr. Retp, having resumed the duties of 
Chief Clerk of the Assembly, read the replies 
to addresses adopted by the Assembly, last 
year, to Her Majesty the Queen, and His 
Excellency the Governor-General. 

Dr. JENKINS moved, seconded by Principal 
Caven, the thanks of the Assembly to Dr. 
Reid for the able and efficient manner in 
which he had performed the duties of Moder 
ator during the pastyear, and for the excel- 
lent sermon with which he had opened this 
Assembly. 


BUSINESS OF THE ASSEMBLY, 


Mr. Torrance presented the report of the 
Committee on Business, which recommended 
that the vacant clerkship formerly occupied 
by the late Professor McKerras be filled by the 


_ Dr. Fraser, and that the hours of meeting be 
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daily from 10 a. m., to 1 p. m.; 3 p. m., to 5.30 
p- m., and 7.30 to 10 p.m. A committee on 
bills and overtures was named, and upon the 
adoption of the report being moved, 

Dr. Jenkins said he thought the Com- 
mittee had gone out of its way in suggesting 
the appointment of a successor to Professor 
McKerras. For his own part he could not 
agree to the adoption of the report, inasmuch 
as it might commit the Assembly upon the 
point mentioned. 

After some discussion, Dr. Jenkins moved 
that the item of Professor McKerras’ succes- 
sor be made the special order of business for 
to-morrow afternoon at two o’clock. The 
motion was agreed to. 


Second Day. 


THE MORNING SEDERUNT was opened with 
devotional services conducted by the Mode- 
rator, Dr. Jenkins, Professor Gregg, Principal 
MacVicar, and Messrs. Duncan and Thomp- 
son. 

AppLications from ministers of other 
Churches desiring to connect themselves with 
this Church were read in open court and re- 
ferred to a committee. The names of the 
applicants are as follows,—Messrs. James 
Christie, Nova Scotia, F. W. Archibald, of 
Baltimure, U. S., Christopher Smith, of Glas- 
gow, Scotland, and Mr. Reese, a minister of 
the Baptist Church. The following applied 
for leave to retire from the active duties of 
the ministry, namely,—Messrs. William Duff, 
of Lunenburgh, N.8., James Hanran, of St. 
Sylvestre, Que., Matthew Barr, Seaforth, Ont., 
Mr. Young and Mr. George Lawrence, Toron- 
to Presbytery, and Mr. Walter Wright, in the 
Presbytery of Barrie. 


Home Misston CoMMITTEE. 


THE REPORT of this Committee, with statis- 
tical appendix, occupying 54 pages of closely 
printed matter, was laid on the table, and 
distributed amongst the members. Its con- 
sideration was deterred till a future sederunt 
which will doubtless prove one of the most 
interesting of the whole session. 


THE CLERKSHIP. 


Principat Grant moved, seconded by Dr. 
Waters, that Dr. Fraser, of Bondhead, one 
of the joint-clerks be invited to undertake, 
for the present session, the duties heretofore 
discharged by the late Professor Mackerras. 
The motion was unanimously agreed to, and 
Dr. Fraser accepted the appointment, thank- 
ing the Assembly for the honour conferred 
on him. 

Proressor ALEXANDER Bruce, D.D., of Glas- 
gow, a deputy from the Free Church of Scot- 
land was introduced and his credentials were 
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read, after which he took his seat on the 
platform. The arrival of Dr. Steel, of Sydney, 
N.S. W., was also announced. A telegram 
was read from Dr. G. L. MacKay, stating 
that owing to a severe attack of fever he was 
detained in Edinburg and would not be able 
to attend the meeting of this General As- 
sembly. 


OVERTURE ON MILEAGE. 


The Assembly went into the consideration 
of the overture approved generally and trans- 
mitted by the Synod of Hamilton and Lon- 
don. It provided that a standing committee 
on mileage be appointed by the Assembly, 
and arranged for its meeting on the ground 
that it was just and reasonable that the esti- 
mated contingent expenses of each Assembly, 
and travelling expenses of commissioners, in 
going to and returning from the Assembly, 
should be fully met by an apportionment 
among the several Presbyteries, according to 
the number of communicants within their 
bounds. 

Dr. JENKINS objected to the reception of 
the overture on the ground that it contain- 
ed certain expressions which he considered 
disrespectful to the Assembly. 

Mr. Apamson and Dr. Warers claimed that 
the parties who were named to support the 
overture should at least be heard. 

Mr. J. S. Buack asked if it would not be 
well, simply as a matter of facilitating busi- 
nessy to let the overture lie over, and have it 
before the Assembly simultaneously with the 
report of the Finance Committee on the same 
subject. It was quite possible that the Com- 
mittee’s report and this overture are much 
the same thing, or that the parties to the 
overture might see something of equal merit 
in the Finance Committee’s report which 
they might accept. Thus he would favour 
having both before the Assembly at once. 

Hon. Mr. Morris explained that the ques- 
tion was one that had been before the As- 
sembly for three years past. They had met 
together for the good of the Assembly, and 
he thought they should consider the question. 
He thought that the venerable doctor who 
had spoken had a perfect right to speak of 
the scheme as he had done, but he believed 
that the overture, notwithstanding the critic- 
isms that can be made upon it, should be 
received and considered along with the re- 
port of the Committee on Finance. They 
would then be able to deal with a very im- 
portant subject. Anyone who heard the 
Manitoba list called last night must be aware 
that some steps should be taken to increase 
the representation. Thus he was not pre- 
pared to yote on a document which would 
conduce to such an end as critically as Dr. 
Jenkins had done. He, therefore, would se- 
cond the motion, that the Assembly’s Com- 


mittee report be heard and received simul- 
taneously with the overture presented. 

Mr. Roor said the scheme had been in use 
twelve years in the United States, and no 
one had felt himself insulted by it. (Hear, 
hear.) He had been instrumental to a cer- 
tain extent in bringing this scheme before 
the Assembly. But if it was to be thrown 
out after three years of labour, because it is 
an insult, he would say that that was too 
much for him. 

Mr. Roor went on to say that he had gone 
into this matter pretty thoroughly, and had 
calculated the cost to the whole Church of 
commissioners attending the General Assem- 
bly, and the rate per capita needed to carry 
out the method proposed in the overture. 
He found the average expense of members 
from the Maritime Provinces to be $24 each. 
From the other three Synods, about $14 each, 
and from Manitoba the cost of a return 
ticket would be about $75 each. Assuming 
that four-fifths of the whole Assembly is an 
average attendance of commissioners, the 
cost of their travelling expenses would be 
$5250. The contingent expenses of the As- 
sembly last year were $5,150, making a total 
of $10,500 to $11,000 required annually to 
cover these unavoidable expenses. Mr. Root 
explained minutely the plan that has been 
successfully followed for a length of time in 
the United States, and explained the advan- 


| tages that would accrue were it adopted here, 


in the fuller attendance of commissioners, 
and also in the increased sympathy which 
might be expected to exist amongst the 
congregations, by reason of the stronger in 
this way coming to the help of the weaker. 

Mr. Laine, Dundas, said he thought the 
overture would have recommended itself to 
the Assembly. If the Assembly were satis- 
fied, as Dr. Jenkins had said, that there was 
not a member sufficiently dishonourable to 
make clause number seven necessary, he 
hoped clause number seven would be voted 
down. He knew that in Hamilton there 
were revered fathers and brethren who had 
declined the honour of attending the Assem- 
bly, because they could not or would not 
bear the expense. Mr. Root had moved that 
this report be received and considered ; they 
did not ask that it be adopted until it had 
been fully considered. 

The motion that the report be received 
and considered was put and carried. It was. 
then resolved that the report be considered 
in connection with the Finance Committee’s 
report. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Finance Committee’s report was read 

by Dr. Reid, and was to the effect that, after 


considering the whole subject, the Committee: 
unanimously agreed that the simplest mode

-of obtaining the desired result would be for 
each Presbytery to provide a fund for the ex- 
penses of its Commissioners. 

Dr. Rerp said he thought this one of those 
subjects in which there was Mom for great 
differences of opinion. With regard to the 
point raised by Dr. Jenkins he did not think 
it an insult, but it was calculated to entangle 
~weak consciences. They had men here from 
the Maritime Provinces, possibly interested 
in Nova Scotia coal mines, and if some of 
‘these good elders should find an opportunity 
-of doing a good stroke of business, would they 
thereby forfeit their honour? (Cries of No, 
No, No.) 

Mr. CarmicuazEL, Markham, moved that the 
subject of expenses of Commissioners be 
left to the various Presbyteries, and that each 
devise and adopt such plan as may seem 
best for indemnifying its Commissioners to 
the General Assembly. 

Mr. McLean SinciaiR moved in amend- 
ment that a standing committee on mileage 
be appointed. He said it was desirable that 
there should be a thorough representation, 
and it did not follow that those who were 
wisest in council were of the wealthiest con- 
gregations. If they were not to have a full 
quota of elders at the Assembly they might 
as well write “‘ Ichabod” on the doors of their 
churches. 


Mr. Marsnatt thought Mr. Root’s argu- 
ments unanswerable. 


Mr. W. Apamson seconded the amendment 
made by Mr. Sinclair. Four years ago he 
had the honour of being sent to Halifax to 
the General Assembly there, and he thought 
it a great honour, and he was permitted to 
pay his own expenses like a man. But a 
great many found that their representation 
‘was too small; there were about a hundred 
and fifty-three ministers to about ninety 
elders. 


Hon. ALEXANDER Morris was in favour of 
any scheme that would secure the attendance 
of members from the poorest Presbyteries, 
that would enable the whole Church to con- 
tribute toward the expenses of securing the 
attendance of the members. He believed 
that if the Assembly could devise a good 
practical scheme it would be a boon to the 
Church, but he doubted if the Assembly at 
this moment was prepared to adopt such a 
scheme as the one proposed, without fully 
discussing it as it should be at the firesides 
and at the Presbyteries during the coming 
winter. He would move in amendment that 
the Committee should report at the next 
General Assembly. Mr. W. B. MoMourrica 
seconded this amendment. 

Dr. Coox frankly confessed that it was 
with no great pleasure that he saw another 
committee for the purpose’ of raising money 
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for an object for which he doubted if their 
people were prepared. He thought that the 
number of schemes presented to the people 
should not be increased. He thought there 
were enough ministers and elders present to 
do the business. The speaker went on to 
suggest that in the same way that provision 
was made for the support of a minister there 
should ‘be provision made for the annual ex- 
pense of sending delegates to the Assembly. 
He asked what was the particular advantage 
of aSynod meeting four weeks before the As- 
sembly? In Scotland the Synod was thought 
the least useful of the church gatherings ; 
the Assembly, the Presbyteries, and the Kirk- 
Sessions were the principal. The ministers 
were not well paid, and no obligations should 
be laid on them that could be avoided. It 
was a matter for consideration whether the 
Assembly should wander about as it does, or 
whether there should be one permanent 
place for it. If they met for instance in this 
great city there would doubtless soon arise a 
suitable place with all necessary appurten- 
ances for the meeting. 

Mr. C. B. Pirsiapo considered the scheme 
would be an unnecessary burden on the 
Church, and already in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces there was a feeling that the Assembly 
was costing the churches there too much. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT deprecated the drawing 
of distinctions between members of the As- 
sembly; he had yet to see any greater pre- 
ference given to one than to another. | For 
twenty years he had always attended the 
meetings of the courts and paid his own ex- 
penses, and never thought it necessary to 
say so, and nearly every minister he knew 
had done the same. He thought that to most 
elders, whose presence would be valuable, 
their time was worth more than the amount 
of their expenses. The scheme was imprac- 
ticable; they might pass it, but it would not 
work, and after giving great irritation it 
would have ta be givenup. All the blame 
for this would, of course, be attached to the 
ministers. 

The main motion, leaving the matter in 
the hands of Presbyteries, was then put and 
carried by a vote of 96 to 68. 


DELEGATES FROM CONGREGATIONAL UNION. 


The Rey. Dr. Duff and the Rev. R. K. Black 
were announced, and were introduced as a 
delegation from the Congregational Union of 
Quebec and Ontario in session, sent to ex- 
press the Christian sympathy and brotherly 
love which the Union entertained toward 
their brethren of the Presbyterian Church 
and General Assembly. 

Dr. Durr said that brevity must be his 
rule. They had tried telephonic communi- 
cation with their Presbyterian brethren for 
three quarters of an hour to find out what 
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time would be convenient for them to visit 
the Assembly. Great as science was, they 
could not succeed. They had tried to com- 
municate with them by science and failed, 
but could, by the help of God, come before 
them and doso now. There was a thought 
in his mind that great as were the successes 
of science, the Word of God was even greater, 
for they were assured that they could come 
before God with a message or petition, and 
get an answer to their prayer even before 
they asked. He himself had been born and 
brought up in Scotland in the Presbyterian 
faith and knew what it was. He then thought 
it rather a tight fit for him, as many others 
had done. But he had learned one or two 
lessons since from them, and he would be 
pardoned if he said they had perhaps learned 
one or two lessons from them. (Laughter.) 
He referred to losing brother Dixon, of Lon- 
don,who had gone to the Presbyterian Church. 
But the Congregationalists had in his place 
received from the Presbyterians brother Bur- 
ton, so that a fair exchange was no robbery. 
They were welcome to their brother Dixon, 
and he trusted the Presbyterians would agree 
that the Congregationali-ts were welcome to 
brother Burton. (Hear, hear.) He would 
remind them that the Presbyterians had a 
little sister in the Congregational Church—a 
weak little sister in point of numbers it was 
true; but he trusted that they would long 
continue to be in harmony, that they would 
respect each other’s fields, and that their 
cause would prosper. He feelingly alluded 
to the esteem in which he held his brother 
of the Presbyterian Church in Sherbrooke, 
and of a very sad bereavement that had 
aroused Dr. Duff’s sympathy. In conclusion, 
he wished them God speed, trusting that 
their feelings of brotherly love would not be 
measured by the length of his speech. 

The Rev. Mr. Buack followed, and alluded 
to the prominence the names of Duff and 
Black has taken in Presbyterian Church his- 
tory, and testifying to the necessity of a 
strong fellowship among the churches. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 
THE STATE OF RELIGION. 


The report was read by Mr. Duncan, Con- 
vener, and was listened to with marked at- 
tention. The Committee were encouraged 
by tokens of increased interest to this all- 
important subject, though about one quarter 
of the Presbyteries had not reported at all in 
answer to the circular addressed to them. 
The topics presented for their consideration 
were, First,—The interest of the people in 
the work of the Church as shown by their li- 
berality and personal services in the prayer- 
meeting and Sabbath-school. In this respect 


the Assembly had reasons for great thank- 
fulness. It was true that neither in liberality 
nor Christian work was the strength of the 
Church brought forth in itsfulness. Second- 
ly,—The interest of the people in Church 
ordinances. The attendance upon Church 
ordinances, he believed, was encouraging, 
though there were some exceptional cases. 
It was a consolation to know that they were 
exceptional. As to the sacrament observance, 
there existed much cause for regret. Many 
did not give due observance to the sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper, and he found that this 
was very often due toa sort of awe for the 
solemnity of this ordinance. He trusted 
that such steps would be taken by the min- 
istry as would under God’s blessing result in 
bringing these timorous souls into His fold. 
Thirdly—Attention to religious training in 
the families. This was one of the most diffi- 
cult problems. Complaint was oftentimes 
made that neglect in this respect was very 
grievous, and there seemed to be in some 
cases a desire to shift the work, which should 
be done in the family, tothe Sabbath schools. 
He believed the omission of proper family 
training was sowing the seeds of dissensions, 
which would in time prove very dangerous and 
difficult to eliminate. This was sufficient to 
awaken them and excite alarm. There were, 
it was true, exceptional cases, in which some 
church memberships were found fully alive 
to the duty of religious family training; but 
such was not the rule. When the Sabbath- 
school became a mere substitute for family 
training he believed it became dangerous. 
He expressed the sincere desire that sessions 
would give such attention to bringing about 
a different state of things as would ere long 
relieve the Church from this danger. Fourth— 
Were there any unusual tokens of divine 
awakening of people to take an interest in 
the welfare and advancement of the Church? 
There had been revivals in many of the 
churches, and direct traces of the awakening 
and revival of God’s work in Cape Breton 
and Prince. Edward Island, and in other 
places named in the returns. Fifth—Hind- 
rances to the Lord’s work—to the spread of 
the divine Gospel. There were hindrances, 
and worldliness was one of them—a desire 
for wealth. After going on to point out the 
pernicious influence of these hindrances, 
Mr. Duncan said that there was another 
thing which people commenced to point 
to—the publication in the daily press of 
the doings of criminals. This daily history 
of crime was believed to interfere with 


‘the religious instructions of the Church to 


the people, and was inimical to its in- 
terests. Lord’s Day visiting from house to 
house was mentioned as having a disturb- 
ing influence upon the people. He felt that 
to submit to these things without protest 
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was to abandon a principle. Revival services 
and evangelistic work have left traces for 
good upon several congregations. In fine, 
the hindrances to the work of the Church 
were the old enemies—the world, the flesh 
and the devil, and these should be fought 
with the old weapons. They had room for 
sincere thanksgiving to God for abundant 
mercies in the time past, and for hope in the 
time to come. He trusted that the Lord 
would continue to bless their work. 

The discussion which followed took the 
form of a conference in which the members 
freely exchanged opinions upon the subject 
matter of the report and the recommenda- 
tions appended to it. 

Mr. Frreuson, Vankleekhill, went into the 
figures of the government census of 187], 
comparing them with the statistics of the 
Church for 1879, from which it was made to 
appear that our returns must be very incom- 
plete, inasmuch as the number given in the 
census, nine years ago, was larger than that 
now given by the Committee on Statistics, 
by upwards of 20,000, and it was well-known 
that during that interval the number of 
Presbyterians had increased very consider- 
ably. That was a matter for the General As- 
sembly to inquire into. How was it that so 
many Presbyterians were returned by Go- 
vernment and so few by the Assembly re- 
ports. He believed that the Church was 
making progress, that a good work was being 
done; but even when their own statistics 
were taken into account, he believed there 
was reason for great humility on the part of 
the Church. Seventy-one thousand families 
were nearly 400,000 and but 100,000 of these 
were communicants, so that according to 
their own shewing there were 300,000 without 
any provision for their spiritual welfare. The 
question came, how many of these were mi- 
nors? Perhaps one-third — thus 200,000 
adults were left without provision. This was 
not a healthy state of things. He would say 
to them, try and Christianize our people. A 
good many people said these were Christians, 
but the Church did not know it. They had 
no right to call men Christians who did not 
call themselves Christians. They had one of 
the grandest fields before them that ever a 
church had, and unless they took hold of 
this work and Christianized their people the 
results would be diastrous. One professor 
of faith for every two who make no such 
acknowledgment, was a fact that should 
stir up the Church. It was important that 
missionaries should be sent to the heathen, 
and to the far-away lands of the North- 
West. But even considering this, there were 
strong reasons for mission work at home. An 
excellent field presented itself, and he ad- 
vised them to concentrate their efforts in 
that direction. 
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Mr. Nein Mackay said, in reference to the 
statistics presented by the former speaker, 
that there were a number of Presbyterians 
included in the census of this Dominion who 
did not belong to this Church. There were 
other branches which numbered amongst 
their congregations many who made up the 
discrepancy between the statistics furnished 
to the last Assembly and the census. There 
was one matter which came up in the report 
on the State of Religion and that was the 
amusements of our people. A great reform 
was needed, inasmuch as amusements were 
running wild. Young church people had 
been seen to riseup and go out from Sunday- 
school teachers meetings and hie to the 
skating rink or indulge their fancies in the 
dancing hall. This was to be deprecated as 
the Christian character of the professors of 
religion should be above that sort of thing. 

Mr. Campspett, Montreal, felt that the 
number of Presbyterians outside of pastoral 
oversight had been over-estimated. At the 
same time he felt that there was a great deal 
of work for the Church to do, and they might 
strike midway between Mr. McKay and Mr. 
Ferguson, and come nearer the truth as to 
numbers. He was certain there was a num- 
ber of people to be attended to in the large 
cities, though he believed it could not be said 
to any great extent of Montreal. He was 
aware that there was a class of people who 
could not or were not reached by the Church, 
but held that they could be reached by 
proper means. Many of them had no desire 
for the ordinances of God’s house, but there 
was a way of reaching them. He recollected 
that in the Presbyterian Church in England 
the question had been discussed and the re- 
solution arrived at to employ the services of 
evangelistic workers. He believed that there 
was much in what Mr. Ferguson had said, 
and hoped that these things would be reme- 
died. : 

PRINCIPAL CAVEN was not anxious to have 
the motion pass without a word upon it. The 
report that had been read was such that no 
one could hear it and go away without feeling 
refreshed and being resolved by God’s grace 
to work with renewed energy. He had listened 
with very great interest to Mr. Ferguson, 
and no doubt these statements showed that 
there was a vast field, and that anything like 
cessation of work would be very much out of 
place. There was great reason why this large 
Church should be grateful to God, and he 
felt this all the more when he looked abroad 
and saw the great historical churches enter- 
ing into theological disputes that threatened 
to destroy their belief in the fundamental 
doctrines of the Word of God. Notably was 
this the case in Germany where they found 
the most learned of theological -institutions. 
He mentioned an instance of twelve churches 
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in one city so depleted that one church 
would be enough for them. How deeply 
grateful to God they should be in Canada 
that they had no such state of things. Their 
Churches were sometimes accused of being 
meagre in scholarly attainments, or of having 
contributed nothing to the literature of the 
age. He believed that was the case, but 
without allowing that the ministers of the 
Dominion were inferior in education or cul- 
ture of those of any other land. But if they 
must choose between high scholarship and 
splendid literary attainments on the one 
hand, and on the other, an earnest evangeli- 
cal ministry among the people, that would 
make them sound in the true Christian faith, 
then he had no hesitation in choosing the lat- 
ter, and saying that the Church in this condi- 
tion had reason to be grateful to God, and he 
would say that as long as they were earnest 
Christian men, true to their duty in season 
and out of season, and as long as the Church 
adhered to the ministry, he believed that they 
would be soon, in God’s Providence, deliver- 
ed from things complained of, so that some- 
times the very things that were placing them 
below other churches might ultimately re- 
sult in placing them in advance of them. 
Dr. James, Hamilton, said he felt thankful 
for the report, and still more for the turn the 
discussion had taken. He trusted that each 
one would, as Principal Caven and others 
had done, make such suggestions as would 
stimulate and aid each other in the work. A 
large number of congregations were disposed 
to provide entertainments for the purpose of 
bringing young people into the church of 
Christ. He was glad to have the opportunity 
to say in the Assembly that he not only dis- 
countenanced, but condemned, from a sacred 
standpoint, every such mode of opening the 
door of Christ’s House. It was sometimes said 
that young people will not come in and we 
must make the Church attractive. They 
could not make it more attractive than by 
presenting the truths God has given us in 
their simplest and purest form, and that was 
the true attraction. If other attractions were 
needed, then he had never given himself to 
the work of the Ministry to cater for the 
amusement of the unbelieving, the careless 
or indifferent. A great deal had been said 
about the various hindrances, intemperance, 
worldliness and things in general. It might 
very profitably be taken into serious consi- 
deration, the kind of reading which is in- 
dulged in our homes. He believed the great 
thing needed in the present day was more 
direct Scriptural instruction in the family. 
If they could get the ears and hearts of the 
mothers and induce them to instil into the 
opening hearts of the children the pure 
Word of God, they would then be sowing the 
seed, in which the Holy Spirit of God would 


operate until it germinated in conversion, 
sanctification, and godliness of life. 

After some further remarks by Prorrssor 
Greece, Mr. SurHERLAND of Ripley, and others, 
a resolution was carried unanimously adopt- 
ing the report and commending its recom- 
mendations to the Presbyteries, Kirk-sessions 
and families of the Church. 

At the close of this conference, Mr. John 
M. King, Toronto, led the Assembly in 
prayer. 

SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


Mr. McEwen, Ingersoll, Convener of the 
Committee on Sabbath-schools read the re- | 
port which contained a great deal of interest- 
ing information, although confessedly defi- 
cient in respect of statistics. The recom- 
mendations appended to the report were 
chiefly extracts from the reports of the several 
Synods. Many of them were useful and va- 
luable, affording satisfactory evidence of a 
wide-spread and increasing interest in regard 
to the management and equipment of our 
Sabbath-schools. The hour of adjournment 
having arrived, discussion upon the report 
was reserved till a future sederunt. 


Ghird Day. 
A JupiciaAL CoMMITTEE. 


Dr. Waters read the order of business for 
the day, the first of which was the appoint- 
ment of a Judicial Committee. The following 
were named,—Dr. Bennett, J. F. Blanchard, 
Hon. D. McCurdy, Mr. John McMillan, Dr. 
Cook, Principal MacVicar, Dr. Mathews, 
David Morrice, John Durie, John M. King, 
Jas. Middlemiss, D. J. McDonnell, Alex. Beith, 
W. B. McMurrich, Dr. Beli, Dr. Proudfoot, 
M. Aull, Dr. Dunsmore, C.G. Hamilton, Hon. 
Alex. Morris, Joseph McKay, Wm. Robb. 
Dr. Cook and Principal MacVicar requested 
that their names be withdrawn. Principal 
Caven was subsequently appointed Convener. 

Dr. Kemp looked on the appointment of a 
judicial committee by the General Assembly 
as contrary to the constitution of the Pres- 
byterian Church. The whole church, and not 
a committee, should be enabled to pronounce 
on questions of discipline, and this Assembly 
had ever been regarded as the true repre- 
sentative of the Church, and as such should 
refer questions of church discipline to the 
proper committees—the Sessions, Presby- 
teries and Synods of the Presbyterian Church. 
He moved in amendment that the judicial 
committee be not appointed. 

Dr. Cook said that the judicial committee 
was not merely for the purpose of expediting 
business, but for the formation of a solemn 
and careful judgment. He would give far 
more for the judgment of such a committee 
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than for that of the Assembly. The motion 


was carried by a large majority. 
ANENT ELECTION oF A MODERATOR. 


Mr. Gracry read an overture from the 
Presbytery of Kingston setting forth that the 
present method of nominating persons for 
the Moderatorship is unsatisfactory and that 
the regulations be soamended as to dispense 
with nominations on the part of Presbyteries. 
In supporting the overture, Mr. Gracey gave 
a number of reasons for the proposed change, 
and suggested that the Assembly adopt the 
system practised in the Church of Scotland, 
namely,—that the nomination should ema- 
nate from a college or board of ex-moderators. 

Mr. Croit moved the adoption of the over- 
ture, remarking that it did not interfere with 
the right of members to nominate any per- 
son whom they might choose on the floor 
of the House when the time came for the 
election of the Moderator. 

Dr. Greece, Dr. Bett, Dr. Waters, and 
others in favour of continuing the present 
system, presented their views which the As- 
sembly endorsed by a large majority. 


OVERTURE ANENT COLLECTIONS. 


Dr. Rem read an overture from the Pres- 
bytery of Toronto recommending that Pres- 
byteries exercise a careful and vigilant over- 
sight of the congregations in the matter of 
contributions for all the schemes of the 
Church, that they be instructed to call for 
returns at stated periods from each congre- 
gation, and recommending the appointment 
of members in each Presbytery to take the 
special charge of each particular scheme. 
Dr. Rerp explained that the overture in- 
volved no new principles and was simply a 
matter of detail. 

Mr. Hatt, Thorndale, interpreted Dr. Reid’s 
remarks as giving the matter too little im- 
portance, and created some merriment by 
stating that it was too bad to occupy the time 
with discussing an overture whose chief re- 
commendation was that it was an “innocent 
one.” On motion of Principal Caven, the 
overture was adopted and the subject to 
which it refers was heartily commended to 
the Presbyteries of the Church. 


OVERTURE ANENT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Mr. P. McoF. McLeop, Stratford, read an 
overture from the Synod of Hamilton and 
London in reference to the appointment of 
the standing committees of the Church, re- 
commending, inter alia, that these committees 
should be composed each of asmall executive, 
say of not less than five and not more than 
nine members, appointed annually by General 
Assembly, and of delegates from all the 
Presbyteries, according to a ratio to be 
agreed upon, say of two delegates from each 
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Presbytery containing 30 or more congrega- 
tions, and one delegate from those Presbyte- 
ries containing less than 30. That the exe- 
cutive committee for each of the schemes 
shall be chosen by the General Assembly 
from the men of experience in the special 
work allotted to them, and with regard to 
their residence in or near the place of the 
committee’s meetings. That the city of To- 
ronto shall be the place of meeting for all the 
committees of Western Section, with the ex- 
ception of the Board of Management of Mon- 
treal College, and that the meetings of these 
committees shall be held within the’ same 
week, half-yearly, at a date to be agreed upon, 
and at hours which will enable the delegates 
from Presbyteries to attend them all. Mr. 
McLeod made a vigorous speech in support 
of the overture, and moved its adoption. 

Mr. Grant, Ingersoll, seconded the motion 
with a few happy remarks. 


THE AFTERNOON SEDERUNT commenced with 
devotional exercises, Dr. Robert Sedgwick 
leading in prayer. 


CoLLEGE REPORTS. 


PrincipaL McKnieut presented the report 
of the Halifax College in printed form. It 
was accordingly held to be read. It was very 
satisfactory. The library had 9,000 volumes. 
They had attempted to increase the endow- 
ment to $100,000, and it was subscribed. 
They had received a little more than half 
that amount, as the people by the sea did 
not have so much prosperity as those in the 
West seemed to have. The expenditure for 
the College had been kept within their income, 
and an adverse balance from last year of 
$1,800 had been reduced to about $1,300. 
The Principal did not know of any legislation 
to be asked for. He would add that the 
time was approaching when a professorship 
hitherto supported by the Church of Scotland 
would be withdrawn, and they would be com- 
pelled to look elsewhere for support. The 
number of students last session was 14. 

Proressor WEIR, from Morrin College, Que- 
bec, read the report of that Institution. Its 
annual revenue was $3,872. There was a fair 
attendance of occasional students, but it 
could not be said that the work done by it 
was increasing, perhaps owing to the diminish- 
ing influence of Protestantism in Quebec ; 
yet it had done something in supplying means 
for the attainment of higher education by 
Protestants. He trusted that the College 
commended itself to the liberality of the 
Assembly. 

Mr. Davip Morrice read the report of the 
Montreal College. The total number of gra- 
duates was 6], scattered abroad over the 
Church, while 28 of its students were settled 
as ministers or ordained missionaries within 
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the bounds of the Synod of Montreal and 
Ottawa. The ordinary revenue exceeded the 
expenditure by $150. There had also been 
made several additions to the library. En- 
largement of the constituency of the College 
was suggested ; four additional scholarships 
had been founded. The balances were all 
upon the right side. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT, of Queen’s College, drew 
attention to several matters in that report. 
The number of students in Arts and Theolo- 
gy was 115, of whom 51 were registered as 
studying for the ministry. The total reven- 
ues of the year, including $1,928 from the 
Colonial Committee of the Church of Scotland, 
were $19,375.84. Alluding to the prepara- 
tory department of their College, he said that 
they were quite prepared to see it die, be- 
lieving that it was not for the benefit of the 
young men to have it indefinitely continued. 
Among other satisfactory announcements 
made, he said they had a balance on the right 
side. 

Dr. ProupFoor, of Knox College, asked that 
the reading of the report be postponed, as it 
was not yet ready. 


Next MeEetine or ASSEMBLY. 


Dr. WATERS moved, seconded by Dr. Jen- 
kins, that the next meeting of the General 
Assembly be held in the Convocation Hall of 
Queen’s College, Kingston. This was agreed 
to, and the time decided upon for its com- 
mencement was the second Wednesday in 
June at 7.30 p. m.—the opening services to 
be held in St. Andrew’s Church... It was 
further intimated that the General Assembly 
for 1882 would probably meetin St. John, N.B. 

Stanping Commirreus.—After considerable 
discussion, it was agreed that the overture 
on this subject be sent down to Presbyteries 
to report to next meeting. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 
THe Rey. Dr. Steet. 


The Moderator cordially welcomed the Rey. 
Dr. Steel, of New South Wales, who was re- 
ceived with rounds of.applause. r 

Dr. STEEL said—Moderator, Fathers and 
Brethren, I thank you for so cordial a recep- 
tion, and forthe kind way in which you have 
invited me to address this venerable Court. 
Coming from so great a distance, I am happy 
to find I am nevertheless among my kins- 
men. When I reached a part of this Domin- 
ion I was gratified to find so many of my 
kinsmen according to, the flesh, a whole 
country-side of cousins, and still more to find 
myself at the communion table among so 
large a company last Sunday, but the church 
to which I belong is so intimately related 
that we are your cousins. (Applause.) We 
all come from the same mother, all speak the 


same shibboleth, from time to time we stretch 
our long hands across so many thousand 
miles and grasp each other in affection. John 
Calvin protested he would be willing to cross 
ten seas to bring the Churches into closer 
union. The speaker referred in grateful 
terms to the union of the churches in New 
South Wales in 1865, and in Victoria in 1859, 
by which means their strength and influence 
had been greatly increased. He also referred 
to the founding of St. Andrew’s Presbyterian 
College in Sydney, and gave some interesting 
details concerning the progress of the Pres- 
byterian Church in New South Wales and 
New Zealand. 


In South Australia the Presbyterians, with 
other denominations, had formed a Union 
College which trained a native ministry. The 
Church in the Australian colonies, therefore, 
was fitting itself for its highly important 
mission. Another thing in which the educa- 
tion of Australian schools differed from that 
of Canada was that there the churches be- 
lieved in undenominational education, where- 
by all classes received the same grounding to 
fit them for their work in the world. They 
had had a great fight for this scheme, and it 
was at the most opportune moment that they 
received very much help from an unexpected 
quarter. The Rey. Mr. Chiniquy came among 
them, and had received a hearty welcome, 
not as an official delegate from this Church, . 
though bearing letters of commendation from 
it. He had done very marked service in 
assisting them, and he must here testify to 
that fact. The speaker then passed on with 
a reference to the mission work in Polynesia— 
that in the New Hebrides receiving especial 
attention. The courage and unflinching de- 
votion of the missionaries and their wives— 
especially that of the latter; the spread of 
the Gospel and the death of the martyrs, 
who, during eighty years had _ brought 
about the fact that 300 islands and 450,000 
people formerly heathen had been evangeli- 
zed; that in the Fiji Islands there were 800 
churches, 100,000 attendants on divine ordi- 
nances, and 25,000 communicants; that all 
this cost no more than the Victoria Bridge, and 
equal to about as much as one mile of the 
Thames embankment. He reminded the As- 
sembly that there are to-day in China, 200 ; 
on the coasts of Africa, 200 ; in the Southern 
seas, 200; in India, 600; among the natives 
of North America, 100 missionaries. Such 
were among the facts referred to at length 
by the reverend gentleman, who concluded 
his splendid address by saying they were 
hastening to the glad day when the kingdoms 
of this world would become the kingdoms of 
our Lord and his Christ. (Loud and conti- 
nued applause.) 


The Mopgrator briefly returned to Dr. 
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Steel the thanks of the Assembly for his ex- 
eeedingly interesting address. 

~ The 100th Psalm was then sung by the As- 
sembly with heart and voice, led by Mr. Mc- 
Laren the choir-master of Crescent St.

HOME MISSION REPORTS. 


Dr. CocHRANE, CONVENER, entered into ex- 
planations at length on the Report of the 
Committee on Home Missions, (Western Sec- 
tion,) which, having been previously placed 
in the hands of members in pamphlet form, 
was held to be read. He said that the Com- 
mittee had begun the year with gloomy fore- 
bodings, but the liberality of the people had 
enabled them to come before the Assembly 
at this time, and for the first time in the his- 
tory of the Church, free of debt and witha 
small balance on the right side of the ledger. 
They had commenced the year with an in- 
debtedness of $11,050, and for a time felt 
that they must altogether abandon some of 
their mission fields and curtail the salaries of 
their missionaries in others; but so hearty 
and generous had been the response to their 
appeals, the entire indebtedness had been 
cancelled, while the claims for the year were 
also fully met. For this they were thankful 
to the Great Head of the Church who had 
inclined His people to give so willingly ; 
thankful also to the Presbyteries of the 
Church for their valuable assistance, and to 
the congregations and individual members 
of the Church who had so nobly responded. 
The contributions from all sources for the 
past year amounted to $46,869.77. The 
balance on hand is $116.99. The committee 
gratefully acknowledge their obligations to 
the Colonial Committee of the Free Church 
of Scotland for a grant of £250 stg., towards 
their Home Mission work, and another of 
£150 towards the maintenance of Manitoba 
College: also grants of £100 each for the 
same from the Presbyterian Church of Ire- 
land—making in all $2,905.72 from the Home 
Churches. The donations and special contri- 
butions amounted to $6,396.59, of which 
$3,600 came from Montreal, $726 being 
balance of ministerial contributions to the 
deficit of last year, and $750 from the Prrs- 
BYTERIAN RecorD. The report gives detailed 
statistics of 126 mission fields, exclusive of 
Manitoba—in which alone there are already 
upwards of ninety preaching stations. The 
number of families supplied with ordinances 
in these stations is 4,343, the number of com- 
municants, 4,844. The total amount ex- 
pended by the Committee in these 126 sta- 
tions was $22,532.23. The Supplemented 
Congregations—exclusive of Manitoba—were 
eighty-five in number, who received during 
the year $10,753.29, in sums ranging from 
$25 to $275 each. The numbers of mission- 
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aries reported are as follows :—Ministers and 
Licentiates, 35; Theological Students, 70 ; 
Student Catechists, 25; Lay Catechists, 9. 
Total 139. Honourable mention is made of 
the abundant labours of the Theological 
Students under the auspices of the Missionary 
Societies of Knox College, Queen’s College, 
and the Presbyterian College, Montreal, res- 
pectively, and of the very considerable sums 
of money raised by each in behalf of the 
mission work of the Church, over and above 
what passed through the hands of the Home 
Mission Committee. 

Mr. J. M. Kine moved the deliverance on 
the report, conveying the thanks of the As- 
sembly to the Committee, and especially to 
the Convener; acknowledging thankfulness 
to Almighty God for the success which had 
attended their efforts, and those of the 
Student’s Missionary Societies; expressing 
gratitude to the Home Churches for their 
valuable aid, and, generally, approving of the 
recommendations contained in the report. 


Korth Day. 


THE Report for THE HastERN SECTION was 
given in by Dr. Waters at a subsequent se- 
derunt and adopted. An extended notice of 
this most interesting report will appear next 
month, along with that of the Board of 
French Kvangelization and other matters. 


AGED AND InFiRM MINISTERS’ FUND. 


Mr. James Mippiemiss, Convener, read the 
report of the Committee for the Western 
Section of the Church. The receipts for the 
year were $5,331, the expenditure, $5,665. 
The estimated expenditure for the current 
year was $7000, and it was feared that unless 
an effort was made to increase the revenues 
there must inevitably be a reduction in the 
larger annuities. The chief cause of anxiety 
was in reference to the irregular payment of 
the ministers’ rates. An amalgamation of the 
funds, Hast and West, had been considered 
by the Committee, but they judged it to be 
impracticable at present. The report, which 
was a very carefully prepared and judicious 
one, embodied a number of valuable sug- 
gestions for the improvement and manage- 
ment of the Fund. 

Prorgssor Greae directed attention to the 
necessity of punctuality on the part of min- 
isters in the payment of their rates. 

Mr. Mactean Srnouair, Convener, read the 
report of the Eastern Sectign. The income 
of that Fund last year was $1603 from all 
sources: the expenditure, $1383. Mr. Sin- 
clair made an admirable appeal on behalf of 
the Fund, quoting the sanction of Scripture, 
and shewing that the principles upon which 
it was founded were alike politic and reason- 
able. He urged its liberal support, not asa 
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matter of charity, but as of duty to a class of 
men who were called upon to make large sa- 
crifices in doing the work of the Church, 
many of whom had not the means of laying 
by a competency for themselves and their 
families when they shall be overtaken with 
old age. 

Mr. New Mackay, P. E. I., expressed him- 
self somewhat strongly in regard to what ap- 
peared to him to be harsh, if not unjust, in 
some of the regulations for the administra- 
tion of the Fund, as for example, the for- 
feiture of a minister’s interest in the Fund if 
by reason of his inability to meet the annual 
payments required from him, he should fall 
into arrears even for a year or two. Such 
cast iron regulations he contended struck at 
the root of church liberality, and he charac- 
terized them accordingly. 

Mr. J. M. Kina, held that the true com- 
plaint, if there were any, was not in the di- 
rection indicated by Mr. Mackay. The ad- 
ministration of the Fund was, on the contra- 
ry, held rather to be too lax. 

Mr. Root spoke enthusiastically in support 
of the Funds and their management, and 
urged that ministers of wealthy congregations 
should contribute in proportion to their im- 
plied abilities. 1t was much easier to raise 
money for the great Schemes of the Church 
than for such a small thing as the sustenance 
of an aged, worn-out servant of the Lord. 

Mr. J. S. Brack was sensible that he was 
on the unpopular side of the House on this 
question. He would have nothing to do with 
the recommendations respecting the Aged 
and Infirm Minister’s Fund. He believed 
that there was a radical element of unfair- 
ness in it, based upon a misconception of the 
relative financial abilities of city and country 
ministers. 

Mr. Pitsiapo moved, seconded by Mr. Blair, 
the adoption of the report,which was carried, 
and the Assembly then adjourned until 
Monday, to afford the members an opportu- 
nity of taking an afternoon’s excursion on 
the river, and of visiting the Protestant Ins- 
titution at Pointe aux Trembles, so long 
under the management of the French Cana- 
dian Missionary Society, and which is now 
about to be transferred to the Board of 
French Evangelization of THe PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH IN CANADA. 


Sabbath, 


By APPOINTMENT OF THE MopeErarTor, Rey. 
Proressor Bruce, D.D., of Glasgow, and Rev. 
PrRINcIPAL Cairns, of Edinburgh, delegates 
from the Free Church of Scotland and the 
United Presbyterian Church, respectively, 
occupied the pulpit of Crescent STREET 
CuurcH on Sabbath morning and evening. 


Dr. Bruce took for his text the brief but 
comprehensive prayer of St. Paul on behalf 
of the Church at Ephesus, contained in Ephe- 
sians 3: 14-19, upon which he founded an 
exceedingly interesting and instructive dis- 
course, at once evangelical in its tone and 
abreast of modern thought. Dr. Carns ap- 
peared in the pulpit in the evening, without 
gown, or bands, or manuscript, or impedi- 
menta of any kind, and delivered a magnifi- 
cent missionary sermon from the words “His 
name shall endure for ever,’ Psalms 72: 17. 
The service for the children of the Sabbath- 
schools was held at 3 0’clock in the afternoon 
in the same place. The children with their 
teachers occupied the area of the church, 
and their parents and friends, the galleries. 
The spacious building was filled to overflow- 
ing, and as the great company united their 
voices in song, the words of the old familiar 
hymn were brought to mind. 


Lord, how delightful ’tis to see 

A whole assembly worship Thee ! 

At once they sing, at once they pray, 
They hear of heaven and learn the way. 
I have been there and still would go ; 
’Tis like a little heaven below. 


Mr. Davin Morrice occupied the chair, 
and stirring addresses were delivered by Mr. 
Donald, of Pictou, N.S., and Dr. Steel, of Syd- 
ney, NN. 


Fitth Day. 


THE COLLEGES. 


Dr. PRouproor presented the report of the 
Board of Management of Knox Cotiece. The 
only recommendation offered was that there 
should be a change in the manner of electing 
the Board of Management, providing for the 
retirement of one half of the members an- 
nually, as under the present system they 
were practically without a Board at all from 
June till October. The debt on the college 
had been reduced during the past year by 
the sum of $4,897, but it would be necessary 
to raise at least $30,000 more to relieve them 
of indebtedness. The expenditure for the 
year was $12,854. The income from all 
sources, $369 less. This was a great improve- 
ment in the financial condition of the college. 
The number of students preparing for the 
ministry last session was upwards of one 
hundred. It was sometimes said that we had 
too many colleges and divinity students, but. 
Dr. Proudfoot believed that the world was 
ready to take all the ministers that the col- 
leges could send them. With reference to 
the wants of the North West he held that 
this was a most important juncture for Pres- 
byterianism to exert its influence upon the 
national life of that growing country. Instead 
of reducing the number of candidates for the 
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ministry he hoped that many more young 
men would come forward to enter into the 
Master’s vineyard. 

| Proressor Bryce read the report of the 
Maniropa CoLiEGE, which indicated the 
growing necessity for the erection of a suit- 
able college building, on account of the in- 
creasing demand for higher education in 
Manitoba. Out of 47 students who had gone 
up to the University, sixteen were from 
Manitoba College. The Free Church of Scot- 
land and the Presbyterian Church of Ireland 
had both contributed largely in support of 
the college, and the vast emigration from 
these countries would reap the benefit. It 
would cost $15,000 to $20,000 to erect suitable 
buildings. The library contained 3,000 
volumes. ,The receipts for the year were 
$6,135, and the. expenditure $6,965. The 
assets were $7000, including the present 
wooden buildings and site. The liabilities 
were $3,738. 


Discussion ON COLLEGE REPORTS. 


Tae REPORTS on the Harirax CoLimGe and 
Morrin Cotiecer, Quebec, were received and 
adopted simpliciter. Prinoipan MacVicar 
moved the appointment of a French profes- 
sorship in the MonrreaL CoLuecs, at a salary 
of $2000 per annum, payable from the funds 
ef the Frenco EvanGeizatTion Boarp, and 

moved the appointment of the Rev. Daniel 
' Cuisserat, M. A., pastor of Orthez, France, as 
one who was in every way competent for the 
position. The nomination was seconded by 
Mr. Laing, Dundas, and carried unanimously. 


Dr. Kemp seconded by Dr. MoGrecor, 
moved the adoption of the report on Queen’s 
College which was also agreed to unanimous- 
ly. 
PRINCIPAL CAVEN moved seconded by Mr. 
CARMICHAEL, Markham, the adoption of a de- 
liverance on Knox CoLLecEe Report, express- 
ing approval of the sustained interest mani- 
fested in its support, and remitting to the 
Board of management the revision of the By- 
laws by which it is governed, to be reported 
to next Assembly. 


Dr. Re read an overture from the Synod 
of Montreal and Ottawa, the purport of 
which was to do away with the preparatory 
classes connected with the Theological Halls, 
and providing that no student shall be re- 
ceived into the Theological course of the 
colleges of the Church unless they have 
passed through a regular curriculum of Arts 
in some university or college, or in such 
classes as the General Assembly may appoint 
from time to time. Dr. M@orze moved the 
adoption of the report, seconded by Mr. D. 
M. Gorpon, of Ottawa. Further discussion 
of the subject being interrupted by the hour 
of adjournment. 


Home Mission Report. 


After recess, the discussion of the report 
on Home Missions was entered upon. Mr. 
Joun M. Kina drew attention to the fact that 
much of the financial success that had at- 
tended their efforts during the past year was 
due to the indefatigable labours of the Secre- 
tary, Mr. R. H. Warpen, and to the indivi- 
dual liberality of members of the Church in 
Montreal. At the same he thought it very 
desirable that the fund should mainly de- 
pend upon the systematic and steady support 
of the congregations as such. 


Mr. Gorpon seconded the motion, and was 
opposed to accepting what had been done 
in the year past for Home Missions as a 
“spasmodic effort,” but rather as an indica- 
tion of what they could do if the needs of 
the case were shown to them in their proper 
light. After all, the Province of Manitoba 
was really only a square in the great North- 
West, and after showing the work that had 
been done by the Roman Catholics, and what 
later on had been done by the Protestants, 
concluded that the Assembly had not alto- 
gether done its duty to these people. Scotch- 
men were becoming ubiquitous in the North- 
West, and Ontario Scotchmen, who had re- 
sided in that province for some time, were 
also going into the North-West. The Church 
must follow them into these provinces. He 
felt that although the emigration to the 
North-West might not reach all that had 
been promised by their editors and states- 
men, it would at anyrate outpace the efforts 
of the Church to keep up with it. What 
must the Assembly do? First, follow the 
children of the Church into the country. If 
these were not looked after when they went 
in, they could not perhaps be found after- 
ward. He characterised the missionaries 
sent out to these lands by the: Anglican 
Church as well fitted for the work before 
them, and concluded that the Presbyterians 
in that country should be supplied with 
church ordinances. Until they were able to 
do so themselves it was the duty of the As- 
sembly to provide for them. He went back 
to John Knox’s time for a precedent for his 
(the speaker’s) idea of appointing a super- 
intendent of missions, and believed that if 
two gentlemen were to go to the North-West 
they could find out where to place their mis- 
sionaries for the advantage of the Church. 
They had hitherto relegated the supervision 
to the Presbytery of Manitoba, but with- 
out any disrespect to tbat Presbytery he 
could say that they knew no more about the 
field lying west of them than did the Presby- 
teries of Ontario or Quebec. They could not: 
be expected to do more, having their own 
hands full with their own province. Having 
gone over the ground himself he could say 
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that there was little, though some, exaggera- 
tion of the quality of lands in the North- 
West; but there would be a very large im- 
migration thither. He regarded that field as 
supremely the one for the Presbyterian 
Church, and held that when they had done 
the work in the years to come, they could 
then look back upon a work done greater 
than any of them had yet imagined it would 
be. 

Mr. Morris considered the subject before 
them the most vital that would come before 
the Assembly, because upon their treatment 
of it depended their ability to retain the hold 
upon their Dominion that the Church had so 
far held. He called attention to the little 
handfuls of their people surrounded by 
people speaking a different language and 
holding different creeds. He pointed to 
Winnipeg as an evidence of the growthof the 
country and showed, from what he had seen 
himself, the diversity of the field and the 
want of workers. The field was already oc- 
cupied. In Prince Albert the Anglican 
Church was erecting a college, and if the As- 
sembly did not at once take hold they might 
find by and by that every place was occupied. 
He believed that the North-West was now 
taking in the Canadians who previously emi- 
grated to Dakota. He had at one time been 
in Pope County, Dakota, and, when he asked 
where he was, was told that he was ina Cana- 
dian country, and he felt sad to think that 
these countrymen of his own were under a 
foreign flag. He endorsed heartily the 
practical suggestion of Mr. Gordon, that two 
of their members should go out this season 
and see what was wanted. He thought there 
was another aspect to the case, and that was 
the emigration from Quebec and Ontario to 
Manitoba. In these provinces there was much 
work to be done. He believed that there 
would be an immigration of farmers from 
England, Ireland, and Scotland to the older 
provinces, and to them also must there be 
extended the ordinances of the Church. He 
believed that the demands of the North-West 
were already beyond anything the Assembly 
could do, unless the congregations could be 
made to show a liberality greater than had 
yet been shown by them. In these circum- 
stances he believed that an appeal should be 
made to the two Presbyterian Churches of 
Ireland and to those in England. He hoped 
that this would be done. 

Mr. Bruce said that the contributions in 
the North West were relatively as large as 
those in the older provinces. He showed 
that they had supplied places in the North 
West as soon as the settlers had formed 
settlements, and that this fact shown to the 
congregations at home would induce them to 
contribute more largely than had yet been 
done. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN REOORD. 


Mr. McKetiar took much courage from 
what had been said in the meeting, and was. 
glad that his fellow labourers in the North- 
West had the support and sympathy of the 
members of Assembly. (Applause.) They 
had just passed througn the gateway of that. 
immeasurable territory. He said the most 
encouraging feature of their work was that 
the new element pouring into the country 
was largely Presbyterian, from Ontario. He 
impressed upon the older church that their 
children were going West, and thus must be 
followed to their new homes with the gospel 
and ordinances. He felt that if the congre- 
gations of Ontario and Quebec had the matter 
represented to them fairly, there would be 
no trouble about the funds. The next few 
years must be most important in their bear- 
ing upon the history of the work in the 
North-West. They must, he felt, keep abreast 
of the tide. Missionaries at present were 
compelled to go into not only their own 
fields but into those adjoining them, so great- 
ly did they feel called upon to keep pace 
with the work. The Assembly need have no 
fear of the result if the ministers appealed to 
the wealth and love of the wealthy members 
of the congregations, told them what was to 
be done, and where it was being done. He 
had faith that prayerful, earnest exertion 
would open the King’s treasury and the 
hearts of those who held it in trust. Pastors 
should tell their congregations what they re- 
quired, not as a congregation, but as a united 
church. The people of the old provinces had 
the greatest interest in the North-West. 
They sent money and presents to their sons 
who had emigrated to the West, and followed 
them with their sympathies and prayers. 
Why should they not follow them with the 
means for church ordinances as well—why 
not send them the bread of life? And their 
children would grow up to bless them and 
pray for them. He pointed out the dangers 
which followed upon young men getting into 
a strange country, and far away from home 
influences, and that of persons going into 
districts entirely remote from the reach of 
the ministry, as two of the chief evils that 
missionaries to the North-West had to over- 
come, and concluded with the hope that the 
Christians of the eastern provinces would 
help them to help themselves. 

THE REPORT was then considered clause by 
clause, eliciting a good deal of discussion, 
without in any material degree changing its 
character. With regard to the commissioners 
whom it was proposed to send to Manitoba, 
Dr. Cochrane considered that it would be 
premature to sénd them this year. 

Mr. J. M. Kine moved that the thanks of 
the Assembly be given to the Church of 
Scotland, the Free Church of Scotland, 
and the Presbyterian Church of  Ire- 
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land, for their continued interest in our 
work, and their continued efforts on our 
behalf. In reference to assistance from the 
old country, he felt that as the Church of 
Scotland: had been obliged to reduce its 
grants to British Columbia it would not be 
wise to apply to them for any increase of 
their grants to Canada at the present time, 
but, he would be glad if the presence of Dr. 
Cairns would result in the United Church of 
Scotland doing something in the direction 
named. As achild of that Church, he (Mr. 
King) was sorry to see that in these latter 
years it had forgotten the colonial work al- 
together. He hoped that Dr. Cairns would 
endeavour to bring it into line with the other 
Churches. 

Mr. Campse.t, Montreal, felt sure that the 
Church of Scotland could be relied upon for 
substantial aid towards the colonization of 
Manitoba, and for laying the foundations of 
Presbyterianism in the great North West 
Territories. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 


The attendance this evening was very 
large, the body of the church being quite full, 
and the galleries very nearly so. The occasion 
which called forth such an ovation was the 
reading of the Foreign Mission reports and 
the presence of distinguished delegates from 
Scotland. 


Foreign Mission REPORTS. 


Dr. McGrecor presented the report 
of the Eastern Section, and Professor Mc- 
Laren, that of the Western Section. The 
receipts for the first were $13,239.10, and for 
the second, $22,471.59 — total, $55,710.69. 
The debt on the Eastern Fund was reduced 
last year from $4,121.27 to $2,561.90. AI- 
though a larger amount by $656, had been 
raised in the Western Section this year than 
last, by reason of exceptional and unavoid- 
able expenditure for buildings at Indore, and 
also at Tamsui, the debt upon the Western 
Fund had increased from $5,008 to $16,558. 
It would be therefore necessary for the 
Church to raise for the next year just twice 
as much as was contributed last year. 

PrincipaL Grant moved that the two 
Foreign Mission reports be received and laid 
on the table, and their fuller consideration 
be made the order of the day for Wednesday 
forenoon. It was felt that the whole evening 
should be given to this subject; also that the 
Assembly would be helped, not hindered, in 
their duty of considering the reports by the 
presence of their friends from Scotland. It 
was felt that it would be unfair to the mem- 
bers of the Assembly to attempt to pass the 
adoption of the reports now ; all that was to 
be done was to put them fairly before the 


House, and fix a time for their consideration. 
There were always, in every court, men who 
looked with proper suspicion on members of 
committees. They did so little, and got so 
much for doing it, that they should be care- 
fully watched! They knew that committees 
sometimes sat for three or four days; that the 
conveners and secretaries gave great time 
and thought to the work, but had a malicious 
pleasure in doing wrong, and were always 
getting into debt, and, in fact, rather liked 
getting into debt ; therefore, instead of moy- 
ing the adoption of the reports it was only 
proposed that they should be received. They 
might have trusted to the right feeling of 
the Assembly, but the Committee felt that 
they were in circumstances which demanded 
the thoughtful consideration of every mem- 
ber of the House. It was one of the misfor- 
tunes of the Church being divided into two 
sections, that people in the West did not 
know much about the work in the East, and 
people in the East did not know much about 
the work in the West. The Church had five 
Foreign Missions, and these represented 
various classes of Foreign Mission fields. 
There were two missions to decaying races, 
the missions to the South Sea Islands and to 
the, Indians of our own North-West. Second- 
ly, two missions to the vast ancient heathen 
civilizations of the world, namely to China 
and India, and then between the two a block 
of 30,000 people that have been exported 
from the dense mass of Hindooism to the 
Island of Trinidad, almost realizing the idea 
of Dr. Duff, who longed for a piece to be 
broken off the great pyramid of Hindooism, 
to see if the forces of Christianity would act 
as a solvent for it. Everyone would say at 
once,—“ Too many missions for a church like 
ours!” When this church was new born in 
Montreal five years ago, it entered on the 
labours of four distinct churches. When the 
Church consisted of only about five hundred, 
the Lord commanded them to go and preach 
in all lands. They couldn’t help it, there 
were the five missions thrown upon their 
hands, and which were they to throw up? 
The one at the South Sea Islands was conti- 
guous to the Australian churches; that would 
leave the Eastern church with only one field. 
At the same time, when we came to the 
Western section, he asked which of the three 
would they advise the Church to give up? 
Should they give up the one to the Indians 
of the North-West, the old lords of the soil, 
do nothing for them to raise them in the 
scale of Christianity or civilization ? or China, 
where God had blessed them in so marvel- 
lous a way ? or India, our own fellow subjects ? 
There were men there who had been brought 
into the Church and had made more sacri- 
fices by joining the Church than the whole 
Church put together had made in sending 
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them the Gospel. What would his hearers 
think if one of the leading gentlemen of 
Canada, at the invitation of one or two ob- 
scure Mohammedan missionaries, had given 
up all. We wouldn’t expect it, but that was 
what had been found in India. Should we 
then give up the mission to India? The mis- 
sions were divided into classes, a mission to 
a barbarous race, which was cheap, and a 
mission to a heathen civilization, which was 
dear. Going toa place like India or China, 
the people thought themselves far better 
than we. You could get nothing without 
money ; you are as helpless as you would be 
in Montreal without money, and he would be 
very sorry for you if you were in that plight. 
Missions to the North-West or to the South 
Sea Islands were comparatively cheap. But 
just think of what we were getting for the 
extra expense, we were dealing with teeming 
millions, a wonderful people that we were 
afraid to compete with. The Hoodlums of 
San Francisco were afraid of them, so they 
cry out to keep them out of the country. 
$12,000 would nearly build this church! 
i.e. Crescent St. Church, (great laughter), 
and the Committee had only built twenty 
churches and houses with that amount, and 
he thought the Committee ought to be dis- 
charged for their extravagance ! The Church 
must give this next year, in the Western sec- 
tion, twice as much as it gave last year, if 
they were to hold on. Was that reasonable ? 
He knew the sensitiveness of this Assembly 
on anything bordering on expensiveness. 
How much had we given during the past 
year? There were about eighty thousand 
communicants In the Western section, and 
they had given $22,000, the rich, the middle 
class, and the poor, to carry out the Lord’s 
dying command, the work for which the 
Church exists ; had given a quarter of a dollar 
per member fora year! If they did their 
duty they would fall on their faces and ask 
God to forgive them and censure the Com 
mittee for only asking double the amount. 
This was the age of scepticism, and he did 
not wonder at it; this was an earnest age, 
and men had aright to doubt whether the 
Church was in earnest when this was the 
show it made. This was the first age in the 
world’s history when the whole world was 
thrown open to the Church. A hundred 
years ago it was not. We could not then get 
into China, Japan, India; the whole world 
was now thrown open to us. Glorious was 
the opening and glorious our responsibilities. 

Mr. McNei, Newfoundland, felt that it 
was unnecessary for him to dwell upon the 
details of the report. Whoever would take 
the trouble to read the reports and letters 
from the New Hebrides and elsewhere must 
feel convinced that the people there and 
in India, China, and the North-West were 


waiting, and that we have a very loud call 
to go to them. It had been said of these 
heathen that, having religions of their own, 
there was no necessity to go to them —that 
by and by of their own accord they would, 
though bad now, in time reform. But history 
said differently. The Tartars, the followers 
of Confucius, and the other heathen religions, 
were as bad in the time of the Apostle Paul 
as they were now. ‘The only salt that would 
preserve these people was the salt of Christ’s 
Gospel. Some others said these people would 
not be lost; therefore it was no use to go to 
save them. Yet Christ commanded that his 
gospel should be preached to all nations. 
He did more. He came down and instructed 
the Apostle Paul to be the first Christian 
missionary to the heathen. ‘The speaker 
alluded to Buddhism which instructed its 
dupes to labour on, and by their own deeds 
to reach perfection—by transmigration ; and 
yet their goal was merely “sublime indif- 
ference.” But the Christian offered them the 
water of life, without money and without 
price. The world was ready for it. The doors 
were all open for it. They had the translated 
Bible to help them to transmit the message. 
There were no closed doors to it now. He 
pointed to China, India, the Sandwich Is- 
lands, Fiji Islands, and others in denial of the 
assertion that Foreign Missions were failures. 
He said it was the indifference and selfish- 
ness of the Christians that stood in the way 
of propagating the Gospel. There was plenty 
of money to build fine churches, Panama, and 
Suez Canals, and other great works, but not 
enough to send to a foreign mission. He 
testified to the power of prayer in the foreign 
mission, and quoted Lord Napier, of Magdala, 
in support of his assertion. Prayer without 
works was no use, and there was too much of 
that in the Church. He asked the Church 
to rise in its might and do what God had 
commanded them to do; then God would 
give them the heathen for their inheritance 
and the uttermost parts of the earth for their 
possession. . 
The motion was then put and carried, an 

two verses of the second paraphrase, which 
the Chairman called the Scottish hymn, sung. 


THe DELEGATES FROM SCOTLAND. 


ProFessor Bruce, of Glasgow, was first in- 
troduced. He said that he appeared there 
commissioned by the Colonial Committee of 
the Free Church of Scotland to convey to 
the Assembly the special interest they have 
had in their Mission work, especially that in 
the North-West. He had always felt a deep 
interest in Canada. He belonged to a wander- 
ing race ; had a brother a colonial minister 
in New Zealand, and had himself narrowly 
escaped being one in this very country. 
(Applause). He did not require tc be long 
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in Canada to know of its territorial greatness. 
One had only to look at the great St. Law- 
rence to know that it took a great country 
to possess such a body of water, and not a 
small country like Scotland. Some of the 
delegates had come from almost as far away 
in Canada as he had, to attend this Assembly. 
(Laughter.) He felt that there was more 
work for them in this country than they 
could possibly attend to, and they had a 
right to look abroad for help. So far as he 
was concerned he would do his best to get it 
for them. (Applause.) There was no know- 
ing but that the day would come when they 
would turn around and help them in Scotland. 
(Hear, hear.) In fact he did not know but 
that the time would come when they in Scot- 
land might better come over here alto- 
gether. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Reip—And bring Scotland with you. 
(Laughter.) 

Proressor Bruce congratulated the Assem- 
bly that they were a united church. He 
longed for the time when they should in Scot- 
land be as united as they were in Canada. 
He hoped for it, prayed for it, and worked 
for it in his own way—not by grand speeches 
or pulpit oratory, but in a prayerful way— 
and he believed that was God’s command to 
them. He believed that they in Canada were 
an “ established ”’ church in the fullest sense of 
the word—by which he meant that they were 
in unity one with another, in their work un- 
der the blessing of God. He placed the re- 
conciliation of faith with inquiry as one of 
the great questions which he had had to 
grapple with, and when he was appointed to 
the professorship he resolved to make him- 
self the exponent, as best he could, of truth, 
and be the confidant of the students under 
him. He knew what that was to a student. 
He never would have dared to approach a 
professor to ask a question when he was a 
student. (Laughter.) He well knew what 
thoughts passed through students’ minds, 
and he believed that mutual confidence was the 
best means of dealing with theirdoubts. He 
mentioned the settlement of the case of Pro- 
fessor Smith, who was sent back to his chair, 
as one in which the right thing was done— 
admonished as a rash young man. He, Mr. 
Bruce, for one, could not regard that young 
man as one sowing tares. He hoped that he 
would not compromise his church by saying 
that the young Free Church was not tares, but 
a new wine of the kingdom of Ged. He was 
ready to concede that the old wine was mel. 
low and perhaps better to the taste than the 
new, but there was room for it to become old 
too. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) It had 
been said of the Free Church when formed, 
that there was rationalism in the Scottish 
Church. He would tell the Assembly that 
there was no such thing as rationalism in the 
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Free Church, but an earnest, faithful ministry 
of a church that believed in the revelation of 
God, and that the Bible was written by men 
of God. He continued to speak of foreign 
missions as that agency which must put its 
healing hand upon the heads of the nations. 
He drew attention to an association of ideas 
that had come under his notice, that in the 
hymn-book of this Assembly two-thirds of 
them were precisely similar to two-thirds of 
those adopted by the Free Church of Scot- 
land. He quoted the Bible to show that the 
meanest of men was worthsaving. He coun- 
selled earnestness and hoped that success 
would crown the Home Mission work. (Ap- 
plause.) 
Principat, Carns said it gave him muc 
pleasure to be in Canada and stand face to 
face with the Assembly of a church bound so 
closely to his Church at home by kindred 
ties. It was only a few days since he began 
to explore Canada, and the thought of the 
future of the Dominion had filled him with 
wonder. He had been charged to convey to this 
Assembly the warin love of his Church. He 
stood there representing a Church that had 
taken always a great interest in the colonies.. 
He had a few days ago in the West stood be- 
side the grave of the first missionary to Ca- 
nada, and, looking back to 1832, he could see 
what had been done by the missionaries who 
then commenced the work, and he blessed 
God for the men that had built up this 
great Church. He expected to have been 
the guest of one who, in the providence of 
God, had been suddenly called away—he 
meant the late Hon. George Brown—who had 
done so much to secure the lasting remem- 
brance of the old country, as well as this Do- 
minion, for the work he had done for it. 
(Applause.) Such a pleasure had, he regret- 
ted to say, not been his, much as he had 
wished it. It gave them all joy that they 
were really a united Church, and though they 
had not kept the name of the old Church, 
yet he hoped they had retained her virtues. 
He did not know how to express himself for 
joy that for the first time he stood before a 
united body of the old Free Church and 
Church of Scotland, and believed it to be a 
happy augury and omen. He trusted that 
the day would come when all three sides of 
their triangular Church at home would come 
together—and hoped that when it did come 
it would be as satisfactory as it had been to | 
the Assembly before him. He regretted that 
owing to his late arrival he had not seen 
more of their work; but, from what he had 
seen, he congratulated them on the energy, 
business-like manner, and the independence 
and liberty with which they transacted and 
discussed their questions without falling out 
by the way. He admired that the more be- 
cause in some bodies there was just a little 
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warmth at times. He mentioned the success, 
so far, of one very important step taken for 
the Free and United Church, that though 
they had not united, there were two unions 
which grew out of these efforts, and the uni- 
ted churches numbered 250 congregations. 
The Synod of that united church has done a 
great work in cultivating the waste places of 
the Church in England. The United Pres- 
byterian Church had made asacrifice of some 
one hundred churches on the altar of union, 
and on the same day had reorganized their 
system of education, and though somewhat 
reduced in resources they had been able to 
carry out their reorganization. They had 
only one Theological school. They were not 
so blessed with colleges as they had become 
in Canada. (Laughter.) Forty thousand 
pounds had been raised for the endowment 
of the Synod Hall of the College, and he 
trusted that they in Canada would get a few 
of such endowments. (Applause.) There 
were some £1,600 in scholarships. Some 
£20,000 of debt existed on the building and 
that was to be paid this year. He had heard 
it said that the Presbyterians were a body 
that would purchase theatres wherever they 
saw them empty, and convert them into 
churches. (Laughter.) He wished that that 
were true. He showed that in the Foreign 
Mission field upon which they had been ad- 
dressed so eloquently, they had 3438 labour- 
ers distributed over Japan, Jamaica, China 
and elsewhere. The mission in China, was 
especially one to which they were deeply at- 
tached. He touched upon the Augmentation 
Fund, which, contrasted with the Sustenta- 
tion Fund of the Free Church, had been very 
successful, and the majority of the stipends 
were over £200 and a manse—which they 
looked upon as the least that should be given 
to any minister of the Church of God. It was 
the duty of the Christian ministry to place 
the foundation of all that was good in hu- 
manity upon a firm basis, and he believed 
that to them was due a proper return for 
their work. He would not say whether he 
agreed to what Professor Bruce had said 
about that particular case mentioned. He 
proceeded to show how his church had con- 
sidered the Westminster confession of faith, 
and, without any change in the document 
itself, had appended to it certain expla- 
tions which had made it more easy for some 
people to subscribe to it, and had certainly 
the effect of inducing a great many people 
to buy it and to read it who would not 
have thought of doing so before. He re- 
joiced while attendant on the great Assem- 
bly of the American Church in Madison to 
find there so much anxiety expressed to 
know whether in the revision there had been 
any of the old tenets dropped, and at the sa- 
tisfaction expressed when they found that 


there had not been any principle sacrificed. 
In conclusion, he rejoiced that he would be 
able to report upon the Home Missions of 
Canada to his church at home, and would re- 
present to them the needs this country had. 
He commended them, and their great work, 
to God’s mercy and care. (Applause.) 

The Moderator, in a few happy and grace- 
ful sentences conveyed the thanks of the As- 
sembly to the Delegates who, after the bene- 
diction had been pronounced, held a little 
levee on the platform, and received the hear- 
ty salutations of a large number of the com- 
missioners and others present. Thus termi- 
nated a memorable day in the Assembly of 
1880. 


Sixth Day. 


THIS BEING THE FirrH ANNIVERSARY of the 
consummation of the Union, special refer- 
ence was made to the event at the opening 
of the several sederunts of the day. In the 
morning, Dr. Cook, of Quebec—the first Mo- 
derator of the United Church—opened the 
meeting with prayer. 


JUDICIAL COMMITTEE REPORT. 


PrincipaAL CavEN, Convener, reported as 
follows :—(1) In re the appeal of the Presby- 
tery of Sydney against a decision of the 
Synod of the Maritime Provinces in the case 
of Mr. Sutherland, of Gabarus, no appearance 
having been put in for the appellant, the 
Committee recommended that the action 
of the Synod be not reviewed, and that the 
decision appealed against be allowed to 
stand. 

(2) In the appeal of the Presbytery of 
Stratford from a finding of the Synod of 
Hamilton and London anent the Brookdale 
Station, it was recommended to sustain the 
decision of the Synod with a view of deter- 
mining the whole question as to how the Pres- 
bytery shall deal with the parties claiming to 
belong to the Presbyterian Church of Cana- 
da, formerly in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, the Assembly by request of ap- 
pellant and respondent, and also of the ap- 
pellant to the Synod, appointed a commission 
consisting of Principal Caven, Convener, Dr. 
Proudfoot, Dr. Wardrope, Mr. Torrance, Mr. 
James C. Smith, Mr. D. J. Macdonnell, Mr. 
Charles Davidson and Mr. W. B. McMurrich, 
with full power to determine the matter. 


Tue Moperator read a letter from the Rev. 
Dr. Cairns, offering a supply of students from 
the college which he represented— (applause) 


—to be engaged as profitably as possible in 


the Home Mission work. 
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RECEPTION OF MINISTERS. 


Proressor Grece read the report upon re- 
' ception of ministers. The case of Mr. James 
Christie was remitted to Truro Presbytery 
with instructions to admit him if they saw 
proper under the circumstances. Agreed to. 
Mr. Archibald was also recommended to be 
admitted to the Presbytery of Truro as licen- 
tiate. Also, that the application of Mr. 
Rees be not granted. That Mr. Christopher 
Smith’s case be not issued in the absence of 
proper information. That the application of 
the Presbytery of Manitoba to receive Mr. 
Dugald McGregor as aminister of the church 
be granted. 

The various recommendations were moved 
by the Rev. Professor Gregg and were agreed 
to. 


Winows’ AND ORPHANS’ FUNDS. 


THE REPORTS on the four several funds of 
the Church were read and considered. 

Dr. Reip read that for the Western Sec- 
tion in connection with the late Canada Pres- 
byterian Church. The capital is now $94,761 
being $1147 more than last year. Six annui- 
tants had been added during the year, ma- 
king in all forty-five. 

Mr. Camrsett, Montreal, read the report 
of the Fund late in connection with the 
Church of Scotland. The invested capital 
amounts to upwards of $91,000 exclusive of 
50 shares of Consolidated Bank stock “ of un- 
certain value,” and of the legacy of late Dr. 
Spence amounting to over $4000 which will 
be realized shortly. 

Dr. MoGrueor, presented the report of the 
late Church of the Maritime Provinces. The 
total receipts for the year were $2500; the 
expenditure $1440. The capital of the fund 
is $25,000. The committee had considered 
the question of amalgamating the funds with 
the funds of the other boards, but were not 
prepared to report favourably in the mean- 
time. 

Mr. J. J. Bremner read the report of the 
Fund in connection with the Church of Scot- 
land in the Lower Provinces, which was the 
latest of all in its formation, and though 
much the smallest, appears to have been well 
managed. The capital is about $9000. The 
committee was strongly of opinion that the 
four funds ought to be amalgamated with as 
little delay as possible. 

Mr. Croiz moved, seconded by Dr. Mce- 
Gregor, that the matter be remitted to a 
committee to consist of two represen ives 
from each of the existing Boards, who snould 
report to next General Assembly—Dr. Reid, 
Convener. This was agreed to. 


REpoRT ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The report had been read by Mr. McEwen, 
Convener, immediately before the close of a 


previous sederunt and now, unfortunally, the 
discussion on it began at the fag end of an- 
other sederunt, when there was neither 
the time to speak nor patience left to 
listen to any remarks upon a subject scarce- 
ly second to any that engaged the attention 
of the Assembly—a subject, moreover, on 
which many of the lay elders would have 
liked to be heard, and on which some of them 
were well qualified to speak. 


Mr. Gorpon, Clifton, moved that the report 
be received, and that the Assembly, while 
regretting that so many congregations had 
failed to make returns, yet rejoice in the 
growing interest and increased efficiency in- 
dicated by the report in the work of Sabbath- 
schools; commend its recommendations to 
the careful consideration of Sabbath-schools 
and Kirk-sessions, and authorize the Com- 
mittee to carry out the practical suggestions 
regarding a course of study, as they may be 
able. 

Mr. Croit reminded the Assembly that this 
year was the centenary of Sunday-schools, 
and that being the case they ought to have 
given the subject special importance. He 
had pleasure in moving the reception of the 
report. He regretted the convener had not 
been more successful in his statistics. The 
report stated that they had 3,756 teachers, 
3,200 schools, and $3,000 contributions to the 
mission funds. He was a delegate to the 
Sunday-school centenary, and he intended 
to say that they had 8,000 teachers, 80,000 
scholars, and $12,000 contributions for the 
year. These statements were not in harmony 
with the report, but he knew from experience 
the difficulty of getting the statistics. He 
attached great importance to the subject of 
normal classes. He did not know that they 
wanted more teachers, but they wanted more 
efficient teachers. In regard to the super- 
vision of Kirk-sessions he thought the best 
and perhaps the only way of doing much 
good in that direction would be for the elders 
themselves to become teachers in our Bible- 
classes and Sunday-schools. He hoped the 
Committee on business for next year would 
devote a whole evening to the discussion of 
the Sabbath-school in its relation to the 
Church. 


THE AFTERNOON Sederunt was commenced 
with prayer by Rev. Dr. McGrueor. 


Mr. Gray, Orillia, read the report of the 
committee on the boundaries of the Presby- 
teries. Although there were several propo- 
sitions for th: dividing of Presbyteries and 
the forming of new anes the committee did 
not recommend any such changes in the 
meantime, but contented itself by suggesting 
that all matters affecting the boundaries of 
Presbyteries already existing, and the trans- 
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ference of congregations from one Presbytery 
to another within the bounds of the Sy- 


nods be assigned by the General Assembly | 


to said Synods respectively, as part of their 
work. 


Report oN Hymn-Book. 


Dr. JENKINS presented the report of Com- 
mittee on a Hymn-Book, which had been ap- 
pointed by Assemblies of 1878-79 to prepare 
a hymnal for the use of the congre- 
gations. The volume submitted was compiled 
chiefly from the English Presbyterian hymn- 
book, the Scottish hymnal, hymn books old 
and new of the United Presbyterian Church, 
and the Free Church hymn book. Out of 
349 hymns chosen for the new book, 151 
were common to three hymn books, 220 
were to be found in two or more, while 89 
were to be found in some one of the four 
books. In fact 223 were found in the new 
United Presbyterian Church hymnal, 135 in 
in the old united Presbyterian hymn book, 
165 in the Scottish hymnal and 75 in the Free 
Church hymnal, and nearly 40 were taken 
from other sources. All had been generally ap- 
proved by Presbyteries, and he believed that, 
while they had managed to secure the best 
from the various books, few of real excellence 
had been omitted. The suggestions from Pres- 
byteries had been valuable, and had been 
often acted upon, and the conveners had se- 
cured permission of the authors of many 
copyrighted hymns to publish them in their 
book. The reverend gentleman read the 


terms made with Messrs. James Campbell & 


Son,publishers, Toronto,to show that the copy- 
right of the book had been secured, and that 
arrangements for royalty and correction were 
complete. Some Presbyteries reeommended 
that some of paraphrases be taken into the 
book, but the Committee thought best to 
leave these intact. The hymns for the chil- 
dren would be used for Sabbath-schools, and 
in such services as might be held for the 
young in the churches. The Committee re- 
commended that it be named the “ Hymnal 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, pre- 
pared by a Committee of the General As- 
sembly.” He moved a deliverance in the 
following terms :— 


1. Receive the report, approve generally 
of the Hymn-Book submitted by the Com- 
mittee, and commend it to such congrega- 
tions as desire the use of a Hymn-Book in 
their service of praise. 


2. Cordially thank authors and proprietors 
for their generous response to the application 
of the Committee for permission to insert 
copyright hymns. 


3. Ratify the arrangement provisionally 
made by the Committee with Messrs. James 
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Campbell & Son for the publication of the 
hymn-book. 


4. Re-appoint the Committee and authorize 
them to arrange for the publication of edi- 
tions of the book in various sizes, also to pre- 
pare with as little delay as possible an edi- 
tion with suitable music, and further, to re- 
ceive royalty from the publishers in order to 
the repayment to the Treasurer of the Assem- 
bly fund the sums requisite for the prepara- 
tion of the book, furnishing a complete state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures to the 
next General Assembly. 


Mr. Pirsiabo in seconding the motion re- 
frained from making any speech, the book in © 
his opinion recommending itself. 


Dr. Cook took a different view. He did 
not believe in many of those hymns and did 
not think it for the good of the Church to 
give them to the ministers to use at their 
pleasure. It would be a pity to furnish a 
book which consisted one half of very humble 
performances indeed, instead of those noble 
old hymns that had been sung in the 
Church of Scotland three hundred years. 
He was not opposed to the singing of 
hymns ; he believed the Spirit of God does 
still inspire the hearts of Christian people 
with the same feeling that dwelt in the heart 
of the Psalmist; but take either the Scotch 
Hymnal or this book and the greater part of 
the hymns were entirely unfit for the wor- 
ship of the Church. 


Dr. Jenkins replied briefly showing that 
Dr. Cook’s Hundred choice Hymns might 
not be the Hundred of his next door neigh- 
bour. The new Hymnal has three fourths of 
its hymns identical with three fourths of the 
hymns in the new book being prepared by 
the Free Church, a most remarkable coin- 
cidence.—Mr. Murray said that the Commit- 
tee and the Church were under obligations 
to Dr. Gregg for the great pains he had taken 
with this work. 


The resolution was then agreed to, approv- 
ing generally of the hymn-book and com- 
mending it to the congregations. Another 
resolution was passed ratifying the arrange- 
ment with Messrs. Campbell. 


On motion of Mr. Sinclair, a cordial vote of 
thanks was tendered to the Committee for 
their successful labours. 


PREPARATORY CLASSES. 


The overture anent the abolition of the 
preparatory classes was now taken up again. 


PrinoipaL Grant seconded the motion 
made at a previous sederunt to remit the 
question to the various College Boards, as he 
would like to Jearn from them any reason 
that could be urged for maintaining them. 
They had been useful in their day, just as 
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stage coaches had been, but no one thought 
he was casting any reflection upon stage 
coaches because he took the train. All that 
was asked now was, that students should 
take three years of a University course ; like 
the least exacting of the Scottish churches. 
It was admitted that there were exceptional 
cases where it would not be wise to insist 
upon this, and these were proposed to be 
dealt with by the Assembly. Thoughtful 
men believed that these preparatory classes 
should not be continued; first, because if 
they shortened the course it would be better 
to do so at the end, rather than at the be- 
ginning of the course. When aman took a 
complete course he could be trusted to pro- 
secute his own studies afterward, whereas if 
he went into theology unprepared he would 
feel weak all his life. Second, if a student 
knew so little Latin, Greek and mathematics 
that he was unable to enter even a junior 
class in a university, he should go to some 
collegiate institution, not to an extemporized 
tutor for an hour a day. Third, because it 
was unfair to the Church to send men into 
the Church with less education than that 
demanded by other churches. Fourth, be- 
cause it was contrary to the principles of 
Presbyterian polity to have two classes of 
ministers. Fifth, because two years’ attend- 
ance on these preparatory classes was mani- 
festly insufficient preparation for commen- 
cing theology. Sixth, because such prepara- 
tory departments entail a needless expense 
on the Church. He would like to see the 
Church prepared to fix a date for the termi- 
nation of these preparatory departments. 


Rev. J. M. Kine attached very little im- 
portance to some of the reasons advanced by 
the last speaker. Whatever the mode of 
training, they would always have more than 
two classes of ministers. No amount of even 
equal diligence would give the same attain- 
ments in the end, and when he thought of 
the great diversity of fields of labour, he felt 
reconciled to different classes of ministers. 
Another point raised was that students were 
entitled to have the best teaching. To that 
he would say, Yes, the most suitable teach- 
ing. The College in Toronto had been com- 
pelled to adopt the preparatory class as more 
suitable than the university classes. It 
seemed a very natural thing to say to a 
young man who was not prepared to matri- 
culate, whose classical education had been 
neglected, go to a grammar school, but a 
young man of twenty or thirty with boys of 
fifteen was not in his place, At Knox Col- 
lege, this year, the highest scholarship was 
taken by a student of the preparatory class. 

After a long and rather warm discussion, 
it was agreed to remit the subject for the 
consideration of the several College Boards. 
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SUMMARY. 


The Assembly commenced its sittings on 
Wednesday evening, June 9th, and closed 
five minutes before midnight of Friday, the 
18th. It was unusually well attended to the 
very close. Our limits compel us to hold 
over till next month a full account of the 
remainder of the business. Meanwhile we 
note that the Assembly unanimously agreed 
to empower the Boards and Senates of Knox 
and Montreal Colleges to apply for power to 
confer degrees in divinity. The names of 
ministers retiring with leave of the Assembly 
on account of age or infirmity, will be kept 
on the roll of the Presbytery of the bounds. 
The “validity of Romish ordination” has. 
been left for discussion to next Assembly. 
The law regarding the admission of ministers 
from other churches has been approved by 
Presbyteries and is finally enacted. Steps 
have been taken for the due maintenance of 
Manitoba College. All the congregations are 
invited to contribute to its support. The 
two Ladies Colleges connected with the 
Church—Brantford and Ottawa,—presented 
very favourable reports. The Assembly un- 
animously appointed a large Committee on 
Temperance, and expressed gratification at 
the progress of repressive legislation. The 
statistics will be issued in full with the Min- 
utes. The Finance Committee’s Report will 
shortly be before Presbyteries. Presbyteries 
are enioined to see to it that all congrega- 
tions contribute to the Assembly Fund.—The 
Recorp is strongly recommended to ministers 
and congregations, and the hope expessed 
that its circulation will be so increased as to 
reach all the families of the Church. The 
Committee on Sabbath Observance is directed 
to co-operate with Synodical, Presbyterial 
and other Committees in all well directed 
efforts to secure the due observance of the 
Lord’s Day. A Committee was appointed to 
watch legislation that may be attempted with 
respect to marriages within the forbidden de- 
grees. Two sederunts were devoted to the 
patient consideration of a case of supposed 
divorce. The Assembly decided that the 
parties be not regarded as in full communion 
with the Church until the requirements of 
the civil law have been duly complied with. 
Loyal addresses to the Queen and the Gover- 
nor General were adopted. Two ministers 
of this Church, Rev. R. Chambers and J. 
Smith, who are in the service of the American 
Board in foreign fiel’s have been continued 
on the rolls of their respective Presbyteries. 

Obituary notices of ministers who had died 
during the year were adopted. The Moder- 
ator and Dr. Matthews were appointed addi- 
tional members of the Presbyterian Council. 
The Assembly before closing, expressed most 
cordial thanks to the friends in Montreal 
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whose admirable arrangements had greatly 
facilitated business, and whose hospitality 
was above praise. A suitable Minute was 
adopted recording the Assembly’s deep sor- 
row over the death of Professor MacKerras, 
their late clerk. 

After devotional exercises, the Moderator 
dissolved the Assembly and summoned the 
next to meet at Kingston, on the second 
Wednesday of June, 188]. 
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PAYMENT IN ADVANCE. 


HE sixth General Assembly of the Pres- 
terian Church in Canada was, we think, 

the happiest and the best of all the six. In 
all these assembhes the presence of the 
great King and Head of the Church was 
manifest, but in none more so than in the 
last. We have now the full and true spirit of 
union as well as the outward form of union. 
On every hand we have peace, brotherly 
kindness, charity. In all the proceedings of 
the last Assembly there was not one vote 
which would indicate old lines of cleavage. 
The vast majority of decisions were arrived 
at unanimously. The discussions were frank 
and vigorous, and some of them very able, 
sueh as would reflect credit on any assem- 
bly, civil or ecclesiastical. The attendance 
of members, was large and much interest 
was shewn by the general public. The tem- 
per of the late Assembly was on the whole 
admirable. We need not remark that the 
presence of distinguished delegates from sis- 
ter churches lent peculiar attraction to some 
of the sessions. Drs. Cairns, and Bruce, and 
Steel each contributed no small share to the 
happy general result. It is to be regretted 
that our excellent foreign missionary, Rev. 
Dr. Mackay, of Formosa, was unable to be 
with us, on account of delays caused by se- 
vere illness. But, no doubt, a large portion 
of the Church will be visited by him in 
course of the year, and we may meet him at 
the next Assembly. The adoption of a 
Hymn-Book for the whole Church just five 
years after the Union—its adoption almost 
unanimously—and the remarkable manner 
in which its contents agree with the Hymnals 


of the sister churches, may surely be regard- 
ed as a hopeful sign of union and communion. 
Let us thank God for all that He has done for 
us, in our Home Missions, in our efforts on 
bebalf of the French Roman Catholics, in 
our educational work, and in our missions to 
the heathen; and with renewed faith and 
hope let us address ourselves to the work of 
the eclesiastical year upon which we have 
entered.

Dr. Schaff’s eminent 
scholarship, added to his ample opportuni- 
ties, from personal observation in Bible 
Lands, of verifying the statements of others, 
affords sufficient guarantee for the reliability 
of the descriptions contained in this beautiful 
volume, which is commended to the notice 
of students and teachers of the sacred 
volume. It contains the pith of such elabo- 
rate and expensive books as Smith’s and 
Fairbairn’s, and includes many useful details 
not to be found in either of them. The 
maps are particularly good. 


Tue Founpations, by Rev. Joan Munro 
Gisson, D.D. Jansen, McClurg & Co, Chica- 
go, 1880, price, $1.00. This volume contains 
twelve lectures so well dove-tailed together 
as to form an:impenetrable armour against 
the attacks of scepticism and unbelief. The 
author has a firm grasp of the truth himself, 
and has the happy gift of putting things in 
such a way as to convince all who are open 
to the influence of sound argument. In a 
passing notice like this we can only say that 
it is an admirable epitome of the Evidences 
of Christianity, clearly and closely reasoned, 
and presented in a most attractive form. 


LIFE, ITS TRUE GENESIS, by R. W. Wricut, 
New-York, Putnam’s Sons ; Dawson Brothers, 
Montreal, 1880, pp., 298.

ar N a very few weeks the Presbyterian 

Council will meet at Philadelphia, and 

brethren will sit together as representa- 
tives of many branches of the far-spreading 
Presbyterian family. They will be there from 
all parts of America ; from England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales ;—from. Germany, France, 
Spain, Italy and Austria; from Africa and 
Asia, from Australia and New Zealand. They 
will meet in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the King and Head of the Church, 
the Shepherd and Bishop of souls. There 
will be no earthly potentate,—emperor, pa- 
triarch, or pope to claim dominion over 
brethren in Christ. There will be no lordly 
prelacy ; there will be no usurping papacy ; 
there will be no disintegrating independency. 

What then may we expect—what ought 
we to pray for? Our General Synods and 
Assemblies are over for the year. They have 
disposed of a vast amount of business and 
have laid their plans for another year’s cam- 
paign. What work then is left for the Gen- 
eral Council in which the Synods and Assem- 
blies are to be represented ? 

1. It is our duty to show that as Presby- 
terians we are members of a truly catholic 
Church—a Church which has now proved her 
divine mission in nearly every country in the 
world. We are no longer separate and anta- 
gonistic sects ; we are members of one noble 
family. Our spheres may be separated by 
continents and oceans but we are united by 
the same Confession, by allegiance to the 
same great truths, by loyalty to the same 
King, by the same grand traditions, and the 
same exalted aspirations. 

2. We say in our Confession of Faith that 
“Saints, by profession, are bound to main- 
tain an holy fellowship and communion, 


. 


which communion, as God oftereth opportu- 


nity, is to be extended unto all who in every 
place call upon the name of the Lord Jesus.” 
Modern facilities of communication have 
rendered such “communion” practicable, 
and we cannot neglect it without great and 
perilous loss. If we are willing to sink into 
mere sectarians and allow Presbyterianism 
to become a byword of reproach, then we 
may neglect our opportunities, but not other- 
wise. It will be the duty of the Council to 
manifest to the world the glorious Presby- 
terian (and Christian) ideal of fellowship and 
communion: 

3. We hope the Council will be able so to 
ee forth the claims of Presbyterianism as 
to gain the ear of Christendom. Ultramon- 
tanism is clamorous and obtrusive with its 
worse than mediaeval claims to universal 
supremacy; and men willing to commit in- 
tellectual and moral suicide are submitting 
to its claims. Anglicanism, feebly parodying 
the great Antichristian system, is also loud 
and bold in its pretensions. These systems 
are dangerous to human liberty, are subver- 
sive of the Gospel, are at war with the first 
principles of modern civilization. It becomes 
the representatives of catholic Presbyterian- 
ism to show how our system in all its essen- 
tial features is strictly accordant with the 
Word of God and with all the natural rights 
of man. The most advanced forms of civil 
government are only approaching to the per- 
fection of the Presbyterian system in the 
combination of liberty with order,—indivi- 
dual right with general safety. 


4, The Council will undoubtedly prepare 
the way with caution and prudence for its 
own regular and authoritative operation. We 
anticipate the time as not far distant when 
in all matters of general concern the voice 
of the General Council will be heard with 
due submission by all churches. Meeting 
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once in three years, it will be able to exer- 
cise a perceptible and very valuable influ- 
ence for good upon the whole Presbyterian 
family. And those who are not yet Presby- 
terians will be able to see the system in its 
genuine completeness. 

5. The Presbyterian Church is catholic, her 
roots are deep in the soil of the Apostolic age ; 
her ministry is primitive and apostolic (as 
even Bishop Lightfoot maintains) ; her polity 
is in accord with the Word of God, with right 
reason and the requirements of the foremost 
races of mankind. Presbyteterianism will be 
the universal form of church government just 
as certainly as representative institutions are 
destined to prevail in all civilized countries. 
We do not predict this universality for any 
special type of Presbyterianism as now exist- 
ing; we refer to its essential features and 
broad general principles. It will be the duty 
and the delight of the Council to point out 
more plainly — than has been hitherto done 
the “ essentials” of our system. 

We are glad that our own Church will be 
ably represented at the Philadelphia Council, 
and we doubt not that our brethren will aid in 
wisely directing its deliberations and deci- 
sions. The eyes of the world will be upon that 
Council as they never before were upon a 
Presbyterian Assembly. Let our people pray 
for that Council. The presence of Christ alone 
can give it vitality and real influence. The 
blessing of God alone will make it a means of 
revival to Presbyterianism throughout the 
world. 


Good Hews trom Lrance. 


More important than political revolutions or 
the rise and downfall of parties is the fact that 
the Gospel in is purity is making progress in 
France such as has not been witnessed since 
the reign of Henry Fourth. Many agencies 
are at work, and there is ample scope for all. 
The nation seems heartsick and weary of 
Ultramontanism and its offspring, Infidelity. 
Asasign of the times the expulsion of the 
Jesuits and the suppression of other un- 
authorized Romish organizations, must be 
noted. These things could not have been done 
so peaceably, so effectively, until now. The 
progress of the Gospel among our own 
French-speaking fellow-countrymen prepares 
us to feel a deeper interest in what is taking 
place in France. One society alone, the So- 
ciété Hvangélique, sends the Gospel to over a 
hundred and forty districts hitherto purely 
Roman Catholic. Leading men, officials of 
the government, mayors, prefects, magis- 
trates, support the new movement. The 
people en masse in some places rise to wel- 
come the evangelists. In some of the more 
central places, Conferences are held where 
the Gospel is expounded by eminent laymen 


as well as by clergymen. As a sample of the 
work carried on we quote the following : 

Mr. Reveillaud and Mr. Daruier of Geneva 
have begun a series of such conferences in the 
Céte-d’Or and Saéne and Loire departments. 
They broke ground at Dijon, an intensely 
Romish city, in its aristocratic and upper 
bourgeoisie classes. The meetings were held 
in the Grand Philharmonic Hall of the Hotel 
de Ville, readily granted, heated and lighted 
by the Municipal Council, the subject of the 
first address being, “The Religion of the Syl- 
labus and Modern Society utterly irrecon- 
cilable.” The Romish party did their best 
to make the meetings a failure, but without 
effect. The audiences reached 1200, and gave 
the most earnest attention and rapturous ap- 
proval to the speaker (Mr. Reveillaud.) At 
the door two hundred and fifty Bibles and 
New Testaments were sold by the colporteur. 
At a crowded gathering of people the other 
day in -Paris in the Oratoire, convened to 
hear some results of these conferences, Mr. 
Pressensé, one of the speakers, gave empha- 
tic testimony to the widespread desire to 
hear the gospel. His words were: “I have 
come to be decidedly of opinion, without 
concealing from myself the difficulties and 
obstacles in the way, that never since the 
Reformation has there been a more favour- 
able moment for the spread of Protestant 
doctrine. A great door is indeed open. Se- 
cure almost anywhere a large hall, and invite 
the people to hear the gospel, and you will 
find crowds gather. I have myself, at some 
of those réunions, when I have been asked to 
speak, been borne away and truly electrified 
by the crowds. And, in many, ways, circum- 
stances are on the side of the gospel.” On 
the same occasion, Dr. Fisch remarked that 
in his study, two maps hung before him—the 
one having the thirty-eight thousand com- 
munes of France, the other that of Protestant 
France ; and that his heart was touched, as 
he looked on the blank parts of the latter, 
and thought that in the sixteenth century 
nearly a third of France was won to the gos- 
pel. How different to-day—whole depart- 
ments without a single Protestant parish or 
even station. But it can be said that things 
are now changing for the better. France 
waits to receive the gospel. 


S. S. Centenary.—The Centenary of the 
foundation of the English Sabbath School 
system by Robert Raikes was celebrated in 
London and in many other places, during 
the week beginning with the 26th June. In 
London a Convention was held, attended by 
delegates from the United States and Canada 
as well as from various European countries. 
The best way in which we can celebrate this 
Centenary year is by renewed consecration 


to our work for Christ.

ABRAM AND LOT.

Vv. ERSES 1, 2. Went wp—Egypt was a low lying 


August 8. GENESIS XIII: 1-18. 


country.—Into the South—i. e. of Palestine. 

Was very rivh —How he came by his wealth, 
see ch. 20:14. Went on his jowrneying—encum- 
bered with so much ‘‘substance,” his’ progress 
would be by slow marches and frequent encamp- 
ments ; he had to regulate his movements by the 
facilities for water and pasturage. V. 3, 4. Bethel 
—12 miles north of Jerusalem. His coming back 
to ‘* the House of God” symbolized repentance for 
having gone to Egypt and for his misconduct there. 
The scene of one’s early dedication to God recals 
hallowed memories. Called wpon the name of the 
Lord—reestablished family and public wership 
and offered thanks for deliverance from trouble. 
Vs. 6-9. Lot also shared the temporal blessings 
bestowed on Abram. Zhe land was not able to 
bear them—Their joint pasturage was overstocked 
with sheep and cattle. Water was scarce. The 
herdsmen became jealous of their respective mas- 
ter’s interests. There was a strife—matters had 
gone too far, worldly possessions often occasion 
contentions among relatives and neighbours. The 
Canaanite, &dc.—who owned the land, might take 
advantage of these quarrels to seize the property 
of both Abram and Lot, and besides, it was an un- 
seemly thing to strive thus before the heathen. 
Tet there be no strife—there should be none, see 
Phil. 2,14 and 2 Tim. 2:24. Abram’s proposal 
displays an amiable and magnanimous disposition. 
Lot owed everything to him, but his uncle treated 
him in the most generous manner and gave him 
the first choice of location. Vs.10, 11. Sodom 
and Gomorrah were then flourishing cities of the 
plain near the south end of the Dead Sea. Zoar 
was a little farther south, on the borders of Arabia. 
Lot chose—with a selfish eye to his own advantage, 
forgetting that ‘‘all is not gold that glitters.” 
Had he foreseen the consequences, he would have 
thought twice about it. They separated —so much 
the better for Abram, who removed his tents to 
Hebron, while Lot pitched his tent toward Sodom 
—in the neighbourhood of the wickedest city in 
the plain, where he seems soon after to have taken 
up his abode, ch. 19:1. Vs. 14-17. The promises 
now renewed to Abram were in a material sense 
fulfilled in Solomon’s reign, 1 Kings 4:20. In 
another sense they are still being fulfilled to the 
spiritual seed of Abram, Rom. 9: 4-8, and will 
only be fully accomplished when all the kingdoms 
of this world shall become subject to Christ, Gal 
3:7:9,

est 12. Took Lot...and his goods—poor 
Lot was now reaping the fruit of his selfish- 
ness. V.13. There came one—probably of 
Lot’s retainers. Abram the Hebrew—so called 
from his ancestor Her, ch. 10:21. Mamre— 
afterwards called HEBRON, 12 miles south of Jeru- 
salem. V.14. Abram lost no time in setting out 
to the rescue of ‘his brother,” his kinsman. 
Armed his trained servants—his domestic slaves 
who were then treated as members of the family. 
Three hundred and eighteen—As a number must 
have remained to take care of the flocks and herds, 
this implies that the patriarch’s establishment 
must have consisted of more than one thousand, 
men, women, and children. Unto Dan—or Laish, 
at the foot of Mount Hermon and near the sources 
of the Jordan—150 miles north of Hebron. V. 15. 
Divided himself—formed his household troops and 
his allies into skirmishing parties, after the manner 
of the Arabs, following up the enemy by day, and 
making an unexpected attack by night. Smote 
them —defeated them. Hobah—north of Damascus, 
Damascus, one of the oldest cities in the world, 
situated in a fertile plain about 25 miles north 
east from Tiberias, is still an important city of 
150,000 inhabitants. Vs. 16, 17. Brought back the 
goods.. .and Lot—At the risk of his life Abram 
saved Lot froma exile and conferred a benetit upon 
his adopted country. His victorious return was 
hailed with public rejoicings. The King of Sodom 
—the chief of the confederates, met him at Shaveh 
—the King’s dale, see 2 Sam. 18:18, probably so 
called from this meeting of Kings. Vs. 18, 20. 
MELCHIzEDEC—one of the most mysterious per- 
sonages in sacred history, who worshipped ‘‘ the 
Most High God,” was himself a priest of the high- 
est order, Ps. 110: 4, a type of Christ, Heb. 7 : 1-4, 
and was also King of Salem—of peace, supposed to 
be Jerusalem. So far as known, he was without 
predecessor or successor. Lrought bread and wine, 
a priestly act, recognized as such by Abram in the 
giving of tithes—the tenth part of the spoils. The 
tithe system was probably of very early date 
though now mentioned for the first time. Vs. 21-24. 


GENESIS XIV : 12-24, 


‘The usages of war entitled Abram to retain the 


whole of the spoil but he generously waived his 
right. He had lifted up his hand—sworn. It was 
customary in taking an oath to raise the right 
hand in solemn confirmation. I will not take any 
thing—He would not place himself under any 
obligation to Bera nor associate himself too closely 
with the Sodomites. As for the young men, and 
his allies, they should be allowed to judge for 
themselves. It would not be fair to make them 
adopt his standard of liberality.

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eran these things. After the signal display 
of courage and generosity, in last lesson, 

Abram settled down quietly at Hebron, while 
foolish Lot returned to Sodom. The word of the 
Lord came—it was revealed to him in a vision—a 
prophetic message. Sear not—the excitement of 
his military enterprise was succeeded by a season 
of despondency. The four kings whom he had 
routed might come back in stronger force and re- 
venge themselves upon him. Most likely he be- 
gan to reflect on the promise he had received from 
God, when he left his native land, ch. 12: 2. How 
could he, now an old man, and childless, become 
the father of a great nation! Hope deferred, 
maketh the heart sick, Prov. 13:12. His faith 
again began to fail. Zhy shield—I will protect 
thee. Zhy reward—he should enjoy the favour 
and friendship of God, Isa. 41:8. James 2: 23. 
Vs. 2,3. Hliezer—might become his heir, but 
could become his ‘‘son”’ only by adoption, and 
how sadly would that have come short of his 
hopes! Vs. 4-6. The rainbow was made a token 
of the covenant to Noah, let Abram consider the 
more enduring stars as his token, Ps. 8:3. He be- 
lieved in the Lord—that the Lord was able to fulfil 
all his promises to him, Mark 9: 23. Rom, 4: 20,22. 
V.7. He is reminded that for this end God had 
brought him out of the land of Ur. V. 8. Where- 
by shall I know ?—This was not said from distrust 
in God, but rather as though he had said,—*I 
believe, help mine unbelief,” Mark 9:24. Vs. 
9,10. The formal observance now enjoined ac- 
corded with Eastern customs when an agreement 
was entered upon.

V.17. Smoking furnace and a burning lamp— 
symbols of the presence of Jehovah, Exo. 3: 2 and 
13:21. Those pieces—v. 10, probably consuming 
them and thus visibly ratifying the covenant, on 
God’s part, which is formally proclaimed in vy. 18. 


LEARN that they who trust in the Lord have no 
cause for fear. Ps. 37:39, 40. Righteousness 
shall be imputed to us also if we believe in God, 
Rom. 4:24, 25. God never forgets his promises, 
thought he sometimes delays their fulfilment. Gal.

Jehovah, himself one of the three visitors, stayed 
to speak with him. Shall I hide? God would now 
take his ‘friend ” (Isa. 41 : 8) into his confidence, 
see Exo. 83: 11, and disclcse what he was about to 
do to Sodom and Gomerrah, as a lesson and warning 
to his descendants. V. 21, I will go down—speak-- 
ing after the manner of men, and implying that 
befcre vengeance was exccuted, ample proof should 
be afforded that the judgment was neither rash nor 
excessive. The Lord is slow to anger, Ps. 103 : 8. 
V. 22. The men—the angels who accompanied 
Jehovah, ch. 19, 1, went towards Sodcem—for God 
had said, ‘*I will know” whether they have filled 
the measure of iniquity, v. 21. Vs. 28-32. Abra- 
ham who had been standing before the Lord, in 
prayer, now draws near and commences the most 
remarkable instance of human intercession recorded: 
in the Scriptures, though it does not stand alone, 
Num. 16:22. He repeats his intervention six 
times. The patience of the Lord is no less remark-- 
able than the perseverance of Abraham. The ac- 
count of the interview is full of instruction and. 
affords undoubted proof of the efficacy of prayer 
and intercession, James 5:16. Other calamities. 
have been mitigated for the sake of righteous 
people, Matt. 24:32. It is well for us that we 
have an advocate at the right hand of God. Heb.. 
7:25. Abraham’s is a model intercessery prayer, 
shewing his great faith, great humility, great 
charity, great earnestness and boldness. He justly 
appeals to the equity of the Almighty. Isaiah 3: 
10, 11. Rom. 2:2-6. And God’s favour to Abra- 
ham appears in this, that he did not leave off 
granting until Abraham left off asking, see Matt. 
7:7, 8. Why did he stop at ten? Hither he be- 
lieved there were ten, or, if not so many, he thought 
the city owght to perish. Perhaps he had some: 
intimations that he should cease interceding, see 
Jer. 7:16. V.33. The Lord went his way—the 
angel of the covenant. There were not ten “right- 
eous persons” in Sodom, but only one, and he 
might justly have been left to perish; but the 
grace of God was manifested in the saving of Lot’s 
family, for Abraham’s sake. Abraham returned 
unto his place—to Hebron—to observe what the 
event would be. His prayer was answered though 
Sodom was not saved. 

LEARN from y. 19 the importance of religion in 
the family, and, from the whole lesson, the duty 
of earnest, persevering intercessory prayer for 
others. That, sooner or later, sin will certainly 
be punished. We. cannot expect too little from: 
man, nor teo much from God. Be not forgetful 
to entertain strangers, vs. 2-8 and Heb. 13:2.

FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


PrinoipaL MacVicar, Chairman of the 
Board of French Evangelization read an 
abstract of the Report, giving a concise view 
of the year’s operations. The total contribu- 
tions for the ordinary fund exceeded those 
of last year by $650, and the Board have been 
enabled to meet all claims and to make a 
special grant of $1,000 to remove the indebt- 
edness on the St. Hyacinthe Church proper- 
ty, while there remains a balance on hand of 
$715.91 at the close of the year. For this 
result the Board acknowledge their heartfelt 
gratitude to God for having put it into the 
hearts of His people to provide the means 
requisite to carry on the work. They are 
stimulated to take courage and go forward 
with renewed zeal and enlarged faith and 
prayerfulness in humble dependance upon 
the promised aid of God’s spirit. To the 
Presbyterian Church of Ireland, the cordial 
thanks of the Church are due for a grant of 
£200 sterling, as well as for the interest mani- 
fested by the Mission Board of that Church 
and especially by the Rey. Dr. Wilson, of 
Limerick, its convener, as indicated by the 
frequent references to our work in the co- 
lumns of their “ Missionary Record.” To139 
of the Sabbath-schools of our own Church, in- 
cluding their superintendents and teachers, 
the Board are greatly indebted for contribu- 
tions amounting to the sum of $1,666, and 
would solicit their continued interest, as also 
the co-operation of all the other schools of 
the Church. If each scholar contributed but 
one cent per month for French evangeliza- 
tion, $10,000 would be the result next year, 
a result which can easily be attained if every 
Sabbath-school superintendent present the 
claims of the work to hisschool. Among the 
receipts of the year are legacies to the 
amount of $640, including a bequest of $500 
from the late Mr. Andrew Carswell, of Tecum- 
seh, Ontario, received through the Rev. Dr. 
Fraser, of Bondhead. The Board hope that 
many other friends of the mission will remem- 
ber it in a similar way, and that hereafter a 
considerable revenue will be obtained from 
this source. 

The sum of $2,028 was received during the 
year from individual friends of the work. To 
every one of these the warmest thanks of 
the Board are tendered, and especially to 
those of them who gave time and labour in 
collecting contributions in their respective 
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districts. The Board bespeak a continuance 
of their kind offices. The liabilities of the 
Board, on account of mortgages on Church 
properties, at present exceed $16,500. It is 
most desirable that this indebtedness should 
be reduced somewhat every year, so as to 
admit of the amount now expended on inte- 
rest being used in the extension of the work. 

A careful estimate of the expenditure for 
the ensuing year shows that at least $32,500 
will be required efficiently to carry on the 
work together with $5,500, the cost of the 
schools at Pointe-aux-Trembles, making a 
total of $38,000 required during the next 
year, falling nearly double the receipts of 
the year just closed. 

Atno former period has the work of French 
Evangelization seemed more hopeful. The 
power of the priests is evidently on the wane, 
while there is good reason to believe that 
many of the better class of them are restless 
and uneasy under the iron yoke of Rome, 
and are longing for the day of their deliver- 
ance. The people generally are more acces- 
sible, the spirit of persecution is fast disap- 
pearing, and the missionaries and colporteurs 
of the Board enjoy, with few exceptions, 
perfect immunity in carrying on their work. 
It must not, however, be forgotten that there 
still remains very much of the land to be 
possessed. Nearly a million and a quarter 
of our French-speaking fellow-subjects are 
yet in spiritual darkness. : 


Tue PoIntE-AUX-TREMBLES SCHOOLS. 


For some time past negotiations have been 
going on with the French Canadian Mission- 
ary Society, with a view to the transfer of 
the Mission schools at Pointe aux-Trembles 
to the Board. The negotiations are now 
completed and only await the sanction of 
the General Assembly. The terms which 
have been agreed upon by the Society and 
the Board are substantially as follows :— 

The price agreed upon for the buildings, 
and seven acres of land attached, is $5,500. 
This sum will be expended, after meeting all 
existing liabilities and engagements of the 
French Canadian Missionary Society, in the 
support of colporteurs for the circulation of 
the Holy Scriptures and of French religious 
literature as formerly. On the completion 
of the sale to the Board of French Evangeli- 
zation and the consequent withdrawal of the 
French Canadian Missionary Society from its 
Mission School work at Pointe-aux-Trembles, 
the Society has decided to withdraw from all 
missionary work and to bring its existence 
to a close so soon as the funds derived from 
the sale of the property at Pointe-aux-Trem- 
bles, together with any other unsolicited 
contributions meanwhile received, will have 
been expended; it being further understood 
that the Society will not solicit contributions

as heretofore, and will at once issue a circu- 
lar explanatory of the decision come to, and 
the providential indications of its duty now 
to withdraw from the field of missionary work 
among the French Canadians, which it has 
been honoured of God to occupy for the past 
forty years with such important results. 

The sanction of the Assembly was asked to 
this purchase, and, further that the Board be 
empowered to secure the services of the Rev. 
C. A. Tanner, who is open for engagement, 
to canvass for a time in America and in 
Great Britain, with a view to convey informa- 
tion as to the work of the Board, and espe. 
cially as to these new arrangements, and to 
raise contributions for the purchase and 
maintenance of the Schools at Pointe-aux- 
Trembles. 

PrincipaL MacVicar said the report was 
not his own work, but that of the Secretary 
of the Board, and therefore he was more free 
to speak upon it. Mr. Warden’s services in 
this and other connections, as had already 
been remarked in this House, were invalu- 
able. He spoke of the harmony prevailing 
among the different Boards of the Church. 
It was now known that the Home Mission 
Board during the past year was much embar- 
rassed for want of means. It was well known 
also that the Church responded very heartily 
and liberally to the appeals for an increase 
of funds. In connection with these efforts Mr. 
Warden was indefatigable,and the same might 
be said of other members of the Board. If 
the work should seem to be slow, and not to 
result in the formation of congregations as 
rapidly as by the Home Mission Committee, 
that might be taken as a proof of its difficulty 
and asa test of the faith and the perseverance 
of the Church. He wished to impress on 
the members of the Assembly one or two 
things; first, the great unanimity with which 
the Church entered upon this work and con- 
tinues to conduct it. He recollected when 
he appeared on the floor of the Assembly 
to propose the work in the form in which it 
now exists, they had scarcely any difficulty 
or opposition on that occasion. The city in 
which the Board has its home contributed 
largely, including members of the Board itself. 
There was no rivalry among the Boards of 
the Church. They were striving to find out 
not how little but how much they could do 
for the Church. If the work was not as 
poetic as the Foreign Mission, 1t was not less 
patriotic, calling British people in this Domi- 
nion to give the light of truth to those who 
have it not. When, in 1869, he appeared at 
the Synod at Ottawa the enthusiasm was un- 
surpassed. In 1875 the united church enter- 
ed upon the work, and he recollected with 
what eloquence on that occasion his friend 
Dr. Jenkins presented the whole matter. 
Since then the success appeared marvellous. 
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At that time they were regarded as very san- 
guine in looking for $2,000 income, but this 
year the income was $21,456. They had first 
of all attempted to give the ordinances of 
the Church to those of their own people ex- 
tended over the Province of Quebec, who 
but for this would be destitute of the Gospel. 
There were some Scottish Presbyterian fami- 
lies that had become devout Roman Catho- 
lics through the neglect of the Church. Then 
they had worked by means of educa- 
tion by planting schools wherever they 
could get enough children to form classes, 
and by colportage. He warmly advocated 
the purchase of the Pointe-aux-Trembles 
schools. The work there had always been 
undenominational and catholic in its charac- 
ter, being supported by Methodists, Presby- 
terians and Congregationalists—very largely, 
however, by Presbyterians. In this connec- 
tion it was proper to mention the name of 
their honoured elder, Mr. Court, to whom the 
whole province owed a debt of gratitude. Dr. 
Wilkes, of the Congregational Church, had 
also done much to promote the work. Itap- 
peared to him that we had reached a stage 
when it was unnecessary to offer arguments, 
either religious or patriotic, in defence of the 
work. If they were to take the Master’s test, 
“ By their fruits ye shall know them,” the 
mission was thoroughly established ; it was a 
work needing courage, needing earnest toil 
and incessant prayer. He knew there were 
those, even preachers, who thought that any 
creed which found acceptance with a large 
number of the human family was worthy of 
acceptance. He was not one of those. He 
believed error was error and deserved no 
softer name. He believed truth was truth, 
liberty was liberty, and that those who had 
not the truth of God had not the liberty with 
which Christ had made His people free. He 
believed they should not relax their efforts 
but increase them, until this great country 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific should be- 
come Emmanuel’s land. He moved that the 
report be received, and its recommendations 
adopted. 

Dr. Waters seconded the motion. He re- 
membered five years ago, at the union of the 
churches, the French work was considered. 
When the scheme was launched, he felt no 
anxiety as to its success; he knew it would, 
of necessity, entail expense on the Church, 
far more than they were in the habit of ex- 
pending on the mission work. He also felt 
that it was necessary to discharge their duty 
fo the French people. In looking back over 
the past five years, he had not been disap- 
pointed as to the results. He thought they 
had been on the whole satisfactory. Almost 
all Frenchmen were enthusiasts, but dis- 
counting the flowers of Rhetoric they still 
had left a large amountof efficient work done - 
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in the French mission field by their own 
Church. On the whole the money expended 
on the French mission work had not been 
thrown away. It was a work of vast impor- 
tance ; first of all to the persons to whom 
they sent their missionaries, who although 
called by the Christian name did not know 
the truth as we understand it from the min- 
istrations of their own church and preachers. 
He had no desire to say hard things about 
that church, but be believed the truths held 
by it were so embedded in error that it was 
almost impossible for the people to become 
acquainted with the saving truths of the 
gospel. They were sending their mission- 
aries and colporteurs among them in order 
that souls might be saved. Another reason 
they had taken it up was because they owed 
a duty to their country; for political reasons 
it was right that people should be taught to 
think for themselves. 


Mr. WarpEN answered some questions 
respecting the nature of Mr. Stevenson’s 
agency in Britain, and the amount of funds 
collected by him. After further remarks by 
Mr. McCurdy, Mr. King, Mr. Robert Camp- 
bell, Dr. Cochrane, Principal Caven and Mr. 
John McMillan the proposed deliverance 
was agreed to. 


At this stage of the proceedings Principal 
MacVicar introduced the Rev. CHarues Cut- 
NIQUY, recently returned from Australia, and 
moved that he be heard: 


FatHEeR CHINIQUY 


‘Received a very cordial welcome from the 
Assembly and thanked the members sincere- 
ly for their kind encouragement. A great 
work had been done in his dear country, and 
he had been charged with exaggeration. 
Those who did not know the work, and had 
not seen it, could not tell of it. He had him- 
self been sometimes tempted to think the 
same thought, but he was certain that he had 
been mistaken. He pointed out in answer 
to the question “ Where are the converts ?”’ 
to the fact that when Canadians came into 
the Protestant Church they had to leave the 
country. A few days after leaving the Ro- 
man Catholic Church the convert was to be 
seen looking for work. But he was known 
as an apostate, and found the door to earn 
his bread shut in his face. Because this was 
the case he had been told that they had 
exaggerated the work. He had met converts 
in all parts of the United States, and even 
in Auckland and Australia he had met some 
of them. He had had five hundred letters 
from France, showing that there had been 
work done by the converts made here, and 
who had gone back to France. It was not 
all due to the work here, perhaps, but much 
of it was. This was not the work of Chiniquy. 


It was the work of God. He found Australia 
in the hands of Rome and pursuing the poli- 
cy of peace. He had raised the cry of war 
with Rome, and they had a war—a Scotch 
war, an English war, but it was a war, and 
thank God he had succeeded. The Roman 
Catholics had been beaten. They had sought 
his life, but thank God, he had been saved. 
He then described the scene of trouble at 
Balarat, and an assault made upon him by a 
fine-looking lady who when brought before 
him he had sent back to Rome. He saw the 
necessity for Protestants to be true to their 
teaching of the Gospel and showed it to be 
the duty of these Protestants to go into the 
battle, to give assistance to the converts. He 
knew very well that there were men in 
Illinois who were disgusted at, and in France 
some five hundred men who had given up, 
the errors of Rome. But when they had 
done that they were not saved nor converted. 
They wers simply outcasts, and had to bear 
the curse of Rome. They even got the cold 
shoulder from Protestants and his own expe- 
rience was the same. He had been trampled 
under foot by Protestants in the United 
States, and it was a public fact that had it 
not been for Dr. MacVicar and Principal 
Caven, who were sent to save him, he would 
have been destroyed. When he first came 
out of the church he was not unlike other 
people. He had his crooked ways, as some 
other men in his presence, perhaps, had 
crooked ways. Every glass was turned to- 
ward “that Chiniquy,” and he was overwhelm- 
ed. Every priest had not the brazen face of 
Chiniquy, and could not pass through the 
same ordeal he had. Even good Protestant 
men in in Montreal had insulted him and 
maligned his work. He had been blamed 
for bringing only beggars to Protestantism. 
Well, the dear Saviour, had commenced His 
work in the same way. He instanced that 
Saul was not always a great apostle, and had 
been a persecutor of Christians. When call- 
ed by the Saviour, he had asked, “ What 
must I do to be saved?”’ That was the great 
question. Well, Christ did not answer as the 
Protestants did converted priests by saying 
“Do what you can.” No; God said, “I have 
prepared a home for you safe from the Jews 
who would stone you.” Just as Roman Ca- 
tholics would do to converts here if they 
could. God found a home for Paul, and his 
hearers knew the rest. He said that God 
was asking the same question of the priests 
that He had done of Paul: “Why do you 
persecute me?” Let them make a home for 
these converted priests, and they would soon 
find it too small for them. The world was 
waiting for conversion. Rome must be des- 
troyed—not by persecution but by persua- 
sion—and the priests were the power to do 
it. He concluded by hoping that his views 
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would have some weight in bringing about 
the object he had spoken of. 

PrincipaL MacVicar stated that already 
some provision had been made in the direc- 
tion of a home for converted priests. The 
Assembly was evidently and very deeply in- 
terested in the subject of the evening, and 
the proceedings were harmonious and en- 
thusiastic. There never was a more hopeful 
prospect before the French Evangelization 
Board. 


ANENT STUDENTS. 


A brief discussion arose in connection with 
an overture from Kingston respecting the 
employment of students. It was found that 
the rules in the Blue-Book covered the point 
referred to. 


FIFTEENTH SEDERUNT, JUNE 16th. 


In the morning, after devotional exercises, 
Mr. P. McLeop, of Stratford, read the re- 
port of the committee on the appointment 
of standing committees, recommending that 
a small committee be appointed by the As- 
sembly to consider the question with a view 
to conferring with presbyteries and reporting 
to the next General Assembly a scheme for 
the equitable appointment of the committees. 


Forriagn MIssIons. 


Dr. McGrecor moved, and Mr. Sinclair 
seconded :— 

“That the General Assembly record with 
profound gratitude to God the progress of 
our mission in the New Hebrides and in Tri- 
nidad during the year past, noticing more es- 
pecially in the New Hebrides the publication 
of the entire Bible in the language of the 
Aneiteumese at their own expense, and of 
the Acts of the Apostles in the language of 
the Erromangos and of the Fatese; and in 
Trinidad the increase of the schools, the 
opening of a new field for a fourth mission- 
ary, the praiseworthy liberality of the Pro- 
prietors, and the gratifying development of 
self-support among the Coolie converts. The 
General Assembly accepts the following re- 
commendations : . 

1. Approved of the having of a native min- 
istry in Trinidad ; sanction the syllabus pre- 
pared by the Presbytery of Trinidad, and au- 
thorize the Presbytery to. proceed to license 
and ordain if they are satisfied with the qua- 
lifications of the candidates. 

2. Authorize the sending of a fourth mis- 
sionary to Trinidad so soon as the finances 
of the Eastern section will, in the judgment 
of the Eastern Committee, warrant that step, 
and express the hope that our people in the 
Lower Provinces, hitherto so liberal in sup- 
port of foreign missions, will remove the 
existing hindrance without delay. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN RECORD. 


3. Approve of the raising of the salaries of 
our missionaries in the New Hebrides from 
£150 to £175 with £10 for each child as 
formerly. , 

The recommendations were adopted. 


REMOVAL OF DeEpsrt. 


Proressorn McLaren moved a recommend- 
ation in connection with the Foreign Mission 
Report (Western Section) that “The Gene- 
ral Assembly call upon congregations to make 
a special effort to double their contributions 
to Foreign Missions for the present year, and 
enjoin upon the Presbyteries to use all due 
diligence to secure this end. Agreed to. 


A CoMMISSION 


was appointed to settle certain difficulties 
with regard to Knox Church, Perth. 


Support oF COLLEGES. 


Dr. Rerp read the report of the Committee 
on the Support of Theological Colleges in the 
Western Section, which consisted mainly of 
the following minutes: The Committee, be- 
lieving that the financial support of theo- 
logical education will not rest upon an ade- 
quate foundation until the several colleges 
have been endowed, would represent to the 
General Assembly the necessity of undertak- 
ing a general endowment of these colleges 
at the earliest period possible, and, in the 
meantime, of using-measures to develop and 
strengthen throughout the Church the senti- 
ment in favour of such a motion. Second. 
The Committee having had before it the 
present income and expenditure of the Theo- 
logical College Fund :—1. That on the basis 
of the present staff and not considering the 
debt now on the fund of each College, the 
following sums are annually required from 
1880 for their maintenance respectively : 
Knox College, $7,650; Queen’s Theological 
Faculty, $3,400 ; Montreal Presbyterian Col- 
lege, $3,250, with the addition of* $2,500 re- 
quired by Montreal College three years hence 
when the period for which the special sub- 
scription now pledged for one of the chairs 
shall have terminated. 2. That the question - 
having come up as to whether these amounts 
should be raised, as at present, or on the basis 
of a common fund, it is expedient to have 
the opinions of the Boards of these institu- 
tions, and therefore the Committee decides 
to meet again prior to the General Assembly, 
when the members shall be in a better posi- 
tion to arrive at a conclusion on this point.” 
The Boards of Montreal and Knox Colleges 
were of opinion that a common fund was not 
practicable. The Board of Queen’s Univer- 
sity thought a common fund desirable. 

The Committee agreed that in view of the 
opinions thus expressed by the College 
Boards the principle hitherto adopted of 
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‘supporting the Colleges by division of terri- 
tory must be continued for some time longer, 
and that the present division of territory be 
also continued. 


The report was approved and adopted. 


Home Missions : EASTERN SECTION. 


Dr, Waters presented the Report of the 
Home Mission, Eastern Section. Fifty-seven 
agents were employed as against fifty-one 
during the preceding year. Fourteen were 
ordained ministers, ten were licentiates, 
thirty were students preparing for the min- 
istry, and three were men of piety and zeal 
recommended and asked for by Presbyteries 
on account of special aptitude for the work. 
The average of the time given by the students 
is about five months, but as two of the cate- 
chists were employed during the whole year, 
the average of the non-licentiates is thus 
raised to about six months. 


For several years our vacant charges have 
been been about twenty-five, for the supply 
-of which thirteen preachers were reported 
in 1878, nineteen in 1879, but this year 
twenty-four have been employed, though not 
more than fifteen at any one season of the 
year. 


For the first time for many years the min- 
isterial force at the Committee’s disposal was 
more than adequate to meet all demands of 
Presbyteries and congregations. Many va- 
cant charges sought only half supply, some 
from the want of funds and others because 
they acted on the Assembly’s permission to 
provide for themselves, so that probationers 
had not constant employment ; and the Com- 
mittee had to decline offers of home mission- 
aries from a distance. 


Of the twenty-six charges reported vacant 
last year, fourteen now have settled pastors, 
and twelve remain as they were, and as other 
ten became vacant since, the present number 
is twenty-four. During the year past con- 
gregations of size and ability to command 
the services of a preacher without interrup- 
tion, have, from a mistaken economy, or in 
waiting till some paltry debt due to a former 
incumbent should be discharged, deprived 
themselves of the preaching of the Gospel 
for one, two, or three months at atime. If 
this course is continued, such congregations 
will become demoralized, the young lost to 
the Church and to society, and men who 
have prepared themselves for the pulpit be 
‘driven to other lands where their services 
‘will be wanted. The Committee ask the 
hearty co-operation of the Presbyteries in 
impressing the vacant congregations with the 
fact that the Gospel and the public ordi- 
mances of religion are incalculably more val- 
uable to churches, communities, and families 
than the money expended in the payment 
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of the preacher. The Committee record their 
conviction that the same desire to have 
cheap services has led, in some cases, to the 
employment of catechists instead of proba- 
tioners, to the injury of congregations, and of 
our licensed and ordained preachers, who 
find themselves unemployed while their 
places are occupied by young men who have 
scarcely commenced the study of theology. 


SPECIAL FIELDS. 


Besides ordinary congregations, whose con- 
dition set forth in the statistical and finan- 
cial tables of the General Assembly, there 
are four special fields respecting which some 
additional statements are called for. Two of 
these are in Newfoundland, one in New 
Brunswick, and one in Nova Scotia. 


BEDFORD, WAVERLEY, AND Fai RIveEr. 


are about six miles apart, and ten and twelve 
miles from Halifax. Our adherents too few 
to form a regular charge, and supply by cate- 
chists, tried for years, having failed of success, 
Rev. G. Christie, by request of people and 
Presbytery, took charge just two years ago. 
Then the average attendance at Bedford was 
only twenty; now sixty. Waverley and Fall 
River have improved attendance, weekly 
prayer meetings and Sabbath-schools are 
prospering. A communion roll of 68 at the 
three stations has been formed. 


The next special field is New Kincardine, 
in New Brunswick, a new settlement of 
Scotch people who have yet to learn to con- 
tribute liberally for the support of ordinances. 
The Presbytery of St. John has charge of 
this interesting field. 


The third special field is Bay of Islands, 
Newfoundland, where Mr. Creelman has la- 
boured most usefully for some years. Both 
lumbering and fishing interests there have of 
late been greatly depressed and fears are en- 
tertained that Mr. Creelman will be con- 
strained to give up the field. The fourth 
special field is Bett’s Cove and Little Bay, 
Newfoundland, whcih presents a most intere- 
sting sphere for Home Missionary operations. 
The copper mines of Bett’s Cove and Little 
Bay have attractcd a large population, who 
have been ministered to mainly by the mis- 
sionaries of our Church, Mr. Gunn who 
laboured in this field most usefully has been 
succeeded by Mr. Whittier. 


Student missionaries and catechists have 
occupied 22 mission fields, 114 stations, with 
an average attendance on the Lord’s Day of 
10,782. Communicants, 1738 ; tamilies, 2,340 ; 
families visited, 2,475. Amount paid by sta- 
tions, $3,232, by H. M. Committee, $1,368. 
These figures do not include. the four special 
fields. 
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In St. JOHN PRESBYTERY 


More than in any other in the Maritime 
Provinces the mission fields are weak through 
division, not the division of Presbyterians 
among themselves, but through the existence 
of three or four denominations in every little 
village and settlement, no one being able to 
support a resident pastor. At Boiestown, at 
Baillie, at St. George’s, in the Littleton dis- 
trict in the west, as well as Londonderry, and 
in the Hopewell district farther east, the 
same great hindrance comes out in every 
report. Still we gather that the Presbyterian 
cause, too long neglected, gains, and that the 
efforts of the Presbytery and its agents are 
not put forth in vain. 

With regard to Finances the Committee 
cay 

In the matter of finance our report will 
compare favorably with last year. That closed 
with a debt of $1,507,04, and as that year was 
commenced with a balance on hand of $170.- 
76, we really went behind to the sum of $1, 
ATT 80. During the year now closing we have 
paid off over $1000 of “debt. Two sums of 
£60 and £50 stg., received from the Colonial 
Committee of the Free Church, for the bene- 
fit of Mr. E. Gillies, and of New Kincardine, 
have been passed over to their respective ob 
jects. Besides this,£100 stg. of the Free 
Church grant of £200 stg. came into our funds, 
but only to be paid out for the support of 
Manitoba College, so that our own funds have 
carried on our own ordinary Home Mission 
work. The state of the funds may be thus 
given :—

Receipts above expenditure, and conse- 
quently debt reduced to the extent of $807.73. 
The Committee would record their sense of 
deep obligation to the parent Churches, to 
the Colonial Committees of the Established 
and Free Churches of Scotland, and to the 
Presbyterian Church, Ireland; and though 
‘the greater part of their generous gifts have 
been passed over to the supplementing de 
partment of our work, the Committee feels 
none the less the value of such aid during a 
long night of commercial depression. 

We would also be thankful to God for the 
progress and prosperity of the year closing. 
On many grounds, as it appears to this Com- 
mittee, our people should feel constrained to 


prosecute this work. On the ground of pa-| 


triotism and political economy, on the ground 
of kinship to those who need our help, on the 


ground of fidelity and loyalty to our own 
branch of the Church, but more especially 
on the ground of love to our Divine Master 
and zeal for his kingdom and glory, we should 
push forwafd the great work. The extension 
of the Church at home is the readiest, the 
nearest way for the advancement of Cbhrist’s 
kingdom: and we cannot, as a Church, abate 
our efforts in this department without bring- 
ing on ourselves dishonour and loss. 


SUPPLEMENTING FUND. 


For the last three years the expenditure 
exceeded the receipts, so that, notwithstand- 
ing special appeals, and in some cases, double 
contributions, the year closed with a balance 
of $1,084.28 against the fund. The instruc- 
tions of the Assembly, in reference to the 
half yearly payment coming due on July Ist, 
were, that a temporary loan might be made, 
so that half the amount should be paid at 
once, but that nothing more should be paid 
till such temporary loan should be refunded, 
and means furnished by*congregations to 
meet the claim in full, it being understood, 
however, that the old loan of $1,084.28 should 
remain during the current year undischarged. 

The Committee report that these instruc- 
tions have been faithfully carried out. 

Of the payments coming due January Ist, 
1880, one-half was remitted about the middle 
of January, and the other in the month of 
February, so that the ministers on the fund, 
while experiencing the inconvenience of de- 
lay and the painfulness of uncertainty, have 
enjoyed in common with others the pleasure 
of seeing on the part of many of our people 
a hearty determination that they should 
sustain no real loss. 

For the year past forty-five congregations 
were on the list, about one-fourth of which 
had no pastor, and these drew nothing, so 
that the actual recipients of the benefit were 
thirty-nine. Some of these being for a month 
or two only, the number ‘or the year may be 
set down at thirty-six, but that means that 
about every fourth congregation is supple- 
mented and that three out of every four 
have to provide about forty dollars each for 
the fourth, a state of things most unfavour- 
able for further enlargement of the number.

During the year fewer congregations have 
contributed to the Fund than in the year 
preceding, but the sum received from them 
has been greater by $286.79. 

The credit of the increase belongs to the 
Presbyteries of Truro, Prince Edward Island, 
Miramichi, Newfoundland, Victoria and Rich: 
mond, and Halifax, all the other Presbyteries 
having given less than during the year pre- 
ceding. In Truro Presbytery every congrega- 
tion has given, and all, including the supple- 
mented charges, have given liberally. The 
Committee deeply regret that, in the present 
condition of the Fund, with revenues from 
without likely to be, at least partially, with- 
drawn, that the congregations contributing 
should be reduced instead of increased ; for 
it renders the reduction of the grants inevi- 
table. Between forty and Afty congregations 
have given nothing. 

When the Committee met at Truro on the 
23rd December, to make arrangements for 
the future, they found themselves confront- 
ed with the followin g facts. First, that there 
was a debt against the fund of $1,084. 28 ; 
secondly, that for the present year, it would 
be scarcely possible to make any ‘reduction 
in that debt; thirdly, that they had notice of 
withdrawal of aid by the Colonial Committee 
of the Church of Scotland; and, fourthly, 
that the General Assembly required them to 
bring their expenditure within their income. 

In these circumstances, reduction of grants 
was simply unavoidable; and the main ques- 
tion before the Committee was this—By 
what principle shall this reduction be regula- 
ted? The Committee thankfully acknow- 
ledge the liberality and great kindness of the 
parent Churches, whose donations have al- 
ready been named. They have also to 
acknowledge receipt of $250 from the Com- 
mittee of Management of the Record, through 
Mr. Croil, but for which the expenditure 
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would have exceeded the income by the sum 
of $183.05. It is therefore, only by aid from 
without that our balance of debt has been 
reduced from $1,084.28 to $1,017.33, so that 
the fund is not by any means.,in a satisfacto- 
ry condition. In less than two months the 
the first semi-annual payment for 1880 will 
be due, and when the time comes the trea- 
surer will not be in funds. Unless authorized 
by the General Assembly to make a tempo- 
rary loan, as they did last year, to be repaid 
within the year, they have no course open 
but to pay pro rata. The Committee have, 
therefore, to ask the General Assembly for 
instructions, as they can recommend no 
further reduction for the present year. In 
any case, they must earnestly ask for early 
collections, alike from the congregations 


which ignored this fund last year, and from 


those who did support it. In prospect of the 
withdrawal of a portion of the aid hitherto 
enjoyed from Britain, our engagements can- 
not be met, unless the principle which under- 
lies every sustentation and supplementary 
fund, be fully recognized and acted out: 
that we are all brethren ; that the Church is 
one, though having many members ; and that 
a primary duty of the stronger members is 
to shew sympathy with the weaker in their 
difficulties, and to help them in their 
struggles for congregational existence and 
progress. Equally is it the duty of the 
smaller and weaker members to help them- 
selves, to the full extent of their ability, de- 
veloping the principle of self-support, and by 
persevering efforts pushing their way up to 
independence. Were such results to shew 
themselves to any considerable extent, they 
would greatly encourage the Committee, and 
give the fund a new and most telling claim 
on the support of the whole Church. 

Dr. Waters stated that the total debt on 
the supplemental and Home Mission funds 
this year was reduced to $1,516, and he be- 
lieved that there would be not a dollar of 
debt next year.. He had every confidence 
that if pastors laid the schemes of the Church 
faithfully before their people there would be 
no lack of money in the Lord’s treasury. He 
had that much confidence in the people. He 
complimented the Rev. Dr. McGregor, the 
secretary of both the Supplemental and Home 
Mission funds, upon the efficient and thorough 
work he had done, which was the the same 
as was usually performed by Conveners of 
the Western Section. 

Mr. SeDGEWICK said that it was a matter of 
great congratulation to the Church that the 
reduction of the Supplemental Fund had not 
been very large. He was proud to say that 
since the commencement of the seheme, 
fifteen years ago, they had paid every dolar 
of their indebtedness. He saw also an im- 
creasing desire of the stronger to help the 
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weaker congregations. Mr. King, of the 
Western Section Home Mission, had hoped 
that the Maritime Provinces people would 
sympathize a little more strongly with the 
work in the North-West. 
they had contributed in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, since the Union, some $37,229 for 
mission work, and he felt that it was a 
privilege to doso. They would, of course, do 
better in the future. 

Mr. Sepcewick’s motion is as follows :— 
“That the Assembly adopt the report, and 
in doing so would gratefully acknowledge the 
Divine goodness as shown by the reports sub- 
in the work done during the past year in 
the Maritime Provinces. The Assembly no- 
tices with approval the continuance of the 
missionary effort in new fields in Newfound- 
land and in New Brunswick, in Little Bay, 
and in New Kincardine, and would again 
gratefully record the liberality of the Esta- 
blished and Free Cliurches of Scotland and 
of the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, by 
whose kind assistance the work of augment- 
mg the salaries of ministers in many weak 
charges has been accomplished, general 
Home Mission work aided, and debt reduced 
from $2,391 to $1516; that the General As- 
sembly notices with approval the resolution 
of the Committee on Supplements in the dis- 
bursement of the funds entrusted to them to 
be guided by the rules contained in the As- 
sembly’s minutes, and commends the whole 
work to the prayerful support of all the 
congregations in the Maritime Provinces.” 

Mr. Houston, Bathurst seconded the mo. 
tion. 

Passed unanimously.

Lapis’ COLLEGES. 


Part of the afternoon session was devoted 
to hearing the reports of the Ladies’ Colleges 
which are connected with the Assembly. Dr. 
Cochrane spoke on behalf of the 


BrantrorD Lapies’ CoLueGcE, 


Giving a most encouraging account of 
work done, and of continued prosperity. The 
following deliverence was adopted by the 
Assembly : 

Receive and adopt the report. Further, the 
General Assembly desires to express its sa- 
tisfaction at the continued prosperity of the 
College, and the efforts of the directors and 
faculty to raise the standard of education to 
the highest degree of efficiency. The Assem- 
bly is pleased to find that the College is tak- 
ing advantage of the University local exami- 
nations for women, and commend it cordially 
to the constituency of our Church as arinsti- 
tution providing at once a Christian home 
and thorough training for the daughters of 
our Church. In the terms of the application 
made in the report the Assembly nominates 
the following shareholders as Directors for 
the ensuing year, namely, Messrs- Alex. Ro- 
bertson, Wm. Watt, Thomas McLean, C. B. 
Heyd, John Sutherland, Robert Russell, 
James Ker, Dr. Wm. Nichol and Dr- Coch- 
rane. 

Dr. Moore presented the Report of the 


Orrawa Lapigs’ CoLLEGE, 


And spoke of the excellent work which 
had been done, and the importance of duly 
supporting such institutions. The College 
had 30 boarders and 75 day pupils last 
year. Professor MacLaren in moving a re- 
solution, thought that the Assembly had rea- 
son to be congratulated upon having had two 
such reports read as those of the Brantford _ 
and Ottawa Ladies’ College. He had been ac- 
quainted a long time with the College, and 
was of opinion that it had never been in such 
a state of high efficiency as it was at the pre- 
sent moment. It was of the highest impor- 
tance to have such institutions in Canada, 
where many Protestant families were in the 
habit of sending their daughters to the Ro- 
man Catholic colleges. 

Mr. Buair of Nova Scotia, seconded the mo- 
tion and regretted only that they had no 
such institutions in the Maritime Provinces 
under the Presbyterian Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Kemp said that from his own 
knowledge there was no university, grammar 
school, or other establishment where a more 
thorough system of edueation could be 
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acquired, while at the same time they had 
very strict care for the religious influence 
upon their education. 


AGED AND INFIRM MInIsTERS’ FuNDs. 


Mr. T. Lowrie read the report of the Com- 
mittee of Assembly appointed to conter with 
the Convgners of the committees managing 
the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Funds of the 
Church, which was as follows: 

The Commitee having consulted with the 
conveners of the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Funds, find that so far as practicable the two 
funds are managed under the same regula- 
tions. The fund for the Western section, how- 
ever, has reached a higher maximum annuity 
than the fund in the Eastern section. 

The Committee recommend that the first 
clause of the third section of the present re- 
gulations be amended so as to read as follows: 
When a minister is allowed by the Assembly 
to retire after ten years’ service in this 
Church he shall receive $150 a year and $5 
for each additional year up to forty years’ 
service if the state of the fund permits. This 
rule shall apply to those who are now upon 
the fund, as well as to those who may here- 
after be placed upon it. 

The Committee recommend that the fol- 
lowing additional regulations be enacted : 
Ministers who cease to pay the rates shall 
receive only such amourt as they may have 
paid into the Fund. Henceforth for every 
year that a minister is in arrears for his rates 
he shall pay in addition to the rates due by 
him, ten per cent, interest upon those rates. 
The Report was received. 


SEVENTEENTH SEDERUNT, (June 16.) 


The proposed regulations for the Aged and 
Infirm Ministers’ Funds were after discus- 
sion remitted to the Committees to report to 
next Assembly. 

SusTtENTATION Funp. 


Mr. P. McF. McLeop submitted the report 
of the Committee on Sustentation Fund as 
follows : 

Your Committee beg to submit to the As- 
sembly the following seheme for the working 
of a Sustentation Fund with the recommend- 
ation that it be sent down to Presbyteries 
with instructions to consider it and report to 
next General Assembly :— 

The object of this fund is to secure to all 
our ministers in settled charges a minimum 
stipend of not less than $750 per annum, 
under the following regulations : 


1.—As To AID-RECEIVING CONGREGATIONS. 
1. No congregation shall be entitled to re- 
ceive a minimum stipend agreed upon unless 


it remits to the fund the sum of not less 
than $500. 


2. Every congregation receiving aid from 
the fund shall be required to send into the 
fund its whole revenue, after paying the usual 
congregational expenses, such as the salary 
precentor and caretaker, fuel and hghting, 

C. 

N. B.— All cases in which there are debts 
on buildings requiring a yearly outlay for 
interest, shall be specially dealt with by the 
committee. 

3.In every aid-receiving congregation oppor- 
tunity shall be given to all members and 
adherents to contribute regularly to the fund 
if possible monthly. 
_ 4. It shall not be lawful for any aid-receiv- 
ing congregation to pay their minister a sup- 
plement. 

5. A rearrangement shall be made with 
every congregation on its becoming vacant, 
and no step shall be taken toward filling up 
the vacancy till this is done. 

6. In the event of any congregation failing 
to fulfil its engagements toward the fund, the 
Committee will communicaté with that con- 
gregatiun directly, and through the Presby- 
tery, and if necessary bring the case before 
the Assembly, which may, if it see cause, 
remove it from the minimum stipend plat- 
form. 

7. All congregations at present on the sup- 
plemented list, not able to reach the amount 
necessary to place them on the minimum 
stipend platform, shall be dealt with so as 
most effectually to develop their resources 
by means of direct grants on a given basis, to 
make up a certain amount, all the revenue 
of such congregations being sent» into the 
fund, and arrangements made in them for 
regular contributions to the fund as in those 
on the minimum stipend platform. 

8. That in the event of a vacancy in an aid- 
recelving congregation, situated in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of one or more other 
congregations, the Presbytery, within whose 
bounds such congregation is situated, shall 
not proceed to a settlement of a new mini- 
ster without prior consultation and agree- 
ment with the Sustentation Committee in 
regard to the necessity of retaining such 
congregation as a separate and independent 
charge, and if it shall seem expedient, the 
use of all prudent means to effect a union 
between the vacant congregation and a 
neighboring one; cases of difficulty to be 
referred to the Assembly. 

9. That every aid-receiving congregation be 
required to furnish the Committee with an 
annual statement of its accounts duly certi- 
fied by the Presbytery of the bounds. 


Il.—SELF-SUSTAINING AND Arp-Givina CONGRE- 
GATIONS: 


1. All self-sustaining and aid-giving con- 
gregations shall be required to participate in 
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the fund, sending in the amount of the mini- 
mum stipend plus whatever they may be 
able to give te the help of the fund, and 
receiving back the minimum stipend for 
their minister. 

2. When such congregation gives a call it 
will promise its minister the minimum sti- 
pend plus any amount it may feel able to 
give as supplement. , 

3. The amount such congregations will be 
expected to contribute to the Sustentation 
Fund will be adjusted by negotiation between 
the committee and each congregation, sub- 
ject tothe sanction of the Presbytery, on a 
common basis applicable to the whole church. 

It will be observed that the commitee 
does not seek to regulate the financial arrange- 
ments of aid giving congregations, or to 
interfere with existing engagements, but 
only requires a participation in the fund, and 
what help such congregations may be able to 
afford. 


t1.—RecuiLations APPLYING TO Botu Arp-RsE- 
CEIVING AND AID-GIVING CONGREGATIONS. 


As it is proposed to pay the minimum sti- 
pend at the close of each quarter, congrega- 
tions will be required to remit to the fund 
quarterly, and where that is possible, a month- 
ly remittance will be preferred. 

In cases where the remittance is not made 
before the quarter’s stipend is due, and no 
explanation sent to the Treasurer, the quar- 
ter’s stipend will be withheld. 

Mr. Macinop expounded the plan at some 
length, and moved the reception of the re- 
port and’ the adoption of the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee, and that the plan now 
presented be sent down to Presbyteries with 
instructions to consider it and report to next 
Assembly. 

The motion was earnestly supported by 
Mr. Macdonnell. After some discussion the 
motion was amended by adding to it the fol- 
lowing clauses, and it was then adopted: 
“ And to report also in connection therewith 
their views on the whole question as to min- 
isterial support, whether by a Sustentation 
or by a Supplemental scheme ; and that the 
Presbyteries report to the Committee by 
March Ist, in order that they may be in a 
position to consider the entire question of 
ministerial support, and report to the next 
General Assembly. 


6695 PER CENT.” 


Last year owing to extreme pressure on its 
funds the Home Mission Board (Western 
Section) reduced the payments of certain 
labourers in the field twenty-five per cent. 
In response to various overtures, motions, &c., 
the Assembly authorized that all eases of 
this kind be looked into and arrears paid up. 


LUMBERMEN. 


Mr. D. M. Gorpon presented the report of 
the Mission to Lumbermen in the Ottawa 
Valley. The report showed that the Rev. S. 
S. Taylor, of Mattawa, and the Rev. Joseph 
Gaudier, had done excellent. work among the 
lumbermen of Mattawa. The former had 
visited fourteen lumber depots and twenty- 
four shanties on the Ottawa and its tributa- 
ries, the Magnissippi, Mattawa, Montreal, 
and on lakes Beauchene and Keppewa, &c., 
and seventy-five families, exclusive of those 
in Mattawa and vicinity, scattered through- 
out the region from Rockliffe to the head of 
Lake Tamiscamingue. Between Deux Ri- 
vieres and the head of Temiscamingue. It 
showed further a large amount of work done 
in other sections, and recommended that 
two additional ordained missionaries be sent 
into the field—the whole to be under the 
Presbyteries of Montreal and Ottawa. 

The report was received and approved. In 
future it is to come up as part of the Home 
Mission report. 


EIGHTEENTH SEDERUNT, JUNE 17th. 
RETURNS To Remirs. 


Mr. D. J. MacponnELL reported as follows 
from the committee which classified the re- 
turns of Presbyteries to remits sent down by 
last Assembly : 

1. Returns anent the retaining of the 
names of ministers, who retire with permis- 
sion of the General Assembly from the active 
duties of the ministry on account of age or 
infirmity, on the rolls of their respective 
Presbyteries. Fourteen Presbyteries approve ; 
six. approve provided that the ministers, 
whose names are retained, engage in no se- 
cular calling. 

Of the twenty Presbyteries thus appro- 
ving, eleven expressly state that the right to 
vote shall be accorded, while nine say no- 
thing about the right to vote. Eleven Pres- 
byteries approve of the retaining of the 
names on the roll, the right of voting being 
withheld; four disapprove simpliciter. 

2. Returns anent the Presbyterian Univer- 
sity. 

Seven Presbyteries approve simpliciter ; 
four approve with modifications ; twenty-two 
disapprove, of which two recommend that 
each Theological Hall should secure the 
power of granting degrees in theology; one 
Presbytery expresses no opinion on the prin- 
ciple, but judges the establishment of the 
University inexpedient; one sends no re- 
port. 

Returns anent the validity of ordination 
by the Church of Rome. 

Sixteen Presbyteries regard Roman Catho- 
lic ordination as invalid; seven regard it as 
valid, six recommend that each case be 
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‘dealt with as it arises ; two express no opi- 
nion ; four send no report. 

4, Returns anent the mode in which the 
ministers of other churches shall be received. 

Twenty-six Presbyteries approve simplici- 
ter. One Presbytery wishes the eleventh 
elause rejected; one wishes the third and 
fourth clauses modified. 

5. Returns anent the reading of the Pas- 
toral on Home Missions, and the securing of 
contributions ; on this point six Presbyteries 
report that the injunction of the Assembly 
has been complied with. The other Presby- 
teries make no return. 


PRESBYTERY OF BARRIER. 


The claims of this large Presbytery were 
heard at length and cheerfully conceded. 


Manitopa COLLEGE. 


Principat GRANT reported the following re- 
commendations from the special committee 
on this College. 

1. That the General Assembly approve of 
the allowance of $600 voted by the Commit- 
tee on the ordinary fund of Manitoba Col- 
dege to Dr. Patterson, for his services as 
agent of the Assembly, and agree that $300 
of this amount be paid out of the Assembly 
Fund, the other $300 having been in part 
collected by Dr. Patterson, and in part out 
of the ordinary fund of Manitoba College. 

2. That the Assembly regret that only 
thirty-five congregations have responded to 
the Committee’s circular. The General As- 
sembly having repeatedly expressed its con- 
viction that the maintenance of Manitoba 
College in efficiency is essential to our work 
in the North-West, instruct this Committee 
to press the matter committed to them until 
a sufficient sum is raised by congregational 
collections to relieve the eastern and western 
sections of the Home Mission Fund of the 
burden borne by them, and instruct the 
Committee to bring the matter specially be- 
fore the parent churches. 

3. That the General Assembly express sa- 
tisfaction that the growing prosperity of the 
College indicated in the reports and at the 
increase of contributions to its support from 
local sources, and urge upon the Board of 
Management the duty of looking especially 
to local sources for the new buildings requir- 
ed and for the extension of the College work 
by additions to the teaching staff. 

4, That the thanks of the Assembly be 
given to the Committee of the ordinary fund, 
especially to the Convener, and that the 
Committee be re-appointed with the addi- 
tions to it of the Rev. J. Bruce, of St. Catha- 
rines, and the Rev. Mr. Torrance, of Peterbo- 
rough. 

5. That as regards the burden on the 
Home Mission Fund for the support of Mani- 


toba College, the Eastern Section be instruc- 
ted to pay $250 and the Western Section 
$1,000 for the current year, in the hope that 
congregational collections and donations and 
the grants from the parent churches will 
prove sufficient not only to make up the 
amount required, but also to reduce the debt 
now standing against the ordinary fund. 


The report after full consideration was 
adopted. 


NINETEENTH SEDERUNT, JUNE 17th. 
THE ReEcorp. 


Dr. JENKINS presented the Record report. 
The circulation was increasing in Manitoba, 
but it had decreased in the East since 1876. 
The circulation is over 30,000. The following 
deliverance was adopted: ‘‘ That the Assem- 
bly receive the report ; thank the Committee 
and editors of the Record, and especially the 
managing editor, for the diligence and ability 
with which the Record has been conducted ; 
express satisfaction at the success of the pe- 
riodical, as shown in the circulation and in the 
state of its funds ; approve of the disposition 
of the $1,000 of the profits to the Home Mis- 
sion funds, and commend the Fecord to our 
ministers and people as worthy of their sup- 
port, and enjoin Presbyteries to draw the at- 
tention of their several congregations to the 
importance of extending its circulation.” 


Resolutions recommending to the Commit- 
tee the enlarging of the Record and the les- 
sening of expenses were adopted and refer- 
red to the Committee. During part of this 
session the Assembly sat with closed doors. 


TWENTIETH SEDERUNT, June 17. 


The evening session was wholly taken up 
with the reception and discussion of an over- 
ture anent Degrees in Divinity from the Syn- 
od of Hamilton and London. Rev. R. N. Grant 
supported the overture and moved as follows : 
Receive the overture of the Synod of Hamil- 
ton and London, and empower the Boards of 
Management and Senates of Knox College, 
Toronto, and the Presbyterian College of 
Montreal respectively to apply to the Legis- 
lature of the provinces in which said Colleges 
are situated to bestow upon them the power 
of conferring degrees in theology in such 
manner as this Assembly shall enact—the 
Board to report to the General Assembly for 
its approval the examinations on which the 
degree of B. D. shall be conferred.” 


A motion to postpone to the next Assembly 
was lost. Mr. McDonnell moved: “That the 
Assembly take no action in the matter, but 
allow the Montreal and Knox Colleges to 
take steps if they consider it necessary to do 
so—for the securing of power to confer de- 
grees of divinity.” 
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This amendment was lost. Principal Mac- 
Knight moved: 

“That the Assembly having considered the 
overture ‘anent the subject, authorize the 
Boards and Senates of the Colleges of Mont- 
real and Toronto to take such steps in the 
matter as they may deem advisable.” 

This motion was carried unanimously and 
the Assembly adjourned. 


Crosine Day, Fripay, 18th June. 


The twenty-first Sederunt and nearly the 
whole of the twenty second the Assembly de- 
voted to the consideration of the “ Philips 
Divorce Case.” The decision was given in 
brief in our last. 

A resolution was moved in favour of having 
all papers submitted to the Judicial Com- 
mittee printed at the expense of parties. 
The resolution lies on the table till nextyear. 


RoMISH ORDINATION. 


Time did not permit the discussing of this 
subject, and it was postponed till next As- 
sembly. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PROBATIONERS. 


The order of last year is continued for an- 
other year. 


PRoposED CHANGE. 


A memorial in favour of constitutional 
changes including biennial or tri-ennial As- 
semblies was read but not considered. It was 
“laid on the table.”

An overture from the Presbytery of Toron- 
to and Kingston, that the Assembly take the 
whole subject into serious consideration and 
appoint a standing committee on temperance 
was read. Also a memorial from the Rev. N. 
McKay in the same direction, asking that 
steps be taken to express the opinion of the 
Assembly on the Canada Temperance Act. 

The Rev. Donaup Fraser, M. A., of Mount 
Forrest supported the first overture and 
showed that the quantity of strong drink 
consumed in Ontario the year past was great- 
er than for any one of ten years past, and

and that if it had not been for the decrease 
in the lower provinces the amount consumed 
in the Dominion would be larger too. He 
held that the policy of the Church should be 
distinctly heard on the point and that when 
it was it would give no uncertain sound. If 
so it would be a great benefit to the cause. 
He also counselled organization and then 
moved the resolution as follows: 

“That the overture be received; that the 
Assembly appoint a standing committee on 
temperance with authority to make enquiries. 
of the various Presbyteries within the bounds 
regarding the prevalence of intemperance 
and the best means of promoting a healthy 
scriptural temperance sentiment; and fur- 
ther, that Presbyteries be enjoined to hold 
conferences on the subject and frame and 
forward to the Convener of the temperance 
committee such answers as they may be able 
to give, together with such views and sug- 
gestions on the whole question as they may 
deem proper ; that the Assembly recommend 
the appointment of synodical committees on 
temperance where such do not exist; that 
this committee consist of a convener and one 
member from each Presbytery in the Church.” 

Mr. New McKay moved the following: 

“That the Assembly is much pleased to 
mark the progress recently made in temper- 
ance legislation, especially in the enactment 
of the permissive act, known as the Canada 
Temperance Act, and rejoices to know that 
in several sections in the Dominion, notably 
in Prince Edward Island, the people, by their 
votes, are putting the Act into practical ope- 
ration.” 

The motions were agreed to. 


REFORMED CHURCH. 


A friendly letter from the Reformed 
Church of America was read, and a suitable 
answer directed to be given. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


The report was read and on motion of Mr. 
Murray it was received and the Assembly’s 
Committee instructed to co-operate with 
synodical, presbyterial, or other committees 
in all well-directed efforts to secure the — 


better observance of the Lord’s Day. 


COLLECTIONS. 


Dr. Waters reported that collections were 
arranged as follows :— 

French Evangelization, first Sabbath in 
July ; Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, third 
Sabbath in August; Assembly Fund, first 
Sabbath in September; Home Mission Fund, 
first Sabbath in October; Foreign Mission 
Fund, fourth Sabbath in January ; College 
Fund, first Sabbath of March, or on such 
other Sabbath as congregations find most 
convenient. 
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STATISTICS. 


Principat Grant reported briefly from this 
Committee showing, for example, that the 
Presbytery which had contributed most liber- 
ally to all the schemes of the Church, in 
proportion to families and membership, was 
the Presbytery of Newfoundland. A fuller 
notice of our statistics will shortly appear in 
the Recorp. 


CLOSING. 


After disposing of a few minor matters, 
some of which will be taken up at next As- 
sembly, the thanks of the Assembly were 
tendered to the hospitable people of Mon- 
treal, to the minister and officers of Crescent 
Street Church, to the Committee of Arrange- 
ments (and especially the Convener, Rev. R. 
H. Warden,)to the Press, and to Railway and 
Steamship companies that had afforded tra- 
velling facilities to members of Assembly. 
The Moderator briefly addressed the breth- 
ren, and after singing and prayer the Assem- 
bly was dissolved, the next to meet at 
Kingston, on the evening of the second Wed- 
nesday of June, 1881.

The Presbytery 
resolve to represent to the General Assembly 
of the Free Church of Scotland the embar- 
rassment caused to them in taking any ac- 
tion in this case by the remarkable condition 
connected with the permission to relax the 
sentence of suspension.

The “remarkable” condition was to the 
effect that a minister might preach in the 
colonies who was not in a position to officiate 
at home. 

Kineston : 6th July :—Rev. M. W. Maclean 
was appointed Moderator. At the request 
of the Presbytery the clerk withdrew his 
tender of resignation. The stations of Mor- 
ton &c., and Blairton were transferred, the 
former to the Brockville Presbytery, and the 
latter to the Peterborough Presbytery. No- 
tice of motiomw was given for re-consideration 
of the sentence, in the case of Rev. J. Fraser. 
The Home Mission Committee was re appoint- 
ed with the addition of Rev. D. Kelso. 
Messrs. G. C. Patterson, M. A., and J. Cum- 
berland, M. A., were after due examination 
licensed to preach the gospel. A minute in

Demorestville, was adopted, expressive of 
his faithfulness, 

Montreat: July 13th:—Rev. John Mackie 
was chosen Moderator for the next six 
months. A standing Committee to examine 
students was appointed. Applications for 
moderation in a call, from St. Louis de 
Gonzaque was granted. Mr. Warden report- 
ed that expenses connected with entertain- 
ing the late General Assembly had been met 
leaving a balance of $200 which the Com- 
mittee devoted to the building fund of the 
Pointe Aux Trembles Schools. The Presbytery 
cordially thanked the Committee. The 
folowing students, after due trial, were 
licensed to preach the Gospel:—Alex. H. 
McFarlane, Thos. A. Nelson, and Theodore 
A. Bouchard. 

Bruce: July 5:—Rev. R. C. Moffatt was 
appointed Moderator for the next six months. 
Mr. J. T. Patterson having accepted the Call 
from Hanover his ordination and induction 
were appointed to take place on the 22nd. 
July. Mr. J. A. Anderson after having passed 
a creditable examination was licensed to 
preach the Gospel. 

Pictou: July 6:—Rev. A. Maclean asked 
further time to consider the call from Pug- 
wash. Rev. W. Maxwell’s resignation of 
Little Harbor and Fisher’s Grant was accept- 
ed to take effect on the last of July. Com- 
missioners to the General Assembly were 
required to give an account of their diligence. 

Mr. Brouillette submitted avery imteresting 
and gratifying report respecting his labours 
during the last three months. His report was 
received and his diligence warmly approved. 
In consequence, however, of the removal of a 
very large part of the French population from 
Stellarton and the Vale Colliery, and the con-

sequent insufficiency of that field to occupy 
the time of a missionary, it was agreed to 
accept Mr. Brouillette’s resignation, to take 
effect on the 3lst July, and in doing so to 
express the high regard of the Presbytery 
for Mr. Brouillette personaly, their apprecia- 
tion of the diligence, fidelity and zeal, with 
which he has carried on his work during his 
connection with the Presbytery, and their 
earnest hope that he may soon be settled in 
a field where he will have fuller scope for 
his energies. 

The Presbytery took up the recommenda- 
tion of the Foreign Mission Board in reference 
to the removal of the debt, when it was 
agreed to urge upon all the members of the 
Presbytery the most prompt attention to the 
recommendation of the Board. “That all 
ministers connected with this Synod be 
affectionately urged, immediately, to make 
an earnest appeal to those members of their 
congregations whom they may judge most 
likely to aid them in the effort to sweep 
away this debt, and to furnish the necessary 
means for sehding out an additional labourer 
to Trinidad, these special sums so given not 
to interfere with ordinary annual collections.” 

Truro: July 6:—Rev. A. Burrows was 
elected Moderator for the ensuing year. 
The business transacted was almost entirely 
of merely local interest. 

Hauirax: July 13:—The Presbytery held 
a visitation of the Congregation at Dartmouth, 
Rev. P. M. Morrison, pastor. The Congre- 
gation is prospering in things spiritul and 
temporal.

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FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


The Annual Collection on behalf of this 
Scheme was appointed by the General As- 
sembly for Sabbath, 18th July. In those 
Congregations and Mission Sections where it 
has not yet been taken it should be attended 
to without delay so as not to interfere with 
collections for any of the other Schemes. 
The estimated expenditure for this year 
being so very greatly in excess of that of 
last year—fully sixty per cent—it is hoped 
that congregations will show a correspond- 
ing increase in liberality. 

In addition to Congregational contribu- 
tions, the Board look to the friends of the 
mission for individual donations. It is great- 
ly to be desired that the Pointe-aux-Trembles 
training Schools be entirely supported by 
Sabbath-school contributions and those of 
private friends taking Scholarships, &c. 


The following circular has just been issued 
by the Board :— 


The Board desire to call the special atten- 
tion of the friends of the Mission to the 
marked growth and extension of the work 
committed to their care, more particularly 
in regard to the purchase of the Pointe-aux- 
Trembles Schools, and the transfer to the 
Board of the work of the French Canadian 
Missionary Society there. 

For the last forty years this Society has 
been honoured of God in accomplishing 
much in the cause of French evangelization, 
especially by means of Colportage and the 
Mission Training Schools at Pointe-aux- 
Trembles. In vigorously prosecuting this 
all-important work of Colportage and educa- 
tion, the Board confidently rely upon the 
generous sympathy and liberality of all the 
friends of the French Canadian Missionary 
Society. It will be the aim of the Board 
to render increasingly useful the Mission 
Schools at Pointe-aux-Trembles, and to make 
them subservient to the great work of evan- 
gelizing the million and a quarter of French- 
Canadian Catholics in the Dominion. There 
is accommodation in these training Schools 
for about two hundred pupils. It is believed 
that this number of French Canadian chil- 
dren can be gathered into the Institution, 
provided the funds at the disposal of the 
Board will warrant them in admitting so 
many. The cost of maintaining and support- 
ing a pupil is about fifty dollars per annum. 
(Scholarships were placed at forty dollars 
each by the French Canadian Missionary 
Society, but this sum has been found insuffi- 
cient to support a pupil.) The Board are 
most anxious to obtain from Sabbath-schools 
and friends of the work generally a guaran- 
tee for the support of one or more pupils, 
and earnestly appeal to you for your-assist-

* ance in this matter. Every one contributing 


Fifty Dollars, or upwards, per annum will, if 
desired, have a particular pupil or pupils 
assigned them, concerning whose progress 
reports will be sent from time to time, or 
from whom letters will be forwarded annual- 
ly. To enable the Board to decide as to the 
number of pupils to be admitted for the en- 
suing Session an early response is solicited. 
Where it may not be convenient to forward 
the money at once, a letter to the Secretary 
stating the amount to be ,contributed and 
the time of payment will greatly oblige. The 
Board will feel thankful to the friends of the 
work if in addition to their personal contri- 
butions they will kindly interest themselves 
in collecting contributions from neighbours. 
Subscription sheets and cards for this pur- 
pose will be forwarded on application to the 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

Full particulars as to the other depart- 
ments of the work of the Board will be found 
in the Annual Report. 

The General Assembly at its meeting last 
month unanimously appointed an eminent 
French Theological Professor for the thor- 
ough training of Ministers and Colporteurs 
for the work of the Board. This appoint- 
ment, it is believed, will tend very much to 
the advancement of the cause of French 
Evangelization. Contributions on behalf of 
this as well as the other departments of the 
work will be gratefully received. 

The transfer to the Board of the educa- 
tional work of the French Canadian Mis- 
sionary Society at Pointe-aux-Trembles and 
the'appointment of the French Professor of 
Theology, together with a considerable addi- 
tion to the staff of Colporteurs and Mission- 
aries, will entail an additional expenditure 
of about $12,000 per annum, making the 
estimated expenditure for the current year 
$32,500, in addition to $5,500—the cost of the 
Pointe-aux-Trembles Sehool property.

ANNUAL COLLECTION ON THE THIRD SABBATH 
or AvausT, 


By appointment of the General Assembly, 
the Annual Collection for this Fund is to be 
made on the Third Sabbath of August, by 
congregations that do not contribute to its 
maintenance by appropriating a portion of 
the Funds of their Missionary Associations. 
As the prosperity of the Fund depends very 
much on the interest that our ministers in- 
dicate in it, it is earnestly hoped that they 
will use their best endeavours in pressing its 
importance and its claims. 

It is not needful here to argue the im- 
portance, and even the necessity of such a 
Fund, in relation to the interests of the 
Church. The only question is, shall the pro- 
vision made for our Aged and Infirm Minis- 
ters be such as is worthy of the Church, and 
sufficient to obviate the temptation to contin- 
ue in the pastoral work when a minister is 
no longer able efficiently to discharge its 
duties ? It is a matter of great rejoicing and 
of much thankfulness to Him who has all 
hearts in His hand, that, owing chiefly to 
the increased liberality of congregations, 
there has, during the last two years, been a 
great improvement in the state of the Fund. 
For some years there had been annually a 
serious reduction of capital. The Assembly 
of 178 having ordered that there should be 
no further reduction of capital, and that all 
bequests should be devoted to its increase, 
the Committee have since added $1,000 to 
the capital. But, though there was in 1879 
a great advance in the congregational contri- 
butions, it was not such as to enable the 
Committee to pay the maximum annuity of 
$250, which they had been giving for some 
years. It was hoped that this year the in- 
come would suffice not only to warrant the 
payment of the maximum of $250, but to 
enable the Committee to pay up the reduc- 
tion of 1879. The increase of income both 
from congregational contributions and from 
Ministers’ Rates has been such as to warrant 
the Committee to make the usual maximum 
payment of $250, but not such as to enable 
them to pay up the reduction of 1879. 

The Committee would now put it to minis- 
ters and congregations whether it will not 
be discreditable to the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada, that we should be obliged to re- 
cede from the position in which we were at 
the time of the union in 1875, instead of ad- 
vancing till an annuity of $400 is ensured. 
They would also express the hope that the 
fact that some retired ministers could live, 
perhaps very comfortably, without aid from 
sueh a Fund, will not be suffered to hinder 
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the liberality of our people. With few ex- 
ceptions, the present beneficiaries need all 
that the Fund in its present state can do for 
them. To show that there is no prevalence 
_ of a disposition to take undue advantage of 
the Fund, it may be enough to mention that, 
last year, three of the ministers on whose 
behalf their respective Presbyteries had re- 
solved to apply to the General Assembly, 
were dead before the Assembly met. 

Several names were added by the late 
General Assembly to the List of Annuitants ; 
but there can be no doubt that the Commit- 
tee will be able to meet all claims, if our 
congregations dutifully respond to the re- 
peated appeals of the Assembly. Some con- 
gregations have done so much, that the Com- 
mittee cannot ask them to do more this year 
than they have been doing the last two years ; 
but there are many congregations, some of 
them liberal in their contributions to some 
of the Schemes of the Church, that have not 
done their duty to the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund. 

The collection for the Widows’ and Or- 
phans’ Fund being made on the same day, 
the General Agent requests that, when Trea- 
surers remit to him the proceeds of the 
collection of the day, they intimate distinctly 
what proportion of the collection is to go to 
the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund. While 
the division of the collection is left to the 
congregations, the mind of the General As- 
sembly is that congregations, in making the 
division, should have regard to the fact that 
the Widows’ Fund is in such a prosperous 
condition as not to need the same amount 
of liberality on the part of congregations as 
is needed by the Aged and Infirm Ministers’

Grclesiastical Bews. 


Our sister Church in Ireland has held her 
General Assembly which has been marked 
with the usual enthusiasm and devotedness. 
It was a noble Assembly. The question of 
instrumental music was discussed once more 
amid much excitement, the question being 
whether or not instrumental aid in public 
worship should be tolerated. By a small 
majority the party opposed to tolerance won 
the day ; but ultimately it was resolved not 
to proceed to extremities, but to appeal 
again to the brotherly feeling of the people 
using instruments. The Irish Assembly has 
ever been mindful of the Colonies. It has 
missions at home and abroad ; and certainly 
the field for missions at home is vast, and its 
claims are urgent. The foreign missions are 
to Jews and Gentiles, and are all encourag- 
ingly prosperous. 

, One worthy brother proposes a union of 
the Presbyterian churches of Great Britain. 
The idea is a good one. It is not new; it is 
at least as old as the Westminster Assembly. 
The experience of the churches in the Uni- 
ted States and this Dominion is decisive as 
far as the question of practicability is con- 
cerned. We believe such a union would be 
a great blessing to Scotland as well as to 
England and Ireland. It would stimulate anew 
the zeal of the churches. “ Home Missions” 
would then means missions to Irish Roman 
Catholics. The spiritual necessities of thirty 
millions of people would be pressed upon 
the attention of the churches. Ireland 
ought to be evangelized, its noble people 
should be rescued from the dominion of the 
Papacy. It should be the mission of the 
Presbyterian Church to diffuse the light of

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FRIENDLY worps.—Our Church is thus re- 
ferred to in the appeal of the Convener of 
the Free Church Colonial Committee :— 


The case of the Presbyterian Church of 
Canada is so peculiar as to demand a se- 
parate mention. That Church has no fewer 
than five Divinity Halls, so that, while wel- 
coming suitable labourers from this side the 
Atlantic, she has not, for some years back, 
very urgently required them. But her home 
mission field in the west, and especially in 
Manitoba, is really immense. That vast ter- 
ritory, recently opened up, is at this moment 
attracting the eyes of many a Scottish farmer, 
and bids fair to be, at no distant date, the 
home of enterprising and intelligent Presby- 
terians. If these are not to be allowed to 
lapse into practical heathenism, the Church 
must lose no time in following them with a 
gospel ministry and the means of grace. It 
is pleasing to know that our brethren in 
Canada are addressing themselves to this 
task with characteristic energy and much 
success. But the work is too vast for them 
to overtake unaided and alone. It is, there- 
fore, our clear duty, as it has been our high 
privilege, to aid in providing the necessary 
means for carrying on this great home mis- 
sion work for the benefit of our own fellow- 
-countrymen, by whom this wide and fertile 
region is being rapidly colonized. 


WHAT OTHERS ARE DOING. 


A year ago the Foreign Mission Committee 
of the Free Church closed its annual accounts 
with a deficit of £1,800 sterling.. This year 
that debt has been paid, and there is balance 
on the right side of £414. The total ordinary 
revenue of the Committee by collections, 
donations, &c., in Scotland amounted to 
£25,918. Including contributions in India 
and elsewhere, the grand total has been 
. £54,912.

‘The keformed Church in Greece is tho- 
roughly Presbyterian in constitution and in 


methods of working. It is not yet strong 
but it is diligently at its beneficent work of 
evangelization. Heretofore the Scriptures 
were proscribed, and, it was always necessary 
that the Catechism of the Greek Church 
should be taught in the common schools. 
Latterly to the great gratification of all the 
Reformed, the Government ordered that the 
New Testament be read in the common 
schools, in the Greek version. Till now no 
version, no edition of the New Testament 
was ever published at Athens; but now a 
publisher is at work, and thousands of copies 
of the New Testament are sold already! 
Greece is enlarged by the addition of terri- 
tory hitherto claimed by the sultan of 
Turkey. Thus Greece is both strengthened 
and liberalized. Would that it were also 
evangelized !

Elders in the Established Church are hence- 
forth to subscribe to the “ sum and substance ”’ 
of the Confession of Faith. Ten new parishes 
were endowed last year. Rev. Dr. Rankin 
of Muthill has been appointed a Commissioner 
to investigate the charges against the Mis- 
sionaries at Blantyre, Central Africa, of 
cruel abuse of the natives. 


Impressive memorial services have been 
held in the open air in Scotland in places 
notable in connection with the covenanting 
struggles of two hundred years ago. 1680 
was a gloomy year in Scotland, but a moye- 
ment was then commenced which culminated 
in the “glorious revolution of 1688.” 


The Methodists are to hold a General 
Council in August of next year in London. 


The Church of Scotland mourns the death 
of Rev. Dr- Esdaile, and the Presbyterians 
of Ireland the death of Rev. John Moran. 


The Free Church has lost Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Gillivray, of Aberdeen, who died on the 
Ist. ult. 

The sustentation movement is succeeding 
in New South Wales.

We E have great pleasure in recording the 
safe arrival amongst us of Rev. Dr. Mac- 


kay, our missionary to Formosa. It was a se- 
rious disappointment that he was not able to 
meet the General Asembly. He suffered se- 
verely from illness both at Rome and Edin- 
burgh ; but he is now in a large measure re- 


covered. He, however, is in need of rest. It is 
hoped that after the lst September he will be 
able to visit a number of congregations. Pro. 
fessor Maclaren intimates that brethren who 
desire a visit from Dr. Mackay should cor- 
respond on the.subject with Rev. Thomas 
Lowry, Brantford, Ontario. Dr. Mackay is 
accompanied by his wife, a Chinese lady. It 
is expected that his visit will serve to kindle 
the missionary zeal of our people. Already, 
says Professor Maclaren, one gentleman after 
listening to one of Dr. M’s. addresses handed 
in a cheque for $200 towards the training 
school for natives of Formosa. <A widow, 
next day, handed in $2. Dr. M. asks the sum 
of $4000 for the equipment of an institution 
in Formosa for tiaining native teachers and 
evangelists. 


Remember that this year we have to re- 
move a very heavy debt, and to meet in- 
creasing obligations. If we were as much in 
earnest as we ought to be there would be no 
difficulty in raising every dollar asked for. 
But we are “playing at Missions” as Dr. 
Duif said. Comparatively few are making 
any great sacrifice of personal comfort for 
the sake of sending the Gospel to the 
Heathen. We should lke to know how 
many wealthy men deny themselves any 
luxury for the sake of the Gospel. That 
there are some such, we believe; but alas, 
how few! Dr. Pierson speaking of Missions 
in general says :— 


1. On no enterprise of the Church has God 
so signally smiled as on the efforts to reach 
thesdestitute with the bread of life. 


2. No work has been so grandly successful 
in the magnitude and rapidity of its results. 


3. No work has had so marked an effect 
reflexively in the development of a heroic 
type of piety and consecration in those who 
have themselves to it, personally or sympa- 
thetically. 


4. In no enterprise has God opened doors 
so wide and so effectual before his people. 


Now, all this is true of the Missions of our 
Church. But we are bound in duty and 
conscience to go forward.

vey EV. Professor McLaren, Convener of the 

Western Section of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee, has favoured us with the 
following letter recently received by him 
from the Rev. K. F. Junor. 


Tamsui, April 2st 1880. 
My dear Brother, 


The longer you live in China and the 
better you know the people, the greater 
do your wonder and amazement increase. 
Their superstitions are as numerous almost as 
your thoughts. Their religious customs are 
so many and intricate, that they make bur- 
dens. for the people more grievous to bear 
than those the Pharisees laid upon the 
Jews. They spend as much money on 
those, to us, useless and silly customs ten 
times as much I fully believe, as we Chris- 
tians spend on the Gospel. The rich man, 
of whom Mr. Mackay has written in a late 
letter, I am told, spent on the building ofa 
paper house which was burnt for the use of . 
the spirit of the head of the family who had 
died, and on the ceremonies connected 
with it, $10,000 in hard cash. 

This is a large sum of money to spend in 
paper to be burnt simply on what, to us 
looking on, seem perfectly ridiculous rites. 
But that is only a tithe of the money spent 
by-such a family for instance on this religion 
which God hates. These people believe that 
every man has three spirits. When he dies 
one spirit goes to Hell, the second dwells in 
the grave, and the third by due ceremonies is 
invited to take up its residence in a wooden 
tablet which is made and on which his name 
is inscribed. This tablet is kept in the house 
and the worship of it is the ancestral worship 
which is the last thing a China man will give 
up. 
No later than yesterday we had a good 
example of the ceremony for the dead of 
which I have spoken. This is the case of a 
China man born in Penang. He speaks and 
writes English and is employed in the 
Chinese Customs. Penang being a British 
colony, these people like to call themselves 
British and speak of the Chinese as of an- 
other nationality from themselves, speaking 
of China and the Chinese in the third person. 
This man’s wife died in the latter part of 
last year but the ceremonies for providing 
for her comfort in Hades were not perform- 
ed till yesterday. He should have performed 
these services several months ago according 
to the proper custom and was very much 
blamed by the Chinese for having delayed. 
He told me the secret of the business how- 
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ever. He did not believes in the thing, as 
he said, but his wife’s mother was near at 
hand and all their relations, and because he 
was going to neglect the matter apparently, 
they began to give him trouble. For peace 
therefore he made the preparations. In the 
meantime the body of his wife was still in 
the house in the coffin. A Chinese coffin is 
thick and airtight at least no smell escapes 
from the decaying body which sometimes is 
kept for years in the house or in a temple. 
This man was not a rich man but was in 
good circumstances. 

He prepared a house about 12 feet square 
built of bamboo and papers, most beautifully 
and carefully finished,—the painting on it 
representing brick, stone, marble and woods 
of different kinds. Silver and gold leaf were 
used profusely. Fruits and trees in relief and 
figures of all shapes. Inside the house, 
which was, by the way, beautifully furnished 
with miniature furniture, reclined the lady 
of the house, to represent his wife, on a 
handsome couch., In the house were all the 
household utensils and every thing indica- 
tive of a wealthy household. At the door 
was a handsome sedan chair and four coolies 
standing by ready at her call. Around her 
were men. and women servants in figures 
about 8 inches high, some engaged in one 
work, some in another. Some were prepar- 
ing rice, some baking, some washing clothes, 
some cleaning rice with a fanning mill. 
Every thing that indicated a prosperous 
household was there in miniature. All was 
most tastefully and elegantly made up. 

Before this house on a table were spread 
out all kinds of provisions. A little pig 
roasted, whole chickens, ducks, &e, &c. 
The heads of these were all there and all 
pointed at the place where the woman sat. 
It is by the way a Chinese. custom to thus 
point the head of an animal cooked at the 
guest to whom you wish to show honour. 

Outside and over the door of the house 
and extending across the whole front was 
an elaborate framework of bamboo covered 
with gilt paper. This was supposed to re- 
present the grounds before the house and 
there were dozens of little figures all repre- 
senting the lady’s retainers,—some as soldiers, 
runners, tradesmen, &c. And why all these 
things? For the comfort and use of the 
spirit in hell, to mitigate her torments by 
providing her with comforts. All these things 
cost about $40 or $50. 

In another room the ceremonies in con- 
nection with this were being performed. 
Here was a table covered with priestly sym- 
bols, food, liquor, candles and peculiar priest- 
ly appliances- About the table stood three 
Buddhist priests and sitting on benches were 
four men with drum, cymbals and horns. For 
two days nearly they kept up incessantly the 


most fearful din, reading and howling at the 
top of the voice. Every now and then the 
priests would perform a sort of dance. On 
the walls were hung large pictures of the 
torments practised in Hell, most hideous 
pictures of pulling out men’s tongues and 
eyes and tortures you would hardly think 
men capable of imagining. The little chil- 
dren of the dead woman were there clothed 
in coarse sack cloth and kept busy, taking 
part in the ceremonies, directed by the 
priests. In the place where the house was 
they would come in and bow down to the 
ground several times to their mother. The 
father stood by or sat on a chair looking 
on, like one troubled and ashamed of the 
horrid nuisance as he evidently thought 
it to be. In the morning the whole thing 
was taken out and set on fire and thus 
spirited away to the spiritual regions for the 
use of the poor woman. 

You cannot get rid of all that in a day. The 
priests are only there for money. They 
don’t believe in it very much more than I do, 
I verily believe. They will tell you the doc- 
trines of the Gospel are good. Perhaps they 
may come and listen occasionally but to 
hreak away from such close and old associa- 
tions and in such surroundings is not the 
work of a day but the toil of years and the 
lavishing of treasures. Both are easily furn- 
ished ; for God has given to us, who have 
the Gospel in addition, wealth and ability if 
we are ready to use them as offerings in his 
servicé. As Christian people we have the 
command and the means, and let us work 
away. There may be failure here and suc-- 
cess there. There may be imprudence in 
one and wisdom in another effort. There 
may be success with one and failure with 
another. All these ups and downs we have 
been warned of in the beginning. The same 
chequered experience is true in Christian 
lands as in Heathen, even to a greater ex- 
tent, when you examine it closely. 

As to the work of the Church it is going 
on quietly and I trust advancing. The work 
in all its parts is going on as usual, the re-, 
sults being in the hand of the Lord. We are 
in good health and in hope of continuing so 


Women’s Foreign Misstonary Boarps and 
Societies are doing excellent work in Scot- 
land, in the United States and among our- 
selves. May they prosper more and more ! 
Mrs. Mackay addressed the Society in Toron- 
to, her husband, Dr. Mackay, translating her 
words. We hope she may be able to see 
thousands of her sisters in Christ throughout 
Canada before she leaves for Formosa,—and 
that she will be able to tell her country- 
women in China of the love and the good 
works she will have seen in Canada.

HE eminent German divine, Dr. Theodore 
Christlieb, furnishes in a volume of 250 
pages ‘“‘a Universal Survey” of the pre- 

sent state of Protestant foreign missions. 
The work is one which can be recommended 
to ministers and people, and especially to 
managers of missions, whether members of 
buards or committees at home, or active 
agents in the “high places of the field.” 
There is nothing more remarkable, nothing 
more hopeful in the aspect of the age, than 
the unexampled success of missions to the 
heathen. The nineteenth century is the 
missionary era: the present is the age of the 
universal extension of the Redeemer’s King- 
dom. The conquests of the primitive church 
were confined mainly to the shores of the 
Mediterranean. In the middle ages the 
tribes and nations of Europe were christian- 
ized. At the close of the eighteenth century 
there was a fair and healthy beginning, and 
heroic hands had planted the standard of the 
cross in many a heathen stronghold; but it 
is since the opening of the current century 
that incomparably the greatest progress has 
been made in the establishing of universal 
missions. The islands that in such vast 
multitude dot the Pacific are taken possession 
of in the name of Christ. India from Cape 
Comorin to the Himalayas is studded with 
stations more thickly than was the Roman 
Empire at the close of the first century. The 
sunny isles of the Indian Archipelago, New 
Guinea, Sumatra, Java, Borneo, possess evan- 
gelical missions, partly on the sea-coast, and 
partly far in the interior where the explorer 
in his love of adventure, or the trader in his 
hunger for gold has not pierced. Burmah 
and Siam are open to the Gospel, and are the 
scene of prosperous missions. China has a 


thin line of stations in her vast provinces,— 
a sadly thin line, but yearly strengthening. 
Japan is becoming Christian with a rapidity 
never surpassed in the history of any great 
nation, and equalled only in the case of Ma- 
dagascar. Mohammedan countries, from the 
Balkans to Bagdad, from Egypt to Persia, are 
blest with centres of intellectual and spiritual 
life. Palestine, the cradle of our Faith, too 
long trodden under foot of the enemy, is 
studded with schools and mission stations 
and churches from Bethlehem to Tripoli and 
the northern slopes of Lebanon. Africa, 
west and east, south and north, even to the 
vast and lonely centre,—is being invaded by 
an ever increasing ‘array of the soldiers of 
Christ. Protestant missions are firmly esta- 
blished among the Indians of our own North- 
West, in Central America, in the West 
Indies and South America. There is no 
tribe so barbarous or so isolated, but brave 
pioneers have ventured life itself to carry to 
them the Gospel. Even the Falkland Islands, 
Terra del Fuego and Patagonia are tinged 
with the first streaks of the Gospel day. 

Within twenty-five years missionary oper- 
ations and results have increased four-fold ! 
The ratio of increase seems to continue,—for 
never was a richer harvest of souls gathered 
in all directions, but especially in India and 
China, than last year. 


At the close of last century there were 
only seven Protestant missionary societies,— 
two Church of England, two English Non-- 
Conformist, three German or Dutch. Now, 
there are at least seventy in England and 
America alone. These seventy have very ‘ 
numerous auxiliaries at home and among the 
heathen. At the beginning of the century 
the number of male missionaries in the field 
amounted to 170. Of these no less than 100 
belonged to the Moravians alone. To-day 
there are over 2,500 ordained European and 
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American missionaries in the field, with 
over 2000 ordained native preachers; and 
upwards of 23,000 native assistants, catechists, 
teachers, and evangelists,—besides very nu- 
merous female mirsionary agents, &c. With- 
out doubt our evangelizing agencies among 
the heathen have multiplied more than a 
hundred fold in one hundred years. 

Eighty years ago the number of heathen 
converts under the care of Protestants is es- 
timated at 50,000. The additions in either 
of the last two years, 1878 or 1879, would 
probably surpass that number; while the 
total converts now under Protestant care 
must exceed 1,700,000. 

Eighty years ago the total amount contri- 
buted for Protestant missions was but 
£50,000 sterling. .The amount now raised is 
not less than £1,250,000 sterling,—five times 
as much as the total income of the Romish 
Propaganda. Of this amount Great Britain 
contributes £700,(00; America, £300,000, and 
Germany and Switzerland the balance. 
Eighty years ago there was 70 schools among 
the heathen ; there are now over 12,000, with 
400,000 pupils. At the beginning of this 
century we had the Scriptures in 50 transla- 
tions, with a circulation of say five million of 
copies. We have the Scriptures now in 
whole or part in over 300 languages and dia- 
lects, with a circulation of about 150,000,000. 

German missions have accomplished 
much, especially in Asia and Africa. The 
Rhenish mission in Sumatra has 2,400 bapti- 
zed converts. The Basle mission on the Gold 
Coast has over 4,000 Negro converts. The 
Gossner mission to the Kolhs of India had in 
1850 just four converts; it has now over 
30,000 baptized converts. In 1843, there 
were in China but six converts, and twelve 
missionaries. The missionaries now number 
over 240, while the converts have increased 
two thousand-fold. In 1860, there were in 
the field, 20 medical missionaries; there are 
now 90. 

It has been demonstrated over and over 
and over again by the missionary achieve- 
ments of the last thirty years that the most 
degraded of heathen races, the Hottentots, 
the aborigines of Australia, the savages of 
the Pacific isles, can be taught the truths of 
the Gospel, and can be made to feel their 
need of a Saviour, and to believe to the sa- 
ving of their souls. Races that seemed sunk 
to the profoundest depths of wretchedness 
and helplessness, have been raised to new 
ness of life, and have been taught to read 
the Word of God in their own tongue. We 
need not point out the manifold signifi- 
cance of this fact. 

Among the most hopeful features of our 
missions is the help rendered by women as 
missionaries, as teachers, and especially as 
organizers of Missionary Societies which are 
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rendering invaluable aid in the work of col- 
lecting funds. ' 

A general survey of missions shows us that 
the wide world is open to the evangelist, and 
that to a hopeful measure the field has been 
occupied,—occupied by pioneers only! The 
vast army which is to possess the world for 
Christ has not yet been fully organized. 
Every church must help ; every congregation, 
every christian! A church that is not a 
missionary church is dying or dead. A 
christian who refuses to aid mission work 
needs to be reminded constantly that. the 
Lord’s parting command was “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” 


Systematic BSeneficeure. ° 


ff HE following resolutions were adopted by 
the Presbyterian Assembly of the North- 
ern States. They are just the resolutions 
that need to be carried out among our own 
delinquent congregations, which, alas, are not 
very few :— 

Resolved, 1. In view of the many delinquen- 
cies reported, that all Financial Agents and 
Presbyteries be, and hereby are, directed to 
urge upon all our people and congregations 
to make some contributions to each and all 
of the Boards of the Church, and report an- 
nually to the Assembly on the subject, in the 
hope that the present number of delinquent 
congregations and Presbyteries may annually 
grow less. 

2. That all our delinquent sessions and con- 
gregations be recommended to adopt some 
measures by which their people shall have 
opportunity to contribute at stated periods 
to the respective funds of the Church. 

3. That where found practicable, the week- 
ly Sabbath offerings by the envelope system 
be earnestly recommended to all our con- 
gregations. 

The Committee on Systematic Beneficence 
of the Irish Assembly report hopeful pro- 
gress. They conclude their report as fol- 
lows :— 

The times have indeed been depressing, 
but the question may well be asked, how far 
have God’s people suffered from them as a 
punishment for want of practical sympathy 
with the advancement of His cause in the 
world? In the days of the Prophet Haggai 
the times were very bad—much was sown 
and little reaped, the people suffered from 
cold and hunger; the very wages earned 
seemed to be put into a bag with holes ; they 
looked for much and it came to little, and 
even that little when brought home, God 
blew upon it~ and why? Because His cause 
was neglected. But when the Jews consider- 
ed their ways, and arose to do His work, from 
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_ that very day forward everything changed, 
the times became prosperous, for God blessed 
the work of their hands. Ah! some one will 
say, prosperity in this world is the blessing 
of the Old, not of the New ‘Testament. But 
does not the latter speak in equally distinct 
terms’? Does not the Apostle Paul declare 
in 2 Cor. ix. 8—“ He that soweth sparingly 
shall reap also sparingly, and_he which sow- 
eth bountifully shall also reap bountifully ?” 
—and that this refers to worldly means the 
Apostle’s argument, as given from the 8th to 
the |lth verses of this chapter, makes plain. 
These verses may be thus paraphrased —God 

-is able to surround you with the blessings of 
His providence, as well as of His grace, that 
ye having always a sufficiency of worldly 
means, may go on abounding in every good 
work, confirming the promise, a* it is written, 
He hath dispensed abroad; He hath given to 
the poor; His righteousness, or deeds of 
kindness (in His power to perform them), 


remaineth for ever. Now, may He that min- 


istereth seed to the sower, both supply your 
wants and increase your means of doing good, 
and this as the result of your benevolence. 
Being enriched in everything in order to in- 
crease your liberality, which is administered 
by us causeth thanksgiving to God. Of the 
great necessity there is, that this whole sub- 
ject should be deeply impressed upon the 
mind and heart of the Church, your Commit- 
tee entertain a growing conviction. 

_ The Assembly resolved as follows :— 

1. That it be an instruction to ministers to 
preach upon Systematic Beneficence at least 
once a year. 

2. Thatit be an instruction to Presbyteries 
to hold an annual Conference on the subject. 

3. That it be an instruction to Sessions to 
confer on the subject, and to take such steps 
as seems to them best for promoting the 
cause in their respective congregations and 
Sabbath schools. 

Our own Assembly has not a Standing 
Committee on this subject; and we trust 
that every Presbytery, Minister and Session 
will consider themselves Special Committees 
within their own limits. The Synod of the 
eMaritime Provinces has a Standing Committee 
on Systematic Beneficence,which has rendered 
excellent service. It might be advantageous 
to follow the example of some sister Churches, 
and have a Standing Committee of each Synod 
and Presbytery, and also of the Assembly. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSIONS. 


When the Portuguese, Spaniards and 
‘French explored new countries the mission- 
aries of the Roman Catholic Church with 
commendable zeal followed, in order to pro 
pagate their religion. The sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries were the most fruitful 


period of Jesuit and other Roman Catholic 
missions. During the eighteenth century 
there was a general collapse, so marked that 
not one of all the missions established during 
the two previous centuries could be said to 
be in a state of prosperity. But the present 
century, which has witnessed so vast a devel- 
opment of Protestant missions has also wit- 
nessed a revival of those of the Romish 
communion. The College of the Propaganda 
has charge of the institutions for training 
missionaries, which are eight in number, be- 
sides the houses of the orders engaged in 
missions. There are twenty-five different 
societies and orders engaged in sending forth 
missionaries. The Jesuits have seven hun- 
dred in foreign fields. France contributes 
by far the largest number of men, and the 
largest amount of money. No fewer than 
two thousand Frenchmen are foreign mis- 
sionaries. Surely this is very creditable to 
the country and the race. {i 

They have prosperous missions in Algeria 
and Senegambia, and carry on operations at 
various stations all around the coast. They 
diligently follow Protestant missionaries 
wherever they go, and feel it their duty to 
excite the bitterest heathen hatred against 
them. They are penetrating Central A‘rica. 
In all Africa the Church of Rome claims 
628,000 adherents,—the majority being in the 
French possessions.—Two hundred years ago 
the Romish missions in Chinaand Japan were 
apparently prosperous in the highest degree. 
All Ceylon (except Kandy), was converted 
to Romanism, about the close of the sixteenth 
century ; but the conversion was merely no- 
minal and artificial. In all Southern and 
Kastern Asia these missions claim over one 
million converts, with over one thousand 
priests, and over fourteen hundred schools. 
In Asia Minor, Syria, Persia, &c., the Roman 
Catholic Church is strong and energetic. All 
Asia gives nearly three million adherents and 
five thousand six hundred priests. In our 
own North-West, in British Columbia, and in 
Labrador, there are about one hundred R. C. 
missionaries. In 1846 there were in all 
these regions but five such missionaries. 
There are missions also to the Indians of the 
United States, and to native tribes in South 
America. In no part of the world has there 
been greater z>al on the part of these mis- 
sionaries than in the islands of the Pacific. 
But they have been unscrupulous and cruel 
as they have been zealous. Their success 
has not been at all comparable to that of 
Protestant missions in those regions. We 
have given this brief sketch of Roman Catho- 
lic missions to stir up the zeal and devotion 
of our own Church. If the officers and ad- 
herents of a corrupt faith exhibit so much 
zeal and devotion, how much more should 
we who possess the Gospel in its purity!

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS: 


LOT’S ESCAPE FROM SODOM. 


SEPTEMBER 5. GENESIS x1Ix : 12-26. 


DEAD SEA—40 miles long and from 9 to 10 

miles wide. Its surface is the lowest of any 
part of the known world, being 1300 feet below 
the Mediterranean. It has no outlet. Its waters 
are intensely salt. The southern’ end, about 13 
feet deep, is supposed to have been a part of the 
plain upon which the doomed cities stood in Lot’s 
time. The district abounds with bitumen, sulphur, 
nitre, and other combustible materials, as well as 
incrustations of salt. Hills and ‘‘ pillars” of salt 
have been discovered, notably one near to Usdum, 
40 feet high, which tradition declares to be Lot’s 
wife. V.12. The men said unto Lot—two of the 
‘‘angels ” who appeared to Abraham in ch. 18 : 2, 
16, and whom Lot met at the gate of Sodom, v. 1. 
The interest manifested in Lot’s preservation, 
shews that he was, on the whole, a ‘righteous 
man,” see 2 Peter 2:7, 8. Hast thou here any 
besides ? even his bad relations had, for his sake, 
an offer of deliverance which they spurned. Bring 
them out—see 2 Cor. 6:1417. V. 14. Lot went— 
believing that the judgment was coming. Up, get 
you out—Though it be midnight, now or never 
they must make their escape. 4s one that mocked 
—human nature is the same still—the nearer the 
judgment, the greater the security of the sinner. 
Matt. 24: 37-39, Vs. 15-17. Thy wife and thy 
two daughters which are here—perhaps he had 
other daughters, not here, who despised the warning 
and perished. While he lingered—thinking about 
his friends, and the loss of his property—he was 
‘‘scarcely”’ saved. Think of hesitation in such a 
supreme crisis! see 1 Pet. 4:17,18. The Lord 
being merciful—see Sam. 3:22. Romans 11: 22. 
Escape for thy life—every thing must be sacrificed 
when the welfare of the soul is in danger, Matt. 
16: 25-26. V.18. Not so—groundless fear and 
unbelief still linger in his mind, and yet, to this 
same mountain he was glad te go ere long, v. 30. 
V. 24. The Lord rained—a literal shower of burn- 
ing brimstone, accompanied probably with a vol- 
eanic shock which buried Sodom and Gomorrah, 
in the bottom of the salt sea. V. 26. Lot’s wife 
looked back—in violation of the command of the 
angel, v. 17. From behind him— Her heart 
yearned for Sodom, She betrayed indecision and 
worldliness. Became a pillar of salt—having been 
killed by the sulphureous vapours her body became 
encrusted with salt. She was ‘‘almost saved,” 
but, lost after all! a warning to all who halt be 
tween two opinions, see 1 Kings 18 : 21. 

LEARN. In the midst of God’s judgments against 
sinners, we behold mercy towards his saints, v. 12. 
Those who look back, regretting the pleasures of 
the world, will lose the favour of Ged, Heb. 10: 
38. There is no safety in the Sodom of sin. We 
are to look to Jesus as our only hope of salvation, 
Isa, 45,22. Heb. 12:2.

TRIAL OF ABRAHAM’S FAITH. 


SEPTEMBER 12. B.C. 1872. Gen. xxi1: 1-14. 


oS the destruction of Sodom, Abraham 
removed to Gerar, 20 miles south of He- 
bron. [n remembrance of the covenant with 
Abimelech, he called the place Beersheba—well of 
the oath. Some 26 years after the occurrences in 
last lesson, the great crisis in Abraham’s life took 
place which is now described so touchingly as to 
need little comment. V.1. God did tempt—not 
in the sense of inciting him to sin. This God 
never does, James 1:13, but tested or proved his. 
faith in order to its development, 1 Pet. 1:7. 
Here am I—ready at a moment’s notice for God’s 
service. V. 2. Thy son—thine only son—the only 
son of Sarah ; the only hope of his house ; his be- 
loved son. Moriah—the mount on which the 
temple of Jerusalem was afterwards built. Offer 
him for a burat-offering—must Isaac die by his 
father’s own hand? How utterly destructive of 
all his hopes to comply with this strange and un- 
natural command! V. 3. Rose up early—without 
hesitation he deliberately makes every necessary 
preparation. The servants are ordered to saddle 
the ass, and get ready the ‘‘ kindling wood.” Isaac, 
little dreaming of tke part he was to take in the 
transaction, is told that he is to go too. V. 4, the 
scene is too sacred to'be witnessed by the servants. 
Their presence would embarrass him ; they must 
remain at the foot of the hill. V.5. Land the lad 
will go....and come again—Oh the triumph of 
faith Abraham had unbounded confidence that his 
son, though sacrificed, would in some mysterious 
manner be restored to him, Heb. 11:19. V. 6. 
Laid it upon his son—Isaac was probably 25 years 
of age, old enough, at least, to carry the heavy 
load of wood required for sacrifice. Zouk the fire— 
some burning charcoal in an iron grating carried 
by achain. And aknife—Ah! was not that the 
heaviest of all to carry? V. 7. Where is the lamb ? 
His father had said, ‘‘ we go to worship,” v. 5, so 
Isaac knew well that a victim was necessary. But 
how that question must have pierced Abraham’s. 
heart? V. 8. God will provide a lamb—some at- 
tach prophetic meaning to this, referring it to 
“The Lamb of God,” John 1 : 29, but more likely 
it was said evasively to Isaac, as though he could 
not bear to tell him that he himself was to be the 
victim. V.9, Bound Isaac—Isaac’s faith is as. 
conspicuous as his father’s; had he resisted, the 
old man could not have bound him. Took the 
knife to slay—By this act the sacrifice was virtual- 
ly offered. Exo. 35:5, 21, 22, 29, Vs» 12; 38, 
Lay not thine hand—Jehovah will not sanction 
the heathenish practice of human sacrifices. 4 
Ram—lIsaac is often viewed as a type of Christ,. 
but it accords better with this scene to regard him 
as a type of sinful humanity, and the lamb as the 
type of Christ dying for sins not His own. This 
Abraham may have recognized, John 8: 56. V. 14. 
Jehovah-jireh—the Lord will see, or provide, which 
from that day passed into a proverb. Jt shall be 
seen—It was seen in the sacrifice of Christ. 


LEARN. The severest trials are often blessings 
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in disguise, 1 Pet. 1:6, 7. 
of faith. Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity. 


ISAAC’S PROSPERITY. 
B. C. 1804. GENESIS xxvI : 12-25. 


“[/ SAAC SOWED—he settled down as a farmer. 
An hundred fold—an unusually large return, 
and he had inherited great wealth from his 
father, ch. 25:5. The man waxed great—became 
so influential that the Philistines among whom he 
lived envied him, Prov.:27:4. V.15. -All the 
wells—The digging of wells in this rocky country 
was attended with too much labour and expense 
for mere tenants, it implied the ownership of the 
land, and no more effective mode of expressing 
envy or enmity could be devised than to choke up 
an enemy’s well with sand or stones—one of the 
common modes of ancient warfare, 2 Kings 3: 19, 
25. The flocks and herds could not subsist with- 
out water drawn from wells, Vs. 16,17. Abime- 
lech—a common title of the Kings of Philistia, 
corresponding to the Pharaoh’s of Kgypt. Go from 
us—gave him notice to quit. Isaac departed —being 
of a peacable disposition he did not remonstrate, 
but went to another part of the same district. Vs. 
18.22. Digged again—evidencing industry and 
perseverance. The naming of the wells by Abra- 
ham, the changing of their names by the Philis- 
tines to obliterate the traces of their origin, the 
restoration of the names by Isaac, and the contest 
between the respective shepherds, show how much 
importance was attached to wellsin a warm country 
where water was Scarce and iudispensable to the 
farmer. YV. 23. To Beersheba—‘‘ well of the 
oath”—a city on the south frontier of Palestine, 
27 miles south-east from Gaza, intimately associa- 
ted with the history of both Abraham. and Isaac, 
so called in remembrance of the covenant made 
between Abraham and Abimelech, ch. 21: 31. Its 
name was restored by Isaac, v.33. It continued 
to be a prominent landmark all threugh Bible 
history—‘‘ from Dan to Beersheba” being regard- 
ed as the limits of Palestime. Two of the wells 
still remain, at ‘Bir es Seba,” surrounded by 
drinking troughs of stone, their curbstones deeply 
worn by the friction of ropes in drawing water. V. 
24. The Lord appeared—the same angel of the 
covenant who had appeared to Abraham, ch. 15 : 
18 and 22: 10, 15, and, afterwards, to Moses in 
Horeb, Exo. 3 : 6, 15, and 4: 5. See also Matt. 
22:32 and Acts7: 32. Fear not—A reassuring 
expression often used by Jehovah, see Ps. 27 : 1. 
Rev. 1:17. V. 25. Bwuilded an altar—thus ma- 
king a public recognition of God’s goodness to him. 
Wherever we go, we must take our religion with 
us. Pitched his tent—dwelt fora time; here we 
have no continuing, city, Heb. 13: 14. He died 
at Hebron, ch, 35 : 27, aged 180, and was buried 
beside his father and mother, Gen. 49 : 31. 
LEARN that religion teaches us self-denial and 
to live peacably with all men. Children may ex- 
pect to receive the blessings promised to obedience 
to parents. The well of salvation is ever open and 
free to all, Isa. 55:1. John 4: 13, 14,

OUR 8S. 8S. WORK. 


The question submitted to the last General 
Assembly by the Sabbath School Committee 
in their Report, was— 

‘“‘ How can we elevate the Standard of at- 
tainment in our S. 8. Teachers, and thus in- 
crease their teaching power ?”’ The following 
is part of a scheme submitted, and left with 
the Committee and Presbyteries to prove its 
suitableness by trying the work. 

1. A written examination on the life, work, 
and closing days of Moses, as detailed in the 
last four books of the Pentateuch. 

2. A written examination on the first 
twenty-eight questions of the Shorter Cate- 
chism and the portion of Scripture on which 
they are based. 

For the carrying out of the above scheme 
of study the following regulations for students 
and candidates are to be strictly observed. 

1, Examinations to be held simultaneously 
at convenient centres in each Presbytery of 
the Church, on the day of April, 1881. 

2. One examination for the whole Church, 
to be set on each subject, and forwarded un- 
der sealed covers to the persons in charge of 
the various examinations in Presbyteries ; 
the covers not to be removed until the can- 
didates are met in the appointed place : and 
the written answers to be enclosed and sealed 
for transmission to the Convener of the As- 
sembly’s S.S. Committee before the candi- 
dates leave the place of examination. 

3. The S. S. Committee shall be responsible 
to the Church, with such aid as they can 
call to their assistance; they shall set the 
papers and value the questions and answers 
given in, and report thereon. 

4, It shall be competentand it is desired: 
that prizes in such form and of such value as 
the donors may indicate, may be given by a 
Presbytery for the best examination within 
its bounds; or by a congregation or indivi- 
dual in that congregation for the best exa- 
mination in its class, subject to the plan and 
regulations of the Committee. 

5. All persons, male and female, passing 
the prescribed examination on the prescribed 
subjects shall be entitled to a neatly en- 
grossed recognition of that fact, and their 
names reported to the General Assembly, 
and Presbyteries to which they belong. 

6. No name shall be so reported unless 
they have answered 50 per cent. of all the 
questions submitted, and all who shall enter 
on this course of study shall pay 25 cents 
each to meet contingent expenses with the 
Scheme. 

7. The studies may be carried on in classes 
in each congregation ; or by groups of per- 
sons in rural districts, aided by the Pastor

or in any other convenient. The course is 
open to all irrespective of age or sex. A 
Sylabus of the subjects on which the ex 
amination questions shall be based will be 
furnished, also a time table, to all complying 
with the last requirement of No. 6. 

8. In order to facilitate the working of this 
Scheme, the Convener of each Presbytery’s 
S. S. Committee, shall be the person, with 
whom all correspondence with the Convener 
of the Assembly’s Committee, shall be car. 
ried on; with the view of furnishing all in- 
formation as to the work being done in his 
Presbytery— also to arrange with the Pres- 
bytery for the examination and report all 
necessary details. 

The time for entering this course of study 
to be closed October 4th, 1880. This is sub- 
mitted to your best consideration as a mem- 
ber of the Assembly’s S. S. Committee. An 
early answer will oblige.

“ PRESBYTERIAN NARROWNESS.” 


Our Church is sometimes accused of nar- 
rowness, and our people are charged with 
being bigoted ; but the slightest enquiry will 
show how groundless are all such allegations. 
We “unchurch”’ nobody that believes in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We open our pulpits to 
ministers of all sections of the Church of 
Christ. We hold communion at the Lord’s 
Table with all who profess their faith in the 
Lord and Saviour. We shut no living Chris- 
tian from our communion, and we do not 
lock our cemeteries against the dead of other 
churches. Our preachers declare the truth 
as it is contained in the Word of God. Some 
doctrines may be—no doubt are—unpalata- 
ble to the “ carnal mind ’”’; but the preacher 
must preach the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth. It is not “narrow- 
ness’’ to tell the impenitent sinner that the 
wages of sin is death,—that there is no hope 
except in the Lord Jesus Christ,—that eter- 
nal death awaits the ungodly. Presbyterians 
will preach and teach the great doctrines of 
grace and a full and free salvation,—the doc- 
trines preached by Paul and Peter and 
James, and John,—the doctrines preached 
by Him who spake as never man spake. 


Ghe Reformation in Lrauce. 


rt HILE the work of French Evangeliza- 
tion is advancing so hopefully in our 


own Dominion, we cannot but be 
cheered by the prospect of a new reform- 
ation in old France, the land bedewed with 


the blood of the gallant Huguenot patriots 
and martyrs. We referred in a recent issue 
to the progress of Gospel work in France. 
Dr. Hitchcock, a most judicious and cau- 
tions obrerver, who has been in Paris many 
years as pastor of the American church, 
states in a letter just published that a 
strong current of religious thought and as- 
piration runs underneath the apparent 
indifference and infidelity of the people. 
There are opportunities for preaching ihe 
gospel such as have not before existed for 
centuries. ‘The masses are disposed to listen 
to Protestant teachers. The religious ques- 
tion has entered largely into politics. Anti- 
clericalism is popular. The education of the 
masses on a broad and national basis occu- 
pies the attention of the Government. The 
Syllabus, with its profane dogma of Papal 
infallibility, bas opened a gulf between the 
Church of Rome and thinking, patriotic, and 
conscientious men, which can never be filled 
up or bridged over. 

The religious regeneration of France is 
prophesied as well as demanded, and it may 
be looked for, as it should be prayed for and 
toiled for. This regeneration, so far as 
human agency is concerned, will be brought 
out chiefly through the native churches, rein- 
forced from other Christian lands, and re- 
baptized with “the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.’ They alone are competent to deal 
with the masses of the French people, and 
lead them out of their spiritual bondage. 
Especially when, as not unfrequently occurs, 
the half of a village or commune, under the 
inspiration of some political Jeader, break 
away from the Romish Church in which they 
were born, and seek an alliance with the 
Protestant Church, because they must have 
some religion, this popular movement must 
be organized and directed by the native 
Church, by men conversant with the lang- 
uage, tastes, prejudices, and genius of the 
people. 

The French Churches are not, as yet, doing 
all they could do or should do. In respect 
to plans and methods of working, liberality, 
courage, holy boldness and enthusiasm, which 
will devise ‘and attempt great things for 
Christ, the French Protestants have many 
things to learn. They have lived so long in 
entrenchments and fortifications, content to 
possess in safety the little allowed them, 
they can scarcely realize that their besiegers 
have withdrawn, that an open field is before 
them, and that they, the feeble, persecuted 
bans of other days, are actually, in the pro- 
vidence of God, summoned to bold aggressive 
action—are commanded to go forward and 
possess the promised land. But such is the 
case ; and the descendants of the Huguenots, 
and inheritors of their faith and history and 
glory, are waking to the consciousness that 
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they have a future and a glorious mission to 
fulfil for themselves, their country, and their 
God. 

Of all the leaders of this modern French 
Reformation, no one is more thoroughly pos- 
sessed of this thought, and swayed by this 
conviction, than the noble and gifted man 
EKugéne Réveillaud. 

Dr. Hitchcock gives an example of the 
movement going on in France. St. Just, a 
tovn of 2000 people, on the route between 
Paris and Calais, had known nothing of Pro- 
testantism up till nine months ago. But 
there came to be a widespread dissatisfaction 
with Roman Catholicism, its teachings, and 
its tyrannies. Mons. Réveillaud was invited 
to visit the town, and hold a religious con- 
ference. He did so. A few weeks later Dr. 
de Pressensé responded to a like invitation. 
Their reception was most cordial. The 
people desired to hear more. Mons. Dombres, 
the eloquent pastor of the church of the 
Saint-Esprit in Paris, went to them, and to 
an audience of one thousand preached the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ in its purity and 
power. The people responded “It is the 
truth. We accept it for ourselves and for 
our households.” The “Mission Intérieure ” 
sent, at frequent intervals, its most earnest 
and eloquent preachers. Eight months pass- 
ed, and the fruits were ripe for the ygather- 
ing of a Protestant congregation and the 
organization of an Evangelical church. 

On the day previous to Dr. Hitchcock’s 
writing, the people in that town had sub- 
scribed liberally towards the erection of a 
new church. “On the Sunday before, Mons. 
Réveillaud was at Warloy, a town of 3,000 
inhabitants, near Amiens. He was there by 
special invitation to inaugurate a Protestant 
religious movement ; and this was the recep- 
tion accorded him. As no hall in the town 
could hold the people desirous of attending 
the conference, a large tent was erected. 
Two thousand gathered under it. The Maires 
of six adjacent villages were upon’ the plat- 
form, with a number of the “Conseillers gé- 
néraux,” or general councillors—among them 
the “chef,” or leader of the Republican 
party of the Department—a man of com- 
manding social and political influence. A 
band of music gave their concone. It was a 
politico-religious demonstration, but none 
the less significant for that, as it revealed 
the breadth and depthof the movement, re- 
gistered popular judgment against Rome, and 
declared open revolt against her teachings 
and tyrannies. The argument of the eloquent 
orator was followed with closest attention 
throughout his two hours’ address, and with 
constant marks of sympathy and assent. 
Everything prophesied results similar to 
those at St. Just; while the leading men 
from the different communes “besought that 
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the same words might be preached” in their 
villages “on the next Sabbath.” 

It may not be long until a similar move- 
ment will be witnessed in the Province of 
Quebec. 


Subbath-school Centenary. 


AN 
cas Sabbath-school meetings in London 
and in other cities in Great Britain have 
been of great interest, and the popular 
feeling evoked promises well for the future 
training of the young. ‘ Feed my lambs” is 
a Divine command to which the Church will 
do well.to give ever greater heed. The Cen- 
tenary Celebrations have served to show 
forth the unity of God’s people in heart and 
work. Representatives were present at the 
London gatherings, from many different coun- 
tries, including our own Dominion, — and 
from many different branches of the Chris- 
tian Church. Most delightful was the inter- 
change of thought and feeling. From statis- 
tics produced it appears that in this Dom- 
inion there are 5,635 schools, 42,893 teachers 
and 356,000 scholars. No doubt there are 
many schools and teachers not reported. 
The first Sabbath-school in the Dominion was 
opened in Halifax, N.S., 1788, by Rev. Dr. 
Breynton, then Rector of St. Paul’s Church. 
In 1804 a similar school was opened in Liver- 
pool, Nova Scotia. A Sabbath school was 
opened in Pictou in 1814. In New Brunswick 
one was opened at Fredericton in 1820. In 
P. E. Island, the first was commenced in 
1823. In Montreal there was one in 1816. 
Rev. Mr. Smart, of Brockville, opened a 
Sabbath school (the first in Ontario) in 1811. 

Reports came in of Sabbath-school work 
from the whole English-speaking world, from 
Africa and India and the far off Antipodes,— 
and from France, Germany, Italy, and other 
continental countries. On the continent the 
work is comparatively new; and the advance 
within the past few years has been remark- 
ably rapid. The first Sunday-school was 
opened in Rome in 1870, just after the cap- 
ture of the city by the army of Victor Em- 
manuel. The circumstances are thus related 
by Rev. A. Meille : 

The Italian cannon had, in a few hours, 
made an entrance for liberty into Rome 
through the branch of Porta Pia, and the 
Waldensian Church, according to its wonted 
energy, immediately sent down an evangelist 
to beyin the good work there. He had him- 
self the honour of being the second evangel- 
ist sent to Rome for that purpose. He was 
there preaching in a small room to an au- 
dience, which increased every week, and one 
Sunday morning he saw in the little congre- 
gation, an intelligent lad, who had been for 
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some time in his Sunday-school in Florence. 
This little fellow came up to him after the 
service, and explained that his parents had 
just returned to Rome, their home from 
which the Papal government had banished 
them. The next Sunday, at ten o’clock, in 
the morning—that was to say an hour before 
the usual service—he heard a ringing at his 
door, and on opening it he saw the same lad, 
with two other boys, one a younger brother, 
the other a cousin whom he had found in 
Rome. “My friends,” he said to them, “ you 
have come too early to the service. It is 
scarcely ten o’clock, and we don’t begin till 
eleven.” “ But, sir,” said his little Florence 
friend, “we have come to the Sunday-school.” 
In Florence, Sunday-school was an hour be- 
fore service. In Rome, the work had searcely 
bgun. He had no other hearers but 50 grown 
up people. The thought of opening a Sunday 
school had not even occurred to his mind ; 
but his little friend took it for granted that, 
wherever the Gospel was being preached, 
and a church being founded, there must of 
necessity be a Sunday-school, and he came 
to it. Would it have been right in him to 
send away these three little anxious en- 
quirers, whom the Lord evidently had sent 
to give him a warning and a lesson? Of 
course not, and, although he was not pre- 
pared, as one ought always to be to teach in 
a Sunday-school class, he called them in and 
gave them some instruction on the Lord’s 
prayer. In that way was founded the first 
Sunday-school in Rome. The following Sun- 
day he had more than double that number 
of children ; and now he was sure that many 
hundred children were receiving religious 
instruction in Protestant Sunday-schools in 
Rome. 

Space will not permit us to enter more 
fully into the statistics and reports laid 
before the Centenary Meetings. The memory 
of the righteous is blessed. Their works 
follow them. 

The secret of the blessing that has rested 
upon the work of Robert Raikes may be read 
still, as he thus read it when, looking back 
at the end of his life, he bore this brief but 
full and remarkable testimony. “I think I 
have received a grain of grace,’ said the 
commentator Matthew Henry, when a boy, 
to his sister, after hearing a sermon on the 
parable of The Mustard Seed ; and the grain 
of grace proved in his case the seed of a 
Commentary on the Scriptures written in 
after years, which millions have found a 
treasury of devotional expositions. 

God’s “grain,” in Christian experience, 
and in Christian service too, is the secret of 
man’s harvest. 

The history of Christian effort, springing 
as it ever does out of the realized sense of 
human impotence, taking hold with the hand 
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of faith of the strength of God, and “ mar- 
vellously helped” to do great and wonderful 
things, has seldom been presented more 
vividly and impressively than in the simple 
words of Robert Raikes when his work was 
almost done: “I saw the destitution of the 
children—I asked ‘Can nothing be done ?’ 
A voice answered, ‘Try.’ I did try, and see 
what God hath wrought.” 

If the celebration of the Centenary result 
in a deeper conviction of the momentous im- 
portance of this great lesson in the minds 
of Sunday-school teachers and Christian 
workers generally, it would not be easy to 
limit the amount of spiritual blessing wh'ch 
Scriptural faith ought to expect to realize in 
present work for the promotion and exten- 
sion of the Gospel of Divine Love and Grace. 

The Sunday-schools of the nineteenth cen- 
tury are, as it were, God’s answer to man’s. 
question, “ Can nothing be done ?”’ 

Happy indeed are the Sunday- school 
teachers who ever bear in mind God is with 
them ; and therefore they cannot expect too 
large a blessing. They are engaged in the 
very field of labour which God has specially, 
in His Word, marked out for a blessing: 
“They that seek Me early shall find Me.” 
“T doubt not to affirm,” said Baxter, “ that 
a godly education is God’s first and ordinary 
appointed means for the begetting of actual 
faith and other graces in children.”

Rev. David Wilsen, D.D., Convener of the 

Colonial Scheme of the Irish Presbyterian 

Church, writing to Rev. 8. Houston, under 

date of July 24th, says, “Our Assembly is 

deeply interested in the extension and pros- 
perity of the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 

Let the Church know our warmest sympathies 

are with you and your work.” 

It is a useful thing for us sometimes to 
learn how outsiders look upon our missionary 
labour. We quote the following from the 
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appeal recently made by the Bishop of 
Rupert’s Land, resident at Winnipeg, to the 
Montreal Synod of the Church of England, 
giving also information about the Province 
of Manitoba :— 

“In 1870, there were 16 Protestant common 
schools; in 1877, 38; in 1878, 100. The 
number is continually increasing, showing 
the formation of new settlements of sufficient 
population for a school. 


“In 1870, there were 16 post offices esta- 
blished ; in 1878, 58 post offices existing; in 
1879, 120. Quite a number have been esta- 
Dlished since. I need not enlarge on the 
significance of these facts. 


“The Province of Manitoba and a consider- 
able section of country in my diocese, west 
of the Province, are being covered with a 
sparse population. The difficulty of minis- 
tdring to this population is almost inconcei- 
vable to outsiders. 


“ The different settlers hold so much land.

cases, a proportion of the land is from one 
cause or other unoccupied. It is, therefore, 
very difficult to get together in the first year 
or two of a new settlefhent a congregation of 
any size or power. 


“Then the population, such as it is, is com- 
posed of adherents of different bodies, one 
having a predominance in one district and 
another in another. 


“The practical outcome of the situation I 
have described is an impossibility of imme- 
diate self-support, or of anything approaching 
it in any new settlement. 

“The consequence of this is that any 
church that cannot obtain at the present time 
practical help from outside, must lose any 
chance of establishing or extending itself 
through the rural settlements in the great 
country that is rising up here. This is be- 
coming more and more our position, 


“The Presbyterian Church of Canada gua- 
rantees $700 to unmarried ministers, and 
$900 to married ministers. It supplies the 
main proportion of salary for over twenty 
missionaries in this country. And the gene- 
ral interest shown by that body is very great. 
I believe the students of Knox College alone 
support a missionary here. . 


“The Wesleyan body of Canada is mainly 
supporting over 20 ministers here. 


“We are not receiving from the whole 
Church of Canada help sufficient to maintain 
a single missionary.” 


[ We may add that there are 25 missionaries 
of our Church in the region spoken of by 
the Bishop, and the Church at large contri- 
butes about 55 per cent. of their salaries. ] 
Eds.

Next meeting, 
Campbellton, on the last Tuesday of October, 
at 10 a.m. 


Prtsrporo: July 6th :—Sixteen ministers 
were present and six elders. Mr. Clarke was 
chosen Moderator for six months. Final ac- 
tion upon Mr. Henning’s application to be 


received as a minister of the Church was de.. 


ferred until next meeting. Arrangements 
were made for the more efficient working of 
our mission stations. The Messrs. Beattie, 
Andrews and Bennet were added to the pre- 
sent Home Mission Committee. Messrs. 
Bell, Cleland, Clark and Bennet, were ap- 
pointed to draw up a list of questions to be 
used at meetings for Presbyterial visitation 
of congregations. Leave was granted to 
Mount Pleasant congregation to sell a church 
lot in the village in order to substitute a 
better. 


Srratrorp : July 6th :—An extract minute 
of General Assembly anent the status of 
ministers, retired by leave of Assembly was 
read, and in accordance with these extracts 
the names of Messrs. T. McPherson, John 
Fotheringham, and J. Smith were placed 
upon the roll, with full judicial powers. Mr. 
McPherson was appointed Moderator for 
next six months. A call to Mr. P. McF. Me- 
Leod from Central Church, Toronto, was by 
him accepted. Mr. McPherson was appoint- 
ed ad wterim Moderator of Session of Knox 
Church, and authorized to moderate in a call 
when the congregation should be ready to 
proceed. The congregation was allowed to 
find its own supply of preaching for next 
three months. Mr. Thos. T. Johnstone, was 
allowed to resign his charge at Trowbridge 
station. A petition from parties in North 
Mornington for supply of preaching was re- 
fused. A petition from Widder street, St. 
Mary’s, was granted, asking Presbytery’s

Mr. J. K. Wright, and 
Mr. I. K. Baillie were licensed to preach the 
gospel. The name of Mr. Samuel Porter, 
retired minister was put on the roll, at the 
beginning of the session, with power to de- 
liberate and vote. 

Wuitsy : July 2nd:—The Home Mission 
Committee reported that there was no vacant 
congregation requiring supply, no aid-receiv- 
ing congregation, and no mission station, 
within the bounds of the Presbytery. Messrs. 
Crozier, Abraham, Roger, and Carmichael 
were appointed the Committee for the next 
year. The Commissioners to the General As- 
sembly reported their diligence. Six out of 
eight had attended,and their travelling expen- 
ses were ordered to be paid by the Treasurer. 
The members of the Presbytery reported 
their action anent the instructions given at 
last meeting in reference to parental traming. 
The reports were accepted as satisfactory. 
It was agreed that at next meeting, which is 
to be held at Whitby on the third Tuesday 
in October, the evening sederunt be devoted 
to a conference on the state of religion, and 
a small committee was appointed to make 
the necessary arrangements. 

GuELPH: July 20th:—A committee was 
appointed to prepare ascheme for missionary 
meetings. Mr. Evan Macaulay accepted a 
call to West Puslinch. Mr. Henry Knox was 
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encouraged to continue in evangelistic work,

cepted, but that the committee already ex- 
isting to bring in deliverances on such cases 
as this be enlarged, and that it be asked to 
bring in a deliverance upon this and similar 
cases. The delegates from the congregations 
of West Williams and North-east Adelaide 
were then heard with regard to the union of 
the churches. It was moved by the Clerk, 
seconded by Mr. Fraser, that the churches 
be united, the same to take effect on the 
first Sabbath in August. The delegates to 
the Assembly reported what had been done, 
especially that the division of the Presbytery 
had been disapproved of by the supreme 
court. Standing committees were appointed. 
The office of Mission Convener was separa- 
ted from that of Presbytery Clerk, and the 
salaries attached to each fixed. Dr. Proud- 
foot applied on behalf of the London East 
congregation, for leave to moderate in a call 
at the request of the congregation between 
this andsthe next meeting of the Presbytery. 
He also asked the Presbytery to recommend 
the Home Mission Committee to increase 
the supplement to $300 or $400. He believed 
that if a settled pastor were once located 
there the church would be self-sustaining in 
in the course of a few years. Mr. Cheese- 
borough, Chairman of the Committee, sup- 
ported the claims and said that there were 
some seventy communicants. With the 
grant asked for, the congregation would be 
able to pay a pastor $700 per annum. The 
request was granted, and the congregation 
were requested to present a financial state- 
ment at the next meeting of the Presbytery. 
Mr. Johnson, of Lobo, delivered his trial 
discourses prior to ordination, which were 
accepted. 

Bruce: 5th and 6th July:—Mr. James A. 
Anderson was licenced to preach the Gospel- 
Mr. James T. Patterson accepted the call to 
Hanover and North Normanby. 

Hamitton : July 20th :—The following mo- 
tion by Mr. Lyle was adopted: That the 
Presbytery recommend the sessions within 
the bounds to consider the desirableness of 
holding special evangelistic services during 
the coming winter ; and in event of their de- 
ciding to hold such, further recommended 
that the ministers of our own Church and of 
other evangelical Churches be asked to con- 
duct these services. Mr. T. Scouler was li- 
censed to preach the Gospel. Leave was 
granted to sell the manse property at Chip- 
pawa. An interim session was appointed for 
Fort Erie. Nelson was separated from Kil- 


bride and united with Burlington under the 
pastoral care of Mr. Abraham. A petition 
for organising a congregation in the school- 
house on Pear! street, Hamilton, was received, 
and its prayer granted; and Mr. Lyle with 
an elder from each congregation and Mr. 
Black, Session Clerk of Central Chureh, were 
appointed to organize the congregation. Mr. 
Thomas Wilson was received as a student for 
the preparatory class of Knox College. 
Maitianp: 13thJuly:—Rev. G. Brown was 
appointed Moderator. Mr. Charles Rutherford 
was certified to the Board of Examiners of the 
College. The treasurer’s books were audited, 
and the report of the treasurer on the whole 
was satisfactory. Messrs. Wilkins, McQuarry, 
Leask and Murray, ministers, and Dickson, 
elder, were appointed toestimate the amount 
of money required for the Presbytery for the 
year. Messrs. Sutherland and Cameron were 
appointed to visit Ashfield Congregation. 
Commissioners to the Assembly reported 
their diligence. The Presbytery agreed to 
pay their expenses. Messrs. Cameron, Leask, 
Taylor and Leitch, ministers, and Lockhart, 
Malcolm, elders, were appointed the Presby- 
tery’s Home Mission Committee. Messrs. . 
Ross, Mackay, Leask and Hamilton, ministers, 
and Strachan, MeLauchlin, elders, were ap- 
pointed to examine the statistical and finan- 
cial returns, and report what each congrega- 
tion has done per family and communicant 
for the support of Gospel ordinances, the 
schemes of the Church, and for all purposes. 
Messrs. Ross, Brown and Sutherland, minis- 
ters, were appointed to consider the whole 
matter of holding Presbyterial visitations. 
Huron: July 13th:—Mr. Musgrave was ap- 
pointed Moderator for six months. Thesup- 
plemented congregations and mission sta- 
tions were revised. Dr. Ure, and Captain 
Gibson, elder, were appointed to visit the 
station in Goderich, and to report at next 
meeting. The deputation appointed to visit 
Chiselhurst having reported, were reappoint- 
ed to further confer with the people there, 
and report at next meeting. The Standing 
Committees for the year were re-appointed. 
Messrs. D. M. Ramsay, B. A., and W. J. Hall, 
students, were examined, and ordered to be 
certified to the Board of Examiners of Knox 
College. A deputation was appointed to 
consider the propriety of separating Exeter 
from Rodgerville as to their pastoral relations, 
and to report at next meeting. A continu- 
ance of the same grants as last year was 
asked for Grand Bend, Bayfield, and Bethany. 
SuaGeen : July 6th:—Mr. Stewart was ap- 
pointed Moderator for six months. Black’s 
Corners petitioned to be formed into a mis- 
sion station. Standing committees were ap- 
pointed. A petition containing the names of | 
forty-six members and nine adherents from 
the Durham congregation was presented and 
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read, praying for separate organization owing 
to the introduction of an organ into the ser- 
vice of praise in said congregation. The pe- 
tition was received and laid on the table. 
Both the petitioners and the congregation 
were cited to appear at the next ordinary 
meeting, and in the meantime both parties 
were counselled to make every endeavour 
find a basis of reconciliation. The congrega- 
tions of Dundalk and Fraser Settlement pe- 
titioned for the services of an ordained mis- 
sionary for one year. The Home Mission 
agent was instructed to apply on their behalf. 
The next meeting of the Presbytery will be 
held in St. Andrew’s Church, Mount Forest, 
on the second Tuesday of September. 

Ortawa: Aug. 3:—Mr. Maguire was elec- 
ted Moderator for the next six months. 
A call from North Gower to Mr. James A. 
Anderson was sustained. A call from Rich- 
mond to Mr. T. S. Glassford was sustained. 
In this case there is application to the Home 
Mission Board for $100 supplement, — the 
stipend from the people being $500, with 
manse and ten acres of land. Mr. McDiar- 
mid gave an interesting and encouraging re- 
port respecting Canaan and North Indian in 
the Bearbrook district. It was agreed to 
send in a deputation to ascertain the number 
of families in the field, and also to canvass 
for subscriptions with a view to placing an 
ordained missionary in charge of the field, 
composed of Bearbrook, South Indian, North 
Indian, and Canaan. It was agreed to levy 
twelve cents per family for the maintenance 
of Presbytery and Synod Funds during the 
- current year, and that this amount be called. 
for at the November meeting. The report 
of the Commission of Presbytery to meet 
with the Aylmer congregation was read and 
approved. Standing committees for the year 
were appointed on State of Religion, with 
Mr. %,Whillans as Convener; on Sabbath 
Schools, with Mr. Clark as Convener ; Home 
Missions, with Mr. Farries, Convener; French 
Evangelization, Dr. Moore, Convener ; Statis- 
tics, Mr. Caven, Convener; also examiners 
for license and ordination. A committee was 
also appointed on the examination of stu- 
dents, with attention called to sections 135 
and (144, in the Rules and Forms of Proce- 
dure. Of this committee Mr. Armstrong was 
appointed Convener. 

OwEN Sounp: July 20:—Members of Pres- 
bytery were appointed to attend to the 
schemes of the Church within the bounds 
of Presbytery: Mr. Mordy, for Colleges ; Mr. 
Cameron, for French Evangelization; Mr. 
Somerville, for Home Missions; Mr. Scott, 
for Foreign Missions ; Mr. Stevenson, for 
Aged Ministers’ and Widows’ Fund. Mr. Me- 
Laren was duly licensed to preach the Gos- 
pel. The Presbytery then proceeded with 
the visitation, and considering the replies 


to the questions addressed to the congrega- 
tion of Keady, resolves as follows: ‘1. To 
express its gratification at the prosperity in 
the spiritual and temporal affairs of the con- 
gregation. 2, While pleased at the special 
interest manifested by the young in the 
prayer meeting, it would urge upon the 
heads of families the duty of attending more 
generally. 3. That in view of the large debt, 
increased efforts be made to have it liquida- 
ted. 4. The Presbytery desires to express 
its gratitude to God for His continued good- 
ness to the congregation.” On the morning 
of Wednesday the Presbytery met with the 
congregation at Peabody. After examination 
it was agreed as follows: ‘The Presbytery 
takes pleasure in recording its satisfaction 
with the general financial and spiritual con- 
dition of the congregation, but would espec- 
ially draw the attention of the session to the 
propriety of establishing a prayer meeting, 
and of dividing the congregation into Elders’ 
Districts. The Presbytery is glad to find that 
the congregation acknowledge the fairness 
of paying $20 per annum to Keady congre- 
gation to help with the manse fund. The 
Presbytery would implore the divine blessing 
to descend upon them, and finally commend 
the congregation to God and to the Word of 
His grace, which is: able to build them up, 
and give them an inheritance among them 
that are sanctified.” The Presbytery agreed 
on the following deliverance anent the visi- 
tation held in Desboro’ congregation, on 
Wednesday evening: “It is with great satis- 
faction the Presbytery has made their visita 
tion jof Desboro’ congregation. The beauti- 
tiful’ house built for the worship of God, is 
worthy of notice and praise, and should ‘be 
held up for imitation to all our country con- 
gregations. It is also pleasing to notice the 
tokens given that the cause of God is, on the 
whole, prospering, notwithstanding the great 
drawback of service only once a fortnight. The 
Presbytery would kindly suggest to the con- 
gregation that it would be only right that the 
Desboro’ section should make their annual 
stipend equal to that paid by Peabody, that 
is $175, so as, thereby, to remove misunder- 
standing and complaint, and to save the pas- 
tor from a possible loss of the difference 
between that sum and the sum now paid by 
Desboro’. The Presbytery would also kindly 
and faithfully press on the Session and con- 
gregation the duty of establishing a weekly 
prayer meeting, and the duty also of dividing 
the congregation into districts, so that each 
Elder may know the families under his 
charge. Taking a general view of all God 
has done for His cause, let the Presbytery 
and congregation set up their Ebenezer, say- 
ing. ‘ Hitherto has the Lord helped us.’ ”’ 

Moderation in a call was granted to Eu- 
phrasia and Holland. 
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Maniropa: July 2!st:—The Presbytery 
met at Portage La Prairie. Rev. J. S. Stewart 
was appointed Moderator of Presbytery for 
six months; Professor Bryce, Treasurer. 
Committees were appointed to attend to 
special work. Arrangements were made for 
the supply of the numerous stations that look 
to the Presbytery, so far as resources render- 
ed practicable. New stations are continual- 
ly requiring attention. Next meeting will 
be held at 10 o’clock, a.m., of the third 
Wednesday of September, in Knox Church, 
Winnipeg. 

Obituary. 

R. Alex. Frazer, of the Township of Ba- 
got, departed this life on Sabhath, the 
llth July. He was born in the parish 

of Closeburn, Scotland, and was in the 83rd 
year of his age. He was a man of unusual 
health; never remembered being confined 
to bed a single day. His health remained 
good till the evening before his death, and 
on Sabbath morning, he rose and conducted 
family worship as usual, only with a degree 
of earnestness and speciality as one stepping 
into eternity, which was marked by all the 
family. About half an hour before his death 
he went out into the orchard, returned and 
talked with them, telling them “this sick- 
ness was unto death,” he fell asleep in Jesus 
without a moan. 

He was a kind husband and affectionate 
father. It is hardly a year since his wife died. 
He leaves four sons and a large circle of re- 
lations to mourn his loss. Hewasone of the 
first elders in the Presbyterian congregation 
of McNab, and along with the late Mr. John 
Forest conducted the affairs of the church 
with great zeal, prudence and activity. The 
congregation at Burnstown has lost another 
of its founders and earnest workers. The 
Master has called him home. “Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord.” 

Mr. Hueu Yoone, for 27 years an elder 
in the Central (formerly U. P.) Presbyterian 
Church, Hamilton, died after a brief illness, 
on the 20th February last, in his 58th year. 
He was well known to the ministers of the 
late U. P. and Canada Presbyterian churches, 
having taken a very active part in church 
courts until recently, when business engage- 
ments more fully occupied his time. From 
the first his church held the principal place 
in his affections, and the first call upon his 
time, means and energies. Ready in debate 
and well posted in church affairs, he was un- 
compromising where principle was at stake, 
yet considerate and generous to those oppo- 
sed to him, a faithful Sabbath-school teacher 
and superintendent, he took charge of the 


Pearl street mission school, organized by the 
“ Central,” in 1873, which has prospered so 
well under his management that the Presby- 
tery is now organizing it into a separate — 
church, with the prospect of its speedily be- 
coming a strong charge, a true friend and a 
wise counseller, his loss is deeply felt in the 
church and school, and regretted by all who 
knew him. He was a native of Glasgow, and 
came to this city in 1846, and leaves a widow 
and three sons and three daughters to mourn 
his loss.

Dest Paip, and Missionary WANTED. 


The Foreign Mission Board, Eastern Sec- 
tion, met at New Glasgow, about the middle 
of July, to receive the responses of our 
people in the Lower Provinces, to the appeal 
of the Board, as directed by Synod, for the 
payment of a debt of $2360, and the providing 
of a working balance, so that the financial 
hindrance to the sending of a fourth mission- 
ary might be at once removed. 

It appeared that replies had been received 
from twenty-two congregations, with $1547.96. 
The following motion then passed unani- 
mously :— 

“That the responses, so far as the congre- 
gations have been heard from, shew deep in- 
terest in the proposed step, and are such as 
to warrant the Board in anticipating the 
early removal of the debt, and in taking 
steps for obtaining a suitable missionary, as 
soon as the proposed financial condition shall 
be realized.” 

It was further agreed to adjourn till the 
18th August, and ask a reply by that time 
from each minister whose congregation has 
made no return, so that, should these returns 
warrant the step, a missionary may beselect- 
ed in time to be at his post in Trinidad by 
Ist January, 1881. 

The Board declined to advertize for a mis- 
sionary or to invite applications, until these 
replies are reported on the 18th prox.; but 
direct that public notice be given of the en- 
couraging prospect of the way being opened 
up, so that the attention of ministers and 
preachers may at once be directed to the 
loud call for a missionary to Trinidad. 

The Board again met at New Glasgow, on 
the 18th August. There was a full attend- 
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ance of members, and the result was expect- 
ed with deep interest. We are thankful to 
announce that the Board was able to report 
the old debt paid off. An incubus is thus 
removed, and the Board feel authorized to 
send a fourth missionary to Trinidad. Min- 
isters or probationers desirous of offering 
their services for mission work, in Trinidad, 
should correspond without delay with Rev. 
Dr. MacGregor, Halifax. Our missionaries in 
Trinidad will greatly rejoice that now at 
length they are to have the reinforcement 
they have so ardently desired. ba, ep

LETTER FROM REV. K. J. GRANT. 
San Fernanpo, June 21, 1880. 


ESTERDAY, Sabbath, I visited one of 
the new stations, Rusillac, opened this 

~* year. It is distant from twelve to thir- 
teen miles. I was overtaken in the saddle 
by a tropical pour, which rendered the road 
in the woods a perfect mire. I was in con- 
sequence an hour behind time. In the school 
room 46 persons were seated awaiting me, 
but not in idleness. Prayer had been offered, 
Scriptures read, and now with that heartiness 
so characteristic of the, East Indians when 
their vocal powers are aided by the numer-. 
ous instruments which they call into service, 
they sang their hymns of praise. To me it 
was a happy sight. In the fields of ghe wood 
these people have found a habitation for the 
mighty God of Jacob. For three hours longer 
we tarried together, I think, without weari- 
ness, aS our exercises were varied in their 
character. There were two candidates for 
baptism, and both were examined in the 
presence of all assembled. Both stated their 
reasons for renouncing heathenism and em- 
bracing the Christian religion. One was par- 
ticularly intelligent. For four years he has 
read the Bible and other Christian books; 
error gradually gave place to truth, light scat- 
tered the darkness; one stronghold after 
another guarding the heart was demolished, 
until the whole man has become subdued to 
Christ. For several months he has diligently 
sought to persuade his neighbors to accept 
Jesus as the true incarnation, and the only 
Saviour for the Hindoo as well as the Euro- 
pean. When I was about to baptize him, he 
asked permission first to sing a hymn of his 
own composition. He then rose, and stand- 
ing with back to the wall, and with eyes 


closed, poured forth his plaintive strain, | 


chiefly his confession. The effect upon the 
audience was marked. Time will develop 

any permanent results follow. Baptism 
was administered at 4 p.m. I began to re- 


trace my steps thro’ mud and mire, reaching 
San Fernando in time for our evening service 
at 7 o’clock, amid outward discomfort and 
fatigue,—but such experience in our work 
gives great joy of heart. 


MISS BLACKADDER’S REPORT. | 


In Miss Blackadder’s Report for 1879, 
addressed to the Halifax Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, we find the following in- 
teresting statements.—The school at Savan- 
na Grande was largely and regularly attend- 
ed. The numbers on the roll varied from 56 
to 77. Anative assistant, Bukshoo, has charge 
of the primary department. He has won the 
love and respect of all the little ones. Buk- 
shoo is one of the boys supported by the 
Truro Society. Of 32 pupils examined by 
the Government Inspector, 22 passed. 

Fourteen girls have attended school and 
have been instructed in sewing and fancy 
work, one hundred and sixty articles have 
been made by this class. Patch work, sheets, 
pillows, dresses, trousers, shirts, and various 
other articles have been made and sold, to 
the amount of twenty dollars. Five girls 
have been taught to cut work and use a 
sewing machine. Ten children have lived on 
the premises during the year. Three of the 
orphans are supported by the Wolfville Sun- 
day School. Some of them have made good 
progress in learning, and have made our 
hearts rejoice at their improved conduct. 
Others are almost as wild and wicked as ever, 
lying, stealing and impurity being the darling 
sins of their hearts. 

We have had all the Chinese children in 
the village, in our school during the year 
past. The Chinese children come regularly, 
study well, and pay promptly. They are very 
clever and so kind and quiet that it is really 
a pleasure to have them in school. I am glad 
to say that a friendly feeling exists between 
the Chinese and Indians. One kind hearted 
Chinese woman invited all the orphans to 
spend a day at her house, and sent them 
home with a big basket of good things which 
cheered their hungry hearts for a day or two. 

Nearly all the Chinese children are nomin- 
al members of the Church of Rome; we are 
very glad to have the opportunity of teach- 
ing them the true worship of God, as found 
in his Holy Word. Our Bible-class numbers 
forty; good books are lent, given, or sold to 
the members. In this way good books are 
taken home and read to parents and friends. 
We try in this manner to cultivate a taste 
for books, and also to let parents see that 
the children are really learning something in 
the school. 

A sewing machine presented by Mrs. Mor- 
ton proves a great attraction. The boys have 
raised $6 to buy maps for the school-room. 
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The amount of $50 is in hand to buy a har- 

monium for use in the day and Sunday- 

schools. The Government paid as “result 

fees” $110.40. Fees, $24.23. Donations, col- 

lections, and earnings of sewing class, $50. 

Paid by pupils for books and stationery, $33. 
VISIT OF THE PRINCES. 

Their Royal Highnesses, Princes Edward 
and George, sons of the Prince of Wales, spent 
the winter in the West Indies,—a consider- 
able portion of it in Trinidad waters. On the 
21st January they visited Savanna Grande, 
and the scene of Mr. Morton’s mission. This 
village was called “The Mission”’ from the 
fact that years ago the Roman Catholics 
established a “Mission” there, which has col- 
lapsed. It was felt, as the village increased, 
that a more appropriate name should be 
chosen. His Excellency Sir H T. Irvine, 
Governor of Trinidad, accompanied the 
Princes on their visit. They planted two 
trees on the occasion, and it was agreed to 
name the place Princetown, and the two 
principal streets, Edward Street and George 
Street.

laren under date of June 15th. The 

weather had been extremely wet, and 
this prevented his visiting the field as he 
had expected. Several converts had been 
ill, and two had died. Mr. Junor describes 
the mourning customs of the place. A con- 
vert, the mother of two helpers, had died. 
Efforts were made to pervert her when on 
her death bed, but in vain. Mourners clothe 
themselves in sackcloth of a gray colour. 
They tie a white braid at the end of their 
queues. The men do not shave their heads 
while in deep mourning. It is the custom 
for a man, when his father dies, to give up 
any office he holds and continue a private 
citizen for three years. Mr. Junor urges the 
sending out of more missionaries to Formosa. 
The native helper A Hoa has been of the 
greatest service to Mr. Junor in his work. 
He describes an exceedingly difficult and 
critical surgical operation performed in the 
Hospital—the removal of the entire jaw- 
bone. He calls earnestly for prayer and effort 
on behalf of the interesting field he now 
occupies.

{ the government, people and country, 
with which we now are associated in our 


MUST now try to tell you something of 
work. Central India, in which both Indore 
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and Mhow are situated, lies directly north of 
the Nerbuddha River and Vindhya Moun- 
tains, and is divided into a number of small 
semi-independent states under what might 
be called a patriarchal form of government— 
each separate state having its own rajah or 
king, form of government, laws, army, &c.,— 
yet each in a general way being under the 
jurisdiction of Britain,—in that there is 
settled in the Province a British Resident— 
the representative of the Queen,—who sees 
that nothing is done which would injure 
British interests. 

In order to support his dignity and to give 
force to his words, the British Resident has 
under him a number of British and native 
troops located in small districts given by the 
rajahs for this purpose—Mhow being one of 
these military cantonments. 

I shall confine myself to what is seen in 
the territory of the Maharajah Holkar in 
which both Mhow and Indore are situated. 


All the land the Maharajah keeps in his 
own hands—only renting it from year to year 
to the cultivators at a given price. He will 
on no condition, I understand, sell a single 
foot of it—though in some cases he will give 
a lease of sufficient length to warrant im- 
provements heing made. One can ea-ily see 
a difficulty before us, if we attempt to esta- 
blish churches in the villages around us,—as 
we hope we may ableto do. Weare entirely 
at his mercy. If he is inclined to favour us 
all right, but should he issue an order that 
not only js no ground to be used for such a 
purpose, but that we are to be driven from 
his territory altogether—no one could pre- 
vent it. He has the power of life and death 
in dominions, and the Resident has strictly 
speaking no power to influence him, save 
when he directly injures British interests. 


It is true he has a council around him, but 
the members of it are only his servants who 
must seek at all times his favour—orrun the 
risk of not only dismissal, but even disgrace 
and ruin. They are appointed and dismissed 
just as he may wish. 


He has a very large number of native 
troops,—but they are kept up in a miserable 
way, and so need not afford the British Go- 
vernment very much anxiety. On the 24th 
of May, I was permitted to see some of the 
miserable, but pretentious show of the Ma- 
harajah. He came over with his court to pay 
his respects to the Queen’s representative 
here—General Daly.—Perhaps I had better 
try to describe it. 


First came trumpeters followed by soldiers 
on horse-back, carrying lances, at the top of 
which was a small bronze coloured flag; car- 
bines, blunderbusses, swords, &c. There was 
such a promiscuous collection of arms 
amongst them as might be picked up only in 
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some antiquarian’s collection. Then came 
the Maharajah in an ordinary English cab, 
having about him a large number of servants. 
In front two were running carrying swords, at 
his side was his fan-bearer having an immense 
fan over his shoulder. Whilst behind was 
one whose office it was to keep insects from 
venturing into his Royal presence—having in 
his hand an article resembling the furniture 
dusters at home. After the Maharajah came 
some elephants,—two of them having im- 
mense silver ornaments, but the rest looking 
very shabby in their moth-eaten and thread- 
bare garments. Then followed soldiers, 
camels, horses, carriages, &c. &c., in some 
cases with an attempt at order but as often 
a mere rabble. 

His subjects, for the most part, are Hin- 
doos and Mohammedans—though we also 
find a few Parsees or fire worshippers, Portu- 
guse, who are usually Roman Catholics, and 
a very few negroes. 

A few are well to do, but the most are 
living on the verge of starvation—especially 
is this the case amongst the ryots or cultiva- 
tors of the ground. It is so sad to goamongst 
them and see the miserable condition in 
which they are living—physically, morally, 
and spiritually—ground down to the dust by 
the Maharajah, and blindly following the 
leadership of their wily Brahmin priests. It 
is very interesting, however, in our work 
amongst them to find how eagerly they 
listen. There is an inclination to listen 
which is not found amongst the natives of 
the city of Indore. To shew you something 
of their ignorance, I may tell you their opin- 
ions about an eclipse—we had one here 
last night. A number of the servants and 
also some others were standing at the door, 
hoping to see it, when I asked them what the 
eclipse meant. One—a Mussulman—replied 
that there were twelve mountains in heaven, 
the moon being on one of them, the sun ona 
second, and so on. And that to-night the 
mountain under the moon had fallen away, 
and therefore, the moon had fallen down. 
Therefore the Mussulman prayed to God on 
behalf of the moon that he would again 
restore it. . 

To this, however, a Hindoo standing by re- 
plied that it was the moon’s creditors who 
were coming to seize her, and that therefore, 
they begged for money, &c., to pay the moon’s 
debts, and also did poojah (or worship) in or- 
der to appease their gods. Such being their 
views, I invited them into the house and 
sought by throwing the light from a lamp by 
means of a looking-glass, into a dark room— 
how the sun’s rays were merely reflected by 
the moon to the earth. And then by passing 
a body between the lamp and the looking- 
glass tried to shew the character of an 
eclipse. They seemed interested. Itmakes 
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one’s heart bleed to see them in their dark- 
ness groping on without any real hope and 
without God—yet clinging so tenaciously to 
a system, the inconsistencies of which they 
will often admit and cannot fail to feel. A 
few days ago, a man was bitten by a snake. 
He was carried to their idol where poojah 
(worship) was done in the hope that he might 
be cured. 

The next day, I asked my Moonshée before 
a number of the people standing by what the 
Hindoo people did when anyone was bitten 
by a snake—when he replied, blow upon the 
wound whilst they continuously repeat the 
Mantras. I asked him if he would be satis- 
fied to try that now if he was bitten, or would 
he allow a snake to bite him with the perfect 
belief that he would get better. One stand- 
ing by also said he had heard of many being 
thus cured. 

On pressing them to make the attempt 
and offering him some extra inducement 
such as they could not very: well resist—one 
replied “that now all the Hindoo people 
had gone bad, and therefore the Mantras 
were of no use.” I then asked him if he had 
gone bad. “Of course,” he replied, “ that he 
had not.” Still—I could not get him outof his 
belief that such a course would be of no ad- 
vantage—though he admitted that on no ac- 
count would he allow himself to be bitten in 
the hopes of getting better. 

As a Church, great responsibility is laid 
upon us regarding the people of Central 
India. Since to us alone, at the present time 
has been committed the work of their evan- 
gelization. If the way of life is not pointed 
out to them by us then they must go down 


‘to the grave as they have lived. 


Holkar is opposed to the work and has re- 
cently issued an order that no preaching is 
is to be done in the city, and has even closed 
the school that Mr. Douglas had in the city. 
The European people are indifferent to our 
interests, and the Brahmins hate us and are 
doing all they can to drive us out. God is 
all-powerful and must despite every attempt 
of the foe, triumph in the end. Let the 
people at home then not forget, at the 
Throne of Grace, these poor darkened mil- 
lions. Are we going too far when we ask the 
Church to send out more workers out here. 
Now for nearly ten million of people! Can 
the Church at home not do more than this ? 
Only think that we can in an hour in almost 
every direction reach villages where the name 
of Jesus has never been heard, and this not 
because the labourers have been indolent, 
but because the field is too large. May God 
grant to those in the field, and to those at 
home greater earnestness in seeking to tell 
of Jesus and his love. With kind love, I

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LETTER FROM MISS RODGER.

WN/T R. Douglas and his family left last week 
for a hill station, and I am looking af- 
ter the orphanage in their absence. The 
only remaining inmates now are three little 
girls, an African woman and her child. The 
girls’ school in the bazar was opened about 
the first of February. The attendance is not 
large but on the whole encouraging. It will 
require time to have a school such as we 
would wish. The girls were shy and timid 
at first but the shyness gradually wore off, 
and before they had been many days at 
school they seemed quite at home. Only one 
girl was present the first day, she is the 
daughter of a danzi (tailor), she is not more 
than 6 years of age. As her home is quite 
near the school I watched her one morning 
preparing for coming. She came out of the 
house carrying the drinking cup in her hand, 
which was full of water. Her mother was 
sitting outside with her babe in her arms. 
Hirko (the girl’s name) gave the vessel to 
her mother who washed the child’s face by 
pouring some water into the palm of her 
hand, then she rubbed the face with her 
hand, and wiped it with her chaddar. The 
cup was given to Hirko who washed her face 
in the same way, but wiped it with her skirt 
as she had no chaddar. Two of the children 
are Portuguese, all the others are Hindoos. 


The forme: are children of a Roman Catho.- | 


lie; they dress like native christiay, girls, ex- 
cept that instead of the chaddar’they fre- 
quently tie a handkerchief cornerwise on 
their heads. Two families from up country 
stations, in whose houses I visit, have little 
girls, but-they cannot be persuaded to allow 
them to attend. They keep up the Bengal 
custom of having the women and girls se- 
cluded. The women in one of these houses 
are far above the average in ability. 


They have been taught some fancy work 
in a very short time, they can read Hindi 
and one of them writes the Hindu characters 
beautifully. Her husband showed me a 
letter shé had written which was well and 
neatly done. Several days ago there was a 
feast in the home of one of the girls. It was 
preceded by nine days of fasting, and a few 
of the other children had been invited. The 
men went to the house to call the children, 
(it is necessary to call them every morning 
to schoel) he returned, saying they would 
come when they had eaten their food and 
done their pooja (worship). Late in the 
morning they made their appearance looking 
like frights. Their foreheads had been 
greased with Gheel, clarified bitter, then 


spotted with red, white, and yellow powder. 
We were not sorry that this was not to re- 
main on for more than one day. The build- 
ing in which the school is at present is a 
small native house containing two rooms. 
The larger is not more than ten feet square 
and the smaller not more than half that size. 
The walls inside have never been whitewash- 
ed, and they are the colour of mud. The 
children are seated on mats which are spread 
on the earthen floor. They are making slow 
but steady progress in learning to read, and 
there is some improvement in their sewing. 
The majority of them had no idea whatever 
of sewing when they first began. Miss Mc- 
Gregor has taught them to sing a few hymns. 
Like all Hindoos they are fond of singing. I 
hope to have Isai Da’s wife to assist me in 
future, she is able to sing and she will be 
very useful to me in that respect. The 
children in the orphanage occupy their 
spare time in sewing books. I must draw to 
a Re if I wish to get my letter away this 
week. 


“PLAYING AT MISSIONS.” 


Said Dr. Duff: “We are playing at mis- 
sions.’ It is not altogether strange that this 
strong, almost bitter utterance should have 
been forced from this great-hearted, eager, 
self-forgetful servant of God, as he looked on 
the one hand at the people of God in Chris- 
tian lands, and on the other hand at the con- 
dition of the heathen world. 

‘“‘ Playing at Missions.” There are probably 
ten millions of people in Christendom, each 
one of whom has professedly devoted himself 
to the service of Jesus Christ; each one of 
whom has said, “I no longer live unto my- 
self ; I no longer live, but it is Christ that 
liveth in me ; | am not my own; I am bought 
with a price ;”’ each one of whom has pledged 
himself to obey the last command of the 
Lord, “Go, teach all nations.” And yet 
what do we see ? In our own land, certainly 
in our own denomination throughout this 
land, but a fraction of the 23,000 churches 
do aught for the cause of missions ; and, in 
the fraction that do anything, it is all done 
by but a fraction of the church. It would be 
safe to say that to withdraw from the Mis- 
sionary work the contributions of fifty 
churches and of a hundred contributors, 
would be to cripple it fatally. 

We profess to have consecrated our all to 
Christ and his cause. And yet, as we look 
over a Christian congregation, how often do 
we see a single Christian lady wearing 
diamonds that would support a school, a 
missionary, for a year? How many a pr- 
fessed Christian is spending more on one of 
his horses than he gives to the spread af 
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gospel over all lands? Huw many a Chris- 
tian is spending in what is sheer luxury and 
ostentation an amount that would confer 
countless blessings on the heathen world ? 
Surely we are “ playing at missions,” 

The women of Carthage were not playing 
at warfare, when they cut off their hair to 
make bow-strings for the defenders of the 
city. The people of Holland were not play- 
ing, when they broke down the dykes and 
let in the sea over the fields and orchards 
that they might drown out the Spaniards. 
The German women were not playing at 
patriotism, when they gave their gold orna- 
ments to the government for the expenses 
of the war against Napoleon, and wore, 
instead, ornaments of iron. The Moravian 
missionary was not playing at missions when 
he consented to be sold as aslave that he 
might be admitted to the West Indies, and 
might preach to the negroes. But we, are 
we not playing ? 

And when we look at the work to be done, 
the hundreds of millions to be evarigelized, 
and at the scale of our preparations, we are 
compelled to realize bitterly that we are 
“ playing at missions.” Is it not time that 
we caused playing, and began to be in 
earnest ? 


KEEPING THE GOOD NEWS. 


A New Zealand girl was brought over to 
England to be educated.

When she was about to re- 
turn, some of her playmates endeavored to 
dissuade her. They said : 

“Why do you go back to New Zealand ? 
You are accustomed to England now. You 
love its shady lanes and clover fields.

I 
would go if I had to swim there! Do not 
try to hinder me, for I must go and tell my 
people the good news.” 


WHAT IS A ZENANA?

— apotogize to those who know, for ex- 
plaining that the word is a compound of two 
Persian words, “ Zanan-khana,” which means 
simply, the house of the women. Now, I 
think the name is significant,—the house of 
the women. This suggests that there is also 


‘she should have felt thus. 


the house of the men. It looks strange, in- 
deed, to us with our happy united homes, 
so loved and prized, to think of two separate 
homes under the same roof, one for the 
fathers and brothers and sons, and another, 
and quite separate, for the mothers and 
daughters and all the female relations. So 
it is in Bengal. 

What above all else constitute the strength 
and glory of our country? Certainly our 
Christian homes. But poor India has no 
home,—or rather it has a divided home, and 
no home-life. ‘“ Home, sweet home!” “No 
place like home!’—these are words which 
have no echo in India ; they touch no chord 
in a Hindu’s heart. Ere long, however, this 
boon will be given to India through the in- 
fuence of our Zenana work ; we shall, with 
God’s help, train the women ; and the women 
make the home. 

A lady who paid a short visit to Calcutta 
told me, only yesterday, that nothing she 
saw had impressed her so much or so pain- 
fully as the miserable surroundings of the 
women in the zenanas. I don’t wonder that 
One glance into 
their bare, ugly, comfortless rooms would fill 
any heart with a great pity, and, I think, a 
longing to help to make them different. 
There is nothing in the real zenana to make 
life lovely or attractive ; nothing to interest, 
Hoe? to amuse, nothing to look at, nothing 
to do! 

The Hindus live together after a patri- 
archal fashion. Grandfathers, sons, and sons’ 
sons are all found dwelling under the old 
family roof tree. The sons bring home their 
young wives to their mother’s zenana, and 
hence it is that so many women are often 
found living in the same house,—the mother 
and all her daughters-in-law, aunts also,— 
and always among them, the poor, disconso- 
late, despised widow. 

It is not the case, as some have imagined 
it to be, that the large number ot women re- 
siding together arises from Polygamy. Poly- 
gamy is allowed by Hindu law, but is seldom 
practised, except by the Koolin Brahman. 

Every woman has an apartment for herself 
and her children. These 100ms generally 
open off a veranda facing inward to a court. 
One room is a type of all the rest. It has a 
little matting on the floor, a low cot or bed- 
stead at one end, bare dingy walls, and a 
small, high, grated window, affording hardly 
a glimpse of the beautiful, attractive world 
outside. It may reveal a streak of the pure 
blue sky overhead, but that is all. The ve- 
das, off which the doors open, look on to a 
court or perhaps to a garden, with a few 
sickly, dusty trees, and a little tank of water 
in the centre, in which the women perform 
their ablutions. 

And hard by, divided from the zenana only 
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by a little door somewhere in the wall, are 
the apartments of the men, which often pre- 
sent a startling contrast to those of the wo- 
men. You would probably find in them 
every comfort, every luxury,—but no woman 
is ever seen in this paradise, asit would seem 
to her. She lives behind the screen, and it 
is a disgrace for a high-born, high-caste wo- 
man to be seen by men with her face unco- 
vered, or to be found outside her own zenana. 
When her bethrothal takes place—generally 
at the age of eight or nine—she disappears 
into her prison-home, for the zenana is no 
better, and comes forth no more, except it 
be to be carried in a shut-up palki to the 
Ganges, to wash her sins away in the sacred 
waters ; or to do Pooja (idol-worship) ; or per- 
chance to visit another zenana as dreary and 
dark and miserable as her own. And, ob- 
serve, the young child-wife does not live any 
longer with her own mother. From the time 
of her marriage she belongs absolutely to her 
mother-in-law ; she lives under her roof, and 
she is subject to her in every sense. If the 
mother-in-law is kind and good the young 
creature may be comparatively happy; but 
if she is despotic or hard-hearted it will be 
very different. In any case, the stringent 
rules of Hindu etiquette, with which she has 
to comply, bind her in what many feel to be 
intolerable bondage. 

I have epoken chiefly of Bengal; but 
though India is large, having many nation- 
alities, creeds, races, languages, one thing is 
true of every part andevery people,—woman 
does not receive the place which God intend- 
ed she should occupy. Everywhere she is 
ignorant, and more or less degraded, en- 
-slaved, and unhappy. All the hundred and 
twenty millions of Indian women need our 
help, and are crying out to us in their need, 
-“ Come and help us.” 


Swumary of Missionary Mews. 


Vit HE New Testament has been translated 
into Japanese. The work was completed 
on the 19th April. If the Romanists had 

given the Bible to Japan three centuries 

ago, Christianity would not have been driven 
from the Empire, as it then was. Four 

Americans have had the honor of being en- 

gaged upon this translation, one each from 

the Reformed, the Methodists, the Presby- 
terians, and Congregationalists. There has 
been an increase in the number of Protestant 
church members in Japan during 1879 of 
about sixty per cent. Surely “his word run- 
neth very swiftly.”—-Of the sixteen Mission- 
ary Societies engaged in the evangelization 
of Japan, fourteen united in the work of 


giving the gospel to the people in their 
own tongue. 

The gospel of Mark has been translated 
into the language of the Mortlock Islanders, 
—the latest work of the kind. 

A remarkable series of services was held 
at Antananarivo, the capital of Madagascar, 
connected with the dedication of a new 
church erected within the Palace enclosure. 
The church has been built for the con- 
venience of the Queen and the court, and 
has become a necessity since Christianity 
has been embraced by the royal family. On 
the day of dedication, April 8, two services 
were held, attended by the Queen and her 
courtiers, the Prime Minister giving an 
address upon the progress of the gospel in 
Madagascar, holding in his hand one of the 
first Bibles printed in the Madagasy lang- 
uage. For fourteen days following the dedi- 
cation special services were held in the 
church, attended by the Queen and Prime 
Minister, and multitudes of people. Isaiah’s 
prophegy concerning the church, that 
‘queens shall be thy nursing mothers,” has 
never been more literally fulfilled than at 
present in Madagascar. 

Victoria, Australia, with 867,634 inhabit- 
ants, has 135,000 Presbyterians and 154 min- 
isters ; New South Wales, 675,316 ; Presby- 
rians, 66,222 ; ministers, 83. Queensland, 
180,000; Presbyterians, 19,000 ; and 26 min- 
isters. South Australia, 250,000 ; Presbyte- 
rians, 18,000 ; and ministers, 13. Tasmania, 
110,000 ; Presbyterians, 10,000 ; and ministers 
14. New Zealand, 420,000 ; Presbyterians, 
88,000 ; ministers, 125. West Australia, 27,- 
838 ; Presbyterians, 529; and ministers, 1. 

The Moravians, who are working among 
the aborigines of Australia—perhaps the 
most degraded of human kind—report that 
they are disappearing, like the civilized Po- 
lynesians. Of the Moravian congregations 
of Ramahyuck ten passed away in 1879, and 
only two births occurred. One of the ten 
who died had often expressed his desire to 
become a Christian and had attended public 
worship ; but he was addicted to intemper- 
ance and was carried off by strong drink. 
The missionaries write of the triumphant 
deaths of several of the ten, especially of « 
that of Ida Ngary, a girl of twelve. ‘It was, 
indeed, a pleasure to converse with her 
about spiritual things and to direct her mind 
to the loving Saviour. The prospect of soon 
being with him filled her with great joy.” 
The membership of the congregation is fifty- 
one, or four less than it was at the beginning 
of last year. The two missionaries made a 
tour through several districts, and were as- 
tonished to find so few natives. They found 
only 168, of whom thirty-eight were old and 
very infirm and some were in the last stages 
of consumption. Some of the younger people 
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were persuaded to go to Ebenezer Station, 
where there were also nine deaths during 
the year. | ; 

A summary view of the missions of the 
Presbyterian Board shows that they have 11 
ordained missionaries and 1,048 communi- 
cants among the Indians of the United 
States; 7 missionaries and 3,907 communi- 
cants in Mexico; 11 missionaries and 1,089 
communicants in South America ; 7 mission- 
aries and 601 communicants in Africa; 30 
missionaries and 971 communicants in India ; 
7 missionaries and 206 communicants in 
Siam ; 22 missionaries and 1,784 communi- 
cants in China; 2 missionaries and 131 com- 
municants among the Chinese in California ; 
6 missionaries and 739 communicants in 
Japan; 8 missionaries and 1,321 communi- 
cants in Persia ; and 14 missionaries and 810 
communicants in Syria. In all, there are 
125 ordained missionaries and 12,607 com- 
municants, with 17,791 scholars in day and 
boarding schools. Besides the ordained mis- 
sionaries, there are 83 native ordained min- 
isters and 147 licentiates, and 516 native lay 
missionaries. 

One of the native congregations connected 
with the Scottish United Presbyterian Mis- 
sion at Old Calabar has a regular attendance 
of 500 persons. King Eyo recently occupied 
the pulpit in the absence of the missionary. 


In strong contrast with the injury done to 
the Church Missionary Society laborers in 
Uganda by the French Jesuits—injuries of 
misrepresentation and intrigue which nearly 
cost them their lives—was the kindness 
shown by Mr. Hore of the London Society, 
missionary, at Ujiji, to the Abbé Debaize. The 
Abbé had been sent out from France with a 
party of scientists and several priests to ex- 
plore the Lake Country, when he was attack- 
ed by mortal disease at Ujiji. As the French 
papers express it, he died “in the arms of 
Mr. Hore.” Certain it is that he received 
every possible attention and kindness. His 
effects of all kinds, especially his books and 
papers, have been carefully preserved for 
the French Consul at Zanzibar. The French 
Government has officially recognized Mr. 
Hore’s kindness. 


One hundred years have passed since the 
organization of the first church in the Tinne- 
velly District in India. Swartz had baptized 
a few natives previously at Palamcotta, but 
a register has been found of the organization 
of the church at that place in 1780. This 
year, 1880, a centenary is observed in the 
diocese (Episcopalian) which embraces the 
mission. The church began with a member. 
ship of 40; there are now 13,265 communi- 
cants, and 59,203 who have been baptized. 


In Tokio, Japan, the Presbyterians have 
erected a brick building for a Theological 


ed 


Seminary, and a large wooden building for a 
boy’s school. 

Dr. Jessup writes homes that the church 
of Beirut, Syria, has consented to call a pas- 
tor of its own country and to provide for his 
support. 

The Rey. Young J. Allen, D.D., LL.D., a 
missionary of the Presbyterians, at Shanghai, 
China, has been made a mandarin by the 
Chinese government, the first instance in 
which a foreigner was ever honored with 
such a title. 

The Presbytery of Egypt (belonging to the 
United Presbyterian Church) held its annual 
meeting in March, nineteen presbyters being 
present, including seven foreign missionaries. 
Some fifty-eight papers on various subjects 
were referred to committees, and the records. 
of seven congregations were examined,which 
shows that the Presbytery had no lack of 
business to transact or of suggestions to con- 
sider. Provision was made for the creation 
of a supervision or executive committee, to 
hold: office between the annual sessions of 
the Presbytery, execute its decisions, fill 
vacancies, and the hike. It was stated that, 
upon petitions presented to the government, 
seven Sabbath markets were ordered to be 
held on another day. Not a single petition 
was rejected. There are now 11 organized 
congregations, an increase of 3; 6 native 
ministers, an increase of 2; 8 foreign mis- 
sionaries and 6 licentiates ; 2,027 scholars in 
day schools, an increase of 316; 985 com- 
municants, a gain of 39. 

Mr. Robert Arthington, the benefactor of 
Central Africa missions, has written a letter 
to the directors of the English Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society, offering 4,000 pounds toward 
putting and maintaining a steamer on the 
Congo River, for the use of the Congo mis- 
sion of that Society. Mr. Arthington writes: 

“T believe the time is come when we 
should make every necessary preparation to 
carry out the original purpose of the Congo 
Mission to place a steamer on the Congo 
River, where we can sail northeastward into 
the heart of Africa for many hundred miles 
uninterruptedly, and bring the glad tidings 
of the everlasting Gospel to thousands of hu- 
man beings who are ignorant of the way of 
life and immortality. 

“T have, therefore, now to offer your Socie- 
ty a thousand pounds toward the purchase 
of a steamer, of the best make and capacity, 
every way suitable for the purpose, and its 
conveyance and launch on the river at Stan- 
ley Pool, and three thousand pounds to be 
carefully invested—the interest only to be 
used for the perpetual maintenance of such 
steamer on the Congo and its affluents, until 
Christ and his salvation shall be known all 
along the Congo from Stanley Pool to the 
first cataract of the equatorial cataracts of 
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the Congo—beyond the mouths of the Arm- 
vimiand Mbura Rivers. And on the under- 
standing also that you will establish as early 
as possible two mission stations —one at the 
mouth of the Nkutu River, and the other at 
the mouth of the Ikelemba—and endeavour 
to evangelize the tribeson the south (left) bank 
of the Congo and on the banks of the south- 
ern affiuents of the Congo, as high up on 
their streams, southward, as practicable, from 
Stanley Pool to a point beyond the mouth of 
Mbura River ; and that by way of the Mbura 
River partially, and on a parallel about one 
degree north latitude, you will endeavour to 
open a route direct east from the north 
(right) bank of the Congo to join an exten- 
sion of the London Missionary Society’s Tan- 
ganyika Mission to the Albert Nyanza, you 
ascending to the highest navigable point of 
the Mbura, and they meeting you half way— 
coming westward from the Albert Lake and 
80 opening a direct route. 

“JT am desirous that the dialect spoken 
throughout this whole region should be care- 
fully noted and classified, and a comparison 
made with the London Missionary Society’s 
collections, and a selection made of the most 
suitable typal dialects for translation, so as to 
economize literary labour and expedite 
translations of the Holy Scripture, the lan- 
guages being for the most part members of 
the great Bantu family of languages. 

“Tt would seem best perhaps to give the 
populations, as their first portion of Holy 
Writ, Luke’s Gospel and the Acts of the 
Apostles, and may the banks of the Congo, 
studded with churches of Christ, soon them- 
selves present living epistles, known and 
read of all men.” 

It is an enviable position which Mr. 
Arthington occupies as the promoter of near- 
ly all the great mission enterprises under- 
taken and projected in Central Africa. 

The Annual Meeting of the Western 
Turkey Mission of the American Board, has 
taken important action in respect to the de- 
velopment of self-support among the native 
churches, one of the most important ques- 
tions in the economy of foreign missions. 
The matter, which has been discussed before, 
was brought before the meeting this year by 
a communication from the Bithynia Union, 
which includes Constantinople and vicinity, 
and ten or twelve days were occupied in con- 
sidering it. The results of the discussion 
were gathered together in a paper embody- 
ing certain proposals, which are to be sub- 
mitted to the prudential committee of the 
Board for approval. The chief features of 
the scheme proposed are given by Dr. Bliss, 
as follows: 

“ Appointments of a native professor in 
the theological seminary under the charge of 
the missions; of native members of the 
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board of trustees for that seminary ; of a na- 
tive associate editor of the newspaper pub- 
lished by the mission; of a native member 
of the committee having charge of the gene- 
ral publication work ; and of a mixed commit- 
tee, composed of equal numbers of mission- 
aries and individuals, selected by the Bithy- 
nia Union, to meet annually, to devise plans 
and measures for the prosecution of the 
evangelical work in this region, to prepare 
estimates of the expense of that work, and 
to consider what part of this expense can be 
furnished by the local churches and commu- 
nities and how much assistance must be 
sought from America. All the members of 
this committee are to have an equal vote in 
deciding all these questions, and the schedule 
of plans and estimates prepared by the com- 
mittee is to be presented as it stands to the 
Prudential Committee, at Boston, the mission 
simply reserving the 1ight of reviewing the 
schedule in its annual meeting and of sug- 
gesting alterations, in case it be deemed de- 
sirable to do so.” 

Another native of New Zealand has 
been ordained by the Bishop of Auckland, 
which makes the thirty-seventh Maori ad- 
mitted to the ministry under the Church So- 
ciety. All the thirty-seven are still labouring. 


A STOLEN IDOL. 


Tue Friend of India gives an account of a 
recent theft of an idol by a Hindu priest. 
The whole affair illustrates the degradation 
of both priests and people under Hinduism :— 

“The Hindu community of Calcutta, more 


‘especially those residing in Baugh Bazaar, 


will learn with surprise of the theft of an 
idol known by the name of ‘ Muddun Mohun,’ 
on Saturday last. As the history of this idol 
may interest some of our readers we subjoin 
the following: ‘Muddun Mohun,’ which is a 
century and a half old, was orignally the 
property of the Rajah of Bistopore, who about 
one hundred and twenty-five years ago, being 
in want of money, pledged it with one Gocool 
Mohun Mitter for Rs. 25,000. Some time 
after the Rajah in question, being in need of 
more money, asked for and obtained a fur- 
ther sum of Rs. 25,000. Later on, the Rajah 
wanting to redeem the idol, Baboo Gocool 
Mohun Mitter refused to part with it, offering 
him another, and a gold one, in its place. 
The Rajah declined this offer, and recourse 
was had to law. By an arrangement ultima- 
tely arrived at, Rs. 50,000 more was paid to 
the Rajah in full of all demands, and the idol 
became the property of Gocool, on whose 
death it reverted to Baboo Jodoonauth Mit- 
ter, the present owner. This Baboo kept 
the idol in his Thacoor Barree, permitting 
worshippers access to it. Another idol, na- 
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med Fadica, was shortly after introduced in. 
to the house and united to ‘Muddun Mohun.’ 
The happy pair possessed a zemindaree, and 
a garden, which jointly yielded Rs. 5,100 an- 
nually, and was spent over their decorations 
and other requirements. A Brahmin of the 
Ooryiah caste, named Mahadeb (Panhah), 
was retained to perform the ceremonies, and 
to generally look after them. This man’s 
cupidity led him last Sunday to conceal him- 
self in the house, and to clandestinely re- 
move ‘Muddun Mohun,’ and bury ‘ Radica’ 
pro tem. in a vacant house adjoining. While 
go ng along the road with his booty, Mahadeb 
happened, unfortunately, to fall under the 
observation of a policeman, who arrested him 
on suspicion, and took him to the local 
thannah, where the discovery was made. He 
now awaits his trial.” 


Dr. Duff said in 1829, as he was just leaving 
for India :—‘‘ There was a time when I had 
no care or concern for the heathen. That 
was a time when I had no care or concern 
for my own soul. When, by the grace of 
God, I was led to care for my own soul, then 
it was I began to care for the heathen abroad. 
In my closet, on my bended knees, I then 
said to God, ‘O Lord, thou knowest that sil- 
ver and gold to give to this cause I have 
none. What I have I give to Thee. I offer 
Thee myself. Wilt thou accept the gift?’” 


—An iron church, 40 by 20 feet in size, was 
sent from London for the Eskimo, on Little 
Whale River, Hudson Bay. After being two 
years on the way, it at length reached its 
destination, and was dedicated last October. 
A recent letter speaks of eight of the Eskimo 
being baptized, and thirty more candidates 
being under instruction. 


The missionaries of the China Inland 
Mission often meet with native Roman Cath. 
olics, some of whom are of families which 
have professed the “ Jesus ” religion through 
six or seven generations. Their numbers 
must be considerable. Mr. Nicoll writes 
that when he was in Yunnan he was told, at 
a village where he rested over night, that 
there was a family of Roman Catholics in the 
place. He started out in the morning with 
a hope that he might meet some one of the 
family. He was more successful than he ex- 
pected, easily singling out a shop in which a 
picture of Jesus hung. Stopping to look at 
the picture, the owner of the shop came for- 
ward, with the eager inquiry: “ Doyou praise 
Jesus?’ The missionary says this little in- 
cident gave him more pleasure than anything 
else that occurred during his journey. Mr. 
Nicoll was accompanied by his wife, whose 

+ presence excited great curiosity. At Chung- 
k’ing, for the first two weeks, from 100 to 200 


women called daily to see Mrs. Nicoll, and 
subsequently the number of callers increased 
to from 400 to 500. There has been a most 
excellent opportunity for preaching to them. 
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tf HE Minutes of the Sixth General Assem- 

bly are now in print, and will shortly 

be within reach of all our Ministers and 
Elders. A comparatively small number of 
our office-beareis can attend the meetings 
of our supreme court, and a still smaller 
number can give close attention to the whole 
business transacted. But all should read the 
Minutes, and especially the elaborate and 
admirable Reports contained in the ap- 
pendices. These Reports are usually pre- 
pared by men intimately acquainted with 
the subjects, and specially interested in 
them. They contain in condensed and con- 
venient form a vast amount of information. 
It is impossible for any one to read, for ex- 
ample, the Foreign Mission Reports without 
having his heart stirred and his liberality 
stimulated. The Home Mission Reports are 
an excellent study in geography as well as 
in ecclesiastical history. No where else can 
you get a better idea of the genesis of 
churches. You are carried from Newfound- 
land and Labrador to the Rocky Mountains 
and British Columbia. You come into con- 
tact with the miner, the fisherman, the lum- 
berman, the pioneers in forest and prairie; 
you meet with many different nationalities, 
and with people in widely different stages of 
civilization ; yet the same gospel story is 
listened to with attention everywhere, and 
in some cases sought after as the hungry 
seek for bread. The Foreign Mission Reports 
carry you from our own North West ‘erri- 
tory to Formosa and to Indore,—to the dis- 
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tant Isles of the Pacific and to the sunny 
West Indies. The French Evangelization 
Report will remind you of three hundred 
years ago when the Reformation had to 
fight for its existence against the mightiest 
organization in the world. The battle was 
won in those days; but it has to be renewed 
with faithfulness, with patience, with good 
courage, until all human souls are free from 
the authority of a mere man, and a man- 
made system. You will not neglect the re- 
ports of the colleges, for these bear most di 
rectly upon our prospects as a Church. 
Widows and Orphans, and Aged and Infirm 
Ministers will also claim some attention. 
But there is one report to which you must 
return and return frequently,—the Table of 
Statistics. Look first at your own congrega- 
tion, and consider whether it might not have 
done just a little better. Think what can be 
done this year to attain a higher degree of 
usefulness. Then, if you feel so disposed, 
look closely into the figures set down opposite 
the names of other congregations. Some 
will stir you up to generous rivalry; some 
will astonish and humble you with the low 
development they show of the Christian 
grace of liberality,—when you have master- 
ed the volume lend it to your neighbour; or 
if you do not give him the book, tell him the 
facts it contains. Our people should be per- 
fectly familiar with all the schemes of the 
Church, and thus their giving would be 
cheerful and intelligent. We trust then 
that the Assembly minutes for this year will 
be read and studied as minutes of Assembly 
have never been before. 


EvanGeize ! “The church that ceases to 
be evangelistic will soon cease to be evange- 
lical,” says Dr. Duff, and the saying is true. 
If we wish to preserve soundness of doctrine, 
and the flow of a healthy life in our Church 
we must, like our Saviour, seek the lost. The 
strong must help the weak. Those who en- 
joy Gospel light must send that light to such 
as sit in darkness. Now, look at our own 
beloved country, and think how many tens 
of thousands are living and dying in neglect 
of Gospel. They are not sought out as they 
ought to be ; and they are generally but too 
well satisfied to wander in the ways, dark 
and fatal, of the destroyer. As you desire 
the prosperity of your own soul, help to en- 
lighten and save others. As you seek to ad- 
vance the glory of God, do His work, be a 
fellow-labourer with Him. As you prize the 
health, the growth and permanence of the 
Church, do what you can to make it aggres- 
sively evangelistic. No trial for heresy can 
do half as much to ensure soundness in the 
faith as will be done by extra effort in Home 


and Foreign Mission work. The best disci- 
pline is active exertion in the cause of God 
and of humanity. Tests, solemn oaths, sub- 
scriptions to covenants and articles, may 
have their appropriate place, but they are 
surely of very small value in comparison 
with the earnest cultivation and exercise of 
the grace of giving to the Lord—giving our- 
selves, our time, our substance, our best 
thought. An idle christian is in a dangerous 
case ; and so is it with the congregation, and 
with the Church as a whole. Idleness will 
bring disease and death itself. May the 
Lord deliver every office-bearer and every 
member of our beloved Zion from the sin 
and shame of living a useless and selfish 
life !

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DH Lage for the doung. 
MADAGASCAR. 


HE ever-wonderful story of Gospel pro- 
gress in Madadascar is thus told by one 
of the Missionaries of the London Mis- 

sionary Society,—Mr. Richardson :— 

In 1866, there were 79 congregations in 
Madagascar ; there are now 1,142. In 1866, 
there were 13,682 people gathered into the 
churches ; but now there are more than a 
quarter of a million assembling Sabbath after 
Sabbath. In 1866, there were 5,255 church 
members ; now we have 70,000 professed fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus Christ. Many of 
them are very ignorant, and many know no- 
thing about the elementary truths of Christ- 
lanity, but still they do express a desire, 
however feebly and however imperfectly, to 
follow the Lord Jesus Christ. In 1866, we 
had 18 schools in the island, with 811 scholars; 
now we have 890 schools and 50,000 scholars. 
In 1868, when the barbarian horde came into 
the church at Madagascar, there were about 
ten men striving to grapple with that great 
mass of heathen corruption. It was in 1870 
when the Testaments were sent out, and it 
was in 1873 before the complete Bible came 
out. Now we have among our adult popu- 
lation 25,035 who can read, and among our 
children 25,365; and there are 36,245 com- 
plete copies of the New Testament or of the 
Bible in the hands of these readers, 


Mr. Richardson also gave an account of a 
meeting held in the church built on the “ Tar- 
peian Rock,” from which, in the days of per- 
secution, so many Christians were hurled to 
meet their death. 


We asked the Prime Minister to come and 
take the chair, and he did so, and the man 
who twelve years ago would have gone up to 
his knees in mud to give honor to his idols, 
came into one of our pulpits and posed as 
chairman of the Missionary Society, and he 
did it very well, too. His first words in ad- 
dressing the meeting, were, “ Ladies and gen- 
tlemen,—As Prime Minister of Madagascar 
I have no right here, but as a man loving the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and desirous to promote 
and further His kingdom, I have as much 
right here as any one of you. He said how 
martyrs prayed in former times, ‘ When, Oh, 
when shall we have a Christian Queen?’ God 
had sent them a Christian Queen, and they 
were all desirous of sending the Gospel to 
the heathen. He narrated how they had op- 
pressed the people in former times. He 
spoke to the evangeliets, five in number, 
who were going out, and said, ‘Do not tell 
the people—put away your idols because we 
are sent by the Queen.’ He said, ‘If you use 
force and compulsion, your work will fail; 
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you will not propagate the principles of the 
Gospel of Peace by any pressure. Go with 
gentleness, and patience, and perseverance ;. 
show the people the better way, and you will 
win them from their superstitious practices.’ 
The people cheered him to the echo. As the 
meeting broke up, I met him ‘at the vestry 
door, and he took me by the hand and said, 
‘Mr. Richardson, did you note the enthusiasm 
of that audience?’ I said ‘ Yes.’ ‘Could not 
I rule the Church of Madagascar if I liked ?’ 
‘Yes, I am sorry to say you could.’ ‘ Ah,’ 
he said, ‘we know better than that; there 
will be no head of the Church in Madagascar, 
except the Lord Jesus Christ.’ We were met 
in the church built on that rock of hurling, 
and he went on to say, ‘Standing upon this: 
spot, years and years ago, there were gather-. 
ed together some officers of the kingdom. 
My father was there, and a little girl was 
brought before him. My father looked at 
that little girl, and said ‘Take the child away; 
she is a fool.’ The little girl raised herself, 
and said, ‘No, sir, lam no fool; but I love 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Throw me over.’ Six 
years ago, when Dr. Mullens preached at the 
opening of the church, the Queen, the Prime 
Minister, and all the Court ran away out of 
the capital; but now, six years afterwards,. 
the Prime Minister comes to that very spot 
on which we were assembled,—where that 
little girl was hurled over, and her body land-. 
ed on the plain below,—and he said, ‘If a 
little girl in those dark times could give her’ 
life for the love of the Saviour, shall we hesi- 
tate to give of our substance to send these- 
missionaries to the heathen ?’ 

I want to tell you another thing connected 
with that story. In 1851, alittle lad in a 
South Lancashire town, I saw a picture in 
the Juvenile Missionary Magazine of these 
poor people being hurled over the rock. I 
was only seven years of age, aud I said, ‘ Oh!. 
teacher, if ever I am a man, I will go and be: 
a missionary there!’ I forgot all that. I 
went to college, and in 1868 Dr. Mullens of- 
fered me Madagascar. I said, ‘ Of course, I go: 
to Madagascar, because that story made me 
a missionary in 1851.’ I went to Madagascar,. 
and now here is the remarkable thing. . You 
talk sometimes about chance and coincidence,. 
but I think this is a leading of Divine Provi- 
dence. When I was chairman of the district 
committee, standing on the spot portrayed 
in the picture which had made me a mission- 
ary in 1851, I had to give the first missionary 
charge to the first missionaries sent out by 
the Church of Madagascar. <A year after 
that I had to accompany a second company, 
and I was within a span of being another 
martyr of Madagascar ; and a year after that 
I stood and looked up into the face of the 
Prime Minister as he told me that very story: 
which had made me a missionary.

Gditorial Jottings. 


A RETROSPECTIVE GLANCE AT THE 
SABBATH-SCHOOL CENTENARY 
CELEBRATION. 


GYzavine QurEBEC at midnight, on the 
cL 19th of June, the good ship “ Polyne- 
sian” reached Liverpool on the morning of 
the 30th. The voyage, though not a stormy 
one, resembled that of St, Paul’s to Rome, in 
that “neither sun nor stars appeared in 
many days ;” but, so closely did the “ dead- 
reckoning” tally with the actual distance 
run, just when the first stoppage was made 
for soundings, the well known light on Tory 
Island shone through the gloom and showed 
that we had made a good land-fall on the 
Irish coast. It was the first of July before 
the representative of the Presbyterian Sab- 
bath-school Association of Montreal could 
report himself at No. 56 Old Bailey, London— 
the head-quarters of the Sunday-school 
Union. By this time the proceedings of the 
International Convention in connection with 
the celebration of the Centenary of Sunday- 
schools were far advanced, and he had to 
console himself with the reflection that 
“better is the end of a feast than the begin- 
ning of a fast.” The grand reception, the 
inaugural meeting at the Guildhall, and the 
Sete at the Crystal Palace were all over. The 
business meetings were in full blast. Con- 
sequently it took one some time to get fully 
en rapport with the occasion. It soon ap- 


celebration, two sets of meetings were being 
held simultaneously in the great Metropolis— 
the one practically under the directfon of 
the Non-conformists, or Congregationalists ; 
the other under the auspices of the Church 
of England. The reasons for this were not 
so obvious, as the ordinary meetings of either 
were not so large as to prevent their being 
held in good old apostolic fashion,—* with 
one accord, in one place.” 

The Memorial Hall, Farringdon street, in 
which the former met, is a handsome build- 
ing, erected in 1875, on the site of the old 
Fleet Prison, in commemoration of the sa- 
crifices made in the year 1662, when some 
two thousand ministers relinquished their 
livings rather than submit to the iniquitous 
“ Uniformity Act.” The number of delegates 
at the Memorial Hall meetings was about 
two hundred and fifty. About one-half of 
them came from the United States and Ca- 
nada. The Americans had some of their 
best Sunday-school men and women there, 
who drew from their treasures things new 
and old which were presented in a manner 
interesting and instructive, though perhaps 
some of the “illustrations” made use of 
would sound strange, if not incongruous, to 
English ears. There might be just a trifle 
too much of the autobiographical in some of 
the speeches, and occasionally an overdose 
of statistics, but on the whole, the speaking 
was excellent, and the business was conduct- 
ed in avery orderly manner. If a speaker 
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wandered from his subject he incurred the 
risk of being ruffed down. If he spoke too 
long, he was admonished by a tap of the bell. 
On one occasion Dr. Hall playfully apolo- 
gized for a somewhat dry speech by assuring 
us that the dear brother who had just sat 
down was a much better worker than speak- 
er. His own address, on “The Word of 
God the appointed Instrument of Religious 
Education,” was one of the best that was de- 
livered. Dr. Wm. M. Taylor, Dr. Vincent, 
Dr. Lowry, and the Rev. A. F. Schaufiler, of 
New-York, all spoke eflectively. So did Rev. 
F. W. Crafts, of Chicago, aud John Wanama- 
ker, of Philadelphia. The paper read by 
Miss Merrill, of New-York, on “The Educa- 
tion of teachers for their work.” was distin- 
guished alike for ability and graceful deli- 
very. Miss H. N. Morris, also of New-York, 
fairly brought the house down by her graphic 
illustrations of “‘ Methods of teaching,” and 
the sang froid manner in which she elicited 
answers to her questions from the learned 
divines who sat meekly at her feet for half 
an hour. Prominent among the English 
speakers were Mr. Sindall and Mr. Groser, of 
the 8. S. Union, Mr. Kelly of the Wesleyan 
S. 8. Union, Mr. B. T. Gough, of Bristol, one 
of the most successful Bible-class teachers 
in England, with other earnest and able ad- 
vocates of the Sunday-school, thoroughly 
alive to the importance of extending its in- 
fluence and increasing its efficiency. A most 
interesting class of speakers were those who 
told in broken accents, but with deep emo. 
tion and pathos, the difficulties and the 
triumphs of the Sunday-school in France, 
Germany, Austria, Italy, Switzerland, Hol- 
land, Denmark, Sweden, Belgium, and other 
parts of the Continent of Europe. Canada 
was well represented. Vice-Chancellor Blake 
of Toronto, was a host in himself. Rev. Mr. 
Millard, the secretary of the Sabbath-school 
Association of Canada, presented an admi- 
rable summary of ‘ The past history and pre- 
sent prospects of Sunday-schools throughout 
the Dominion.” Mr. McKillican, of Mon- 
treal, described the work carried on by the 
8. S. Union, of which he is the agent in the 
Province of Quebec. Dr. Burns, of Halifax, 
was ubiquitous and eloquent, in the pulpit 
and on the platform, not in London alone, 
but in many of the provincial towns, where 
large meetings were held in connection with 
the Centenary. The Hon. Alexander Vidal, 
of Sarnia—a veteran in Sabbath school work 
—added his quota of information. Besides 
these there were present, Rey. Wm. Arm- 
strong, of Ottawa, Rev. J. B. Mullan, of Fer- 
gus, Rev. D. W. Morison, of Ormstown, 
Messrs. A. G. Northrup, of Belleville, and 
brother A. B. Robinson, of the “Canada 
Presbyterian.” It struck me as somewhat 
strange that the Scottish Sabbath-schools 


were not represented in this International 
Celebration, nor, so far as I learned, was any 
special notice of it taken in Scotland. 

A numerously attended meeting was held 
one evening in Exeter Hall, at which Vice- 
Chancellor Blake presided. The chief speak- 
ers were the Americans aforesaid, Dr. Hall 
and Dr. Taylor, Pastor Paul Cook, of Paris, 
Dr. Prochnow, from Germany, and the Rey. 
W.G. Lewis—a good specimen of the En- 
glish clergyman, who acknowledged in the 
happiest terms the pleasure and profit that 
had attended the meetings, their indebted- 
ness to “the foreigners’? who had devoted 
so much time and labour to this visit, and 
who charged ‘the colonists ” to tell that 
“the old heart at home still beats true to 
the exiled sons and brothers, and desires no- 
thing better then that they may outdo us by 
their Sunday-school instrumentalities, and 
may surpass us, if it be possible, in devoted- 
ness and fidelity to the service of Christ.” 
It was announced in the course of the even- 
ing that, by the liberality of five English 
gentlemen, Exeter Hall had been purchased 
at a cost of £25,000 for the use of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of London, and 
that £10,000 in addition would be expended 
in fitting it up in a suitable manner. It is 
sometimes said that only Englishmen know 
how to cheer. Certainly the applause which 
greeted the speakers on this occasion was re- 
markable. I never heard anything like it. 

The united communion service in Mr 
Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, on the Friday even- 
ing, was attended by upwards of 3000 persons. 
Previous to administering the elements, Mr. 
Spurgeon delivered an impressive address ; 
about fifty delegates assisted in the distribu- 
tion of the bread and wine; before closing, 
at Mr. Spurgeon’s suggestion, the whole of 
the vast congregation joined hands, in an un- 
broken chain extending from the floor to the 
platform, and from the platform to the gal- 
leries above, while Cowper’s hymn— 


‘¢Hre since by faith I saw the stream 
His flowing wounds supplied.’ 


Was sung with deep emotion. Before and 
after the service a large number of the dele- 
gates were introduced to the great preacher, 
and he had a few kind words for each. At 
the name of Canada his face, it seemed to 
me, lighted up with a pleasant smile. Had 
he ever been there? “No.” We should be 
glad to see him. ‘‘ He would like to go,” 
but, he said, he was now an old man and 
worn out. Well, he looked ike a man who 
had seen long service, but in whom there is a 
great deal of work yet. There is a glow of 
geniality and an expression of genuineness 
in his countenance. He is no make-believe 
—a homely, pleasant, frank Englishman, 
with a good eye in his head, a clear ringing 
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voice and an easy address. You feel no con- 
straint in Mr. Spurgeon’s company. Among 
the delegates on the platform was an old 
Methodist preacher from the backwoods of 
America. During the whole service he was 
intensely exercised. It was a new experience 
to him. He never had seen such a meeting 
as this—so like “a little heaven below!” 
When it came to the joining of voices and 
hands at the singing of the last hymn, he 
burst out into tears and sobbed like a child. 
Another, a Scoto-American of forty years 
standing, told me he was the only Baptist 
delegate from the United States. He rela- 
ted how he had gone to the great gathering 
at the Crystal Palace. How a kind gentle- 
tleman had introduced him to another kind 
gentleman, and how the two kind gentlemen 
had decoyed him to an unfrequented part of 
the grounds and then and there relieved 
him of all his cash. This was the only vic- 
tim of “ the light-fingered gentry” I heard 
of in connection with the Celebration. 

Into the last days proceedings there were 
crowded three very interesting demonstra- 
tions.—The unveiling of a statue of RoBErRtT 
Rarkes, in the gardens of the Thames Em- 
bankment, a Sunday-school concert in the 
Royal Albert Hall, Hyde Park, and a great 
gathering of Sunday-school children in the 
grounds of Lambeth Palace—the official re- 
sidence of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
With some difficulty I obtained tickets of 
admission to the first and last named. The 
Embankment is one of the recent improve- 
ments of London, consisting of an esplanade 
some miles in length reclaimed from the ri- 
ver at enormous expense, and is one of the 
finest features of the city. The Board of 
Works did honour to the Sunday-school, and 
to themselves, in giving the site for and ac- 
cepting the custodianship of this handsome 
bronze statue, which represents old Robert 
Raikes in the graceful and picturesque cos- 
tume of his time, with an open Bible in his 
left hand. The ceremony of unveiling was 
performed by the venerable Earl of Shafts- 
bury, who still retains a wonderful amount 
of activity and enthusiasm. He seems to 
have a hand in every good work that is 
going on. Pointing to the Cleopatra Needle, 
immediately opposite, he made a happy al- 
lusion to the juxtaposition of these two em- 
blems, of heathen and Christian civilization, 
contrasting the failure of the former to ele- 
vate or educate the masses, with the Sunday- 
school system— making provision for the 
instruction of millions upon millions in all 
lands, in the truths of Christianity. 

The Lambeth Palace gathering will not 
soon be forgotten by any who witnessed it— 
certainly not by any of the twenty-five 
thousand children assembled from all parts 
of the city, and who for two hours, during a 


deluge of rain, kept the positions assigned 
to them with as much order as if they had 
been so many regiments of the line. Bless 
the children! The Prince and Princess of 
Wales had promised to come, and they didn’t 
mind the rain a bit. Their patience was re- 
warded, for, sure enough, at the appointed 
time, they did come, with a brilliant retinue. 
There was the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Lord Mayor and the Bishop of London, 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Princess Mary 
of Teck, Dean Stanley, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, and many other persons of note. The 
rain ceased, the clouds disappeared, and 
the sun shone auspicuously on the vast as- 
semblage. Fifty thousand, old and young, 
united in singing the “ Old Hundredth,” the 
“Te Deum,” and “God save the Queen.” 
Presentations of Bibles were made to the 
superintendents of the schools by the Arch- 
bishop, and by the Sunday-school scholars to 
the five children of the Prince and Princess. 
Then followed the “ March Past”’ of all the 
schools in divisions, preceded by juvenile 
bands of music and with banners flying. 
Thereafter the Palace doors were thrown 
open, when a large number took the oppor- 
tunity of walking through its historic halls 
and partook of refreshments at the hospita- 
ble board provided for them. 


London is increasing rapidly. More than 
ten thousand houses are added to it every 
year, while the population grows at the 
rate of nearly fifty thousand annually. It 
has fifteen hundred miles of streets and co- 
vers an area of 122 square miles. The popu- 
lation numbers four and a half millions. A1- 
though its main features remain unchanged, 
it has of late years undergone many im- 
provements. The old Temple Bar is gone, 
but Westminster Abbey and St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral are still the pride of the metropolis, and 
the admiration of all who visit them; du- 
ring the Sabbath services both are usually 
filled to their utmost capacity. 


Before concluding this desultory sketch, I 
must mention the kindness of Mr. Henry 
Frowde, the representative of the Oxford 
University Press, from whom, in common 
with the other delegates, I received a beau- 
tiful copy of the “ Oxford Bible for Teachers,” 
which, on careful examination, I find to be 
the most complete and valuable I ever met 
with. This edition, printed expressly for 
the Centenary Celebration, is sold for half a 
guinea, and may be easily obtained through 
any bookseller. From Elliott Stock, 62 Pa- 
ternoster Row, I got a few copies of “The 
Pictorial New Testament,” beautifully print- 
ed, containing three maps, twenty-four il- 
lustrations, with copious notes and historical 
introductions to each book—all for one 
penny. The most remarkable part of the 
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transaction is that the book is actually pro- 
duced at the cost of apenny. It pays! 

The statistics furnished by the Internation- 
al Sunday-school Convention of the United 
States and Canada make the number of S. 
schools in America 87, 661: Teachers, 928, 
040: Scholars, 6,963,294. In Great Britain 
the estimated number of teachers is 550,000, 
and of scholars 5,000,000, making a total of 
over 12,000,000 teachers and scholars. If to 
these are added the continental schools, and 
the mission schools in foreign lands, and the 
countless thousands of those who have gone 
before to the better land, how great is the 
number of children who have been gathered 
into the fold of the Good Shepherd, and how 
vast the influence that had its beginning in 
a small room, in a back lane, in the town of 
Gloucester, one hundred years ago ! 

‘* A hundred years ! Oh who shall try to say 

What victories have been gained, what good been done, 

How many led to seek the narrow way, 

How many harps, how many crewns been won ? 

What brands plucked from the burning there have been, 

What sorrows been relieved what comfort found, 

Since in the Sunday-school, they heard the Gospel 
sound ?”’

FRENCH CANADIANS anp tHe GOSPEL. 


TueE following communication froma prom- 
inent minister of our Church, whose name 
is withheld from prudential reasons, is worthy 
of thoughtful perusal, and should stimulate 
us all to renewed efforts for the propagation 
of the Gospel throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, especially among those of 
our countrymen herein referred to. 

In my wanderings during the summer 
amongst the French Canadian population of 
the Province of Suche lighted upon a dis- 
trict, which has not yet been visited by Prot- 
estant Missionaries or Colporteurs, where I 
made the acquaintance of several French 
families. Many of these people I found to 
be, ecclesiastically, of the Gallican type. 
Some of them trace their descent from French 
families of repute, not as their names would 
indicate without foundation. One of these 
families, a large one, boasts residence on 
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their present estate of a century and a half. 
I was struck with the general character and 
tone of its several members, and especially 
with the fact that the venerable patriarch of 
the family conducts daily family worship in 
his household ; reads prayers, that is from a 
French Catholic prayer-book. Some of his 
sons have gone from home for a time in pur- 
suit of business, travelling far and near, pick- 
ing up knowledgeas they went. One especi- 
ally has been an extensive traveller. Tomy 
utter surprise and delight, I ascertained this 
son had found “the truth,” and that the 
truth had made him free. He now reads his 
Bible ; with the New Testament he is familiar, 
and he wields Protestant arguments with skill 
and power. Better than all, he is a man of faith 
and prayer. I found too, that wherever he 
goes amongst relatives and neighbours he 
manfully contends for the Gospel as opposed 
to the errors of his mother Church. His 
efforts as a voluntary evangelist have been so 
far crowned with success that one of his near 
relations has also become, like himself, a con- 
vert to the truth as it is in Jesus. It is 
worthy of note that this Christian worker is 
still esteemed and trusted in the wide family 
circle, as a brother and friend, though some 
years have passed since he abandoned the 
errors of his Church, and assumed the Prot- 
estant faith. These facts deserve to be re- 
corded in confirmation of the opinion largely 
held, and scarcely less largely questioned, that 
the French Canadian mind, in many quarters 
at least, is in a state of readiness to be ap- 
proached by the Gospel, and that large re- 
sults might be expected to follow adequate 
efforts to make it known to the people. Our 
efforts have so far been inadequate ; certainly 
they have been unworthy of that promise of 
advancement which our past successes have 
betokened. God, in his providence, has 
thrown upon our church in large measure, 
the responsibilty of caring for the souls of 
more than a million of our fellow subjects, 
who are practically destitute of saving truth ; 
the trust is enormous; will the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada prove herself worthy of it ?”

WALDENSIAN PASTORS’ FUND. 


To the Editor of the PRESBYTERIAN REcorD. 


Str,—You are aware that the Canada 
General Assembly of 1879 recommended to 
the favourable consideration of their people 
the scheme for augmenting the incomes of | 
the Waldensian pastors, originated by the — 
Rev, Dr. Robertson, of Greyfriars, Edinburgh, 
and adopted by the Continental Committee 
of the General Presbyterian Council.

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The Edinburgh Committee, knowing that} them, would take up the cause in Canada, 


I was to spend the month of August in Can- 
ada, asked me to do what I could to awaken 
interest in the movement. I soon found 
that August was the worst month in the year 
for any systematic movement, but I offered 
to preach and hold meetings for the Fund 
wherever I might be, trusting that though 
little money might then be got for it, an in- 
terest would be awakened, which the Minis- 
ters and other friends would follow up at 
some convenient time. 

In this way I have already preached and 
held meetings in Halifax, Montreal, Ottawa 
and Toronto, and I hope to do something 
next week at Galt, Guelph, and Hamilton. 
At the meetings there has always been a 
very lively interest, and collections have 
been made, of which Dr. Reid is to take 
charge, and which will be acknowledged in 
due time in your columns. It is, to me, a 
very interesting fact that I have never 
known a case in which the wonderful story 
of the Waldenses was simply told, and their 
present wants made known, without many 
hearts being profoundly stirred. 
» It may be stated in a few words that this 
movement is quite separate from the Wal- 
densian Mission Fund, which the Waldenses 
themselves advocate in many lands. It is 
known that the pastors and professors in the 
old valleys are very poorly paid, their sala- 
ries being only £60 a year. It is proposed to 
try to raise them to £100, the people of the 
valleys (who are usually very poor) subscrib- 
ing half the addition, and the Presbyterian 
churches generally furnishing the other half. 
To do this latter part, once for all, we wish 
to raise about $60,000. We think we can 
make out the half of this in Scotland, where 
we have already raised about $20,000, and we 
hope that the balance will come from Eng 
land, Ireland, India, the Colonies and the 
United States. 

The Rey. W. Gillies, 13 South St. Andrew 
street, Edinburgh, Secretary of the Commit- 
tee, will be glad to send free a copy of Wy- 
lie’s History of the Waldenses, to any minis- 
ter in Canada who will undertake to do 
something for the fund, whether by collec- 
tion in his church, Sabbath school, prayer 
meeting, or otherwise. I am sure it would 
do the young people in our congregations 
great good to hear the wonderful story of the 
Waldenses, while older people might be 
stirred likewise, and good would come to all. 

It has been such a pleasure to me to do 
the little 1 have done in this cause, that I 
wish I could do a hundred times as much. I 
am sure that nothing is needed but a little 
labour, with God’s blessing, to bring the 
movement to a triumphant issue. 

If only some hearty minister or layman, 
who knows the valleys or is interested in 


just to secure that it gets a fair chance, there 
could be no doubt of the issue. It is surely 
not too much to hope that Canada might do 
a twentieth or twenty-fifth part of the whole. 
Allow me to add how much I have been 
gratified to witness the progress of your 
Church, so far as magnificent church build- 
ings can prove it, and the happy working of 
your union. May God give all the ministers 
and congregations a great increase of power 
from on high.

GENESIS XXVII 


en was of a gentle and retiring disposition. 


OCTOBER I0. : 22-40. 


Little is recorded of his life at Beersheba ex- 
cept that he digged wells and worshipped 
God, ch. 24 : 63. At 4o years of age he married 
Rebekah, daughter of Bethuel, ch, 24 and 25: 20. 
The twins were born when he was 80. They grew 
up very different types of men ; Esau, adventurous, 
jovial, ready for any sport; Jacob a plain shrewd 
farmer, ch. 25 : 27, who knew how to drive a good 
bargain, ch. 25 : 31-34. At this time the sons 
were 77 years of age. Isaac was 137. His eye- 
sight had failed, and the infirmities of age suggest- 
ed to him the propriety of making his last will and 
bestowing a blessing on his sons. But he attained 
the age of 180, ch. 35 ; 28. Jacob, instigated by 
his mother, had recourse to cheating and lying in 
order to forestall the blessing that rightfully be- 
longed to Esau by priority of birth. The plot 
nearly failed. V. 22. The voice ts Facob’s—he had 
forgotten to simulate the tone of Esau’s voice. 
But the hands—skillfully disguised, felt so like 
Esau’s, the old man thought his ears must have 
misled him. So he blessed himim—rather, he resolved 
to bless him as his legal heir. V. 24. <Art thou 
my son ? He had still some doubts, and put Jacob 
on his word of honour. ‘‘/am”—This shameful 
and humiliating falsehood cannot be extenuated.

WENTY: years had passed since Jacob’s 
memorable dream. In the meantime he 
had married two of his cousins in Mesopota- 

mia, had a large family of children, and acquired 
a vast amount of property. The Lord had com- 
manded him to return to Canaan, ch. 31 : 3; he is 
now on his way thither, with all his belongings. 
Though Edom is a long way off, thoughts about 
Esau began to haunt him. Should he have heard 
of his coming, he may seize the opportunity to 
avenge his wrongs. How should he proceed? To 
begin with, he resolved to place himself under the 
protection of God. Vs. 9, 10. This is the first 
recorded prayer in the Bible, short, earnest, and 
bearing directly on the occasion. (1) He addresses 
Jehovah as a covenant-keeping God. (2) He pleads 
the promise made to himself. (3) He confesses 
his unworthiness, and God’s goodness to him. (4) 
He entreats deliverance from the dangers that lie 
before him. With my staff—a poor, lone pilgrim 
he was ; now, two bands—two wives, eleven chil- 
dren and countless flocks and herds.

29, He appeals therefore to God to intervene for 
the accomplishment of his own word. Vs. 22, 23. 
In the meantime he had sent messengers to his bro- 
v. 3; but no word of reconciliation. On the con- 
trary, they reported that Esau was even now ad- 
vancing at the head of 400 men. That boded no 
good. Herose up that night—tll at ease in his 
conscience, he could not sleep, passed over the ford— 
waded the Yabdok, a brook in Gilead that flows in- 
to the Jordan, about half-way between the sea of 
Galilee and the Dead Sea. V. 23. After seeing 
all his family safely across the stream, he stays be- 
hind to spend the night in earnest prayer for guid- 
ance and protection. He also took the shrewd 
precaution to send a magnificent present to Esau, 
vs. 13-15. V. 24. There wrestled 2 man —This 
mysterious person is called an angel by Hosea, ch. 
12:4, and ‘‘God,” in vs. 28, 30. The inference 
is that it was none other but ‘‘the Angel of the 
Covenant,” the Son of God appearing in the nature 
which hé afterwards assumed. The conflict ap- 
pears to have been a real one, not a dream as at 
Bethel, designed to revive his sinking spirits, to 
lessen his self-confidence, and to inspire him with 
stronger faith. V. 25. When he saw—i, e. when 
the angel saw. He touched ‘he hollow of his 
All he 


name shall commemorate God’s grace.

GEN. XXXVII: I-5 ; 23-36 


EN years had elapsed since Jacob left Pa- 
danaram. Vs. I, 2. Facod dwelt—prompted 
by the same motives as Abraham and Isaac, 

Hebsutt.: 33. The generations — the leading 
occurrences in his domestic history.  Yoseph— 
the elder of his two sons by Rachel, was not 
brought up to idleness; at seventeen he was 
associated with the other sons as shepherd, or 
overseer, and shewed himself a faithful steward 
by reporting to his father the misconduct of his 
seniors. V.3. Jsrael loved Foseph — the son 
of his old age, born when his father was 91, and 
because he early gave promise of the piety which 
distinguished him from the rest of the sons, and 
conspicuously marked his subsequent career. Coat 
of many colours—a long flowing tunic made of 
pieces of coloured cloth sewed together, and consi- 
dered a badge of distinction, see Judges 5: 30, 
Their father’s partiality for Joseph naturally exci- 
ted his brethren’s jealousy. Could not speak peace- 
ably—could not address him with the usual saluta- 
tion amongst friends and acquaintances — “ peace 
be to thee.” His dreams, vs. 6-11, increased their 
hatred, and also disconcerted Jacob, who took 
note of them. Vs. 23, 24. Dothan, where Jo- 
seph found his brethren, was 17 miles north of 
Shechem and nearly 70 miles from Hebron. The 
readiness witli which he set out, v. 13, shewed his 
obedience and reminds us of Samuel, 1 S. 3: 4, 
and of Isaiah, ch. 6:8. They stripped him of his 
robe—the only garment he had on except a cloth 
round his loins. Cast him into a pit—a water cis- 
tern hewn out of the rock, now providentially emp- 
ty. V.25. Sat down to eat—as toa feast of re- 
joicing. J/shkmaelites—a singular coincidence, for 
they belonged originally to the same stock, Ish- 
mael, ‘‘ the outcast,” being the son of Abraham by 
Hagar, ch. 21:10. Searing spices—these articles 
in which they traded were in great demand in 
Egypt, being used for embalming. Vs, 26, 28. 
Fudah—the fourth son of Jacob by Leah, took the 
lead among the eleven, and was their spokesman 
in Egypt, Gen. 44: 14-18. What profit—knowing 
the mercenary spirit of the rest he suggested a plan 
by which Joseph’s life might be saved. The Ish- 
maelites traded in slaves also. ‘‘ Let’s sell him.” 
20 pieces of silver—2o ‘‘shekels,” equal to $15, 
was the price of a male slave under 20 years, Lev. 
27:5. VWs. 29-33. Rueben returned—He had re- 
monstrated in vain, ch, 42 : 22, left the gang, and 
came back when he saw the caravan approaching. 
Being the oldest, he felt that he would be chiefly 
blamed for this transaction. Vs. 34, 35. Jacob 
rent hts clothes, &c.—The common signs of oriental 
mourning. Sackcloth—rough camel’s hair cloth 
worn next the skin. As daughters—daughters-in- 
law—for he had but one daughter—Dinah. Lefu- 
sed to be cemforted—his grief was excessive for so 
goodaman. Zhe grave—‘‘Sheol”—the place of 
departed spirits, see 2 Sam. 12 ; 23. V. 36. 
Midianites—Ishmaelites, sold him probably in the 
public market. otiphar—captain of the king’s 
body guard which consisted of 1000 soldiers, cous 
sequently a man of honour and influence,

a PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE OF MONTREAL 
has obtained an amendment to its Act. 

of incorporation empowering the senate 
to grant degrees in Theology. This new 
departure is the first practical result of the 
proposal submitted to Presbyteries some 
time ago for the establishment of a Presby- 
terian University by which the  grant- 
ing of degrees would be controlled by the 
General Assembly. The majority of Presby- 
teries having reported against that proposal,. 
the subject of theological degrees was 
brought before the General Assembly by 
overture at last meeting, when it was unani- 
mously agreed “ to empower the boards and 
senates of the colleges in Toronto and Mon- 
treal to take such steps in the matter as they 
may deem advisable.” Speaking of degrees, 
we are informed that the Rev. T. G. Smith, 
of Kingston, has recently had the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity conferred upon him by 
two American colleges. If this be so, how 
are we to address our friend in the future ? 
Must we write four big D’s after his name ? 

THE Rev. Ropert CAMPBELL, of Montreal, 
has been elected a member of the Tempora- 
lities Board in room of the late Rev. Professor 
Mackerras—the Rev. Dr. Jenkins takes his 
place as a member of the executive commit- 
tee. The suit against the Temporalities 
Board having been appealed to the Privy 
Council of England, there is no saying when 
it may “‘tak end.” Mr. George Stephen, of 
Montreal, has sent the Treasurer of Queen’s 
University a check for five thousand dollars, 
towards the new Building and Endowment 
Fund, the receipts for which already amount 
to $77,149.56. 

Tur Rev. W. P. Bsae, of St. Stephen, and 
the Rev. William Fogo, of Tabusintac, New 
Brunswick, have resigned their charges and | 
returned to Scotland. The Rev. James Mac- 
kie, for some months assistant to Dr. Jen- 
kins, of Montreal, is reported to have accept- 
ed a call from a congregation in Carlisle, in 
connection with the Presbyterian Church in 
England.

Meetings of Lreshyterics. 


qe UNENBURGH AND YARMOUTH : 17th Aug. :— 
‘14 A call from Shelburne to Rev. D. F. 


Creelman was sustained. Mr. J. W. 
Macleod’s report of labour in Shelburne con- 
gregation during May was approved. With 
regard to Riversdale, only $300 could be 
raised towards the support of a minister. In 
view of the condition of the congregation it 
was resolved that the Presbytery give occa- 
sional supply with a view to definite action 
in the spring, or sooner if possible. The 
matter regarding systematic efforts on be- 
half of the funds of the Church, laid over 
from last meeting was taken up. Mr. Millar 
introduced it by giving a detailed, compara- 
tive statement of the contributions of con- 
gregations in the Presbytery to schemes of 
the Church during the last six years; and 
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thus calling attention of Presbytery to the 
serious want of system indicated by these 
figures, and urging upon members the great 
need of special diligence; closing with the 
foHowing recommendation—That the Clerk 
of Presbytery be directed to issue a circular 
letter to Sessions under this Presbytery. (a.) 
calling attention to the great fluctuations of 
contributions. (0.) intimating the schemes 
of the Church to which we hold that congre- 
gations are bound to contribute, (c.) noting 
the schemes neglected last year, (d.) urging 
diligence on Sessions in regard to collections 
for the general work of the Church, (e.) ur- 
ging Sessions not to allow the contributions 
for Mission purposes to be deferred to the 
last of the ecclesiastical year, but to seek 
such methods and choose such times as may 
call forth in fullest measure the liberality of 
our Christian people, and (/f.) that Sessions 
be required to report their action in the 
matter to this Presbytery on or before the 
first of February next. After some discus- 
sion, it was, on motion, agreed that this re- 
commendation be approved, and that Messrs. 
Millar and James Eisenhauer be appointed 
to assist the Clerk in preparing such circular 
letter. 

Truro: Aug. 17 :—The Presbytery met at 
Parrsboro’. Special services were held in 
the Church on Monday evening, and on 
Tuesday forenoon. The visitation of the 
congregation showed that minister, elders, 
and managers were faithful and concientious 
in the discharge of their duties, and that the 
ordinances of religion weré regularly and 
very generally observed by the congregation, 
and that so many had been added to the 
fellowship of the Church during the ministry 
of Rev. Mr. McLeod; at the same time regret 
was expressed that arrears to a considerable 
amount were allowed to accumulate, and the 
congregation was urged to take steps as soon 
as possible for wiping out all existing arrears. 

Vicroria AND RicHmMonD.—This Presbytery 
met on the 2nd Aug., at Whycocomah. Rev. 
Kenneth Mackenzie, Clerk, gave an account 
of a visit which he, with Mr. Grant and Mr. 
Maclean, elder, had made to Big.Intervale 
and other places. They had ordained three 
elders at Big Intervale and dispensed the 
Lord’sSupper. The congregationalists in the 
district joined in the communion. Members 
of the deputation preached on Friday, Satur- 
day, Sabbath and Monday. On Tuesday they 
proceeded to Whale Cove, 24 miles. Mr. 
McKenzie preached there on Tuesday. A 
fair representation of the congregation were 
present. After sermon he instituted some 
inquiry as to the practical results of the 
Gospel ordinances which they have enjoyed 
through the services of Mr. Grant for some 
years past. It was found that in some re- 
spects progress is being made since the Pres- 


bytery had been there; some had _ been 
added to the membership of the Church. 
Several copies of the Record are taken in the 
congregation; but it is a matter of regret 
that the people have fallen considerably short 
in the matter of supporting Gospel ordinances 
among themselves. They were accordingly 
exhorted to put forth such efforts as are 
needed to put them right in this, to cultivate 
the grace of liberality. After this meeting 
Mr. McKenzie, in company with Mr. A. B. 
McLeod, student in divinity, proceeded to 
Cheticamp, a distance of 17 miles from Whale 
Cove. They were glad to find the new Pro- 
testant church there in course of erection, 
carpenters and masons at work, the roof 
shingled, a substantial building of about 35 ft. 
long, by 28 ft. wide, with a neat tower, situated 
near the mainroad, opposite the Jersey Firm 
on the Island, and about three or four miles 
from the village of Cheticamp. 


The Moderator, Mr. McDougall, reported 
concerning a visit to Port Hawkesbury and 
Port Mulgrave, in company with Mr. Forbes. 
Arrangements were made at River Inhabi- 
tants, &c., for supply by catechist. Rev. W. 
(*. Forbes, of Port Hastings and River Den- 
nis, on account of failing health, laid on the 
table the demission of his charge. Members 
of Presbytery expressed deep sympathy with 
Mr. Forbes, and regret that the state of his. 
health has been such as to render this step 
on his part now necessary. They agreed 
that the demission lie on the table until next 
meeting of Presbytery, and agreed to meet 
within the Church at River Dennis, for Pres- 
byterial visitation and other business on 
Tuesday, 12th October next, at 11 o’clock 
a.m. On Wednesday in the church at River 
Inhabitants at 11 o’clock a.m., and on the 
evening of the same day (13th Oct.) at 7 
o’clock in the church at Port Hastings; on 
Thursday within the church, Black River, 
West Bay, at 2 o’clock p.m. 


Messrs. Malcolm Campbell, student of divi- 
nity of the second year; and A. B. McLeod; 
also James A. Forbes, student of the first 
year in divinity, read discourses from subjects 
prescribed to them at a former meeting 
which were regarded on the whole as quite 
satisfactory. 


Hauirax: 8th September :—Intimation 
was received that Rev. John Wallace was 
inducted into the Collegiate charge of War- 
wick, Bermuda, according to appointment of 
Presbytery. Mr. Wallace’s name was added 
to the Roll. Rev. John McLean’s demission 
of the charge of Kempt and Walton was ac- 
cepted. Rev. J. B. Logan was appointed to 
preach and moderate in a Call at Windsor. 
A Committee was appointed to examine the 
various Records of Sessions, and all Sessions 
that have not already forwarded their Re- 
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cords are instructed to send them without 
delay to the Clerk. 


P. E. Istanp: 10th September :—Mr. Pel- 
letier, of St. Hyacinthe, being present, was 
invited to sit as a corresponding member of 
Presbytery. Mr. McKay reported that he 
had moderated in a call in New London, 
that it was signed by three hundred and 
eleven members and adherents, but that one 
section of the congregation had declined 
uniting in the call. Mr. McKay’s report was 
received and his diligence approved. Com- 
missioners having been received and heard 
from the various sections of the congrega- 
tion, it was, 0n motion, agreed, owing to the 
want of uncertainty, to set the call aside, 
which accordingly was done, and a deputa- 
tion of Presbytery appointed to convey this 
decision to the congregation and ascertain 
the wishes as to supply of Gospel ordinances 
in the future. Mr. Pelletier delivered a very 
interesting address in Dr. Murray’s Church. 


GLENGARRY: 12, 13 August :—It was re- 
solved that in the appointment of Clerical 
Commissioners to the General Assembly, 
one-half of the number be taken from the 
top of the roll, and the other half elected by 
open vote. Rev. J. S. Burnet gave in the 
Report on Statistics, and Rev. D. L. McCrae 
that on the State of Religion. A petition 
from parties connected with East Lochiel 
Mission was read, and its prayer granted on 
the understanding that it be united with 
East Hawkesbury congregation, and form 
one charge. Mr. J. T. Patterson was exam- 
ined with a view to his ordination and induc- 
tion to the pastoral charge of Summerstown. 
The Presbytery unanimously sustained his 
“ trials,” and made arrangements for his in- 
duction, elsewhere noticed. 


LANARK AND RENFREW: 2nd September :— 
The Presbytery met pro forma at Pembroke, 
and adjourned immediately to Perth in order 
to meet the Commission of the General As- 
sembly in the case of Knox Church, and for 
the transaction of their ordinary business. 
the chief items of which were as follows,— 
Ist. Mr. Blakely licensed to preach the Gos- 
pel. 2nd. Moderation of calls granted for 
Ross and Cobden ; and Balderson and Drum- 
mond. 3rd. The business of the large Home 
Mission field. 4th. The meeting with the 
Assembly’s Commission, and the issuing by 
them of the Perth case. 


Toronto: 7th September :—Four graduates 
of Knox College were, after satisfactory exa- 
minations, duly licenced to preach the Gos- 
pel, namely,—Messrs. A. B. Baird, J. C. Tibb, 
William McKay, and J. R. Johnston. A re- 
solution of the General Assembly was read, 
agreeing to request each Presbytery to hold 
a conference during the year on the State of 
Religion within its bounds. On motion of 
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Rev. H. Parsons, it was agreed “that a com- 
mittee be appointed to arrange for a more 
extended meeting of Presbytery in Novem- 
ber, including devotional services of prayer, 
preaching, and conference, and inviting the 
congregations within the bounds to be pre- 
sent at these devotional services; also that 
printed schedules of the services, specifying 
appropriate hours for the business of the 
Presbytery, be sent ten days before the 
meeting to each member.” The names of 
retired ministers within the bounds were or- 
dered to be replaced on the Presbytery roll 
in terms of the General Assembly’s deliver- 
ance on this subject. A call from Vaughan, 
in favour of Rev. D. Camelon, London, was 
sustained, and provisional arrangements 
made for his induction, on 5th October. It 
was agreed to instruct ministers and kirk- 
sessions to make such arrangements as may 
be most convenient to themselves for hold- 
ing missionary meetings in their several 
congregations. 

Srratrorp: 4 August:—The Rev. David 
Mann resigned his charge of Biddulph. Mr. 
William Shearer of the Montreal Presbyterian 
College was licenced to preach the Gospel. 

Linpsay: 31 August:—The resignation by 
the Rev. D. D. McLennan of his charge at 
Kirkfield and Victoria was accepted. Rev. 
Alexander McKay, of Sunderland, was 
appointed Moderator. Rev. E. Cockburn 
was deputed to organize a congregation at 
Zephyr. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Anniversary Services were held in Knox 
Church, Winnipeg, on the fourth Sabbath of 
August. Dr. Black, of Kildonan, officiated in 
the forenoon ; Rev. R. H. Warden, of Montreal, 
in afternoon ; and Rev.C. B. Pitblado, of Hali- 
fax, in the evening. Rev. Jas. Wellwood and 
wife have gone to their new home on the Little 
Saskatchewan, and settled at Minnedosa. 
The prospects are encouraging. Mr. Caswell, 
a student of Knox Callege, has been having 
larger gatherings during the summer than 
hitherto known in Gladstone district. Mr. 
Farquharson, the Knox College Students’ 
Society missionary, has been doing an almost 
Herculean amount of labour in the Rock Lake 
district. Prof. Bryce, of Winnipeg, visited 
the district late in August, preached at a 
point, which sixteen months ago was thirty 
miles distant from the nearest house, to an 
audience of 120 people, organized the 
Station, and administered the communion to 
over thirty communicants. It ishoped that 
Mr. Farquharson’s field, which is new ground, 
may raise at once $300 for this year for the 
support of ordinances. New churches have, 
been opened at High Bluff and Springfield 
this summer ; steps towards building at once 
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were taken at Nelsonville, Mountain City, and 
Dominion City. A church at Pilot Mound, 
the new settlement already spoken of, is not 
unlikely this summer. Mr. Hodnett, ap- 
pointed by the H. M.Com., has not yet arrived 
(Sept. 6th). Three or four more missionaries 
are urgently required by the Presbytery. 


Obituary. 


WN R. JOHN HILLEN, one of the early 
settlers in the Township of Clarke, died 
on the 2lst day of February of the 

present year, at the advanced age of 93. He 
came to Canada from the County of Armagh, 
Ireland, in the year 1826. He was long a 
ruling elder in the church of which the Rev. 
George Lawrence was pastor. His powers 
of mind were unimpaired to the last. He was 
very cheerful, never complaining because of 
infirmity. He was a general favourite, young 
and old liked to call upon the aged servant 
of Christ. His trust in the Saviour grew 
stronger as he drew nearer the end of the 
journey. His strength was such that he was 
able to walk to God's House up toa short 
time before his death. His end was not 
looked for, though so old, and he passed 
away to the better country in sleep, seem- 
ingly without a struggle. 


Our Statistics. 


N our last issue we urged the careful 
perusal of the ‘“ Assembly Minutes,” a 
volume of three hundred pages. The Minutes 
proper oecupy about sixty pages, the great 
bulk of the book being taken up with appen- 
dices, which record in full and minute detail 


all the operations of our Boards and Com_ 
These “ Reports” we again com. 


mittees. 
mend tothereader. We ask him particularly 
to turn with us to the Statistics, and see some 
things that may well be learned from the 
facts presented to our view. 


We have 740 pastoral charges; 659 Minis- 
ters; 95 vacancies. There are Statistical Re- 
turns from 813 congregations, but 106 congre- 
gations neglect to make returns. This, we 
need not say, is a discreditable fact to the 
negligent folk; half an hour’s work, more or 
less, would suffice to fulfil the Assembly’s in- 
junction. What excuse, then, can be offered 
for these numerous blanks? In one Presby- 
tery, one of the largest and most favourably 
situated in the Church, about one-fourth of 
the congregations are blank! This will 


surely be guarded against in future. The 
number of families reported is 63,843, giving 
a population of over 300,000. This is, no 
doubt, very largely within the mark. Number 
of Communicants reported, 107,871; over 
ten thousand were added during the year, 
but, allowing for deaths and removals, the 
net increase was 3 619, Baptisms, 9,837, Elders, 
4,125. Over 83,000 Sabbath Scholars receive 
instruction from over 8,500 teachers; Church 
accommodation is provided for over 270,000. 
Eleven manses and twenty-six Churches were 
built during the year. It must be borne in 
mind that all these figures would be largely 
modified if all the congregations had sent in 
returns. The aggregate stipend promised by 
congregations is $496,456; actually paid, $486,- 
282; arrears reported, $19,000. Five Pres- 
byteries report no arrears, viz: Brockville, 
Whitby, Lindsay, Parisand Maitland. When 
shall it be thus with all? The Synod of the 
Maritime Provinces report nearly one-half of 
the grim totalof arrears! The returns under 
this head are extremely defective. The ex- 
penditure on churches or manses during the 
year was $350,771. The sum of $928,198 was 
raised for all congregational purposes, being 
$13,000 in advance of last year. For the 
schemes of the church there was paid in the 
amount of $138,816. . Sabbath-schools con- 
tributed an average of 14 cents per scholar. 
The total income for all purposes for the year 
was $1,162,154, an increase of $51,774 over the 
preceding year. The Presbytery of Toronto 
shows the largest income for all purposes ; 
but the Presbytery which pays most largely 
in proportion to numbers is that of New- 
foundland, the total being, per family, $62.96 ; 
per communicant, $40.68. a rate of contribu- 
tion rarely equalled anywhere. Taking the 
schemes of the Church, we find the families 
in Sydney Presbytery giving at the rate of 53 
cents; communicants, $1.00; Victoria and 
Richmond, 50 and 68 cents respectively ; 
Wallace, 80 cents per family and 40 cents 
per communicant; Halifax, $3.75 per family 
and $1.94 per communicant; Pictou, $1.87 
and 86 cents respectively; Truro, $2 and 
$1.15; Lunenburg and Yarmouth, $1.59 and 
$1.37 ; Prince Edward Island, $1.29 and $1.07 ; 
Newfoundland, $6.61 and $4.27; St John, 
84 cents and 60; Miramichi, 98 cents and 
$1.02 ; Quebec, $1.33 and 82 cents ; Montreal, 
$3.82 and $2.03; Glengarry, $1.29 per family 
and 98 cents per communicant ; Ottawa, $2.08 
and $1.12; Lanark and Renfrew, $2.02 and 
$1.04; Brockville, $1.47 and 86 cents; Kings- 
ton, $2.56 and $1.75 ; Peterborough, $2.47 and 
$1.37; Whitby, $2.18 and $1.26; Lindsay, 
$1.27 and 74cents; Toronto, $3.51 and $1.69 ; 
Barrie, $2.56 and $1.58 ; Owen Sound, $1.38 
and 67 cents; Saugeen, $1.06 and 51 cents. 
Guelph, $2.02 and $1.00; Hamilton, $2.44’ 
and $1.22; Paris, $2.60 and $1.26; London, 
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$2.22 and $1.36; Chatham, $2.32 and $1.08; 
Stratford, $1.98 and $1.12; Huron, $2.15 and 
$1.10; Maitland, $1.19 and 83 cents; Bruce, 
$1.19 and 64 cents. 

It will be seen that Newfoundland, with its 
four pastoral charges, is in advance under 
every particular, giving at the rate of $17 per 
family for stipend, and $6.61 for the Schemes 
of the Church, and for all purposes (as given 
above) | $62.96 per family and $40.68 per 
member. Other Presbyteries follow thus in 
the rate of contributions per communicant :— 
Montreal, Toronto, Lunenburg and Yar- 
mouth, Brockville, Kingston, St. John, 
Sydney, Hamilton, Ottawa, Stratford, Mira- 
michi, London, Whitby, Chatham, Barrie, 
Quebec, Lindsay, Halifax, Glengarry, Mait- 
land, Truro, Huron, Guelph, Lanark and 
Renfrew, P. E. Island, Paris, Bruce, Saugeen, 
Peserborough, Owen Sound, Victoria and 
Richmond, Wallace, Pictou. For the Schemes 
ofthe Church, the communicants have each 
contributed, on an average, about one dollar 
ard one-fifth. The rate per communicant 
for all purposes amounts to the sum of eleven 
dellars ten cents ($11.10)—a very fair figure. 

We have, perhaps, furnished a sufficiently 
smple array of figures for the present month. 
The object of recurring to the past is to study 
it with a view to the present and the future. 
Our church enterprises require the constant 
and unfailing support of our whole people. 
It is a deplorable thing that of so many it 
must be testified that they do not come up 
to the help of the Lord against the mighty. 
Much in our Statistics is calculated to call 
forth gratitude, to quicken zeal and to 
strengthen faith. The one grand defect is, 
that while so many of our people do well, 
many more do little or nothing.

in Ireland, Professor Hofmeyer, of the Dutch 
Church, Cape Colony, 8S. Africa, and Rev. 
James Nish, of Sandhurst, Victoria, N.S.W. 
Besides preaching, Dr. Blaikie had the oppor- 
tunity of addressing large audiences in the 
principal cities, and presenting to them the 
claims of the Waldensian pastors on the 
practical sympathies of the whole Christian 
Church. The Presbyterian Church in the 
United States has lost one of its most distin- 
guished ministers by the recent death of Dr. 
William Adams, of New York. Dr. Adams. 
presided over the closing meeting of the first 
Presbyterian Council, held in Edinburgh, 
three years ago, and he had been selected to 
preach the opening sermon of that now in 
session at Philadelphia. 

The most remarkable meeting of the Com-- 
mission of the General Assembly of the Free 
Church ever held in Edinburgh, took place 
on the 14th of August, when no less than 350: 
members were present. Reference was made 
in the opening services to the great loss the 
Church had sustained by the deaths of Dr. 
John Bruce, of Edinburgh and the Earl of 
Kintore. The chief business arose out of a 
new phase of the Professor Robertson Smith 
case, which had come to light since the 
meeting of the Assembly in May, namely, the 
publication of an article in the “Encyclopedia 
Brittannica,” by Professor Smith, on “Hebrew 
Language and Literature,” which was thought 
by many to be as heretical, if not more so, 
than his previously published teachings on 
Deuteronomy, which had been the cause of 
so much trouble in the Church already. The 
matter came up on overtures or memorials 
from twelve Presbyteries, chiefly Highland, 
and was discussed with intense earnestness. 
Several motions were proposed and spoken 
to, but those upon which a division was taken, 
were, one by Dr. Wilson for the appointment 
of acommittee to examine the articles and 
report to aspecial meeting of the Commission, 
to be held in October, to which Professor 
Smith was to be cited ; and one by Professor 


Macgregor, which proposed that in hoc statu 


the Commission should decline to entertain 
the matter. The motion by Dr. Wilson was 
carried by 210 to 139 votes, or a majority of 
71. A committee, with Dr. Wilson as con- 
vener, was then nominated; but as its com- 
position was objected to as one-sided, other 
names proposed by Professor Lindsay were 
added. In the Presbytery of Glasgow, Estab- 
lished Church, a long discussion has taken 
place in reference to the volume entitled 
‘‘Seotch Sermons,” towards which at least 
one member of the Court is a contributor, 
It was agreed to delay further action for a 
month, to afford the members an opportunity 
of examining the sermons at their leisure. 
Some yEARS Aco the Italian Government 
took the strong measure of suppressing the 
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houses of the religious orders in Italy, and 
transferred their enormous revenues for the 
support of the State and the benefit of the 
people at large, converting the monasteries 
and convents into barracks, asylums and 
schools. By a recent decree of the French 
Government it was resolved to put in force 
an old statute for the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from France. However difficult it may be to 
understand the equity of such exercises of 
secular power, this seems to be generally 
regarded as a political necessity, from the 
fact that tne Society of Jesuits have taken 
no pains to conceal their uncompromising 
opposition to the existing form of Govern- 
ment in France. It is atleast satisfactory to 
know that the measure has been carried out 
with as little apparent harshness on the part 
of the Government as possible, and that the 
Jesuits have submitted with a better grace 
than could have been expected. Many of 
them have sought refuge in England, Scotland 
and Wales, where, although their presence 
is not considered desirable, they are sure to 
find a safe asylum. 

Tar American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions will hold its seventy-first 
annual meeting in the city of Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts, on October, 5, 6, 7th, and 8th. The 
opening session will be held in Huntington 
Hall, Merrimac Street, on Tuesday afternoon, 
Oct. 5th, at three o’clock. We understand 
that some more of our Canadian licentiates 
will, at that time, apply for appointments as 
missionaries under the Board to foreign fields. 

THe New Testament Company of Bible 
Revisers are said to have concluded their 
labours. We may, therefore, look for the 
new version atanearly date. It is calculated 
that three years more will be required for 
the completion of the Old Testament. The 
American and the English scholars appear to 
have been nearly unanimous in regard to the 
changes in translation, the number of which, 
however, will be considerably less than Was 
anticipated. But, after all this labour, when 
completed, the new edition of the Scriptures 
will require to be adopted and authorized by 
the churches, and many years must elapse 
befor e it can come into general use. 

A GREAT EVENT has transpired on the 
Rhine, namely, the completion of the magni- 
ficent Cathedral of Cologne, which, having 
been begun in the year 1248, has been 632 
years abuilding. The successive builders are 
said to have adhered to the original design 
with remarkable fidelity; the result of their 
labours is an edifice of exquisite symmetry. 
The architect’s name has been forgotten. 

THERE has been trouble at BLantyre, the 
Church of Scotland’s Mission Station in East 
Africa, arising out of the exercise of discipline 
on the part of the missionaries towards the 
natives. Highly coloured statements have 
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been circulated, and severe comments have 
been made respecting the punishments 
inflicted upon the natives,—that they have 
been shot, flogged to death, and incarcerated 
in dungeons. Justice to the Missionaries 
requires that judgment be suspended until 
the charges have been investigated and 
further information elicited. In the mean- 
time Rev. Dr. Rankin, of Muthil, accompan- 
ied by the British Consul at Mozambique, 
have proceeded to Blantyre to institute a 
searching enquiry, and they will doubtless 
give such a report as will secure the con- 
fidence of the Church, and also of the Govem- 
ment. It is now beyond a doubt that te 
Free Church will be compelled to aband 

the site of their Livinestonrta Mission. The 
reasons given for the change are the pre- 
valence of fever, and the ravages of the tsetse 

fly. Dr. Laws and Mr. Stewart unite in 
recommending, as the central site of t 

future, Bandawi, midway on the Wester 
Shore, between North and South. 

Ar the close of the Waldensian phe 
College in Florence, the unprecedented num 
ber of twenty-four students presented them! 
selves to the Board of examiners. Five of 
these had completed their curriculum one or 
two years before, and had been engaged in 
mission work in the interval. The removal 
of this college from the valleys of Piedmont 
has been a greatsuccess. Scores of students 
have passed through its classes since they 
opened in Florence, and have gone forth a 
goodly band of earnest and well-prepared 
ministers and evangelists for the native 
Church in the valleys, and for its missions in 
italy. 

THe Frienpty Isitanps have been evange- 
lized within the limits of a single lifetime. 
The Rev. John Thomas, the first missionary 
to those Islands, is now living, old and feeble, 
near Birmingham, England. Heis supported 
by his converts.

Manitoba, 
JOTTINGS OF A BRIEF VISIT.

a) 
ps fulfilment of a long-cherished plan we 

last month made a brief visit to the 
Prairie Province. Of the several available 
routes, we selected, in going, the Colling- 
wood Line of Steamers to Duluth thence per 
rail to Winnipeg, and in returning, the “all 
rail route” by St. Paul, Chicago and Detroit. 
The former is the more comfortable and less 
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fatiguing when the weather is favorable, the 
latter\is the shorter, as well as decidedly the 
- more pleasant when the weather is stormy 
on Lake Superior. So long as the sen- 
sation! experienced the last night we were 
on this great fresh water sea remains in 
our memory, we are not likely to prefer 
the water to the land route. In passing 
Sault Ste. Marie we got a glimpse of the 
neat Presbyterian Church recently erected 
there! This village has not grown much 
since our last visit, six years ago. Know- 
ing that we were to be at Thunder Bay for 
a number of hours while a large quantity of 
railway iron was being unloaded, we looked 
forward with pleasure to spending a little 
time with Rev. D. McKerracher, the mission- 
ary of our Church at Prince Arthur’s Land- 
ing and Fort William. We were, however, 
doomed to disappointment, Mr. McKerracher 
having just left, on a brief holiday, for On- 
tario. Prince Arthur’s Landing has made 
considerable prozress of recent years and is 
now a bustling village of about 1000 inhabi- 
tants. The rivalry between it and the Fort 
William Town plot, about 6 miles distant on 
the Kaministiquia River, is great. The two 
villages are connected by rail, but which is 
to be the Lake Superior terminus of the Ca- 
nada Pacific Railway is the point to be set- 
tled, each claiming to possess advantages 
over the other. The Railway offices are at 
Fort William, where our people have lately 
built a good frame church,—the only church 
edifice in the place. At Prince Arthur’s 
Landing there is as yet no Presbyterian 
church, though a lecture hall has been erect- 
ed by the congregation. Mr. McKerracher 
is deservedly esteemed by the people in both 
sections of his field. At Duluth we parted 
company with Professor and Mrs. Bruce, of 
Glasgow, who were retuctantly compelled to 
forego their intended visit to Manitoba. 
Leaving Duluth at five o’clock in the even- 
ing, by the Northern Pacific Railway, we 
reached Glyndon at eight o’clock the follow- 
ing morning, where we took the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba Line for St. Vin- 
cent, the northern border of Minnesota, 
passing the whole way through a recently 
~ settled prairie country. The land is appa- 
rently fertile, the villages few in number and 
small in size. We were not surprised to 
learn that many of the settlers here as well 
as in the adjoining State of Dakota were 
from Canada. It is a matter of regret, in the 
interests of the colonization of Manitoba and 
the North-west Territories, that our emi- 
grants necessarily require to pass through so 
much American territory before reaching 
their intended destination. The temptation, 
from the inducements held out by means of 
a liberal land policy on the part of the Ame- 
ricans and the persuasions of American land 
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agents, is very great, especially when contrast- 
ed with the apathy and indifference and sur- 
liness of the Canadian land agents one meets 
with in the West. For incivility and want of 
adaptation for the position they occupy com- 
mend us to the servants of the Dominion 
Government Lands Department in the West. 
Wewere credibly informed that not a few Can- 
adians who left their homes with the intention 
of settling in Manitoba are now in Dakota, 
because of the treatment received at the 
hands of our Government officials. In the 
neighbourhood of Pembina, on the American 
side of the Manitoba boundary line, there 
are a large number of Canadians, chiefly from 
the County of Peterborough, Ontario. The 
Rey. J. Campbell, of Harriston, who spent 
a few weeks lately in this district, has been 
invited by the people to settle among them 
as their pastor, at a salary, we understand, of 
$1000 per annum, part of which comes from 
the Home Mission Board of the American 
Presbyterian Church. 

At St. Vincent we found a Canada Pacific 
Railway train in waiting, not by any means so 
inviting as that we had just left. A few mi- 
nutes ride brought us across the boundary 
line to Emerson, a rapidly growing town on 
the banks of the Red River. Here the Rey. 
J. Scott, formerly of Napanee, laboured 
most assiduously for several years, and with 
marked success. The Presbyterian Church 
is not so centrally situated as might be de- 
sired, a fault which may soon be remedied as 
the town extends its borders. Mr. Scott 
having recently resolved to concentrate his 
labours at West Lynne, a rising village across 
the river from Emerson,the congregation in the 
latter place is at present without a pastor. The 
Rev. T. McGuire, of Jarvis, Ont., supplied the 
pulpit for three months this summer. Here 
we met an old college companion, Mr. D. J. 
McInnes, formerly of Erin, Ont, whose health 
compelled him two years ago to withdraw 
from the ministry, and who is now carrying 
on a prosperous general agency business in 
Emerson. A two and a half hour’s journey 
on the Pembina branch of the Canada Pa- 
cific Railway, —a few miles of which were 
still unballasted at the time of our visit— 
brought us to St. Boniface, where we disem- 
barked and crossed the River, inside an om- 
nibus, on the ferryboat to Winnipeg. We 
were met by Professor Bryce, whose hospita- 
lity we enjoyed during our stay in Winnipeg. 
Here we overtook Rev. C. B. Pitblado, of 
Halifax, who arrived the evening preceding, 
and in whose company we spent six most 
pleasant days. Winnipeg is an active, bust- 
ling, “live” city with a population of from 
eight to ten thousand. The principal busi- 
ness street has many substantial blocks 
of buildings, some of its stores and hotels 
comparing favourably with those of the 
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cities in older Provinces. This street is 


one of the widest we have ever seen,

is Knox (Presbyterian) Church, which can be 
seen from a distance of several miles in every 
direction as you approach the City. 
brick with stone foundation and has seating 
accommodation for 900, and, better still, it is 
well filled at every Sabbath service, and 
sometimes uncomfortably crowded in the 
evening. The necessity for a second Presby- 
terian church in the city is being felt and it 
is encouraging to know that the pastor,—Rey. 
J. Robertson—and Session of Knox Church 
are alive to this felt want and are moving in 
the direction of securing a site on which to 
erect a building for a second congregation. 
Mr. Robertson has done good service in the 
cause of Presbyterianism and of Christ, not 
only in Winnipeg but in the Province and 
adjacent territories. 

While the Knox Church edifice is highly 
creditable to Presbyterianism, truth con- 
strains us to say that the Manitoba (Presby- 
terian) College Building is far otherwise. 
Whatever it may have been in the earlier 
history of the City and Province it is now ut- 
terly inadequate as to size, utterly incongru- 
ous as to appearance, and altogether un- 
suitable for the purpose. We have no hesi- 
tation in saying that the College has done 
good work in the past, and the time, in our 
opinion, has most unquestionably come when 
a suitable building should be erected and the 
staff increased. We go further, and express 
our personal conviction that the time has 
come when the Church should seriously con- 
sider the propriety of adding Theology to 
the subjects already taught in the College. 
The College Board own a block of about two 
acres in the City. Fifteen thousand dollars 
would probably be sufficient to erect a build- 
ing suitable to the wants of the Institution 
for the next five or ten years. It might be 
so planned that additions could be made to 
it when found requisite. We do not know a 
better service that some one of our Presby- 
terian people, to whom God has given the

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ability, could render to the Church and the 
cause of Christ in the North west than the 
erection of this College Building in Winni- 
peg. Should, however, no one soon take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity and personally 
contribute the sum necessary to erect a 
suitable building the Church should take ac- 
tion in the matter, for we believe that the 
success of our cause in the North-west is 
largely dependent under God upon the pros- 
perity and success of the Manitoba College. 
During our stay we visited a few of the sta- 
tions in connection with our Church, inclu- 
ding Kildonan, Little Britain and Heading- 
ly, and met a number of the ministers and 
missionaries. We came in contact—put our- 
selves in the way of meeting—with all kinds 
and classes of people, even hailed passing 
conveyances while driving along the prairie, 
so as to obtain as much information as pos- 
sible about the country and especially about 
the missions of our Church. 

There is a dark, or at any rate a shad- 
ed, as well as a bright side to the coun- 
try. There are disadvantages not a few. 
There is mud, there are mosquitoes, there 
is considerable wet land, there are places 
where the water is neither over-plentiful 
nor over-good, there is a scarcity of fuel 
in certain districts and a great distance 
from markets in others, there are large 
quantities of land in the hands of spe- 
culators, interfering sadly with the planting 
of schools and mission stations at convenient. 
distances to the settlers; but, on the other 
hand, there is abundance of fertile land suffi- 
cient to sustain many millions of industrious 
settlers, a fine bracing and invigorating at- 
mosphere and a healthy climate. While the 
immigration during the present year has 
been greatly exaggerated, there is good rea- 
son to hope that the population will double 
itself every few years, and the probability is 
that before the close of the next half centu- 
ry the population west of Lake Superior will 
equal the present population east of it. 

The Protestant population is said to be 
largely Presbyterian, and especially is this 
true of the immigrants of recent years. Other 
religious bodies are putting forth vigorous 
efforts to take possession of the country,— 
notably the Methodists who have this year 
located two of their best organizers in Win- 
nipeg and Emerson,—and unless our Church 
is alive to the importance of the work and to 
the necessity of immediate vigorous action 
we will assuredly lose ground which it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, afterwards to 
regain. Without entering upon details or 
giving expression to our convictions as to 
the past policy of the Church we may re- 
mark that we fear our people do not aright 
appreciate the situation and have but a faint 
idea of the herculean task which lies before 
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us in supplying Gospel ordinances to the 
scores of new settlements in the vast North- 
west. Very important as is the service which 
has been rendered by Dr. Black, Professors 
Bryce and Hart, Rev. Mr. Robertson and 
others, in laying the foundation of Presbyte- 
rianismin the new Provinces, there is now 
a work to be done which they alone cannot 
possibly accomplish, viz: that of exploring 
new fields, systematically organizing Stations 
and, generally, supervising the whole Mission 
operations of the Presbytery. The time has 
come, we are persuaded, when the Church 
should appoint a Superintendent of Missions 
for the NorthWest, one giving his whole time 
and talents to the work, with special qualifica- 
tions for it,a man of shrewd business capacity 
and of large Missionary spirit. Such an ap- 
pointment would tend not only to the effic- 
iency of the work, it would be true economy, 
and in our opinion has become a necessity. 
Weare also strongly convinced, in the inter- 
ests of our work, of the need of appointing 
a Theological Professor in Manitoba College. 
for the training of missionaries for the North 
West. One most important service our 
Theological Seminaries have rendered in the 
older Provinces has been the regular supply 
in the summer, and occasional supply in the 
winter, of mission stations, which could not 
have been kept alive but for such services at 
the hands of students in training for the min- 
istry. It is safe to say that at least one third, 
if not fully one half, of the settled charges in 
our Church to-day became such largely 
through efforts of this kind. Important as 
has been the service thus rendered by our 
Theological Colleges in the older Provinces 
and necessary as these Colleges have been in 
this respect, much more important service 
may be expected from the establishment of a 
Theolgical College in Winnipeg, and at least 
equally necessary is such a College from 
this standpoint. And this is only one of 
several reasons that can be given for the ap- 
pointment of a Professor of Theology in 
Manitoba College. Should the Church—from 
fear of the requisite means, not being forth- 
coming,hesitate to appoint both a Superinten- 
dent of Missions and a Theological Professor, 
the two offices might as a temporary arran- 
gement be combined for a yearortwo. We 
have little doubt however of the money being 
forthcoming if proper steps are taken to 
secure it. We know of no department of 
the Church’s work which presents a stronger 
claim upon the Home Churches than this. 
Many of the immigrants are Presbyterians, 
who have come direct from Scotland and the 
North of Ireland, and surely it is the boun- 
den duty of the Churches of the Fatherland, 
to care for the spiritual interests of those 
who have gone out from their midst to settle 
in the western provinces of this Dominion. 


A larger question, and one with which the 
Church will have to grapple ere long, is the 
question of the general administration of 
Mission work in the North West. Should it 
continue to be administered by the Home 
Mission Committee as now constituted, or 
should it be placed under the care of a special 
Committee,charged with the obtaining offunds 
and, generally, the furtherance of Presbyte- 
rian interests in Manitoba and the North- 
West ? 

The General Assembly of 1879 voted down 
a motion to put a member of the Presbytery 
of Manitoba on the Home Mission Committee, 
a committee consisting of at least one member 
from every one of the other Presbyteries of 
the Church. At last Assembly a change was 
made and,one representative from Manitoba 
placed on the Committee. Is not the question 
worthy of serious consideration whether the 
mission work in that vast and rapidly settling 
territory would not be more efficiently ad- 
ministered, if not by a special Committee 
distinct from the Assembly’s Home Mission 
Board as now constituted, at least by one 
containing a much larger representation of 
those residing in the country and thoroughly 
familiar with the field, and with a due 
appreciation of its growing importance and 
its ever increasing wants? While there is 
reason for gratitude to God for what the 
Church has already been enabled to accom- 
plish, in the way of supplying religious 
ordinances to the settlers in these new Prov- 
inces, there is abundant room for increased 
liberality on the part of our Christian people, 
in enabling whatever Committee may conduct 
the work, to prosecute it with greater energy 
and wisdom and zeal than ever before. The 
future of our Church in the North-West,— 
the future of the North-West itself—depends, 
under God, in no small measure upon the 
policy adopted, and the efforts put forth by 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada during 
the next ten years. 

While in Manitoba we’ were brought into 
contact with the three great departments 
of the Church’s Mission work, viz:—Home, 
French Evangelization, and Foreign. The 
Committees charged with the conduct of 
every one of these three schemes have one 
or more Missionaries in the Presbytery of 
Manitoba. We met with several of the 
Home Missionaries. We spent a partof a day 
in visiting Rev. W. Mullins,a Missionary of the 
Board of French Evangelization, who labours 
faithfully in seeking to make known a pure 
Gospel to the French half breeds settled 
at Headingly, La Riviere Sale and White 
Horse Plains. We met with Rev. John McKay, 
a missionary labouring under the Foreign 
Mission Committee, among the Indians 
near Prince Albert. Mr. McKay and family 
were on a visit for a few weeks to relations at 
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Kildonan, where we met him in the house of 
Rev. Dr. Black. A day or two later we saw 
him start off with his family and household 
goods, on their long journey of 650 miles 
across the prairie to their distant fleld of 
labour. The sight we will never forget. The 
procession was somewhat lengthy. It was 
headed by the Missionary and one of his chil- 
dren ina “buckboard,” next came acarriage 
containing two of his daughters,then a caravan 
with Mrs. McKay and the younger children, 
then a waggon with provisions, cooking uten- 
sils &c., for use by the way, followed by a wag- 
gon with stores for future use, while in the 
rear was a singular looking conveyance which 
on a close examination we found to be ahen- 
coop on wheels, drawn by a pony. Poultry 
being very scarce in the far North-West, the 
Missionary thought it well to take a supply 
with him. On the following day, Mr. Pitblado 
and the writer, while driving on the Prairie, 
again passed the cavalcade some 15 miles west 
of Winnipeg. We wished much we had been 
able to take a photograph of the scene so as 
to reproduce it in the pages of the “ Record.” 
Mr. McKay expected to reach his destination 
in about four or five weeks from the time of 
his leaving Kildonan. 

Among other visitors we met in Manitoba 
were Rev. 8S. Young of Clifford, Ont., Rev. D. 
Pirrot of Glasgow, Scotland ; Mr. Geo. Hague, 
General Manager of the Merchants Bank, 
and Mr Joseph Mackay, of Montreal. The 
last named gentleman is at present erect- 
ing a block of stores in Emerson. Mr. McKay 
has on more than one occasion given practical 
demonstration of his deep interest in Man- 
itoba, and is at present devising liberal things 
in connection with one department of our 
work there. 

On our way home we parted company with 
Rey. Mr. Pitblado at Emerson. He was then 
setting out with Professors Bryce and Hart 
on a visit to the Mission Stations in the 
Nelsonville, Rock Lake and Turtle Mountain 
districts. Mr. Pitblado purposed proceeding 
northward from the latter district by way of 
Grand Valley, Rev. G. Roddick’s settlement. 
Before leaving Winnipeg he engaged his pas- 
sage to Prince Albert by the mail carrier, 
whom he was to meet at Odanah, Little 
Saskatchewan district, where Rev. J. Well- 
wood has’recently settled. 

He hoped to visit Edmonton, and, if possible, 
Battleford, and to return home about the end 
of October. We trust the Chureh will be 
favored with his impressions of the far North 
West in an early number of the “ Record.” 
We cannot close these disconnected,hurriedly 
penned jottings without expressing our heart- 
telt thanks for personal acts of kindness, to 
Messrs.Robertson, Hart & Bryceof Winnipeg, 
and Dr. Black of Kildonan, to all of whom the 
Church is under a deep debt of gratitude for 
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valuable and important services in the 
cause of Presbyterianism in the North-West. 


Srenuch Gvangelization.

Cf HE Pornre-avx-TREMBLES Mission ScHoots, 

recently purchased by the Board of 

Freneh Evangelization, with the sanc- 
tion of last Assembly, open on the 15th of 
October. At the date of writing (15th Sep- 
tember) there have been received 110 appli- 
cations for admission, which will probably 
be increased to 150 or 160 before the close 
of the month. The Board are at a loss to 
know what action to take in regard to these 
applications because of. lack of funds. The 
average cost of each pupil per session is fifty 
dollars, and it is earnestly hoped that a 
sufficient number of Sabbath-schools and 
private individuals will come forward without 
delay and take up scholarships, that is, gua- 
rantee the support of one or more pupils, so 
as to warrant the Board in admitting as 
many as possible of the applicants. 

Every Sabbath-school or Bible-class be- 
coming responsible for the support of a 
pupil will have a particular boy or girl 
assigned to it, concerning whose progress 
reports will be furnished, and from whom 
letters will be sent from time to time direct 
to the Sabbath-school or Bible-class. The 
following are all the scholarships thus far gua- 
ranteed :—(a.) From Sabbath-schools—Vank- 
leek Hill, 1; Drummondville, 1; St. An- 
drew’s, EE te Ont., 1; Wellington street, 
Chatham, Ont., : St. Andrew’ s, Sarnia, 1; 
Knox Church, A eroea) 2; St. Andrew’s, 
Stratford, 43 St. Andrew’s London, 1; Chal- 
mer’s Church, Woodstock, Ont., 1; McNabb 
Street Church, Hamilton, Lis St. Andrew’ B, 
London, Bible Class, 1. (0.) From individual 
Friends—Jas. Croil, Montreal, 1; A. D. Fer- 
rier, Fergus, 1; and Mrs. A. McKay, Windsor, 
Ont., 1. A total of 14. Whereas 110 appli- 
cations have already been received from 
pupils desiring admission to the schools. 
The policy of the Board is to end each year 
free from debt. Unless the number of schol- 
arships pledged is very materially increased 
during the next fortnight, the Board will be 
compelled to decline most of the applica- 
tions for admission. An average contribution 
of one dollar per week from the teachers and 
pupils of a Sabbath-school or Bible-class will 
suffice to support a pupil, and it is confi- 
dently believed that if an effort is made this 
can be accomplished in many Sabbath- 
schools that hitherto have done little for mis- 
sions. The following is an illustration of 
what can be done if the minister or Sabbath- 
school superintendent will only make the 
attempt. Recently, the superintendent of 
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small country Sabbath-school, numbering 
about 40 scholars, in the Owen Sound Pres- 
by tery—that of St. Paul’s Church, Sydenham 
—brought the claims of the Pointe-aux- 
Trembles Institute before his school, and 
without any difficulty the sum of twenty 
dollars was immediately collected and _ for. 
warded on behalf of the work. There is not 
a Sabbath-school in the whole Church where 
something could not be got if the superin- 
tendent or minister were to make the 
attempt It is earnestly hoped that many 
will do so at once and forward the amount 
received to the treasurer within the next 
fortnight. All schools or Bible-classes, or pri- 
vate friends of the work willing to guarantee 
the support of a pupil, in whole or in part, 
are urgently solicited to notify the secretary 
before the 12th of October, that the Board 
may know how to act with respect to the 
large number of applications for admission 
they are daily receiving. Now that so many 
French Roman Catholic young men and 
women are desirous of being educated in the 
truths of the Gospel, and are clammant for 
admission to the schools, it will be a terrible 
blow to the work of French Evangelization 
if the door is closed against them. 

The Rev. D. Coussirat, of France, has ac- 
cepted the appointment of last Assembly, 
and will enter upon his duties as French 
Professor of Theology in the Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, in the beginning of Octo- 
ber. Colportage being now an increasingly 
important department of the work of the 
Board of French Evangelization, Mr. Coussi- 
rat will devote a considerable part of his 
time to the training of men for this work. 
The French-Canadian Missionary Society em- 
ploy a number of faithful, self-denying col- 
porteurs. As that Society ceases operations 
about the close of this year the Assembly’s 
Board of French Evangelization are anxious 
to secure the services of several of these 
labourers, but such is the present state of 
the fund (the receipts at date being $1,000 
less than at the corresponding period of last 
year) that unless liberal contributions are 
received within the next two months it will 
be in vain to think of increasing the present 
staff. 

As illustration of the work being accom- 
plished by these colporteurs, and in the hope 
of stirring up the friends of the cause to pro- 
vide the Board with funds to enable them to 
secure their services, the following brief ex- 
tracts are taken from their reports for the 
month of July :— 

Mr. W. reports hearing often the query : 
“ Why is it that you French Protestants are 
so well educated, especially in religion ?” 
One day he met a man of advanced years 
who told him that he had given up the 
Church of Rome, because neither its services 


nor the priest’s absolution had brought 
peace to his troubled soul. And he closed 
with this sad remark: ‘Were I away from 
my parish I would become a Protestant, but 
for the sake of wife, children and business I 
must remain what I am supposed to be.” 
Mr. W. gave him a Testament which he pro- 
mised to read. Another day, during a 
shower, he saw a priest alight in front of the 
house where he had sought refuge. “My 
heart beat faster as I saw him step in, and 
the people were glad in the anticipation of a 
discussion.” On being shown a Testament. 
the priest said it was a bad book, because 
although approved by the French clergy, it 
was not by the Canadian clergy! Being 
asked to make good this assertion, he de- 
clined with visible embarrassment, on the 
score of want of time. The people, aston- 
ished at the conduct of the priest, kept the 
Testament. In the County of Montcalm Mr. 
W. was often asked whether it was true that 
Protestants had no religion, but lived like 
cattle. 

Mr. G. reports being rudely forbidden en- 
trance into the Marine Hospital, Quebec, 
because of the féte St. Jean Baptiste,which has 
heated fanaticism in an incredible manner. 

Mr. L. reports being driven through a 
whole village, tambour-cattant, just like a 
mad dog. In a house inhabited by a newly- 
married couple, Mr. S. found a Bible. The 
head of the family taking it from its hiding 
place, said: “Sir, I have it—the Big Book, 
and oh! I love it!” Ina registry office the 
official politely refused to buy a Bible, pro- 
ducing a copy of his own, at the same time 
an ignorant man present began to insult Mr. 
L., and a lawyer looking on the whole scene, 
was laughing heartily. But, as he became 
interested he grew soberand thoughtful, and 
at last bought a Testament in spite of the 
displeasure of those present. 

In Mr. V.’s report are several touching in- 
cidents. One day he read fourteen times 
the same chapters to different gatherings, 
and each time some of the listeners were 
moved to tears. On another occasion he 
spent six hours in conversation with a dying 
man, “Sir, sir! do you think that Jesus 
loves me and sees that I am sick? I have 
prayed to the Holy Virgin, but I have no 
answer !” 

But the most interesting of all is that of 
Mr. E. F. S. We wish it could be published in 
full. Ina house where he spent the night, 
he was enabled to read and preach for 
hours. The head of the family, an educated 
man, pressed him with questions, and listen- 
ed eagerly to his explanations. At last he 
acknowledged that he was tired of the 
Church of Rome, whose teachings had not 
given his soul satisfaction. Another, after. 
listening for a whole afternoon, finally said: 
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“JT am as much a Protestant as you, sir, but 
I must confess that I do not yet understand 
this new birth of which you speak, which 
would doubtless enable me to openly con- 
fess Christ as my Saviour, but pray for me 
that I may receive light and be enabled to 
follow Christ, bearing my cross.” The head 
of a very large family said: “I want to con- 
verse with you, for I am now convinced that 
Romanism cannot save my soul.” After dis- 
cussing the errors of Rome, he added: ‘I 
am no more a Roman Catholic at heart, and 
and there are nearly one hundred families in 
this parish in the same mental condition, but 
are not strong enough yet to shake off the 
yoke of popery.”’ What! not strong enough? 
“No, because the wives of many of us are 
against us, so that for the present, for the 
sake of peace, we must remain as we are— 
silent, but the day is not far off when the 
Romish clergy will be crushed, for they have 
deceived nations!” In a house Mr. S. met 
with some thirty people who had probably 
never heard of Christ. It was on the Sab- 
bath, and although he could not offer them 
Testaments for sale, he proclaimed the word 
till six o’clock, when he dismissed the people 
for tea. Some moments after they re-assem- 
bled, and he preached to them till midnight, 
and no one seemed willing to go. The next 
day he visited them one by one in their own 
homes, and ascertained with gladness that 
their faith in Rome was shaken, and the 
light beginning to dawn upon them. These 
are but few of the interesting and cheering 
facts brought out in the reports. They show 
the change that is taking place in the 
French-Canadian mind, and ought surely to 
stimulate the friends of the work to take 
courage and go forward. The expense of 
maintaining a colporteur is about $500 per 
annum. Who will be the first to come for- 
ward and assume the responsibility of the 
support of one? 

Here are several tried men, already 
thoroughly trained to the work, whose servi- 
ces are at the disposal of the Board. It will 
be a matter of unspeakable regret if, from 
lack of funds, the Church is unable to engage 
them all, Who will come to the help of the 
Board in this important juncture in the his- 
tory of French Evangelization ?

Our Hew Hebrides Alission, 
LETTER from Rev. JosepH ANNAND

‘A dated Aneityum, June 1, 1880. He 


with his family had arrived in Aneityum from 


Australia on the 27th April — seveeteen 
days from Sydney. Everything at the Mission 
was found in good order, the natives left in 
charge having proved thoroughly faithfnl and 
efficient. The hurricane which on the 23rd 
January swept over the New Hebrides had 
damaged the Mission premises on Aneityum, 
but the natives in charge had dried every- 
thing soaked with the rain, and thus pre- 
vented much loss. The missionaries were 
most cordially welcomed on their return, 
and public worship is attended with the 
greatest regularity. Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie 
have returned, but Mr. McK. is not yet well. 
The Synod was to be held at Efate. Mr. 
Annand intimates that the Aneityum people 
have resolved, now that their Bibles are paid 
for, to make arrow-root for the benefit of our 
missions to the heathen. They took up the 
idea very heartily. Thus, Mr. Annand hopes 
that in another year the contributions of 
Aneityum will be added to our funds.—The 
mission boxes from Nova Scotia arrived at 
Sydney just in time to be transferred to the 
“ Dayspring.” 


“THE NEW HEBRIDES AND CHRISTIAN 
MISSIONS.” 


Tuts is the title of a new book, just pub- 
lished by J. Nisbet & Co., London, and for 
sale by W. Drysdale, Montreal; the Book 
and Tract Society, Halifax, and other book- 
sellers. The author of the volume is Rev. 
Dr. Robert Steel, of Sydney, Australia, who 
has been for several years the judicious and 
efficient agent of the church for the New 
Hebrides Mission. No man is better quali- 
fied than Dr. Steel for the task of telling the 
marvellous story of Gospel triumph in the 
New Hebrides. He has known all the 
Missionaries ; he has traversed the field ; he is 
intimately acquainted with every particular 
of the Mission’s history. We can testify that 
he has done his work with admirable taste 
as well as with exemplary faithfulness. 

The New Hebrides Mission has been iden- 
tified with the history of our own church 
(though one of its branches) for over thirty 
years. In the Maritime Provinces the name 
of GreppIE has long been a household word. 
Though gone to his everlasting rest, his 
memory is still fresh and fragrant, and his 
name is indissolubly associated with the 
glorious triumph of the Gosp2l in Aneityum. 
The sunny isles of the Pacitic have beheld a 
brighter light than that of the natural sun ; 
the Sun of Righteousness has risen upon 
them with healing in his beams. When 
Geddie first landed in Aneityum it was a 
land of total, utter, abject moral darkness. 
The manner in which the people of that 
island were cunverted to Christ is one of the 
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most striking chapters in church history, 
ancient or modern. We may well say that 
such triumphs are the very best demonstra- 
tion of the truth, the reality, of the Christian 
Religion. The grand moral miracle of the 
regeneration of a whole island was performed 
by means of one man, with no weapon but 
the word of God. This happened within our 
own ken, not many years ago. Time has 
proved the work to have been genuine. The 
man who was the human agent told the 
story among ourselves not only with his pen 
but with his lips. Here, in the New Hebri- 
des, are “evidences of Christianity,” better 
worth studying than a hundred laboured 
treatises. Here are men such as zealous 
Williams and Harris, the stalwart brothers 
George and James Gordon, the gentle John- 
son, the cool-headed Matheson, the accom- 
plished M’Nair, the sainted and _ noble 
Donald Morrison,—here are these men giv- 
ing up their lives for the Gospel’s sake. 
These men fell, four of them by the hands of 
murderers, but others, like-minded, have 
filled their places, and carried forward the 
work of the Lord. We have at present in 
connection with our own church, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robertson on Eromanga; Mr. and Mrs. 
Mackenzie on Fate, and Mr. and Mrs. An- 
nand on Aneityum. The presence of these 
men in the field is proof enough that we 
have not, as a church, ceased to be interested 
in the New Hebrides. Nay, we cannot cease 
to feel a peculiar interest in these islands 
while they contain the graves of our Gor. 
dons and Mathesons and Johnson, and other 
faithful witnesses for Christ. 

We very cordially recommend Dr. Steel’s 
work to our ministers, and to all who wish 
to become thoroughly acquainted with one 
of the most interesting Missions of the cen- 
tury. Dr. Steel will be remembered by 
those who attended the General Assembly 
in connection with the address which he de- 
livered before that body,—an address of rare 
power, comprehensiveness and eloquence. 


THE CHINESE ZENANA. 


In a recent issue of the REcorD we gave 
Mrs. Murray Mitchell’s account of the Zena- 
nas of India. We now lay before our readers 
an account of Chinese Zenanas, which we 
condense from a paper by Mrs. Williamson :— 

Every third person on the face of the earth 
is Chinese, and every Chinese woman is the 
centre of a sort of home. An imperial de- 
cree forbids a woman to remain unmarried 
after her 18th year. Women of the middle 
and upper classes are kept in careful seclu- 
sion, and are uneducated, but their treat- 
ment is more kindly than that of Hindu 


women. The best apartments and the most 
comfortable articles of furniture are in China 
always given up to the women. They are 
not allowed to do field work or to carry bur- 
dens. Even in the poorest household the 
women are not allowed to carry water. 
When a man marries he takes his wife 
home to his father’s house, and she beeomes 
a daughter of the household. Should busi- 
ness call him to reside in another city, or 
should he go to a foreign country, his wife 
remains in the ancestral home asa guarantee 
for his return. The only case in which it is 
not deemed unfilial to set up a separate 
establishment is, when a son becomes a man- 
darin. Usually a man takes his mother to 
the magisterial residence, leaving his wife in 
the family house. 

Polygamy is not allowed in China. There 
are only two cases in which a man is permit- 
ted legally to have more than one wife. 
First, if his wife has reached the age of forty, 
and they have no children, it is thought a 
right and proper thing, indeed the first wife 
is considered neglectful of her duty if she 
does not seek out a second. Generally the 
choice of a successor is left to the first wife. 
Many times I have been amused by a visit 
from some matron of forty, leading the young 
lady on whom she had fixed as a successor. 
This second wife has no acknowledged stand- 
ing, there is no marriage ceremony, her en- 
trance into the family being entirely a matter 
of private arrangement. 

The second case is when it happens that a 
young man is the sole representative of a 
large household. He is betrothed to two 
women, the same date is fixed, a double 
marriage takes place, and the wives have 
equal standing. This double matrimony is 
not common. It is a matter of grave diffi- 
culty to the Church when any one of the 
three becomes an applicant for Christian 
fellowship. 

The lot of a Chinese woman is at best a 
very sad one. A song that nurses are fond 
of crooning over their infant charges, will 
give you an idea of the comparative feelings 
with which the birth of a daughter is re- 
garded. The rhyme goes— 


‘¢ When a son is born 
He is clad in purple ; 
He sits on a throne, 
He plays with gems, 
His ery is fiercely loud. 
When a daughter is born 
She is clothed with a rag ; 
She sits on the ground, 
She plays with a potsherd, 
Her cry is a whimper.” 


That infanticide is practised, and is not 
uncommon, we know. lt is more prevalent 
in the large cities than in the rural districts. 
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In peasant villages food is more abundant, 
and at avery early age a girl’s services be- 
come valuable. The Chinese have the good 
taste to be ashamed of infanticide: for I 
have seen street tracts, written by eminent 
scholars, and distributed gratis ; and some- 
times posted all along the streets of large 
cities, just as our advertisements are. 

When a girl is five years of age, she has to 
undergo the torture of having her feet ban- 
daged. The suffering inflicted by this is 
almost more than we would imagine. Many 
girls die under the process. She is betrothed 
in infancy, and married without having seen 
the face of her husband, and she is almost 
always a stranger to his family. Imperial 
law forbids couples of the same surname 
getting married. Though in many ways very 
harshly treated, a young Chinese wife has an 
acknowledged standing, which the rites do 
not allow to be set aside. 

If you visited one of the zenanas, where 
the rank is so great that the women are 
never seen outside the women’s court, you 
would feel yourself in an atmosphere of 
comparative refinement. At the great door 
of entrance to the women’s courts, you 
would find on the left hand the wife of the 
master of the household, on the right hand, 
the eldest son’s wife. These two ladies 
would at once relieve you of your bag, para- 
sol, &c., and hand them to a woman in wait- 
ing, then each would take a hand, and lead 
you across the court to where the eldest lady 
of the household—usually the master’s 
mother—is appointed to stand at the top of 
the steps leading into the women’s sitting 
room. There you are introduced to the old 
grandmother, then you are turned round, 
and you see that behind the two ladies who 
conducted you thus far all the rest are ar- 
ranged according to rank. After introduc- 
tions, all sit down. They ask your age and 
reason for leaving home. This leads to the 
telling of the Saviour. They listen with 
deep interest. There are usually over twenty 
women in an ordinary household, sometimes 
as many as fifty. The Chinese women are 
thoroughly industrious, the idle being de- 
spised. 

Filial piety is the distinguishing virtue of 
the Chinese, and this is pushed so far that it 
goes over to a corresponding vice. The 
great evil, “worship of ancestors,” is their 
strongest, nay, almost their only religious 
sentiment. It has its root in filial piety, 
and a patriarchal system of living is a neces- 
sary part of this worship. It is the duty of 
the women to see that no deceased ancestor 
is without the means of existence, and of 
making a fair appearance in the “ World of 
Shades.” 

Belief in the existence of the soul after 
death is very decided; yet it is a material 
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existence—I dare not use the word “ immor- 
tality.” In the minds of the Chinese, so 
exact is the parallel between the seen and 
the unseen universe—so perfect the corres- 
pondence betwixt the two, that to them un- 
speakably wretched is the future state of the 
man who leaves no posterity to minister to 
him. 

The social position of the women is not 
such a bar to Christianity as the deadly in- 
fluence of this ancestor worship. Like caste 
in India, ancestral worship in China is the 
right arm of Satan. This worship is most 
punctiliously attended to by the women of 
the middle and upper classes. In one family 
I was told—“ For some one or other of the 
illustrious dead we burn incense, and spread 
out offerings almost every day in the year.” 
In another—‘ The incense stick is never ex- 
tinguished in our house.” Thus these poor 
women are daily engaged in idolatrous wor- 
ship. Christian women alone can break 
down this altar of materialism, and in its 
place put the pure spiritual worship of Jesus ; 
they alone can, in those family circles, build 
an altar where daily prayer and praise to a 
loving Saviour will take the place of these 
idolatrous offerings to poor dead and gone hu- 
manity. Ancestral worship is soboundup and 
incorporated with the family property, that it 
seems almost impossible for a Christian to 
share in it without also sharing in these 
idolatrous rites. Christians have therefore 
to forego their claims, and give up all inter- 
est in any inheritance. We who live in 
lands where Christianity is reputable, know 
not what some of these people give up when 
they become followers of Jesus. 

We have said that the women are the 
priestesses of ancestral worship, and on the 
day of the decease, when a basin of cooked 
rice is placed in the coffin, begins the 
idolatry which seems to have no definite 
termination. The worship necessitates con- 
stant offerings of clothes, money, food, ser- 
vants, horses, carts. These offerings are all 
constructed of the most flimsy substances, 
paper and bamboo. The money is in the 
form of gold and silver ingots made of paper ; 
houses, servants, horses, carts, clothes, and 
household furniture, are all made of paper, 
beautifully painted, in exact imitation of the 
real. These paper houses are large structures; 
the servants and furniture are all placed 
in appropriate places, and they are conveyed 
to the departed in the World of Shades by 
being burned in the open air. These offer- 
ings are more costly than the nature of the 
material would suggest. 

The only real thing provided for their de- 
funct lives is the food, which of course can 
be utilized. After being left iong enough. 
for the ghosts to get the essence, the gross 
part is eaten by the household.

their duties last year, cherished the 


hope that they would be able to present to 
this General Assembly a Report in some res- 
pects more favourable than they have now to 
submit. But while these hopes have not been 
fully realized, the review of the year’s work 
brings up nothing which need either seriously 
discourage or greatly alarm the Church in the 
prosecution of that work to which it is called, 
alike by the command of Christ and by the 
indication of God’s Providence. Considera- 
ble financial embarrassment as been ocasion- 
ed by the unlooked-for increase which has 
taken place in the expenditure, and difficul- 
ties which have sprung up in connection with 
the internal working of one of the Missions 
have caused no small anxiety to those entrust- 
ed with the general oversight of the work. 
But your Committee are aware that they have 
no reason to think that any strange thing has 
befallen them. The records of other bodies 
engaged in conducting heathen Missions, 
supply too many parallels to both portions of 
their experienc. 

But, while the Report is not in all respects 
what your Committee could desire, it presents 
ample grounds for thankfulness. The work 
has, on the whole, been steadily advancing, 
new doors for Missionary labour have been 
opened, the Missionary staff has been 
strengthened, and the divine blessing has 
not been withheld. It is also satisfactory to 
find that, if the contributions have not come 
up to the estimate made for the year, they 
are, at least, somewhat in advance of any 
previously received for Foreign Missions. 
The work done, as in former years, falls into 
three departments. 
1.—MISSION TO THE INDIANS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 


At Prince Albert, on the Saskatchewan, 
two laborers have been employed during the 
year. Rev. D. C. Johnson who, for nearly 
three years, taught the Mission School with 
great efficiency, and rendered very valuable 
aid in preaching the Gospel in the various 
stations in the settlement, returned last au- 
tumn to Ontario. Miss Baker, who reached 
Prince Albert shortly after Mr. Johnson retir- 
ed from the field, has taken charge of the 
school. This lady was to have accompanied 
Rev. Donald Ross and his family to the Sas- 
katchewan, but when, owing to the state of 
his health, Mr. Ross was under the necessity 


ious Committee when they entered on 


of stopping short at Manitoba, Miss Baker 


went forward to Prince Albert, and, accord- 
ding to previous arrangement, occupied the 


_ place in the school left vacant by Mr. John- 


son. The high testimonies which had been 
previously received as to her attainments and 
efficiency as a teacher, appear to have been 
fully sustained by the reports which from 
various quarters have reached your Commit- 
tee of her success. When she went to Prince 
Albert, the Committee promised a grant only 
for one year. It has, however, been judged 
proper to continue the grant for a second 
year to the school, in the hope that, at no: 
distant day, means will be found to relieve 
your Committee entirely of its support. That 
the school is doing excellent service to the 
community, and to the cause of Christ, is 
unquestionable, but it is now only to a very 
limited extent the kind of service which is. 
naturally associated with Foreign Mission 
effort. The Indian work at Prince Albert 
has, during the year, been conducted by Rev. 
John Mackay, whose report is in some res- 
pects the most encouraging which has been 
received from that field. 

Three stations, one on the North Branch 
of the Saskatchewan, and two on the South, 
have been supplied regularly. At Sturgeon 
Lake, where the Indians are heathens and 
had formerly refused to allow Missionaries to- 
come to their reserve, Mr. Mackay has been 
able to maintain regular services, and been 
cheered by the tokens of the divine blessing.. 
Four families have here been baptized during 
the year. It is also noteworthy that Mr. Mac- 
kay laboured at this reserve under great 
disadvantages, owing to the lack of a school- 
house, or building of any kind, where the 
Indians could conveniently assemble for re- 
religious instruction. New ground was also: 
broken during the year at a locality fifteen 
miles farther up the Saskatchewan, where 
the Indians gather in large numbers looking: 
for work from the settlers. The services 
held at this point, in the house of a Presby- 
terian resident, were attended by an ave- 
rage of about forty Indians. The Indians 
who congregated at this point were for the 
most part from the reserve of a noted Cree 
chief, named Mis-ta-wa-sis, who with his band 
evinced an earnest desire to place themselves. 
under the spiritual guidance of the Presby- 
terian Church.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


We HEN itis stated that the official report 
of the proceedings of the Council, under 
the care of editors appointed by the Alliance, 
will fill alarge volume ofnine hundred pages, 
it is obvious that we cannot here enter upon 
minute details. The purpose of this sketch 
will be served if we shall succeed in giving 
the readers of the Recorp a bird’s eye view, 
so to speak, of the “ environments ”’ of this 
great meeting which has been regarded with 
such profound interest not only by Presbyte- 
rians, the world over, but, on account of its re- 
presentative character, and the importance of 
the subjects passed under review, by the 
whole of Christendom. 


Next to Edingburgh, a more fitting place 
for holding such an (cumenical Council 
could not have been selected than Philadel- 
phia—“ The City of Brotherly Love.”” Except- 
ing New York, it is the largest city in the 
United States. Its population according to 
the last census is 850,000. Its “ limits ”’ em- 


_ brace the whole county. In the city proper 


—twelve miles long and five miles broad— 
there are 170,000 self-contained houses, one 
thousand miles of streets, and two hundred 
and fifty miles of street-railways. During five 


_ years prior to 1878 it increased at the rate of

an additional house every half hour of every 


working day throughout the year; i. e. about 
— 6000 houses were built annually. It has five 


hundred Churches, thirty-nine Banks, one 
hundred Hotels, thirty-eight Markets, four 
hundred and sixty-six Schools with an ayer- 
age attendance of 88,627 scholars. Its taxable 
property is valued at $576,815,427. 1ts public 
Park contains 3300 acres. Many ofthe public 
building are splendid. Girard College, for 
orphans, built of white marble in the form 
of a Grecian Temple is perfect of its kind. It 
cost two millions of dollars. By the strange 
caprice of its founder, no minister of any de- 
nomination is allowed to enter its gates. Re- 
ligious instruction, however, is not excluded, 
and the institution, which is very large, is 
considered an admirable one. The new City 
Buildings in course of erection, also of marble, 
will when completed cost not less than four- 
teen millions of dollars. There are one hun- 
dred and twenty Presbyterian Churches, most 
of them large and costly, and one fourth of 
the entire population are Presbyterians. Of 
Roman Catholics there are 150,000. The Qua- 
kers number seven thousand, and have fifteen 
Meeting Houses, but they are no longer dis- 
tinguishable by their dress from other people. 
The coloured population, numbering over 
20,000, rejoice in the freedom, equality, and 
fraternity accorded them by Congress. They 
take their seats in the street cars and at ho- 
tel tables without let or hindrance, and it is 
not an uncommon sight to see a white man 
‘“‘ shining” the shoes of a negro on the public 
thoroughfares. 

The appointed place of rendezvous was 
the spacious and elegant offices of the Pres- 
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byterian Board of Publication, No. 1334 Ches- 
nut street. Here the delegates were cour- 
teously received, and after being supplied 
with badges and tickets and all necessary 
information, were told off to their several 
places of abode. The public reception took 
place in the Academy of Fine Arts, a beauti- 
ful building, richin its treasures of sculpture 
and painting. But the heat was oppressive, 
and the assemblage so dense and talkative 
that the eloquent adresses of welcome by the 
Governor of the State and the Mayor of the 
city were heard only bya very small number, 
On Thursday morning, 23rd September, the 
delegates and their friends to the number of 
1000 or more met in Chamber’s Church, from 
which they walked in procession to the Aca- 
demy of Music. Thousands of spectators 
flanked the line of march, and thronged the 
approach to the theatre which was soon filled 
to its utmost capacity. Never before had this 
magnificent building contained such an au- 
dience. There were at least five thousand 
people present. The sight was one never to 
be forgotten. The duty of conducting the 
opening services fell to the Rev. Dr. Paxton 
of New-York—a tall, slender man, on the 
shady side of sixty, with a pleasing manner 
and a fluent and graceful delivery. His text 
was well chosen,—“ and I say unto you, many 
shall come from the east and from the west, 
and from the north and from the south, and 
shall sit down with Abraham and Isaac and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven.’ And very 
suitable were his first words, as he looked 
around upon the vast audience,—“ this day 
is this Scripture fulfilled in your ears.” The 
address—it was scarcely a sermon — was 
worthy of the occasion, and was listened to 
with rapt attention. Several times there were 
symptoms of muffled applause which at 
length broke out into a hearty ruff when the 
speaker, reaching a climax, said that “ Pres- 
byterianism in the amplitude of its sympathies 
embraced all who place the crown upon the 
brow of Jesus.” Mr. George Junkin, the 
indefatigable chairman of the committee of 
arrangements, peremptorily rebuked the in- 
terruption, reminding the people that they 
were in the House of God, a fact which it was 
felt to be somewhat difficult, at the moment, 
to reconcile with the gaudy surroundings. 
After prayer by Rev. Dr. Jenkins, the Coun- 
cil was duly constituted and adjourned to 
meetin Horticutturat Hatuin the afternoon. 
It was intended that all the business sessions 
should have been held at that place, but 
though seated for 1600, it was found to be 
quite too small for the numbers who desired 
to attend. It was beautifully decorated. On 
each side of the hall were five panels, twen- 
ty feet in height and seven feet in width, artis- 
tically illuminated with mottoes of the Chur- 
ches represented in the Alliance, the names 
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ot distinguished persons and the dates and 
events that have been central points in the 
histories of the Churches. That the labour 
and expense bestowed upon these beautiful 
emblems might not be lost, it was agreed to 
hold the morning sessions in this hall, and 
all the others in the Academy of Music. In 
the basement of the hall lunch was served 
every day. Other parts of the building were 
fitted up as committee rooms, reading and 
writing rooms, post office, &e., &c. The first 
sederunt was occupied with an admirable 
address of welcome delivered by Rev. Dr. 
Breed of Philadelphia, and with other preli- 
minaries. The business of the Council began 
in good earnest with the evening session and 
went on uninterruptedly, without a “ hitch,” 
and scarcely a jar, until the Saturday week 
following. 

The first paper was read by Dr. Hitchcock 
of New York, on “ The Ceremonial,the Moral, 
and the Emotionalin Chistian Life and Wors- 
hip.” To usea familiar phrase, it went off like 
a sky-rocket, and fairy electrified the aud- 
ience. The length and the breadthof it were 
equal. Though not a young man, the speaker 
evidently belongs to “the advanced class of 
thinkers,” who are as yet a comparatively 
small minority in the Alliance as contra-dis- 
tinguished from the strictly orthodox. Prin- 
cipal Rainy, of Hdinburgh, followed with an 
essay on “Modern Theological Thought,” 
which will doubtless read well in print. The 
third and last paper of the evening was 
given by Principal Grant, of Kingston, in 
his usual vigorous style, on “ Religion in 
Secular Affairs.” He rather startled the au- 
dience by his outspokenness, and, along with 
Dr. Hitchcock, and partly in his defence, 
laid himself open to subsequent criticism. 
Professor Humphrey of Louisville, Kentucky, 
led off on the Friday morning with a good 
orthodox paper on “ Inspiration, Authentici- 
ty and Interpretation of the Scriptures.” He 
isan old man, very nervous, with a pronounc- 
ed American twang, and owes a debt of 
gratitude to Dr. Mathews, who took posses- 
sion of his unmanagable manuscript, and 
handed it to him page by page. He stated 
that of the four thousand persons and places 
mentioned in the Bible, in not one instance 
has the testimony of Scripture respecting 
them been invalidated. Dr. Watts, of Belfast 
was the first extempore speaker, and his de- 
fence of inspiration was a masterly effort. 
Some critics had translated the Hebrew word 
for “soul,” a smelling bottle. Well, said he, let 
us try how it will fit—“ What shall it profit 
a man if he should gain, the whole world and 
lose his own smelling bottle.” ! Kqually absurd 
were some of the glosses on Scripture. As to 
Inspiration, there was no alternative but to 
accept it in its plenitude or to disallow alto- 
gether its claim to be regarded as the word 
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of God. Dr. Wilson, of Allegheny City, dig 
coursed, upon “ The Distinctive Principles of 
Presbyterianism much in the same strain 
that Dr. Stuart Robinson did in Edinburgh 
three years ago. Moses, by his shewing, was a 
genuine Presbyterian, and when the ritualism 
of the old dispensation was abolished Presby- 
terianism remained. Dr. Graham, of London, 
called upon at short notice to take the place 
of some one else, extricated himself very 
cleverly from a difficult position by a some- 
what humourous speech on a solemn subject. 
“The Divine in Men’s Lives.” His style of 
oratory is peculiar. Professor Blaikie’s paper 
on the application of the Gospel to employers 
and employed, was worthy of the author of 
“Better Days for Working People,” though 
like many of the other papers, it suffered in 
the delivery. The venerable Chief Justice 
Drake, of Washington, delivered a good lay 
sermon upon a kindred topic, with stentorian 
voice. Professor Calderwood, of Edinburgh, 
was brilliant and incisive in his treatment 
of “the Relations of Science and Theology,” 
a subject with which the speaker was _ tho- 
roughly conversant and which he discussed 
in a manner that evidently commended itself 
to the audience. Principal McCosh, of Prin- 
ceton, one of the finest looking men in the 
Council, with a rich voice and good delivery, 
threw all his energies into his theme,—“ How 
to Deal with Young Men Trained in Science. 
in this Age of Unsettled Opinion” — and 
rather staggered some of his learned confre- 
res with his remarks on the misunderstood 
subject of Evolution. Dr. McCosh had much 
to do with the formation of the Council, if 
indeed the indea did not originate with him, 
and some of his friends think that he has re- 
ceived less consideration in connection with 
it than heis fairly entitled to. Ifhe is slightly 
egotistical, it is not be wondered at from one 
whose career since he came to America has 
been sosuccessful. “Agnosticism” was hand- 
led by Professor Flint, of Edinburgh, with re- 
markable power, but even his reputation as 
one of the keenest thinkers of the day did not 
exempt him either from criticism. He made 
bold to say that many claim the exercise of 
judgement who have very little judgement to 
exercise ; that it isa mean thing for achurch 
to make ecclesiastical capital out of the mis- 
fortunes and troubles of other churches ; that 
scholarship can alone counteract agnosticism. 
He believed in Calvin and the Westminster 
Confession, but did not believe that theology 
stopped with the one or the other, and held 
that there is yet very much land to be pos- 
sessed in the domain of theological enquiry. 
The proceedings of the fourth day began 
with a brief report on Creeds and Confessions 
by Dr. Schaff, of New York, a venerable white- 
haired man,jwith a strong German accent, 
whose critical and historical writings have 


long since given him a world-wide reputation. 
Dr. Chambers, of New York, followed with an 
interesting paper on “ Bible Revision.” Pro- 
fessor Lyman Atwater, of Princeton—another 
man famous in letters, discoursed calmly and 
ably on the difficult subject of “‘ Religion and 
Politics.” The interest of the evening session 
was well sustained by addresses from Dr. 
Hutton, of Paisley, and Principal Macvicar, of 
Montreal, on the subject of ‘ Presbyterian 
Catholicity,” and a glowing account of Tas- 
mania, by its captivating young representa- 
tive, Rev. R. S. Duff. ‘The Vicarious Sacrifice 
of Christ”? came up for consideration on the 
following morning. Principal Cairns, of Edin- 
burgh, and Dr. Hodge, of Princeton, were the 
speakers. They are both men of mark though 
cast in different moulds. There was not a 
more typical Scotchman in the Council than 
Dr. Cairns, nor one who, on the whole, made a 
better impression. Dr. Hodge is not an orator, 
but a perusal of his essay will convince any 
one who shall read it that he is a man of un- 
doubted genius. Dr.Witherspoon, of Virginia, 
scarcely did justice to his excellent paper on 
“ Future Retribution,” by reason of a muffled 
voice which rendered it almost inaudible. 
Dr. Knox, the warm-hearted and popular 
delegate from Belfast, read a stirring paper 
on the evangelization of Ireland. At the 
evening session, Sabbath-schools came in for 
a share of attention“ Their Use and Abuse”’ 
being well spoken to by Dr. Arthur Mitchell, 
of Chicago, while placards announcing the 
number of Teachers and Scholars in the dif- 
ferent countries of the world, were displayed 
in front of the galleries; and in the centre 
of the stage, upon a large card were given | 
the grand totals—l,504,613 Teachers; 12,- 
680,207 Scholars! Looking in the same direc- 
tion, but approaching by a different tack, the 
paper by Dr. Alexander Macleod, of Birken- 
head—“‘ The children’s portion in the Sab- 
bath Service,”—fitted in very appropriately. 
It was a perfect jem, and all the more valu- 
able that it came from one whohas long suc- 
cessfully practised what he so gracefully and 
eloquently presented for the consideration 
of his audience. And such an audience it 
was! The house was literally packed from 
floor to ceiling. On the following evening it was 
found necessary to hold an overflow meeting 
in the Horticultural Hall. In the two places 
there must have been 6000 people at least, 
anda considerable number more outside the 
doors. The speakers were Professor Gregg, 
of Toronto, and Rev. H. D. Ganse, of St. Louis, 
on “Sabbath Observance-” ‘the Hon. W. E. 
Dodge, of New York, on “ Temperance ;” and 
the Rev. Theodore L. Cuyler, of Brooklyn, on 
‘¢ Popular Amusements.” The same addres- 
ses were delivered in both places. and were 
greeted with hearty rounds of applause. 
Thursday, the 30th September, proved to 
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be the crowning day of the Council. It was 
given up wholly to reports and speeches on 
mission work. Dr. Murray Mitchell, of Edin- 
burgh, and Dr. Paxton, of New York, respec- 
tively, spoke of the foreign mission operations 
of the British and American churches. Dr. 
Leighton Wilson, of Baltimore, followed with 
a highly instructive paper, in which he dis- 
cussed the functions of the foreign mission- 
ary, and the pioper course to be taken in 
heathen lands for the spread of the Gospel, 
and the treatment of converts ; Dr. Lowrie, 
of New York, spoke of women’s work in this 
connection. Dr. John Marshall Lang, of Glas- 
gow, perhaps the most eloquent of the Scotish 
delegates, read an admirable, practical paper 
on “Church order and Church Life.” But the 
climax was reached in the evening, when no 
less than iden missionaries, representing 
seven different nationalities, took their seats 
on the platform, and one after another, at the 
call of the chairman, stood up to tell what 
great things had been done by the preaching 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ in the lands 
from which they came. Mr. Stout, of Yoko- 
hama, testified that, while they had not yet 
succeeded in establishing a national Church 
in Japan, Presbyterianism in its three bran- 
ches was practically a unit, and that closer 
cooperation was only a matter of time. Mr. 
MacKenzie, of Swatow, spoke hopefully of the 
spread of Christianity in China, and said that 
Presbyterianism was eminently adapted to 
the genius of the Chinese people; that there 
were now seven hundred places where Christ 
was preached in that land; thatalready there 
was a native presbytery at Amoy, and that 
the aim of the missionaries there was to 
create, as_soon as possible, a native self-sus- 
taining and self-propagating church. Mr. 
Neilson, of the New Hebrides, referred to the 
wonderful reformation that had been effected 
in the Islands of the South Seas, and to the 
fact that all the missionaries there cooperated 
with each other. Mr. Ewing described the 
work of the American Missionaries in the 
land of the Pyramids, and dwelt upon the 
necessity of raising up a native ministry as 
the best means of enlightening Egyptian 
darkness. Mr. Constantine, a polished Athen- 
ian, referred to the emancipation of Greece, 
and to the fact that Presbyterianism had 
introduced there a system of education so 
thorough that the ratio of Greeks who cannot 
read and write is less than in the United 
States. Mr. Mobille, the delegate from Basu- 
toland, told how, from small beginnings the 
good work had grown and prospered in South 
Africa. M. Hood—a negro from Siberia ; 
took the Council quite by surprise, by his 
eloquent and earnest presentation of the 
claims of his country on the Christian regards 
of this Alliance. Africa had suffered longest 
and most of all the nations. She had been 


lifted up in suffering that all men might be. 
drawn to her in sympathy, “ Nations,” he 

said, “ didnot make Presbyterians, rather, it 

was Presbyterianism that made the nations.’” 

Mr. Beattie, of Syria, drew attention to the 

peculiar difficulties of mission work in Tur- 

key and how under a system of cooperative 

agency it was being carried on successfully. 

M. Allan Wright, the Chocktaw Indian chief 
and missionary, gave a touching account of 

his own conversion. It was a natural thing 
he said for the Chocktaws to become Pres- 

byterians ‘‘for they were great believers im 

predestination.” Mr. Narayan Sheshadri, the 

high-caste Brahmin from Bombay, testified to: 
the power of the gospel and the grace of God 

which had enabled him many years ago to 
abandon the superstitions of Hindooism and 

to embrace Christianity. Conspicuous by his 

white turban and flowing tunic, no member 
of the Council attracted greater notice than 

Mr. Sheshadri, and very few expressed them- 
selves in better English or with greater effect. 

The last speaker on this memorable evening 

was the venerable Father Chiniquy, of Kan- 

kakee. The united testimony of the brethren 

who occupied the platform at this session 

afforded proof, if such were needed, of the 

adaptation of Presbyterianism, as a means of 
commending the truths of Christianity, to the 

circumstances of every kindred and tongue, 
and people, and nation that dwell upon the 

earth. 

Friday the Ist October was the last day of 
hearing papers. The first was a report of the 
commitee on “ Modes of helping the Churches 
of the European Continent,” which shewed 
that considerable progress had been made in 
carrying out the scheme inaugurated at the 
Edinburgh Council for aiding the Waldensiam 
pastors, one half of the amount aimed at had 
already been raised in Scotland, and it was 
thought the balance of $30,000 might easily 
he raised in England, the United States and — 
Canada. Rev. J.S. Macintosh, of Belfast, read 
a paper on the same subject, and was follow- 
ed by Rev. Adolphe Monod, from France, who 
presented a very hopeful view of the possi- 
bilities of Presbyterianism in the French Re- 
public. Never had the situation been more — 
favourable. In the last two years France had — 
founded and fostered a liberal Government, — 
which would not recugnize Romanism as the 
State religion. Rev. A. Buscarlet followed — 
with a similar paper on Switzerland. The — 
Rey. John Jameson spoke for Spain. The 
Rev. H. J. Arrighi, from Italy, said he would 
like to invite the Council to hold its next. 
meeting in Rome, and perhaps by that time 


the Free Presbyterian Church of Italy might 


bein possession of St. Petersand the Vatican: 
where there would be plenty of room for the 
delegates and their friends. Professor Mit- 
chell, of St. Andrew’s, read a report on “Desi- 
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derata of Church History,’ but, alas! in an 
inaudible tone of voice. Dr. Breed, of Phila- 
delphia, was heard on the “Diffusion of Pres- 
byterian Literature,” and Dr. Hatfield of New 
York, on “ Revivals of Religion,’ of which he 
highly approved. In the evening the crowd 
at the Academy was so great that it was 
found necessary to hold an overflow meeting 
in Horticultural Hall, which was also filled to 
the door, and much interest was manifested 
in the short and spirited addresses on the 
State of Religion in Bohemia, Spain, Italy, 
India, and other countries. 

In all there were about sixty papers read 
before the Council; very few of them, how- 
ever, were read in "fall, as the time-limit of 
thirty minutes foreach was strictly enforced. 
The papers were, without exception, very 
good but, as it is possible to have too much 
of evena good thing, it was generally conced- 
ed that it would have been better had the 
programme prescribed one half the number 
of essays, and allowed more time to mark, 
learn and inwardly digest what was read. 
Three sessions were held daily, namely, from 
9.30 a.m. till 1 p.m.; from 2.50 p.m. till 4.30, 
and from 7.30 until 10 p.m. About one hour 
each day was usually as much time as could 
be allotted to discussion, and it must be ad- 
mitted that the most was made of that one 
hour, during which the speakers were re- 
stricted to five minute speeches. Had it not 
been for this “safety-valve,” shall I call it, 
there might have been, if not an explosion, 
at least serious misunderstanding as to the 
real import and drift of many of the state- 
ments contained in the papers that were 
read. The result of the brief discussions that 
were held went to show that in regard to the 
essentials of our faith, the great heart of the 


_ Presbyterian Church, as here represented in 


its various branches, is true to its distinctive 
principles, and that the points of difference 
amongst its members are few and small in 
comparison with those on which all are 
agreed. The Council amounted to nothing 
if it did not give the world to understand 
that the mission of Presbyterianism still is 
to hold fast as well as to hold forth Tue 
TrutH. I1t disclosed a considerable amount 
of diversity in the polity and practice of the 
various Churches, and vindicated the claim 
of Presbytery to the expression of indepen- 
dent thought and freedom of speech ; but the 
tone of the Council, as a whole, was conserva 
tive. 

The programme for Saturday, the closing 
day of the Council, was expressed in the com- 
prehensive term “ Miscellaneous Business,” 
in which was included a variety of reports of 


committees, and votes of thanks to the citi- 
_ zens of Philadelphia for their abundant hos- 
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_pitality, to the committees of Decoration and 
Management, and to the Press for the ex- 


ceedingly good reports which they had given 
to the world of this great Convention. One 
paper more was read, and that not the least 
important that engaged the attention of the 
Council, namely, the Circular Letter prepar- 
ed by Dr. John Marshall Lang, in the name 
and behalf of the Council, which was heartily 
approved, and it was resolved to send a copy 
of it to the Churches represented in the Al- 
liance, with the request that it be read from 
all their pulpits on the first Sabbath in next 
year. At three o’clock in the afternoon, the 
Council adjourned to meet at Belfast, Ire- 
land, in the year 1884. 

It will interest our readers to know that 
the Canadian Church was largely represented 
in Philadelphia, and that the delegates ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly took their 
full share in the proceedings of the ,Council. 
Three of them read papers, all of which were 
well received. Three others were appointed 
to preside as chairmen of the meetings. Two 
were members of the Standing Committee 
on Business, and nearly all of them took part 
in the discussions which followed the read- 
ing of the papers. Two of our delegates were 
unavoidably absent— Principal McKnight, 
of Halifax, and Hon. Alexander Morris, of 
Toronto. Their places were supplied, how- 
ever, by Rev. Donald McRae, of St. John, 
as Moderator of our General Assembly, and 
Dr. Mathews, of Quebec, as Joint-Clerk of 
the Alliance. Dr. G. L. Mackay, of Formosa, 
Professor Gregg, of Toronto, and Rev. C. 
Chiniquy, were invited to sit as Associates. 
Besides these there were present, from the 
Maritime Provinces, Dr. Waters, of St. John, 
and Revds. Allan Simpson, of Halifax, 
Rey. A. Burrows, of Truro, and J. A. F. 
McBain, of Chatham, N. B. ; from Mon- 
treal, Messrs. A. B. Mackay, P. Wright, and 
John Scrimger, Ministers; and. Mr. Jas. 
Court, Elder; from Ontario, the following 
Ministers,—Dr. Bain and Mr. Burns, of Perth, 
Messrs. Burnfield, of Brockville, Beattie, of 
Blenheim, Ballantyne, of Pembroke, Camer- 
on, of Chatsworth, and Cameron, of Cots- 
worth, Chrysta], of Flamborough, Fraser, of 
St. Thomas, Hamilton, of Motherwell, Laid- 
law, of Hamilton, McKechnie, of Bothwell, 
Macpherson, of Stratford, Macpherson, of 
Nassagaweya, Murray, of Kincardine, Gil- 
christ, of Shelburne, Alexander, of Mount 
Pleasant, and McAlpine, of St. Mary’s, 
with Elder W. T. Root, of Ingersoll, and pos- 
| sibly others who may have escaped our no- 
tice. Several ladies from Canada were also 
conspicuous by their attendance. 

The hospitality of the people of Philadel- 
phia towards their numerous guests was upon 
as large a scale as the occasion which called 
it forth. Dr. Lang hit upon the right word 
by which it should be expressed, whan he 
said it was simply “ prodigious!” One thing 
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is certain, it will not soon be forgotten. The 
Presbyterian Board of Publication, too, will 
be held in pleasant remembrance in connec- 
tion with the conversazione to which they 
invited the delegates aud their friends. Few 
Churches can boast of such a Board, and few 
Boards have such splendid apartments in 
which to conduct their business. How it is 
all managed is not easily discovered. The 
building alone cost over $200,000, and it is 
free of debt. Its revenues last year were 
$191,787, the larger portion of which was de- 
rived from the sale of books and periodicals 
published under its own _ supervision— 
$34,266 being the contributions of individuals, 
churches, and legacies. The profits of the 
concern are employed in the support of mis- 
sionaries in the Home fields, whose work is 
principally directed to the formation of Sab- 
bath-schools in destitute and neglected lo- 
calities. Nor shall we forget the Young 
Men’s Christian Association who invited us 
to spend an evening in their palatial rooms, 
and provided a charming entertainment con- 
sisting of an exhibition of very fine stereopti- 
con views of Indian scenery which were cle- 
verly described by Mr. Sheshadri. The Sab- 
bath-schools of Philadelphia also invited the 
Council to visit them in detail, as well as en 
masse,and many delightful meetings there 
_were of this kind. The largest Sabbath- 
school in the city, and probably in the world, 
is that connected with Bethany Church, of 
which Mr. John Wanamaker is the superin- 
tendent. It is said to have on its roll] 2200 
scholars ranging from five.to seventy five years 
of age. Itis one of the “Institutions” of 
Philadelphia best worth seeing. The fare- 
well meetings in many of the Churches on 
the Sabbath evening were also occasions of 
very great interest. In many instances the 
churches could not contain the people, and 
the school-rooms attached to them were filled 
to overflowing. The last ovation connected 
with the Council is not the least worthy of 
mention. To many of us it was the fulfilment 
of a long-cherished desire, brought about by an 
invitation from the President and Faculties 
of Princeton College to the delegates and 
their friends to visit that celebrated seat of 
learning. A special train was provided, and 
between three and four hundred availed 
themselves of the invitation. The /jirst re- 
ception was in the chapel of the Theological 
Seminary which we were told is now sixty- 
eight years old, and we have been also given 
to understand that this old Seminary still 
glories in its conservatism of the old Con- 
fession of Faith and the Larger and Shorter 
Catechism. The second reception was in the 
First Presbyterian Church, which was also 
filled to the door. Dr. McCosh’s warm ad- 
dress of welcome drew from Dr. Main, of 
Edinburgh, and Dr. John Marshall Lang, and 
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Sheshadri, eloquent responses and touching 
tributes to the memories of some of the il- 
lustrious men who in their life-time had been 
connected with the College. We visited the 
old kirk-yard in which are the graves of 
Witherspoon, and Jonathan Edwards, and 
the Alexanders, and rare old Dr. Hodge. We 
walked about the College Park, lost, almost, 
in admiration at the natural beauty of the 
situation, and the variety and beauty of the 
buildings. We sat down to a splendid ban- 
quet in the University Hotel, and we came 
away from Princeton saying, like the Queen 
of Sheba,—“It was a true report that I 
heard in mine own land, and behold the 
half was not told me: thy wisdom and pros- 
perity exceedeth the fame which I heard.”

qa Meetines of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
were held last month at Lowell. For three 
days three thousand people were held to- 
gether by the simple eloquence of a great 
cause. There was no advertising of eloquent 
speakers. There was no business transacted, 
except the passing of a resolution of respect 
to the memory of Dr. Rufus ‘Anderson, the 
late Secretary of the Board, and the election 
of officers for the ensuing year. “These ga- 
therings,’”’ says the Curist1an Union, “are 
chiefly of Congregationalists, but they are 
not congregational gatherings, and one might 
have attended every meeting and heard 
every speech and hardly known to what de- 
nomination these Christians belonged. The 
managers of National Councils and General 
Assemblies and other like ecclesiastical con- 
ventions might, if they would, learn a lesson 
from the suggestive fact that the Church as- 
senmblages in which the American public take 
a genuine, profound and increasing interest 
are those of the Episcopal Church Congress, 
the Pan-Presbyterian Alliance, the Evangeli- 
cal Alliance, and the American Board ; meet- 
ings which take no votes, declare no opinions, 
open the door to no strife, and divert no 
energy to machine building, but give their 
whole time and thought to a free discussion 
of the themes that concern the kingdom of 
God.”

JOSEPH IN PRISON. 


NOVEMBER 7. GENESIS XXXIX : 21-23; 40: 1-8. 


house and behaved himself so well that he 

made him overseer of all that he had, v. 4. 
PoTIPHAR lived at On, or Heliopolis, ‘‘ the city 
of the sun,” ch. 41: 45, the great ecclesiastical 
capital of Egypt, where stood the celebrated 
obelisk ‘‘ Cleopatra’s Needle,” recently removed 
to London. Domestic slaves were treated with 
great kindness and familiarity, so that Joseph’s po- 
sition would be an agreeable one until Potiphar’s 
wife, having failed to move him from his integrily, 
made a false accusation against him on account of 
which he was cast into prison. V. 20, But the 
Lord was with Foseph—many of God’s servants 
have gone through a like experience. eremiah 
spent some of the happiest days of his life in prison, 
see Jer. ch. 33. Paul and Silas sang praises to God 
at Philippi, Acts 16 : 25. Luther made his trans- 
lation of the Bible while a prisoner in the Castle 
of Wartburg: good John Bunyan lay for 12 years 
in Bedford jail. Gave him favour—His treatment 
at first had been severe, Ps. 115 : 17, 18; but the 
keeper, convinced of his innocence, relaxed his 
punishment, and reposed implicit confidence in Jo- 
seph—a good character commands respect even in 
the most adverse circumstances. Ch. 40. V. 1. 
The chief butler—was not only the King’s cup- 
bearer, but overseer of the royal vineyard as well 
as of the wine cellars. Zhe chief baker—or cook, 
had the charge of providing food for the whole es- 
tablishment. Both officers, especially the former, 
were always persons of rank and importance. They 
were now State prisoners—possibly charged with 
high treason. V. 4. J/# ward- committed until 
they should be tried. A season—may mean a 
whole year. V. 5. Dreams were anciently re- 
garded as of supernatural origin. According to 
_ the inter pretation--i. e. significant, and singularly 
appropos to the circumstances of each. V. 6. 
These dreams had evidently made a strong impress- 
ion on their imaginations, ¢hey were sad—they 
shewed it in their faces, see Dan. 2:1. Vs. 7, 8. 
Joseph’s sympathies were aroused, for, had he not 
been ‘‘a dreamer” himself, ch. 37 : 5-9, he would 
not have been where he now is. But, though a 
prisoner, he had a source of resignation to the 
will of God to which they were strangers. There 
ts no tnterpreter—There were always about the 
_ court those who professed to interpret dreams, see 
Dan. 2 ; 2; but they could not be consulted in the 
_ prison. Joseph reminds them that such interpre- 
_ ters are not to be trusted, but that God could bes- 
_ tow on men, and would possibly on himself, the 
gift of interpretation in their cases, see Dan. 2: IT, 
28, 30. Tell me them—He volunteered to aid 
them through the divine help The dreams are 
told, and interpreted precisely in accordance with 
what happened to the two magnates. The butler 
was restored to his post, but, like many others, 
forgot his benefactor when he might have done him 
a good turn, vs. 14, 23. The baker was executed.

t EN years of slavery and three of imprisonment 
were the appointed discipline to prepare Jo. 
seph for the exalted position he was destined 
to fill. Two years had gone since the chief butler 
and baker had left the prison, and now Joseph is 
unexpectedly summoned into the royal presence. 
Pharaoh had in one night two portentous dreams 
which ‘‘troubled him.” All the magicians of 
Egypt could not interpret them. At last, the cup- 
bearer told how exactly his own dream had been 
interpreted by the young Hebrew slave. Pharaoh 
lost no time in sending for him and related his 
dreams which Joseph clearly interpreted to fore- 
bode seven years of great plenty to be followed by 
seven years of grievous famine. The explanation 
given was so Satisfactory to the King and his 
courtiers that they accepted it at once and proceed- 
ed to act upon the advice given them, see vs. I-40. 


V. 41. Pharaoh announces their decision in terms 
that must have taken Joseph by surprize. J have 
set thee—The thing is done. We are agreed that 
‘*there is none so discreet and wise as thou art.” 
v. 39, He could scarcely believe his ears. V. 42. 

Took off his ring—Eastern people do not sign their 
names to important documents. They have seals 
engraven with their names and titles with which 
they stamp the papers. The King’s signet ring 
given to Joseph invested him with plenipotentiary 
powers. Vestures of fine linen—a badge of dis- 
tinction worn only by the highest personages, Matt. 
11:8. A gold chain—or necklace, another badge 
of office common in civilized countries to this day. 
Vs. 43-45. The second chariot—the one which fol- 
lowed the King’s in state processions, 2 Chron. 35 : 
24. Laphnath paaneah — variously translated 
‘‘saviour of the world,” ‘‘revealer of secrets,” 
‘‘the bread of life ” Asenath—his marriage to the 
priest’s daughter completed his naturalization and 
established his position in the highest rank of so- 
ciety. Vs. 47, 48. Sy handfuls—alluding to the 
practice of reapers grasping the ears of grain which 
alone were cut. Gathered up, &c. Instead of a tenth 
he collected a fifth—double the usual tribute, ch. 
47:26. WV. 50. His two sons afterwards gave 
their names to the two ‘‘half tribes.” V. 54. Zhe 
dearth—The overflowings of the Nile only a few 
feet above or below the requisite level has pro- 
duced destructive and protracted famines in Egypt. 
V. 56. All the face of the earth—i, e. in all adja- 
cent countries. So/d—at a moderate price; that 
the people might value it the more. When money 
failed, they gave cattle for corn. When the cattle 
were pawned, they mortgaged their farms, ch. 47 : 
Lyaen20; 

Sime that the trials and afflictions of the 
righteous are always overruled for theirgood. Ps. 
119; 71.2 Cor. 4,2,7173, 18... God's ‘grace: never 
fails and it is freely offered to all. Is. 55: 1. 
Christ is the true bread of life, John 6 : 35. 
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Hosepl and his Drethren,

Seven years of plenty and two years of ‘‘ sore 
famine” had intervened. Read from the be- 
ginning of Ch. 43. JUDAH, who had saved 
Joseph’s life, see ch. 37 : 26, 27, now pleads that 
Benjamin, be not retained as a hostage, and mag- 


nanimously offers to become his substitute. Vs. 
30, 31. He depicts the heartrending grief of their 
aged father should they return without him. Vs. 


32, 33. Thy servant became surety, ch. 43 : 9. 
His father’s deep affliction had moved him to re- 
pentance, and now, éecause his father loved Benja- 
min more than himself and all the rest, he would 
willingly take his place — a noble example of ge- 
nuine affection and self-sacrifice! Ch. 44:1. Jo- 
seph’s conduct up to this point had an appearance 
of harshness, but, he was only using his knowledge 
of human nature to ascertain whether his brethren 
were dealing honestly by him, and if it would be 
judicious now to discover himself to them, The 
evidence he required had been given by their 
affection for Benjamin and respect for their father. 
The severity of a ‘‘ wise ruler ”’ and the philosophy 
of the disciplinarian gave way to the natural feel- 
ings of the man and the brother. Judah’s elo- 
quence was irresistible. It unmanned him. Cause 
every man to 90 out—The heart knoweth his own 
bitterness, Prov. 14: 10. Besides, he would not 
expose the former base conduct of his brethren to 
the members of his household and the people of 
Egypt. He wept aloud —'To indulge in long- 
continued and vehement sobbings is the usual way 
of expressing grief in the East. V. 3. “JZ am 
Foseph”’—fell upon their ears like a thunder-bolt. 
Their sin had found them out, Num. 32 : 23. 
Conscience-stricken, they were speechless. Vs. 
4, 5. Hereminded them of having sold him, ch. 
37 : 28, only to convince them of his identity 
which they were slow to recognize. And now he 
re-assures them by shewing how plainly God had 
over-ruled all that had transpired for good. V. 6 
Earing —is an old English word meaning 
‘‘ ploughing,” Exo, 34, 21. Isa. 30:24. V. 8. Z# 
was not you....but God—For his brethren to have 
spoken like that would have been hypocrisy, but in 
Joseph’s mouth the words are highly suggestive. 
They indicate (1) a forgiving spirit towards them. 
(2) His firm conviction in the fore-knowledge of 
God, and that He has a purpose in all He does, 
and that all things work together for good to them 
that love God, Rom. 8 : 28. 

LEARN the particular Providence of God in his 
dealings with men. How He frequently brings 
good out of seeming evil. How patiently he bears 
with sinners. How in the end he rewards inte- 
grity and fidelity. That we, too, have an Elder 
Brother who intercedes for us, Heb. 7 : 25. 
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Hacoh and Lhraraoh. 


NOVEMBER 28, GENESIS XLVII ; I-12. 


URurnoven entrusted with unlimited au- 
ent thority, Joseph does not forget the duty he 


owes to his master. He respectfully informs 
Pharaoh of the arrival of his friends in the land of 
GosHEN, a fertile district stretching eastward from 
the Nile, in the direction of Canaan. Vs. 2, 3. 
Five men—probably the five eldest of his brethren, 
selected as a delegation to be formally presented to 
Pharaoh. The royal conversation took precisely 
the turn Joseph had anticipated, ch. 46 33. 34, 
and his brethren answered according to previous 
instructions. Shepherds—-a calling the most des- 
pised among the Egyptians ; but the fact that every 
shepherd was ‘‘an abomination” to them would 
tend to preserve the nationality of the ‘‘ chosen 
people” of God. V. 4. Zo sojourn—not to take 
up their permanent abode. They had been taught 
to believe that, some time or other, they should 
possess ‘‘the promised land,” from which they are 
now driven by famine, see ch. 15: 13, 14. Vs 5,6. 
The land is before thee—a whole-souled man was 
Pharaoh, and this a splendid acknowledgement of — 
Joseph’s services to the nation. Amy men of acti- 
vity—of capacity for business, like Joseph himself. 
Such men are always and everywhere in demand. 
They are especially needed in the Church. V. 7. — 
Now comes the introduction of the aged patriarch. 
What a beautiful picture is here! The old man of 
God, with dignified simplicity, imploring the divine 


blessing on the head of Pharaoh — conveying | 


thanks for his great kindness to Joseph, and for 

his own courteous reception, along with a prayer 

for Pharaoh’s welfare. Vs. 8, 9. How old art 
thou? His venerable appearance made the question — 
natural, for, in the low-lying land of Egypt the 
age of man was far shorter than what it had yet be- . 
come in the hilly country of Canaan. Zhe days of 
the years.—He reckons his life by days. So should — 
we, Ps. 90:12. My pilerimage—Jacob’s life had 
been an unsettled one—from Canaan to Padanaram, ~ 
ch. 28:5; back again to Canaan, ch. 31; 18 5% 
then moving about from place to place, and now 
in Egypt. In another sense he was a pilgrim, as 
we also are pilgrims, journeying towards our eter- 
nalhome. Heb. 11,9, 10. Jew and evil—few, 
as they appeared in the retrospect ; evil, because 
he experienced many troubles. Zhe life of my fa-_ 
thers—Isaac and Abraham lived longer than Jacob, 
ch. 25 ; 7 and 35 : 28; and yet their age was short 
compared with the antideluvians, ch. 5 ; 27. V. 
11. Rameses, an old city which gave its name to- 
the district, not far from On, one of thé royal resi- 
dencies. From Rameses the children of Israel 
started on their journey out of Egypt 215 years 
later, Exo. 12: 37. V. 12. Noustshed &c,.— 
supplied all the necessaries and comforts of life 
they required. According to their fam*lies—by an 
orderly and systematic distribution to each. 


LEARN to respect constituted authorities, 1 Pet. 
2 ; 13, 14, and all who are older than ourselves, — 
parents especially. That the longest life is short, — 


and that this world is not our home. ‘

Rev. Messrs. Fraser, of Indian Lands, and 
Ross, of Kirkhill, conducted the services, 
the building being crowded at both services 
to its utmost capacity. 
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Drummonp, Lanark and Renfrew : —On 
12th September, a very neat and comfortable 
frame church was opened at this station by 
the Rey. William Burns, of Perth. It will 
accommodate about 200 persons. 


Prerrytown, Peterborough : — The new 
church at this place is so far completed as 
to be ready for occupation. On 10th Sep- 
tember a large meeting was held in it, to 
take farewell.of Rev. William Hodnett who 
has been the pastor in charge for several 
years, and who was about to leave, having 
accepted an appointment to go as a mis- 
sionary to the North-West. 


Our Colleges. 


HE seERvVICcES in connection with the open- 
ing of the Session of Knox Cotieae, To- 
ronto, were held in the College Hall, 

on 6th October. The attendance was larger 
than upon any previous occasion of the kind. 
The principal feature of interest was the de- 
livery by Principal Caven of an elaborate and 
very able address on the subject of “ Dogma 
tism in Preaching.’ Dr. Caven is very clear 
in his definition of what “ dogmatism” means, 
and comes to the conclusion that the dogma- 
tic is really the most effective method of 
preaching—the preaching which makes doc. 
trine the root of practice, and regards all ge- 
nuine religious sentiment as the product of 
truth ; which seeks above everything tomake 
truth real and impressive. We understand 
that there are sixteenor seventeen freshmen 
entering the Theological Hall this Session. 


THe PResBpyTERIAN CoLLEGE, Monrreat, 
commenced its Session of 1880-81, in Crescent 
Street Church, on the evening of 6th Octo- 
ber. There was a large attendance, com- 
prising the members of the Presbytery, then 
in session, the students, and a good represen- 
tation of all the city congregations. Special 
interest was given to the occasion by the in- 
duction of Rev. Daniel Coussirat, of the Na- 
tional Presbyterian Church of France, ap- 
pointed French Professor of Theology in this 
Institution by the General Assembly at its 
last meeting. Principal Mac Vicar announced 
that the number of students was still on the 
increase, and that two additional scholarships 
had been founded by Mr. Robert Anderson. 
Professor Coussirat delivered the inaugural 
lecture on “ The Adaptation of Protestantism 
to the genius of the French People.” 


QUEEN’S Universiry. The New College 
Buildings, erected by the munificence of the 
citizens of Kingston, were opened with great 
eclat, on the 14th of October. The buildings 
were thrown open for inspection early in the 
day and were visited by a very large number 
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of people, many of whom had come from a 
distance. All were delighted with the state- 
ly grandeur of the exterior and the beauty 
of the internal fittings. The dimensions of 
the main building are as follows :—Greatest 
length from east to west, 180 feet, greatest 
depth, 146 feet; least depth in the centre, 
50 feet; height, two stories, with a lofty 
basement, and the tower. The class-rooms 
are about 32 by 22 feet, with fourteen feet 
height of ceilings. The Laboratory is 45 feet 
by 17 feet. The museum, of semi-circular 
shape, is 70 by 40 feet. The Convocation 
Hall, which is exeeedingly handsome, is 60 
by 45 feet. The Library—70 feet by 40 feet— 
is adapted for 30,000 volumes. The opening 
ceremonies consisted of an address by the 
Mayor of Kingston, who stated that the en- 
tire cost of the edifice was $51,000. On be- 
half of the citizens he handed over the build- 
ing to the College authorities. This was 
suitably acknowledged by Principal Grant, 
after which addresses were delivered by Rev. 
Professor Williamson, LL. D., the Hon. 
Edward Blake, Chancellor of Toronto Univer- 
sity, the Hon. H. J. Joly, of Quebec, and the 
Hon. Alexander Morris, of Toronto. The 
installation of Mr. Sandford Fleming as 
Chancellor of the University took place, 
amid demonstrations of great enthusiasm, 
the next day, and was followed by a brilliant 
conversazione in the evening. 


PRESBYTERIAN CoLLeGE, Hatirax. The win- 
ter Session will be opened on the 3rd Novem- 
ber. Principal McKnight, D. D., is to deliver 
the inaugural lecture.

met in St. Matthew’s Church. The 

call from Windsor to Rey. Archibald 
Gunn was sustained and placed in Mr. Gunn’s 
hands. Mr. G. accepted the call and his in- 
duction was appointed to take place on the 
19th Oct. Measures were taken to secure 
payment of arrears at Kempt and Walton. 
Rey. D. Mackinnon reported that Upper 
Musquodoboit had paid all arrears and would 
now be in a position to call a pastor. The 
Presbytery expressed its warm satisfaction 
with the report. Resolved to apply to the 
Committee of the Aged and Infirm Min- 
isters’ Fund on behalf of Rev. John Maclean, 
now laid aside by illness. Reports of cate- 
chists were read and approved. Messrs. 
Gray, McDougall, and Dickie, were appoint- 
ed to give occasional services at Digby sta- 
tions till the end of the year. Students re- 
quiring to be examined by this Presbytery 
were referred to a Committee. 


H ALIFAX: 5th October :—The Presbytery 
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Picrov : 7th September :—The Presbytery 
met at Antigonish. It was announced that 
the mortgage on the Westville Church was 
paid off. Strenuous exertions will be made 
to pay the remaining debt of $300 before the 
end of the year. Encouraging Home Mission 
reports were received from Isaac’s Harbour, 
Wine Harbour, County Harbour, Ecum Se- 
cum, &c., where Mr, Cairns had been labour- 
ing during the summer. Rev. J. F. Forbes 
and his elders were appointed interim 
session for these stations. Rev. Thomas 
Cumming having resigned the clerkship, the 
Presbytery regretfully accepted his resigna- 
tion, and appointed Rey. E. A. McCurdy, 
Clerk. There was read a circular from Dr. 
Reid respecting the Assembly Fund, stating 
that the amount according to membership 
to be paid by this Presbytery for the current 
year is $292.85. It was resolved unanimous- 
ly that the clerk be instructed to communi- 
cate with congregations and endeavour to 
see that the amount specified be raised. 

The following minute respecting Mr. Max- 
well was unanimously adopted: “In re- 
moving from the roll the name of the Rev. 
W. Maxwell, the Presbytery take the oppor- 
tunity of placing upon record their high es. 
timation of him both as a man and a min- 
ister of the Gospel. He preached the Gos- 
pel with fidelity and earnestness and dis- 
charged his duties as a pastor faithfully. 
The Presbytery regret to part with him, and 
trust that another field of usefulness in the 
Gospel ministry may soon be opened up for 
him. A visitation of the Antigonish congre- 
gation was held, and the following finding 
was adopted: “ The Presbytery declare their 
great satisfaction with the congregation in 
the main as elicited during the visitation ; 
and are thankful for the measure of liberality 
displayed and for the prosperity enjoyed; 
and recognize the goodness of God in the 
degree of spiritual life which appears to 
exist among the members and adherents of 
the Church. Further, the Presbytery desire 
with brotherly aflection and faithfulness to 
recommend to the office-bearers and members 
of the congregation renewed consecration to 
the Lord’s service, renewed diligence in the 
Lord’s work, and increased prayerfulness for 
the Lord’s blessing.” ; 

On the 8th Sept., the Presbytery held a 
visitation of the Lochaber and Union Centre 
Congregation, and came to the following de- 
liverance: “The Presbytery find that the 
minister preaches the Gospel faithfully and 
attends to all his pastoral duties with fidelity 
and diligence, that the elders and managers 
are attentive to their work and that the con- 
gregation is in a satisfactory state and ma- 
king progress.” 

LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH :—19th Sept :— 


The Presbytery met at Lunenburg. Mr. 


Creelman was allowed three more weeks to 
make up his mind regarding the Shelburne 
call. The following motion by the clerk was 
adopted: Whereas, The statistical and finan- 
cial returns, forming the larger part of the 
volumes containing the annual “ Acts and 
Proceedings of the General Assembly,” are 
chiefly useful for the purposes of comparison 
and history as regards congregations, Presby- 
teries, and the whole Church; and Whereas, 
Their value for these purposes would be 
greatly increased by having sets of questions 
that may be used from year to year without 
change; Iesolved, That this Presbytery res- 
pectfully call the attention of the Assembly’s 
Committee on Statistics to the matter, and 
request them to adopt in the blanks for the 
present year such questions as may, in their 
judgment, be used, without frequent change, 
to elicit such information as will make the 
statistical and financial tables most valuable 
for the purposes of comparison and histor . 


| A report of work at Riversdale, by Rev. R. 


Laird was read, and Mr. Laird’s diligence 
highly commended, and the Home Mission 
Board asked to pay the balance still due. A 
circular anent Assembly Fund was read, and 
in connection therewith the Clerk moved the 
following resolution, which was laid over for 
consideration at next meeting: Whereas, 
There is a tendency to multiply schemes to 
which Presbyteries are asked to contribute, 
and the Presbytery and Assembly Funds are 
necessary for the efficient carrying on of the 
Church’s work, and in addition to these 


‘Funds, congregations are asked to contribute 


towards paying the expenses of Commission- 
ers to the General Assembly ; and Whereas. 
In the past some of the congregations within 
the bounds of this Presbytery have regularly 
contributed to all these funds, while others 
have not contributed to any of them; Where- 
as, If each congregation would punctually 
pay an amount only 20 per cent. in advance 
of that now asked for the Presbytery Fund 
alone, there would be sufficient to meet the 
claims of the three Funds, thus practically 
reducing three to one; therefore Resolved, 
That hereafter this Presbytery shall require 
each congregation within its bounds to pay 
to the Treasurer, in half-yearly instalments 
in January and July, at the rate of twelve 
dollars a year for each self-sustaining, and six 
dollars a year for each supplemented congre- 
gation to meet the claims of those Funds 
named in the preamble. | 

The course of study recommended by the 
Assembly’s Sabbath-school Committee was 
commended to the attention of Sabbath- 
schools within the bounds, and they were 
asked to take such action in the matter as 
may be possible in their circumstances. 
Public meetings are to be held during the 
autumn and winter in connection with Sab- 
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bath-schools, Temperance, and the State of 
Religion. 

St. Joon: 14th September :—Dr. Waters 
reported that he had dispensed communion 
at St. Martin’s and Black River to 24 members. 
Rev. J. C. Burgess reported that he had visit- 
ed St. George, Bocabec, and St. Andrew's and 
found all these stations in good working or- 
der. Rev. J. B. Mowatt, of Fredericton, re- 
ported that he had visited Tobique, Glass- 
ville, New Kincardine and Florenceville. Mr. 
Mowatt, and J. McG. McKay, of Woodstock, 
appointed to organize mission stations in the 
Tobique Valley, reported that they had or- 
ganized stations at two points — Three 
Brooks and Tilleyville, and attended the 
election of elders there; and that they had 
opened a new church at Three Brooks. Revs. 
Mr. Kay and K. McKay reported that they 
had organized a station at Greenfield; dis- 
pensed communion and presided at election 
of elders. Mr.C. D. McLaren and Mr. Sellers, 
students in divinity, handed in written exer- 
eises which were highly approved of by the 
Presbytery.— Messrs. Mackenzie and George, 
two other students of divinity, not being able 
to be present, sent in written exercises 
which were sustained. Mr. Ross, missionary 
catechist, was recommended for permission 
to enter on his first year’s studies at the 
Presbyterian College at Halifax. The Rev. 
Mr. Mowatt gave notice that at the next ro- 
gular meeting he would make a motion to 
divide the Presbytery. 

P. E. Isnanp : 5th October :—Clifton and 
Granville were separated from New London 
and Summerfield, and a new congregation 
formed. The resignation by Rev. William 
Scott of his charge at St. Peter’s Road was 
laid on the table. The division of Alberton 
and Tignish into separate charges was con- 
sidered and a decision postponed till further 
consultation should be had with the people. 

Truro: 12th October :—The application 
of Rev. James Christie to be received as a 
minister of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, remitted to the Presbytery by the 
General Assembly, was not granted. A com- 
mission was appointed to visit Parrsboro and 
urge payment of arrears to pastor and promp- 
titude and regularity in future. 

Monrreat: 5th October :—There were pre- 
sent 33 ministers and nine elders. Mr. 
Wright bet AGe on behalf of the Committee 
on Evangelistic services that arrangements 
had been made for holding such services in 
various parts of the Presbytery during the 
ensuing winter. A report was given in of 
missionary meetings that had been held and 
of arrangements made for holding such meet- 
ings in places where there had been post- 
poned from local causes. Mr. Warden re- 
ported as to the Home Mission work of the 
Presbytery for the past quarter, from which 


it appeared that all the stations within the 
bounds had been regularly supplied and that 
steps had been taken to sustain and extend 
the work. Rev. John Jones was re-appoint- 
ed to supply Taylor Church, Montreal, and 
to act as Moderator of the Kirk-session. Ar- 
rangements were made for the induction of 
Professor Coussirat to the French Theological 
College in Presbyterian College, Montreal. 
Mr. Anthony Koubeau, a French ex-priest, 
applied to be received as a minister of this 
Church. His application and testimonials 
were remitted to the examining committee. 
The Rev. John Irving, of Mille Isles, having 
tendered the resignation of his charge it was 
agreed to summon the congregation to 
appear for their interests at next meeting, 
A committee was appointed to consider the 
General Assembly’s remit on a Sustentation 
Fund, and to report to next meeting of 
Presbytery. 

Orrawa: 21st September :—Grants to Sup- 
plemented Congregations and Mission Fields 
were revised. Bearbrook and associated 
stations made application for an ordained 
missionary, promising three hundred and 
thirty dollars towards his salary. East Temple- 
ton is to receive weekly supply during the 
winter from members of Presbytery in hope 
of obtaining a pastor or ordained missionary 
in the spring, towards whose salary they will 
contribute at least three hundred dollars. 
All students within the bounds to be certified 
to their respective colleges. Dr. Moore re- 
ported anent French Mission Stations within 
the bounds. 


Krneston: 21st September:—There were © 


read reports (eleven of them) from all the 
students labouring within the bounds with 
the exception of two, and general satisfaction 
was expressed with the services rendered. 
Arrangements were made for the supply, 
during winter, of stations adjacent to King- 
ston through Queen’s College Missionary As- 
sociation. Mr. Craig intimated that the con- 
gregation of Millpoint had resolved to become 
self-sustaining. Sessions were enjoined to 
hold missionary meetings — the plan recom- 
mended was to have an exchange of pulpits 
on the Sabbath, and the meetings during the 
following week. A communication was read 
from the General Assembly’s Sabbath-school 
Committee touching a higher standard ot at- 
tainment among the Sabbath-school teachers 


of the Church. An obituary minute was — 


adopted respecting the Rey. Alexander 
Maclennan, of Amherst Island. : 
Preterporoven : 28th September :—After 
a lengthened conference it was agreed to 
ask the General Assembly to receive Mr. 
Peter Fleming as a minister of this Church. 
Very satisfactory reports were received from 
delegates appointed to visit the mission 
fields of the Presbytery. In accordance with 
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the recommendation of the General As- 
sembly, the following persons were appointed 
to take charge of the different schemes of 
the Church : Assembly Fund, Mr. F. R. 
Beattie ; Home Missions, Mr. Cameron ; 
Foreign Missions, Mr. Ballentine; French 
Evangelization, Mr. Torrance ; Colleges, Mr. 
Bell ; Aged and Infirm Ministers’ and 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Funds, Mr. Smith. 
A minute was adopted expressing regret at 


the departure of Rev. W. Hodnett who had 


been transferred to Manitoba. 

Linpsay: 14th September :—The time of 
the Presbytery was chiefly occupied with 
matters pertaining to the welfare of its nu- 
merous Home Mission Stations and supple- 
mented congregations. It was agreed to em- 
ploy an ordained missionary in the north 
mission field and to apply to the H. M. Com- 
mittee for a grant of $350 perannum towards 
his support. It was found that the congre- 
gations of Balsover and Victoria and Kirk- 
field, were not yet ready for an incorporating 
union. A committee was appointed to pre- 
pare questions suitable for Presbyterial vi- 
sitation, to report at next meeting. 

BaRRiE: 28th September :—There was a 
large attendance of members and of commis- 
sioners from congregations interested in the 
proceedings. Arrangements were made for 
the induction of Mr. John K. Baillie to the 
charge of Second Innisfil. The rearrange- 
ment of some of the congregations in the 
bounds has for some time engaged the 
anxious consideration of the Presbytery, and 
occupied a large share of the time at this 
meeting. Rey. Allan Finlay, of Bracebridge, 
gave an interesting account of mission work 
in his extensive diocese of Muskoka. The 
Clerk was directed to certify to their res- 
pective Colleges fourteen students, resident 
in the bounds during the summer. 

OwEN Sounp: 21st September :—The Com- 
mittees that were appointed to look after the 
finances of the mission stations reported fa- 
vourably, shewing that much success had at- 
tended the labours of the missionaries du- 
ring the summer, and that the people had 
implemented their engagements to the stu- 
dents. Applications were received from 
Wiarton and Sarawak, etc., asking that or- 
dained missionaries be sent to these fields 
by the H. M. Committee for two years. A 
call from Euphrasia and Holland to Mr. J. F. 
McLaren, signed by 98 communicants and 
41 adherents, was sustained. 

SauGcEEN: 14th September :—Four students 
gave reports of their missionary labours 
during the summer. A call from Palmerston 
in favour of Rev. J. M. Aull, of Ratho, was 
sustained. In reference to the Durham 
“Organ case,” the Presbytery resolved to 


meet with the congregation with the view of 


arriving at a wise conclusion. 


GurELPH: 21st September :—There was a 
large attendance. ‘The ministers and elders 
in Guelph were appointed a committee to 
consider the whole subject of the appoint- 
ment of commissioners to the General As- 
sembly. Parties were appointed to take 
special charge of a particular scheme of the 
Church, Mr. C. Davidson having entrusted 
to him the Foreign Mission Scheme, Mr. 
Torrance the Home Mission and Assembly 
Expenses, Mr. Mullan, French Evangeliza- 
tion, Mr. Middlemiss, the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers, Mr. McCrae, The Widows’ and 
Orphan’s, and Mr. Smellie, the College Fund. 
The consideration of the remit on a Susten- 
tation Fund was delayed till next ordinary 
meeting. The recommendations of the As- 
sembly on the State of Religion were refer- 
red to the Presbytery’s Committee on that 
subject. Mr. Smith was appointed the cor- 
responding member with the Convener of 
the Assembly’s Committee on Sabbath-schools 
with regard to the course of study and exa- 
mination proposed for Sunday-school Teach- 
ers. Mr. Middlemiss, submitted the report 
of the Committee appointed to prepare a 
scheme of missionary meetings and sermons. 


Paris: 20th September :—A presbyterial 
visitation of St. George congregation was 
held in the evening, and on the following 
day a similar visitation was held in Mr. Scrim- 
geour’s congregation, Glenmorris. 


Hamitton : 21st October :—It was reported 
that a new congregation, with forty-one 
members and seven managers had been or- 
ganized in Pearl Street, Hamilton, to be 
known hereafter as Erskine Church. It was 
announced that the late Mr. John Ganett, of 
Hamilton, had left a legacy of $100 in per-. 
petuity for the poor of Central Church, $100 
for the Home and Foreign Missions, $50 for 
the French Evangelization, and $50 for the 
College fund ; also that the late Mr. David 
Butter, of Caledonia, had left $200 for the 
schemes of the Church. It was resolved to 
hold a Sabbath-school conference at Jarvis, 
and a committee was appointed to perfect 
arrangements. 


CuatuamM: 14th October: — The meeting 
was held at Bothwell, and the first day was 
spent in holding a Sabbath-school Conven- 
tion. The resignation of Rev. A. Currie, of 
Ridgetown, was accepted. A committee was 
appointed to organize a mission station at 
Henderson. Mr, Gray was appointed to at- 
tend to the interests of the Foreign Mission 
Scheme; Mr. McKechnie, of the French 
Evangelization Scheme ; Mr. Walker, of Home 
Missions; Mr. Becket, of the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Fund, also of the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund; Mr. F. B. Stewart, of the 
Assembly Fund; Mr. Waddell, of Sabbath- 
schools ; and Mr. Smith, of the State of Reli- 


gion. A number of records of session were 
examined. 
Stratrorp : 28th September : — Messrs. 


Stewart, Waits, and Hamilton, were appoint- 
ed the Presbytery’s Home Mission Commit- 
tee for the current year. A committee was 
appointed to confer with the congregations 
at Brooksdale and Harrington. A reference 
from the Kirk-session of Mitchell was dealt 
with. A committee was appointed to report 
in regard to missionary meetings. 

Huron: 14th September -—The circular 
from the Convener of the Sabbath-school 
Committee was read and Kirk-sessions were 
instructed to submit it to the teachers of 
their Sabbath-schools requesting them to con- 
sider the subject and to report their views to 
the Convener. The following were appointed 
to attend to the schemes of the Church res- 
pectively, viz: Mr. Stewart, Home Mission ; 
Mr. McDonald, Foreign Missions ; Mr. Mce- 
Lean, Colleges ; Mr. McCoy, French Evangel- 
ization ; Mr. Musgrave, Aged and Infirm 
Ministers ; Mr. Lochead, Widows and Or- 
phans ; Mr. Thomson, Assembly Fund. A 
mode of electing Commissioners to Assembly 
was agreed upon to be adopted in future. 

MaitLanpd : 2lst September :—A call from 
Whitechurch and Fordyce to Mr. James A. 
Anderson was sustained and accepted. 
Stipend $725 with manse. A call from 
Chalmers Church, Kincardine Township, to 
Rev. Charles Cameron, of Cotswold, was sus- 
tained. Mr. Ross gave in the report on 
Presbyterial visitation, and it was agreed that 
the series of questions proposed to be used 
in this connection be printed for the con- 
sideration of members. A circular letter from 
the Convener of the Assembly’s Committee 
on Sabbath-schools was read. It was agreed 
that the Convener of the Presbytery’s Com- 
mittee on Sabbath-schools be the correspond. 
ing member, and that sessions be instructed 
to bring the matter mentioned in the circu- 
lar before the Sabbath-schools connected 
with their congregations. 

Bruce: 14th September :—The Rev. H. 
Mackay tendered resignation of his charge 
at Gore Bay and associated stations on Man- 
itoulin Island. An application was made for 
his services by the people at Manitowaning 
who promised to pay liberally towards his 
support. Mr. Tolmie submitted the Home 
Mission report and gave an interesting ac- 
count of his late visit to Manitoulin Island, 
St. Joseph’s Island, and the ‘north shore of 
Lake Huron. It was agreed to ask the Home 
Mission Committee to send at least three 
missionaries to the fields during the winter 
months. Presbyterial visitations were ap 
pointed to be held at Teeswater. 

Manitosa : 17th September :—There were 
present nineteen ministers and two elders. 
It was announced that the Rey. William 
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Hodnett, of Perrytown, had accepted an ap- 
pointment to labour as a missionary within 
the bounds, and he was appointed, mean- 
while, to the charge of the Birtle group of 
stations. Arrangements were made for the 
supply of a large number of stations during 
the winter months. It was agreed to ask 
the Home Mission Committee to send amin- 
ister to Gladstone, and that, if possible, two 
students be got to labour for the winter, one 
in the Beautiful Plains district, and the 
other for Dominion City and Green Ridge. 
The Presbytery agreed to call upon one ot 
its members to volunteer to go to Prince Al- 
bert for the winter months. An interesting 
account was given by Rev. Mr. Flett con- 
cerning the wants of the Indians in the 
neighbourhood of Fort Pelly, etc. It was 
agreed to that steps be taken to secure a ca- 
techist as soon as possible to labour with the 
Crow’s Stand band, Swan River district. The 
Foreign Mission Committee of the Presbyte- 
ry was instructed to correspond with the 
General Assembly’s Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee to take steps at once to secure the 
patent for the Okanase mission property. It 
was also agreed that the Rev. Messrs. Stew- 
art, Flett, and Wellwood be a deputation to 
visit the Sioux reserve to restore harmony 
among the Indians on that reserve, and re- 
port at the next meeting of the Presbytery, 
Rev. Mr. McKellar gave notice that at the 
next meeting of the Presbytery he would 
move an overture to the General Assembly 
to form the western part of Manitoba into a 
new Presbytery. 


Home Hlissions. 


Section, met in the lectureroom of 

Knox Church, Toronto, on the 12th of 
October, and continued its sessions for three 
days. Rev. Dr. Cochrane, Convener, occu- 
pied the chair. Rev. R. H. Warden, of Mon- 
treal, Secretary. Representatives were in at- 
tendance from all the Presbyteries, including 
Manitoba, and a great deal of important bu- 
siness was transacted at the meeting. The 
work is making rapid strides, and the reports 
from the fields are encouraging. A number 
of new missionaries were appointed to im- 
portant outposts, such as Prince Arthur’s 
Landing, Fort William, Indian Peninsula, 
Manitoulin Island, Edmonton, &c.

Obituary, 


ister of North Mara and Longford, in 

the Presbytery of Lindsay, in connection 
with the Presbyterian Church in Canada, de- 
parted this life at the manse, Uptergrove, 
after an illness of about six weeks, on Sab- 
bath morning, 19th September, in the seven- 
ty-first year of his age.

Geelesiastion Mews. 


HE Wesleyan Methodists are to hold an 
(icumenical Council next summer, in 
London, England, in the old City Road 

Chapel, in which John Wesley used to 
preach. Dr. Stopford Brooke has seceded 
from the Church of England, for the reason 
that he has come to be convinced of the im- 
possibility of miracles, and especially has 
lost faith in the miracle of the Incarnation. 
At the Church Congress, held in England, 
last month, a considerable part of the first 
day was spent in discussing the internal 
unity of the Church. The Bishop of Durham 
thought the Church of England acted wisely 
in tolerating diverse types of thought and 
opinion within its pale, claiming that the 
strength of the Church consists in its com- 
prehensiveness. Canon Farrar went so far 
as to say that the three schools of thought— 
the High, Low, and Broad Church — exerted 
a most beneficial influence on the Church as 
a whole, and the Church without their ex- 
istence would have been less Catholic, less 
vigorous, and less adapted to meet the wants 
of her many children than she was at present. 
“ Unity without diversity was death. Uni- 
formity was impossible, but unity was a sa- 
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cred duty. The amicable co-existence of the 
three parties was a sign of the vitality of the 
Church.” Dean Stanley, in his desire to 
nationalize the Established Church, points 
out in a published letter that the difficulties 
which have stood in the way of Non-conform- 
ists uniting with the Church of England have 
scarcely an existence nowadays. Respecting 
subscription to formulas he says,—‘ All the 
subscriptions which existed in former times 
are swept away. About twelve years ago,a 
Royal Commission considered the subject, 
and introduced changes so radical that the 
subject, which down to that time was fre- 
quently agitated, has never been revived. 
The declaration of ‘unfeigned assent and 
consent to all and everything in the Book of 
Common Prayer’ did drive the Nonconforming 
ministers out in 1662. The declaration of 
belief that ‘the Thirty-nine Articles, contain 
nothing contrary to the Word of God,’ the 
declaration of assent to ‘all and every the 
Thirty-nine Articles, besides the ratification ’ 
—once required from all clergymen and 
graduates—no longer exists.” Dr. Parker, 
of the City Temple Church, London, and a 
leading Nonconformist, goes further than 
Dean Stanley, and advocates an alliance of 
all Christians on a far wider basis than the 
Pan-Presbyterian or the Pan-Anglican, and 
would have “every man who adopts and 
practices the principle of self-sacrifice for the 
good of others be recognized as a living 
Christian, and included in it.” 
THe DUKE oF ARGYLE, at a recent meetin 

in the Highlands of Scotland, has given ex- 
pression to his views on Christian unity in a 
somewhat different and much more sensibie 
vein than Dr. Parker. ‘The question cannot 
but occur sometimes why should we not all 
combine, why should we require these sepa- 
rate places of worship, the points on which 
we agree being undoubtedly of infinitely 
greater importance than the points on which 
we differ. I am here to declare that the 
longer I live the more value and importance 
I attach to this great question which concerns 
the nature of the Church and the functions 
of the Christian ministry. On this great 
question, which cuts verp deep into the very 
nature of our religion, I confess to this com- 
pany that I am moreand more a Presbyterian 
by conviction. I believe that the constitution 
of the early Church, though it was probably 
very different in many respects from any 
Church which we see at present, was still, 
on the whole, more near the organisation of 
the Presbyterian Church than any other 
Church which exists on the face of the earth. 
I believe, further, that the historical process 
by which one bishop came to exercise domi- 
nion over all the other bishops of the Church 
is precisely the same historical process by 
which one Presbyter came to assume author-

ity over the other Presbyters of the Christian 
Church. Holding this view, I am amongst 
the number of those who would say to my 
Presbyterian fellow-countrymen, do not sa- 
crifice anything of your ancient traditions 
and your national opinions for the sake of 
joining the Episcopal Church or any other 
Church on earth. Treat all your brethren of 
the Christian Church, of whatever section, 
with perfect toleration, be willing to hear 
everything they may have to say in favour 
of their organisation, but until you are con- 
vinced that they are in the right in regard 
to the main principles which separate you, 
do not join them, but keep separate, keep to 
your own organisation.” 

Referring to the Confession of Faith, His 
Grace expressed the opinion that in the Re- 
formation Churches one great error was made, 
and that was having made their Confession of 
Faith and their Articles of Belief much too 
long and much too elaborate. At the same 
time there are difficulties in the way of al- 
tering it, and he was not one of those who 
would recommend that process. 

It is not ten years since evangelical minis- 
ters were subject to imprisonment for preach- 
ing the gospel in France. But now the 
whole of France is open to evangelical la- 
bourers. Every one of the 36,000 com- 
munes is accessible to the preachers of the 
gospel, and in many of these communes, the 
mayors preside at the meetings and intro- 
duce the preachers, some public hall being 
used for the purpose. This is true not only 
of the cities, but also of the provincial towns 
of France, and the people everywhere show 
an eagerness to listen to the preaching of a 
pure gospel. It is one of the most remarkable 
changes of our time. 

INTELLIGENCE of a religious revival among 
the inhabitants of the famous Norfolk Island 
has been received. These good people—the 
descendants of the mutineers of the Bounty, 
whose removal from Pitcairn Island took 
place upwards of twenty years ago—have al- 
ways borne the character of being more un- 
der the power of the Gospel than the general 
run of Christians are, and it would appear 
that their love for the truth has not abated 
of late years. Their invariable custom has 
been to assemble every morning in the ordi- 
nary place of worship for prayer, previous to 
proceeding to their daily work; and in this 
respect they resemble the seventy or eighty 
persons, including their pastor and his family, 
who form the whole population of the lonely 
little island of St. Kilda, in the Atlantic, on 
the north-west coast of Scotland, and who, 
though an isolated community, are apparent- 
ly the most godly and simple-hearted people 
in the British Isles. The Norfolk Islanders 
have three full services every Sabbath, and 
their Scriptural knowledge is said to be great. 


Their educational acquirements arealso of no 
mean order, there being an excellent school 
on the islaud. The spiritual oversight of this 
peculiar congregation has been under the 
Rev. Mr. Nobbs, who on the occasion of his 
visiting England was presented to the Queen, 
and immediately afterwards ordained by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury as minister of 
Pitcairn Island. Mr. Nobbs, who is an old 
naval officer, and whose life seems to have 
been a chequered one, is a piously-devoted 
man, and it is not therefore strange that his 
labours should bear fruit. 

THE Brste has now been translated into 
two hundred and seventy different languages 
and dialects. Some idea of the time and la- 
bour involved may be gathered from the fact 
that it has taken six years to prepare the 
Japanese version of the New Testament 
which has just been completed. The event 
was celebrated in Yokahamaas an important 
era in the history of the evangelization of 
Japan. Missionaries connected with at least 
fourteen different societies were present, and 
a large congregation of native Christians. It 
was remarked by one of the American mis- 
sionaries, that ‘no possible reverses can now 
quench the light of the Gospel in this heathen 
land. Were every missionary expelled, as 
they were at a former time, it would now be 
impossible to expel the Scriptures, which 
during the last decade have been sown wide- 
ly through the land.” Thousands of New 
Testaments and hundreds of Bibles in the 
Chinese language have been circulated in 
Japan. The task of completing a Japanese 
version of the Old Testament will be pro- 
ceeded with immediately. According to re- 
cent returns, the total membership of the 
Protestant Churches in Japan in December, 
1879, was 2,701, an increase of 1,084 since 
July, 1878. There are now in Japan, 66 
married couples, 11 unmarried men, and 40 
unmarried women, making a total of 183 mis- 
sionaries, of whom 140 are Americans. 


THERE IS A LEGEND to the effect that, as So- 
lomon’s temple progressed, a dressed stone 
was sent there from the quarries, for which 
no place could be found. Over and over 
again the workmen examined it, and tried it 
in various ways, but to no purpose. Itseem- 
ed fitted for no place whatever, and hence it 
was left unnoticed at last, and became over- 
grown with weeds. But when the work was 
about completed, the headstone of the corner 
was missing. From the quarries came the 
word that it had been sent, but where was 
it? Then the rejected stone was remember- 
ed, and upon seeking it out, that which the 
builders had rejected became the chief orna-

Moses, and others rejected Jesus, but God has 
places of eternal honor for each of them. 
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Hoint-awux-Trembles Mission 
Schools. 
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“A7 ITH the exception of the cities of 
/ Montreal and Quebec there is per- 
haps no place in Lower Canada the 
name of which is better known than that of 
Pointe-aux-Trembles, where for the last forty 
years Mission Schools for the Christian edu- 
cation of the children of French Canadians 
have been successfully conducted. Pointe- 
aux-Trembles is on the North Shore of the 
St. Lawrence river, about 9 miles east of 
Montreal. On the Mission property there 
are two large school buildings, one for boys 
which can accommodate about 150 and the 
other for girls with accommodation for be- 

tween 40 and 50. 

The above cut represents the boys’ school. 
The schools were founded by the French 
Canadian Missionary Society and were in 
July last transferred to the Board of French 
Evangelization of our own Church. About 
2000 French Canadians have been educated 
here. Many of these now occupy positions 
of trust and influence as ministers, teachers, 
physicians, lawyers, merchants, &c. Pupils 
are admitted between the ages of 15 and 25, 
the average age being about 18. A preference 
is given to the sons and daughters of French 
Roman Catholic parents and to the children 


of recent converts from Rome, living in 
parishes where there is no protestant school. 

Heretofore very few of the pupils have re- 
mained Roman Catholics after being for a 
short time in these schools. The session 
begins on the 15th of October and lasts 
seven months. About 200 applications for 
admission during the present session have 
been received, but owing to the scarcity of 
funds the Board have thus far agreed to admit 
only a limited number. The expense of each 
pupil is about $50 per session With a view 
~to meet the expenditure and to deepen the 
interest of the Church in this important 
work, the Board are anxious that the schools 
should be entirely supported by means of 
scholarships contributed by private friends 
and especially by the Sabbath-schools of the 
Church,—a particular pupil being assigned 
to the donor of each scholarship and put in 
correspondence with him. Thus far only 
30 of these scholarships have been guaran- 
teed for this session, and those have been 
taken chiefly by small Sabbath-schools or 
parties of limited means. Many of the letters 
intimating the scholarships have been most 
cheering and encouraging. One gentleman

writes ‘By the appeal ef the Board I have 
decided, I trust under the leading of the 
Holy Spirit, to undertake the support of a 
pupil at the Mission School at Pointe-aux- 
Trembles, paying $10 per month for five suc- 
cessive months beginning with November, 
&e.” Another member of the Church, of 
limited ability, in the Guelph district sends a 
draft for $50 to maintain a pupil this session. 
A lady from Pembroke, who has no money 
to give, forwards a piece of embroidered 
work to be sold in the interest of the schools. 

A lady from Quebec city in remitting a 
contribution says “The cause is very near 
and dear to my heart. I think as a church 
the schools at Pointe-aux-Trembles have a 
very strong claim upon us. It was with much 
sorrow I learned that the funds are so low. 
Should not a special Sabbath day collection 
be taken in all congregations for the schools ? 
Are there not individuals who would club 
together, two or three, and support a pupil. 
Oh how I wish that I had more time at my 
disposal so that I might use it in obtaining 
help. As it is I try to urge the necessity 
when I have an opportunity, but here in the 
midst of popery it is not easy to do much. 
When so much money is being wasted in 
Church adornment and tinsel and folly, sure- 
ly, surely it becomes us to work in such a 
cause as the Christian education of young 
Catholics. I now enclose a small contribu- 
tion which you will please devote to the fund 
and you may (D.V.) expect the sum of $2 on 
the first week of every month till August 
1881 which is all I can do in the mean- 
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time, &c.”” Will not very many of the Lord’s 
children come at once to the help of the 
Board and enable them to admit as many pu- 
pils as the buildings can accommodate? Will 
not Ministers and Sabbath-school Superinten- 
dents at once take the matter up and notify 
the Board of their readiness to support one 
or more pupils ? 

We earnestly trust that many will do so 
without delay. 


THANKSGIVING COLLECTION. 


The Dominion Government has appointed 
Wednesday, 3rd November, as a Day of 
Thanksgiving. What more appropriate than 
that a special collection be made in all our 
churches that day for the Pointe aux-Trembles 
Schools. We trust that this suggestion will 
meet with favour and be adopted in very 
many of our churches. We trust that in 
all our Congregations and Sabbath-schools, 
special prayer will be offered on behalf of 
the Schools, that the work of the present 
session may be greatly blessed, and that 
many of the pupils may not only see the 
errors of Romanism but be led to give their 
hearts to the Saviour. 


Ex-PRIESTS. 


A number of Priests of the Church of Rome 
are at present knocking for admission at the 
door of our Church. One of those appeared 
last week before the Presbytery of Montreal. 
After careful examination by a Committee, 
the Presbytery resolved to ask him to attend 
the Montreal Presbyterian College this ses- 
sion. He was willing, but had no money to 
enable him todo so. So favorably impressed 
were they with this gentleman that the mem- 
bers of Presbytery at once subscribed a sum 
sufficient to meet his expenses this Session. 
Three other applicants are anxious to attend 
College but have not the necessary funds to 
enable them to do so. Will not some gener- 
ous friends of the work at once provide the 
requisite means ? Contributions for this pur- 
pose will be received and duly acknowledged 
by the Treasurer of the Board, Rev. R. H.

foreign Mission Report. 
(WESTERN SECTION.) 


(Continued. ) 


Fourteen years ago, when Mis-tawa-sis and 
his band were wandering over the plains in a 
purely savage and heathen state, they visited 
Prince Albert, and were brought under the 
influence of the late Rev. James Nisbet and 
his interpreter, Mr. Mackay. They were the 
first missionaries with whom these Indians 
had come in contact. The impression made 
upon them appears to have been deeper than 
was supposed at the time. After white set- 
tlers came to the neighbourhood, they moved 
away, and are now settled upon a reserve 
north of Carlton, about seventy miles from 
Prince Albert, but they have not forgotten 
what they learned in by-gone years. Other 
denominations have sought to find entrance 
among them, but they evince a strong de- 
sire to obtain the means of grace from those 
who first brought them to the light. A year 
ago, the chief called together all his council- 
lors and head men to decide what steps 
should be taken to secure a teacher from 
their own denomination. He then sent for 
Mr. Mackay, and asked him what prospect 
there was that they could obtain a minister 
for themselves. Mr. Mackay could not give 
them any definite assurance, but promised 
to let his brethren know, and to do what he 
could for them. Last winter, a second coun- 
cil was held, and the old chief Mis-ta-wa-sis 
himself was sent as a delegate to Mr. Mackay, 
to urge their request for a minister. Ina 
lengthened conversation he referred to the 
time, fourteen years before, when Mr. Mac- 
kay began to teach them. He and his fol- 
lowers were then upon the war path. “He 
wondered,” writes Mr. Mackay, “that I was 
not afraid to go among them, when danger 
impended. He said the Almighty had di- 
rected his footsteps toward the setting sun, 
where by the river he had learned to know 
Christ ; and the object of his mission was to- 
see if I could aid him to get a minister of 
his own. He wished me to tell the Commit- 
tee that they wanted no other than the na- 
tive who speaks their own language, and who. 
first taught him to know God, meaning my- 
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self. ‘Iam not,’ he continued, ‘ working for 
a day only, but that this thing may be per- 
manent.’ This, he said, was the determina- 
tion of himself and his people.” 

This earnest Macedonian call comes from 
a band which numbers from 370 to 400 In- 
dians, which is presided over by perhaps 
the most popular and influential chief of the 
Cree nation. Mr. Mackay has indicated, more- 
over, his willingness to labour among these 
people who plead so earnestly for his ser- 
vices. He reports thirteen baptisms and 
three marriages among the Indians of this 
Reserve. Your Committee have already ta- 
ken steps which may lead to the early occu- 
pation of this promising field. 

At Okanase and the associated stations, 
Rev. George Flett has laboured with his 
usual zeal and self-denial, and is, upon the 
whole, encouraged by the decided indications 
of good accomplished. He reports 37 bap- 
tisms at Okanase, 7 at Fort Ellice, and 24 at 
Fort Pelley, making a total of 68 registered, 
during the year, among the visible people of 
Christ. Of these 32 were adults. He reports 
also 7 marriages, 7 deaths, and 34 members 
in full communion, resident at Okanase and 
Fort Pelly. Owing to the scarcity of provi- 
sions among the Indians, many of them 
during the past winter, were with great 
difficulty saved from starvation, and Mr. 
Flett’s limited resources were taxed to the 
utmost to meet the pressing calls made 
upon him. He writes “Just before Christ- 
mas, I had to make four trips to a camp 
of Indians north of us, to bring them some 
food and medicine, and also some clothing 
which Mrs. Bryce had the goodness to gather 
from other kind friends. I saw there was 
danger of their freezing todeath, so I got my 
team of horses and made two trips, and 
brought them all to my place— twenty of 
them.” And when we add to this, that Mr. 
Flett had himself to feed from 20 to 25 In- 
dians every day, for more than a month, the 
Church will easily perceive the burden that 
such a winter lays upon a self-denying and 
generous missionary. The Committee made 
a grant of $200.00 to aid in the erection of a 
church at Okanase, where the lack of such a 
building was greatly felt. The wood for the 
church was got out during the winter, and 
this gave a little employment to some of the 
young men, and aided in a measure to lessen 
the distress. 

The work among Sioux or Dakota Indians, 
near Fort Ellice, has been carried on as 
formerly, by Rev. Solomon Tunkansuicye, 
but as he does not either speak or write the 
English language, there is great difficulty in 
obtaining detailed information in reference 
to his work. He enjoys, however, the full 
confidence of the Presbytery of Manitoba, 
and of Christians who reside in the neigh- 
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bourhood in which he labours. He travels 
over a considerable extent of country, visit- 
ing the Reserves which have been set apart 
for the Sioux Indians. The school at the 
Reserve has been kept open for a portion of 
the year, but, owing to the very small at- 
tendance, it seems probable that it will be 
found necessary to close it. Your Commit- 
tee await further information respecting it. 


II.—MISSION TO CHINA. 


Your Committee have always been able to 
turn with satisfaction to this department of 
the work. The blessing which so early 
crowned the labours of your first missionary, 
continues to attend the work in Formosa. 
Marked progress has been made during the 
year. Five new chapels have been opened, 
and two old ones rebuilt. When the last Re- 
port was presented to the General Assembly, 
there were fifteen chapels and fifteen trained 
native helpers, now there are twenty chapels, 
each of which is supplied by a trained na- 
tive helper. There were then 255 members 
in full communion, now there are at least 
300. More than 2000 persons have abandon- 
ed idolatry, and wait regularly on the means 
of grace in connection with the various cha- 
pels. Elders and deacons have been ordain- 
ed, two Bible women carry the Gospel to 
their heathen sisters, and eight schools are 
giving elementary instruction to the young. 


During the year an hospital has been erect- 
ed at Tamsui at an expense of nearly $3,000. 
The honour of this enterprise is chiefly due 
to the large-hearted liberality of Mrs. Mackay, 
of Windsor, Ont. She desired to perpetuate 
the memory of her late husband by the erec- 
tion of a permanent building in connection 
with the Formosa Mission. The sum of $1,700 
has been received from Mrs. Mackay, in two 
donations, and invested in the fine building 
which has been completed at Tamsui. Your 
Committee propose that it shall hereafter be 
styled “the Mackay Hospital.” In this way 
they hope that the streams of beneficence 
which may be expected to flow steadily from 
the Institution will, both in Canada and 
China, be constantly associated with the 
name of departed worth. 


Dr. Ringer, in his Annual Report, states 
that ‘the new Hospital, now completed, pro- 
mises to be a most satisfactory edifice. It 
contains four wards, a consulting room, and 
large hall; the latter doubly utilized as a 
waiting-room and chapel. There are also se- 
veral private apartments for assistants, and 
the general accommodation in every way jus- 
tifies the hope that considerable increased 
indoor relief will be afforded to sufferers du- 
ring subsequent years.” 


The Hospital has, under the care of Dr. 
Ringer, continued to render excellent service 
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to the Mission. It has done much to alle- 
viate human sufferings and commend Chris- 
tianity by its practical fruits to the Chinese. 
During the year, 1, 204 new patients attend- 
ed the hospital, of whom sixty-two were 
treated in the house. The Church is under 
continued obligations to Dr. Ringer for the 
vyaluable services he has so long rendered 
cheerfully and gratuitously to the Hospital. 
With him it has evidently been a labour of 
love, but it is none the less worthy of special 
and hearty recognition on the part of the 
Canadian Church. At Kelung, a second hos- 
pital on a much smaller scale was opened 
during the year at the suggestion of Dr. 
Mann, the resident English physician, and 
placed under his care. The pleasure of work- 
ing in a noble cause is the only temporal re- 
-ward which he receives for his generous la- 
bours. 

It is less necessary for your Committee to 
give minute details of the work in Formosa, 
as the General Assembly will, they trust, be 
addressed by one who has been honoured to 
found the Mission, and, up to the present 
time, to be its controlling spirit. He will be 
able to speak from personal knowledge with 
an accuracy and force which no Committee 
can hope to equal. It is with much pleasure 
your Committee have learned that Rev. Dr. 
G. L. Mackay, your first missionary to For- 
mosa, has at last yielded to their solicitations 
and left China on a visit to his native land. 
His abounding labours, under a climate pe- 
culiarly trying to the health of foreigners, 
rendered a season of relaxation in every way 
necessary. He returns after eight years’ la- 
bour, such as few men have accomplished. 
It is no ordinary joy to welcome back for a 
season one whom God has so richly owned 
and blessed in His service. 

The return of the senior missionary for a 
season to Canada, has devolved upon the 
Rev. K. F. Junor weighty responsibilities. 
The entire oversight of the extensive work in 
Northern Formosa is laid upon him, until 
his colleague is able to return to China. But, 
with his knowledge of the language, and ac- 
quaintance with the mode of conducting the 
mission in Formosa, your Committee have 
every confidence that he will with God's 
blessing, if spared in health, prove equal to 
the occasion. At the date of his last letter, 
he had returned from a tour among a num- 
ber of the stations, and speaks very hopefully 
of the prospects of the work. He mentions 
facts which shew that the Gospel is gradually 
spreading among the people, and that not a 
few of the leading Mandarins manifest a 
friendly spirit. A man who had recently 
occasion to apply to the Mandarin at Tek- 
Chham on business, informed that official, 
“that he was going to enter the Church of 

Jesus. The Mandarin told him that if he 
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wished to do so that was good.” Mr. Junor 
may well add, “there is great reason for 
thankfulness to God that we have a Mandarin 
in such an important city favourable to the 
Gospel.” Others also in high places are re- 
ferred to as equally friendly. But, after all, 
the most hopeful symptom appears to be the 
wide-spread feeling of respect and esteem 
with which the mass of the people have learn- 
ed to regard the missionaries and the Gospel 
which they proclaim. There is reason to be- 
heve that the foundation has been laid for a 
great and stable work. 


IlI.—-MISSION TO CENTRAL INDIA. 


India presents a mission field secondin ex- 
tent and population only to China. Its rela- 
tion to the British Empire gives it a special 
claim upon the Christians who live under the 
same flag. Fifty years ago, when Duff landed 
in India, but small impression had been made 
by missionary zeal upon the dense mass of 
heathenism. and the prospect of the ultimate 
evangelization of the land seemed almost 
hopeless. But since that time such progress 
has been made that even the weakest faith 
may gather courage from it. Half a million 
of the population gathered into the fold of 
Protestant Christianity, represents a small 
portion of what has been done. Western 
and Christian ideas have largely permeated 
society. By a process of sapping and mining, 
the way has been prepared for the overthrow 
of the hoary superstitions which have long 
enslaved the people. For many years the 
Church has been sowing the seed, and now 
every year gives clearer promise of an abun- 
dant harvest. 

In Central India, where the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada has broken ground, matters 
have not moved on very satisfactorily during 
the year, but there is reason to hope that a 
measure of good has been done, and the way 
in some degree prepared for better things in 
the future. On the 9th September, Mr. John 
Wilkie, M.A., was ordained as a minister of 
the Gospel, and designated as missionary to 
Central India by the Presbytery of Guelph, 
and, shortly after, he and his excellent wife 
sailed from Quebec on their way to the scene 
of their future labours. They arrived in 
safety at Bombay on the 22nd December, and 
reached Mhow on the 25th of the same 
month, and the next day went on to Indore, 
where they have taken up their abode. The 
Committee having appointed Mr. Wilkie 
Treasurer to the Mission in Central India, he 
entered upon his duties on the Ist January, 
and the ability and care with which he has 
discharged the duties of this important office 
have given great satisfaction to your Com- 
mittee. Mr. Wilkie is in the meantime deyo- 
ting his energies chiefly to the acquisition of 
the language. 
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Rev. J. F. Campbell sends an interesting 
report of the work done at Mhow during the 
year. The agencies employed there have 
been exceedingly varied. Without attempt- 
ing to give all the details, we may mention 
that there is a Sabbath morning service with 
an average attendance of about 38, a Sabbath- 
school and Bible-class where about 48 per- 
sons, men, boys and girls, receive instruction. 
A daily service is held in the bungalow, 
chiefly for the servants and their friends, and 
a prayer meeting is maintained weekly. A 
boys’ school is sustained which has an ave- 
rage attendance of nearly 43. To this may 
be added street preaching, services of song, 
and preaching in the villages around Mhow, 
34 of which have in the course of the year 
heard the Gospel. A discussion also was held 
for ten evenings with a Mahommedan Moul- 
vie who came to Mhow on a preaching tour. 
Mrs. Campbell, assisted by the wife and 
daughter of the catechist, conducted a girls’ 
school, which, during the last quarter, had 
an average attendance of 15, and she visited 
twenty-one zenanas. Two of these families 
have left Mhow, and one has been given up, 
so that the number now visited is eighteen. 

Towards the end of January, Mr. Campbell, 
leaving the work at Mhow under the care of 
his catechist, started on his third itinerancy, 
which lasted about seven weeks. He was ac- 
companied and aided in his work by a col- 
porteur of the Bible Society, whom he em- 
ployed to go with him on his tour. In this 
journey Mr. Campbell travelled 300 miles, 
and visited more than forty places, including 
the seats of three Rajahs and four Shakurs 
(chiefs) and besides the word preached, 
about 700 portions of Scripture, mostly Gos- 
pels, were sold at reduced prices. A large 
number of tracts and small books were also 
sold. In two places Mrs. Campbell was in 
vited to visit the Shukurani (wife of the Sha- 
kur), and then, and on a few other occasions, 
had the privilege of declaring the Gospel to 
a number of women. So far as known, the 
Gospel had never been before preached in 
most of these places. During the year Mr. 
Campbell baptized one man and two children. 
The man had been for a considerable time 
on probation, and has so far given great sa- 
tisfaction. 

A brief printed report of the work accom- 
plished by the printing press at Indore has 
just come to hand. It adds, however, almost 
nothing to the fuller report received last 
year. From the report just received, it ap- 
pears that there have been issued from the 
Indore press, in English and Hindi, about 
162,450 copies of Scripture and other tracts, 
representing 1,516,150 pages of religious 
matter. The circulation of so much Christian 
literature, which the natives read with avidi- 
ty, cannot be unproductive of good. 


The following statement of the Receipts 
and expenditure for the year is, in some res- 
pects, so exceptional that it deserves, and no 
doubt will receive, special attention from 
the General Assembly :—

This statement is, no doubt, somewhat 
startling. It is not, however, without ele- 
ments which may encourage. It is certainly 
satisfactory to find that during the year in 
which very special and successful efforts 
have been put forth to evoke the liberality 
of the Church on behalf of other schemes, the 
Foreign Mission Fund, without any special 
effort, has not only held its own, but has 
reached a somewhat higher point than it 
ever did before. Last year the total receipts 
were $21,815.30, and this year they are 
$22,471.59, or $656.20 in advance of last 

ear. 

But a debt which has increased $11,500.00 
in one year, and which now amounts to 
$16,558.83, is a disagreeable fact which needs 
some explanation. An examination of the 
accounts shews that the debt was greater by 
a considerable amount at the commencement 
of the year than was ascertained when the 
report was given in to the Assembly in June 
last. The sum of $2,500.00 was sent to In- 
dia to meet instalments on the mission pro- 
perty purchased. From information subse- 
quently received, there is reason to think 
that this amount was largely used for the 
ordinary expenditure of the mission, while 
the instalments on the property were in the 
first instance met by money borrowed in In- 
dia, which had to be repaid by your Commit- 
tee during the year now closed. There was 
also a balance due on the salary of Rev. Dr. 
G. L. Mackay, in Formosa, for the year 1878, 
which he did not draw until1879. Thedebt, 
therefore, cannot have been less, at the time 
of last Assembly than $7,000.00. From the 
arrangements which have been made to se- 
cure regularly quarterly financial returns 
from all the missions, and of their receipts 
and expenditure, it is believed that such an 
inaccuracy is not likely again to occur in the 
report to the General Assembly. 
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This, however, does not explain the very 
great increase which has taken place in the 
expenditure of the year. This is almost en- 
tirely due to the large sum paid during the 
year for mission property in Chinaand India. 
During the year 1879 there were extra ex- 
penses, in connection with the Formosa work 
of a kind not likely to occur again for some 
time, amounting to $5,452.64. A large pro- 
portion of this sum was incurred during the 
past ecclesiastical year. Of this amount, no 
less than $4,280.00 was expended in the 
erection of the new hospital, and repairs 
made upon the mission houses at Tamsui 
which had been assailed by white ants, and 
in the erection of new chapels, beyond the 
sum put in estimate for that purpose for the 
current year. For the sum of $4,280.00, 
Mission property, all of a very necessary 
kind, can be shewn in Formosa. 

During the same period, nearly the entire 
price of the mission property at Indore, 
amounting to about $7,661.00, has been paid. 
It will be remembered that the General As- 
sembly at Hamilton in 1878, authorized the 
Committee to proceed with the erection of 
buildings for residence of missionaries at In- 
dore; and enjoined ministers to lay the ur- 
gent need of such buildings before their con- 
gregations, as part of the ordinary require- 
ments of the Fund. It is to this large but 
very necessary expenditure, incurred with 
the direct sanction of the supreme court, 
that the present embarrassment is chiefly 
due. The $4,280.00 expended upon proper- 
ty in China, together with the sum spent 
upon the mission buildings at Indore, makes 
a total of $11,941.00, which is more than the 
entire increase in the debt during the year. 

Your Committee have been able, for the 
first time, to secure both from India and 
China, estimates in advance, for the annual 
expenditure of these missions. The latter 
they were able to sanction without any 
change, but the former which is, however, 
$5,500.00 less than was spent in India last 
year, they have been able still further to re- 
duce. Your Commitee believe that by means 
of these estimates their successors will be 
able, in future, to regulate the outlay of the 
various missions, so as to prevent the accu- 
mulation of debt. But your Committee trust 
that an earnest effort will be sanctioned by 
the General Assembly, and made by the 
Church, to remove this debt and raise the 
funds necessary to carry on the work in full 
efficiency. It is estimated that $24,400 will 
be required to meet the expenditure of the 
year and pay the interest on the debt already 
incurred. But your Committee trust that 
the General Assembly will take such steps 
as will issue in the augmentation of the 
Foreign Mission Fund to such an extent that 
it will suffice to meet the present debt and 
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the annual expenditure necessary to carry 
on the work with efficiency. Your Commit- 
tee would, therefore, urgently request the 
General Assembly to call upon congregations 
to make a special effort to double their con- 
tributions to Foreign Missions for the present 
year, and to enjoin upon Presbyteries to use 
all due diligence to secure this end. 

In accordance with the instructions of the 
last Assembly, your Committee, at its first 
meeting, appointed a standing Committee to 
take charge of the work formerly conducted 
by the Juvenile Mission Committee, and such 
other cognate work as might be assigned to 
it. Miss Machar was appointed Secretary- 
Treasurer, and requested to give the Stand- 
ing Committee on juvenile work the benefit 
of her valuable services. This she has kindly 
done, and the report which is printed in full, 
as appended, shews that the work has been 
done with much efficiency and success. The 
accounts having been closed a month earlier 
than the Juvenile Mission Committee closed 
them, the amount reported as received, viz. : 
$1,106.50, is scarcely equal to the contribu- 
butions received on former years; but since 
the report was written the Secretary-Treasu- 
rer has received $140.00, bringing up the 
total for the year to $1,246.50, which it is be- 
lieved will be found rather in advance of the 
contributions usually received through the 
corresponding channel on former years. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Presbytery of Kingston holds on its 
way vigorously. It has seven auxiliaries and 
one Mission Band. This Society has paid to 
Rev. Dr. Reid the sum of $170 to aid in car- 
rying the Gospel to the women and children 
of Central India. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, West- 
ern Section, has advanced steadily during 
the year. It has paid to Rev. Dr. Reid for 
Zenana and other work among women and 
children, in connection with the Central In- 
dia Mission, the noble sum of $3,500.00, an 
advance of $500.00 on the large contribution 
cf the previous year. This Society has now 
forty-six Auxiliaries and nine Mission Bands. 
Two of these Auxiliaries are Presbyterial So- 
cieties, viz.. Hamilton and Glengarry, each of 
which has a number of branch societies con- 
nected with it. Your Committee trust that 
circumstances may ere long again admit of 
the development of the agency in connection 
with your Central India Mission, which these 
societies are designed to sustain. In the 
meantime it is encouraging to know that the 
liberality of the Christian women of the 
Church is evidently ready to support all the 
lady missionaries that the Church is at pre- 
sent prepared to employ in its India Mission.

EASTERN SECTION. 
ISS Annig L. BrackappErR, has been em- 
ployed as a missionary teacher for four 
years, the greater part of the time 
where she now is, in Mr. Morton’s district, in 
Trinidad. For the last three years, she has 
been supported by the Women’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, of Halifax. Her reports 
give evidence of her aptitude, diligence, and 
perseverance in her work, and the mission- 
aries attest her success. By latest letters 
she was enjoying her holidays, which are not 
very long, on the island of Gasparillo, about 
12 miles from the Port of Spain, there being 
no other white face than her own on the 
lonely isle. The explanation is that her 
strength has been well nigh exhausted, and 
her health demanded complete change. We 
hope to hear of improvement and recovery 
of wonted tone and vigour. Query : will not 
Miss Blackadder be soon entitled toasummer 
in Nova Scotia ? 


Mrs Donatp Morrison is the widow of the 
lamented Rev. Donald Morrison, of Fate. For 
some years she proved herself an helpmeet 
to her husband in his arduous work. She 
then proved his faithful and tender nurse, 
till he was taken from her, and buried in 
Onyhunga, New Zealand, whither he had gone 
for change. Instead of returning to Nova 
Scotia at the expense of the Church, Mrs. 
Morrison preferred supporting herself and 
her little boy by teaching, in which profession 
she had proved herself successful before her 
marriage. She remained near the resting 
place of her husband, opened a school, which 
_ proved a success, maintained herself, and 
educated her boy. who is now studying Latin 
and other branches in the Grammar School 
of Auckland. For the last eighteen months, 
we hear with regret, she has not been able 
to teach, her indisposition being the effect of 
cold in connection with overwork in school. 
Mrs. Morrison is entitled to a return passage 
to Nova Scotia. Of this she was informed 
years ago, and whether accepted during the 
year or otherwise, her friends, and these are 
all who have followed the history of the New 
Hebrides Mission, will feel somewhat anxious 
till they hear either from herself or her 
sister, who has been with her for a year or 
two, of her recovery. 


Mrs. Dr. Geppre, as most of our people in 
the Lower Provinces already know, has been 
living since her husband’s death in Victoria, 
Australia, and chiefly in Melbourne; and is 
engaged in Christian work in the congrega- 
tion of which she is a member. She has two 
daughters, wives of missionaries in the New 


Hebrides, Mrs. Neilson, lately on a visit to 
her sister in Halifax, wife of Rev. Thomas 
Neilson, of Tanna, and Mrs. MacDonald, wife 
of Rev. D. MacDonald, of Efate. Her young- 
est daughter lives with her, while her only 
son is engaged abroad. Friends not unfre- 
quently inquire, will Mrs. Geddie return to 
Nova Scotia? and the reply is that she has 
not, so far, seen her way clear to make any 
promise of return, for such reasons as the 
following: The greater part of her family are 
much nearer to her where she is, and she is 
persuaded that she can there be of much 
greater use to the mission, in which her heart 
is engaged, chiefly through the mission fami- 
lies in Tanna and Efate. She has always 
suffered from long sea voyages, and her 
health being delicate, and the Australian cli- 
mate milder, and in her opinion more favour- 
able to her constitution, she regards the at- 
tempt to cross the ocean, to revisit this He- 
misphere as unwise in present circumstances. 
Many of our people are deeply interested 
in Mrs. Geddie and Mrs. Morrison, as they 
certainly ought to be, and for their satisfac- 
tion especially, as well as for the information 
of the Church generally, these facts and ex- 
planations are presented.

Subvath Observance. 


Proressor Greece, of Toronto, assuming 
that the Sabbath is a Divine institution and 
a perpetual obligation, and also that the first 
instead of the seventh day of the week is 
now to be observed as the day of weekly 
rest, goes on to review.some of the ways 
in which our religious institutions are se- 
cured by the observance of the Christian 
Sabbath. In the first place, the benefits it 
conferred tended to promote domestic com- 
fort and happiness, bodily health, and na- 
tional prosperity, but not deeming these 
benefits worthy of more than a passing men- 
tion, he divided the important results to be 
attained by the observance under two heads. 
Ist. The observance of the Christian Sabbath. 
constitutes a standing monumental evidence 
of the truth of Christianity and of the re- 
surrection of Christ. 2nd. Its observance is 
useful as a means of sustaining Christian life.. 
In considering the first division of it was 
taken for granted that it was well known. 
that an essential article in all religious 
teaching was that Christ rose from the dead, 
and the first day of the week was, therefore,. 
observed by the early Christians with refer- 
ence to the resurrection. The evidence of 
this fact is found mainly in the New Testa- 
ment, and, following the example of the 
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early Christians, the practice has descended 
to the modern worshippers. The observance 
of the Sabbath as a means of sustaining 
Christian life was then commented upon. 
The chief result to the Christian was the re- 
ception of spiritual blessings and in the 
diffusion of religious literature. Its observance 
deepens the conviction that itis a duty and 
a privilege to sanctify the Sabbath by a holy 
rest on that day, even from such employ- 
ment as is lawful upon other days, and in 
spending the whole time in the public and 
private exercise of God’s worship, except so 
much as may be taken up in works of ne- 
cessity and mercy.

Upon 
one side was the solid wall of the mountain 
height ; upon the other a fearful precipice. 
To pass that at the speed at which he was 
going, would be to court instant death. Once 
more the driver gathered all his energies to- 
gether for one last frenzied effort to check 
the speed of the flying stage, but alas! it was 
of nouse! He could not reach the brake ! 
Who has not known men who were on the 
down grade of intemperance, and who could 
not reach the brake ?—whose destinies were 


freighted with the lives of near and dear|- 


friends, whom they were bearing down to 
lives of misery and disgrace, but who could 
not reach the brake !_who saw wealth, honour, 
love, happiness, being left behind them in 
thier flying descent, but who could not reach 
the brake !—who saw before them the yawn 
ing abyss of eternal death for themselves 
and thier children, but still they could not 
reach the brake! 


Young men, who are driving joyously 
along the gently declined road, is it not time 
to stop and consider the dangers of that 
fearful descent toward the abyss of intemper- 
ance upon which you are but just entering?

<" is now pretty generally conceded that 
the name “Sint” in the passage quoted 
refers to China, and that we are justified 
in accepting the statement as an express 
promise of the evangelization of the CHINESE, 
China proper extends from 18 to 41 N. Lat., 
and from 97 to 123 E. Long. It is about 1474 
miles from North to South, and 1355 miles 
from West to East. The coast line is up- 
wards of 2500 miles long. Beyond these 
limits, however, there is a vast additional 
expanse of territory belonging to the empire, 
while the adjoining Kingdoms of Siam, Java, 
and Sumatra are largely peopled by Chinese. 
The surface of the country is divided into the 
mountainous, the hilly, and the Great Plain. 
This last, corresponding to the great “fertile 
belt’ of our own country in the far North- 
West, is seven hundred miles in length, 
varying in breadth from one hundred and 
fifty to five hundred miles. Its area is estim- 
ated at 210,000 square miles. The most in- 
teresting feature of the Plain is the enormous 
population which it contains—one hundred 
and seventy-seven millions. It is the most 
densely peopled part of the world of the 
same size. Of the eighteen vast provinces 
in which China proper is divided we find two

with an average population of 850 to the 
square mile—the average for the whole of 
the United States of America is only twelve 
persons to the square mile. Its cities are 
crowded. Canton has a population of 2,500, 
000, Pekin has upwards of a million, Nankin 
has half a million, and Amoy, 250,000. It is 
supposed that fully one tenth of the people 


live by the fisheries and a large proportion 
live in boats. In Canton alone it is estimated 
that no less than 300,000 thus live on the 
surface of the water. They are born, they 
marry, they die on the water. The two rivers, 
the Hoang-ho and the Yiangste-yang, res- 
pectively 2500 and 3000 miles in length, are 
among the greatest in the world. The great 
Wall, built two thousand years ago, as a de- 
fence against the Tartars, is thirteen hundred 
miles in length, but it is quite useless now. 
The Provinces south of the great wall are 
computed to contain four hundred millions 
of inhabitants. That is a good deal more 
than one fourth of the entire population of 
the globe. If we add the heathen populations 
of India, Thibet and Japan, we find a com- 
pact mass of heathenism—fully one half of. 
the human family—living, as their ancestors 
before them have lived and died, without the 
knowledge of the way of salvation. Let us 
think of it. A million of people die in China 
every month. At that rate the entire popu- 
lation of Canada, or of London, would be an- 
nihilated in three months and a half. Every 
fourth child that comes into the world is a 
Chinese. Every fourth man, woman and 
child who dies is a Chinese. And these four 
hundred millions are a nation of idolaters ! 
The Chinese trace their history back to 
3000 years before Christ. Though the oldest 
nation in the world, they shew no symptoms 
of decay. They are as full of vigour and pro- 
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mise as ever. “Intellectually they are fit for 
any thing. In diplomacy and mercantile en- 
terprize they have proved themselves a 
match for the ablest and most far-reaching 
minds.” Not only are they rapidly colonizing 
the countries adjacent to themselves, Mon- 
golia, Manchuria and Thibet, but they are 
emigrating in vast numbers. They threaten 
to overrun Java, Sumatra, Borneo, and the 
Philippine Islands. They are re-peopling the 
Sandwich Islands and inundating the Western 
Shores of America. 

The religion of China is founded on the 
maxims of Confucius, a great philosopher 
born about 550 years before Christ, who by 
his personal influence and still more by his 
writings has left an indellible impress on the 
nation. From his earliest years Confucius 
was distinguished by an eager pursuit of 
knowledge, and by qualities ever since most 
highly esteemed by his countrymen—a pro- 
found reverence for his parents and ances- 
tors and for the teachings of tradition. The 
system of Confucius agrees with the Christian 
belief that man was created innocent and 
happy and that by his own act he fell from 
the estate wherein he was created, but it 
goes on to inculcate that by his own merito- 
rious acts man can recover his happiness 
and purity. It is asystem of dry morality. 
It ignores the Creator and diefies the crea- 
ture. In course of time Buddhism became 
engrafted on Confucianism, and to the 
worship of ancestors were added the horrid 
rites and ceremonies of the grossest idolatry. 
Neither of these systems have been found 
sufficient to satisfy the cravings of immortal 
souls. Whatever good is in them has only 
served to pave the way for Christianity, and 
nothing short of Christianity will meet the 
wants of the hearts of China’s millions. 

Tradition affirms that Christianity was 
preached by the apostle Thomas in China, 
and that he built a churchat Pekin. Whether 
that be true or not, it is tolerably certain 
that. the Syrian Christians planted missions 
here some time in the seventh century and 
that for a time the Christian religion made 
‘considerable progress. From the ninth to 
the thirteenth century it seems to have de- 
clined until it was quite eclipsed by heathen- 
ism. In 1293 John of Corvin, a Franciscan 
Monk arrived at Pekin and met with a 
favourable reception at Court. He _ built 
churches ; thousands were baptized, youths 
were instructed in the Roman ceremonial, 
and the whole machinery of Propagandism 
was set in motion. This illustrious apostle 
of Romish Missions in China died in 1333. 
His work lasted a hundred years, when the 
last traces of it disappeared. Matteo Ricci 
renewed the enterprize in the end of the 
16th century. After twenty years of pre- 
paration he commenced his work in good 
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earnest. Multitudes were baptized. When 
he died in 1610 he was followed to the grave 
by the great and learned and his name was 
honoured by all classes. After him came 
John Adam Schall, another devoted mis- 
sionary. The tide of success rose and fell 
again by turns. The eighteenth century was 
marked by conflicts betwixt the Jesuits and 
the Pope, and betwixt the Pope and the 
Emperor. The result was bitter persecution. 
Thousands and tens of thousands were tor- 
tured and put to death. In fifty years the 
number of converts was reduced from 300,000 
to 70,000. The Church of Rome in its zeal for 
mere numbers made two fatal mistakes :— 
(1) in trying to establish the supremacy of 
the Pope in China ; (2) in withholding from 
the people the Word of God. The former 
aroused the suspicion and hostility of the 
government ; the latter, by keeping the 
people in ignorance, was a compromise with 
the powers of darkness and failed to elevate 
the people above paganism. It is worthy of 
remark, that during seven centuries of work 
in China, the Roman Catholics made no at- 
tempt to translate the Scriptures into the 
vernacular. It was different as we shall see 
with the Protestants. 

The Rey. Ropert Morrison, D.D., the first 
Protestant Missionary in China, was a native 
ot Morpeth, Scotland, born in 1782. He was 
brought up to his father’s trade, that of a 
last-maker, but found time for study while 
he was toiling at his work. Having resolved 
to become a missionary, he went through a 
curriculum of study at the College of the 
London Missionary Society, accepted an ap- 
pointment, and sailed for China in January 
1807. When in New York, a wealthy mer- 
chant asked him tauntingly,—“Do you ex- 
pect to make an impression on the idolatry 
of the Great Chinese Empire?” “No sir,” 
said Morrison, “ but I expect that God will.” 
On arriving at Canton he gave himself with 
intense application to the study of the lan- 
guage. This was not an easy thing to do, for, 
so jealous were the Chinese of foreigners, it 
was forbidden to teach Europeans the lan- 
guage. For a long time he had to shut himself 
up in his house. At length, however, he 
found some influential friends, by whose in- 
fluence he was appointed translator to the 
East India Company at Canton, with a salary 
of $2,500. By this time he had already con- 
structed a Chinese grammar. Partly on 
account of his health, and also to escape the 
surveillance of the Chinese officials he re- 
moved to Macao, a Portuguese settlement, 
80 miles S. E. of Canton. Here his mission- 
ary labours were restricted to holding a few 
small meetings. In 1814, after seven years 
waiting, he baptized his first convert. About 
the same time he had completed and printed 
his translation of the New Testament. With 
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the assistance of Mr. Milne, another mission- 
ary of the L. M.S8., he finished a translation 
of the Old Testament in 1819. His next 
great enterprize was the founding of an 
This was 
opened in 1820, but it did not prove very 
successful. Dr Morrison’s literary labours 
were enormous. His dictionary of the Chinese 
language was a gigantic work. In 1823 he 
visited England where he was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm. He returned to 
China in 1826 and set himself to promote 
education and to superintend the distribu- 
tion of books and tracts. In the midst of 
his labours he died at Canton, Ist August, 
1834, in the 52nd year of his age and the 
27th of his missionary services. CHARLES 
GutTzLaFF, who succeeded Dr. Morrison as 
interpreter, was the son of a Prussian tailor 
who had been sent as a missionary to China 
by the Netherland’s Missionary Society in 
1826. After spending some time in Singa- 
pore and Malacca, he reached Tientsin in 
1831. Here he began by engaging himself 
as steersman on board a river junk and 
proclaimed the Gospel to his comrades and 
others as he found opportunity. He next 
embarked on ship-board and coasted along 
the shores of China. Twice he visited For. 
mosa. When afterwards employed in the 
government service, his civil duties did not 
prevent him from exercising his missionary 
vocation. To the close of his life, in 1851, 
he was a diligent and devoted evangelist. 
The history of Protestant Missions in China 
is divided into three distinct periods. The 
first, from 1807 to 1842 was preparatory. 
During this period China was hermetically 
sealed against the Gospel. Foreigners were 
strictly watched, and any attempt to pene- 
trate into the country or to interfere with 
the religion of the people were crimes 
punishable by death. But in their retreats 
at Malacca and Macao, Morrison and Milne 
were constantly at work, while Gutzlaff and 
Tomlin, Medhurst and Stevens landed. on 
the coast at such points as they dared, dis- 
tributing Bibles and tracts, each successive 
landing being followed by proclamations pro- 
hibiting such visits in future, and by orders 
to put a stop to the printing and circulation 
of books. This extensive circulation of the 
Scriptures was considered at the time a work 
ef great importance. But the results did not 
equal the expectations. They were distri- 
buted too freely and indiscriminately. Few 
of the people into whose hands they fell 
eould read them, and fewer still could un- 
derstand them. It is not known that any 
were benefited by them. Two of Mr. Milne’s 
converts tried to do what the aliens could 
not do. They penetrated 250 miles into the 
interior for the purpose of making known 
the Gospel to their countrymen. For several 


years they were unnoticed, and even suc- 
ceeded in making a few converts, but their 
success led to their seizure and to the ex- 
tinction of their efforts. 

In August, 1842, a treaty was concluded at. 
Nankin betwixt the Chinese and the British 
governments by which the former ceded to 
the latter the small island of Hong Kong and 
opened to all nations five of the chief ports 
of the empire,—namely, Canton, Amoy, Foo- 
chow, Ningpo, and Shanghai, with the right 
of residence in them for the purposes of trade 
and also the privilege of erecting churches. 
The opportunity was quickly seized upon by 
all the missionaries in the adjoining terrt- 
tories The London Society assembled its 
missionaries in Canton and arranged a plan 
of aggressive work. In 1843 and following 
years the stations in Malacca, Java, Singa- 
pore, and Penang were all given up. They 
had been carried on for many years at great 
expense but with small success. They had 
failed to exercise any influence on the evan- 
gelization of China. Now the missionaries 
removed to the five open ports, and the 
Anglo-Chinese College was transferred from 
Malacca to Hong-Kong. The missionaries of 
the American Board, Messrs. Bridgeman, 
Williams, Abeel, and Tracey, who had _ hith- 
erto their base of operations at Singapore 
since 1829, shortly afterwards laid the found- 
ations of their present missions at Canton, 
Amoy, and Foochow. Messrs. Mitchell and 
Orr, of the American Presbyterian Board who 
had also comménced at Singapore in 1837, 
followed, planting their stations at Amoy and 
Ningpo. At this time a number of other 
societies—British, Continental, and Ameri- 
can, turned their attention to China. But 
they were still restricted to Hong Kong and 
the five free ports. In some of them they 
found the Chinese friendly enough. But at 
Canton and Foochow the missionaries were 
regarded with extreme aversion and jealousy, 
especially the English who were hated for 
the part they had taken in the opium trade. 
As for Hong-Kong, it was a most unpromis- 
ing field on account of its unhealthiness and 
the poverty of the people generally. At 
some of the ports churches were immediate- 
ly erected, and the missionaries preached in 
the streets in front of the temples and in 
the adjoining villages. Some of them even 
ventured into the interior and were well re- 
ceived by the people, though it was an in- 
fringement of the treaty. The difficulties in 
the way of prosecuting ordinary missionary 
work suggested to the Societies the idea of 
combining the medical profession with that 
of the evangelist. This led to the opening 
of dispensaries and hospitals at all the 
stations where advice and medicine were 
given gratuitously. By this means the -pre- 
judices against the foreigners were largely 
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overcome. Deseases of the eye were parti- 
cularly prevalent, and numbers were oper- 
ated on successfully. The blind received 
their sight in a double sense, and Chinese 
youths who came to study the healing art 
became assistants to the medical missionaries. 
But a new era was about to dawn on the 
Celestial Empire. The five ports were open, 
but China was still closed to the Gospel. The 
advanced guard of the missionary army were 
as yet only entrenched in front of the strong- 
holds of idolatry, waiting their opportunity. 
Now comes a great change. The treaty of 
Tientsin, in 1861, which closed a war of 
several years standing secured toleration and 
protection for the missionaries in all parts of 
the Empire. Article 29 of the American 
treaty contains the following remarkable 
provisions ;—“ The principles of the Christian 
religion, as professed by the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic Churches are recognized as 
teaching men to do good: to do to others 
as they would have others do to them. Here- 
after, those who quietly profess and teach 
these doctrines shall not be harrassed or 
persecuted on account of their faith. Any 
person, either a citizen ot the United States 
or Chinese convert, who, according to these 
tenets, peaceably teaches and practises the 
principles of Christianity, shall, in no case, 
be interfered with or molested.” The treaty 
with England was of like tenor. Immediate 
advantage was taken of this open door. 
Missionary operations were forthwith com- 
menced in the North-West Provinces and 
carried far into the interior of the country. 
Among the earlier missionaries in China 
was the Rey. Wiii1am C. Burns, a man of 
singular devotion and piety—born in the 
manse of Dun, in 1815. He became a licen- 
tiate of the Church of Scotland in 1839, at 
the time when the great revivals at Kilsythe 
and Dundee were at their height. Into this 
movement he entered with great enthusiasm. 
After visiting many parts of Scotland, Eng- 
land, and Ireland, he came out to Canada 
where he spent nearly three years, preaching 
with surprizing facility in English, French, 
or Gaelic as circumstances required. The 
time at length came for his entering on the 
great work of his life—his mission to the 
Chinese. Having accepted an invitation from 
the English Presbyterian Church to go 
thither as their first missionary, he was or- 
dained accordingly in 1847. He arrived in 
China in November and immediately began 
evangelistic work, choosing rather to toil in 
regions where the Gospel had never been 
heard than to become the pastor of even a 
missionary flock. When he had gathered a 
few converts in one place he would leave 
others to care for them and go on himself to 
break new ground. Latterly, he adopted the 


Chinese dress, and he always lived in the! 


plainest and most frugal manner. His first 
station was Hong-Kong. Both here and at 
Amoy the most encouraging results attended 
his labours. Some of his later years were 
spent at Pekin. He contracted his last ill- 
ness at Nieuchwang where he died on the 
4th of April 1868. 

The total number of Protestant mission- 
aries in China is stated to be very nearly five 
hundred, besides native ministers, teachers, 
and Bible-women. There are upwards of 
three hundred organized congregations and 
seven bundred churches and chapels where 
the Gospel is proclaimed. There are more 
than 13,000 communicants. 3000 children 
attend the Sabbath-schools, and in twenty- 
one theological colleges 236 natives are being 
educated for the ministry. Thirty Societies 
are now engaged in the evangelization of 
China. The London Missionary Society was, 
as we have seen, the first—commencing in 
1807. It is now firmly established at Canton, 
Amoy, Shanghai, Teintsin, and Pekin, and is 
multiplying its outposts in the interior. 
The American Board of Foreign Missions 
entered the field twenty years later. It has 
now seventeen missionaries and a large staff 
of assistants in the Northern Provinces. The 
American Presbyterian Board, commencing 
in 1838 now occupies three important centres 
—Canton, Shanghai, and Pekin. Their Synod 
of China already comprizes six Presbyteries, 
in which native ministers have their seats 
and even preside as moderators with as 
much efficiency and dignity as any of their 
co-presbyters. The Synod is composed of 
forty-five ministers having the oversight of 
2806 communicants and thirty licentiates 
and candidates for the native ministry. The 
Reformed Church of America has nine mis- 
sionaries and 657 communicants. The dif- 
ferent branches of the Methodist Church 
have 25 ordained preachers, 113 assistants, 
57 catechists and 2310 members in full com- 
munion. The Presbyterian Church in Ireland 
have recently established mission stations, and 
the United Presbyterian Church of Scotland 
at HanKow and Ichang. The English Pres- 
byterian Church, which commenced in 1847, 
has a strong mission and have met with great 
success in Amoy and Swatow and, especially, 
in the Island of Formosa. The Presbyterian 
Church of Canada, as our readers know, have 
a flourishing mission in the north part of 
Formosa. It was commenced in 1872 by the 
Rev. J. L. Mackay, D.D. He was joined by 
Dr. J. B. Fraser as a medical missionary in 
1874, and on his return to Canada, the Rey. 
K. F. Junor took his place. In these eight 
years twenty chapels have been built, each 
of which is now under the care of a trained 
native helper. There are 300 communicants, 
eleven elders and five deacons. Two thousand 
of the people have abandoned idolatry and 
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attend the mission services regularly. There 
are also seven schools and two hospitals. 


But the largest mission of all, and it is one 
of peculiar interest, is yet to be named. It 
represents no particular denomination, but 
embraces all who incline to work under its 
direction. Its managers accept no emolu- 
ments ; its missionaries are not guaranteed 
any fixed salaries : looking to God for men 
and means, it makes no direct appeal to man 
for either the one or the other, and yet both 
have been supplied in measure commen- 
surate with the advance of the work. We 
refer to the Cuina INLAND Mission. This en- 
terprize originated with the Rev. J. Hudson 
Taylor who went to China as a missionary of 
an English Society in 1853. Mr. Taylor re- 
turned to England in 1860 greatly impressed 
with the immensity of the Chinese popula- 
tion and the insufficiency of existing agencies 
for fheir evangelization. He found a few 
zealous friends to sympathize with him. They 
resolved to send missionaries into the nine 
inland provinces which none of the other 
societies had as yet occupied. In the begin- 
ning of 1862 Mr. James Meadows their first 
missionary sailed for China, his outfit and 
passage being provided by afriend. In the 
next five years, 25 missionaries, including 
Mr. Taylor himself, arrived. Sixty-six fol- 
lowed in the next twelve years. All the nine 
provinces have been traversed by them. 
They have penetrated to the remotest dis- 
tricts, and although they have met with 
opposition and persecution from the natives 
who everywhere hated the name of foreign- 
ers they have persevered. Permanent sta- 
tions have been established, native pastors 
have been educated, and one thousand con- 
verts have been baptized. 


One of the most hopeful aspects of the 
missions in China is the fine spirit of co- 
operation manifested by the missionaries 
themselves. On the 10th of May, 1876, one 
hundred and twenty missionaries, from 
almost every evangelical denomination in 
Europe and America, assembled in General 
Conference at Shanghai and consulted to- 
gether in brotherly harmony for fifteen days 
as to the best means of uniting their efforts 
in the common cause. The appeal to the 
whole Church of God which was then drawn 
up and sent forth, asking as with the voice 
of one man for help to prosecute the work, 
was one of the most touching and eloquent 
that was ever penned. The whole field has, 
in the providence of God, become accessible, 
but nine tenths of it are as yet untouched. 
“THE HARVEST TRULY IS GREAT, BUT THE LA- 
BOURERS ARE FEW.” 
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CAN THEY BE CONVERTED? 


WE are told that we cannot convert the 
Chinese. Why, Christianity while it was yet 
in its cradle — without churches, without 
schools, without a printing press, without 
literature—Christianity infantile, vanquished 
the serpents that had strangled the military 
Hercules. If we cannot with the Christianity 
that we possess to-day vanquish the semi- 
civilized paganism of China we had better 
get a new Christianity, for we sorely need it. 
Cannot be converted! Men call this an age 
of skepticism; but the unbelief that doubts 
the first chapter of Genesis, that thinks the 
story of the fall is a parable, that is uncertain 
whether the whale did really swallow Jonah, 
that doubts whether those three men came 
out of the fiery furnace unconsumed—it is as 
nothing compared with the unbelief that 
lurks sometimes in our pulpits and oftener 
in our pews; that doubts the declaration 
that the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is the power of God unto salvation to every 
man that believeth ; not to every Anglo- 
Saxon man, not to every white man, not to 
every cultured man, but to every black man, 
and red-skinned man, and copper-coloured 
man, and Indian man and Chinaman ; to 
humanity. It is as nothing compared with 
the infidelity that puts under its foot the 
obligation, ‘I am debtor to the Jew and to 
the Greek, to the bond and to the free, to the 
white, to the black, to the Indian, to every 
man, because for every man my Christ died.” 
We cannot convert the Chinese? Really it 
does not lie in us to say they are beyond 
hope. Let me read you the features of a 
portrait: “Huge white bodies, cold-blooded, 
with fierce blue eyes and reddish flaxen 
hair; ravenous; heated by strong drinks ; 
slow to love ; prone todrunkenness ; pirates ; 
sea-faring ; war and pillage their one idea of 
a freeman’s life ; of all barbarians the strong- 
est, the most formidable, the most cruel; 
whose chief recreation was to shout, todrink, 
to gesticulate, to feel their veins heated and 
swollen with wine, to see and hear around 
them riotous orgies.” Do you recognize it ? 
It is the portrait of your ancestors and mine, 
And if Christianity can make out of that pic- 
ture such an audience as I see before me to: 
night, what may it not make out of China ? 


To-night again, we see in the heavens, 
brighter and clearer by far than ever Con- 
stantine saw in his fabled vision, that flaming 
cross, and under it the motto: ‘ By this sign 
I will conquer.” That motto, enforced by 
the history of eighteen centuries of triumph, 
I set before you; the Roman spear on the 
one hand and the flaming cross on the other.

ee had lived 17 years in Egypt and was 
now near his end, at the age of 147 years, 
ch. 47 : 28-31. He had given minute instruc- 
tions about his burial, and it only remained for him 
to take a patriarchal farewell of his family. In 
token of special regard for Joseph he would adopt 
his two sons, thus, eventually,- securing to the 
house of Joseph through them a double inheritance 
in the promised land—and also teaching the lads 
that, though born in Egypt, they were to consider 
themselves as ‘‘ Israelites.” They were now about 
20 years of age. V.8. Who are these—Jacob’s 
eyes were now so dimmed with age he did not re- 
cognize his grandsons. ring them unto me—How 
like the scene which occurred in the presence of 
his father Isaac! Ch. 27;1. Jf will bless them-— 
he intended more than a paternal benediction. 
‘* By faith”? he would give them a prophetic as- 
surance of blessings in store for them many days 
hence—Heb. 11:21. V.11. J had not thought 
—He had mourned for Joseph as one ‘‘rent in 
pieces ” by wild beasts, ch. 37 : 33-35. Azd, lo! 
God hath shewed—a humble acknowledgement of a 
divine providence in all that had transpired. Vs. 
12-14. Foseph bowed himself—a mark of respect 
to his father and reverence to the blessing about to 
be pronounced. Zook them both—in the order in 
which e thought they ought to be presented—-that 
Manasseh might receive the right hand blessing, 
the symbol of highest honour which belonged to 
him by right of primogeniture. But, Israel de- 
signedly crossed hands, laying his right hand upon 
the head of Ephraim, the younger. This is the 
first notice of what was perhaps even then an old 


custom—‘‘ the imposition. of hands,” referred to in- 


apostolic times, 1 Tim. 4: 14, and still observed 
in the act of Presbyterial ordination. V. 15. Blessed 
Foseph—this he did in blessing his sons. Before 
whom my fathers did walk —No mention of his own 
walking. He knew that he had not walked so 
closely with God as he should have done, still, he 
has a thankful remembrance of many mercies. A 
multitude—before they entered Canaan Ephraim 
and Manasseh together numbered 85,200 souls, 
Num. 26: 34-37. Vs. 17, 18. Was displeased— 
Jacob had made a mistake and tried to put him 
right. He set Ephraim before Manasseh—indica- 
ting, as events proved, the preeminence accorded 
to him among the ten tribes of the northern King- 
dom. Manasseh was divided, one half on either 
side of Jordan, which lessened its influence, see 
Josh. ch. 17. Vs. 21, 22. God shall be with you,

was buried beside his wife Leah, in the old 

family vault at Machpelah, ch. 49: 31. His 
was a stately funeral, attended not only by his 
relatives, but by the courtiers and all the) digni- 
taries of the Kingdom. Had he been one of the 
royal family, higher honour could not have been 
paid to his memory, V. 7, 8; and now ‘‘the great 
company” of mourners had returned to Egypt 
from their long procession of 300 miles. V, 15. 
Joseph will paradventure hate us—There was no 
reason for such evilsurmisings save their own guilty 
consciences. See ch 4; 14 and Lev. 26; 36. Re- 
quite us—pay us back in our own coin—such is the 
tendency of the unrenewed heart, Matt. 5: 43. 
Vs. 16, 17. They sent a messenger—who so likely 
as Benjamin, who had no hand in Joseph’s illtreat- 
ment ? Thy futher did command—As there is no 
record of such command, the inference is that the 
guilty brethren may have taken an unwarranted 
liberty with their father’s name. But, any way, 
this mention of his father’s name drew tears from 
Joseph’s eyes. V.18. is brethren also wept-— 
after hearing the report of their deputy. Fe// down 
before his face—a remarkable fulfilment of Joseph’s 
dream for which they had so bitterly hated and 
persecuted him, ch. 37:8. V.19. Am Jin the 
place of God ? Joseph’s humility was as conspi- 
cuous as his magnanimity. He thought they shew- 
ed him too much respect. V. 20. Ye thought evill— 
It is never right to do evil that good may follow, 
but, God does often bring good out of evil, Ps. 
Torito, Acts. 2 23 0a 22, 23. [Osepn” lived 
80 years after his elevation to power. Having 
honoured his father, he survived him 50 years and 
so his days were ‘‘ long in the land,” Exo. 20: 12. 
Vs. 24, 25. J die—for this he was quite prepared. 
God will surely visit you—almost the very words 
his own father had spoken to him, ch. 48: 21. 
And bring you out—The best evidence of his faith 
in the promises of God (ch. 15 : 13, 14 and 35: 12) 
was the solemn covenant with his brethren that 
his body should remain unburied in Egypt and that 
their children should carry his bones with them 
into Canaan. V.26. So....they embalmed him— 
Modern museums have made us familiar with 
Egyptian mummies, some of them almost as old 
as the time of Joseph, still in a wonderful state of 
preservation. The idea of embalming the dead 
arose probably out of the belief in the transmigra- 
tion of the soul, and that after a certain length of 
time it would return to its former tenement. Was 
put in a cofin—the wooden case inside of which 
the embalmed body, swathed in many folds of 
linen, was placed, and which, instead of being com- 


‘mitted to the ground, ornamented the halls of sur- 


viving relatives. The only difference in the treat- 
ment of Joseph’s body from that of other persons 
in good society would be the costliness of the 
spices, the profusion of ornament, and the elabor- 
ateness of the inscription on the outer case.

y EGARDING the lessons of the quarter as an 
introductory chapter in the history of ‘‘the 
Children of Israel” and of the Jewish 

Church, it will be found useful and interesting to 
trace the connecting links in the chain of provi- 
dential circumstances, beginning with the call of 
Abraham and ending with the occupation of Gos- 


hen and the death of Joseph. The outline of such 
a review we find in the seventh chapter of Acts. 
The names of the three patriarchs who are so often 
mentioned together in the Scriptures will be the 
first to attract our attention. We recall their 
parentage, try to remember the names of their 
wives and children, and so much of their domestic 
histories as there may be time to consider. Among 
other persons we will not forget to mention the 
‘SMAN” whose name we do not know, but who 
exercised so powerful an influence over Jacob’s 
later years—ch. 32:24. B.sides Joseph and little 
Benjamin, two of the twelve sons claim a passing 
notice—Rueben and Judah. Esau will not be 
overlooked, nor his connection with the Ishma- 
' elites. As for the Midianites, who are they ? Last 
of all we may take a glance at the personnel of Pha- 
raoh’s household. Then as to places ; Beersheba, 
Bethel, and Bethehem : Haran and Hebron ; 
Shechem and Dothan : the Jordan and the Jabbok ; 
these are all places of imperishable interest ; we can 
locate them on the map and linger a little while 
at each before going down into Egypt and visiting 
On, Goshen and Rameses. Then we can follow 
the gorgeous funeral procession to the cave of 
Machpelah and have our hearts touched by Jacob's 
dying request—ch. 50: 30-31. The element of 
time 1s also worthy of some consideration. In what 
year of the world was Abram told to leave his 
native land ? ‘*‘ How old art thou? may be asked 
of each of the four patriarchs before they die. How 
old was Isaac when he was laid on the altar ?— 
Jacob when he returned from Padanaram ?—Joseph 
when he was sold into Egypt ? How long was he 
a slave ?>—How long in prison? How long did 
the children of Israel remain in Egypt ? In what 
year was the exodus? We shall find lessons of 
warning and of encouragement in tracing the suc- 
cessive steps of Jacob’s chequered career, and shall 
mark well the turning point in his history at Peniel. 
While we recal his dream at Bethel, we shall not 
forget his vow. We need only to vead the story of 
Joseph. It cannot be improved upon. If he had 
not told his dream to his brethren, if he had not 
been sold into slavery, if he had never been in the 
dungeon—how different #zg4t have been the history 
of the Jews! There might never have been a 
Jewish Church. There might never have been a 
Christian Church. As it is, Joseph is pourtrayed 
to uS as the most faultless character in the Old 
Testament, and in many points we recognize him 
as a type of Him who, having suffered for his 
people is now exalted at God’s right hand—A 
PRINCE and a SAVIOUR—who ever liveth to make 
intercession for Us,

oi LUKE is supposed to have been a native of 


Antioch. He was a physician by profession, 
and an intimate friend and companion of St. 
Paul, Col, 4: 14. His Gospel is supposed to have 
been written about A.D. 60. Being a Gentile 
himself, he presents Christianity as the religion for 
the whole race. In his genealogy of Christ, ch. 3, 


he goes back not to Abraham only, as does 
Matthew, but to Adam as the representative of all 
mankind. His introduction—vs. I-5—implies no 
discredit to the other evangelists, whose writings 
he probably never saw, but he may refer to certain 
unauthorized ‘‘lives of Christ” even then extant. 
His gospel bears the stamp of originality and 
study—fuller in some respects than Matthew and 
Mark, and, where the same facts are mentioned he 
states them in his own way. His friend, 7Zeophilus, 
to whom it is dedicated, appears to have been a 
man of high rank. V. 5. Jn the days of Herod— 
The Roman Governor of Judea. This is mention- 
ed to show that the sceptre was departed from 
Judah, and that now was the time for SHILOH to 
come, Gen. 49: 10. A certain priest... . Abia— 
i. e. Abijah. The descendants of Aaron were di- 
vided into four classes, 1 Chron. 24: 10, each of 
which ministered in the sanctuary during a week. 
The eighth of these was Abijah, descended from 
Eleazer, Aaron’s eldest son. The wife of Zacharias 
was of Aaronic descent, too, her name being the 
the same with Alzsheba, the wife of Aaron, Exo. 
G 2/23eNred 
Abrahamic character, Gen 15: 6, had not alto- 
gether disappeared in Israel.

If a thorough 
system of finance is adopted and faithfully 
worked out in each several congregation, it 
will be raised without any undue pressure. 
The work of the Church is rapidly extend- 
ing. The demand for ministers and mission- 
aries increases year by year, But we have 
reason to believe that the collective ability 
. of the Church is also increasing still more 
rapidly. Let all conscientiously consider 
what the Lord requires of them, and what 
_’ He, in His providence hath enabled them to

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give: and so let them give—‘‘as God has 
prospered them.” 


Rev. Dr. Cocurank, of Brantford, has re- 
ceived one hundred pounds stg. towards the 
Home Mission fund of the Church from the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland. In other 
ways our Irish brethren continue to manifest 
a deep interest in the welfare of our Church. 
We highly appreciate their generosity and 
their sympathy. 

Bequests. The late Mr. Jacob Frieze, of 
Truro, Nova Scotia, bequeathed to the En- 
dowment Fund of the Theological Hall at 
Halifax, $300; to the Trinidad Mission, $100; 
to the Deaf and Dumb Institution, Halifax, 
$100; and to the Asylum for the Blind, $100. 
In the list of acknowledgements for this 
month mention is made of several other 
legacies, the particulars of which have not 
reached us. 

“THE Wipows’ Mire.” At the close of the 
Thanksgiving service in St. Mark’s Church 
Montreal, one of the members, Mrs. James 
Aitken, of Wellington street, handed the 
Rev. J. Nichols five fifty dollar bills, to be 
appropriated as follows: $50 each to the 
funds of the congregation, to the General 
Hospital, the Pointe-aux-Trembles schools, 
the Home Mission, and the French Evangel- 
ization schemes of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada. Such spontaneous liberality is 
deserving of special commendation, and we 
trust that Mrs. Aitken’s example will be fol- 
lowed by many others to whom the Lord 
has given the ability. 


Datuousin CottecE. The Synod of the 
Maritime Provinces supports three Profes- 
sors in this college, and the Church is there- 
fore deeply interested in its prosperity. Last 
year Mr. George Munro, Publisher, New York, 
endowed a Chair of Physics in this College to 
the amount of $2,000 a year. This year he 
has endowed a Chair of History to the 
amount of $2,500 a year, and nominated 
thereto the Rev. John Forrest, minister of 
St. John’s Church, Halifax. Mr. Forrest has 
accepted the position ; but he will not enter 
upon the full discharge of the duties of the 
chair till the beginning of next session. Mr. 
Munro also gave this year seven bursaries of 
$200 each to continue four years. He has 
arranged to offer for next year ten bursaries 
of $150 each and five of $200, to be held for 
four years, under certain conditions as te 
progress in scholarship. 

Dr. G. L. Mackay, of Formosa, who is now 
in Canada on a brief furlough, is not resting 
either on his well-earned laurels, nor on his 
oars. Ever since his return he has been ac- 
tively engaged — visiting the congregations 
and imparting most interesting and valuable 
information respecting his own work and the 
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progress of missions in China generally. The 
churches have in many instances been insuf: 
ficient to accommodate the large crowds that 
throng to hear him, and in many cases he 
has awakened enthusiasm in regard to the 
work of foreign missions almost equal to his 
own. So deeply interested are the Presby- 
terians of Oxford County in Dr. Mackay and 
his mission, they have intimated their desire 
to furnish the means required for the insti- 
tution of a College or Normal School in For- 
mosa, for the training of native teachers and 
evangelists, to cost about $4000, and this 
with the assurance that the erection of such 
a testimonial shall not interfere with their 
ordinary contributions in aid of the foreign 
missions of the Church. 


THe Rey. James Srevericut, of Goderich, 
has gone to Prince Albert, N.W.T., 600 miles 
beyond Winnipeg, to take charge of the 
mission there. The Presbyterians in that 
distant settlement are to be congratulated 
on the appointment. The Rev. James Herald, 
of Dundas, has arrived at Prince Arthur’s 
Landing, at the head of Lake Superior, and 
will give stated supply to that congregation, 
and the station of Fort William, for the next 
six months. The Presbyterians at Hunting- 
don mine, in the Eastern Townships, have 
applied to the Presbytery of Montreal 
to be organized as a mission station. “Young 
People’s Associations” are flourishing in the 
West. In both Cooke’s Church and the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church, Toronto, the mem- 
bership is reported to be large. In both, the 
names of ladies as well as gentlemen are 
mentioned in the lists of office-bearers. In 
the latter, a lady and a gentleman are asso- 
ciated as “editors of Magazine.’ There is 
no saying whereunto this may lead. We 
shall be happy to ‘‘exchange”’ with them. 


PreSBYTERIAN CoLitecn, Hatirax. The ses- 
sion of this college was opened on Wednes- 
day evening, the 3rd ult., in Chalmers’ 
Church. The church was filled with a most 
attentive audience, while Principal Mac- 
knight, D.D., delivered the inaugural address. 
His theme was “ How to study the Old Tes- 
tament.”’ There are seven students of the 
first year, and eleven of the second and third 
years. The Board have resolved to complete 
the endowment fund. To this end the Rev. 
A. McLean Sinclair has been appointed 
agent for the Board to complete the canvass 
and to collect the subscriptions that are due, 
He has already begun work in Pictou county. 


Home. Missions:—The semi-annual meet- 
ing of the Home Mission Board—Eastern 
Section—was held at Halifax, on the 11th of 
November. The reports from the several 
stations were unusually satisfactory. The 
supply of missionaries is equal to the de- 
mand.

WeC UNENBURG AND YARMOUTH :—I2th Octo- 
, ber :—Arrangements were made for 
the induction of Rev. D. F. Creelman, 
and for visitation of the congregations in 
Shelburne and Yarmouth counties. The 
Clerk’s motion relative to the Presbytery 
and Assembly Funds was adopted,—That 
hereafter each congregation within the 
bounds shall pay to the Treasurer of the 
Presbytery, in half-yearly instalments, in 
January and July, at the rate of $12 a year 
for each self-sustaining, and $6 a year for 
each supplemented congregation, which 
shall go to pay (1) The ordinary and inci- 
dental expenses of Presbytery ; and (2) The 
Presbytery’s proportion of the Assembly 
Fund; and (3) As far as the funds will per- 
mit, the expenses of commissioners who 
shall be appointed to the General Assembly. 
October 26th. Rev. D. S. Fraser (Clerk), 
and Rev. E. D. Millar, with other brethren, 
visited Clyde River, on the 19th, St. John’s 
Church, Yarmouth, on the 21st, Carlton and 
Cheboque, on the 22nd. 


Pictou: 2nd December:—The Clerk was 
instructed to communicate with each session 
from which no report of a collection has 
been received for the Assembly Fund, and 


to endeavour to secure a contribution from 
each for that object. The Presbytery di- 
rected that contributions which have been 
received for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of commissioners to the Assembly 
be divided among the delegates connected 
with congregations which have contributed. 

At the request of the congregations of 
Westville, a deputation was appointed to 
meet with them at an early day. Mr. Bruce 
tendered his demission of the pastoral 
charge of Vale Colliery and Sutherland's 
River. Demission was allowed to lie on the 
table. The McKenzie Bursaries were allotted ~ 
to Mr. McRae of Granton, and to Mr. Briol, a. 
young French student, who has been engaged 
in teaching at Stellarton and wishes to pro. 
secute his studies at Montreal. 


Prince Epwarp Isnanp:—Mr. Scott, in 
accordance with the unanimous views of 
Presbytery, withdrew his resignation of his 
charge at St. Peter’s Road. 

A call was sustained from New London 
South and Granville, in favor of the Rev. 
John MacMillan, of Mount Forest, Ont., said 
call was signed by 340 adults, and was ac- . 
companied with a guarantee of salary to the 
amount of $800 per annum, with the use of 
the manse and a glebe of 59 acres of land. 
Moderation was also granted in a call from 
North New London, with promise of $750 
as salary. Progress was reported in arrange- 
ments for the division of the charge of Al- 
berton into two congregations. 


Miramicut: 20th October :—The Presbytery 
met at Campbellton. Reports of Catechists 
were read and disposed of. In every case 
the success attending their labours was very 
gratifying. It was reported that supply was 
provided for Tabusintac. After careful con- 
sideration it was resolved to ask the Board of 
Home Missions to send a man to Douglastown 
for the next three months. Some time was 
spent in considering a complaint made by 
the elders of one of the Mission Stations, 
that a minister of another denomination had 
baptized illegitimate children, the parents 
being fugitives from discipline and from the 
dealing of session. A member of Presbytery 
was appointed to confer with a leading minis- 
ter on the matter. In terms of the decision 
of last meeting of General Assembly, it was 
agreed to remove the names of Messrs. Mc- 
Master and Law from the roll, inasmuch as 
they no longer reside in Canada, and to no- 
tify them accordingly. A suitable minute 
respecting Rev. William Fogo, who has re- 
cently removed to Scotland, was adopted. 

Truro: 9th November:—A discussion on 
Sabbath Observance resulted in the adoption 
of a vigorous protest against the desecration 
of the Day of Rest by the running of railway 
trains. The protest was ordered to be 
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transmitted to the Minister of Railways. Mr. 
John Macleod was licenced to preach the 
Gospel. The Presbyterial visitation of Dr. 
McCulloch’s congregation was highly satis- 
factory. 

Sr. Joun: 9th November :—By a vote of 9 
to 8 it was resolved to apply to the General 
Assembly for leave to divide the Presbytery. 
If this is sanctioned, the new Presbytery will 
be named Fredericton. Dr. Waters protested 
and appealed to the General Assembly. 

Paris: 8th October :—The resignation of 
the Rey. John Anderson of the River Street 
‘ Church, Paris, was accepted—the presbytery 
expressing their deep sympathy with Mr. 
Anderson in the affliction which had led to 
his resignation, and their hope that his part- 
ner in life may soon be restored to health. 
Presbyterial visitations were held in Knox 
Church and Stanley Street Church, both of 
which congregations were found to be ina 
satisfactory condition. A minute was adopt- 
ed in reference to Mr. Aull’s removal to 
Palmerston. 

Wuirtsy : 19th October :—A report on the 
statistics of the Presbytery was read by Mr. 
Crozier, and an abstract of the same was or- 
dered to be printed and sent to every family 
within the bounds. Presbyterial visitations 
were agreed upon in cases where such are 
asked for, and where it is known that 
visitation is needed. Members were appoint 
ed severally to take the oversight of the 
various schemes of the Church. A confer- 
ence on the State of Religion was held in 
the evening in presence of a good number 
of the congregation of St. Andrew’s. The 
subjects discussed were,—The duties of pa- 
rents to the young; Revivals ; The promises 
of God and the duty of the Church. 

Toronto : 3rd November :— A committee 
was appointed to make an estimate of the 
amount reasonably expected from each con- 
gregation, for the Home Missions, for 
Foreign Missions, the Colleges, and French 
Evangelization, and to name the amount to 
the various representatives in the Presbytery. 
In re the proposed Presbyterial conference 
on the State of Religion, Mr. Parsons report- 
ed that the committee appointed at last 
meeting had not been able to do anything in 
the matter. He explained at length some 
of the objections which had been made to 
the proposal. It was finally agreed that the 
conference be held in Knox Church, Toronto, 
in connection with the stated meeting of 
the Presbytery, during the first week in 
January. 

SauGEEN: 2Ist October :—Mr. Cameron 
accepted @ call from Chalmer’s Church, Kin- 
cardine. Arrangements were made for Mr. 
Aull’s induction at Palmerston, and a minute 
was adopted in reference to the removal of 
Rey. D. Stewart to Wallacetown. Parties 


were heard in reference to a petition from 
members of the congregation of Durham, ask- 
ing for separate church organization, which 
was granted by the casting vote of the 
Moderator. Four ministers and an elder 
dissented from the finding. Mr. Park and 
Mr. Weir protested and appealed to the 
Synod. The difficulty seems to have 
arisen from the introduction of an organ in 
the church. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Rev. C. B. Pirstapo saw much of the North- 
west, and did good service to the Church. 
He held services at Turtle Mountains, Touch- 
wood Hills, Mosquito Hill, Shoal Lake, Prince 
Albert, Kildonan, Winnipeg, &c. He was 
much impressed with the vastness and great- 
ness of the country. Mr. Pitblado was so 
highly appreciated in Winnipeg, that efforts 
are being made to obtain him for the congre- 
gation in the northern part of the city, which 
Knox Church has taken steps to found. If 
the promoters of the enterprise are success- 
ful, they hope to have a self-sustaining con- 
gregation from the start. Rev. Mr. Hodnett, 
late of Perrytown, arrived during September, 
and has been stationed at Birtle, on the crest 
of the wave of immigration, 230 miles west 
of Winnipeg. In the field now placed under 
Mr. Hodnett, Mr. John MacArthur, a student 
of Manitoba College, has been working for 
the past summer. He maintained services in 
14 stations—and went round the whole of 
them once in three weeks—taking of neces- 
sity a number of services on week evenings. 
All the students employed in the Manitoba 
mission field this year have done capital work. 
The thanks of the Presbytery are due to Rev. 
Thomas McGuire, of Jarvis, Ont., for good 
service rendered in Emerson during the past 
summer. The brethren would be glad to see 
Mr. McGuire become a permanent resident 
of the Province. Mr. Vaus, a catechist from 
Glasgow, Scotland, has been sent to the Rock 
Lake District for the winter, and is entirely 
in the hands of the people as to his support. 
Manitoba College is in full working order for 
the session. Forty students have thus far 
been enrolled. Of these 27 are University 
students—3 being for B, A. senior year; 4 for 
B. A. junior year; 10 for University previous 
examination ; and 10 for University prelimi- 
nary examination. All the students in the 
College but two are pursuing the classical 
course. The great increase of work has ren- 
dered additional help to the Professors a 
necessity. Accordingly the Senate has ap- 
pointed Mr. A. M. Campbell, mathematical 
tutor, and Mr. R. G. McBeth, classical tutor. 
Both these are in their junior B. A. year in 
the University of Manitoba. Dr. Black and 
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Rey. Mr. Robertson have been appointed to 
give assistance in teaching Evidences, Church 
History, Logic and Moral Philosophy. A vig- 
orous literary society is conducted by the 
students. They propose to have a series of 
public lectures, at intervals during the win- 
ter, in a public hall in the city. Prof. Bryce 
has been asked to give their first lecture. 
Manitoba College is getting around it the 
most active-minded youths of the country, 
without reference to religious denominations, 
The College Board has offered two premiums 
to architects, one in Toronto, the other in 
Montreal, for plans, and every effort is being 
made to erect new buildings, which it is 
hoped may be ready for occupation by Ist of 
September, 1881. Much satisfaction is ex- 
pressed at the interest taken in the North- 
west, at the late meeting of the Home Mis- 
sion Committee, at which Mr. Robertson, of 
_ Winnipeg, was present. If the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is to be finished from Prince 
Arthur’s Landing to the Rocky Mountains, 
as the syndicate promises, the immense in- 
crease of population will overwhelm the 
Church in its efforts to follow the settlers 
with the ordinances of religion. B.

Mr. Blouin was a native of the Province of 

Quebec and the son of Roman Catholic 

parents. He was a young man of very high 

promise, whose early death is deeply lament- 

ed by his professors and fellow students and 
a large circle of other friends. 

Mr. James Lititz, the senior elder of St.

His piety was genuine, 
and his end was a fitting termination to an 
even and beautiful life, his last days being 
spent in constant and audible communion 
with Jesus, in the lucid intervals granted 
him in the midst of his sufferings. His end 
was peace. 

Mr. Joun Fiscuer, a worthy elder in the 
congregation of McNab and Horton, Ont., 
died at Arnprior on the 9th of September. 
The deceased was a native of Glengarry, Ont.

recently ceased from their labours. Dr. 

Jamieson, of St. Paul’s Church, Glasgow, 
Scotland, and Dr. Plumer, Professor of Theo- 
logy in the Seminary, at Columbia, in the 
United States. Dr. Jamieson celebrated the 
fiftieth year of his ministry in April last, and 
was eighty years of age when he died. He 
belonged to the orthodox school of divines, 
but was in no sense a man of narrow views. 
He was an independent thinker, a profound 
theologian, an effective platform speaker, 
and, withal, of a kindly and genial disposition. 
He was perhaps better known by his writings 
than as a preacher. His contributions to 
the Portable Commentary — Genesis to 
Esther—are his best heritage to the Church. 
Dr. Plumer, who died in the 78th year of his 
age, was aman of great force of character. 
His writings were numerous and widely cir- 
culated. He was a leader in the councils of 
the Southern Presbyterian Church, — an 
earnest and successful pastor. The Rev. 
Andrew Dowsley, of Madras, formerly of 
Lansdowne, Ontario, has been transferred 
by the Foreign Mission Committee of the 
Church of Scotland, to China. He has gone 
meanwhile to Ichang to study the language. 
The Rey. Peter Galbraith, of St. Stephen’s 
Church, London, Ontario, has been appointed 
to the parish of St. Catherine’s, Demarara. 
The Rev. William Barnhill, formerly of To- 
ronto, has been appointed minister of St. 
Ciement parish, Demarara. Dr. Thomas_ 
Smith, of Edinburgh, has been inducted by 
the Free Presbytery of Edinburgh, to the 
Chair of Evangelistic Theology to which he 
was appointed by last General Assembly. 
Dr. Begg, in addressing the new professor, 
spoke of an “ earnest ministry ” as the peculiar 
want of the Church at the present time. At 
a recent meeting of the same Presbytery, Dr. 
Begg called attention to the discussions 
which had lately taken place in regard to 
SABBATH OBSERVANCE. The agitation of that 
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question at the present time in Edinburgh 
was somewhat unexpected. The importance 
attached to it could not be overestimated, 
‘“‘for it comes to the question whether the 
Fourth Commandment is a part of perma- 
nent and universal morality or not. If the 
Sabbath be not a part of the permanent law 
of God, it was hard to understand on what 
footing it rests at all. It was obvious that 
those who are contending for various forms 
of amusement and secular instruction upon 
the Sabbath day are really opposed to the 
whole sacredness of that day. To substitute 
for the religious observance of the day, the 
mere amusement of looking at pictures and 
flowers would be to break the back-bone of 
Scotland.” Dr. Begg’s remarks had special 
reference to the organization in Edinburgh 
of a branch of the “Sunday Society ”—so. 
called, and to certain utterances of Professor 
Tyndall before a similar society in Glasgow, 
directed against the sacred observance of 
the day and advocating the opening of Bo- 
tanical gardens, museums, and picture gal- 
leries, for the “recreation” of the people of 
Scotland on the Salbath. The charge im- 
pending over Dr. Donald Fraser, of the 
Mary-le-Bone Presbyterian Church, London, 
for promulgating similar sentiments is ex- 
citing much concern in the Presbyterian 
Church of England, of which Mr. Fraser is at 
present the Moderator. The discussion in 
the Presbytery of Glasgow on the “Scotch 
Sermons” ended in the adoption of a motion 
by the late Dr. Jamieson, that the sermons 
should be remitted to a committee with 
instructions to confer with Mr. McFarlane 
(one of the writers implicated) and to report 
at an early date. The prevailing opinion is 
that the sermons in question are so utterly 
weak and worthless as to cause regret that 
the action of the Presbytery should have 
given them so much notoriety that a second 
edition had been published. The case of 
Professor Robertson Smith has passed 
through another stage in the Commission of 
the Free Church Assembly, which met in 
Edinburgh, in the end of October. The mo- 
tion of Dr. Wilson, which was carried by a 
majority of 270 to 202, approves generally of 
the report of the committee which charges 
Professor Smith with speaking in his writings 
of the books of Scripture in an irreverent man- 
‘ner, suggesting that they do not give an 
authoritative narrative of facts, that it is 
difficult for readers to regard God as their 
author, and throwing discredit on the pro- 
phecies contained in the Bible. The motion 
remitted the whole matter to the Assembly, 
and in the meantime instructed Professor 
Smith to abstain from teaching, and the 
College Committee to make provision for his 
classes. This amounts to his interim suspen- 
sion. Ata public meeting held in the U. P. 


Synod Hall, Edinburgh, a number of resolu- 
tions were passed in favour of “ disestablish- 
ment.” Principal Cairns in supporting one 
of the resolutions said that it was in no spirit 
of hostility to the Established Church, or of 
envy, jealousy, or unbrotherliness that he 
stood there to plead the cause of disestab- 
lishment. He rejoiced that the whole 
strain of the proceedings that day had been 
so kindly, and that while the spirit and 
earnestness of the old Voluntary controversy 
had reappeared, there had, he thougbt, been 
an improvement in the spirit of true Chris- 
tian love, sympathy, and affection beyond 
what was manifested in the olden times. He 
rejoiced in the progress which the cause had 
made, and could even hope that that great 
statesman—in regard to whom he might say 
that while travelling from one part of 
America to another, he heard but one opinion 
of irrepressible interest and sympathy with 
him in his great public career—might be 
permitted to see the issue, if not in the 
whole kingdom, at least in this part of it. 

THE Synop’s NoMINATION Boarp of the Pres- 
byterian Church of England having intimated 
that they would nominate Dr. J. C. Bruce, of 
Newcastle, for the moderatorship next year, 
objections have been made in various quar- 
ters as to the competency of the nomination, 
inasmuch as the said Dr. Bruce—an eminent 
and worthy elder of the Church—has not the 
status of an ordained minister. Dr. Bruce 
appears to have been a licentiate, and to have 
withdrawn from the list of probationers, and 
become superintendent and proprietor of an 
academy in Newcastle. It is claimed that 
the proposed procedure is not in harmony 
with the usual practice of Presbyterian 
Churches: it has no precedent in the history 
of the Presbyterian Church in England, or 
the Presbyterian Church of England ; and it 
appears to have only one precedent, and that 
in very peculiar circumstances in the long 
course of the history of the Scottish Pres- 
byterian Church. The instance cited is the 
appointment of the celebrated George Buch- 
anan—who was “also an elder’—to the mo- 
deratorship of the General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland, in the year 1567. (He 
had been elected Principal of St. Leonard’s 
College, St. Andrew’s, the previous year, and 
by the tenure of his office seems to have been 
required to read occasional lectures in divin- 
ity.) Tue Rev. Dr. Granam, of Liverpool, has 
been installed as Professor of Church History 
in the College of the Presbyterian Church, 
London, and is the first occupant of the 
Chair founded by the munificence of Mr. 
Robert Barbour, of Bolesworth Castle. 

THE EvaNGELIcaL ALLIANCE held its annual 
meeting this year in the City of Nottingham. 
The Irish branch of the Alliance met simul- 
taneously in Belfast, and remained in confer- 
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ance for several days. A fine spirit is said 
to have pervaded the meetings in both places. 
Dr. Knox is haunted with the shadow of the 
next Presbyterian Council, which is to meet 
in Belfast four years hence, and is already 
asking how: shall Belfast receive it? Dr. J. 
Gardiner Robb, of Galway, formerly of 
Cooke’s Church, Toronto, has had the degree 
of LL.D. conferred upon him, by the Duke 
of Leinster, Chancellor of Queen’s University, 
in Dublin. The Rev. W. F. Stevenson, of 
Rathgar, is nominated by the Presbytery of 
Dublin, for the moderatorship of the next 
General Assembly, which meets in Dublin. 

Tue Ruy. Rospert CuamBers, formerly of 
Whitby, Ontario, reads the “ bresbyterian 
Record” on the banks of the Euphrates, at 
Erzroom, Eastern Turkey, and sends us the 
following interesting items of information,— 

Our friends in Canada did nobly for the 
poor here—quite beyond my expectation. 
Thank God for the hungry mouths that have 
been filled. We expect a repetition of last 
winter’s scenes during the coming winter. 
The crop is very short, and many farmers 
were unable to find seed. Just now every- 
body, and allhis relations, is to beseenin the 
fields—those who dare not go in daylight 
visit the harvests at midnight and gather a 
little for the coming day. You have heard 
by this time of the foul murder of Rev. Mr. 
Parsons near Baghchejuk. He had been in the 
work for 25 years—an energetic, clever, de- 
voted missionary—father in-law of Mr. Whi- 
ting, whom the Chinese sought to deify, and 
a man of like spirit. He had been on a ten 
or twelve days preaching tour, and returning, 
was withing five hours of home. During the 
night four young men— who have confessed 
the details of their crime—shot the sleeping 
missionary and his companion. The bodies 
were found next day. The murderers say 
they are sorry they killed two men for only 
five medgidies—about $4.45—which was all 
the money on the persons of the victims. 
When asked why they left the bodies un- 
buried the villains answered that one of 
their number had proposed burial, but the 
rest ridiculed the proposal to bury a ghaiour. 
The Mussulmans express great sympathy 
with the murderers—say they are young and 
should not be punished, &c. The U. S. Go- 
vernment will have to take a very decided 
stand in order to secure justice. 

Our work is going on as usual, though we 
have done little but feed the hungry since 
last February. We are building a high 
school which is to cost, land and all, about 
£1050, which when completed will be a very 
fine structure indeed for the purpose.

LETTER FROM THE CONVENER. 


(DERMrr me through your columns, to call 
Ay the attention of the Western Section 
of the Church to the requirements of the 
Foreign Mission Fund for the current year. 
These are more than usually urgent. The 
Committee was under the painful necessity 


of reporting to the General Assembly, in 


June last, a debt of $16,558.83—an increase 
in the debt during the year of more than 
$11,500. It is true, that this large addition 
to the debt was incurred chiefly by the pur- 
chase and erection of Mission buildings in 
India and in China, and does not indicate a 
permanent increase in the ordinary expen- 
diture of the Mission, but it is none the less 
embarrassing to the Committee which has 
only very limited means placed at its dis- 
posal. The Committee has made, and is still 
making every effort to keep down the ex- 
pense to the lowest point consistent with 
efficiency. It is only, however, possible to 
curtail to a small extent, the expenditure of 
a Foreign Mission. Those who have been 
sent to labour among the heathen have 


either to be supported or recalled, and they 
cannot even be recalled without incurring 
somewhat heavy travelling expenses. When 
the Report of the Committee was under con- 
sideration at Montreal, the General Assembly 
felt, as I trust the whole Church will feel, 
that the only suitable way to meet the pre- 
sent emergency is to put forth a vigorous 
special effort to sweep away the whole debt, 
and leave the Committee free to carry for- 
ward the great work among the heathen, 
upon which the Church has embarked. The 
following resolution was adopted by the Su- 
preme Court of our Church, unanimously, 
viz: “The General Assembly call upon con- 
gregations to make a special effort to double 
their contributions to Foreign Missions for 
the present year, and enjoin upon Presby- 
teries to use all diligence to secure this end.’’ 
With a hearty and united effort on the part 
of ministers and people, this debt can be 
removed in one year, without injury to any 
of the other schemes of the Church. Accord- 
ing to the Jast Statistical Report, there are 
nearly 84,000 communicants in the Western 
Section of the Church, in Quebec, Ontario 
and Manitoba, and an average contribution 
of 54 cents from each of them would produce 
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more than the entire amount necessary to 
sweep away the present debt and meet all 
the expenditure of the year. There are 
surely few members of the Church so poor 
that they can, even without any special 
effort, consider their duty to the Evangel- 
ization of the heathen discharged by a con 
tribution of 54 cents. 

In the present condition of the Mission 
work, there are some things to try the faith 
of God’s people and lead them to depend 
more on the wisdom and grace of the Head 
of the Church, but there are many things 
fitted to give solid encouragement. The 
work among the Indians in the North-West 
-is assuming a more favourable aspect than 
formerly. The Indians, as they settle upon 
the reserves which have been set apart for 
them by the Government, and abandon their 
roving habits, can be much more easily and 
effectively reached by the missionary. The 
accession of Mis-ta wa-sis’ band opens up a 
new and exceedingly promising field in this 
department. 

In Formosa, the work still advances sa- 
tisfactorily. The absence of Rev. Dr. Mackay 
is much felt by Mr. Junor and by the entire 
Mission, but his visit to this country will it 
is believed, do much to develop a deeper in- 
terest in the great work to which he has con- 
secrated his life. He is now engaged in 
visiting the congregations of the Church, as 
extensively as his time and strength will 
permit, and the heart-stirring report he has 
to give of the great things the Lord has done 
by him, cannot but increase the interest felt 
in the foreign work. The latest reports from 
Mr. Junor continue favourable, but he feels 
greatly the responsibility of his position, and 
urgently asks for another missionary. 

The state of the Mission in India as report- 
ed to the General Assembly, gave occasion 
for not a little anxiety. I am glad to be able 
to state that the last accounts received from 
Rev. John Wilkie are of a much more en- 
couraging character than any that have come 
to hand since the unfortunate difficulties 
arose, to which allusion was made in the 
Annual Report. There are now indications 
of greater harmony in the mission staff, and 
several cases of conversion from among the 
heathen are reported. Wm. MacLaren,

LETTER FROM MISS RODGER. 


HE following letter addressed to Mrs. 

Harvie, Secretary of the Woman’s 

Foreign Missionary Society, Toronto, is kind- 
ly sent to us for publication :— 


Thanks for your letter and the report 
which you sent me last week. In your letter 
of June 10th you expressed regret that you 
did not know about the Girls’ school sooner. 
Although this school was opened in February 
it has not been very encouraging until late- 
ly. For the first month very few attended 
regularly, they might come for a day or two, 
then be absent for more than a week. The 
attendance improved the second month, but 
the number was low in the hot weather. 
Some of the children in that season went 
with parents to visit their friends in their 
own part of the country. I thought it better 
to keep the school open all through the hot 
season even if very few attended. You will 
rejoice when you hear that the number has 
increased considerably and that their at- 
tendance is very regular indeed. They are of 
different castes, from the Brahmin down to 
the Dhobi, although there is only one repre- 
sentative of the latter caste. Her name is 
Batasa (sugar-cakes in English) but I do not 
consider it an appropriate name for her. 
They all sit in the same room, and no objec- 
tion has been made to it yet. Six of the girls 
are of the Brahmin caste, one is the daughter 
of a thakoor, the remainder include darzi, 
bonzi, kisaio, and dhobi castes. Two of the 
children only understand Marathi, but they 
also speak Hindustani, and they are all 
taught to read the Hindi characters. They 
are all taught to sew, and I have commenced 
to give them a little arithmetic. Miss Mc- 
Gregor has taught them to sing a few hymns, 
two of them, Angeline and Sawa, sing very 
well, they are very fond of the hymn, “ Joy- 
fully, Joy-fully.” These girls are in the same 
class, they are all making steady progress. 
A warm welcome is always given me when I 
visit Sandelara’s mother. Some days ago she 
sent me a dinner which she had prepared, it 
was a pleasure to me to get it for it seemed 
good will on her part. Sawa sings the hymns 
she has learned in school in her own home 
and her family seem pleased to hear her do 
so. She has a very sweet voice, and a very 
sweet face : altogether she is one of the most 
attractive girls in school. Scarcely a day 
passes but one or two women drop in for 
some minutes, I encourage them to come, 
and it helps to remove the prejudice they have 
against girls being educated. One woman 
who was very indignant at me for asking her 
daughter to come to school, often comes in 
herself now. Her daughter has attended 
lately, at first she stood in the doorway, one 
foot inside, the other outside, and looked as 
if she did not know which way to turn. She 
was absent to-day on account of a death in 
her family ; they will have the customary 
days of feasting now and she will not return 
probably until this is all over. The behaviour 
of the children is improving. Their appear- 
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ance is also somewhat better, and I can have 
prayer with them without the fear of being 
disturbed by some one laughing outright. At 
first I was so often interrupted I thought it 
better not to have prayer until they could 
be made to understand that they would have 
to keep silence. Besides these children I 
have two other girls learning to read, whose 
father will not allow them to go out. One is 
called Champis, she gets on very slowly ; the 
other is much more intelligent. Both fami- 
lies belong to an upper country station, this 
accounts for their being so secluded. It is 
so difficult to persuade these people to do 
anything contrary to the customs of their 
fathers. Champi’s mother and grandmother, 
however, always make me feel sure they are 
glad to have me come to their house. I tried 
the experiment of having a man call for the 
children, but it did not succeed, and I have 
been very fortunate in getting a brahmine 
woman to call for them. The school has 
prospered since the change was made. I 
have not been able to get a suitable person 
as yet to assist me in Zenana and school 
work. Since the return of Mr. Douglas and 
his family from the hills, I have been relieved 
of the care of the children in the orphanage. 
Babis Bhimgir’s wife took me to see the 
Maharani not long ago. She is a frequent 
visitor at the palace, and on one of these 
occasions the rani asked her to bring me. In 
sending this message I doubt whether she 
was prompted by any other motives than 
curiosity. At the entrance door I was asked 
to take off my shoes. Although I disliked 
going up the staircase and through the dark 
passage without shoes, I didas I was required. 
The rani was seated on a dari (a small carpet) 
which was spread on the earthen floor, and 
another was spread for me at a little dis- 
tance, not a chair was there in the room. 
She was employed signing papers, and would 
occasionally stop to talk to me. The conversa- 
tion principally was about worship. The 
Maharaja has three wives, but the one I saw 
is the mother of the elder prince. The one 
which I shall call No. 2 was absent from the 
palace the day I was there, it was on that 
account I did not see her also. The remain- 
ing one I believe is pretty much an invalid. 


LETTER FROM MRS. J. F. CAMPBELL. 


The following extracts are from a letter 
addressed to the Secretary of the Kingston 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Society :— . 

As to the work among the women, I am 
trying to keep up the work begun by Miss 
Rodger, and as I have several new houses I 
have plenty to do. One of the new houses 
is that of a Marathi Brahmin,—a clerk in the 
Commissariat under Col. VWanderthuysen. 
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They are very bright girls in this house, and 
seem anxious to learn. At first they were 
very shy, and only the biggest girls would 
come near us. Now the whole family, (at 
least from the number I should think so) 
gather round us to look at ourselves, our 
work, and listen to the reading. I must tell 
you of my experience in a Parsee house, 
shortly after my marriage. They knew of 
my marriage, so one of the women expressed 
surprise at my not dressing more finely. She 
thought it was the custom, when people 
were newly married for them to wear fine 
clothes and plenty of jewellery. She even 
suggested silk as an appropriate material for 
me to be dressed in. The same day she 
asked me my age, my husband’s salary and 
other such personal questions. We hear 
and see strange things occasionally. At a 
house we visit regularly (it is one of the 
better class too) the front room is occupied 
by a cow, which cow we have to pass very 
closely in getting to the room where we 
read. One day we found the cow and a calf 
in the same room where we read, the full 
size of which room is not more than nine feet 
square. They have so little idea of what we 
consider comfort. You will be interested in 
hearing that we have taken a little orphan 
boy to bring up. He is a little famine waif, 
and came to us through Col. Lester, of Sirda- 
pore. Have you heard of the Bhils? Little 
Ramlal (for that is the boy’s name) is one. 
Speaking of them takes me back to our ex- 
perience of tent life, and travelling in the 
districts after our marriage. Both the tent 
life and the travelling from one halting place 
to another in our own conveyance we found 
very pleasant. Picture to yourself a tent 
about 11 feet square as dining-room, study, 
bedroom, pantry, all combined. One half of 
a camp-table did for dining-table,—the other 
half tor writing-table. Under the writing- 
table was a trunk containing clothing. This 
we had chained to one of the poles of the 
tent, for fear of the robbers. The box con- 
taining our provisions, &c., was chained to 
the other pole. Then we had arope fiom 
one pole to the other, on which were hung 
our saddles, shawls, &c. Under the bed was 
the medicine chest and a basket of clothing. 
In the rear of the tent was a small verandah 
—like room used for a bath room. After the 
first two days we had a second tent which 
was partly occupied by Mr. Missal, our cate- 
chist, and used by us also for taking our 
meals in. Don’t you think we economised 
our space ? 

My husband followed the usual plan of 
having the tents pitched on the outskirts of 
large villages,and also in many of the smaller 
ones in the neighbourhood. Copies of the 
Scriptures, or portions of them, and tracts 
were sold or given away. Sometimes we were 
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visited in our tents by those who had been 
interested enough to want to hear more, and 
had thus come for further enquiry and con- 
versation. But what has this to do with the 
Bhils ? Many of them are living in that part 
of the country over which we travelled. They 
are one of the aboriginal tribes of this coun- 
try and are said to be a thieving, murderous 
set, thinking as little of cutting off a man’s 
head as a Hindoo does of telling a lie. Those 
of them who have not become Hinduized are 
truthful. Those who have become Hinduized 
have lost that virtue, but retain their thiev- 
ing, murderous propensities. To show how 
little they think of murder, I will repeat to 
you what was told my husband by Col. Lester 
about a Bhil who was brought before him for 
murder. This Bhil coolly entered into all 
the details of the murder,—his only shame 
and regret being that he had not made a 
good job of it, inasmuch as he had not cut 
off the man’s head with one stroke, but had 
to take two. During our camp life in the 
districts we knew something of Bhils in the 
way of watchmen ; for according to the old 
proverb “Set a thief,” and according to the 
custom very generally followed in India, 
those belonging to the robber castes are em- 
ployed as watchmen. But our first alarming 
acquaintance with the Bhils was during the 
last stage of our travels in the districts going 
from Barnuggur to Butlam,—a distance of 
about 20 miles. We left Barnuggur at 11 am. 
hoping to reach Butlam between six and 
seven in the evening, as we understood the 
distance was 24 miles. But not only was the 
distance greater, but the roads too were worse 
than we expected, so that at dark we found 
ourselves in the midst of the Bhil country, 
10 or 12 miles from our destination, with the 
road in such a state that we could only walk 
the ponies. Just about this time we reached 
a sort of police station. Here they called 
out to us that the road was closed at night 
on account of its danger. But my husband 
called back that no road was closed to a 
Sahib (a white man is usually called a Sahib) 
For what could we do? It was as bad to go 
back as forward. Besides my husband had 
arranged to preach to the Europeans in But- 
lam the next day, Sabbath, so we just kept 
on. In India it is the custom, when tra- 
velling in the way we were doing, for every 
village to provide a watchman who acts as 
guide to the next village. Well, just as we 
were passing this police station, several Bhils 
who seemed to come from there, joined our 
watchman, ran along with him some distance 
and then turned. off, taking, as it appeared 
to us, a shorter cut to the next village. I 
feared that in some lonely spot they might 
waylay us. Meantime our Sais (the man 
who looks after the horses and who was with 
us) told us some alarming stories of deeds 


perpetrated by these Bhils,—how that not © 
very long before, an executive enquirer had — 
been attacked and robbed. When we arrived ~ 


at the next village, it looked suspicious that — 
we were kept waiting for some time before 
the watchman came. Our Sa-is gave into my 
husband’s hands the bows and arrows be- 
longing to the watchman. These bows and 
arrows used by the watchman are large, and _ 
the points of the arrows are iron and can do — 
deadly work, when skilfully used. Armed 
with this weapon we were a little more se- 
cure. Well this new watchman led us by a 
very circuitous way (still suspicious-looking,) 
down through a gully shaded by trees, and - 
where the road was so bad, that we all had 
to get out and walk for some distance. What 
a drive that was for the next few miles. My 
husband did not seem the least alarmed for 
ourselves, but he did confess to feeling a 
little anxious about our things which were 
some hours behind us. But we were both 
very much relieved when, between eleven 
and twelve at night, we reached Butlam, safe 
and sound, and still more so when our goods 
and chattels arrived also. 


Grinidad Mission, 


year ago as a teacher to labour at Cou- 

va. Mr. Campbell having given his 
scholars at Couva ten days’ holidays in. 
August, proceeded to San Fernando, Mr. 
Grant’s station, and with Jacob Corsbie, the 
young Chinese teacher, visited the Mission 
schools. The schools were found in an en- 
couraging condition ; but the teachers com- 
plain of the difficulty they have in making 
children attend. The two teachers climbed 
to the summit of Naparima Hill. The scene- 
ry was grand beyond description. At the 
base of the hill was the busy town of San 
Fernando, with here and there a spire of a 
church towering above the other buildings, 
and no less than two of them belonging to 
the Presbyterian body. On the west was the 
gulf of Paria, noted for its calmness, and as 
the bright sun shone on the waters they 
looked like “a sea of glass.” There was 
quite a number of ships out a little distance 
from the shore, some of them lying at anchor, 
others under full sail, but there was scarcely 
wind enough to fill the sails. Looking across 
the water to the west we could plainly see 
the rugged hills of the Spanish Main in South 
America, which appeared very near from our 
lofty height. In all other directions, as far 
as the eye could see, the principal thing that 
presented itself to the view was the green 
sugar cane, with here and there a lofty palm 
tree standing upright, but comparatively 
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alone, a very fitting emblem of the “righte- 
ous man,” especially of those in the West 
Indies. It being saturday the Coolie teachers 
had a holiday, and about a dozen of them as- 
sembled in the church at 11 o’clock to give 
in their reports to Mr. Grant of how they 
succeeded during the week, and also to study 
a lesson for Sabbath, and each one received 
the “ well done” or the mark of displeasure 
according as his report was satisfactory or 
otherwise. One poor fellow when he gave a 
very unsatisfactory account of his week’s 
labours, received from Mr. Grant the address 
of the “slothful servant.” ‘“ Poor John, I 
know that you are naturally lazy, but you 
must either give up your laziness or give up 
the school, so I will give you one week more 
to decide.” ee erent tii 

On Sabbath Mr. Grant held two services in 
the church in San Fernando—one in Hindos. 
tani, the other in English—and two out in 
the country. The services in town were very 
well attended, and looking at those who at- 
tend church in comparison to those who do 
not, it might be truly said of them as of the 
man of Gadara that they are “clothed and in 
their right mind.” I think if our friends at 
home would just see how well our churches 
are attended, and see also the great numbers 
who are wandering about on Sabbath, as 
sheep having no shepherd, there would be 
no delay in sending at least one more under. 
_ shepherd to try to gather some into the fold. 
Sabbath evening I went out in the country 
with Mr. Grant to a place called Harmony 
Hall, where he preached in a building that 
would seem rather antiquated to an audience 
in Canada. The floor was simply the mud 
levelled off and dried with the sun. The 
walls were open to every breeze that blows, 
except the posts which held up the roof, and 
the roof was made of fan palm leaves lapped 
over one another like shingles, and as a 
heavy shower of rain was approaching, the 
horse was led in as one of the auditors to 
share in the protection the building afforded. 
But in this homely building quite a number 
of Coolies assembled and listened with rapt 
attention to the “old old story of Jesus and 
his love.” Inthe evening Mr. Grant began 
a series of lectures on the “Life of Christ.” 
He had sent to the United States for a num- 
ber of Geikie’s, cheap edition. These arrived 
on the preceeding week and no less than 
sixteen young men purchased each a book, 
and more would have taken them if they 
were to be had. This gives an idea, not only 
of the progress of Christianity, but also of 
education among the Coolies. 

Mr. Campbell visited Mr. Morton's station, 
Princestown, Savannah Grande. On arriving 
at Mr. Morton’s, found them all well and 
busily engaged teaching a few young Coolie 
men who came every evening to learn to 


read, They were preparing to leave on the 
following week for Demarara, where they are 
to remain for a month. There are over 
50,000 Coolies in that colony and as yet very 
little mission work done among them, and 
the Macedonian call seems to have come 
over the water afresh, “‘come over and help 
us.” There is a Scotch Missionary stationed 
there now but his work is not principally 
among the Coolies, so Mr. Morton will find 
plenty to do until he returns. Mr. Christie 
has just completed a new school-house at 
one of his stations. Mr. Morton has returned 
from his visit to Demarara. 

Rev. J. Grant writes on the 25th Septem- 
ber: “We are busy at Geikie’s Life of Christ- 
Our more intelligent young people are de. 
lighted withit. At Christmas we will have an 
examination on this work in presence of 
friends of the Mission. Our services are 
better attended than ever before. We are 
greatly delighted with the removal of the 
financial barrier to the sending of a fourth 
missionary. A missionary to the Coolies here 
is sure to be well scanned by the public. 
He receives aid from all denominations, and 
is in some sense common property.” He 
speaks of the prominent post which the new 
missionary will occupy, and of the valuable 
services rendered to the Mission by Rev. A. 
Falconer, Port of Spain. He is “cheered 
exceedingly’ by the liberality of the con- 
gregations. 


Foreign Hlission Report. 
EASTERN SECTION. 


Ge AST year we gave the Report of the Com- 
er mittee for the Eastern Section in full. 

As we cannot make room in this issue 
for the whole report, rather than spread it 
over two numbers, we judge it better to give 
the substance of it in condensed form. 


I.—Tae New HeEsripes Mission. 


Our missionaries in this field are,—The 
Rev. JosepH ANNAND, at Anelcauhat, Anei- 
tyum, with 20 teachers ; Rev. J. W. McKen- 
zig, at Erakor, Efate, with 9 elders and a 
band of teachers ; Rev. A. B. Roperrtson, at 
Dillon’s Bay, Erromanga, with 22 teachers. 
The mission is a joint one in which the mis- 
sionaries of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland and of the Australian 
Church cooperate with those of Canada. Twen- 
ty-three ministers in all have laboured in this 
field, of whom two died by violence, and six 
from natural causes, while four retired. 
Eleven remain, and met last year in Synod, 
as usual, for discussion, review and prayer. 
The meeting was held upon Erromanga and 
the brethren were all accommodated on 
shore, chiefly at Mr. Robertson’s. 
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ANEITYUM :—My. ANNAND reported 565 in- 
habitants in his district, of whom 233 are on 
the communion roll. The communion was 
dispensed three times in the year. The num- 
ber of baptisms was nine, and of marriages 
18. Public worship every Sabbath in four 
churches ; 18 Sabbath-schools, and 20 day- 
schools. There is a Normal-school for the 
training of teachers with forty on the roll. 
The event of the year has been the receipt 
and diffusion among the people of the second 
volume of the Old Testament, in the lan- 
guage of the Aneityumese, to be speedily fol- 
lowed by the whole Book. This, the first 
Bible in any of the native languages of Poly- 
nesia, is a monument to the joint labours of 
the late Dr. Geddie and the Rev. John Inglis. 
The natives have defrayed the cost of publi- 
eation by contributions of arrowroot. Mr. 
Annand states that 800 copies were distri- 
buted immediately in his district; and that 
he has prosecuted his work during the past 
year with much comfort and been greatly 
encouraged by the improved conduct of the 
people. 

Eratre :—Mr. Mackenzie reports 81 mem- 
bers in good standing on the roll. The in- 
fant school, taught by Mrs. McKenzie has 
been especially encouraging, having over 
forty in attendance. lJBesides the usual 
classes for teachers and candidates, another 
has been held, attended by twenty young 
men. All professing Christians attend 
church and Sabbath school more or less re- 
gularly. Nine elders give occasional aid, 
when requested, at prayer meeting. It is a 
marvellous contrast to see the decently 
clothed well conducted people there, com- 
pared with the naked savages all around. Of 
the Church members, four visit in turn a 
distant heathen village. There are three 
Christian villages, population 280, and three 
heathen villages, population 200. The num- 
ber of marriages since 1€72 has been 38, and 
the infant baptisms 63. 

Erromanca :—Mr. Robertson reports abun- 
dant opportunities for direct missionary work 
with his people generally, and at Dillon’s 
Bay especially, the people were more an- 
xious than ever before to improve themselves 
by attendance upon the various classes with- 
in their reach. There are, first, early morn- 
ing prayer with instruction in Scripture 
truth, conducted generally by a native 
teacher, sometimes by the missionary. At 
nine a.m., Mrs. Robertson’s class for chil- 
dren—six years of age, and upwards to 
eleven—the older scholars remain for writing, 
the girls, to sew. This is a very hopeful 
class. Then Mr. Robertson during part of 
the year conducted a class for young men in 
reading, writing, singing, and elements of 
arithmetic ; and he had succeeded in settling 
a teacher at Unepang, from which he was 
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repulsed a year ago. Kawawi, a chief, and 
son of one of the murderers of John Williams 
had relinquished heathenism. The natives 
had given our missionary many convincing 
proofs of their respect for him. The only 
subject of regret in the report is the refer- 
ence to the labour-traffic through which as 
many as a hundred people who were under 
Christian instruction had been allured away 
from that part of the island in six months. 


Il.—_ TRINIDAD MISSION, 


Our missionaries in this field are (1) the 
Rev. Joun Morton, at Princestown, Savannah 
Grande, with assistants—Miss A. M. Black- 
adder, teacher, Joseph Annajee, native evan- 
gelist, and six native teachers and monitors. 
(2) Rey. K. J. Grant, at San Fernando, with 
Lal Behari, assistant, John Corsbie, and 
fifteen other helpers and teachers. (3) The 
Rev. T. M. Curistiz, at Couva, with three 
teachers. 

Couva :—Mr. Christie’s labours in his own 
field were only for about four months, as 
he returned to Canada on a furlough of eight 
months. Messrs. Morton and Grant supplied 
one-third of the remaining Sabbaths, and re- 
liable catechists sent by them, the other 
third. The services in the church and in the 
hospital were thus regularly maintained and 
efficiently conducted. The number of scho- 
lars on the roll of the schools in this district 
was 118, and the average attendance, 71. 

SAVANNAH GRANDE :—The whole work in 
Mr. Morton’s district has been pushed for- 
ward with great vigour and success. At 
Princestown—so called in commemoration 
of the recent visit of the sons of the Prince 
of Wales, services have been regularly con- 
ducted with increasing interest, and from 
this as a centre, inroads have been made in 
different directions upon surrounding heath- 
enism. There is a good high-school at 
Princestown, supported by the Halifax 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and of 
which Miss Blackadder is the faithful and 
successful teacher. At Peparo, land has been 
purchased upon which a church and school- 
house and a teacher’s residence are to be 
built. At St. Julien, three and half miles 
above Princestown, a house has been rented, 
in the meantime, for school purposes and 
Sabbath services. A new school-room has 
been built at Mount Stewart. The total 
number of scholars on the rollin Mr. Morton’s 
district is 200, with an average attendance 
of 125. 

San Fernanpo :—Mr. Grant reports that 
the mission schools have received a large 
amount of attention, and that the Word has 
been preached on nearly every day of the 
week as well as on Sabbath. “ Education 
and the Gospel travel together in friendly 
intercourse.” The stations supplied extend 
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over twenty estates. The services are con- 
ducted chiefly in Hindustani. Adults in even- 
ing classes have received much attention 
during the year. At Lal-Behari’s station 
above twenty adults have been taught to 
read in their own language with considerable 
freedom, and those who learn to read gener- 
ally attend church. Services in English and 
Hindustani have been regularly maintained 
in San Fernando, and in three out-stations 
every Lord’s day in Hindustani. Lal-Behari, 
Sadaphal, and Jai-par-gas-lal have laboured 
faithfully. C.C. Soodeen and others have 
been ready to respond to any call to duty. 
All have worked hard and with some success. 
In the year there was added sixty names to 
the baptismal roll—37 adults and 23 children. 
The high-school, under the able management 
of J. W. Corsbie, who had the advantage of 
two years instruction at the Galt Institute, is 
doing well. The number of pupils on the } 
roll of the ten schools in this district is 448. 

GENERAL Remarks: —All the helpers, 
teachers, and monitors, meet regularly for 
instruction. They report at these meetings 
the condition of their schools. If there be 
any falling off, they are expected to account 
for it in a satisfactory way. They tell of the 
visits they have paid, and of any encourage- 
ments they have had. They study Geogra- 
phy, History, and Arithmetic, and the Word 
of God. They are supplied with maps of 
Bible lands. In this way every teacher is 
“like a scribe, well instructed unto the 
kingdom of heaven,” and goes forth as from 
a theological seminary, to make known the 
way of Life. The principle of self-support is 
inculcated and is being developed in all the 
districts. Even in the Couva district, from 
which the missionary was absent for eight 
months, the native collections amounted 
to £18 stg. The Savannah Grande reports a 
new school-house erected at Mount Stewart, 
at a cost of $350 from local sources: At 
Princestown the collections were $116.78 ; at 
Peparo $350 were raised for building purposes. 
In the San Fernando Church the weekly col- 
lections come to £114: 10s., special, £86 : 5s— 
equal to $927.52. The planters contributed, 
chiefly to the support of the schools, £695: 
12: 6. Two native evangelists have offered 
themselves as candidates for the ministry 
and are pursuing a regular curriculum of 
study. Inashort time it is expected that 
they will be regularly ordained over Indian 
churches and occupy seats in the Presbytery 
of Trinidad. The Government of Trinidad 
has agreed to give annual grants of £50 each 
to four schools for the benefit of Coolies who 
have settled on crown lands, and these 
schools are placed under the charge of the 
missionaries. 

Finance.—The total receipts for the main- 
tenance of these missions in the New He- 


brides and in Trinidad for last year were 
$13,239.10; namely, $6,581 from congrega- 
tions : $3,018 from Sabbath-schools: from be- 
quests and donations, $1,953: from women’s 
societies, $328 : from Widows’ Fund and 
Geddie Memorial Fund, $591 : from the Cre- 
rar reserve stock; $584, and the balance from 
interest. The amount received for the Tri- 
nidad Mission from the proprietors of estates, 
the Coolies, school fees, and local contribu- 
tions was upwards of $5,000—very nearly 
equal to the amount paid from the Church 
funds. It is noted that the Crerar Reserve, 
originally $10,000, has now been expended. 
It has been drawn upon to meet exceptional 
expenditure for twelve years, and was the 
chief factor in the purchase and payment of 
three houses in which the missionaries reside, 
of several churches, and boats for the mis- 
sionaries. Henceforth all extras will have to 
be met from ordinary revenues. The Com- 
mittee have obtained the sanction of the 
General Assembly for the appointment of a 
fourth missionary.

Sabbath - Sclools, their use vnd 
whause,. 


qu following is the substance of a paper 
tx, on this subject read before the Presby- 
terian Council, by Rev. Dr. Arthur Mitchell, 
of Chicago. 


There are two great dapartments of Chris- 
tian labour, which may almost be said to 
have been created during the past century— 
Foreign Missions and Sunday-schools. It is 
true that, strictly speaking, neither has ever 
been entirely omitted from the services of 
the Church. Especially were foreign missions 
the glory of primitive Christianity, and the 
Churches of every century commanded that 
the children should be taught. Nevertheless, 
it is true that the institution of Sunday- 
schools as we now see them is scarcely one 
hundred years old. In 1780 they were prac- 
tically unknown. It is certainly a most ex- 
traordinary phenomenon the growth of the 
Sunday-schools in the last hundred years in 
every Christian land. There are at present 
in Protestant Sunday-schools not less than 
twelve million scholars and one and a half 
million teachers, making a total of full four- 
teen millions. The development of this sys- 
tem has perhaps been most rapid in the 
United States and Canada. We have seven 
million Sunday-school scholars and nearly a 
million of teachers. They constitute a vast 
University and they have certainly affected 
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our national character and the current of 
our national history. The extension of these 
schools has been more or less marked in 
Britain and in Scotland. In France they did 
not receive their first vigorous impulse until 
1852. 

The speaker then went on to show by sta- 
tistics the immense growth of Sunday-schools 
in all parts of the world. ‘What are the 
reasons for it?” I beg leave to say that in 
answer to this question some very incautious 
words as I think have been spoken. It was 
said only a few evenings since in the hearing 
of this Council, and I noticed that the state- 
ment was loudly applauded, that the institu- 
tion of Sunday-schools was kept a-going by 
light secular amusements, parades, picnics 
and processions. Now, may I be permitted 
to say a word, with profound respect for the 
honoured and beloved teacher of mine who 
uttered that statement as well as for all 
those who applauded it; that never in their 
lives did they make a more complete and 
woeful mistake. Our widely-spread Sunday- 
school system has far better reasons for its 
existence than these. I hope I may be par- 
doned if I speak with some warmth upon 
this matter, but I feel sure thatif I may have 
your attention I can show that this vast fabric 
is resting upon a foundation of the most sub- 
stantial and valuable labour. The truth is, 
without one has investigated the subject, he 
will not imagine the g»eat amount of intellect 
that has been drawn into the service of our 
Sunday-schools nor the amount and quality 
of the work that has been expended upon 
them. ‘The first of the reasons which may 
be named for the rapid increase of the Sun- 
day-schools is that of the great and growing 
necessity which existed for them. There 
were millions of utterly-neglected children. 
It was imperative that some plan of instruct- 
ing and saving these children should be found 
by the Church, and, when once the plan was 
decided upon, the results were good and the 
field was immense. It has been found by the 
most devoted and intelligent Christian pa- 
rents that they receive invaluable aid in the 
training of their children by the co-operation 
of suitable teachers. The ideathat the work 
of teaching children in the knowledge of the 
Scriptures must be left entirely to the clergy 
has been abandoned forever. As the results 
of this system, the parents have not only 
been stimulated in their work of caring for 
the religious education of their children, but 
the scholars themselves have been greatly 
benefited, and an unprecedented stimulus 
has been given to the study of the Scriptures. 
Expositions of the Scriptures have been pre- 
pared by the best men in our Church and 
have received a wide circulation. The differ- 
ent Sunday-school papers designed for the 
younger children have also been found an 
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excellent means of disseminating religious 
knowledge, and their popularity has been 
and is testified to by their enormous circula- 
tion. We hear the assertion, however, of 
late that there is a falling offin the number of 
converts to the Church, and it has been 
charged that the Sunday-school system is 
the cause. The truth is there is a growing 
laxity in family government for which the 
pulpit is in part responsible, and the question 
arises whether it is not in a great degree 
chargeable upon the lack of attention to the’ 
wants of our children in the services of the 
Church. But whatever influence there is at 
work to keep the children out of Church, the 
existence of Sunday-schools has had the 
effect of making the result of those influences 
less disastrous than it otherwise would have 
been. Let us have the Sunday-schools 
in the heart and soul of the Session. Let us 
give it our early and constant attention, and 
pour upon if our prayer andlove. Don’t ask 
to have the Sunday-schools made less at- 
tractive to the children, but make the Church 
more so. The pastor that provides for the 
spiritual wants of the children will never 
find his church forsaken by them. On the 
contrary, he will find in them his most ani- 
mated hearers and his most loyal friends. 


THE QUEEN OF MADAGASCAR. 


During the dedicatory services of the new 
Palace Church at the capital of Madagascar, 
the Prime Minister, while saying that he 
‘wished to appear as a simple member of 
the Palace Church and not in his official 
capacity,’ gave an account of the way in 
which the Queen had been led to the accept- 
ance of Christian truth. 


~ It was not through sny human instrument- 
ality, said the speaker, that the Queen first 
became a Christian, but through the influence 
of the Word of God, blessed be the Holy 
Spirit! and I will show you the very Bible 
by which she was led to believe. He then 
took from a table in front of the Queen a not 
very clean copy of the Bible, printed by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society in 1865, 
and holding it up said, ‘This Bible wasin the 
house of Rascherina (the Queen who suc- 
ceeded Radama II., and preceeded the pre- 
sent Queen) and was considered of no im- 
portance. It received no honour of any - 
kind, and whcever had any time to spare 
might take it up and spell through a verse 
or two, and put it down again. When Raso- 
herina died the present Queen remained 
within the palace, as is customary at a time 
of mourning, and she took up this Bible and 
read it, and as she had then a good deal of 
leisure at this time of sorrow, she read in it 
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frequently. That very Bible,’ he said, hold-| empty treasury. We do not believe, how- 


ing it up again, ‘ was blessed by the Spirit of 
God to change the mind of the Queen, and 
make her love praying, and the word in 
Isaiah lv. 11 was accomplished, which says, 
‘So shall my word be that goeth forth out of 
my mouth ; it shall not return unto me void, 
but it shall accomplish that which I please, 
and it shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it.’
